The  Binghamton  Railway  Company  is  recorded  as  an  operating 
street  railroad  corporation  with  electrical  operations,  but  i3 
included  only  in  the  number  of  operating  street  railroads,  being 
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exempted  by  the  CoDnnission  from  reporting  separately  on  its 
electrical  operations.  Also,  the  Buffalo  and  Lake  Erie  Traction 
Company  is  recorded  as  an  operating  street  railroad  with  electrical 
operations,  but  is  included  only  in  the  number  of  operating  street 
railroads,  being  excused  by  the  Commission  from  reporting  sepa- 
rately on  its  electrical  operations. 

The  Ulster  and  Delaware  Railroad  Company  is  recorded  as  an 
operating  steam  railroad  corporation  with  electrical  operations,  but 
is  included  only  in  the  number  of  operating  steam  railroads,  being 
excused  from  making  a  separate  electrical  report,  Inspector  Hunter 
advising  in  June  last  that  it  occupies  no  public  ways  with  its 
electrical  operations.

Changes  in  Operation:  The  Bainbridge  Gas  Company,  furniab- 
ing  gasoline  gas  in  the  village  of  Bainbridge,  and  M.  P.  Osborne, 
an  individual  engaged  in  furnishing  electricity  in  the  village  of 
Camden,  have  ceased  operations. 

The  Albany  Southern  Railroad  Company,  in  pursuance  of 
reorganization  plans,  has  succeeded  to  the  property  and  franchises 
of  the  Albany  and  Hudson  Bailroad  Company  and  now  owns  and 
operates  electric  plants  in  the  villages  of  Nassau,  East  Greenbush, 
North  Chatham,  Nivervillc,  Valatie,  Kinderhook,  and  Stuyvesant 
Falls,  and  gas  and  electric  plants  in  the  cities  of  Rensselaer  and 
Hudson. 

The  Plattsburgh  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company,  f  umi^ing 
gas  and  electricity,  and  the  Lozier  Light  and  Power  Company, 
furnishing  electricity,  both  in  the  city  of  Plattsburgh,  have  con- 
solidated under  the  corporate  name  ^*  Plattsburgh  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  '\ 

By  merger,  the  gas  plant  and  properties  of  the  Watertown  Gas 
Light  Company  are  now  owned  and  operated  by  the  Watertown 
Light  and  Power  Company. 

The  A.  L.  Swett  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  now  owns 
and  operates  the  gas  and  electric  plants  in  Albion  and  Brockport 
formerly  owned  and  operated  by  the  Albion  Power  Company, 
having  secured  same  through  receiver's  sale.  In  the  same  manner 
the  Middleport  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Company  secured  and  now 
operates  the  electric  light  plant  formerly  owned  and  operated  by 
the  Albion  Power  Company  in  Middleport.

Kitfeke  of  OeBenl  Powen:  The  Commission  has  investigated 
and  ascertained  from  time  to  time  the  quality  of  gas  supplied  by 
persons,  corporations,  and  municipalities,  the  results  being  given 
in  detail  in  pages  following. 

The  gas  supplied  by  a  number  of  corporations  having  been 
found  frequently  to  be  below  the  prescribed  standards  of  illuminat- 
ing power  and  purity,  the  Commission  on  its  own  motion  exam- 
ined the  plants  of  the  delinquent  corporations  and  investigated  the 
methods  of  manufacture  and  distribution  employed  by  them 
The  corporations,  88  in  number,  whose  plants  were  thus  examined 
furnish  gas  in  Brockport,  Oanastota,  Clifton  Springs,  Ooopers- 
town,  Cortland,  Fishkill,  Fort  Plain,  Fredonia,  Glen  Cove,  Glens 
Falls,  Granville,  Haverstraw,  Hoosick  Falls,  Huntington,  Ithaca, 
EingstoD,  Medianicville,  Newark,  Newburgh,  Niagara  Falls, 
Oneida,  Oneonta,  Owego,  Penn  Yan,  Bensselaer,  Rome,  Sag 
Harbor,  Sandy  Hill,  Saratoga,  Suffem,  Tonawanda,  Warsaw,  and 
Watenille. 

At  26  plants  these  examinations  disclosed  the  need  for  bett<^r^ 
ments,  either  in  gas  making  appliances  or  in  methods  of  manii* 
facture  and  purification,  and  specific  recommendations,  based  on 
findings  of  the  inspector,  were  made  to  each  company.     Seven 
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corporations  were  fouiul  upon  investigation  to  have  instituted 
initial  betteiments  of  their  own  accord  in  the  endeavor  to  fumi^ih 
gas  in  conformity  with  the  required  standards.  Action  by  the 
Commission  was  deemed  unnecessary  in  each  of  these  instances. 

A  number  of  other  examinations  were  made  of  the  plants  and 
distribution  systems  of  both  gas  and  electrical  corporations,  with 
particular  respect  to  safety  of  operation,  adequacy  of  service,  and 
extensions  of  service.  When  justified  by  the  circumstances,  appro- 
priate steps  were  taken  to  require  such  improvements  as  wero 
deemed  necessary  to  promote  the  public  interest  and  to  secure  th«? 
maintenance  and  operation  of  the  plants  in  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  law  and  of  the  franchises  and  charters  of  the  respec- 
tive corporations.  These  examinations  generally  were  made  upon 
complaints.  In  most  cases  requiring  remedial  action  the  deeired 
improvements  were  secured  without  the  necessity  of  instituting 
formal  proceedings. 

Upon  complaint,  and  after  inquiry  into  all  the  circumstances, 
extensions  of  the  distribution  mains  of  gas  and  electrical  corpora- 
tions were  secured  in  the  following  cases :  By  the  Troy  Gas  Com- 
pany, the  extension  by  its  electrical  department  of  distributior 
lines  approximately  3000  feet  to  an  outlying  district  in  the  city 
of  Troy  known  as  Syoaway ;  by  the  Kassau  and  Suffolk  Lighting 
Company,  upon  application  of  property  owners  in  the  village  of 
Freeport,  the  extension  of  its  gas  mains  about  4000  feet  to  supply 
service  in  the  Bay  View  section  of  the  village  of  Freeport;  and 
by  the  Syracuse  Lighting  Company,  upon  the  application  of 
upwards  of  eighty  residents  of  the  city  of  Syracuse,  the  extension 
of  the  gas  mains  of  the  company  approximately  13,000  feet  to 
supply  service  in  a  section  of  the  city  known  as  the  James  Street 
Heights  Tract. 

In  cases  involving  the  supplying  of  service  to  one  or  only  a  few 
persons,  extensions  of  gas  or  electrical  mains  for  comparatively 
small  distances  were  made  by  seven  corporations.  The  action  of 
the  corporation  in  each  case  followed  upon  the  recommendatioB  of 
the  Commission  on  complaint  being  received. 

The  plants  and  distribution  systems  of  the  Delhi  Electric  Com- 
pany, Norwood  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company,  Mexico  Elec- 
tric Company,  Consolidated  Light  and  Power  Company  of  White- 
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hall,  Port  Jervis  Electric  Light,  Power,  Gaa  and  Bailroad 
Company,  Orange  County  Power  Company,  and  the  Fonda,  John«- 
town  and  Glovergville  Eailroad  Company  as  to  its  transmission 
lines  in  the  village  of  Akin,  were,  upon  complaint;  and  of  the 
Kassau  Light  and  Power  Company,  Biverhead  Electric  Li^t 
Company,  Hallett  Light  and  Power  Company,  Utica  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  (at  Chadwicks),  and  the  Eanes  Falls 
Electric  Company,  upon  motion  of  the  Commission,  inspected  and 
examined  as  to  safety.  Upon  reports  of  the  inspector  the  TMld 
Electric  Company,  Riverhead  Electric  Li^t  Company,  Hallett 
Light  and  Power  Company,  and  Port  Jervis  Electric  lAf^f, 
Power,  Gas  and  Railroad  Company,  were  directed  to  show  cause 
why  extensive  improvements,  specifically  set  forth,  should  not 
immediately  be  made.  In  each  case  the  betterments  required  were 
provided,  to  the  protection  of  the  public,  the  consumers,  and  thos^ 
employed  by  the  corporations. 

The  variety  of  informal  matters  receiving  attention  under  thif 
classification  may,  without  the  citation  of  further  specific  cases,  be 
summarized  under  the  subject  following. 

Correspondence  Complaints:  Attention  was  given  to  150  cor^ 
respondence  complaints  in  matters  pertaining  to  the  work  of  this 
Division.  Of  these,  28  were  brought  forward  from  last  year,  18 
were  made  into  formal  cases ;  the  differences  presented  in  106  were 
satisfactorily  adjusted,  and  44  are  still  pending.  The  subjects  of 
these  complaints  may  be  classified  generally  as  follows:  (1)  ser- 
vice, including  refusal  to  extend  mains  and  wires  and  to  supply 
service,  and  the  adequacy  and  quality  of  service;  (2)  rates,  witk 
reference  generally  to  prices  charged  for  gas  and  electricity  in 
individual  cades,  mini^^^^TU  charges,  discounts  on  bills,  and  unjust 
discrimination;  (8)  safety  of  plants  and  distribution  systems; 
(4)  bills  rendered,  including  all^d  excessive  bills  for  gas  and 
electricity,  installation  charges,  and  meter  rentals;  (6)  cash 
deposits  from  consumers;  (6)  noncompliance  with  franchise  con- 
ditions; and  (7)  various  miscellaneous  matters. 

Conramers'  Deposits:  Pursuant  to  section  68  of  the  Transports* 
tion  Obrporations  Laiw,  gas  and  electrical  corporations  are 
empowered  to  require  of  each  consumer  supplied  by  them  tho

deposit  of  a  sum  of  money  as  security  for  the  payment  for  certain 
services  rendered.    This  provision  of  law  reads  as  follows : 

Every  gas  light  and  electric  light  corporation  may  require  every  person  to 
whom  such  corporation  shall  supply  gas  or  electric  light  for  lighting  any 
building,  room  or  premises  to  deposit  with  such  corporation  a  reasonable  sum 
of  money  according  to  the  number  and  size  of  lights  used  or  required,  or 
proposed  to  be  used,  for  two  calendar  months,  by  such  person,  and  the  quantity 
of  gas  and  electric  light  necessary  to  supply  the  same,  as  security  for  the 
payment  of  the  gas  and  electric  light  rent  or  compensation  for  gas  consumed, 
or  rent  of  pipe  or  wire  and  fixtures,  to  become  due  to  the  corporation,  but 
every  corporation  shall  allow  and  pay  to  every  such  depositor  legal  interest 
on  the  sum  deposited  for  the  time  his  deposit  shall  remain  with  the  corpora- 
tion.    (Chap.  219,  sec.  63,  laws  of  1009.) 

The  necessity  of  vesting  these  corporations  with  such  authority 
arises  in  large  part  from  certain  obligations  imposed  upon  them 
by  law.  Unlike  concerns  engaged  in  private  enterprises,  these 
public  service  corporations  are  not  privileged  to  select  the  cus- 
tomers with  whom  they  deal:  they  may  not  supply  service  alone 
to  those  whose  credit  is  good  and  refuse  to  serve  those  of  doubtful 
financial  responsibility.  The  facilities  furnished  by  them  are, 
with  certain  limitations,  available  alike  to  all  who  may  apply  to 
be  supplied. 

Moreover,  the  business  of  these  corporations  with  the  public 
must  of  necessity  be  transacted  on  the  credit  basis.  The  supply 
of  gas  and  electricity  to  each  consumer  can  not  be  measured  in 
advance  of  its  use,  which  may  vary  from  day  to  day.  It  is  com- 
mercially practicable  to  determine  the  indebtedness  of  each  con- 
sumer only  at  the  expiration  of  fixed  periods  of  time.  Credit 
must  be  extended  for  these  periods.  As  a  matter  therefore  of 
good  business  practice,  it  undoubtedly  is  necessary  at  times  for 
the  corporations  to  secure  themselves  against  loss.  This  necessity 
is  recognized  by  the  Legislature,  which  in  the  enactment,  orig- 
inally in  1890,  of  the  provision  of  law  quoted  above,  defined  the 
method  by  which  the  accounts  of  these  corporations  with  their 
patrons  may  be  secured. 

For  the  infoimation  of  the  Commission  as  to  the  extent  to  which 
the  corporations  under  its  supervision  have  availed  themselves  of 
the  privilege  of  exacting  deposits  from  consumers  and  the  methods 
generally  employed  in  the  exercise  of  the  privilege,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted  August  28,  1909: 
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Resolved,  That  all  gas  corporations  and  electrical  corporations  under  the 
jurisdiction  and  supervision  of  this  Commission  be  and  arc  liereby  required 
to  file  with  Die  Commission  on  or  before  November  1,  1909,  a  report,  for 
which  purpose  blank  forms  will  be  supplied  by  the  Commission,  showing  in 
respect  to  the  legal  right  of  such  corporations  to  exact  from  consumers  of 
gas  and  electricity  a  deposit  of  a  reasonable  sum  of  money  as  security  for  the 
payment  of  the  gas  and  electric  light  rent,  or  compensation  for  gns  consumed, 
or  rent  of  pipe  or  wire  and  fixtures: 

1.  The  practice  of  such  corporations  in  re<]uirin<^  said  deposits;  when  the 
practice  was  inaugurated  and  when  discontinued,  as  the  case  may  be. 

2.  The  present  total  number  of  consumers. 

3.  The  present  total  number  of  consumers  having  deposits. 

4.  The  minimum  and  maximum  amount  of  deposits  required  and  tlie  average 
amount  of  all  deposits  on  hand. 

5.  The  total  amount  of  deposits  now  on  hand. 

6.  The  use  made  of  deposit  funds. 

7.  The  total  number  of  consumers  who  have  made  deposits  and  have  since 
discontinued  service  without  withdrawing  their  deposits. 

i.  The  principal  of  the  deposits  on  hand  covered  by  the  preceding  question, 
and  the  accrued  interest  to  date  at  the  legnl  rate. 

9.  The  number  oi  withdrawals  of  deposits  that  have  been  made  to  date, 
the  amount  thereof,  together  with  interest  allowed,  giving  the  principal  and 
interest  separately,  and  the  rate  of  interest  allowed  on  such  deposits. 

10.  The  number  of  withdrawals  disapproved  to  date,  the  amount  thereof, 
and  the  reasons  for  disapproval. 

11.  The  method  of  recording  deposits. 

12.  The  rules  and  regulations  of  each  corporation  respecting  withdrawals 
of  deposits.' 

13.  A  copy  in  blank  of  the  receipt  given. 

The  requirements  of  this  resolution  were  substantially  met  by 
the  474  corporations  (including  persons  and  municipalities  engaged 
in  supplying  gas  or  electricity)  in  the  District.  From  the  returns, 
information  was  secured  and  is  here  given  as  to  (1)  the  extent  of 
the  practice  of  these  corporations  in  requiring  deposits;  (2)  the 
sums  of  money  customarily  required;  (3)  the  practice  in  respect 
to  allowing  and  paying  interest;  (4)  the  practice  in  respect  to 
deposit  withdrawals;  (5)  the  methods  of  recording  the  sums 
received;  and  (6)  the  practice  of  the  corporations  in  respect  to 
informing  the  depositor,  by  rules  and  regulations  or  otherwise,  of 
the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  the  security  is  required,  held, 
and  may  be  withdrawn. 

/.  Extent  of  the  Practice:  One  hundred  and  twenty-nine  cor- 
porations reported  that  they  now,  and  have  for  varying  periods  of 
time  past,  require  of  certain  classes  of  consumers  deposits  of  sums 
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of  money  as  security  for  the  payment  of  bills.  The  a^regato 
amount  of  deposits  on  hand  is  approximately  $468,000,  paid  in 
by  upwards  of  51,000  consumers.  To  date  there  have  been 
returned  to  depositors,  either  directly  by  refunding  or  indirectly 
through  credits  to  their  accounts,  deposits  exceeding  $1,000,000 
in  amount. 

The  practice  of  requiring  deposits  is  followed  by  all  of  the 
larger  corporations  as  well  as  by  a  number  of  smaller  plants.  The 
class  of  consumers  affected  is  confined  chiefly  to  non-property 
owners,  non-taxpayers,  hotels,  restaurants,  saloons,  transients,  and 
generally  those  who  by  reason  of  large  consumption  or  financial 
irresponsibility  should,  in  the  judgment  of  the  supplying  com- 
pany, give  security. 

//.  Practice  in  Respect  to  Deposit  Amounts:  The  deposit  most 
commonly  exacted  from  residential  consumers  of  gas  and  elec- 
tricity and  small  consumers  is  $5.  A  few  returns  show  minimum 
amounts  as  low  as  $1  and  maximum  amounts  of  $10. 

From  transient  large  consumers  such  as  moving  picture  shows, 
and  generally  from  saloons,  restaurants,  and  hotels,  deposits  of 
much  larger  amounts  are  required.  Two  deposits  amounting  each 
to  $500  are  reported  as  received  by  two  companies.  One  of  these 
sums  is  explained  as  securing  one  month's  service  furnished  by  a 
gas  and  electrical  corporation  to  a  hotel.  Another,  a  gas  company, 
reports  a  maximum  deposit  of  $300.  The  maximum  sums 
reported  by  still  another  company  are  $150  each  for  gas  and  elec- 
tric service.  Each  of  these  is  an  instance  of  exceptional  practice. 
Security  in  excess  of  $25  is  stated  to  be  required  by  21  corpora- 
tions supplying  gas  and  23  corporations  supplying  electricity. 

///.  Practice  in  Respect  to  Interest  Allowance:  Eef erring  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Transportation  Corporations  Law  heretofore 
cited,  it  Avill  be  noted  the  law  provides  that  "  every  such  corpora- 
tion shall  allow  and  pay  to  every  such  depositor  legal  interest  od 
the  sum  deposited  for  the  time  his  deposit  shall  remain  with  tha 
corporation  ".    This  requirement  is  not  generally  observed. 

Of  the  129  corporations  requiring  deposits,  9  state  positively 
that  they  do  not  allow  interest,  63  fail  to  mention  the  subject,  and 
DOt  to  exceed  56  indicate  more  or  less  directly  that  they  "  allow 
and  pay  "  interest  on  the  sums  deposited. 
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K^arding  the  practice  of  the  56  corporations  who  recognize 
the  interest  obligation,  several  state  that  interest  is  allowed  but 
only  paid  when  demanded.  Several  others  report  the  payment  of 
interest  only  on  time  deposits. 

A  few  reports  mention  the  fact  that  interest  is  not  allowed  or 
paid  when  the  deposit  is  credited  against  unpaid  bills. 

With  one  exception,  it  appears  that  payments  of  interest  are 
not  made  until  discontinuance  of  the  service  and  withdrawal  of 
the  security.  One  company  allows  and  pays  interest  on  all  deposits 
yearly.  And  it  may  be  stated  to  be  the  general  practice  upon  the 
part  of  the  corporations  to  cease  the  allowance  of  interest  upon 
termination  of  the  service,  though  the  security  continues  to  remain 
on  deposit. 

Written  notice  of  the  allowance  of  interest  is  given  by  22  cor- 
porations. Included  among  those  not  giving  such  notice  are 
several  corporations  who  report  the  payment  of  interest  only  on 
demand. 

Six  per  cent  as  the  maximum  rate  of  interest  is  allowed  by  62 
corporations,  5  per  cent  by  2  corporations,  and  3  per  cent  by  1 
corporation.  The  minimum  rate  of  5  per  cent  is  reported  allowed 
by  3  corporations,  of  4  per  cent  by  3  corporations,  of  Slj  per  cent 
by  2  corporations,  and  of  3  per  cent  by  1  corporation. 

IV.  Practice  in  Respect  to  Allowing  Deposit  Withdrawals: 
As  deposits  are  exacted  as  security  for  the  discharge  of  obligations 
owed  by  consumers  to  the  corporations,  it  naturally  follows  that 
in  all  oases  the  withdrawal  of  a  deposit  is  predicated  upon  the 
satisfaction  of  the  indebtedness. 

Where  printed  rules  and  regulations  are  distributed,  this  con> 
dition  is  almost  invariably  inserted  as  one  of  the  requirements  to 
be  observed.  Where  not  expressed,  it  may  safely  be  implied.  And 
it  naturally  follows  as  a  sequence  of  this  condition  that  the  deposit 
is  applied  on  the  account  of  any  consumer  in  default,  and  he 
thereupon  receives  in  return,  or  is  entitled  to  have  returned,  only 
the  remaining  balance.  Several  of  the  reports  mention  instances 
of  individual  unpaid  indebtedness  at  the  time  of  discontinuance  of 
service  exceeding  the  amount  of  the  deposit,  and  it  is  not 
improbable  that  this  situation  frequently  arises. 

It  should  be  noted  that  in  addition  to  the  above  requisite  to  the 
withdrawal  of  deposits^  29  corporations  serve  printed  notice  upon 
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consumers  that  the  surrender  of  the  deposit  certificate  is  a  cor^* 
dition  precedent  to  the  return  of  the  deposit.  What  the  policy 
ie  of  the  corporations  in  case  the  certificate  is  lost,  as  may  reason- 
ably happen  after  the  lapse  of  considerable  time,  is  not  made 
known  except  by  two  corporations:  these  corporations  provide  a 
release  in  blank  to  be  subscribed  to  by  the  depositor,  who  binds 
himself  to  reimburse  the  company  for  any  cost  or  expense  incurred 
on  account  of  the  original  certificate  being  presented  for  payment. 

The  returns  combined  show  that  at  present  deposits  amounting 
approximately  to  $11,000  are  held  paid  in  by  consumers  to  whoiti 
service  is  no  longer  furnished.  This  amoimt  is  offset,  thou^  to 
what  extent  is  not  shown,  by  the  unpaid  bills  of  these  depositors. 
The  returns  further  show  that  the  corporations  have  to  date  paid 
back  to  122,130  consumers  deposits  in  the  aggregate  amount  of 
$1,095,557.62,  of  which  amount  $999,323.82  was  returned  to 
118,623  consumers  of  gas,  and  $96,233.80  was  returned  to  3507 
consumers  of  electricity. 

y.  Practice  in  Recording  Deposits:  Seventy-four  corporations 
report  that  deposits  received  by  them  are  recorded  by  appropri- 
ate cash  book  and  ledger  entries.  The  reports  of  these  corpora- 
tions are  not  definite  enough  upon  this  subject  to  determine  in 
all  instances  the  exact  accounts  carried. 

The  reports  of  the  remaining  55  corporations  are  definite 
enough,  however,  to  indicate  that  in  many  instances  the  methods 
of  accounting  are,  in  respect  to  this  matter  of  consumers'  deposits, 
very  lax.  Two  corporations  report  having  no  method  of  record- 
ing deposits;  one  reports  no  entry  of  deposits  carried  for  less 
than  a  year ;  the  records  of  one  company  consist  of  "memoranda" ; 
another  company  simply  places  the  deposits  in  the  cash  drawer; 
two  enter  deposits  under  "  accounts  receivable  "  and  one  under 
"accounts  payable";  four  keep  the  deposits  in  the  safe,  each  in 
a  separate  envelope  indorsed  with  pertinent  data ;  five  companies 
make  only  cash  book  entries.  These  instances  may  suffice  to  illus- 
trate the  point.  They,  of  course,  are  examples  of  bookkeeping 
methods  employed  by  some  of  the  smaller  plants. 

VI.  Practice  in  Respect  to  Rules  and  Regulations:  Ftw  of 
the  corporations  have  printed  rules  and  regulations  for  the  instruc- 
tion and  guidance  of  their  patrons  in  matters  pertaining  generally 
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to  gas  and  electric  service.  And  in  the  printed  rules  filed,  15  in 
number,  reference  is  not  made  to  deposits  except,  if  at  aU,  in 
respect  to  the  fact  that  they  are  required. 

Fifty-three  corporations,  however,  issue  printed  certificates  of 
deposit,  on  the  face  of  which  invariably  appear  the  terms  and 
conditions  heretofore  described  upon  which  the  return  of  the 
moneys  may  be  secured.  The  remainder  issue  ordinary  receipts 
only  without  accompanying  information  or  instructions  except 
such  as  may  be  given  verbally. 

This  subject  will  receive  the  further  attention  of  the  Commis- 
sion, but  the  investigation  has  not  yet  reached  the  point  which 
makes  it  possible  to  indicate  what  its  final  action  will  be. 

Calorific  Power  of  Qas:  In  the  Conmiission's  report  for  the 
year  1908  attention  was  directed  to  the  fact  that  an  examination 
into  the  gas  supply  had  been  begun  with  the  view  to  determining 
upon  the  necessity  of  fixing  a  standard  of  heating  value  as  the 
proper  measure  of  the  real  value  of  gas.  The  examination,  which 
may  be  regarded  as  of  a  preliminary  nature,  was  completed  in 
October,  1909,  and  the  results  embodied  in  a  report  to  the  Com- 
mission by  the  Chief  of  the  Division.    This  report  follows : 

To    the    Public    Service     Commission,     Second    District, 

Capitol,  Albany,  N.  Y.: 

Gentlehen:  With  your  approval  this  Division  began,  in 
August,  1908,  an  investigation  into  the  subject  of  the  calorific 
power  and  illuminating  power  of  the  coal  gas,  carburetted  water 
gas,  and  mixed  coal  and  carburetted  water  gas  supply.  The  par- 
ticular object  of  the  investigation  was  to  ascertain  the  relative 
importance  of  heating  power  and  illuminating  power  as  a  standard 
for  the  measurement  of  the  real  value  of  gas.  Its  general  scope 
included:  (1)  the  making  of  a  series  of  tests  to  determine  the 
calorific  values  of  the  coal  gas,  carburetted  water  gas,  and  mixed 
coal  and  carburetted  water  gas  supplied  by  the  several  gas  corpora- 
tions operating  within  this  jurisdiction;  (2)  the  making,  contem- 
poraneously with  each  of  the  calorific  tests,  a  test  to  determine  the 
illuminating  power  of  the  gas ;  (3)  a  study  of  the  relation,  if  such 
exist,  between  the  calorific  value  and  the  illuminating  value  of  the 
gas;  (4)  an  inquiry  into  the  approximate  proportion  of  the  total 
gas  supply  that  is  used  for  such  purposes  and  in  such  manner  as 
to  make  its  heating  power  a  factor  of  prime  importance;  (5)  an 
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examination  into  the  merits  of  different  types  of  calorimeters; 
and  (6)  the  ascertaining  of  the  gas  heating  power  requirements 
in  force  in  other  governmental  jurisdictions. 

This  report,  respectfully  submitted  for  the  information  of  the 
Commission,  summarizes  the  results  of  the  study,  which  may  be 
regarded  as  work  of  a  preliminary  nature  in  a  broad  field  of 
inquiry. 

As  an  appendix  to  the  report  is  submitted  in  tabular  form  the 
results  in  detail  of  the  field  work,  this  branch  of  the  investigation 
having  been  commendably  conducted  under  the  immediate  super- 
vision of  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Gas,  Charles  H.  Stone. 

Importance  of  the  Subject. 

Gas  engineering  attention  generally  is  directed  to  the  desira- 
bility of  measuring  gas,  in  its  present  day  use,  by  a  heat  unit  stand- 
ard rather  than  by  the  photometric  standard,  the  method  in  use 
for  so  many  years.  Modem  appliances  have  very  largely  changed 
the  mode  of  using  gas  for  lighting  and  extended  the  field  of  its 
consumption  for  heating  and  fuel  purposes.  The  use  of  incandes- 
cent or  heated  "mantles"  in  gas  light  production  in  place  of 
open-flame  burners  commonly  used  in  former  years,  the  wide 
employment  of  gas  engines  for  power  generation,  and  the  largely 
increased  use  of  gas  for  domestic  heating  and  cooking  have  created 
a  situation  resulting  in  the  increased  importance  of  maintaining 
a  reasonable  and  uniform  heating  power  in  gas  and  in  the 
restricted  importance  of  its  illuminating  power. 

Existing  Calorific  Standards. 

This  situation  has  in  certain  countries,  particularly  in  Ger- 
many and  England,  received  recognition  in  the  adoption  of 
calorific  standards  to  be  maintained  in  the  gas  supply. 

In  England,  by  act  of  Parliament  this  year,  the  Gaslight  and 
Coke  Company,  the  largest  of  the  three  metropolitan  gas  com- 
panies supplying  gas  in  London,  becomes  obligated  after  January 
1,  1910,  to  furnish  gas  of  a  prescribed  heating  power  as  well  as 
in  conformity  with  the  long  established  candle-power  requirements. 
The  act  prescribes  a  standard  calorific  power  of  12-5  calories  net 
per  cubic  foot  of  gas,  which  is  approximately  equivalent  to  a 
standard  of  550  B.  T.  U.  gross  per  cubic  foot.  The  act  also  car- 
ries with  it  a  penalty  of  £25  to  £100  if  two  calorific  power  tests  in 
any  one  day  show  an  average  of  less  than  106%  calories  net  per 
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cubic  foot,  or  the  equivalent  to  about  470  B.  T.  U.  gross.  While 
this  caae  is  not  the  only  instance  of  the  enforcement  of  a  gas 
heating  standard  in  England,  as  the  first  official  act  of  Parlia- 
ment in  establishing  such  standard  it  is  reasonably  indicative  of 
future  lines  of  governmental  action  both  abroad  and  in  this 
country. 

The  Tottenham  and  Edmonton  Gas  Company,  England,  by 
agreement  reached  in  1906,  has  since  that  year  been  distributing, 
with  penalty  for  noncompliance,  a  gas  of  stipulated  heating 
value,  the  illuminating  standard  also  remaining  in  force.  The 
calorific  standard  in  this  case  is  450  B.  T.  U.  net  per  cubic  foot. 

In  Liverpool  the  municipal  authorities  for  several  years  have 
been  engaged  in  determining  by  daily  readings,  for  information, 
the  calorific  power  of  the  gas  supplied  in  that  city  by  the  United 
Gaslight  Company. 

In  Germany  the  question  of  the  proper  present  day  measure- 
ment of  gas  was  carefully  examined  into  by  a  committee  of 
chemists,  who  reported  as  the  result  of  their  deliberations  that  the 
gas  supplied  in  Germany  should  have  a  gross  calorific  power, 
expressed  in  English  terms,  of  about  543  B.  T.  TJ.  Moreover,  the 
committee  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  fluctuations  from  this 
standard  should  be  limited  as  far  as  possible,  and  recommended 
that  the  heating  value  should  in  no  instance  fall  below  522  B.  T.  U. 
The  Germans,  in  pursuance  of  these  recommendations,  are  now 
mostly  supplied  with  gas  the  value  of  which  is  determined  by 
its  heating  power. 

The  standards  thus  adopted  are  not  cited  for  comparison  with 
the  calorific  values  of  gas  in  this  country,  nor  as  a  guide  to  any 
action  this  Commission  may  deem  wise  to  take  in  the  matter  of 
adopting  such  standards,  but  as  illustrative  of  the  advance  in  the 
movement  and  of  its  rapid  development  in  foreign  countries.  A 
discussion  therefore  of  the  kinds  of  gas  manufactured  abroad  and 
of  other  important  factors  and  conditions  of  the  supply  and 
methods  of  test  is  not  pertinent  to  the  purposes  of  this  report. 

In  this  country  the  practice  of  calorimetry  is  by  no  means  so 
marked.  Several  municipalities  in  different  States  have  pre- 
scribed calorific  standards  with  which  in  the  respective  communi- 
ties the  gas  supplied  must  comply.  Dallas,  Tex.,  and  Omaha, 
Neb.,  have  respectively  fixed  standards  of  C50  B.  T.  U.  and  600 
B.  T.  IT.  gross.     The  only  State  which  has  acted  in  the  matter  is 
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Wisconsin,  where  until  1908  no  statutory  requirements  whatsoever 
as  to  the  quality  of  gas  existed.  In  that  year,  following  tests 
made  at  various  plants  in  the  State,  and  a  most  careful  examina- 
tion into  the  subject  generally,  the  Bailroad  Commission  of 
Wisconsin  adopted  the  following  regulation : 

The  company  furnishing  gas  which,  within  a  on«  mile  radius  from  the 
distribution  center,  gives  a  monthly  average  total  heating  value  of  not  less 
than  600  B.  T.  U.,  with  a  minimum  which  shall  never  fall  below  550  B.  T.  U., 
ma.}  be  considered  as  giving  adequate  service  as  far  as  the  heating  value 
of  the  gas  is  concerned. 

As  far  as  the  illuminating  value  of  the  gas  is  concerned,  the 
Commission  reached  the  conclusion  that  "  the  candle-power 
standard  which  has  been  almost  universally  used  in  the  past  for 
gas  measurements  is  of  minor  importance  in  this  State,"  and 
comments  further  upon  the  subject,  as  follows: 

It  is  possible  to  secure  a  high  candle-power  gas  which  has  but  a  moderate 
healing  value,  and  to  require  companies  to  maintain  a  double  standard  which 
shall  insure  both  the  liigh  heating  value  and  a  high  candle-power,  would 
surround  them  with  such  restrictions  that  economy  in  manufacture  might 
not  be  attained;  and  since  but  few  consumers  would  be  benefited  by  a 
candle-power  restriction,  and  with  this  number  continually  decreasing,  no 
regulations  as  to  candle-power  are  prescribed  at  this  time.  It  should  be 
added,  however,  tliat  with  a  600  B.  T.  U.  heating  standard,  and  in  view  of 
the  conditions  under  which  gas  is  being  manufactured  in  this  State,  a  fairly 
satisfactory  illuminating  value  is  insured.  It  is  hardly  possible  to  manu- 
facture a  coal  gas  of  600  B.  T.  U.  which  shall  not  have  a  candle-power  from 
12  to  10,  or  even  more.  The  enrichment  of  a  water  gas  up  to  600  B.  T.  U. 
will  insure  an  even  higher  candle-power. 

In  New  York  state  uniformity  in  the  quality  of  gas  has  for 
some  years  been  sought  to  be  secured  through  general  and  special 
laws  establishing  illuminating  power  and  purity  requirements. 
The  subject  of  gas  calorimetry  has  heretofore  not  received  govern- 
mental recognition,  state  or  municipal,  except  in  the  city  of 
Auburn,  where  by  agreement  entered  into  in  1906  between  the 
municipality  and  the  Auburn  Gas  Company  it  is  provided  that 
the  mixed  gas  supplied  by  the  company  in  that  city  shall  have  an 
illuminating  power  of  not  less  than  18  candles  and  a  heating 
power  of  not  less  than  600  B.  T.  U.  gross.  N'either  is  the  practice 
of  gas  calorimetry  voluntarily  followed  in  this  State  except  by  a 
few  of  the  larger  companies. 

Investigation  into  the  subject  by  this  Commission  was  begun 
therefore  with  practically  no  information  at  hand  of  the  heating 
value  of  the  gas  furnished  in  this  State. 
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Calorific  Powers  of  the  Oas  Supply.

The  mean  calorific  value  of  the  gas  supplied  within  this  juris- 
diction, determined  from  all  the  tests,  is  631  B.  T.  TJ. 

The  average  B.  T.  IT.  of  coal  gas  exceeds  this  general  average 
1  per  cent,  that  of  water  gas  falls  below  it  by  0.7  per  cent,  and 
of  mixed  gas  by  1.3  per  cent. 

The  wide  gamut  run  between  the  minimum  and  maximum 
B.  T.  U.  of  each  kind  of  gas  is  illustrated  in  comparison  with  the 
averages  in  the  following  table:

The  explanation  of  these  figures  naturally  lies  in  the  fact  that 
gas  calorimetry  is  practiced  by  only  a  few  of  the  gas  corporations, 
and  these  the  larger  ones,  for  their  own  information,  and  that 
there  exists  no  legal  requirements  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
uniform  heating  power.  A  further  explanation  may  be  found  in 
the  table  which  follows :

Analysis  of  the  figures  appearing  in  this  table  shows  that  the 
average  range  of  existing  calorific  values  is  between  550  B.  T.  U. 
and  700  B.  T.  IT.  Values  outside  this  minimum  and  maximum, 
while  interesting  and  important  as  illustrating  the  limits  of 
heating  power  actually  being  reached,  may  generally  be  attributed 
to  exceptional  conditions  of  gas  manufacture  at  particular  plants. 
Several  instances  may  be  cited. 

The  gas  of  one  company  supplying  carburetted  water  gas  was 
found  upon  one  test  to  have  a  heating  power  of  802.6  B.  T.  U. 
This  company  supplies  a  very  superior  quality  of  gas  the  year 
through  in  the  endeavor  to  satisfy  the  special  lighting  require- 
ments of  large  textile  factories  in  its  territory  of  operation.  The 
average  calorific  value  of  its  gas  was  found  to  be  756.2  B.  T.  U., 
the  average  illuminating  power  28.8  candles. 

One  of  the  two  water  gas  companies  whose  gas  upon  one  test 
showed  a  heating  power,  of  between  775  and  779  B.  T.  TJ.  was 
found  to  be  making  gas  of  an  average  calorific  value  of  701.6 
B.  T.  U.  The  average  candle-power  was  23.9  candles.  This 
company,  operating  in  a  small  community,  without  special  need 
distributes  a  gas  considerably  above  the  statutory  requirements. 
The  other  water  gas  plant,  having  upon  one  test  a  gas  of  775 
B.  T.  II.,  upon  another  test  was  found  to  have  a  gas  of  only  506 
B.  T.  IT.  Upon  the  former  test  the  illuminating  power  was  found 
to  be  22  candles;  upon  the  latter  test,  14.9  candles. 

These  instances  suffice  to  show  that  the  exceptional  conditions 
of  manufacture  heretofore  mentioned  may  be  due  either  to  special 
exigencies,  disregard  of  economies,  or  laxness  in  methods. 
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Beferring  now  to  the  10  companies  whose  gas  showed  heating 
power  of  less  than  550  B.  T.  IT.,  the  works  and  methods  employed 
by  all  of  these  companies  except  one,  by  reason  of  the  inferior 
quality  of  gas  supplied,  have  heretofore  been  examined  by  the 
Commission,  resulting  in  recommendations  that  specific  improve- 
ments be  made.     These  instances,  therefore,  of  extreme  calorific 
values  in  gas  may  be  explained  as  due  to  poor  management, 
inadequate  plants,  or  botL    Eliminating  upon  these  groimds  all 
those  tests  showing  in  the  above  table  calorific  values  in  excess 
of  700  B.  T.  IT.  and  less  than  550  B.  T.  U.,  the  following  table, 
giving  the   remaining  tests,   fairly   indicates   the   results  to    be 
obtained  under  present  average  conditions  of  gas  manufacture  in 
this  jurisdiction:

From  these  figures  it  may  be  seen  that  without  the  endeavor 
of  the  gas  producers  in  this  State  being  directed  by  any  statutory 
or  local  requirements  to  the  maintenance  of  a  reasonable  heating 
power  in  gas,  all  of  the  above  tests,  made  presumably  under 
normal  conditions  of  manufacture,  show  calorific  values  in  excess 
of  550  B.  T.  U. ;  and  77.5  per  cent  of  the  tests  of  coal  gas,  68.2 
per  cent  of  the  tests  of  water  gas,  and  71.5  per  cent  of  the  tests 
of  mixed  gas  disclosed  heating  values  of  over  600  B.  T.  U. 

Based  upon  all  the  tests  made  and  not  upon  the  above  selected 
number,  we  find,  reverting  to  the  figures  given  in  Table  II,  the 
heating  power  of  the  gas  supply  to  be  in  excess  of  600  B.  T.  U., 
(1)  of  coal  gas,  79.4  per  cent  of  all  tests;  (2)  of  water  gas,  63.6 
per  cent  of  all  tests;  and  (3)  of  mixed  gas,  78.6  per  cent  of  all 
tests.  We  further  find  that  inclusive  of  all  tests  made  the  gas 
supply  fell  below  550  B.  T.  U.  in  0.6  per  cent  of  the  tests  of  coal 
gas,  5.2  per  cent  of  the  tests  of  water  gas,  and  not  at  all  in  the 
tests  of  mixed  gas. 
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Comparative    Figures    of    Heating    Power    and    Illuminating 

Power. 

The  results  of  the  candle-power  tests  are  summarized  in  TaUes 
V,  YI,  and  VII,  in  which  are  shown,  respectively  for  coal  gas, 
water  gas,  and  mixed  gas,  the  minimum,  maximum,  and  average 
of  the  candle-powers  existing  at  the  time  the  B.  T.  U.  values  given 
opposite  each  candle-power  figure  were  determined  The  figures 
in  each  table  under  the  column  entitled  '' Number  of  tests '* 
represent  alike  the  number  of  candle-power  tests  and  the  number 
of  heat  unit  teats.

Eeferring  to  Table  V,  the  statutory  illuminating  power 
required  in  coal  gas  is  16  candles.  The  average  candle-power 
findings  show  that  this  standard  is  not  reached  except  where  the 
coal  gas  has  a  calorific  value  o£  625  B.  T.  U.  or  over.  The 
averages  of  the  candle-power  readings  also  show  a  remarkably 
uniform  increase  in  candle-power  value  in  keeping  with  the 
increase  in  calorific  values.  The  importance  of  the  apparent 
relation  between  the  two  values  becomes  less  pronounced,  however, 
upon  attention  being  given  to  the  maximum  and  minimum  candle- 
power  figures  where  the  variations  are  wide. 

The  same  conclusions  may  be  arrived  at  upon  study  of  Table 
VI,  the  water  gas  results.  An  apparent  relation  is  here  also 
discemable  between  the  candle-power  of  water  gas  as  given  in  the 
column  of  averages  and  the  heating  value  of  the  gas.  With  the 
exception  of  the  lowest  and  one  of  the  highest  groups  of  values, 
there  is  shown  a  gradual  and  regular  increase  in  candle-power 
relative  to  the  increase  in  calorific  values.  And  this  evidence  of 
relationship  also  is  considerably  shaken  in  contemplation  of  the 
wide  variation  between  the  minimum  and  maximum  candle- 
power  determinations,  particularly  in  connection  with  the  lower 
calorific  values.  The  legal  illuminating  power  for  water  gas  is 
20  candles,  and  from  the  average  candle-power  results  it  appears 
this  illuminating  power  is  not  found  in  gas  of  a  lower  calorific 
value  than  575  B.  T.  U. 

The  legal  illuminating  standard  for  mixed  gas  is  18  candle- 
power.  The  tests  made  show  that  this  standard  was  reached  in 
gas  having  a  calorific  value  a  little  in  excess  of  600  B.  T.  TJ. 

To  further  show  the  connection,  if  any  exists,  between  the 
heating  power  and  illuminating  power  of  gas,  averages  and  group 
values  are  departed  from  in  the  table  following,  and  individual 
determinations  given  for  coal  gas  and  water  gas.     The  highest 
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and  lowest  calorific  values  of  the  gas  of  each  company  are 
arranged  in  order  of  -their  value,  and  opposite  each  is  shown  the 
candle-power  of  the  gas  existing  at  the  time.

If  any  conclusion  is  to  be  drawn  from  these  tables  of  compara* 
tiye  valneSy  it  is  that  the  heating  power  of  gas  naturally  follows 
and  therefore  has  some  connection  with  the  illuminating  power. 
That  there  is  no  definite  relation  between  them  is  the  concur- 
rence of  engineering  opinion.  The  unknown  value  of  one  can 
not  be  calculated  from  the  known  value  of  the  other.  The 
temperature  of  the  air,  the  quality  of  the  coal  used,  and  the 
general  character  and  methods  of  manufacture,  all  enter  as 
conditions  to  disturb  and  render  uncertain,  with  varying  efiPect 
in  the  different  kindfl  of  gas,  any  fixed  relation. 
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Use  of  Qas  for  Fuel  and  Heating. 

The  relative  importance  of  heating  power  standards  and 
illuminating  power  standards  depends  naturally  upon  the  propor- 
tion of  the  gas  supply  for  which  each  standard  is  the  proper 
measure. 

In  the  early  days  of  the  gas  industry,  when  gas  was  used 
solely  for  lighting  and  only  in  open-flame  burners,  its  value  lay 
entirely  in  its  illuminating  power.    As  modem  inventions  made 
gas  available  as  a  fuel,  its  heating  value  became  of  significance. 
Today  it  is  by  no  means  exceptional  to  find  the  greater  portion 
of  the  output  of  a  company  used  for  heating  and  fuel  purposes. 
About  1885  a  German  scientist,  Welsbach,  invented  a  method  of 
producing  light  from  gas  by  means  of  a  ^^  mantle,''  the  highly 
luminous  properties  of  which  are  due  to  the  high  temperature 
which  the  mantle  is  capable  of  attaining.     The  success  of  this 
method  of  lighting  is  dependent  largely  upon  the  heating  power 
of  the  gas,  and  in  the  extensive  use  of  Welsbach  mantles  the 
illuminating  power  of  gas  has  finally  become  in  not  a  few  com- 
munities a  factor  of  minor  importance.    This  is  particularly  true 
abroad,  where,  especially  in  Germany,  gas  consumers,  encouraged 
by  the  distributing  companies,  are  nearly  all  using  burners  of 
the  Welsbach  type.    In  Germany,  by  reason  of  this  situation,  most 
of  the  gas  is  supplied  according  to  its  heating  value ;  and  as  has 
been  pointed  out,  the  tendency  is  very  marked  toward  the  general 
adoption  of  this  standard  in  England. 

Is  the  situation  the  same  in  this  country  ?  We  have  noted  the 
action  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin  in  reco^izing  the  necessity  of 
a  calorific  standard.  Other  precedents  there  are  none  of  signifi- 
cance. To  obtain  information  on  this  point  we  requested  each 
gas  corporation  under  the  supervision  of  this  Commission  to  report 
upon  blank  forms  provided  for  the  purpose  the  proportion  of  its 
gas  used  (1)  for  fuel  and  heating  purposes,  and  (2)  for  lighting. 
And  of  the  gas  used  for  lighting  the  report  required  to  be  shown, 
if  possible  of  determination,  the  proportion  consumed  in 
(1)  mantles  and  (2)  in  open-flame  burners.  While  at  best  the 
reports  would  consist  of  close  estimates,  especially  as  to  the  per 
cent  of  gas  used  in  mantles  and  in  open-flame  burners,  the  reports 
were  not  all  satisfactory.  Several  of  the  companies  failed  to 
respond  at  all,  and  a  number  gave  returns  which  upon  the  face 
were  unreliable.  From  the  remainder,  I  have  selected  those 
estimates  which  may  be  fairly  regarded  as  having  been  carefully 
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made  and  as  best  repreeeating  the  opioioiia  of  practical  gaa  men 
in  this  DiBtrict. 
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Conchuiont  and  Reeommendation*. 
A  general  survey  of  the  entire  study  leads  to  the  following 
conclusions : 

1.  That  of  tbe  coal  gas,  carburetted  water  gas,  and  mixed  gas 
famished  within  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  this  Commission 
the  proportion  used  in  open-flame  burners  probably  does  not  exceed 
20  per  cent  of  the  total  supply. 

2.  That  the  existing  photometric  standards  by  which  is  judged 
the  illuminating  power  of  the  gas  afford  tbe  proper  basis  of 
measuring  the  real  value  of  this  proportion  of  tbe  supply. 

3.  That  unless  and  until  the  amount  of  tbe  gas  supply  used  in 
open-flame  burners  becomes  diminished  considerably  below  its 
present  proportion  of  the  total  gas  consumed,  it  is  desirable  that 
the  existing  photometric  standards  be  maintained. 

4.  That  tbe  present  test  for  illuminating  power  is  not  suited  to 
a  determination  of  the  real  value  of  gas  naed  in  the  various 
methods  now  employed  in  incandescent  lighting,  nor  does  it  afford 
a  proper  standard  of  measure  for  gas  used  for  heat  and  power. 
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5.  That  the  amount  of  gas  used  in  these  methods  and  for  the 
purposes  constitutes  fully  80  per  cent  of  the  total  gas  supply. 

6.  That  the  real  value  of  this  portion  of  the  gas  supply  lies  i 
the  heating  properties  of  the  gas,  for  which  no  standard  o: 
measurement  exists  in  this  State. 

7.  That  by  reason  of  the  large  class  of  consumers  to  whom  tin 
value  of  gas  as  a  generator  of  heat  is  a  matter  of  primal  impor- 
tance, it  is  desirable  that  the  calorific  power  of  gas  be  standardized 
by  the  introduction  of  appropriate  tests. 

These  conclusions  directly  confront  us  with  the  questions': 

1.  What  authority  has  the  Commission  to  prescribe  a  calorific 
standard  for  the  gas  supplied  under  its  supervision  and  within  its 
jurisdiction  ? 

2.  If  the  authority  exists,  shall  a  calorific  standard  be  prescribed 
by  the  Commission? 

3.  What  is  the  proper  calorific  standard  ? 

4.  Shall  such  standard  be  enforced  supplemental  to  the  illumi- 
nating standard  now  in  use  ? 

The  powers  of  the  Commission  relating  to  gas  standards  are 
defined  in  subdivision  3,  section  66,  article  4  of  the  Public  Service 
Commissions  Law,  as  follows : 

Sec.  60.  General  powers  of  commissions  in  respect  to  gas  and  electricity.-^ 
Each  commission  shall  within  its  jurisdiction  .  .  .  .  (3)  Have  power  to 
fix  the  standard  of  illuminating  power  and  purity  of  gas,  not  less  than  that 
prescribed  by  law,  to  be  manufactured  or  sold  by  persons,  corporations  or 
municipalities  for  lighting,  heating  or  power  purposes  ....  and  by 
order  to  require  the  gas  so  manufactured  or  sold  to  equal  the  standard  so 
fixed  by  it,  and  to  establish  the  regulations  as  to  pressure  at  which  gas  shall 
be  delivered. 

From  which  it  appears  that  the  Conmiission  at  present  is  without 
authority  to  fix  any  standard  for  gas  other  than  "  the  standard  of 
illuminating  power  and  purity  ". 

In  view  of  the  conclusions  above  expressed  I  reconmiend  and 
urge  the  importance  of  securing  such  amendments  to  these  provi- 
sions of  the  law  as  will  vest  the  Commission  with  the  broad 
authority  to  ascertain  and  fix  adequate  and  serviceable  standards 
for  the  measurement  of  gas,  pursuant  to  which  such  action  may 
be  taken,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Commission,  as  will  serve  to 
carry  out  the  evident  intent  of  the  law  as  it  now  reads:  that  a 
standard  shall  be  established  for  gas  sold  '^  for  lighting,  heating, 

and  power  purposes  ". 
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Until  such  time  as  the  Legislature  may  act  in  this  matter^  it 
will  not  be  necessary  to  decide  as  to  the  calorific  standard  proper 
to  be  prescribed  for  the  gas  supply  of  this  District.  This  and  other 
considerations  may  meantime  be  matters  of  further  study  and 
investigation.  There  is  no  generally  accepted  standard  of  calorific 
value  for  gas,  and  the  precedents  established  by  other  govern- 
mental bodies  do  not  of  necessity  afford  a  criterion  as  to  what  the 
action  of  this  Commission  should  be.  A  determination  of  this 
question  must  be  had  solely  upon  the  conditions  of  gas  manu- 
facture and  distribution  in  this  State,  and  the  utmost  care  must 
be  exercised  that  the  standard  adopted  will  on  the  one  hand  insure 
excellence  of  service  and  on  the  other  hand  not  impose  onerous 
conditions. 

The  probable  effect  of  the  enforcement  of  a  calorific  standard 
upon  the  costs  of  plant  operation ;  the  advantages,  if  any,  of  reason- 
able and  uniform  thermal  units  as  against  high  candle-power 
units;  the  objections,  if  any,  to  the  enforcement  of  a  double 
standard ;  the  experiences  of  the  local  gas  manufacturers  in  deter- 
mining and  regulating  calorific  values;  the  present  plant  equip- 
ment and  facilities  for  making  heat  unit  tests ;  the  time  necessary 
to  adapt  gas  works  conditions  to  calorific  conditions,  are,  among 
others,  subjects  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Commission  should 
further  be  addressed  prior  to  any  final  action.  Upon  all  these 
matters  the  distributing  companies  whose  interests  would  be 
affected  should  be  given  the  opportunity  to  be  heard. 

Accordingly,  should  the  Commission  deem  it  wise,  in  approval 
of  the  recommendation  hereinbefore  made,  to  urge  upon  the  Legis- 
lature such  suitable  amendments  to  the  law  as  will  empower  the 
Commission  to  ascertain  and  establish  proper  standards  for  the 
measurement  of  gas,  I  further  recommend  that,  pending  action 
therein  by  the  Legislature,  such  hearings  and  conferences  be  had 
with  representatives  of  the  companies  and  gas  engineers  as  may 
in  the  resulting  interchange  of  views  and  opinions  apprise  the 
Commission  in  the  fullest  possible  manner,  not  only  upon  the 
broad  question  of  the  necessity  for  a  standard  by  which  the 
thermal  units  in  gas  may  be  governed,  but  upon  all  the  questions 
necessarily  incidental  thereto.

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Upon  consideration  of  this  report  and  the  conclusions  and  reo* 
oinmendations  therein,  a  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Commis- 
sion authorizing  printed  copies  to  be  distributed  to  gas  corpora- 
tions in  the  District,  and  appointing  February  1,  1910,  as  the 
date  for  a  conference,  "with  the  object  of  affording  an  inter- 
change of  views  and  opinions  upon  the  question  of  fixing  a 
calorific  standard  of  value  for  gas,  and  all  questions  necessarily 
incidental  thereto  ". 

Inspections  of  Ghui:  The  systematic  inspection  of  the  coal  gas, 
water  gas,  and  mixed  coal  and  water  gas  supply  for  illuminating 
power  and  quality  has  been  continued  along  the  lines  of  the  work 
of  last  year,  the  gas  of  each  company  periodically  being  tested 
for  candle-power,  the  presence  of  hydrogen  sulphide,  the  quantita- 
tive presence  of  ammonia  and  sulphur,  and  a  record  taken  of  the 
distribution  pressure. 

The  number  of  tests  at  each  plant  is  determined  by  the  annual 
plant  output.  Up  to  ten  million  cubic  feet  annual  production  six 
tests  were  made;  for  each  ten  million  cubic  feet  produced  in 
excess  of  this  minimum  an  additional  test  was  made,  the  maxi- 
mum n-umlber  of  tests  however  for  any  one  company  being  limited 
to  twenty-six. 

The  results  of  all  the  tests  for  the  year,  887  in  number,  afford 
just  grounds  for  criticism  of  many  of  the  supplying  corporations. 
In  one  or  more  respects  338  tests,  or  38.1  per  cent  of  the  total 
number  of  tests,  showed  deficiencies.  The  supply  was  found  to 
fail  to  meet  the  requirements  as  to  candle-power  in  25.2  per  cent 
of  the  tests;  as  to  the  presence  of  hydrogen  sulphide,  13.2  per 
cent  of  the  tests ;  as  to  the  maximum  amount  of  sulphur  allowed, 
6.6  per  cent  of  the  tests;  and  as  to  the  maximum  amount  of 
ammonia,  1.1  per  cent  of  the  tests. 

The  continuous  and  marked  inferiority  of  the  product  of  a 
number  of  plants  led  to  investigations  and  recommendations 
respecting  improvements  in  plant  equipment  or  in  methods 
employed  in  manufacture.  This  work  has  been  reviewed  in  pre- 
ceding paragraphs.  It  was  undertaken  for  the  information  of  the 
Commission.  The  results  revealed  in  most  instances  that  the  fail- 
ure to  comply  with  the  existing  standards  is  very  largely  due  to 
either  improper  equipment  or  censurable  methods  of  manufacture.

The  prompt  and  effectual  correction  of  these  conditions  ordinarily 
lies  well  within  the  means  of  the  companies  and  must  be  Bought, 
if  not  voluntarilj  on  tfaeir  part,  then  in  the  exercise  hy  the  Com- 
misaion  of  such  authority  as  the  situation  in  each  case  may 
require. 

The  results  of  each  test  are  given  in  the  first  four  of  the  fol- 
lowing tables,  and  snmmarized  comparatively  with  the  resulta  of 
the  tests  for  the  year  1808  in  tables  V  and  VI.

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Oaii  Heten  and  Proven:  All  gas  meters  are  inspected,  approved, 
and  sealed  by  the  Commission  prior  to  their  installation  on  con- 
sumers' premises. 

For  the  year,  95,297  meters  were  verified  and  sealed  as  correct 
within  the  2  per  cent  limit  of  error  allowed  by  law,  and  3598 
were  rejected,  being  either  2  per  cent  or  more  fast  or  slow,  or 
unsound.  Of  the  total  number  sealed,  new  meters  comprised  35 
per  cent,  and  repaired  meters  65  per  cent.  Natural  gas  com- 
panies furnished  21.3  per  cent,  and  manufactured  gas  companies 
78.7  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  following  table  summarizes  the 
results  as  to  the  number  of  meters  found  fast  or  slow  within  and 
without  the  2  per  cent  limit  of  error,  and  gives  the  average  and 
maximum  percentage  of  registration :

Upon  application  of  consumers,  special  tests  were  made  of  150 
meters,  59  of  which  were  found  to  register  2  per  cent  or  more 
fast,  or  to  the  prejudice  of  the  consumer.  The  percentages  of 
error  of  these  meters  were  as  follows:  4  registered  2  per  cent; 
26,  3  per  cent;  11,  4  per  cent;  8,  5  per  cent;  4,  6  per  cent;  2, 
7  per  cent ;  2,  8  per  cent ;  1,  9  per  cent ;  and  1,  14  per  cent  fast. 

Twelve  of  the  complaint  meters  registered  2  per  cent  or  more 
slow.  Of  these,  1  registered  2  per  cent;  2,  3  per  cent;  3,  4  per 
cent;  2,  8  per  cent;  1,  9  per  cent;  and  1,  23  per  cent  slow. 

The  remainder  of  the  complaint  meters,  79  in  number,  were 
found  correct  within  2  per  cent  of  accuracy. 

The  requirements  of  law,  that  each  gas  corporation  shall  pro- 
vide in  and  upon  its  premises  suitable  apparatus  with  which 
meters  may  be  tested,  has  been  substantially  observed.  Ninety- 
three  corporations  are  now  provided  with  testing  apparatus,  com- 
prising one  or  more  provers  and  appliances,  inspected  and 
approved  by  the  Commission.  A  few  of  the  smaller  corporations 
have  not  as  yet,  for  financial  reasons,  complied  with  the  require- 
ment.   The  Commission  has  exercised  its  discretion  in  these  cases 
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and  has  not  insisted  upon  compliance^  the  intent  of  the  law  satis- 
factorily being  met  in  the  use  by  agreement  of  the  apparatus  at 
adjacent  works  or  at  meter  factories. 

Bules  and  regulations  governing  the  tests  of  gas  meters  have 
been  formulated^  and  for  the  information  of  the  companies  as 
well  as  for  the  guidance  of  the  inspectors  have  been  printed  and 
distributed. 

The  powers  of  the  Commission  relating  in  all  respects  to  the 
testing  of  gas  meters,  delegated  March  1,  1908,  in  pursuance  of 
the  provisions  of  section  77  of  the  Public  Service  Commissions 
Law,  to  the  municipal  authorities  of  the  City  of  Syracuse,  were 
revoked  March  1,  1909,  this  action  being  taken  on  the  initiative 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Safety  of  the  city. 

Eleotrio  Meters  and  Station  Standards:  The  work  of  inspecting 
electric  meters  has  been  carried  on  as  indicated  in  the  Second 
Annual  Report  of  the  Commission.  The  feasibility  of  instituting 
a  system  whereby  each  electric  meter  in  the  Second  District  would 
be  tested  and  sealed  by  an  inspector  of  the  Commission  has  been 
fully  discussed  in  previous  reports.  The  system  which  has  been 
developed  consists  of  (1)  the  maintenance  by  each  company  at  its 
station  of  suitable  testing  standards,  (2)  the  frequent  checking  of 
such  apparatus  by  inspectors  of  the  Conmiission,  (3)  the  filing 
of  monthly  reports  of  consumers'  electric  meters  tested  by  each 
company,  (4)  the  general  supervision  of  testing  methods,  and  (5) 
the  testing  of  consumers'  meters  upon  complaint. 

During  the  year  20  corporations  have  installed  testing  appa- 
ratus upon  recommendation  of  the  Commission,  23  other  corpora- 
tions have  equipped  themselves  with  additional  instruments,  mak- 
ing in  all  238  corporations  now  provided  with  apparatus  approved 
by  the  Commission.

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These  standards  were  checked  for  the  most  part  at  the  plants  of 
the  corporations.  The  portable  instruments  used  by  the  CSommia- 
sion  in  this  work  were  checked  at  the  electrical  laboratory  of  the 
Commission  in  Albany,  the  laboratory  standards  being  in  turn 
checked  at  the  National  Bureau  of  Standards  in  Washington. 

The  monthly  reports  filed  by  corporations  of  consumers'  elec- 
tric meters  tested  show  results  tabulated  as  follows:

These  reports  show  that  the  larger  corporations  and  a  number 
of  the  smaller  corporations  are  at  present  making  periodic  inspec- 
tions of  all  consumers'  meters.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  evident 
that  a  number  of  corporations  are  making  no  endeavor  to  do  such 
work,  and  for  that  reason  it  may  become  necessary  to  order  a 
periodic  inspection  of  meters  by  the  corporations  and  to  require 
a  sworn  monthly  report  of  such  tests.  The  extent  of  this  work 
may  be  estimated  from  data  received  by  the  Commission,  which 
shows  that  157  corporations,  including  all  the  large  operating 
concerns,  at  the  present-  time  have  installed  on  the  premises  of 
consumers  approximately  90,000  meters,  68,000  of  which  are 
induction  type,  20,000  commutator  type,  and  the  remainder  other 
types:  such  as  graphic  meters,  maximum  demand  meters,  etc. 
These  figures  fairly  represent  within  10  per  cent  the  total  num- 
ber of  meters  installed  in  this  Second  District. 

A  bulletin  of  general  instructions  as  to  the  testing  of  consu- 
mers' meters  has  been  issued.  Rules  in  detail  are  in  course  of 
preparation. 

There  have  been  tested  on  complaint  of  individual  consumers 
73  meters,  11  cf  which  were  found  to  be  4  per  cent  or  more  fast, 
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6  of  whieh  were  4  per  cent  or  more  slow,  4  were  wrongly  con- 
nected, and  52  were  correct  within  4  per  cent.  The  Oommission 
in  January,  1909,  reduced  its  schedule  of  fees  for  making  com- 
plaint tests. 

Oas  and  Electrical  Laboratoriei :  The  maintenance  of  labora- 
tories, properly  equipped  for  gas  analysis  and  electrical  tests,  is 
necessary  to  the  work  of  this  Division. 

The  gas  laboratory  established  by  the  former  Commission  of 
Gas  and  Electricity  was  transferred  to  this  Commission  in  July, 
1907.  The  apparatus  consisted  at  that  time  of  stationary  and 
portable  standards  for  use  mainly  in  testing  gas  for  its  illumi- 
nating power  and  purity.  The  equipment  was  found  inadequate 
for  the  larger  duties  of  this  Commission,  and  has  been  increased 
and  supplemented  in  several  respects.  Additional  portable  stand- 
ards for  the  use  of  the  inspectors  in  testing  gas  for  candle-power 
and  purity  have  been  purchased,  enabling  a  larger  number  of 
tests  to  be  made,  and  standards  with  necessary  appurtenances  for 
the  testing  and  sealing  of  gas  meters  and  the  testing  of  gas  for 
its  heating  power  have  been  added  to  the  equipment  originally 
taken  over. 

The  laboratory  standards  and  appurtenances  now  consist  of  a 
closed  bar  stationary  photometer  and  three  six-foot  wet  meters 
for  candle-power  determinations ;  a  complete  outfit  for  the  analy- 
sis of  gas  for  the  presence  of  sulphur;  a  standardized  meter 
prover;  a  standardized  cubic  foot  measure  for  use  in  testing 
meter  provers;  an  outfit  for  making  brass  badges  for  gas  meter 
sealing  purposes;  and  materials  and  supplies,  of  which  may  be 
mentioned  as  the  most  important  the  chemicals  used  in  the  stand- 
ardizing of  solutions  and  in  the  preparation  of  reagents  for  the 
inspectors. 

The  portable  apparatus  comprises  two  Junker  calorimeters 
with  accessories  for  heat  unit  tests,  four  portable  photometers 
for  candle-power  tests,  four  portable  sulphur  and  ammonia  out- 
fits, and  meter  sealing  appliances.  The  entire  equipment  has 
been  provided  at  a  cost  approximately  of  $3900. 

The  laboratory  is  located  in  the  State  Power  House  building. 
By  reason  of  building  improvements  under  way  on  adjacent  prop- 
erty, the  rooms  have  been  made  unsuitable  to  laboratory  purposes. 
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It  has  been  found  necessary  to  discontinue  certain  features  of  the 
work,  and  all  of  the  work  is  carried  on  under  most  adverse  condi- 
tions in  many  respects.  Provision  should  be  made  for  adequate 
and  proper  quarters,  not  only  for  the  gas  laboratory,  but  as  well 
for  the  electrical  laboratory. 

The  electrical  laboratory  is  located  in  the  basement  rooms  of 
14  Washington  avenue,  Albany,  a  former  private  dwelling  leased 
and  converted  by  this  Commission  into  offices.  The  equipment 
of  this  laboratory,  which  has  been  provided  entirely  by  this  Com- 
mission, comprises  portable  standards,  laboratory  standards,  and 
auxiliaries.  The  cost  to  date  of  the  total  apparatus  has  been 
approximately  $6500.  The  portable  standards  include  voltmeters 
and  indicating  wattmeters  of  the  shielded  dynamometer  type, 
alternating  current  ammeters,  current  and  potential  transform- 
ers, milli-voltmeters  and  shunts  for  direct  current  use,  stop 
watches,  and  portable  graphic  meters. 

The  laboratory  standards  include  a  set  of  six  Weston  standard 
cells,  a  potentiometer  with  galvanometer,  lamp  and  scale,  stand- 
ard resistance,  standard  voltmeters  and  milli-voltmeters  with 
shunts,  and  a  dynamometer  used  for  alternating  current  work. 

The  auxiliary  apparatus  consists  of  two  sets  of  chloride  accu- 
mulator batteries,  one  mercury  arc  rectifier,  charging  set  and 
necessary  test  benches,  lamp  banks,  etc.  There  is  also  installed 
a  frequency  and  power  factor  changing  motor-generator  set  with 
switchboard,  from  which  alternating  current  of  any  frequency 
from  22^^  to  140  cycles  at  any  power  factor  can  be  readily 
obtained. 

The  electrical  field  work  includes  (1)  the  testing  of  integrat- 
ing watt-hour  meters  upon  complaint  of  consumers;  (2)  the  cali- 
bration of  apparatus  used  by  companies  in  checking  consumers' 
meters;  (3)  the  checking  of  voltage  on  the  various  systems  and 
upon  complaint ;  (4)  the  determination  of  maximum  and  average 
demand  in  specific  cases.  This  field  work  covers  tests  on  alter- 
nating current  systems  of  from  25  to  140  cycles  frequency  and 
from  55  to  11,000  volts;  and  upon  direct  current  systems  of  110, 
220,  and  600  volt  potential.  The  capacity  of  the  various  instru- 
ments checked  varies  from  a  fraction  of  an  ampere  to  1200 
amperes.  The  equipment  of  the  Commission  is  ample  to  handle 
this  extensive  range  of  determinations. 
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In  view  of  the  wide  variety  of  supply  current,  it  became  desir- 
able to  be  able  to  reproduce  in  the  laboratory  of  the  Commission 
the  conditions  existing  among  the  different  corporations.  For 
this  purpose  the  auxiliary  apparatus  above  mentioned  was  ordered 
and  recently  has  been  installed,  in  the  use  of  which  checks  are 
made  on  the  portable  standards  of  the  Commission  under  all 
conditions  met  with  in  the  routine  work  of  meter  testing.  The 
ultimate  laboratory  standards  are  checked  by  comparison  with  the 
standards  of  the  Kational  Bureau  of  Standards  in  Washington. 

In  addition  to  the  field  work,  the  Commission  is  now  prepared  \ 

to  test  at  its  laboratory  the  various  types  of  house  meters  with  a 
view  to  ascertaining  their  fitness  for  general  use.  By  reason  of 
the  large  number  of  different  types  of  these  meters  now  in  use 
in  the  Second  District,  such  investigation  presents  a  broad  field 
of  work,  with  the  probabilities  of  fruitful  results. 

A  number  of  investigations  into  the  regulation  of  electric  sup- 
ply systems  as  to  their  use  for  incandescent  lighting  have  been 
made,  both  on  complaint  and  on  motion  of  the  Commission,  and 
there  is  in  contemplation  the  practicability  of  a  general  investi- 
gation of  this  important  matter.  The  varying  conditions  of  sup- 
ply, not  only  in  different  communities  but  in  different  sections  of 
the  same  community,  surround  such  an  undertaking  with  innu- 
merable difficulties,  and  it  may  be  found  impossible  to  prescribe 
fixed  standards  of  regulation  applicable  alike  to  all  corporations. 
This  and  other  matters  of  electrical  testing  field  work  will  receive 
the  continued  consideration  of  the  Commission  in  the  ensuing 
year. 

DIVISION  OF  STATISTICS  AND  ACX^OUNTS 

The  principal  part  of  the  work  of  this  Division  during  the  year 
has  consisted  in  the  examination  of  the  reports  submitted  by  rail- 
road and  street  railroad  corporations  for  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1908,  and  those  submitted  by  electrical  corporations  and  gas  cor- 
porations for  the  six  months  ended  December  31,  1907,  and  those 
for  the  year  1908.  The  six  months'  reports  were  made  necessary 
by  a  change  in  the  reporting  year.  The  former  Commission  of 
Gas  and  Electricity  had  called  for  reports  for  the  year  ending 
June  30th,  and  this  Commission  received  from  electrical  corpora- 
tions and  gas  corporations  their  reports  for  the  year  ended  June 
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30,  1907,  on  the  blank  forms  which  had  been  distributed  by  the 
former  Commission.  At  the  hearings  held  by  this  Oommission  in 
connection  with  the  development  of  uniform  systems  of  accounts 
for  electrical  corporations  and  gas  corporations,  it  appeared  to  be 
the  substantially  unanimous  desire  of  corporations  represented  at 
such  hearings  that  the  reporting  year  shoidd  be  made  to  coincide 
with  the  calendar  year.  The  fixing  of  the  reporting  year  for  these 
two  classes  of  corporations  having  been  i)laced  by  the  statute  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Public  Service  Commissions,  and  there 
appearing  to  be  not  only  no  administrative  objection  to  the  pro- 
posed change  but  some  advantage  owing  to  the  more  even  distribu- 
tion through  the  year  of  the  work  of  tesdng  and  analyzing  the 
reports  of  the  common  carrier  corporations  and  the  lighting  cor- 
porations, it  was  determined  by  the  Commission  that  the  reporting 
year  for  electrical  corporations  and  gas  corporations  should  be 
made  coincident  with  the  calendar  year,  and  that  to  make  the 
adjustment  a  report  should  be  called  for  which  should  cover  the 
latter  half  of  the  year  1907. 

The  forms  for  annual  reports  of  corporations  that  had  been  in 
use  by  the  former  Board  of  Bailroad  Conmiissioners  and  the 
former  Commission  of  Gas  and  Electricity  being  judged  insuffi- 
cient in  fullness  of  detail,  and  the  statute  directing  this  Commis- 
sion in  its  annual  reports  required  of  common  carrier  corporations 
engaged  in  interstate  commerce  to  conform  as  nearly  as  prac- 
ticable to  forms  of  annual  reports  required  from  time  to  time  of 
such  corporations  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  new 
forms  of  annual  reports  were  prepared,  those  for  steam  railroad 
corporations  being  modeled  upon  the  forms  then  in  use  by  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  with  such  variations  as  were 
considered  to  be  advisable  because  of  the  difference  in  the  powers 
and  duties  of  this  Commission  as  compared  with  those  of  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission.  The  forms  for  street  and  inter- 
urban  railroad  corporations  were  prepared  on  the  same  general 
plan  as  those  for  steam  railroad  corporations,  although  the  details 
necessarily  differed  very  considerably.  The  first  year's  use  of 
these  new  and  extended  forms  was  necessarily  attended  with  a 
variety  of  difficulties  that  will  be  avoided  in  the  following  years. 
The  requirements  of  a  new  form  of  report  are  certain  to  receive  a 
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variety  of  interpretations,  and  to  reduce  these  to  uniformity  is  a 
matter  involving  both  time  and  patience.  Where  the  report  is 
a  mere  skeleton,  the  variety  of  interpretations  may  not  be  apparent 
on  the  face  of  the  reports,  but  where  it  goes  into  confiiderable 
detail,  there  are  likely  to  be  inconsistencies  in  it  which  are  dis- 
closed by  a  careful  test  The  correction  of  these  will  show  how 
the  erroneous  interpretations  arose  and  what  steps  are  advisable 
for  their  prevention  in  future  reports.  Such  correction  has  neces- 
sarily thus  far,  because  of  the  absence  of  a  body  of  traveling 
auditors  or  examiners  in  the  staff  of  this  Division,  been  attempted 
through  correspondenoe.  It  thus  happens  that  a  vast  mass  of  cor- 
respondence has  been  necessary  in  the  correction  of  the  annual 
reports  rendered  by  the  corporations  for  the  year  1908.  Because 
of  the  thoroughness  with  which  this  work  has  been  done  it  is 
expected  that  much  less  will  be  necessary  in  connection  with  the 
reports  for  1909.  Indeed,  the  representatives  of  one  considerable 
group  or  system  of  corporations  are  already  making  a  careful 
scrutiny  of  the  reports  rendered  in  behalf  of  those  corporations 
and  filing  corrections  of  the  errors  discovered,  preferring  to  antici- 
pate the  results  of  the  test  of  the  reports  to  be  made  by  this 
Division. 

The  reports  rendered  by  most  of  the  electrical  corporations  and 
gas  corporations  were  much  less  satisfactory  than  those  made  by 
the  railroad  corporations  and  sti-eet  railroad  corporations,  although 
it  should  be  stated  that  some  of  the  larger  of  the  lighting  corpora- 
tions made  good  reports.  Uniformity  of  accounting  is  much  less 
an  accomplished  matter  among  electrical  corporations  and  gas  cor- 
porations than  it  is  among  railroad  corporations  and  street  rail- 
road corporations,  and  inasmuch  as  the  accounting  orders  of  this 
Commission  for  electrical  corporations  and  gas  corporations  did 
not  become  effective  until  January  1,  1909,  the  reports  for  the 
latter  half  of  1907  and  for  the  year  1908  were  necessarily  com- 
piled from  records  that  had  not  been  constructed  under  the  pre- 
scribed uniform  systems  of  accounts.  We  expect  to  find  that  the 
reports  for  the  year  1909,  being  based  on  the  uniform  systems  of 
accounts  prescribed  by  this  Commission,  are  much  more  consistent 
than  those  rendered  for  preceding  years,  and  will  require  cor- 
respondingly less  correction.    The  corporations  have,  in  the  main. 
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entered  heartily  into  the  spirit  of  these  accounting  orders. 
Numerous  practical  questions  in  connection  with  the  interpretation 
of  these  orders  have  been  submitted  to  this  Division  and  tentative 
decisions  have  been  given  thereon.  After  such  decisions  have  been 
subjected  to  the  criticism  of  the  various  persons  interested  in  ques- 
tions of  this  character  they  will  be  laid  before  the  Commission  for 
its  action. 

In  this  connection  it  is  proper  to  mention  the  valuable  aid  ren- 
dered by  tJie  accounting  committee  of  the  Empire  State  Gas  and 
Electric  Association.  This  association,  which  comprises  many  of 
the  lighting  corporations  of  the  State,  has  a  committee  for  the 
purpose  of  considering  questions  arising  in  connection  with  account- 
ing practice.  Shortly  after  the  adoption  of  the  accounting  orders 
of  this  Commission  effective  January  1,  1909,  many  of  the 
smaller  lighting  corporations  began  to  make  inquiries  concerning 
the  readiest  means  of  procuring  suitable  stationery  and  other 
material  aids  in  systematic  accounting.  Inasmuch  as  the  account^ 
ing  committee  of  this  association  was  composed  of  practical 
accounting  officers  of  various  corporations  ranging  from  large  to 
small,  and  inasmuch  as  it  seemed  inadvisable  for  this  Commission 
to  promulgate  at  the  present  time  any  orders  fixing  the  forms  of 
stationery  and  other  matters  of  practical  detail,  the  question  of 
bookkeeping  forms  was  referred  to  this  committee.  The  com- 
mittee gave  much  attention  to  the  matter.  Several  conferences 
were  had  between  the  members  of  the  committee  and  representa- 
tives of  the  Commission,  and  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  asso- 
ciation, November  17,  1909,  the  committee  made  a  very  carefully 
worked-out  report  and  recommended  a  very  satisfactory  set  of 
accounting  forms.  It  also  gave  a  simple  yet  thorough  discussion 
of  the  principles  of  bookkeeping  as  applied  in  the  accounting  of 
electrical  corporations  and  gas  corporations.  It  is  thought  th-at 
this  report  will  be  of  material  assistance  to  the  smaller  corpora- 
tions whose  revenues  are  not  sufficiently  large  to  enable  them  to 
employ  skilled  accountants. 

The  situation  of  the  small  corporations  with  regard  to  account- 
ing is  one  worthy  of  attention.  While  in  a  small  corporation 
where  the  manager  comes  into  intimate  personal  contact  with  most 
of  the  affairs  of  the  corporation  it  is  unnecessary  to  keep  enich 
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detailed  records  as  in  a  large  corporation  where  the  managers  are 
compelled  to  rely  largely  on  the  records  for  their  knowledge  of 
what  is  going  on,  it  is  probably  true  that  the  small  corporations 
would  be  materially  benefited  were  their  accounts  more  carefully 
kept  and  more  careful  study  given  to  them  and  to  comparison  of 
them  with  those  of  other  similarly  situated  corporations.  Such 
study  could  hardly  fail  to  disclose  many  now  unsuspected  leaks, 
both  in  expenses  and  in  revenues,  stoppage  of  which  would  more 
than  cover  the  increased  cost  in  the  accounting.  If  the  accounting 
is  carefully  systematized,  the  more  accurate  accounting  will  fre- 
quently cost  no  more  than  the  present  slip-shod  work. 

The  State  requires  of  these  corporations  annual  reports.  These, 
if  they  are  to  have  any  significance,  must  be  based  on  facts  sys- 
tematically recorded  and  presented.  The  corporations,  while 
rendering  an  important  and  usually  highly  appreciated  service  in 
their  respective  communities,  are,  because  of  the  smallness  of 
these  communities,  limited  to  extremely  slender  revenues,  such 
that  the  cost  of  the  services  of  skilled  accountants  seems  one  of 
the  expenses  most  easily  avoided  and  therefore  least  necessary  to 
incur.  It  is  worthy  of  consideration  whether  under  such  circum- 
stances it  would  not  be  proper  for  the  State  to  provide  traveling 
auditors  who  should  occasionally  visit  each  of  these  corporations 
and  exercise  an  oversight  over  the  accounting.  Slzch  provision 
would  result  in  little  if  any  increase  of  public  expense,  for  it  would 
head  off  many  errors,  some  of  which  are  not  now  detected  until 
they  become  apparent  through  internal  inconsistencies  in  annual 
reports,  and  others  of  which  are  never  detected.  The  correction 
of  an  accounting  error  as  a  result  of  a  test  of  an  annual  report 
made  from  twelve  to  eighteen  months  after  the  error  occurred  is 
altogether  unsatisfactory.  It  may  furnish  information  of  value 
in  future  cases,  but  can  not  be  of  anywhere  near  the  value  an 
earlier  examination  might  have  been.  But  many  errors  in 
accounting  are  impossible  of  detection  in  an  annual  report  because 
not  necessarily  resulting  in  an  inconsistency.  They  do  necessarily 
result,  however,  in  preventing  uniformity  of  accounting,  and  in 
proportion  to  their  magnitude  they  vitiate  any  conclusions  that 
may  be  drawn  from  statistics  based  upon  the  erroneous  account- 
ing.    Such  considerations  as  these  lead  irresistibly  to  the  con- 
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elusion,  that  if  these  minor  corporations  are  to  be  required  to  keep 
prescribed  accounts,  traveling  auditors  should  be  provided  to  super- 
vise their  aocounting.  Most  of  the  municipal  plants  are  particu- 
larly in  need  of  such  aid,  and  many  of  them  have  made  requests 
for  it. 

division  of  tariffs 

Schedules  to  the  number  of  17,508  have  been  filed  during  the 
first  eleven  months  of  the  year,  and  adding  to  that  the  number 
which  had  been  previously  filed  makes  a  total  approximating 
more  tiian  60,000.  In  this  total  each  tariff  and  supplement  is 
counted  as  a  schedule,  and  each  has  been  properly  recorded  in 
such  a  manner  as  will  constitute  a  complete  and  permanent  record 
of  the  rates,  fares,  and  charges  applying  to  the  transportation  of 
persons  and  property  between  points  within  the  State  since 
November  1,  1907.  All  these  schedules  are  readily  accessible  at 
any  time,  and  the  location  of  each  is  made  easy  under  the  index 
system  used.  By  this  index  it  is  shovni  that  specific  commodity 
rates  are  carried  by  the  steam  railroad  companies  in  this  State  on 
1739  articles,  by  electric  and  interurban  companies  on  495  arti- 
cles, and  by  miscellaneous  transportation  companies  on  124 
articles. 

On  December  1,  1909,  the  number  of  rate  schedules  in  effect, 
including  such  as  have  been  filed  and  that  are  to  take  effect  on  or 
before  December  31,  1909,  was  10,837,  classified  as  follows :

Total  10,837 

In  this  count  tariff  supplements  are  not  included;  to  include 
them  would  increase  the  number  to  a  total  of  at  least  15,000. 

The  foregoing  indicates  that  approximately  45,000  schedules 
have  been  canceled  between  the  time  carriers  first  filed  their 
tariffs  and  November  30,  1909.  The  cancellation  of  this  exceed- 
ingly large  number  may  be  primarily  attributed  to  three  causes : 
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(1)  reissuance  of  tariffs  to  conform  to  the  standard  prescribed  by 
the  Commission's  rules  and  regulations  governing  tariff  construc- 
tion; (2)  short  term  passenger  excursion  tariffs;  (3)  rate 
changes. 

The  conditions  existing  with  respect  to  rate  schedules  when 
first  filed  have  been  fully  covered  in  reports  which  have  hereto- 
fore been  made.  It  is  only  necessary  at  this  time  to  speak  of  the 
progress  which  has  been  made  toward  improvement. 

The  improvements  most  noted  in  tariff  construction  are  those 
of  consolidation  of  rates  applying  to  the  same  commodity  into  one 
schedule,  the  elimination  from  tariffs  of  duplicating  matter,  the 
arrangement  in  uniform  order  of  the  matter  which  they  contain, 
and  a  statement  of  rates  in  a  plain  and  concise  manner. 

In  regard  to  the  consolidation  of  commodity  rates,  it  is  not 
infrequent  that  a  single  tariff  is  made  to  carry  the  rates  thereto- 
fore carried  in  from  five  to  twenty  tariffs;  in  one  particular 
instance  in  mind  the  rates  formerly  carried  in  162  tariffs  were 
consolidated  and  are  now  carried  in  one  schedule. 

Joint  rates  applying  to  both  classes  and  commodities  which  are 
in  excess  of  rates  obtained  by  combination  of  local  rates  are  receiv- 
ing much  attention  and  are  being  revised,  putting  the  rates  upon 
a  proper  basis. 

Fully  60  per  cent  of  the  schedules  which  were  filed  on  or  before 
November  1,  1907,  have  been  canceled  by  superseding  tariffs,  in 
which  issues  the  requirements  of  the  tariff  rules  have  been 
observed  to  a  great  degree.  A  comparatively  small  number  are 
still  in  force,  but  the  work  of  bringing  these  tariffs  into  conform- 
ity with  the  rules  is  reported  by  carriers  as  being  well  under 
way,  and  so  far  progressed  is  the  work  that  it  is  expected  it  will 
be  fully  completed  within  the  next  few  months. 

The  importance  of  a  uniform  plan  to  govern  tariff  construction 
and  order  in  arrangement  of  the  matter,  showing  the  application 
of  rates  in  a  clear  and  plain  manner,  is  recognized  by  carriers  as 
being  of  benefit  alike  to  themselves  as  well  as  to  shippers,  and 
they  have  given  to  the  Commission  their  most  cordial  cooperation 
toward  accomplishing  this  end.  The  present  situation  respect- 
ing rate  schedules  considered  as  a  whole  shows  that  substantial 
progress  has  been  made. 
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An  exceedingly  large  number  of  short  term  tariffs  covering 
low  rate  excursion  fares  are  issued  each  year  by  the  various  car- 
riers in  this  State.  The  number  of  this  class  of  tariffs  which 
were  filed  this  year  exceeds  that  of  the  previous  year ;  this  indi- 
cates that  the  plan  of  offering  opportunity  for  frequent  travel  at 
a  comparatively  small  cost  is  growing  in  favor. 

The  relation  which  freight  and  express  rates  bears  to  indus- 
trial and  commercial  life  makes  necessary  very  frequent  revision 
in  order  to  take  care  of  the  constant  change  arising  in  business 
conditions.  A  comprehensive  idea  of  the  rate  changes  made  and 
their  effect  upon  traffic  moved  thereunder  is  given  by  the  follow- 
ing analysis  of  tariff  changes  during  the  period  of  the  time  covered 
by  this  report. 

Six  hundred  and  nine  applications  were  made  to  the  Commis- 
sion to  change  rates  or  fares  upon  less  than  statutory  notice;  of 
this  number,  573  were  granted,  all  of  which,  with  the  exception 
in  a  few  instances  where  applications  were  to  make  correction  of 
typographical  or  clerical  errors,  were  to  make  reductions  from 
ratos  then  in  effect:  12  of  the  applications  granted  were  not  used; 
11  were  issued  to  express  companies;  514  to  steam  railroad  com- 
panies, of  which  480  related  to  freight  and  34  to  passenger  trans- 
portation; 30  to  electric  and  interurban  railroad  companies;  and 
6  to  miscellaneous  transportation  companies. 

The  unusual  conditions  which  existed  during  the  year  made 
nccessai-y  a  large  number  of  changes  in  ice  rates:  124  of  the 
applications  referred  to  were  granted  to  cover  such  changes. 
Other  changes  in  leading  commodities  were  stone,  49;  lumber 
and  forest  products,  29;  sand  and  gravel,  23;  grain  and  grain 
products,  20;  brick,  25;  and  fruit  and  vegetables,  21. 

Of  the  rate  changes  made  upon  statutory  notice  the  number 
changed  in  express  merchandise  tariffs  was  approximately  4500; 
of  such  total  number  89  per  cent  were  reductions  from  rates  then 
in  effect.  The  commodity  rates  of  express  companies  were  also 
changed  to  the  extent  that  the  rates  in  more  than  two  hundred 
tariffs  were  revised;  in  this  revision  85  per  cent  of  the  total 
changes  so  made  were  reductions. 

From  the  examination  of  some  150  passenger  fare  schedules 
and  more  than  4100  freight  tariffs  of  steam  railroad  companies 
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in  which  rate  changeB  were  made,  the  change  in  the  tariffs  vary- 
ing from  that  of  a  single  rate  change  to  several  hundred,  aggre- 
gating in  number  a  total  reaching  to  many  thousands,  it  is 
ascertained  bj  careful  estimate  that  fully  65  per  cent  of  the 
passenger  fares  and  80  per  cent  of  the  freight  rates  so  changed 
were  reductions  from  fares  and  rates  then  in  force. 

In  a  number  of  cases  inquiry  was  made  relative  to  the  reasons 
e:usting  for  the  cancellations  of  certain  commodity  rates  by  which 
cancellations  such  rates  were  restored  to  the  higher  class-rate 
basis.  The  answers  given  explained  that  at  the  time  the  com- 
modity rates  were  established  there  was  traffic  to  move  between 
points  from  and  to  which  the  rates  applied,  and  in  order  to  move 
it  the  low  rates  were  necessary,  but  from  investigation  it  was 
shown  that  for  some  time  past  no  traffic  had  moved  and  that  there 
was  no  more  traffic  to  be  moved  to  necessitate  the  continuance  of 
the  commodity  rates^  and  that  in  their  cancellations  it  was  work- 
ing no  hardship  upon  any  one  and  that  the  cancellations  were 
made  in  order  to  clear  the  records  of  unnecessary  rates.  In  the 
e>timate  all  cases  of  this  kind  have  been  counted  as  advances  in 
rates,  while  in  reality,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing,  no 
advances  were  made  in  rates  upon  traffic  that  is  actually  moving. 
If  it  were  possible  to  determine  all  cases  so  referred  to  and  they 
were  eliminated  from  the  estimate,  the  percentage  of  reduction  of 
changed  freight  rates  would  be  somewhat  larger. 

In  the  following  table  is  shown  the  number  of  freight  tariffs 
in  which  rate  changes  have  been  made,  the  articles  affected  by 
the  changes,  and  the  percentage  which  the  tariffs  containing 
reductions  bears  to  the  total  number  of  tariffs  changed :

Freight  and  passenger  tariffs  of  electric  and  interurban  rail- 
road companies  have  also  undergone  some  revision  to  the  extent  of 
making  various  rate  changes  in  32  passenger  schedules,  7  class-rate 
freight  tariffs,  and  45  commodity  freight  tariffs,  of  which  59  per 
cent  of  the  passenger  fare  schedules  and  83  per  cent  of  the  com- 
modity freight  tariffs  contained  reductions,  and  43  per  cent  of 
the  class-rate  freight  tariffs  contained  advances. 

The  foregoing  statements  are  carefully  made  from  actual 
changes  which  took  place  as  shown  by  examination  of  the  tariffs 
filed,  and  the  only  inference  that  can  be  drawn  therefrom  is  that 
the  trend  of  rates  and  fares  as  applied  to  New  York  state  com- 
merce has  been  downward. 

Orders  to  make  reparation  on  applications  received  have  been 
granted  to  the  number  of  137,  the  amount  of  reparation  involved 
being  $6802.35.  Two  applications  were  denied  and  two  were 
returned  to  the  applicant,  as  after  investigation  it  was  shown  that 
the  charges  which  had  been  collected  were  in  error  and  that  the 
rate  sought  as  a  basis  on  which  to  make  reparation  was  in  accord 
with  the  tariff  rate  in  effect  at  time  of  shipment.  At  the  present 
time  there  are  42  applications  for  reparation  imder  investigation* 

The  adjustment  satisfactorily  of  informal  complaints  and  the 
granting  of  applications  ordering  reparation  as  well  as  orders  to 
establish  rates  upon  less  than  statutory  notice  have  an  effect  far 
more  reaching  than  a  mere  statement  would  seem  to  imply,  for 
the  reason  that  the  lower  charge  sought  and  granted  is  not  only 
relief  in  the  immediate  case  in  hand,  but  such  rates  established 
thereafter  remain  in  effect.  In  many  cases  the  effect  by  such 
changed  rates  is  that  of  causing  a  readjustment  of  other  rates, 
revising  them  to  a  lower  basis. 

The  use  of  the  tariff  file  of  the  Commission  by  the  public  is 
constantly  increasing;  more  frequent  requests  are  made  for  infer- 
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matioiii  and  many  personal  calls  for  consultation  of  tariffs  have 
been  made,  in  number  greatly  exceeding  that  of  last  year. 

The  correspondence  conducted  in  connection  with  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  tariff  rules  has  been  voluminous.  It  is  how- 
ever expected  that  as  the  rules  and  regulations  have  now  become 
more  thoroughly  understood  that  correspondence  will  decrease 
somewhat  hereafter. 

DIVISION  OF  RAn^ROAD  ENGINEERING  AND  INSPECTION 

Inspections  of  Steam  Bailroads:  All  the  steam  railroads  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  this  Commission  have  been  inspected  during 
the  past  year  except  the  line  of  the  Delaware  and  Hudson. 
Detailed  reports  of  these  inspections  will  be  included  in  the 
final  report  of  the  Commission.  The  principal  features  covered 
in  these  reports  were  explained  fully  in  the  Annual  Report  for 
1908  and  need  not  be  repeated.  Copies  of  all  inspection  reports 
are  on  file  as  public  records.  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  inspec- 
tion is  completed  a  report  is  forwarded  to  the  railroad  operating 
officer  in  charge  and  his  attention  is  called  to  such  recommendar 
tions  as  the  inspector  considers  it  necessary  to  make.  In  all  inspeo- 
tions  special  note  is  made  of  the  compliance  or  otherwise  with 
previous  recommendations.  There  has  been  a  disposition  on  the 
part  of  the  railway  officers  to  work  in  full  harmony  with  this 
department  of  the  Commission's  duties,  and  no  serious  difficulty 
has  been  experienced  in  securing  compliance  with  the  recommen- 
dations of  the  inspectors. 

The  statistical  information  regarding  the  length  of  lines 
included  in  the  inspectors'  reports  may  be  summarized  as  follows :

In  addition  to  the  regular  work  of  railroad  inspection  a  portion 
of  the  time  of  the  steam  railroad  inspectors  has  been  devoted  to 
investigating  accidents  involving  defects  in  roadbed  or  operation, 
and  the  reports  of  such  investigations  are  on  file  in  the  Commit 
sion's  office. 

Inapectlou  of  Street  Bailroads:  During  the  year  1909  the 
inspections  of  city  street  railroads  have  been  more  thorough  and  in 
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greater  detail  than  any  previously  made.  The  reports  of  such 
inspections  show  the  different  kinds  of  rail,  its  cross-section, 
weight,  length  of  track,  substructure  of  same,  when  track  was 
laid,  what  repairs  have  been  made  if  any,  and  date  of  same,  and 
present  condition  of  track  divided  into  four  classes:  first  class, 
good,  fair,  and  poor.  The  reports  also  contain  detailed  descrip- 
tion of  each  piece  of  track  special  work,  its  location,  date  of  con- 
struction, date  of  renewals  and  repairs,  and  present  condition. 
Recommendations  are  submitted  for  reconstruction  or  repairs  of 
track  and  special  work  where  necessary.  The  reports  are  indexed 
by  streets,  and  furnish  a  complete  history,  easy  of  reference,  of 
track  and  special  work  in  each  street  in  each  city.  While  this 
method  of  inspection  of  city  railroads  has  involved  a  large  amount 
of  time,  the  information  resulting  from  it  on  file,  available  to  the 
public  and  for  future  use  of  the  Commission  in  its  supervision  of 
electric  railroads,  justifies  the  time  spent  in  obtaining  it. 

In  addition  to  the  detailed  inspection  of  physical  conditions  on 
city  roads,  an  examination  of  cars,  equipment,  methods  of  inspec- 
tion, repairs,  cleaning  and  heating  of  cars,  and  methods  of  opera- 
tion has  been  made,  and  results  included  in  the  report  submitted. 

The  inspection  of  interurban  electric  roads  has  been  continued 
to  an  extent  consistent  with  other  matters  requiring  the  attention 
of  the  Electric  Railroad  Inspector.  These  inspections  have  been 
made  along  the  lines  previously  employed.

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Results  of  Inspections:  In  addition  to  the  actual  improvements 
made  on  the  different  roads  in  compliance  with  suggestions  or 
recommendations  made  by  the  Commission,  the  fact  that  such 
roads  are  impeeted  from  time  to  time  results  in  better  mainte- 
nance of  properties  and  more  efficient  service  to  the  pablic,  for 
the  reason  that  the  conditions  of  eadi  road  inspected  are  set  forth 
in  the  report  on  such  inspection,  and  the  knowledge  that  these 
reports  are  made  public  acts  as  an  incentive  for  companies  to  have 
their  properties  in  as  good  condition  as  possible  when  inspected. 
This  is  no  doubt  one  of  the  reasons  for  the  improved  conditions 
found,  especially  on  the  interurban  roads  inspected  this  year. 

Ihiring  the  business  depression  of  1907-8,  electric  railroads 
were  affected  seriously.  The  decrease  in  receipts  during  that 
period  necessitated  the  curtailment  of  service  and  operating 
ezpeoBea.  Maintenance  expenditures  for  track  and  equipment 
were  reduced  to  the  lowest  possible  point  consist^it  with  safety 
of  operation.  This  resulted  in  a  condition  of  track  and  equipment 
which  required  unusually  large  expenditures  to  restore  to  normal 
conditions.  The  past  year  has  been  a  more  prosperous  one  for  the 
companies,  all  of  them  showing  increased  gross  earnings  and 
nearly  all  have  been  liberal  in  expenditures  for  track  and  equip- 
ment improvement 

Interurban  Roads:  The  interurban  roads  inspected  this  year, 
with  very  few  exceptions,  are  reported  as  having  been  materially 
improved,  largie  sections  of  track  having  been  ballasted  and  a 
sufficient  number  of  tie  renewals  having  been  mada  Cuts  have 
been  properly  ditched,  shoulders  on  fills  have  been  extended,  curves 
have  been  properly  elevated,  additions  have  been  made  to  rail* 
braces,  and  some  companies  are  using  tie-plates  on  curves.  Rights 
of  way  have  been  cleared  of  trees  and  brush,  and  nearly  all  have 
been  kept  free  from  grass  and  weeds.  A  large  number  of  shelter 
houses  have  been  placed  at  flag  stations  and  signal  lights  put  up 
to  enable  passengers  to  stop  trains  at  these  pointsu 

Nearly  all  of  the  roads  are  employing  a  sufficient  track  force  to 
properly  maintain  track  and  roadbed. 

Several  of  the  interurban  railroads  in  this  Public  Service 
District  are  reported  as  models  of  construction  and  maintenance 
and  comparing  favorably  with  the  majority  of  the  steam  roads  in 
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this  District.  Among  these  are  the  Eochester,  STraense  and 
Eastern;  the  Syracuse,  Lake  Shore  and  Northern;  Syracuse  and 
South  Bay;  Utica  and  Mohawk  Valley;  Fonda,  Johnstown  and 
Gloversville ;  Buffalo,  Lockport  and  Eochester ;  and  Western  New 
York  and  Pennsylvania. 

Some  of  this  class  of  railroads  are  reported  as  not  in  first-class 
condition,  and  while  not  at  present  dangerous  for  operation, 
require  a  considerable  expenditure  of  money  to  make  necessary 
improvements  on  them. 

Car  Heating:  A  maiked  improvement  has  been  made  in  the 
manner  of  heating  cars  during  the  winter  season.  A  number  of 
the  companies  have  adopted  as  a  standard  the  hot  water  heater  and 
as  fast  as  practicable  are  replacing  the  electric  heater  with  it. 
During  the  winter  of  1908-9  veryr  few  complaints  of  insufficient 
heating  of  cars  were  received  by  this  Commission,  which  is 
unusual,  as  previously  this  was  one  of  the  most  serious  and  fre- 
quent causes  of  complaint  on  city  railroads.  A  number  of  the 
roads  are  operating  single-end  cars,  the  heater  being  placed  in 
the  front  vestibule,  which  in  addition  to  the  full  veetibuling  of 
cars  furnishes  a  comfortable  compartment  for  the  motorman. 

Pay-as-yovrenter  Cars:  A  new  type  of  car  has  been  put  into 
operation  on  several  of  the  city  roads,  namely,  the  pay-as-you-enter 
car,  and  other  companies  are  contemplating  additions  to  rolling 
stock  of  this  class  of  car.  The  consensus  of  opinion  of  the 
managers  of  roads  who  are  operating  these  cars  is  that  it  has 
been  of  material  benefit  in  handling  the  fiuctuating  travel  on  city 
systems  and  has  reduced  a  class  of  accidents  which  are  of  frequent 
occurrence:  injury  to  passengers  boarding  and  alighting  from 
cars.  The  introduction  of  this  class  of  car  caused  some  incon- 
venience and  confusion  to  the  public,  which  is  being  reduced  as  the 
people  become  accustomed  to  their  operation. 

Changes  in  Methods  of  Operation,  Bouiing  Cars,  and  Restne- 
Hon  in  Use  of  Transfers:  During  the  past  year  two  of  the  com- 
panies operating  large  city  systems  have  made  radical  changes 
in  methods  of  operation  and  in  the  use  of  the  transfer.  It  is 
alleged  that  there  has  been  and  is  at  present  considerable  abuse 
of  the  transfer  privilege  by  the  patrons  of  electric  railroads  in 
the  different  cities  in  this  State.    It  is  claimed  that  transfers  are 
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exchanged  by  persons  living  in  different  parts  of  cities,  enabling 
two  passengers  to  ride  for  one  fare;  also  that  passengers  do  not 
transfer  at  first  intersecting  points  of  routes  but  continue  to  some 
point  beyond,  returning  on  same  track  after  making  transfer. 

In  the  two  cases  mentioned  above,  which  are  Buffalo  and  Roch- 
ester, serious  congestion  of  cars  occurs  on  the  principal  streets  of 
the  cities  during  the  rush  hours.  This  congestion  is  so  serious 
as  to  limit  the  number  of  cars  which  can  be  operated  throu^ 
those  streets  during  those  periods. 

To  prevent  the  alleged  misuse  of  the  transfer,  these  companies 
establish  arbitrary  transfer  points,  at  which  points  only  transfers 
will  be  accepted. 

With  the  object  of  relieving  the  congestion  of  cars,  the  "near- 
side "  stop  was  adopted. 

The  companies  claim  that  both  of  these  radical  changes  were 
necessary  for  proper  transportation  of  passengers  and  were  made 
only  after  a  careful  study  of  the  situation  on  the  part  of  the  oper- 
ating officials.  The  result  of  these  changes  has  caused  serious 
inconvenience  to  the  people  of  these  cities  and  has  added  to  the 
congestion  of  cars  on  the  streets.  An  almost  unanimous  public 
opinion  expressed  against  the  changee  made  has  caused  the  com- 
panies to  modify  their  rules  in  reference  to  both  the  transfer  and 
the  "near-side"  stop. 

Accidents:  During  the  year  65  accidents  have  been  investi- 
gated. As  only  one  man  is  available  to  make  inspections  and 
investigate  accidents  and  complaints  on  electric  railroads,  only 
the  more  serious  accidents  have  been  investigated. 

Very  few  collisions  have  occurred  on  suburban  railroads,  but 
an  unusually  large  number  of  such  accidents  have  occurred  on 
city  railroads,  especially  in  Buffalo  and  Eochester.  These  have, 
however,  resulted,  with  very  few  exceptions,  in  only  minor 
injuries.  Investigation  of  these  accidents,  in  most  cases,  has 
proven  that  they  were  caused  by  motormen  with  very  little 
experience. 

Rules:   Statistics  show  that  four-fifths  of  the  accidents  occur- 
ring on  interurban  railroads  in  this  Public  Service  District  result 
from  causes  other  than  defects  in  track,  roadbed,  and  equipment, 
and  a  large  number  of  accidents  on  these  roads  are  the  results  of 
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defects  in  rules  governing  operations  on  them  or  violation  of  such 
rules  by  employees. 

The  subject  of  proper  rules  for  the  operation  of  inter  urban 
railroads  is  one  to  which  this  Commission  has  given  serious  consid- 
eration, and  one  on  which  the  New  York  Street  Railway  Associa- 
tion took  action  in  the  adoption  of  a  set  of  rules.  The 
American  Street  and  Interurban  Railway  Association  at  its  con- 
vention this  year  also  adopted  a  set  of  rules  which  it  is  expected 
will  be  adopted  by  the  various  state  associations.  Without  ap- 
proving or  criticising  these  rules,  the  adoption  of  a  uniform  set 
of  rules  to  be  used  on  all  interurban  railroads  in  this  country 
would  be  of  benefit  to  the  companies  and  tend  to  reduce  the 
number  of  accidents  occurring  on  such  roads. 

Block  Signals:  The  use  of  block  signals  on  electric  roads  is 
a  very  important  element  in  the  operation  of  such  roads.  A 
number  of  the  interurban  roads  are  equipped  with  signals.  They 
are  also  used  on  nearly  all  of  the  city  roads,  protecting  sections 
of  single  track  where  view  is  limited. 

There  are  several  kinds  of  signals  used,  both  automatically  and 
manually  operated. 

The  automatic  system  generally  consists  of  a  trolley  contact 
operating  semaphores  or  lights,  and  in  some  cases,  both.  Some 
of  these  systems  are  arranged  to  count  cars  in  and  out  of  blocks, 
permitting  more  than  one  car  moving  in  the  same  direction  in 
a  block  at  one  time. 

The  manually  operated  systems  in  use  generally  consist  of  a 
series  of  incandescent  lamps,  a  portion  of  the  lights  of  a  series 
being  placed  at  each  end  of  a  block  so  arranged  that  if  one  lamp 
fails  all  the  lights  at  each  end  of  the  block  are  extinguished. 
These  lights  are  controlled  by  switches  operated  by  the  car  crews. 

There  is  also  in  use  a  system  of  semaphores  and  signals  oper- 
ated only  from  the  despatcher's  office.  This  system  should  be 
used  only  for  stopping  cars  to  give  crews  instructions  or  train 
orders. 

The  manual  system  is  in  more  general  use  than  any  of  the 
others.  Nearly  all  the  single  track  interurban  roads  are  equipped 
with  it. 

In  addition  to  the  above  system,  the  Auburn  and  Northern 
road  between  Auburn  and  Port  Byron,  and  the  Syracuse,  Lake 
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Shore  and  Northern  road  between  Syracuse  and  Long  Branchy 
are  equipped  with  semaphores  and  oil  light  signals,  with  lap  block 
sections  automatically  operated  by  track  circuits.  This  system  is 
the  most  expensive  to  install  and  maintain  and  is  unquestionably 
more  reliable  in  operation  than  any  at  present  in  use  on  inter- 
urban  roads  in  this  District. 

With  the  exception  of  the  track  circuit  system,  there  are  serious 
defects  in  all  of  the  above  mentioned  systems,  and  collisions  have 
occurred  on  roads  equipped  with  them.  While  neither  approving 
nor  condemning  at  present  any  of  the  systems  in  use,  the  Com- 
mission believes  they  should  be  used  on  interurban  roads  only  for 
spacing  cars  moving  in  the  same  direction,  or  supplementing  a 
proper  method  of  train  despatching  on  single  track. 

Grade  Crossings  of  Highways:  The  construction  of  improved 
highways  and  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  automobiles 
have  increased  the  danger  in  operation  of  high  speed  interurban 
cars  over  highway  crossings  at  grade. 

The  number  of  accidents  which  have  occurred  at  these  cross- 
ings, resulting  in  death  and  injury,  require  thai  additional 
precautions  should  be  taken  by  companies  in  the  operation  of 
electric  cars  to  prevent  accidents  at  these  points.  Some  of  the 
companies  have  equipped  all  of  the  important  highway  grade 
crossings  with  a  cluster  of  lights  which  are  burned  during  hours 
of  darkness.  Several  are  experimenting  in  the  use  of  bells  at 
these  points.  At  some  of  the  more  dangerous  the  Commission 
has  directed  that  all  cars  in  each  direction  come  to  a  full  stop 
before  going  over  the  crossings.  This  latter  is  the  safest  method 
of  operation,  but  to  adopt  it  at  each  crossing  would  restrict  the 
running  time  of  cars  so  as  to  interfere  seriously  with  the  con- 
venience of  passengers  on  these  roads. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  maintenance  of  the 
roadways  across  electric  tracks,  and  a  large  number  of  these 
crossings  are  properly  equipped  with  planking,  with  filling 
between,  and  some  with  rail  laid  on  its  side  to  form  a  flange-way. 
The  majority  of  the  roads  have  adopted  a  standard  cattle-guard 
and  wing-fence,  and  the  greater  portion  of  the  crossings  are 
equipped  in  this  manner. 

RaiJrbraces  and  Tie-plates:  The  increased  weight  of  cars  and 
the  speed  at  which  they  are  run  on  interurban  railroads  necessi- 
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tates  careful  maintenance  of  track,  especially  on  curves.  Serious 
accidents  which  have  occurred  in  the  past  on  steam  railroads 
have  resulted  in  the  adoption  of  tie-plates  on  curvature.  Nearly 
all  of  the  companies  operating  interurhan  roads  are  using  some 
rail-braces  on  curves.  One  of  the  interurban  roads  in  this  Public 
Service  District  has  adopted  the  use  of  tie-plates  instead  of  rail- 
braces  for  that  purpose.  Steam  railroad  experience  has  proven 
that  the  tie-plate  is  preferable  to  the  rail-brace. 

LOCOMOTIVE   BOILER  INSPECTION 

In  our  last  annual  report  a  full  description  was  given  of  the 
system  of  boiler  inspection  inaugurated  by  the  Commission  to 
conform  to  the  requirements  of  chapter  208  of  the  laws  of  1907, 
and  the  duties  of  the  Commission  as  prescribed  by  that  statute 
were  fully  outlined  and  need  not  be  repeated. 

The  work  of  this  department  has  been  successfully  carried  on 
under  the  direction  of  the  State  Boiler  Inspector  during  the  past 
year  without  material  change  in  this  system.

As  the  total  number  of  locomotive  boilers  in  use  in  the  United 
States  is  about  57,000,  it  will  be  noted  that  about  one-eighth  of 
the  total  come  under  the  supervision  of  this  Commission  in  the 
performance  of  its  duties  in  the  administration  of  the  boiler 
inspection  law. 
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As  there  are  but  two  experts  employed  in  this  department  of 
the  Commission's  work,  the  State  Boiler  Inspector  and  his  assist- 
ant, it  is  impossible  to  exercise  more  than  a  general  supervision 
over  the  inspection  of  this  number  of  locomotive  boilers,  and  the 
work  of  the  department  has  therefore  been  confined  mainly  to  the 
checking  of  the  reports  and  specification  cards  received  from  the 
railroads,  and  in  exercising  a  general  supervision  over  the 
inspectors  who  are  designated  by  the  railroad  companies  for  this 
work.  It  is  entirely  impossible  for  the  inspectors  of  the  Com- 
mission to  make  detailed  examinations  of  any  considerable 
number  of  locomotive  boilers,  and  this  is  only  done  in  special 
cases  to  check  the  work  of  railroad  inspectors  whose  reports  are 
doubtful. 

Two  hundred  and  eighty-three  inspection  trips  have  been  made 
to  points  where  boilers  are  inspected  and  where  repairs  are  made 
by  the  railroad  companies.  On  these  trips  a  general  examination 
has  been  made  of  about  2350  locomotives.  The  principal  results 
of  the  inspection  trips  are  as  follows :

A  number  of  cases  of  corrosion  have  been  noted  which  were 
principally  confined  to  the  firebox  and  flues  and  were  therefore 
not  especially  dangerous.  In  one  case,  however,  the  plate  wa8 
found  corroded  the  entire  length  of  the  barrel  of  the  boiler  and 
for  15  inches  on  each  side  of  the  center.  The  plate  was  originally 
%  inch  in  thickness  and  had  been  corroded  until  the  thickness 
had  been  reduced  to  3/16  of  an  inch. 
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Other  defects  which  have  been  noted  are  as  follows : 
Several  cases  have  been  found  of  broken  longitudinal  stays  and 
crown-bar  braces,  and  in  one  boiler  a  majority  of  the  brace  pins 
were  found  to  be  bmt  and  the  brace  jaws  spread.  One  boiler  had 
a  crack  in  the  barrel  4  indies  long  which  had  been  repaired  by 
pluggiiig  with  small  plugs  instead  of  patching  properly.  A 
serious  leak  developed  at  this  point  and  the  boiler  was  ordered 
out  of  service  in  consequence.  One  boiler  was  found  with  a  crack 
21  inches  long  in  the  barrel;  and  another  with  a  crack  about  3 
feet  long  in  the  lap  seam. 

The  practice  of  investigating  all  important  accidents  to  loco- 
motive boilers  has  been  continued.  The  following  record  is  given 
of  all  accidents  reported  for  1909,  together  with  the  record  of 
1908  for  comparison:

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The  above  record  &hows  a  decided  decrease  in  boiler  accidents 
for  the  year  1909  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  especially 
in  accidents  due  to  low  water.  It  is  believed  that  the  reduction 
in  low  water  accidents  has  been  due  to  a  considerable  extent  to 
the  improvement  in  the  inspection  of  water  glasses,  gauge  cocks, 
and  injectors. 

As  stated  in  the  last  annual  report,  a  specification  card  is 
required  for  each  boiler  used  in  this  State.  This  card  gives  the 
principal  dimensions  of  the  boiler  and  the  essential  data  neces- 
sary for  determining  the  factor  of  safety;  7724  of  these  cards 
have  been  received  and  all  have  been  checked.  In  the  last  annual 
report  a  summary  was  given  of  the  results  of  tabulation  of  these 
cards  for  6114  boilers  which  had  then  been  examined.  Some 
changes  in  the  system  of  classification  then  proposed  have  been 
suggested,  and  the  7724  boiler  records  now  on  file  have  been 
reclassified  according  to  the  following  proposed  standards: 

Proposed  Factors  of  Safety: 

1.  Boilers  with  butt  seams,  under  30  years factor  4 

2.  Boilers  with  lap  and  cover  seams,  under  20  years factor  4 

3.  Boilers  with  lap  and  cover  seams,  20  to  30  years factor  4% 

4.  Boilers  under  20  years  old  with  plain  lap  seams factor  4^ 

6.    Boilers  with  plain  lap  seams,  20  to  30  years factor  4^^ 

6.  Boilers  30  to  40  years  old factor  5 

7.  Boilers  over  40  years  old to  be  condemned.

The  proposed  standards  above  given  have  been  submitted  to 
all  companies  and  their  full  criticism  requested.  Beplies  from 
all  have  been  received.  The  suggestions  meet  with  the  approval 
of  the  majority  of  the  roads,  and  while  they  are  criticised  by 
others,  it  appears  probable  that  no  standards  could  be  fixed  which 
would  not  meet  with  fully  as  much  opposition.  In  the  matter 
of  lap  seam  boilers  for  instance,  one  large  road  states  that  no 
additional  factor  of  safety  is  required  beyond  that  necessary  for 
boilers  with  modem  seams;  and  another  equally  prominent  road 
states  that  lap  seams  should  be  prohibited  by  law. 

Most  of  the  companies  have  agreed  to  comply  with  the  sugges- 
tions of  the  Commission,  and  to  condemn  or  strengthen  doubtful 
boilers  or  to  reduce  pressures,  and  it  appears  probable  that  this 
entire  subject  can  be  settled  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commission 
without  the  necessity  of  formal  hearings  or  the  issuing  of  orders. 
The  company  which  happens  to  have  the  largest  proportion  of 
locomotives  which  will  be  affected  by  the  proposed  standards,  and 
which  will  therefore  be  subjected  to  the  greatest  expense  for  any 
changes  which  may  be  decided  upon,  writes : 

The  minimum  factors  of  safety  as  indicated  by  you  seem  to  be  reasonable, 
and  there  is  no  engineering  data  or  authority  that  will  justify  any  recom- 
mendation for  a  lower  factor  than  that  suggested  by  the  Commission. 

Railroad  officers  are  keenly  interested  in  all  measures  calculated 
to  increase  the  safety  of  locomotive  boilers,  and  there  has  been  but 
little  difficulty  in  securing  their  full  cooperation  in  this  work. 

The  number  of  boilers  having  low  factors  of  safety  is  being 
rapidly  reduced,  largely  at  the  initiative  of  the  companies  them- 
selves. This  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  on  January  1,  1909,  the 
records  of  the  Commission  showed  that  963  boilers  had  a  factor 
of  safety  of  less  than  4,  while  on  December  1,  1909,  the  records 
show  only  369  boilers  with  low  factors  of  safety,  or  a  reduction 
in  doubtful  boilers  of  62  per  cent  in  eleven  months. 

Much  attention  has  been  given  to  the  question  of  design  of  boiler 
bracing,  both  by  the  Commission's  inspectors  and  by  the 
mechanical  engineers  of  the  railroad  companies.     As   a  result. 
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some  of  the  boilers  having  high  stress  in  braces  have  been  con- 
demned, and  many  have  had  the  braces  reinforced. 

The  Chief  Boiler  Inspector  reports,  that  while  the  systems  of 
inspection  of  boilers  used  by  railroad  companies  are  in  general 
reasonably  satisfactory,  he  believes  that  considerable  improvement 
would  be  made  if  all  companies  would  adopt  the  practice  in  use 
by  some  of  the  roads  of  placing  all  of  the  subordinate  boiler 
inspectors  under  a  chief  inspector  and  confining  the  work  of  the 
subordinate  inspectors,  where  the  volume  of  business  will  permit, 
entirely  to  inspection. 

Increased  attention  by  the  railroad  companies  has  also  been 
advised  in  the  training  of  their  boiler  inspectors  to  detect  broken 
staybolts.  It  has  been  found  that  many  of  the  railroad  inspectors 
are  not  as  well  qualified  as  they  should  be  to  make  satisfactory 
staybolt  tests,  and  competitive  trials  of  inspectors  under  the  super- 
vision of  experts  have  therefore  been  recommended. 

The  experience  of  the  last  two  years  has,  we  think,  demote 
strated  the  value  of  this  part  of  the  Commission's  work,  and  has 
proved,  we  believe,  that  the  systematic  checking  of  the  railroad 
companies*  inspectors  and  inspection  systems  will,  if  properly 
carried  out,  give  satisfactory  results.  The  appointment  by  the 
government  of  detailed  boiler  inspectors  to  duplicate  or  supersede 
the  inspection  work  now  carried  on  by  the  railroads  would  have 
the  disadvantage  of  relieving  the  railroad  companies  of  at  least 
a  portion  of  the  responsibility  which  properly  belongs  to  them, 
and  in  addition  would  be  vastly  more  expensive  than  the  present 
system. 

GRADE  CROSSING  ELIMINATION 

In  1909  the  Commission  has  made  several  determinations  in 
matters  involving  the  elimination  of  highway  grade  crossings  of 
steam  railroads  under  section  62  of  the  Railroad  Law.  Two  of 
these  were  modifications  of  orders  previously  made.  These  pro- 
ceedings are  as  follows: 

1.  Application  of  the  Town  Board  of  the  Town  of  Stafford, 
Genesee  county,  for  the  elimination  of  the  State  Road  and  Horse- 
shoe Lake  Road  grade  crossings  of  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  railroad. 

2.  Application  of  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City 
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of  Utica  for  the  elimination  of  the  North  Genesee  Street  and 
Park  Avenue  grade  crossings  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hud- 
son River  railroad. 

3.  Application  of  The  Xew  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad  Company  for  the  closing  and  discontinuing  of  the  Main 
Street,  Quimby  Street,  and  other  grade  crossings  of  its  railroad 
in  the  village  of  Ossining. 

4.  Application  of  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad  Company  for  the  elimination  of  the  Tibbeta  Avenu0| 
Railroad  Avenue,  and  Hamilton  Avenue  grade  crossings  of  its 
railroad  in  the  village  of  White  Plaine. 

5.  Application  of  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad  Company  and  the  city  of  Auburn  in  the  matter  of  the 
elimination  of  the  Van  Anden  Street  grade  crossing  of  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad  fsupplemental  deter- 
mination). 

6.  Application  of  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad  Company  for  the  elimination  of  the  Washington  Avenue 
and  Dock  Street  grade  crossings  of  its  railroad  in  the  village  of 
Hastings. 

7.  Application  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  Railway 
Company  for  closing  and  discontinuing  the  Eaet  Fourth  and 
Schuyler  Streets  grade  crossings  of  its  railroad  and  of  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad  in  the  city  of  Oswego 
(supplemental  determination).

There  are  pending  at  present  before  the  Commission  68 
applications  under  section  62  of  the  Railroad  Law  for  the  separa- 
tion of  grades  at  crossings.  The  Legislature  of  1909  having 
made  no  appropriation  to  carry  on  this  work,  all  the  funds  here- 
tofore appropriated  for  such  purposes,  except  a  small  margin 
necessary  to  meet  excess  of  cost  over  estimates,  have  been  set  Siside 
to  be  applied  on  work  now  authorized. 

Section  65  of  the  Railroad  Law  as  amended  by  chapter  153, 
laws  of  1909,  permits  the  elimination  of  grade  crossings  of  state 
or  county  highways,  the  State's  portion  of  the  expense  to  be  paid 
out  of  funds  controlled  by  the  Highway  Commission;  but  the 
Public  Service  Commission,  under  the  statute,  is  to  determine 
whether  or  not  public  safety  requires  the  elimination  of  such 
crossing  and  is  to  prescribe  the  manner  and  method  of  doing  the 
work  if  authorized. 

The  total  number  of  crossings  eliminated  in  the  State  during 
the  year  was  7,  The  total  number  eliminated  since  the  grade 
crossing  law  became  operative  is  233;  the  number  that  will  be 
eliminated  by  work  now  in  progress  or  authorized  is  23 ;  making 
a  total  when  the  work  now  authorized  is  completed  of  256  grade 
crossings  abolished.

The  lack  of  appropriation  to  carry  on  this  work  has  not  only 
seriously  interfered  with  the  State's  policy  to  insure  public  safety 
at  crossings,  but  also  has  undoubtedly  acted  to  prevent  both  rail- 
roads and  municipalitiee  from  presenting  further  petitions  for 
grade  crossing  elimination.  It  is  on  account  of  this  lack  of  funds 
that  the  Commission  has  been  unable  to  make  orders  for  grade 
separations  at  Bronxville,  Scarsdale,  Irvington,  Tarrytown,  and 
Hartsdale,  within  the  electric  zone  of  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  Eiver  railroad,  where  conditions  due  to  rapid  suburban 
development  and  large  growth  of  traffic  on  the  streets  and  high- 
ways, togiether  with  the  high  speed  and  great  number  of  trains 
on  the  railroads,  render  travel  over  grade  crossings  within  this 
zone  especially  perilous.  For  this  reason  also  the  Commission 
has  been  unable  to  make  determinations  in  any  of  65  applica- 
tions covering  the  elimination  of  grade  crossings  widely  distrib- 
uted both  geographically  and  among  different  railroads,  although 
frequently  urged  to  action  by  petitioners  in  order  that  the  desired 
relief  might  be  obtained. 

Determinations  in  the  following  cases  under  section  68  of  the 
Railroad  Law  have  been  made  by  the  Commission  during  the  year : 

New  York  and  North  Shore  Traction  Company:  Application 
for  a  determination  as  to  whether  its  single-track  road  shall  cross 
the  Long  Island  railroad  above,  below,  or  at  grade  at  Mineola,  and 
for  a  determination  fixing  the  proportion  of  expense  of  said  cross- 
ing to  be  paid  by  each  railroad. 

Rochester,  Syracuse  and  Eastern  Railroad  Company:  Petition 
for  an  order  determining  the  manner  in  which  its  electric  railroad 
shall  cross  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad,  the 
West  Shore  railroad,  lessor,  and  the  Oswego  and  Syracuse  railroad 
(leased  to  and  operated  by  The  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and 
Western  Railroad  Company),  the  crossings  being  four  in  number, 
and  as  to  proportion  of  expense  of  such  crossings  to  be  paid  by 
each  railroad. 

New  York,  Auburn  and  Lansing  Railroad  Company :  Applica- 
tion as  to  a  crossing  with  the  Lehigh  Valley  railroad  in  Railroad 
avenue,  Ithaca. 

Plans  for  interlocking  at  railroad  crossings  have  been  approved 
as  follows: 
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New  York  Central  and  Hudson  Kiver  railroad  and  New  York, 
Ontario  and  Western  railway,  at  Central  Square.

INSPECTION  OF  RAILROAD  EQUIPMENT 

lieference  was  made  in  the  last  annual  report  to  the  work  of 
the  Supervisor  of  Equipment  in  the  inspection  of  locomotives 
and  passenger  cars.  This  work  has  been  continued  during  the 
past  year.  As  a  large  amount  of  the  time  of  the  Supervisor  of 
Equipment  has  necessarily  been  occupied  with  the  investigation  of 
matters  arising  in  the  Adirondack  Forest  Fire  proceeding,  it  has 
been  impracticable  to  make  as  careful  an  inspection  of  the  general 
equipment  of  the  State  as  was  done  last  year. 

About  six  thousand  locomotives  are  regularly  assigned  to  ser- 
vice in  the  State,  and  in  addition  there  are  about  25  per  cent,  or 
1500,  which  are  occasionally  used,  and  over  which  this  Commis- 
sion has  therefore  partial  jurisdiction.  It  is  clearly  impossible  for 
one  man  to  make  any  thorough  inspection  of  euch  an  immense 
amount  of  equipment,  and  attention  has  therefore  been  confined  to 
railroads  which  were  not  inspected  last  year,  or  to  which  the 
attention  of  the  Commission  has  been  directed  by  complaint  or 
otherwise. 

General  inspection  of  470  locomotives  on  21  railroads,  30 
passenger  cars  on  12  railroads,  and  45  accident  investigations  have 
been  made,  besides  the  work  which  has  been  done  in  the  investiga- 
tions of  accidents  by  correspondence.  This  department  has  also 
devoted  a  great  deal  of  attention  to  the  engine  failure  and  train 
movement  reports. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-four  locomotive  terminals  are  located  in 
this  State  at  which  repairs  are  made  to  locomotives,  and  about 
one-third  of  the  time  of  the  Supervisor  of  Equipment  has  been 
occupied  in  making  an  inspection  of  these  terminals  and  of  the 
locomotives  located  at  them. 
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If  the  entire  time  of  the  Supervisor  of  Equipment  could  have 
been  devoted  to  this  work,  it  would  have  been  possible  to  visit 
and  inspect  all  of  the  locomotive  terminals  and  to  make  general 
inspection  of  about  50  per  cent  of  the  locomotives  in  the  State. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  inspection  of  equipment 
of  the  smaller  railroads,  as  these  roads  do  not  as  a  rule  have 
efficient  repair  staffs  or  facilities,  and  therefore  require  more  fre- 
quent inspection  than  is  necessary  on  the  larger  railroads  where 
efficient  supervision  is  generally  given  by  the  railroads'  mechanical 
officers.  The  inspection  of  equipment  on  these  smaller  roads 
showed  serious  defects  in  some  cases  in  the  safety  appliances,  air 
brakes,  and  tender  wheels,  and  recommendations  were  made  cover- 
ing proper  repairs  and  renewals  and  methods  of  inspection,  and 
these  recommendations  have  been  complied  with. 

Attention  has  also  been  given  to  the  inspection  of  passenger  cars 
on  12  of  the  smaller  railroads,  and  a  number  of  serious  defects 
have  been  noted  in  the  air  brakes  and  safety  appliances,  in  the 
method  of  fastening  and  guarding  stoves,  care  of  oil  lamps,  care 
of  drinking  water  tanks,  lavatories,  and  general  sanitary  condi- 
tions. The  examination  has  indicated  the  advisability  of  making 
regular  inspections  of  safety  appliancee,  etc.,  of  the  passenger 
cars  on  the  smaller  roads.  On  the  larg'er  roads  this  is  unnecessary, 
except  when  complaints  are  received,  as  in  general  good  care  is 
given  to  the  air  brakes  and  safety  appliances,  all  cars  are  heated 
with  steam  and  lighted  with  gas  or  electricity,  and  a  reasonable 
amount  of  attention  appears  to  be  given  to  cleaning  and  sanitary 
conditions. 

The  report  of  the  Slipervisor  of  Equipment  shows  that  in  the 
early  part  of  the  past  year  the  effort  to  reduce  expenses  on  most 
of  the  roads  of  the  State  resulted  in  a  rigid  reduction  of  force 
and  the  number  of  hours  worked  in  the  general  repair  shops  and 
engine  houses,  and  on  many  roads  the  repair  forces  were  worked 
less  than  65  per  cent  of  full  time.  It  appears  clear  that  in  many 
cases  expenses  were  reduced  below  the  proper  maintenance  require- 
ments, and  that  risk  was  thereby  incurred  of  an  increase  in  train 
delays  and  of  unsatisfactory  freight  service.  During  the  last 
few  months,  however,  there  has  been  a  gradual  increase  in  the 
working  hours  and  in  the  number  of  men  employed,  and  the 
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efficiency  of  the  shops  and  engine  houses  has  therefore  rapidly 
improved. 

Direct  investigation  has  been  made  by  the  Supervisor  of  Equip- 
ment of  45  accidents,  and  investigation  by  correspondence  of  40 
accidents.  The  following  are  the  causes  of  the  accidents 
investigated :

The  failures  of  castiron  truck  wheels  caused  28  accidents,  or 
33  per  cent  of  all  the  equipment  failures  investigated.  These 
wheels  were  iu  many  instances  apparently  perfect,  there  being 
no  surface  indication  of  any  defect.  The  failure  of  castiron 
wheels  is  receiving  the  attention  of  the  leading  wheel  manufac- 
turers and  of  the  Master  Car  Builders  Association,  and  the 
importance  of  the  question  appears  to  be  fully  realized.  It  is 
evident  from  the  above  percentage  of  accidents  caused  by  defec- 
tive wheels  that  radical  improvements  are  needed  either  in 
design  or  material,  and  a  decided  increase  in  the  use  of  steel  tired 
or  rolled  steel  wheels  for  heavy  freight  equipment  is  apparently 
the  direction  in  which  improvement  is  to  be  expected. 

Pasienger  Train  Delay  Beports:  The  system  of  reporting  pas- 
senger train  delays,  inaugurated  by  the  Commission  in  the  month 
of  April,  1908,  has  been  maintained.  Beports  from  all  the 
important  railroads  have  been  published  in  the  form  of  a  Train 
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Delay  Bulletin  each  month  for  the  past  eighteen  months. 
Analysis  of  these  reports  for  the  last  twelve  months  shows  that 
the  principal  causes  of  delay  are  as  follows: 

Engine  failures    7 . 8% 

Wrecks 6.6% 

Unfavorable  track  conditions   2 . 8% 

Train  work  at  stations 16 . 4% 

Waiting  for  oilier  divisions 27 . 6% 

Waiting  for  other  railroads 13.2% 

Experience  has  shown  that  the  present  train  delay  report  may 
be  modified  so  as  to  make  it  more  useful  and  reliable,  and  val- 
uable suggestions  to  this  end  have  been  made  by  various  railroad 
officials.  A  revised  form  of  report  is  therefore  being  prepared, 
and  the  principal  changes  as  compared  with  the  present  form  are 
indicated  as  follows:  First,  a  column  to  be  added  showing  when 
trains  make  running  time  or  better  over  a  division,  even  though 
they  may  arrive  at  the  division  terminal  late;  this  will  give  the 
division  officers  proper  credit  for  their  efforts,  regardless  of  the 
late  arrival  of  trains  from  connecting  lines  or  divisions.  Second, 
it  is  proposed  to  add  a  column  showing  the  dates  on  which  the 
train  is  late,  and  thus  enable  a  check  to  be  made  at  once  when 
a  complaint  is  received  regarding  a  particular  delay  without  the 
necessity  of  referring  to  correspondence. 

Experience  has  shown  that  the  train  movement  reports  received 
from  the  railroads  should  be  more  thoroughly  analyzed  than  has 
been  possible  in  the  past.  The  prompt  movement  of  passenger 
trains  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  people  of  the  State,  and  as 
the  reports  now  on  file  enable  a  satisfactory  comparison  to  be 
made  with  the  corresponding  months  and  seasons  of  last  year, 
data  is  afforded  by  which  the  service  of  any  railroad  or  division 
of  a  road  can  be  checked  and  inquiry  made  as  to  failures  to  give 
reasonably  adequate  service.  Some  additional  force  could  be 
used  with  profit  on  this  work. 

Average  Age  of  Locomotives,  as  Indicated  by  Boiler  Inspection 
Kecordfl:  The  specification  cards  which  are  filed  for  locomotive 
boilers  give  the  data  needed  to  make  a  fair  estimate  of  the  aver- 
age age  of  locomotives  which  are  used  either  constantly  or  occa- 
sionally in  this  State,  and  which  therefore  come  under  the  juris- 
diction of  this  Commission.    The  total  number  of  locomotives  so 
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VLsed  is  7604,  and  the  average  age  of  theee  looomotives  as  shown 
by  the  following  table  is  a  little  under  nine  years. 

The  table  gives  the  number  of  locomotives  and  average  age, 
oi  all  roads  which  report  fifty  or  more  locomotives.  The  figures 
of  course  show  only  the  average  age  of  locomotives  used  iu  this 
State,  and  in  some  cases  do  not  give  a  correct  indication  of  the 
average  age  of  the  locomotives  owned  by  the  entire  line.  For 
instance,  the  Grand  Trunk,  which  reports  142  locomotives  of  an 
average  age  of  over  fifteen  years,  operates  only  an  unimportant 
line  in  this  State,  upon  which  locomotives  of  the  older  type  are 
used  almost  exclusively.  The  system  as  a  whole  would  no  doubt 
show  a  very  much  better  comparison  with  the  other  roads 
reported.

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Engine  Failure  Beports :  The  first  report  of  engine  failures  was 
filed  with  this  Commission  for  the  month  of  January,  1908,  and 
reports  have  been  received  from  all  important  railroads  for 
22  months.  The  analyses  of  these  reports  for  the  past  year  show 
the  following  principal  causes  of  engine  failures: 

Low  steam,  13.5  per  cent; 

Leaking  steam  connections,  29.1  per  cent; 

Broken  machinery,  22.5  per  cent. 

The  present  form  of  report  is  satisfactory  and  requires  but 
little,  if  any,  revision.  Strenuous  effort  has  been  made  during 
the  past  year  by  railway  mechanical  officers  to  eliminate  a  large 
part  of  the  engine  failures,  and  this  effort  has  been  made  in  many 
cases  under  adverse  conditions  because  of  the  rigid  economy 
which  has  been  forced  by  reduced  earnings.  The  making  of  com- 
pulsory reports  causes  the  operating  officers  to  keep  the  subject 
of  engine  failures  prominently  in  mind.  The  report  gives  the 
essential  information  in  a  concise  form,  and  gives  an  opportunity 
for  comparison  with  previous  periods  and  thus  idicates  where 
improvements  may  be  looked  for. 

The  analysis  of  engine  failures  and  the  inspection  of  locomo- 
tive equipment  are  closely  allied  and  are  su'bjects  which  require 
detailed  attention  to  secure  the  best  results.  The  present  staff 
of  the  Commission  is  inadequate  for  this  purpose  and  should  be 
materially  increased. 

Broken  Bails:  As  stated  in  the  last  annual  report,  the  subject 
of  broken  rails  has  received  the  attention  of  the  Commission, 
and  reports  have  been  received  from  all  railroad  corporations 
operating  in  the  State,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
following  order  of  January  6,  1909: 

Whereae,  The  reports  of  broken  rails  received  and  tabulated  by  the  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners,  and  the  accident  reports  made  to  this  Commission, 
baye  shown  that  the  breakage  of  rails  is  one  of  the  principal  sources  of 
danger  in  railway  operation ;  and 

Wheretu,  The  reports  of  broken  rails  made  to  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners  indicate  the  necessity  of  improvement  in  the  quality  of  rails 
recently  manufactured; 

It  18  Ordered:  That  all  steam  railroad  corporations  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  Commission  are  hereby  required  to  report  on  or  before  March  1,  1909, 
the  following  information  regarding  rails  broken  in  service  on  their  lines  in 
New  York  state,  including  the  electrically  operated  portions  of  such  lines: 
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1.  Number  of  rails  broken  in  service  on  each  division  of  main  line  ajid 
on  each  branch  line  during  the  four  months  of  December,  1907,  Januaryj 
February,  and  March,  1908,  showing  in  the  reports  separately  for  four-traclc 
railroads  the  rails  broken  in  passenger  and  freight  tracks. 

2.  Said  reports  of  broken  rails  for  each  division  and  for  each  month  to  be 
classified  as  follows,  giving  the  number  of  rails  broken  under  each  head: 
(a)  Weight  per  yard;  (b)  year  rolled;  (c)  name  of  maker;  (d)  method  of 
manufacture,  whether  by  the  Bessemer  or  Open  Hearth  process. 

It  is  further  Ordered:  That  reports  be  made  covering  the  following  in- 
formation for  rails  ordered  for  New  York  state  lines  since  July  1,  1907: 

1.  What  changes,  if  any,  have  you  made  in  rail  specifications  and  sections 
since  June  1,  1007?  Where  practicable,  forward  copy  of  your  rail  specifl- 
cations  in  force  prior  to  June  1,  1007,  and  specifications  adopted  since  that 
date. 

2.  How  many  tons  of  rail  for  main  line  use  in  New  York  sfate  have  been 
ordered  since  Jime  Ij  1907? 

3.  What  proportion  of  rails  covered  by  said  orders  have  been  made  in 
accordance  with  later  specifications  referred  to  in  paragraph  1? 

4.  W^hat,  if  any,  further  changes  in  B^jecifications  or  sections  do  you  expect 
to  make  in  connection  with  rail  orders  for  1909  delivery? 

5.  Have  you  adopted  an  electric  track  circuit  or  any  other  precaution  to 
prevent  accidents  from  rail  breakages,  and  if  so,  state  to  what  extent  such 
precautions  are  being  used  on  your  lines?  Is  the  electric  track  circuit 
where  used  relied  upon  to  reveal  broken  rails,  and  have  any  cases  been 
reported  on  your  lines  in  which  broken  rails  have  been  detected  by  the 
interruption  of  the  track  circuit? 

This  data  was  compiled  by  the  former  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners  for  the  months  of  January,  February,  and  March, 
of  the  years  1»05,  1906,  and  1907.  The  information  for  these 
three  months  for  1908  and  1909  has  been  received  by  this 
Commission,  thus  enabling  a  statement  to  be  made  for  the  five 
years,  as  shown  in  the  following  table:

Ko  comments  are  needed  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  these 
figures.  The  accident  to  a  passenger  train  on  October  17th  last 
at  Bhinecliff,  on  the  Hudson  division  of  the  New  York  Central^ 
which  was  clearly  caused  by  a  br^en  rail,  calls  attention  again 
to  this  source  of  danger.  The  reports  of  broken  rails  will  be 
continued,  and  special  attention  will  be  given  to  rail  orders  which 
show  more  than  the  average  number  of  failures  in  proportion  to 
the  tonnage  rolled.  It  is  not  expected  that  the  Commission  can 
make  any  suggestions  for  improvements  in  rail  manufacture. 
The  business  is  highly  technical,  and  improvements  can  only  be 
made  by  experts  in  that  line.  Reports  of  rail  breakages  will, 
however,  indicate  whether  satisfactory  improvements  are  being 
made,  and  may  direct  inquiry  to  cases  where  the  railroads  have 
failed  to  order  the  best  quality  of  rails  or  where  the  steel  com* 
pani^  have  neglected  to  supply  the  best  product  in  their  power. 

ADIRONDACK  FOREST  FIRE  IXVESHGATION 

The  Forest,  Fish,  and  Game  Commissioner  made  complaint  to 
this  Commission  in  the  latter  part  of  1908,  pursuant  to  the  fol- 
lowing provisions  of  section  72  of  chapter  130  of  the  laws  of 
1908,  regarding  the  forest  fires  then  raging  in  the  Adirondack 
region: 

The  public  service  commission  must  upon  the  request  of  the  forest »  fish 
and  game  commissioner,  snd  on  notice  to  the  railroad  company  or  com- 
panics  affected,  require  any  railroad  company  having  a  railroad  running 
through  forest  lands  in  counties  containing  parts  of  the  forest  preserve, 
to  adopt  such  devices  and  precautions  against  setting  fires  upon  its  line  in 
such  forest  lands  as  the  public  interest  requires. 

An  investigation  covering  several  months  was  thereupon 
started,  and  hearings  were  held  at  various  points  in  the  Adiron- 
dacks  and  at  Albany. 
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It  was  decided,  in  conference  with  the  Forest,  Fish,  and  Game 
Commissioner,  that  the  proceedings  should  be  limited  for  the  time 
being  to  fire  conditions  in  the  Adirondack  Forest  Preserve, 
leaving  the  subject  of  fires  in  the  Catskills  to  be  considered  later, 
if  necessary.  The  proceeding  was  therefore  limited  to  the 
following  companies: 

Mohawk  and  Malone,  Utica  to  Malone,  167  miles. 

Carthage  and  Adirondack,  Carthage  to  Newton  Falls,  46  miles. 

New  York  and  Ottawa,  Tupper  Lake  to  Moira,  54  miles. 

Delaware  and  Hudson,  Plattsburgh  to  Lake  Placid,  83  miles. 

Cranberry  Lake,  Benson  Mines  to  Wanakena,  6  miles. 

Inquiries  were  instituted  to  show  what  devices  and  precautions 
were  being  used  on  these  railroads  against  setting  fires  upon  their 
lines  in  forest  lands,  and  they  were  ordered  to  show  cause  why 
they  should  not  be  required  to  use  some  fuel  upon  their  loco- 
motives which  would  not  give  out  sparks  and  set  fires,  or  why 
their  motive  power  should  not  be  changed  to  electricity. 

The  hearings  in  this  proceeding  extended  through  several 
months,  and  all  practical  plans  of  fire  prevention  were  considered. 
The  cost  of  electrification  was  found  to  be  entirely  prohibitive, 
as  it  would  involve  an  additional  expense  of  over  one  million  dollars 
a  year  for  the  New  York  Central  lines  alone,  over  the  cost  of 
operating  steam  locomotives,  even  if  water  power  could  be 
obtained  to  generate  the  amount  of  electricity  which  would  be 
required. 

The  remedies  proposed  by  the  railroad  companies  provided  for 
improvements  in  the  present  steam  locomotives,  cleaning  the  right 
of  way  of  combustible  matter,  patrolling,  the  use  of  a  special  tele- 
phone system,  and  for  fire  trains.  The  Commission,  however, 
found  that  the  railroad  companies  would  be  seriously  handicapped 
in  carrying  out  their  proposed  remedies  by  the  provisions  of  the 
existing  Forest,  Fish,  and  Game  Law,  which  would  prevent  them 
from  burning  over  the  right  of  way  during  the  spring  and  fall, 
when  such  burning  is  most  needed  to  remove  the  combustible 
matter.  It  was  also  shown  in  the  testimony  that  the  provision  of 
the  section  of  the  State  Constitution  requiring  the  Forest  Preserve 
to  be  kept  forever  in  a  wdld  state  is,  as  interpreted,  a  serious  source 
of  danger,  from  the  fact  that  it  prevents  the  removal  of  "  fire- 
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slash."  which  accumulates  in  the  path  of  forest  fires.  The  result 
is  that  the  lines  of  railroad  through  the  Adirondacks,  especially 
along  the  Mohawk  and  Malone,  are  lined  with  comhustible  matter : 
dead  trees  and  debris  from  forest  fires,  and  with  the  slash  left 
from  lumbering  operations. 

These  conditions,  for  which  the  railroads  are  not  responsible, 
greatly  increase  the  risk  from  coal  burning  locomotives  in  this 
region. 

The  railroad  companies  failed  to  prove  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Commission  that  their  locomotives,  as  they  proposed  to 
equip  and  maintain  them,  will  be  sufficiently  free  from  the  danger 
of  throwing  sparks  and  dropping  fires  from  the  ash-pans  to  warrant 
the  continuance  of  coal  burning  during  the  dry  months.  The  evi- 
dence, however,  showed  that  coal  burning  locomotives,  properly 
equipped,  can  be  safely  used  at  night,  and  the  order  provided 
accordingly. 

It  was  found  that  168  gallons  of  fuel  oil  are  equivalent  to  one 
ton  of  bituminous  coal,  and  that  on  this  basis  the  extra  cost  of 
oil  burning  over  the  remedies  proposed  by  the  railroad  companies 
will  be  about  $50,000  per  year. 

The  Commission  found  that,  although  very  serious  fire  damage 
from  railroads  was  proved,  the  popular  impression  of  the  pro- 
portion of  the  fires  caused  by  the  railroads  was  much  exaggerated. 
It  is  clear  that  at  least  60  per  cent  of  the  fire  damage  in  the 
Adirondack  region  is  attributable  to  other  sources,  and  that  the 
charges  of  75  to  90  per  cent  due  to  the  railroads  are  entirely 
unsupported  by  the  evidence.  The  report  made  by  the  chief  fire 
warden  of  areas  burned  over  in  1908  shows  over  50,000  acres  of 
timber  land  destroyed  by  fires  set  by  hunters,  16,000  acres 
destroyed  by  incendiary  fires,  and  42,000  acres  by  unknown 
causes,  as  compared  with  59,000  acres  stated  to  be  destroyed  by 
railroad  fires.  It  is  thus  clear  that  stopping  the  railroad  fires  is 
only  a  substantial  beginning  in  the  elimination  of  the  total  fire 
damage  in  the  Forest  Preserve,  and  that  radical  measures  will  be 
needed  on  the  part  of  the  state  authorities  to  supplement  the  pre- 
cautions and  expense  imposed  upon  the  railroads,  if  the  Adiron- 
dack Forests  are  to  be  preserved. 

The  full  text  of  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Commission  in 
this  matter  is  as  follows: 


90         Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District 

Whereas,  In  the  matter  of  the  proceeding  of  the  Forest,  Fish,  and  Game 
Commissioner  under  section  72  of  chapter  130  of  the  laws  of  1908,  to 
compel  a  change  of  fuel  in  the  Adirondack  Forest  Preserve,  the  following 
matters  have  been  proved  to  th*»  satisfaction  of  the  Commisuon: 

1.  The  damage  caused  by  fires  occasioned  by  locomotives  is  such  as  to 
require  a  completely  efficacious  remedy. 

2.  The  condition  of  the  lands  adjoining  the  right  of  way  of  the  railroads 
through  the  forest,  and  the  condition  of  the  right  of  wa}-,  are  suck  as  to 
make  tlie  fire  risk  during  the  daytime  exceptionally  serious  for  the  months 
from  April  15th  to  November  Ist. 

3.  That  the  only  completely  efficacious  remedy  for  siu^h  fire  risk  is  the 
development  of  such  type  of  locomotive  or  the  use  of  such  fuel  as  will 
prevent  the  throwing  of  sparks  from  the  stack  and  the  dropping  of  coals 
from  the  ash-pan. 

4.  The  railroad  companies  have  failed  in  this  proceeding  to  prove  any  com- 
pletely satisfactory  method  of  preventing  s])ark  throwing  or  the  dropping  of 
fire  from  the  ash-pan,  except  the  use  of  oil  fuel. 

5.  The  cost  of  oil  fuel  is  such  as  to  justify  an  order  for  its  use  in  the 
Forest  Preserve  during  the  months  of  fire  risk. 

6.  That  there  is  practically  no  danger  oT  fires  being  started  by  coal  burning 
locomotives  during  the  night,  between  the  hours  of  8  p.  m.  and  8  a.  m.  Be  it 
therefore 

Resolved:  I.  That  the  following  railroad  companies:  The  Xew  York  Cen- 
tral and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  operating  the  Mohawk  and  Malone 
railroad,  Carthage  and  Adirondack  railroad,  and  New  York  and  Ottawa  rail- 
road; The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company,  and  the  Cranberry  Lake  Railroad 
Company,  be  required,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  following  paragraph 
4,  to  burn  oil  for  steam  generation  on  all  locomotives  operated  by  each  of 
said  companies  within  the  Forest  Preserve  in  the  Adirondack  region  during 
the  months  of  each  year  from  April  15th  to  November  1st,  and  between  the 
hours  from  8  a.  m.  to  8  p.  m. 

2.  That  all  locomotives  to  be  used  by  said  comijanies  within  the  Forest 
Preserve  in  the  Adirondack  region  at  night,  from  April  15th  to  November  1st 
in  each  year,  between  the  hours  of  8  p.  m.  and  8  a.  m.,  shall  be  required  to 
burn  oil  in  the  generation  of  steam,  except  such  locomotives  as  shall  have  been 
inspected  by  this  Commission  and  for  which  a  certificate  shall  have  been  issued 
entitling  such  locomotive  or  locomotives  to  be  operated  by  the  burning  of 
coal  during  said  hours,  which  certificate  shall  be  revocable  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Commission. 

3.  That  any  of  said  companies  may  apply  at  any  time,  on  notice  to  the 
Forest,  Fish,  and  Game  Commissioner,  for  an  order  modifying  the  period 
during  which  oil  burning  locomotives  sliall  be  used  during  the  then  current 
year. 

4.  That  the  complete  installation  of  oil  burning  sliall  be  effected  not  later 
than  April  15,  1910. 

5.  That  at  least  two  locomotives  on  the  Mohawk  and  Malone  railroad,  and 
two  on   the  Delaware   and   Hudson   railroad,   be   fitted   up  with  oil   burning 
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apparatus  and  placed  in  service  not  later  than  July  IGth  of  the  prenent  year, 

and  maintained  in  service  until  at  least  November  1st. 

6.  That  no  locomotive  other  than  an  oil  burning  locomotive  be  used  by  the 
said  companies  within  the  limits  of  the  Forest  Preserve  at  any  time  subsequent 
to  June  1,  1909;  unless  it  shall  have  been  inspected  by  this  Commission  and  a 
certificate,  revocable  at  pleasure,  issued  that  such  locomotive  may  be  used 
within  said  Forest  Preserve. 

7.  That  this  proceeding  shall  be  continued,  to  the  end  that  the  Commission 
may  from  time  to  time  take  such  further  action  by  way  of  hearings,  investi- 
gations, or  orders  as  it  may  deem  advisable. 

8.  That  each  of  the  several  companies  affected  by  this  resolution  make 
report  to  this  Commission  weekly  to  November  1,  1909,  of  all  fires  set  by 
locomotives  operated  by  it,  giving  the  number  of  the  locomotive  known  or 
believed  to  have  set  any  such  fire. 

9.  That  an  order  embodying  the  provisions  of  this  resolution  be  entered 
and  served  upon  each  of  the  railroad  companies  at  once.  That  said  order  take 
effect  on  the  15th  day  of  April,  1909,  and  continue  in  force  until  modified  or 
abrogated  by  this  Commission.  That  each  company  be  required  by  said  order 
to  notify  the  Commission  before  the  15th  day  of  April,  1909,  whether  the 
terms  of  the  order  are  accepted  and  will  be  obeyed. 

The  provisioDfi  of  this  order  have  been  carried  out  during  the 
past  summer  by  the  installation  of  two  oil  burning  locomotives  on 
tiie  Mohawk  and  Malone  division  of  the  New  York  Central,  and 
two  on  the  Delaware  and  Hudson.  The  performance  of  these  loco- 
motives has  been  noted  from  time  to  time  by  the  Supervisor  of 
Equipment. 

The  order  required  the  inspection  of  coal  burning  locomotives 
which  were  used  in  the  Forest  Preserve  during  the  last  summer 
and  contemplated  the  issuance  of  certificates  for  each  locomotive 
so  inspected.  This  work  was  systematically  carried  out  by  the 
Supervisor  of  Equipment  and  the  Mechanical  Engineer  of  the 
Commission,  and  the  ash-pan  and  spark-arrester  of  every  coal 
burning  locomotive  which  was  used  in  the  Adirondack  Forest 
Preserve  last  summer  was  carefully  examined. 

This  involved  the  inspection  of  109  locomotives  at  least  once, 

and  in  many  cases  the  inspection  had  to  be  made  a  second  and 

occasionally  a  third  time,  as  in  the  first  inspection  67  of  the 

locomotives,  or  61  per  cent,  were  found  to  have  defective  ?park- 

Arresters  or  ash-pans,  or  both.

The  Supervisor  of  Equipment  reports  in  this  connection  as 
follows : 

At  nearly  all  engine  houses  defects  were  noted,  and  long  delays  were  incurred 
waiting  for  proper  repairs  to  be  made  before  certificates  could  be  issued.  On 
locomotives  recently  out  of  the  shop  after  heavy  repairs,  inexcusable  defects 
were  noted,  indicating  that  little  attention  had  been  given  to  the  matter  of 
repairs  or  design  at  the  general  repair  shops. 

It  was  necessary  for  your  engineer  to  spend  three  weeks  on  the  Delaware 
and  Hudson  railroad  before  the  spark-arresters  and  ash-pans  were  in  sufficiently 
good  condition  to  warrant  the  issuing  of  certificates.  At  a  number  of  plaees 
on  the  New  York  Central  there  seemed  to  be  insufficient  help  to  make  proper 
repairs  and  daily  inspections.  The  indications  were  that  sufficient  care 
was  not  given  to  these  details  in  making  general  repairs  and  that  little  atten* 
tion  was  given  to  the  design  of  joints,*  patches,  etc. 

On  the  Carthage  and  Adirondack  all  locomotives  were  found  to  be  in  a 
defective  condition. 

On  the  New  York  and  Ottawa  I  was  informed  that  no  instructions  had  been 
received  from  the  New  York  Central  general  offices  as  to  what  was  required  in 
the  way  of  improving  the  condition  of  spark-arresters  and  ash-pans.  At  first 
inspection  eight  locomotives  were  found  to  be  in  a  defective  condition.  It  was 
necessary  to  make  three  inspections  before  conditions  were  sufficiently  good 
to  warrant  the  issuing  of  certificates. 

The  conditions  outlined  existed  after  six  months'  agitation  in  the  matter  of 
oil  burning  locomotives  and  the  definite  promise  of  the  railroads  involved  to 
eliminate  any  imperfections  in  their  coal  burning  locomotives.  This  unsatis- 
factory condition  was  called  to  the  attention  of  the  management  of  the  rail- 
roads concerned,  and  after  a  number  of  check  inspections  a  decided  improve- 
ment was  noticeable  in  the  matter  of  inspection  and  maintenance  of  spark- 
arresters  and  ash-pans. 

The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company  and  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  Railroad  Company  have  been  experimenting  this  past  year  with  many 
devices  designed  to  eliminate  dangerous  spark  throwing.  I  personally  liave 
watched  tests  with  a  number  of  these  devices.  Most  of  them  did  not  show  any 
improvement  over  present  devices  when  maintained  in  a  good  condition. 
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The  work  of  inspection  this  year  will  have  to  be  started  by  March  Ist  in 
order  to  have  the  locomotives  which  are  to  be  ujsed  at  night  certified  to  by 
April  Ist.  I  believe  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  constant  inspection  to  have 
coal  burning  locomotives  maintained  in  a  proper  and  safe  condition  for  use 
at  night  in  the  Adirondack  Forest  Preserve.  Outside  of  the  Adirondack  Forest 
Preserve  gross  carelessness  has  been  noted  on  nearly  all  of  the  railroads  in  the 
matter  of  maintenance  of  spark-arresters  and  ash-pans,  and  better  care  should 
be  given  to  these  devices. 

The  conditions  above  outlined  indicate  clearly  the  need  of 
systematic  inspection  of  the  design  and  maintenance  of  a^h-pans 
and  spark  arresting  appliances.  As  much  attention  as  possible 
will  be  given  to  this  work  during  the  coming  year,  not  only  upon 
the  railroads  operating  in  the  Adirondack  Forest  Preserve  but 
on  the  other  railroads  of  the  State. 

The  experimental  oil  burning  locomotives  installed  by  the  Xew 
York  Central  on  the  Mohawk  and  Malone  division  were  of  the 
ten-wheel  type,  22  x  26-inch  cylinders,  weight  of  drivers  158,000 
pounds,  boiler  pressure  200  pounds,  and  grate  area  55  square 
feet.  A  considerable  portion  of  the  grate  area  was  bricked  off, 
and  the  locomotives  were  equipped  with  Heintzelman  burner  of 
the  type  used  on  the  Southern  Pacific  railroad. 

These  locomotives  were  assigned  to  service  on  local  passenger 
trains  between  Utica  and  Malone,  a  run  of  167  miles  per  day, 
the  engine  crews  being  changed  at  Tupper  Lake  Junction. 

The  firemen  were  frequently  changed,  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
instructions  in  oil  burning  to  as  many  men  as  possible.  While 
this  was  good  practice  from  a  practical  point  of  view,  it  will 
necessarily  result  in  the  experimental  oil  burning  locomotives 
showing  considerably  more  than  the  normal  consumption  of  fuel 
oil.  No  definite  data  has  as  yet  been  given  to  the  Commission  as 
to  the  amount  of  oil  consumed  upon  these  experimental  locomo- 
tives or  as  to  the  increase  of  repairs  due  to  oil  burning. 

We  are  however  informed  that  the  oil  consumption  is  in  excoSvS 
of  the  figures  used  by  the  Commission  in  its  determination  in 
this  case,  and  we  have  also  been  advised  that  a  number  of  engine 
failures  have  occurred  on  account  of  the  oil  burning  apparatus. 

On  the  first  trips  of  these  locomotives  there  was  a  great  deal  of 
trouble  from  heavy  black  smoke,  which  indicated  waste  of  oil  and 
carelessness  in  firing. 
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This  condition,  however,  was  greatly  improved  as  the  season 
advanced,  and  it  is  probable  that  there  will  be  no  further  trouble 
from  this  source. 

The  New  York  Central  has  petitioned  the  Commission  for  a 
rehearing  in  this  case,  urging  as  a  reason  that  the  remedies  applied 
by  its  operating  officers  during  the  past  summer  have  been  effica- 
cious in  preventing*  fires  and  that  the  additional  expense  of  oil 
burning  is  not  justified.  The  Commission  now  has  the  matter 
under  consideration. 

The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company  placed  two  experimental 
oil  burning  locomotives  in  service  the  first  of  July,  these  loco- 
motives being  of  radically  different  types.  One  was  of  the  mogul 
type,  18  X  24-inch  cylinders,  107,700'  pounds  weight  on  drivers, 
steam  pressure  140  pounds,  and  grate  area  36.76  square  feet 
The  other  locomotive  was  of  the  ten-wheel  type,  with  cylinders 
21  X  26  inches,  weight  on  drivers  134,000  pounds,  boiler  pressure 
200  pounds,  and  grate  area  84.85  square  feet,  this  large  grate 
area  having  been  provided  for  the  purpose  of  burning  the  smaller 
sizes  of  anthracite  coal.  It  was  considered  very  doubtful  whether 
this  type  of  locomotive  could  be  made  to  bum  oil  successfully 
and  the  experiment  was  only  tried  because  of  the  large  number 
of  locomotives  of  this  type  which  are  in  use  on  the  Delaware  and 
Hudson  lines. 

The  smaller  locomotive  was  assigned  to  service  on  the  local 
freight  trains  between  Lyon  Mountain  and  Lake  Placid,  making 
the  round  trip  each  day,  a  total  distance  of  94  miles.  The  lai^r 
locomotive  was  assigned  to  passenger  train  service  between  Platts- 
burgh  and  Lake  Placid,  making  the  round  trip  each  day,  a  distance 
of  166  miles.  Eighteen  firemen  were  used  on  these  locomotives  in 
the  period  between  July  15th  and  November  1st.  Both  loco- 
motives were  equipped  with  the  W.  H.  Best  American  Calorific 
Oil  Burning  Device. 

Xo  definite  data  has  been  received  as  to  the  amount  of  oil  con- 
sumed per  mile  run  or  the  increase  of  repairs  occasioned  by 
oil  burning.  We  have,  however,  been  unofficially  informed  that 
no  trouble  has  been  experienced  with  the  smaller  locomotive,  and 
that  the  larger  locomotive  with  the  anthracite  burning  grate  has 
caused  some  trouble  with  leaky  cro^vn-8tays  and  with  brick  arches 
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falling  down.  No  engine  failures  have  been  reported  on  account 
of  the  oil  burning  apparatus 

No  rehearing  in  this  matter  has  been  requested  by  The  Dela- 
ware and  Hudson  Company,  and  we  are  unofficially  advised  that 
active  preparations  for  oil  burning  by  that  company  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  order  are  in  progress. 

No  serious  fires  have  occurred  this  year  along  the  lines  of  rail- 
roads running  through  the  Adirondack  Forest  Preserve;  93  small 
fires  have  been  reported  by  the  railroads  to  this  Commission:  71 
fires  are  reported  as  being  started  from  locomotives,  and  22  from 
miscellaneous  causes. 

The  railroad  companies  have  maintained  a  systematic  fire  patrol, 
and  this  was  supplemented  by  the  state  patrol.  These  precautions, 
together  with  improved  condition  of  locomotives  and  more  favor- 
able weather  conditions  than  existed  in  1908,  have  resulted  in  re- 
dueing  the  number  of  small  fires  to  a  minimum  and  the  preven- 
tion of  any  serious  damage  to  the  forest. 

PROPER  INSPECTION  OF  STEAM  RAILROADS 

The  proper  inspection  of  steam  railroads  demands  the  most 
careful  and  painstaking  examination  of  all  of  the  physical  prop- 
erties. The  condition  of  ties,  rails,  and  ballast  must  be  carefully 
noted.  All  openings  in  the  roadbed  occasioned  by  bridges,  cul- 
verts, and  drains  demand  careful  inspection.  In  case  of  largo 
systems  such  an  inspection  can  be  made  satisfactorily  only  by 
the  use  of  an  observation  engine  which  can  be  stopped  at  any 
point,  and  which,  while  moving,  enables  the  inspector  to  view 
with  sufficient  degree  of  accuracy  various  matters  requiring  his 
attention. 

It  has  been  and  is  the  custom  of  nearly  all  the  railroad  systems 
within  the  State  having  such  engine  to  furnish  the  same  for  the 
use  of  the  inspectors  of  the  Commission.  The  Commission  is  in 
receipt  of  numerous  letters  from  superior  officers  of  various  rail- 
road companies  expressing  their  desire  to  furnish  every  facility 
of  this  nature  that  the  Commission's  inspectors  may  need,  saying 
that  the  benefits  derived  by  the  company  from  such  inspection 
are  far  in  excess  of  any  cost  occasioned  thereby. 
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Subdivision  2  of  section  45  of  the  Public  Service  Commissions 
Law  explicitly  provides  that  the  Commission  shall  have  the  gen- 
eral supervision  of  all  railroads  within  the  District,  and  "  shall 
have  power  to  and  shall  examine  the  same  and  keep  informed  as 
to  their  general  condition".  It  is  this  provision  of  law  which 
requires  of  the  Commission  that  it  shall  make  periodical  and 
sufficient  examination  into  the  physical  condition  of  all  of  the  rail- 
roads subject  to  its  supervision.  It  is  o'bviously  impossible  to 
comply  with  this  requirement  of  law  without  the  aid  of  the 
railroads  themselves  in  furnishing  proper  facilities  for  transpor- 
tation of  the  Commission  and  its  inspectors  over  the  roads  to  be 
examined.  The  question  early  arose  as  to  what  compensation  the 
railroad  corporations  were  entitled  for  performing  such  service. 
There  is  no  express  provision  of  law  upon  the  subject.  Section  33 
of  the  Public  Service  Commissions  Law  provides  that  no  common 
carrier  subject  to  the  supervision  of  that  act  ahall,  directly  or 
indirectly,  issue  or  give  any  free  ticket,  free  pass,  or  free  trans- 
portation for  passengers  or  property  between  points  within  the 
State,  except  to  certain  classes,  which  do  not  include  either  the 
commissioners  or  their  inspectors.  Section  15  of  the  same  law 
provides  that  no  railroad  corporation  shall  give  to  any  commis- 
sioner, or  to  any  officer  employed  or  appointed  to  office  by  the 
Commission,  any  free  pass  or  transportation,  or  any  reduction  in 
fare  to  which  the  public  generally  are  not  entitled. 

While  there  may  be  strong  reasons  for  believing  that  corpora- 
tions subject  to  its  jurisdiction  are  required  by  law  to  furnish  all 
proper  facilities  to  the  Commission  and  its  employees  for  the  per- 
formance of  official  duties,  which  would  include  the  furnishing 
of  proper  transportation  facilities  to  the  business  of  inspecting 
the  roads  of  the  several  companies,  the  Commission  early  thought 
it  better  to  construe  the  law  that  for  transportation  over  the  sev- 
eral railroads  within  the  District  for  the  purpose  of  inspection 
it  was  better  that  the  Commission  should  pay  each  road  the  regu- 
lar passenger  fare  for  each  inspector  irrespective  of  the  character 
or  extent  of  the  facilities  furnished.  The  reasons  for  this  con- 
clusion were  carefully  stated  in  a  memorandum  prepared  by 
the  Commission,  and  the  inspectors  have  been  uniformly 
instructed   to   ask  of  the  corporations  whose   roads   have  been 
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inspected  to  present  bills  to  the  Commission  for  audit  based  upon 
this  principle. 

In  the  year  1908  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company  pre- 
sented a  bill  to  the  Commission  amounting  to  $2450  for  the  use 
of  an  observation  engine  employed  in  transporting  an  inspector 
of  the  Commission  over  the  road  of  the  company  while  engaged 
in  inspecting  such  road.  The  Commission  declined  to  pay  the 
same,  giving  a  full  statement  in  writing  of  its  reasons  therefor. 
The  Commission  has  at  all  times  been  ready  to  pay  one  full  pas- 
senger fare  for  the  distance  traveled,  pursuant  to  its  general 
determination  in  that  behalf.  The  bill  of  The  Delaware  and 
Hudson  Company  has  been  presented  to  the  Commission  once  or 
twice  since  the  first  refusal,  but  has  been  met  each  time  with  a 
prompt  declination  to  pay  more  than  the  amount  first  offered. 

In  the  year  1909  an  inspector  of  the  Commission  applied  to 
the  Vice-President  and  General  Manager  of  The  Delaware  and 
Hudson- Company  for  transportation  over  the  road  for  the  pur- 
poses of  inspection  in  the  usual  manner.  That  officer  declined  to 
furnish  a  special  train  or  observation  engine  for  the  proposed 
inspection  unless  the  company  were  paid  the  regular  rate  per  mile 
for  special  train. 

It  was  impossible  for  the  Commission  under  these  circum- 
stances to  have  an  inspection  of  the  road  made,  and  therefore  the 
railroad  of  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company  has  not  been 
inspected  by  the  Commission  or  by  any  of  its  employees  during 
the  year  1909,  and  the  Commission  has  not  been  able  to  obey  the 
mandate  of  the  statute  that  it  shall  keep  informed  >as  to  the  con- 
dition of  this  road.  The  usual  price  to  private  individuals  for 
the  use  of  a  private  train  or  observation  engine  is  at  the  rate  of 
$2  per  mile.  There  are  upwards  of  8000  miles  of  railroad  track 
within  this  State  which  require  at  least  annual  inspection,  and 
at  the  price  named  the  cost  of  inspection  would  be  upwards  of 
$16,000.  Doubling  the  track,  which  is  required  in  many  cases, 
would  increase  the  expense  considerably.  If  one  road  is  to  be 
paid  at  this  price  for  the  use  of  its  observation  engine  and  special 
train,  all  roads  should  be  so  paid,  and  the  expense  to  the  State 
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annually  for  such  inspection,  by  reason  of  the  transportation  of 
the  inspectors,  would  amount  to  between  $20,000  and  $25,000. 

It  is  at  least  advisable  that  the  Commission  itself  should  from 
time  to  time,  as  may  seem  judicious,  go  over  the  roads  within 
its  supervision  and  become  personally  acquainted  with  their 
physical  condition.  This  would  add  very  largely  to  the  expense 
if  paid  for  according  to  the  foregoing  rates.  No  appropriation 
has  ever  been  made  by  the  Legislature  sufficient  to  pay  such 
expense,  and  if  the  position  taken  by  The  Delaware  and  Hudson 
Company  is  correct,  it  would  be  impossible  for  the  Conmiission  to 
continue  the  inspection  of  railroads  upon  that  basis  unless  the 
Legislature  should  provide  a  sufficient  appropriation  therefor. 

It  is  believed  by  the  Commission  that  the  Legislature  should 
dispose  of  this  matter  clearly  and  finally  so  that  there  may  be  no 
further  de'bate  or  friction  about  it.  Bailroad  corporations  are 
obliged  to  furnish  at  their  own  expense  such  information  regard- 
ing their  physical  or  other  condition  as  the  Commission  may  from 
time  to  time  require.  Annual  reports,  special  reports,  and  all 
other  information  regarding  specific  facts  which  the  Commission 
may  require  are  necessarily  furnished  free  of  expense  to  the 
State.  It  would  seem  to  be  the  duty  of  the  corporation  super- 
vised to  furnish  all  proper  facilities  for  such  supervision  and 
any  inspection  which  may  be  required  in  the  course  of  such 
supervision.  There  seems  to  be  no  good  reason  why  transporta- 
tion of  an  inspector  or  of  members  of  the  Commission  while 
engaged  in  inspecting  a  railroad  should  be  paid  for  by  the  State. 
It  is  a  facility  which  the  inspected  corporation  should  furnish  in 
order  that  the  state  authorities  may  acquire  that  information 
which  the  statute  requires  them  to  possess. 

The  Commission  respectfully  asks  that  the  Public  Service 
Commissions  Law  be  so  amended  as  to  put  the  whole  matter 
beyond  further  discussion. 

REPORTS  OF  ERIE  RAILROAD  COMPANY  AS  TO  DELAYED  TRAINS 

Beginning  with  April,  1908,  this  Commission  required  steam 
railroad  corporations  to  report  to  it  delays  in  the  movement  of 
passenger  trains.     Careful  and  elaborate  regulations  were  made 
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as  to  the  form  and  requirements  of  such  reports,  all  of  which  are 
fully  set  forth  and  explained  in  the  Commission's  Annual  Eeport 
for  the  year  1908,  under  the  head  "  Passenger  Train  Delays  ". 
^  It  is  believed  that  the  publicity  given  to  these  reports  by  means 
^  of  the  monthly  bulletin  issued  by  the  Commission  has  been  of 
'  i  great  benefit  in  improving  passenger  train  service.  It  was 
•-J  assumed  that  railroad  corporations  would  make  these  reports  cor- 
/»       rectly,  and  the  monthly  bulletins  issued  by  the  Commission  have 

5      been  based  upon  that  assumption,  the  figures  published  being  a 
compilation  from  the  reports  of  the  various  corporations  named. 
j»  During  the  year  1909  facts  came  to  the  attention  of  the  Com- 

t  mission  which  led  it  to  believe  that  the  reports  submitted  by 
the  Erie  Railroad  Company  were  incorrect.  Certain  trains  oper- 
ated upon  its  road  were  notoriously  delayed,  and  complaints  were 
made  regarding  the  same.  Personal  experience  of  the  commis- 
sioners also  induced  the  suspicion  that  the  reports  received  did 
not  correctly  represent  the  facts.  Investigation  was  made  in 
some  cases  with  such  results  that  inspectors  of  the  Commission 
were  detailed  to  check  the  original  train  reports  of  the  company 
from  which  its  reports  were  compiled.  Such  checking  was  done 
upon  the  following  divisions :  BuflFalo,  Buffalo  and  Southwestern, 
Allegheny,  and  Susquehanna.  The  results  of  this  checking  dis- 
closed that  the  reports  filed  by  the  company  for  the  month  of 
August,  1909,  which  was  the  month  checked,  were  grossly  incor- 
rect, indicating  that  a  system  of  incorrect  reporting  was  pursued 
and  that  the  errors  were  not  merely  clerical  in  their  nature. 

An  order  was  thereupon  made  and  served  upon  the  company 
requiring  it  to  show  cause  on  the  13th  day  of  December,  why  It 
should  not  make  and  file  reports  of  -all  its  passenger  train  move- 
ments from  April  1,  1908.  A  hearing  was  had  pursuant  to  this 
order,  upon  which  it  appeared  by  the  evidence  of  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent and  General  Manager  of  the  company  that  the  instructions 
and  regulations  regarding  such  reports  were  observed  according  to 
their  plain  tenor  until  the  month  of  January,  1909,  at  which  time 
an  order  was  issued  by  the  General  Manager  of  the  company  chang- 
ing the  directions  to  subordinated  as  to  the  manner  of  making  the 
report.     The  change  ordered  was  that  a  train  should  be  reported 
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on  time  at  a  division  terminal  provided  it  made  its  running  time 
upon  that  division,  although  it  might,  in  fact,  be  late,  provided 
the  delay  arose  from  causes  occurring  without  the  State,  Inasmuch 
as  nearly  all  trains  upon  the  Erie  railroad  are  interstate  trains,  the 
very  great  difference  in  results  obtained  by  such  a  method  of 
reporting  is  apparent.  Nothing  whatever  in  the  language  of  the 
instructions  justified  any  such  construction  of  them,  and  the  fact 
that  a  proper  construction  was  placed  upon  these  instructions  for 
a  period  of  nine  months,  and  then  a  change  made  without  notifica- 
tion to  the  Commission,  requires  no  comment. 

It  also  appeared  upon  the  hearing  by  the  testimony  of  its 
Vice-President  and  General  Manager  that  the  company  had  sent 
out  press  matter  calling  attention  to  the  superior  passenger  train 
service  of  the  road  as  disclosed  by  the  Commission's  bulletins. 

Other  errors  were  disclosed  in  the  reports  by  the  checking  for 
the  month  of  August  which  were  not  explainable  either  by  the 
instructions  aforesaid  or  on.  the  theory  that  they  were  clerical 
errors.  The  company  was  given  time  to  look  into  the  matter  and 
ascertain  the  cause  of  such  errors. 

The  Commission  has,  however,  issued  an  order  requiring  the 
company  to  file  with  it  on  or  before  February  1,  1910,  full 
reports  from  April  1,  1908,  verified  by  the  person  making  the 
same  from  the  original  train  sheets.  Further  attention  will  be 
given  to  this  matter  upon  the  filing  of  such  reports. 

OPERATIONS  OF  STEAM  RAILROADS 

The  following  table  shows  for  the  fiscal  years  ended  June  30, 
1907,  1908,  and  1909,  certain  aggregate  results  of  the  operations 
of  the  steam  railroad  corporations  reporting  to  this  Commission, 
with  the  exception  of  three  named  in  the  note.  These  results  are 
(1)  total  gross  earnings ;  (2)  total  expenses  of  operation ;  (3)  total 
net  earnings  from  operation;  (4)  tons  of  freight  carried; 
(5)  ton-miles  of  freight  carried;  (6)  passengers  carried;  (7)  total 
passenger-miles;   (8)  total  dividends  paid  during  the  year.

Note  —  The  figures  above  given  are  compiled  from  the  reports  of  operating  steam  railroad 
corporations  for  the  years  mentioned,  except  those  covering  operations  on  the  lines  of  the 
'M'estem  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Railway  Company,  Elmira  and  Williamsport  Railroad 
Company,  and  Elmira  and  Lake  Ontario  Railroad  Company.  The  figures  covering  the 
operations  of  these  lines  for  the  year  1909  have  not  yet  been  received,  and  corresponding 
figures  for  the  years  1907  and  1908  have  therefore  been  excluded  above.  The  letter  u 
indicates  decrease. 

It  should  not  be  overlooked  that  the  results  thus  summarized 
embrace  much  more  than  operations  in  the  State  of  New  York. 
The  summary  is  of  corporations  reporting  to  this  Commission,  and 
covers  all  their  operations  both  within  and  without  the  State. 

The  figures  presented  are  of  very  considerable  interest,  cover- 
ing as  they  do  the  operations  of  the  great  systems  of  the  New 
York  Central,  Erie,  Lackawanna,  Lehigh,  Lake  Shore  and  Michi- 
gan Southern,  Boston  and  Maine,  New  Haven,  Delaware  and 
Hudson,  and  others  of  lesser  magnitude.  They  disclose:  (1)  That 
the  gross  earnings  from  operation  and  net  earnings  from  opera- 
tion reached  their  maximum  amount  in  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1908.  It  is  a  fact,  but  not  shown  in  the  table,  that  the  gross 
earnings  were  larger  tihat  year  than  any  previous  year.  (2)  That 
the  gross  earnings  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1909,  were  less 
than  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1908,  by  the  sum  of  $52,373, 
or  one  one-hundredth  of  one  per  cent.  (3)  That  expenses  of  opera- 
tion for  1909  were  decreased  from  previous  year  5.51  per  cent. 
(4)  That  comparing  same  years,  net  earnings  from  operation 
were  increased  12.93  per  cent.    (5)  That  comparing  same  years. 
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the  ton-miles  of  freight  carried  were  decreased  nine-hundred ths 
of  one  per  cent.  (6)  That  comparing  same  years,  the  passenger- 
miles  were  decreased  eight-tenths  of  one  per  cent. 

Besults  to  stockholders  are  significant.  The  dividends  paid  to 
stockholders  in  1909  are  less  than  those  paid  in  1907  by 
$12,892,422,  or  24  per  cent,  and  less  than  those  paid  in  1908  by 
$2,943,702,  or  7  per  cent. 

OPERATIONS  OF  ELECTRIC  RAILROADS 

The  following  table  for  electric  railroads  gives  the  same 
information  for  electric  railroads  as  the  preceding  table  for  steam 
railroads :

This  table  requires  no  comment  except  to  note  that  each  year 
shows  an  increase  in  business  over  the  preceding  year. 


PUBLICATION  OF  STEAM  RAILROAD  TIME-TABLES 

For  many  years  it  was  the  general  practice  of  steam  railroad 
corporations  to  publish  in  local  newspapers  a  time-table  showing 
the  scheduled  arrival  and  departure  of  passenger  trains  at  the 
station  situate  in  the  town  of  publication.  In  the  year  1907  this 
practice  was  almost  wholly  discontinued.  The  reasons  for  such 
discontinuance  it  is  unnecessary  to  consider.    The  fact  of  the  dis- 
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continuance  and  its  effect  upon  public  convenience  are  important, 
and  have  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Commission. 

Section  34  of  the  Railroad  Law  provides :  "  Every  railroad 
corporation  shall  start  and  run  its  cars  for  the  transportation  of 
passengers  and  property  at  regular  times,  to  be  fixed  by  public 
notice."  No  provision  of  law  declares  what  the  required  public 
notice  shall  be.  Beyond  this  one  provision  the  kw  seems  to  be 
silent  as  to  the  information  which  shall  be  afforded  the  public 
concerning  the  arrival  and  departure  of  trains.  It  needs  no  argu- 
ment to  show  that  both  the  convenience  of  the  public  and  the 
interest  of  the  corporations  are  served  by  giving  the  widest  prac- 
ticable information  as  to  the  movements  of  passenger  trains. 
There  is  scarcely  any  one  who  has  not  felt  annoyance  and  been 
subjected  to  more  or  less  inconvenience  by  reason  of  inability  to 
ascertain  readily  the  departing  time  of  some  train.  The  railroad 
companies  meet  the  conceded  necessity  of  the  case  to  a  limited 
extent  by  the  use  of  folders  distributed  gratuitously  to  those 
asking  for  them  at  stations,  and  by  cards  containing  the  local 
time-table  which  are  in  many  towns  hung  up  in  offices  and  public 
places.  These  do  not,  however,  go  into  the  homes  of  the  people, 
and  do  not  meet  the  m^As  of  those  who  are  hast  informed  and 
have  no  proper  facilities  for  obtaining  the  desired  information. 

No  better  or  more  ever-present  means  of  making  such  informa- 
tion readily  accessible  at  all  times  and  to  all  people  has  ever  been 
discovered  than  the  local  newspapers,  which  can  always  be  found 
in  every  house  and  nearly  every  place  of  business.  The  Com- 
mission believes  it  to  be  wholly  reasonable  to  require  the  steam 
railroad  corporations  to  use  this  means  of  informing  the  public 
and  giving  the  public  notice  which  the  law  justly  requires.  A 
notice  which  fails  to  reach  those  for  whose  benefit  it  is  required 
is  in  effect  no  notice,  and  a  notice  of  train  departure  which  is  not 
available  to  one  desiring  to  use  the  train  is  useless  to  that  person. 
It  is  not  thought  that  the  expense  involved  would  be  so  great  as 
to  demand  serious  consideration.  In  numerous  and  diverse  cases 
where  publicity  is  deemed  essential  the  use  of  newspapers  is 
required  by  law.  The  custom  of  many  years  has  shown  its  utility 
in  the  case  under  consideration. 

The  Commission  has  not  been  able  to  satisfy  itself  that  it  has 
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power  to  require  the  publication  of  local  time-tables  in  news- 
papers. Such  power  may  possibly  be  conferred  by  section  49  of 
the  Public  Service  Commissions  Law,  but  it  is  better  to  indulge 
in  no  speculations  upon  that  point. 

Pursuant,  therefore,  to  section  45  of  that  law,  it  recommends 
the  enactment  of  a  law  requiring  all  operating  steam  railroad 
corporations  having  a  station  in  any  village  or  city  in  which  a 
newspaper  is  published,  to  publish  in  such  newspaper  or  news- 
papers a  proper  table  showing  the  time  of  arrival  and  departure 
of  all  regular  passenger  trains  at  such  station.  Such  an  act  would 
require  in.  its  drafting  considerable  attention  to  details  which  it 
is  not  necessary  to  discuss  at  length  at  this  time.  It  would  not 
be  useful  to  enforce  such  publication  in  all  the  newspapers  of 
first-class  cities,  nor  should  the  publication  be  required  in  any 
newspaper  provided  the  rate  charged  exceeded  a  reasonable  sum 
to  be  named  in  the  act.  The  price  fixed  by  law  for  legal  adver- 
tisements is  not  appropriate  and  would  form  no  proper  basis  for 
the  charge.     All  details  of  this  nature  can  be  easily  worked  out. 

INCOME  ACCOUNTS  OF  STEAM  RAILROAD  CORPORATIONS 

The  financial  results  of  the  operations  of  each  of  the  steam  rail- 
road corporations  reporting  to  this  Commission  are  of  great  inter- 
est. These  corporations  are  required  by  law  to  file  their  annual 
reports  for  the  year  ended  June  30th,  on  or  before  September 
30th.  The  Commission  is  authorized  to  extend  the  time  for 
making  and  filing  such  report  for  a  period  not  exceeding  sixty 
days,  or  practically  to  December  1st.  It  seems  to  be  impossible 
to  get  all  reports  filed  before  September  30th.  When  filed,  care- 
ful checking  discloses  errors  requiring  extensive  correspondence 
for  their  correction.  The  result  is  that  many  months  are  required 
for  the  preparation  of  the  abstracts  of  these  reports  of  which  the 
law  requires  the  publication. 

The  income  accounts  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1909,  with 
three  exceptions,  have,  however,  been  compiled  and  are  printed 
as  an  appendix  to  this  report  of  the  Commission  as  submitted  to 
the  Legislature.  The  precise  accuracy  of  the  figures  presented 
can  not  be  vouched  for  until  the  reports  have  been  thoroughly 
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checked.  These  accounts  will  be  printed  in  the  bound  volume 
of  abstracts  of  reports  of  corporations  accompanying  this  report, 
and  it  is  possible  that  as  so  printed  they  may  vary  in  places  from 
the  accounts  as  now  presented.  If  such  variation  should  occur,  it 
will  be  due  to  discovery  of  errors  in  the  reports  and  the  proper 
correction  thereof. 

MISQUOTATION  OF   RATES 

Numerous  claims  have  been  presented  to  the  Commission  dur- 
ing the  year  based  on  misquotation  of  rates  by  railroad  agents. 
The  pernicious  results  of  such  misuse  of  tariffs  by  shipping  agents 
has  raised  general  complaint  throughout  the  country.  Strong 
reference  has  been  made  to  this  subject  by  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  in  its  report  to  Congress,  and  bills  before  that 
body  contain  provisions  for  remedy.  The  best  system  of  tariff 
making  yet  devised  by  the  carriers  has  failed  to  so  state  rates 
and  regulations  affecting  rates  that  they  can  always  be  correctly 
ascertained  by  shippers  for  themselves ;  and  yet  the  theory  of  the 
law,  both  federal  and  state,  is  that  the  rate  tariffs  which  are 
required  to  be  kept  open  to  public  inspection  shall  be  in  such 
form  that  they  can  be  read  with  accuracy  by  those  who  ship  their 
property  by  railroad.  One  remedy  proposed  is  a  penalty  upon 
the  carrier  when  its  agent  uses,  in  billing,  a  rate  different  from 
that  authorized  by  the  tariff.  Another  stated  remedy  is  a  require- 
ment upon  the  carrier  to  respond  in  damages,  which  practically 
applies  the  rate  erroneously  used  in  billing  the  freight. 

The  subject  is  difficult  to  handle.  The  importance  of  adhering 
to  the  tariff  charges  for  all  shipments,  thus  avoiding  any  possible 
recurrence  to  the  old  intolerable  rebate  conditions,  is  manifest.  The 
application  of  a  penalty  upon  the  carrier  in  cases  where  the  tariff 
ought  to  have  been  readily  interpreted  by  the  agent  is  not  clearly 
appropriate,  though  it  may  be  that  some  method  of  that  kind 
must  be  adopted.  In  the  meantime,  the  effort  to  simplify  tariff 
construction  and  to  produce  a  form  or  method  of  stating  rates 
which  will  reduce  mistakes  of  this  kind  to  a  minimum  should  be 
pressed  vigorously. 

The  use  of  erroneous  rates  by  agents  due  to  misreading  of  the 
tariffs  is  not  merely  occasional.  The  files  of  this  Commission, 
relating  entirely  to  traffic  within  this  State,  show  a  large  number 
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of  claims  based  upon  careless  interpretation  of  tariffs  by  agents. 
It  is  no  answer  for  the  carriers  to  say  that  the  law  applies  to 
shippers  as  well  as  to  the  carriers,  that  the  tariffs  are  kept  open  to 
public  inspection,  and  that  the  mistake  of  the  agent  does  not  ex- 
cuse the  shipper.  It  is  true  that  uncler  decisions  of  the  courts  the 
tariff  rate  must  be  applied  regardless  of  mistakes,  but  the  shipper 
says  justly  that  he  ought  not  to  bear  the  burden  of  the  agent's 
carelessness  or  the  carrier's  involved  methods  of  tariff  construction. 
The  shipper  takes  strong  ground  in  his  contention  that  he  can 
not  be  expected  to  correctly  interpret  a  tariff  of  rates  and  rules 
which  the  carrier's  own  agent  is  unable  to  apply  according  to  its 
terms. 

These  rate  errors  —  misreading  of  the  tariffs  —  frequently 
result  in  curious  situations.  The  mistake  generally  resijilts  in 
quotation  and  use  of  a  lower  rate  than  that  required  by  the  tariff. 
The  freight  is  billed  out  on  the  lower  rate  so  quoted.  Frequently 
the  freight  is  delivered  without  correction  of  the  rate  to  conform 
to  the  tariff.  Once  used  in  that  way  other  shipments  follow. 
Finally  the  billing  of  the  first  shipment  reaches  the  railroad  com- 
pany's auditor,  who  notes  the  required  correction,  and  then, 
months  after  the  shipment  moved,  demand  for  additional  pay- 
ment according  to  the  tariff  is  made  by  the  company  upon  the 
shipper  or  consignee  who  paid  the  freight  charge;  and  like 
demands  on  account  of  the  other  shipments  follow.  The  damage 
to  shippers  of  traffic  sold  on  close  margin  is  manifest.  The 
shipper  has  sold  his  goods  on  the  rate  quoted  and  used.  The 
additional  charge  demanded  is  clear  loss.  If  the  rate  quoted  was 
higher  than  the  tariff  rate,  as  some  times  happens,  either  the 
shipper  may  have  lost  the  sale  of  his  product,  or  if  the  shipment 
moved  he  derived  a  profit  from  misquotation  of  which  the  con- 
signee is  deprived. 

Obviously  the  important  work  in  this  connection  is  to  eimplify 
the  tariffs  and  render  them  so  plain  that  errors  by  agents  must 
be  held  inexcusable.  Shippers  require  the  element  of  certainty 
in  their  commercial  transactions,  including  transportation 
charges.  The  right  to  collect  damages  or  the  imposition  of  a 
penalty  in  cases  where  agents  use  a  wrong  rate  is  of  no  conse- 
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qu6nce  to  the  shipper  except  as  it  may  operate  to  insure  accuracy 
in  the  application  of  rates. 

The  National  Association  of  Railway  Commissioners  at  its 
convention  held  in  Washington  in  November  last  established  a 
Committee  on  the  Simplification  of  Railroad  TariflFs,  and  author- 
ized that  committee  to  hold  conferences  with  shippers  and  rail- 
road officials  with  a  view  to  bringing  about  action  in  the  way  of 
simple  and  uniform  methods  of  stating  rates  and  regulations 
affecting  rates  in  railroad  tariffs.  The  idea  is  to  do  for  the  tariffs 
what  a  conmiittee  of  railroad  men,  acting  under  authority  of  the 
companies,  are  now  doing  for  freight  classification. 

REPARATION    TO    INJURED    SHIPPERS 

It  became  apparent  soon  after  the  Public  Service  Commissions 
of  this  State  were  organized  that  justice  to  shipping  interests 
demanded  the  formulation  of  a  procedure  as  a  basis  whereby 
reparation  could  be  lawfully  provided  for  injured  shippers.  The 
situation  then  presented  may  be  briefly  described : 

Prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  the  Public  Service  Commissions 
Law,  July  1,  1907,  carriers  engaged  in  transportation  within  this 
State  were  not  required  by  law  to  publish  their  rates  nor  to  adhere 
to  any  schedule  of  rates  they  may  have  used.  Whatever  rate 
tariffs  or  schedules  they  had  in  use  could  be  and  were  departed 
from  at  will,  and  special  rates  made  by  letter  or  telephone,  and 
thereafter  used  by  understanding  until  altered  by  the  carriers' 
traffic  officials,  were  commonly  employed.  Rebates  from  rates  so 
made  were  paid  by  the  carriers  on  satisfactory  showing  submitted 
by  shippers.  In  any  such  system  discriminations  between  com- 
peting shippers  could  easily  result,  and  under  such  methods  of 
individual  rate  making  throughout  a  territory  as  large  as  New 
York  state  they  could  not  be  avoided.  The  general  complaint  of 
unequal  rate  practices  and  complete  uncertainty  of  charges  for 
common  public  service  in  transportation  by  rail  had  long  been 
recognized  as  calling  for  the  same  remedies  as  had  already  been 
provided  in  the  federal  statute  respecting  rates  in  interstate  com- 
merce. Upon  the  taking  effect  of  the  Public  Service  Commis- 
sions Law  the  carriers  proceeded  up  to  Noviember  1,  1907,  the 
date  limit  fixed  by  that  statute,  to  publish  their  schedules  of  rates 
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and  charges.  In  doing  so  they  cut  off  a  large  number  of  special 
or  commodity  rates,  and  in  many  instances  class  tariffs  were 
revised.  The  result  was  a  very  different  system  of  charges 
whereby  many  rates  formerly  enjoyed  by  shippers  were  raised, 
in  many  instances  very  largely.  Shippers  not  having  been  accus- 
tomed to  consult  fixed  published  tariffs  did  not  do  so  generally, 
and  a  large  number  of  shipments  made  in  reliance  upon  the  old 
rates  had  applied  to  them  the  new  and  higher  tariff  charges.  A 
large  number  of  complaints  ensued  both  to  the  carriers  and  to 
the  Commission,  and  in  each  instance  these  complaints  called  for 
rectification  of  the  higher  rate  charged  on  shipments  already 
made  as  well  as  reduction  of  the  tariff  rate  for  future  shipments. 
It  is  greatly  to  the  credit  of  the  carriers  that  in  all  but  a  few 
cases  reductions  in  the  tariff  rate  were  promptly  made,  and  they 
joined  with  the  shippers  in  seeking  authority  to  make  reparation. 
The  processes  of  railroad  tariff  revision  in  such  circumstances  as 
these  are  necessarily  slow,  both  on  account  of  the  great  number  of 
tariffs  and  the  rates  they  contain,  and  the  large  territory  with 
diversity  of  conditions  involved,  and  the  time  and  expense  neces- 
sary to  the  reprinting  of  schedules  which  embrace  not  only  state 
but  interstate  rates  in  the  great  majority  of  instances.  Moreover, 
the  best  talent  engaged  in  constructing  tariff's  for  railroads  has 
been  unable  as  yet  to  devise  a  system  of  rate  making  and  rate 
stating  which  is  not  subject  under  reasonable  commercial  demands 
to  frequent  and  many  changes.  Special  commodity  tariffs  apply- 
ing from  or  to  a  single  locality  are  established  in  the  view  that 
the  traffic  movement  will  be  confined  to  the  points  stated  in  the 
tariff,  and  it  largely  is ;  but  the  occasions  are  very  frequent  where 
the  same  commodity  is  subsequently  offered  for  shipment  from  or 
to  an  intermediate  point  with  only  the  higher  class  rate  in  force. 
This  is  a  fruitful  cause  of  just  reparation  claims. 

We  have  also  the  vexatious  question  of  switching  charges  apply- 
ing on  traffic  generally,  but  frequently  shown  to  be  too  high  for 
a  particular  low  class  commodity.  Again,  errors  in  tariff  con- 
struction, such  as  failure  to  extend  a  lower  scale  of  rates  pre- 
viously put  in  effect  for  some  localities  but  not  extended  to  others 
in  the  same  immediate  section.  Still  another  example  is  found 
in  typographical  or  clerical  mistakes.  In  general,  as  stated,  the 
carriers  themselves  are  willing  to  change  the  rate  complained  of 
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because  of  its  unjust  and  unreasonable  character,  and  afford  rep- 
aration for  the  high  rate  applied  to  a  particular  shipment  in  the 
recent  past.  Sometimes  the  carrier  is  not  willing  to  change  the 
rate  complained  of,  and  in  such  a  case  it  is  but  natural  that  the 
complainant  should  seek  not  only  to  have  the  rate  reduced  for 
the  future  as  being  unreasonably  high,  but  to  secure  reparation 
for  the  difference  between  that  rate  and  the  rate  fixed  by  the 
Commission  as  reasonable  and  just. 

Therefore,  to  avoid  the  infliction  of  unnecessary  and  often  very 
damaging  rate  burdens  upon  shippers,  it  became  necessary  to 
devise  a  scheme  of  reparation  procedure  which  could  be  lawfully 
followed  under  the  statute. 

As  stated  in  former  reports,  a  system  of  reparation  was  devised 
by  the  Commission  and  made  public  in  its  Circular  No.  40  issued 
August  12,  1908.  The  Commission  is  not  a  court  with  authority 
to  enter  judgment  requiring  the  payment  of  money  as  in  satis- 
faction of  damages,  and  therefore  it  is  without  power  to  issue  an 
order  directing  a  carrier  to  repay  to  a  shipper  that  part  of  a  trans- 
portation charge  on  a  past  shipment  which  the  Commission  may 
find  to  have  been  excessive,  unjust,  or  unreasonable.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  Commission  has  held  that  where  an  existing  rate  is 
shown  to  be  unreasonable  or  otherwise  unlawful  and  is  ordered 
reduced  by  the  Commission  to  a  rate  found  reasonable  and  just, 
the  Commission  may  also  declare  its  opinion  that  the  injured 
shipper  is  entitled  to  recover  the  difference  between  the  rate  found 
unreasonable  or  otherwise  unlawful  as  exacted  on  a  prior  ship- 
ment and  the  rate  so  found  by  the  Commission  as  reasonable  and 
just  and  ordered  not  to  be  exceeded  as  a  maximum  by  the  carrier 
on  future  shipments.  If  the  carrier  is  unwilling  to  make  repara- 
tion the  shipper  must  resort  to  the  courts  to  enforce  recovery,  the 
right  to  so  recover  for  loss  or  damage  caused  by  violation  of  the 
Ptfblic  Service  Commissions  Law  being  conferred  by  section  40 
of  that  statute.  Where  a  carrier,  upon  claim  of  a  shipper  for 
reparation,  has  promptly  reduced  the  charge  complained  of,  the 
claim  of  the  shipper  and  the  reply  of  the  carrier  agreeing  to  make 
a  refund  of  that  part  of  the  charge  which  was  in  excess  of  the 
new  rate  or  fare  so  put  in  force,  are  treated  as  complaint  and 
answer,  with  admission  of  liability  and  waiver  of  hearing  on  the 
part  of  the  carrier.    When  it  appears  that  the  parties  are  acting 
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in  good  faith  and  that  under  all  the  circumstances  compliance 
with  the  statute  requires  that  reparation  shall  be  made,  it  is  the 
practice  of  the  Commission  to  declare  that  the  shipper  is  entitled 
to  recover  the  difference  between  the  higher  rate  charged  and  the 
lower  new  rate  which  has  been  put  in  effect. 

The  main  restrictive  considerations  applied  to  rate  reparation 
cases  are: 

Ordinarily  the  rate  should  have  been  reduced  as  the  result  of 
complaint  to  the  carrier ; 

The  old  rate  should  have  been  obviously  too  high,  or  plainly 
out  of  line  with  other  rates; 

The  request  for  reparation  should  have  been  made  to  the  car- 
rier within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  high  rate  was  applied  to 
the  shipment; 

The  burden  of  the  excessive  charge  must  be  shown  to  have  been 
borne  entirely  by  the  claimant; 

It  must  appear  that  the  claim,  when  consented  to  by  the  car- 
rier, will  not,  if  sanctioned,  take  on  any  of  the  characteristics  of 
a  rebate;  and  the  carrier  should  state  that  it  has  no  intention  to 
and  sees  no  reason  at  the  time  for  advancing  the  reduced  rate  in 
the  near  future. 

INVESTIGATIONS   BY  THE   COMMISSION 

As  stated  in  former  reports,  it  is  the  practice  of  the  Commis- 
Bion  to  take  up  complaints  for  informal  investigation  and  disposi- 
tion whenever  practicable.  Such  practice  serves:  1,  to  cause 
prompt  settlement  of  cases  by  concession  of  relief  to  the  com- 
plainants ;  2,  to  promptly  advise  many  complainants  that  the  law 
does  not  apply  to  the  matters  they  present,  either  from  lack  of 
jurisdiction  or  because  no  violation  of  the  statute  is  shown;  3,  to 
keep  the  number  of  cases  requiring  formal  investigation  and 
action  down  to  a  minimum. 

So  far  as  rates  and  rate  regulations  are  concerned,  and  in  many 
cases  as  to  service,  the  public  is  best  served  by  this  method  of 
informal  investigation.  Where  -authority  to  effectively  correct 
abuses  is  fully  conferred  by  the  statute,  the  changes  of  rates  and 
provision  of  better  service  called  for  by  well  founded  complaints 
can  generally  be  secured  by  the  Commission  without  trial  and 
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issuance  of  orders.  It  follows  that  in  this  way  complaining  per- 
sons and  their  localities  are  greatly  benefited  by  the  law  in  its 
administration  by  the  Commission. 

During  the  year  the  Commission  has  had  called  to  its  attention 
from  time  to  time  some  tendency  on  the  part  of  shippers  to 
refrain  from  complaining  to  the  Commission  because  of  the  fear 
that  such  action  may  prejudice  them  in  the  minds  of  railroad 
managers  and  in  some  indefinite  way  result  injuriously  to  their 
shipping  business.  Of  course  such  fear  is  entirely  unfounded 
and  not  likely  to  exist  to  any  extent  after  shippers  have  come 
thoroughly  to  realize  that  common  carriers  in  this  State  are 
required  by  the  law  to  act  and  conduct  their  business  in  con- 
formity with  accepted  standards  of  reason  and  justice.  Every 
patron  of  railroads  in  this  State  is  entitled  to  use  these  transpor- 
tation facilities  with  privileges  equal  to  those  accorded  to  others 
and  to  have  the  service  they  require  adequately  performed  at  rea- 
sonable cost. 

Some  of  this  tendency  on  the  part  of  shippers  to  withhold  rate 
and  service  complaints  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  fact  that  a  few 
subordinate  railroad  ofiicials  have  misrepresented  the  require- 
ments and  prohibitions  of  the  law  and  have  based  refusal  to 
accord  relief  to  shippers  upon  a  claim  that  the  concession  was 
forbidden  by  the  regulating  statute.  Several  instances  of  this 
kind  have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Commission.  In 
every  such  case  the  shipper  has  been  notified  that  the  claim  so 
asserted  was  wholly  without  foundation,  and  the  subject  has  been 
taken  up  vigorously  with  executive  officers  of  the  railroad  com- 
pany. Their  replies  have  invariably  disclaimed  responsibility  for 
such  action  on  the  part  of  their  subordinates.  When  representa- 
tions of  the  kind  stated  are  made,  shippers  should  write  the  Com- 
mission either  before  or  after  communicating  directly  with  the 
proper  executive  officer  of  the  railroad  company. 

CAPITALIZATION

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The  corporations  named  in  these  tables  are,  with  one  or  two 
minor  exceptions  for  which  correct  figures  are  not  available,  all 
the  corporations  of  the  classes  named  operating  in  the  Second 
Public  Service  District  during  the  periods  covered,  and  the  figures 
are  compiled  from  their  annual  reports.

The  very  remarkable  showing  made  by  these  tables  and  sum- 
maries demands  but  little  comment  from  the  Commission  at  this 
time.  Attention  should,  however,  be  directed  to  the  fact  that  they 
have  no  wide  range  of  use  except  by  way  of  suggestion  for  investi- 
gation. The  significance  of  the  facts  which  they  disclose  depends 
wholly  upon  the  further  fact  not  disclosed  whether  these  stocks 
represent  actual  cash  investment  in  the  properties  of  the  sevr»ral 
corporations  or  whether  they  are  lacking  in  that  particular  char- 
acteristic. 

It  is  common  belief  that  the  plants  of  the  public  s<Tvice  corpo- 
rations included  in  these  tables  have  been  construc*ted,  as  a  rule, 
upon  the  bond  issues,  and  that  the  common  stock,  at  least,  is  r(j>- 
resentative  only  of  hopes  entertained.  The  preci>e  truth  with 
regard  to  so  many  corporations,  many  of  which  are  the  product 
of  reorganization,  it  is  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  ascertain. 
The  intervention  of  construction  companies  to  which  a  lump 
amount  of  stock  and  bonds  have  been  issued  for  construction, 
makes  a  clear  showing  of  what  has  been  paid  for  with  stock  and 
what  with  bonds,  or  how  much  has  been  realized  for  the  stock, 

impossible. 

The  general  fact  is  believed  to  be  beyond  dispute,  although  it 
may  not  be  susceptible  of  legal  proof  in    many    cases,    that    in 
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launching  public  service  corporations  prior  to  the  regulation  of 
capitalization  by  the  State,  it  has  been  thought  that  capital  could 
not  be  enlisted  without  the  aid  of  large  bonuses  in  the  form  of 
stock  upon  which  returns  could  be  had  either  by  way  of  dividends 
or  by  sale  to  those  seeking  an  investment.  It  has  been  feared, 
unquestionably,  that  the  regulation  of  capitalization  by  the  State 
and  insistence  by  the  Commission  upon  the  law,  that  capital 
stock  should  be  issued  only  for  full  par  value  in  money,  property, 
or  services,  would  hinder,  if  not  prevent,  the  further  growth  of 
such  corporations  by  making  them  unattractive  as  business  enter- 
prises.    Upon  this  point  certain  observations  seem  pertinent. 

If  the  stock  of  non-dividend  paying  corporations  represents  no 
actual  investment  of  money,  and  was  in  its  inception  issued 
merely  as  a  bonus  or  gratuity  in  connection  with  the  promotion  of 
the  enterprises  upon  the  expectation  that  it  would  yield  profits 
and  thus  become  of  substantial  value,  the  table  demonstrates  the 
fatuity  of  any  such  expectation. 

If  the  stock  was  a  bonus  or  gratuity  to  those  to  whom  it  was 
issued,  but  has  been  transferred  to  holders,  for  a  valuable  con- 
sideration, who  made  the  purchase  as  an  investment,  the  table  is 
a  warning  against  dealings  in  stocks  issued  for  no  value,  repre- 
senting no  property,  and  having  no  prospect  of  a  return  except 
from  unreasonable  charges. 

If  the  stock  represents  actual  investment,  then  there  is  grave 
reason  to  consider  what  is  wrong  in  the  condition  of  public  service 
corporations  in  this  State  that  they  can  not  earn  returns  upon  such 
enormous  sums  of  money  invested  in  them. 

Any  system  of  law  which  permits  uninstructed  investors  to 
place  their  money  in  stocks  of  public  service  corporations  which 
either  ought  not  to  or  can  not  yield  any  return,  and  which,  in  fact, 
are  nonproductive,  is  distinctly  injurious  to  the  noninvesting  as 
well  as  the  investing  public.  Eventually  capital  will  learn  by 
experience  the  actual  results  of  such  financing  and  will  carefully 
avoid  enterprises  thus  handled. 

The  value  of  the  tables  presented  lies  in  their  conclusive

November  11,  1908,  under  section  55  of  the  Public  Service  Commissions  Law^ 
for  order  authorizing  the  applicant  to  issue  its  5  per  cent  collateral  gold 
bonds  to  the  amount  of  $30,000,000;  and  hearings  having  been  duly  had  on 
said  application,  and  the  petitioner  having  appeared  by  George  F.  Brotvnell, 
its  vice-president  and  general  solicitor;  and  the  Commission  having  examined 
such  witnesses,  books,  papers,  accounts,  and  reports  as  it  deemed  necessary  or 
important  to  enable  it  to  reach  a  determination  herein,  and  the  facts  and 
conditions  involved  in  this  matter  having  been  duly  considered: 

It  is  Ordered:  That  the  applicant,  Erie  Railroad  Company,  is  hereby  au-

The  intent  and  effect  hereof  is  that  at  the  end  of  the  said  five 
year  period  an  amount  equal  to  said  funded  interest  shall  have  been  expended 
from  income  for  additions  and  improvements  to  the  applicant's  said  property 
as  hereinabove  specified.  Any  amount  of  money  expended  from  income  for 
such  additions  and  ionprovements  d'uring  any  of  the  said  six  months'  periods 
in  excess  of  the  amount  hereby  required  shall  be  credited  to  the  required 
expenditure  for  the  next  period  of  six  months,  and  the  excess  carried  over  from 
period  to  period  of  six  months  each  as  may  result  from  such  excess  expendi- 
tures. The  collateral  trust  indenture  shall  also  provide  for  defeasance  in  case 
of  failure  on  the  part  of  Erie  Railroad  Company,  applicant  herein,  to  so  set 
aside  and  expend  from  income  for  such  additions  and  improvements  an  amount 
equal  to  said  interest  coupons  every  six  months  as  aforesaid,  and  for  fore- 
closure proceedings  based  thereon  to  be  instituted  by  tlie  trustee  named  in 
said  indenture  upon  the  request  of  any  holder  of  one  or  more  of  said  general 
lien  bonds  or  said  convertible  bonds; 

b.  The  said  collateral  trust  indenture  shall  also  contain  suitable  covenant 
embracing  the  refunding  of  the  aforesaid  notes  to  the  amount  of  ten  million 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($10,500,000),  or  such  amount  in  addition 
thereto  as  may  be  issued  prior  to  October  1,  1909,  the  exchange  of  which

The  petition  filed  in  this  matter  by  New  York  and  Stamford  Railway 
Company  on  December  8.  1908,  as  amended  by  petition  filed  February  15, 
1909,  asks  for  approval  under  subdivision  10  of  section  4  of  the  Railroad 
Ijftw  of  a  mortgage  of  its  property  to  the  Union  Trust  Company  of  New 
Haven,  Connecticut,  as  trustee,  covering  the  issue  of  4  per  cent  bonds,  each 
of  the  denomination  of  $1000,  not  to  exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  principal 
sum  of  two  million  dollars  ($2,000,000),  maturing  November  1,  1958,  with 
a  clause  providing  for  redemption  at  par  and  accrued  interest  plus  a  premium 
of  2  per  cent  upon  the  principal  of  outstanding  bonds  after  May  1,  1914. 
The  petition  as  amended  also  asks  authority  to  issue  bonds  under  said  mort- 
gage to  the  amount  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($450,000) 
for  the  purpose  of  retiring  bonds  heretofore  authorized  to  be  issued  to  the 
amount  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($450,000)  under  the 
petitioner's  present  mortgage  to  the  New  York  Security  and  Trust  Company. 
The  petitioner  also  desires  to  issue  bonds  to  the  amount  of  two  hundred 
eighty -nine  thousand  eight  hundred  forty  dollars  and  sixty-one  cents  ($289,- 
840.61)  in  part  pa}niient  of  note  obligations  outstanding.  These  note 
obligations  amount  to  three  himdred  thirteen  thousand  eight  hundred  forty 
dollars  and  sixty-one  cents  ($313,840.61).

It  appears  to  the  Commission  from  the  petition,  evidence,  and  an  exami- 
nation made  of  the  company's  books  and  accounts  for  the  purposes  of  this 
case,  that  the  mortgage  which  the  petitioner  desires  to  execute  should  be 
approved,  subject  as  to  the  issuance  of  bonds  thereunder  to  the  approval  of 
this  Commission  from  time  to  time  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  Public 
Service  Commissions  Law,  and  in  accordance  with  such  conditions  pertaining 
to  such  issuance  of  bonds  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  Commission. 

It  further  appears  to  the  Commission  from  the  record  herein  that  the 
petitioner  should  be  authorized  to  issue  bonds  under  the  proposed  mortgage 
in  the  amount  of  four  hundred  and  twenty-six  thousand  dollars  ($426,000) 
for  the  purpose  of  retiring  bonds  to  that  amount  issued  and  outstanding 
under  its  present  mortgage,  the  said  new  bonds  to  be  exchanged  for  said  old 
bonds  at  not  less  than  par  value  and  without  the  payment  of  any  premium 
or  commission  upon  said  exchange  whatsoever,  and  that  if  any  of  the  said 
bonds  shall  be  sold  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  said  bonds  now  outstand* 
ing  such  new  bonds  shall  be  sold  for  not  less  than  their  par  value  exclusive 
of  any  commission  for  the  sale  thereof. 

It  also  appears  to  the  Commission  that  the  bonds  of  the  company  under 
its  present  mortgage  to  the  amount  of  twenty-four  thousand  dollars  ($24,000), 
which  are  unissued  and  are  now  held  in  the  treasury  of  the  petitioner,  should 
be  canceled. 

It  also  appears  to  the  Commission  from  the  record  herein  that  the  petitioner 
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should  be  authorized  to  itisue  bonds  under  the  proposed  mortgage  to  the 
amount  of  two  hundred  and  seventy-four  thousand  dollars  ($274,U00)  for  the 
purpose  of  discharging  its  note  obligations  of  record  herein,  which  said 
obligations  consist  of  notes  issued  by  the  petitioner  October  10,  1908,  and 
February  9,  1909,  to  The  Kew  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
Company  in  the  amount  of  one  hundred  fifty-four  thousand  seven  hundred 
eighty  dollars  and  thirty-three  cents  ($154,780.33),  and  to  the  Connecticut 
Company  in  the  amount  of  one  hundred  fifty-nine  thousand  and  sixty  dollars 
and  twenty-eight  cents  ($159,060.28),  the  two  sums  making  a  total  of  three 
hundred  and  thirteen  thousand  eight  hundred  forty  dollars  and  sixty-one 
cents   ($313,840.61). 

It  appears  to  the  Commission  that  the  difference  between  the  said  sum 
of  three  hundred  and  thirteen  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty  dollars  and 
sixty-one  cents  ($313,840.61),  and  two  hundred  and  seventy -four  thousand 
dollars  ($274,000),  the  amount  covering  bond«  hereby  allowed  to  be  issued 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid:  namely,  thirty-nine  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty  dollars  and  sixty -one  cents  ($30,840.61),  should  be  disallowed  for  the 
purposes  of  this  application,  the  amounts  so  disallowed  covering  the  following 
items :

Franchise,  village  of  Port  Chester.  N.  Y.:  This  amount,  $1200.00,  is  not 
a  lump  payment  for  a  new  franchise,  but  is  a  compromise  settle- 
ment of  an  old  claim  resulting  from  the  growth  of  taxes  on  earn- 
ings w^hich  had  never  been  paid  and  which  was  settled  before  the  vil- 
lage of  Port  Chester  would  consider  the  granting  of  a  new  franchise. 
Allowance  of  this  item  is  not  deemed  appropriate  upon  this 
application 1,200  00 

Cutoff  at  Rye,  N.  Y.:  The  amount  asked  and  represented  in  this  Item  is 
$33,230.61.  Examination  of  the  books  and  accounts  shows  that  there 
was  charged  to  New  York  and  Stamford  Railway  Company  for 
advances  on  account  of  this  item  only  $27,016.17,  and  that  the  bal- 
ance expended  was  charged  to  operating  expenses.  The  amount 
allowed  should  be  in  accordance  with  the  original  distribution  as 
shown  by  such  books  and  accounts.  The  amount  disallowed  in  respect 
of  this  item  is 6,314  44 

Real  estate  purchased  from  C,  R.  Anderson:  This  item  is  subject  to 
further  proof,  since  there  has  been  no  evidence  Introduced  in  respect 
thereto,  nor  does  the  item  appear  to  have  been  charged  to  New  York 
and  Stamford  Railway  Company  at  the  time  of  the  examination  of 
said  books  and  accounts,  and  it  is  therefore  disallowed 2,000  00 

Double  tracking  Grace,  Church,  and  South  streds  and  Midland  avenue. 
Port  Chester,  N.  Y.:  The  amount  represented  by  this  item  is 
$40,051.45,  and  this  was  shown  on  the  books  at  the  time  of  examina- 
tion. The  distribution  of  the  amount  spent  was :  New  York  and 
Stamford  Railway  Company  advances  $31,516.40,  adjustment  sus- 
pense $2126.54,  and  the  remainder  of  the  sum  asked  was  charged  to 
operating  expenses.

The    remainder   of    the    amount   disallowed   is   voluntarily   deducted   as

The  sum  of  the  items  disallowed  is  $39,858.48,  which  deducted  from  the 

amount  claimed,   $313,840.61,   leaves  $273,982.13   as   the   sura   to  be  allowed 

for  the  purposes  of  the  bond  issue.  Tliis  sum  in  round  figures  amounts  to 
$274,000. 
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It  appears  to  the  Commission  from  the  record  herein  that  the  capital  to 
be  secured  by  an  issue  of  bonds  under  the  proposed  mortgage  to  the  amount 
of  seven  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($700,000)  is  reasonably  required  for 
lawful  purposes  of  the  company:  namely,  four  hundred  and  twenty-six  thou-

April  6,  1908,  such  exchange  of  said  bonds  to  be  exclusive  of  interest  on  the 
notes  accrued  but  not  paid,  which  said  interest  on  said  notes,  if  any  shall 
remain  unpaid  at  the  time  of  exchange,  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of 
the  applicant.  Such  bonds  shall  not  be  used  for  the  refunding  of  such  notes 
so  as  to  net  the  company  less  than  87%  per  cent  of  the  par  value  of  such 
bonds.

1,  the  closing  and  discontinuance  of  the  Main  Street  and  Quimby  Street  cross- 
ings of  said  railroad;  2,  the  closing  and  discontinuance  of  the  crossings  of 
said  railroad  by  three  alleys  or  driveways  north  of  Quimby  street;  3,  the 
construction  of  a  new  street  on  the  east  siae  of  said  railroad  from  Main  street 
to  Seoor  street    (sometimes  called  Secor  road) ;   4,  the  construction   of  an 
overhead  crossing  of  said  railroad  at  a  point  near  the  south  end  of  the  presenl 
passenger  station,  said  overhead  crossinj^  to  be  a  continuation  of  Secor  street ; 
6,  the  construction  of  an  overhead  crossing  of  said  railroad  at  Broadway;  and

tion of  the  evidence  taken  at  the  hearings  and  from  personal  inspection  of  the 
locality  the  Commission  determines  under  section  62  of  the  Railroad  Law: 

1.  That  public  safety  requires  the  elimination  of  the  grade  crossings  in  the 
village  of  Ossining.  2.  That  the  method  of  elimination  shall  conform  to  the 
following  requirements:  a.  The  highways  are  to  be  carried  over  the  railroad 
tracks  by  bridges  having  a  minimum  clearance  of  sixteen  (16)  feet  from  top 
of  rail;  6.  A  continuous  westerly  roadway  from  Broadway  to  Secor  street  is 
to  be  provided  as  part  of  the  grade  crossing  elimination;  c.  The  general 
design  of  bridges  and  approaches  is  to  conform  to  petitioner's  plan  originally 
dated  New  York,  September,  1907,  issue  No.  5,  but  revised  and  dated  as 
received  at  office  of  Public  Service  Commission  May  17,  1909,  and  marked 
scheme  M.  3.  That  the  approximate  cost  of  grade  crossing  elimination 
covered  by  this  order  is  two  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($220,000), 
which  cost  shall  be  paid  as  provided  by  law.  In  accordance  with  the  foregoing 
detei-mination,  and  after  due  deliberation,  it  is 

Ordered:  1.  That  Secor  road  in  the  village  of  Ossining  shall  be  extended 
and  carried  over  the  grade  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad 
at  about  a  point  known  as  station  1631  +  65,  railroad  stationing.  The  entire 
easterly  approach  and  tlie  superstructural  portion  of  the  westerly  approach 
shall  be  paved  with  brick.  The  portion  of  the  viaduct  over  the  tracks  shall 
be  paved  with  asphalt.  Tliat  portion  of  the  westerly  approach  extending 
from  the  southerly  end  of  the  superstructure  shall  be  paved  with  Belgian 
block  on  sand.  Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  Secor  road  with  Water 
street,  the  (easterly  approach  shall  ascend  on  an  earth  embankment  on  a  6.8 
per  cent  grade  to  the  east  line  of  South  Water  street.  At  this  point  a  change 
to  solid  noor  steel  viaduct  construction  shall  be  made.  The  balance  of  this 
easterly  approach  which  is  located  upon  this  viaduct  construction  shall  ascend 
westerly  on  about  a  4.38  per  cent  grade  for  about  ninety  (90)  feet;  it  shall 
then  ascend  on  0.5  per  cent  grade  a  distance  of  about  twenty-five  (25)  feet 
at  which  point  shall  begin  a  crown  for  about  forty  (40)  feet;  it  shall  then 
descend  on  a  0.5  per  cent  grade  about  thirty-five  (35)  feet.

t.  That  the  Main  Street  grade  crossing  of  the  New  Y'ork  Central  and 
Hudson  River  railroad  in  the  Tillage  of  Osaining  shall  be  closed  and  discon- 
tinued, and  that  an  overgrsde  steel  foot-bridge,  seven  (7)  feet  wide  in  the 
clear,  shall  be  oonstructed  within  the  present  street  lines.  The  lowest  portion 
of  this  bridge  shall  clear  the  tops  of  the  rails  with  a  height  of  not  less  than 
sixteen   (16)  feet. 

3.  That  the  Quimby  Street  grade  crossing  of  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  Kiver  railroad  in  the  village  of  Ossining  shall  be  closed  and  discon- 
tinued, and  tliat  an  overgrsde  steel  foot-bridge,  seven  (7)  feet  wide  in  the 
clear,  with  a  clearance  of  sixteen  (16)  feet  above  the  top  of  the  rails,  shall 
be  constructed  at  the  present  crossing. 

4.  That  Broadway  in  the  village  of  Ossining  shall  be  extended  and  carried 
over  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad  approximately  at 
station  1647  +  30,  railroad  stationing.  The  bridge  spanning  the  railroad 
shall  have  a  solid  floor  and  be  paved  with  asphalt.  Ttie  easterly  approach, 
which  is  to  be  composed  of  an  earth  embankment,  shall  ascend  on  a  10  per 
eent  grade  westerly  from  Water  street  for  a  distancf*  of  about  one  hundred 
and  ninety  (190)  feet  to  the  easterly  end  of  the  bridge;  from  this  point  the 
grade  shall  ascend  f€>r  about  thirty  (30)  feet  on  a  U.5  per  cent  grade,  the 
roadway  then  to  be  crowned  for  about  forty-five  (45)  feet,  from  which  point 
the  grade  shall  descend  on  a  0.5  per  cent  grade  for  about  thirty  (30)  feet. 
Til  is  easterly  approach  shall  be  paved  with  Belgian  bl<'ek  laid  on  sand.  Tlie 
westerly  approach  is  to  be  constructed  at  right  angles  with  that  portion 
spanning  the  tracks,  and  is  to  descend  southerly  on  an  8  per  cent  grade  for 
a  distance  of  about  one  hundred  and  forty  (140)  feet.  From  this  point  trie 
giade  shall  be  level  for  twenty-five  (25)  feet,  when  it  is  again  to  descend  in 
a  southerly  direction  at  the  rate  of  8  per  cent.  This  westerly  approach  of 
the  overgrade  crossing  to  a  point  about  opposite  station  1645  +  50  shall  be 
built  of  steel  to  a  width  of  forty-five  (45)  feet  and  have  a  solid  floor  paved 
with  brick.  It  shall  l>e  so  designed  that  thirty  (30)  feet  of  this  width  shall 
form  an  approach  to  the  overgrade  crossing  and  fifteen  (15)  feet  shall  form 
an  approach  descending  northerly  at  the  rate  of  8  per  cent  from  the  level 
portion  as  an  approach  to  the  Northern  Westchester  Lighting  Company's 
plant.  The  overgrade  crossing  and  the  easterly  approach  shall  l)c  thirty  (30) 
feet  wide,  and  throughout  the  length  of  the  improvement  there  shall  be  a 
twenty-six  (26)   foot  roadway  and  a  sidewalk  four   (4)   feet  wide. 

5.  That  a  continuous  roadway  extending  from  the  south  end  of  the  Broadway 
viaduct  approach  to  the  Secor  road  shall  be  constructed.  This  roadway  shall 
have  a  four  (4)  foot  sidewalk  and  a  twenty-six  (26)  foot  roadway.  Tlic 
sidewalk  shall  be  of  concrete  except  that  portion  located  on  embankment, 
where  it  shall  be  composed  of  flagstones  as  indicated  upon  the  plan.  The 
roadway  throughout  shall  be  paved  with  Belgian  block  laid  on  sand,  the 
grades  to  be  as  shown  upon  profile  of  map  hereinafter  referred  to.

6.  That  suflicient  land  for  the  construction  of  a  plaza  at  the  northerly  end 
of  Secor  road  approach  be  acquired,  as  indicated  upon  the  plan  attached  to 
the  original  order  on  file  in  this  office,  hereafter  referred  to,  and  that  this 
plaza  be  paved  with  Belgian  block  laid  on  sand. 

7.  That  three  alleys  or  driveways  which  now  cross  the  railroad  at  prade 
north  of  Quimby  street,  the  most  northerly  one  being  located  at  Broadway, 
shall  be  closed  and  discontinued. 

8.  That  the  proportion  of  cost  of  elimination  of  snid  grade  crossings  in  the 
village  of  Ossining  to  be  borne  by  the  State  and  village,  under  section  62  of 
the  Bailroad  L&w,  shall  include  only  such  cost  as  is  neeessary  to  cross  the

The  plans  and  agreement  made  between  the  railroad  companies, 
the  petitioners,  and  the  authorities  of  the  town  of  Mount  Hope  as  for  change 
in  said  highway  as  shown  upon  petitioner's  exhibit  **  A "  and  made  a  part 
thereof,  and  the  abandonment  of  the  present  grade  crossing  shown  thereon, 
which  plan  has  been  approved  by  the  county  engineer  of  Orange  county  and 
the  state  engineer,  is  hereby  approved;  and  it  is  ordered  that  said  grade 
crossing  be  abandoned,  and  that  the  grade  of  the  new  piece  of  highway  con- 
necting the  present  highway  with  the  present  above  described  overhead  cross- 
ing shall  not  exceed  8  per  cent.

Rehill,  individually;  and  after  due  consideration  of  the 
aforesaid  petition  and  the  papers  and  plans  filed,  and  evidence  taken  at  the 
hearing,  and  from  personal  inspection  of  the  locality,  the  Commission  deter- 
mines under  section  62  of  the  Railroad  Law  that  public  safety  requires  that 
the  changes  in  the  location  of  said  railroad,  the  construction  of  new  pieces 
of  streets,  and  the  carrying  of  streets  across  the  railroad  in  undercrossings, 
and  the  various  changes  hereinafter  ordered  shall  be  made.     It  is  therefore 

Ordered:  1.  That  public  safety  requires  the  elimination  of  the  libbets 
avenue.  Railroad  avenue,  and  Hamilton  avenue  grade  crossings,  and  that  said 
grade  crossings  shall  be  eliminated  in  accordance  with  the  following  specifi- 
cations, and  as  shown  by  two  drawings  submitted  by  the  New  York  Central 
and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  Harlem  division,  marked:

a.  The  main  tracks  of  the  New  York  and  Harlem  railroad  in  said  village  of 
White  Plains  shall,  in  order  to  provide  for  the  most  practicable  and  economical 
method  of  highway  grade  crossing  elimination,  be  changed  in  location  aa 
follows:  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  original  center  line  at  station  No.  1168+ 
15.13,  and  running  thence  north  on  a  tangent  to  station  No.  1168+36.75'; 
thence  curving  to  the  left  on  a  3*  30'  curve  with  a  central  angle  55*^  55'  19* 
and  a  length  of  fifteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven  and  77/100  (1597.77)  feet 
to  station  No.  1184+34.52  of  the  new  center  line;  thence  on  a  tangent  to 
station  No.  1213+18.35  on  the  new  center  line;  thence  curving  to  the  right 
on  a  3°  curve  with  a  central  angle  of  16"  59'  14*^  and  a  length  of  five  hun- 
dred and  fifty-flix  and  24/100  (556.24)  feet  to  a  point  in  the  original  center 
Ihie  at  station  No.  1218+84.59,  the  end  of  the  new  alignment  which  is 
involved  in  this  proceeding  being  however  at  station  No.  1201+00.79  on  the 
new  center  line,  which  new  center  line  is  distant  easterly  from  the  old  center 
line  at  station  No.  1203+54.57,  a  distance  of  twelve  and  68/100  (12.68)  feet;

and  the  expense  of  elimination  to  be  charged  to  the  State  and  village  is  to  be 
limited  thereto. 

6.  Tibbets  avenue  is  to  be  carried  under  the  grade  of  the  railroad  in  a 
subway  twenty-four  (24)  feet  wide,  constructed  at  right  angles  with  the  track 
alignment  at  a  point  about  81(K  north  of  the  location  of  the  present  grade 
crossing.  The  under  clearance  shall  be  twelve  (12)  feet.  The  undergrade 
crossing  is  to  be  approached  on  the  west  side  of  the  track  by  a  new  highway 
twenty-four  (24)  feet  wide  in  line  with  the  subway  and  extending  to  Green- 
burg  avenue ;  said  approach  to  cross  the  Bronx  river  on  aplank  floor  highway 
bridge  twenty-four  (24)  feet  wide  between  wheel-guards.  The  easterly  approach 
shall  extend  from  the  undergrade  crossing  to  Westmoreland  avenue;  said 
approach  shall  be  twenty-four  (24)  feet  wide,  and  intersect  Westmoreland 
avenue  at  about  right  angles.  Westmoreland  avenue  is  to  be  regraded  to  a 
width  of  fifty  (50)  feet  from  Lafayette  avenue  to  Intervale  street  on  grades 
as  shown  on  plan  Exhibit  A.  The  subway  and  approaches  including  the 
regraded  portion  of  Westmoreland  avenue  shall  be  macadamized  to  a  depth 
of  not  less  than  six  (6)  inches.  Westmoreland  avenue  from  Lafayette  avenue 
to  Intervale  street  shall  have  two  sidewalks,  each  ten  (10)  feet  wide,  each 
paved  for  a  width  of  five  (5)  feet  with  stone  screenings. 

c.  Kailroad  avenue  is  to  be  carried  under  the  grade  of  the  railroad  on  its 
new  location  in  a  subway  seventy-five  (7f»)  feet  wide  having  a  minimum 
clearance  of  thirteen  ( 13 )  feet.  The  highway  under  the  grade  of  the  railroad 
is  to  have  a  roadway  fifty  (60)  feet  wide,  and  two  sidewalks,  each  twelve 
and  one-half  (12%)  feet  wide.  The  superstructure  of  the  bridge  supporting 
the  railroad  tracks  is  to  be  supported  by  suitable  abutments  and  by  columns 
on  the  curb  lines.  The  grades  of  Railroad  avenue  approaching  the  under- 
crossing  are  to  be  revised  as  shown  on  drawing.  The  entire  portion  of  the 
roadway  affected  by  the  chanse  of  grades  shall  be  paved  with  new  vitrified 
brick  under  specifications  satisfactory  to  the  authorities  of  the  village  of 
White  Plains;  both  sidewalks  in  the  subway  shall  be  constructed  of  concrete 
for  their  full  width,  and  for  a  length  equal  to  that  of  the  north  abutment, 
including  wings.  From  these  limito  to  the  beginning  of  the  approaches  the 
sidewalks  shall  be  paved  with  concrete  for  their  full  width.  The  through 
plate  girder  superstructure  supporting  the  tracks  over  Railroad  avenue  is  to 
have  a  solid  floor  and  is  to  be  as  nearly  as  possible  of  water-tight  construction. 

d.  An  undergrade  crossing  is  to  be  located  with  center  line  about  six  hun- 
dred and  five  ( 605 )  feet  north  of  the  center  line  of  Railroad  avenue  measured 
along  the  revised  track  alignment,  and  said  undergrade  crossing  is  to  be  at  right 
angles  with  the  direction  of  the  tracks  on  the  new  location.  This  undergrade 
crossing  is  to  provide  for  the  traffic  now  carried  partially  by  Hamilton  avenue, 
and  by  Bronx  and  Mott  streets.  Said  undergrade  crossing  is  to  have  a  dis- 
tance between  abutments  of  forty  (40)  feet,  to  be  divided  between  a  twenty- 
four  (24)  feet  roadway  and  two  eight  (8)  feet  concrete  sidewalks.  The  head- 
room is  to  be  about  seventeen  (17)  feet.  The  superstructure  shall  consist  of 
one  span  and  shall  have  a  solid  floor  as  nearly  as  possible  water-tight.  New 
approach  streets  to  this  undergrade  crossing  on  both  east  and  west  sides  of 
the  railroad  tracks  shall  be  built  as  shown  on  drawings.  These  approach 
streets  are  to  be  each  thirty- three  (33)  feet  wide,  parallel  to  the  railroad 
tracks  and  with  center  lines  about  eighty- three  (83)  feet  from  the  center 
between  tracks  on  the  new  location.  The  easterly  approach  street  is  to  extend 
from  Bronx  street  to  Mott  street,  and  westerly  approach  street  from  the  new 
line  of  the  undergrade  crossing  continued  northerly  to  Bronx  street.  These 
parallel  approach  streets  shall  have  roadways  twenty  (20)  feet  wide  with 
two  concrete  sidewalks,  each  six  and  one-half  (6%)  feet  wide,  and  the  road- 
ways both  in  the  subway  and  on  approaches  are  to  be  paved  with  macadam. 

e.  Two  ways  are  to  be  built  as  shown  on  drawings  to  form  approaches  from 
Railroad  avenue  to  the  new  station  location.  These  approach  ways  are  to  be 
built  one  on  each  side  of  the  new  location  of  the  railroad  tracks  and  roughly, 
parallel  thereto.  The  easterly  way  is  to  be  fifty-five  (55-)  feet  wide,  ten  ( 10) 
feet  of  which  shall  consist  of  a  concrete  sidewalk,  and  forty-five  (45)  feet  of 
a  macadamized  roadway.     The  westerly  way  shall  be  thirty-eight  (38)    feet 
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wide,  eight  (8)  feet  of  which  shall  be  a  concrete  sidewalk  and  thirty  (30)  feet 
macadamized  roadway. 

/.  All  that  part  of  Orawaupum  street  of  which  the  railroad  company  now 
owns  the  fee,  which  is  approximately  from  a  point  one  hundred  seventy-flve 
(175)  feet  north  of  Martine  avenue  to  Railroad  avenue,  is  to  be  dedicated  to 
the  village  of  White  Plains  by  the  railroad  company  for  street  purposes,  and 
said  Orawaupum  street  is  to  have  a  new  concrete  sidewalk  on  the  westerly  tidd 
between  the  curb  as  it  now  exists  and  the  street  line  for  the  length  of  that 
part  of  the  street  now  owned  by  the  railroad  company. 

g,  A  new  way  fifty  (50)  feet  wide  is  to  be  built  from  Orawaupum  street 
westerly  to  the  new  station  location  as  shown  upon  plan  Exhibit  €,  and  Miid 
way  is  to  have  a  thirty-four  (34)  feet  macadamized  roadway  and  two  eight  (9) 
feet  concrete  sidewalks  to  the  present  right  of  way  line  of  the  railroad,  and 
from  this  point  to  the  new  station  location  a  thirty-eight  (38)  feet  roadway 
and  one  twelve  (12)  feet  concrete  sidewalk. 

K  From  the  intersection  of  Martine  avenue  and  Bank  street  a  new  way  is 
to  be  built  westerly  as  shown  upon  plan  Exhibit  C,  to  the  new  station  location, 
and  said  way  is  to  be  paved  with  macadam. 

«.  A  new  station  is  to  be  built  in  about  the  location  shown  on  drawings,  and 
a  plaza  is  to  be  provided  in  front  of  said  station  the  area  of  which  shall  be 
about  50  per  cent  greater  than  the  area  of  the  plaza  in  front  of  the  present 
station.  The  boundaries  of  said  plaza  are  to  be  as  shown  upon  the  plan 
Exhibit  C,  hereinbefore  referred  to,  the  easterly  boundary  being  designated  by 
a  red  line. 

;'.  Satisfactory  drainage  is  to  be  provided  at  all  crossings  and  other  points. 

k.  Suitable  earth  is  to  be  deposited  on  the  exterior  of  all  slopes  forming  the 
new  i-ailroad  embankment,  and  these  slopes  are  to  be  seeded  before  approval  of 
the  work  by  the  Commission. 

I.  The  changes  herein  described  shall  be  substantially  as  shown* by  two 
drawings  submitted  by  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad 
Company,  Harlem  division,  marked  "  New  Main  Tracks  and  elimination  of 
Grade  Crossing,  Tibbets  Avenue,  White  Plains,  dated  New  York,  May  30, 1905, 
marked  applicant's  Exhibit  A,  March  18,  1909 ;  "  and  <'  New  Main  Tracks, 
Station  Layout,  and  Elimination  of  Grade  Crossings,  Railroad  Avenue  and

A  hearing,  after  public 
notice,  was  held  at  the  office  of  the  Commission  in  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
Building,  Buffalo,  on  September  3,  1900,  H.  A.  Taylor  and  F.  A.  Robbing 
appeared  for  the  petitioner;  D.  D,  Dickson,  attorney,  and  Stephen  V.  OoMey, 
town  superintendent,  for  the  town  of  Burns,  Allegany  county;  F,  L.  WilletM, 
raperriaory  and  J.  M.  Hover  for  the  town  of  Portage,  Livingston  county;  and 
W,  D.  Burt  for  the  town  of  Nunda,  Livingston  county. 

It  appears  from  the  petition,  and  the  maps  and  profiles  attached  thereto^ 
that  the  improvement  consists  in  changing  the  grade  or  alignment,  or  botb» 
of  one  or  both  tracks  of  the  present  Buffalo  division  of  the  petitioner  for  a 
total  distance  of  about  eight  miles.  The  changes  in  alignment  are  slight, 
about  40  feet  laterally  at  the  maximum.  The  changes  in  grade  affect  con- 
ditions at  a  number  of  highway  crossings  which  are  now  at  grade,  and  the 
plans  of  the  railroad  company  contemplate  slight  changes  in  the  location  of 
some  of  these  highways  to  facilitate  the  construction  of  overhead  or  under* 
grade  crossings.  The  towns  in  which  are  located  all  the  highway  crossings 
which  are  affected  by  the  proposed  construction:  namely,  Bums,  Portage,  aad 
Kunda,  appeared  at  the  hearing  by  their  attorneys  or  officers  in  charge  of 
highways.  The  representatives  of  the  towns  of  Portage  and  Nunda  consented 
to  the  proposed  treatment  of  the  single  crossing  in  each  of  their  respective 
towns.  The  representatives  of  the  town  of  Burns  expregsed  themselves  as 
satisfied  with  the  proposed  treatment  pf  the  first  highway  in  that  town  at 
station  460;  with  respect  to  the  other  three  crossings  in  the  town  of  Burns, 
the  representatives  of  the  town  made  no  objection  to  the  c hanged  in  the  lines 
of  the  highway,  but  asked  that  the  Commission  make  the  following  require- 
ments of  the  railroad  company:  As  to  approach  to  undergrade  croAsing  at 
station  504  plus  10,  that  the  railroad  company  be  required  to  maintain  the 
approach  against  sinking  on  account  of  the  existing  uncertainty  as  to  the 
depth  of  the  soft  ground  at  that  point;  since  the  hearing,  soundings  taken  at 
the  suggestion  of  the  Commission  by  the  petitioner's  engineers,  in  the  presence 
of  the  town's  representative,  have  developed  the  fact  that  the  greatest  depth 
of  the  soft  ground  is  4  feet.  As  to  crossing  at  station  534  plus  U,  that  the 
railroad  company  be  required  to  furnish  a  6  per  cent  approach  on  the  south 
side  of  its  railroad  and  a  bridge  20  feet  in  width.  As  to  crossing  at  station 
574  plus  2o,  that  the  railroad  company  be  required  to  furnish  a  6  per  cent 
approach  on  both  sides  and  a  bridge  20  feet  in  width.  It  is  stipulated  by  the 
railroad  company  that  it  will  do  the  work  in  connection  with  the  treatment 
of  all  of  the  crossings  above  referred  to  at  its  own  sole  expense.  Upon  the 
aforesaid  petition  and  the  exhibits  attached  thereto,  and  the  evidence  taken 
in  this  proceeding,  it  is  tiie  opinion  of  the  Commission  that  the  construction 
of  the  improvement  of  a  portion  of  the  Buffalo  division  of  the  Erie  Railroad 
Company  as  described  in  said  petition^  and  as  shown  by  the  maps  and  profiles 
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maiked  exhibits  "A,"  "A-1/*  "B,"  and  "  Bl,"  respectively,  attached  to  said 
petition,  is  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  public  service,  and  it  is 

Ordei'ed:  1.  That  under  section  53  of  the  Public  Service  Commissions  Law, 
this  Commission  hereby  grants  its  permission  for  and  approval  of  the  con- 
struction of  the  improved  line  of  the  petitioner's  railroad,  and  the  changes 
in  grade  and  alignment  or  route  of  said  railroad,  in  the  towns  of  Dansville, 
Steuben  county.  Burns,  Allegany  county,  and  Nunda  and  Portage,  Livineston 
county,  shown  on  the  maps  and  profiles  marked  exhibits  "Aj,"  "A-1,"  *'  B," 
and  **  B-1,"  respectively,  attached  to  the  petition  herein  filed  August  26,  1909. 

Ordered :  2.  That  this  Commission  hereby  determines  the  points  and  manner 
of  crossing  the  highways  hereinafter  specified  by  such  improved  line  of  the 
petitioner's  railroad  as  follows: 

Allegany  County: 

Town  of  Bums:  Highway  about  2200  feet  measured  northerly  along  the 
railroad  from  Burns  station,  at  station  460  of  exhibits  "A"  and  "A-1";  the 
highway  shall  be  changed  in  location  and  carried  over  the  railroad  at  right- 
angles  at  a  point  about  60  feet  measured  southerly  along  the  railroad  from 
the  present  crossing  at  grade  on  a  steel  structure  16  feet  wide  between  wheel- 
guards  and  with  a  clearance  of  211^  feet  above  the  top  of  the  rail  of  the 
improved  line  of  the  railroad.  The  bridge  shall  have  a  wooden  floor.  The 
maximum  grade  of  the  approaches  to  the  bridge  shall  be  8  per  cent.  And  a 
piece  of  existing  highway  shall  be  abandoned  and  a  piece  of  new  highway 
constructed  in  accordance  with  exhibit  "  C-1 "  attached  to  the  petition.  Guard- 
rails shall  be  constructed  on  the  approaches. 

Town  of  Bums:  Highway  about  6600  feet  northwesterly  measured  along 
the  railroad  from  Burns  station,  at  station  504  plus  10  of  exhibits  "A"  and 
"A-1  '* ;  the  highway  shall  be  changed  in  location  and  shall  be  carried  under 
the  railroad  at  a  point  northwesterly  of  the  existing  crossing,  as  shown  on 
exhibit  ''  C-2  "  attached  to  the  petition,  through  a  20-foot  arch  with  a  vertical 
clearance  of  15  feet,  as  shown  on  said  exhibit  "  C-2."  A  piece  of  existing 
highway  shall  be  abandoned  and  a  piece  of  new  highway  shall  be  constructed 
in  accordance  with  said  exhibit  "  C-2."  As  the  proposed  location  of  the  new 
highway  is  swampy  in  character,  and  it  is  feared  oy  the  representatives  of 
the  town  that  the  new  road  may  sink  because  of  the  location  in  which  it  is 
built,  the  town  may  apply  to  the  Commission  at  any  time  within  four  years 
from  the  construction  of  the  new  highway,  and  if  on  such  application  it  shall 
appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commission  that  said  road  has  sunk  by 
reason  of  the  character  of  the  ground  on  which  it  is  located,  or  by  reason  of 
the  method  of  construction  employed  by  the  railroad,  the  railroad  comnany 
shall  restore  the  highway  to  the  grade  and  elevation  shown  on  said  exnibit 
"  C-2."  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  relieve  the  railroad 
company  of  any  obligation  imposed  by  statute  to  construct  such  proposed  new 
piece  of  highway  in  such  manner  as  not  to  have  unnecessarily  impaired  the 
usefulness  of  the  highway,  nor  to  impose  upon  the  railroad  company  any 
obligation  to  repair  tne  enects  upon  suCh  highway  of  ordinary  wear  and  tear 
or  erosion  not  due  to  sinking  of  the  bed  of  the  highway  or  methods  of  con- 
struction employed  by  the  railroad  company.  If  it  shall  appear  during  such 
period  that  the  grade  of  said  new  piece  of  highway  is  not  sufficiently  high  to 
raise  it  above  the  accumulation  of  water  in  the  adjacent  swamp,  the  railroad 
company  shall  raise  the  elevation  of  said  piece  of  new  highway  above  the 
level  of  such  water.  Guard-rails  shall  be  erected  along  the  south  side  of 
said  new  piece  of  highway.  The  railroad  company  shall  construct  such  culverts 
across  said  piece  of  new  highway  as  may  be  necessary  for  proper  drainage 
of  the  highway. 

Town  of  Bums:  Highway  about  9600  feet  northwesterly  measured  along 
the  railroad  from  Burns  station,  at  station  534  plus  11.4  of  exhibits  "A"  and 
"A-1  " ;  the  highway  on  its  present  line  shall  be  carried  over  the  railroad  at 
a  point  shown  on  exhibit  "  C-3  "  attached  to  the  petition,  on  a  steel  structure 
20  feet  in  width  between  wheel-guards,  with  a  clearance  of  21%  feet  above  the 
top  of  rail  of  the  existing  line  of  the  railroad.  The  bridge  shall  have  a  wooden 
floor.    The  maximum  grade  on  the  approaches  to  the  bridge  shall  be  8  per  cent 
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on  the  north  side  and  7  per  cent  on  the  south  side.     Guard-rails  shall  be 
constructed  on  the  apj>roacDe8. 

Town  of  Burns:  Highway  about  13,800  feet  northwesterly  measured  along 
the  railroad  from  Burns  station  at  about  station  576  of  exhibits  ''A"  and 
''A-1'*;  the  highway  shall  be  changed  in  location  and  shall  be  carried  oyer 
the  railroad  at  a  point  shown  on  exhibit  "  C-4  **  attached  to  the  petition,  as 
station  574  plus  25,  on  the  alignment  shown  on  said  exhibit  "C-4."  The 
highway  shall  be  carried  over  the  railroad  on  a  steel  structure  20  feet  in 
width  between  wheel-guards,  with  a  clearance  of  21i^  feet  above  the  top  of 
rail  of  the  existing  line  of  the  railroad.  The  bridge  shall  have  a  wooden 
floor.  The  maximum  grade  on  the  approaches  to  the  bridge  shall  be  6  per  cent. 
Guard-rails  shall  be  constructed  on  tiie  approaches.  A  piece  of  existing  high- 
way shall  be  abandoned  and  a  piece  of  new  highway  snail  be  constructed  in 
accordance  with  said  exhibit  **  C-4." 

Livingston  County: 

Town  of  Nunda:  Crossing  about  11,700  feet  east  of  Dal  ton  station,  at 
about  station  1142  plus  15,  of  exhibits  "B"  and  "B-1";  the  highway  shall 
be  changed  in  location  and  shall  be  carried  over  the  railroad  at  a  point  shown 
on  the  plan  marked  exhibit  "C-6''  attaehed  to  the  petition  as  station  1141 
pluB  50,  and  in  accordance  with  said  exhibit  "C-5."  The  highway  shall  be 
carried  over  the  railroad  on  a  steel  structure  16  feet  wide  between  wheel- 
guards,  with  a  clearance  of  21^  feet  above  the  top  of  the  rail  of  the  railroad. 
The  bridge  shall  have  a  wooden  floor.  The  maximum  grade  on  the  approaches 
to  the  bridge  shall  be  8  per  cent,  as  shown  on  said  exhibit  "C-5.''  Guard- 
rails  shall  be  constructed  on  the  approaches.  A  piece  of  existing  highway 
shall  be  abandoned  and  a  new  piece  of  highway  constructed  in  accordance 
with  said  exhibit  "  C-5." 

Town  of  Portage:  Crossing  about  3900  feet  westerly  measured  along  the 
railroad  from  Dalton  station^  at  station  1290  plus  74.7  of  exhibits  "  B  *^  and 
"  B-1  " ;  this  highway  shall  be  changed  in  location  and  shall  be  carried  over 
the  railroad  at  a  point  shown  on  plan  marked  exhibit  ''  C-6  "  as  station  1302. 
The  highway  shall  be  carried  over  the  railroad  on  a  steel  structure  14  feet 
wide  between  guards,  with  a  clearance  of  21^^  feet  above  the  top  of  the  rail 
of  the  railroad.  The  bridge  shall  have  a  wooden  floor.  The  maximum  grade 
on  the  approaches  on  the  south  side  shall  be  7  per  cent,  and  on  the  north 
side  4  per  cent.  Guard-rails  shall  be  constructed  on  the  approaches.  A  piece 
of  existing  highway  shall  be  abandoned  and  a  piece  of  new  highway  shall  be 
construct^  in  accordance  with  said  exhibit  "  C-6." 

Ordered:  3.  That  this  Commission  hereby  determinefl  that  the  alt4«rRtions 
in  existing  highways  as  shown  on  said  exhibits  "C-1,"  •' C-2."  "C-4,"  "C-S," 
and  "C-6"  shall  be  made,  provided  snd  upon  the  conditions  that  they  shall 
be  made  at  the  sole  expense  of  the  Erie  Railroad  Company,  the  petitioner 
herein. 

Ordered:  4.  That  all  new  highways  included  in  this  order,  and  such  por- 
tions of  old  highways  whose  existing  grade  is  to  be  changed,  shall  be  con- 
structed with  a  traveled  way  at  least  20  feet  wide,  sufficiently  crowned  and 
paved  for  a  depth  of  not  less  than  six  inches  with  suitable  gravel  properly 
compacted,  and  that  the  top  width  of  the  embankments  at  the  overgrade 
crossings  at  stations  574  plus  25  and  534  plus  11.4  be  made  not  less  than 
24  feet. 

Ordered:  5.  That  particular  descriptions  by  metes  and  bounds  and  courses 
of  the  highways  to  be  abandoned  or  new  highways  to  be  constructed  as  here- 
inbefore set  forth  shall  be  made  by  the  petitioner  and  flled  with  the  papers 
and  records  in  this  case  after  the  same  shall  have  received  the  approval  of 
the  representatives  of  the  various  towns  interested  as  to  their  correctness.

automatic  crossing-bell  satisfactorily  disposes  of  the  complaint.

In  the  Matter  of  the  Application  of  The  Terminal 
Railway  of  Buffalo  for  a  modification  of  the 
determination  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners dated  April  30,  1907,  as  to  the  railway  of 
said  company  crossing  highways  in  the  town  of  Cheek- 
towaga,  Erie  county. 

The  former  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  on  the  30th  day  of  April, 
1007,  made  an  order  and  determination  eliminating  grade  crossings  of  French 
road.  Union  road,  Lawson  road,  and  Rowley  road,  public  highways  in  the 
town  of  Checktowaga,  over  the  tracks  of  The  Terminal  Railway  of  Buffalo. 
The  town  appealed  from  said  order,  which  was  upon  said  appeal  affirmed  by 
the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Fourth  Department,  and  by 
the  Court  of  Appeals.  The  said  Terminal  Railway  of  Buffalo  also  filed  a 
petition  with  said  former  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  asking  for  an 
amendment  or  modification  of  said  order  in  certain  particulars.  This  petition 
coming  on  for  hearing  before  this  Commission,  the  Commission  decided  that 
it  had  authority  and  jurisdiction  to  entertain  the  same.  This  decision  was 
affirmed  by  the*  Special  Term  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  by  the  Appellate 
Division  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Third  Department.    After  such  affirmance  the 
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Commission  heard  the  proofs  of  the  parties,  aiid  on  October  1,  1909,  the  said 
Terminal  Hallway  filed  an  amended  petition  in  said  behalf,  superseding  the 
petition  filed  with  the  former  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  and  the 
Commission  thereupon  heard  the  proofs  of  the  parties. 

Alter   due  consideration  the  Commission   is  of  opinion  that  the  receiving 
and  classification  yard  proposed  to  be  constructed  by  the  petitioner  is  of  bUcH 
great  length  and  width  as  to  interpose  a  very  substantial  barrier  between  the 
country  lying  easterly  thereof  and  the  city  of  Buffalo  westerly  thereof.    That 
the  highways  named  are  of  increasing  importance  and  afford  the  only  means  of 
passage  over  said  yard;  and  for  that  reasttou  the  viaducts  or  bridges  should 
be  of  such  strength  and  capacity  as  will  unquestionably  provide  for  all  the 
use  of  said  highways  likely  to  be  required  at  any  time  in  the  future.    That 
the  unusual  nature  of  the  crossings  requircR  unusual  provision  for  public  use 
and  convenience.     For  this  reason  the  order  should  not  be  modified  as  to  the 
width  or  strength  of  the  viaducts  or  bridges  except  in  the  case  of  the  Rowley 
road,  as  to  which  the  highway  commissioner  of  the  town  conceded  that  the 
requiranents  of  the  order  were  greater  than  should  be  required.    The  Oom- 
mission  believes  said  yard  to  be  a  great  public  necessity,  that  the  exigencies 
of  its  construction  demand  certain  modifications  as  to  the  location  of  the 
crossings  of  French  and  Union  road  and  of  Lawson  road.     That  such  modi- 
fications are  not  of  a  character  to  impose  any  additional  burden  upon  the 
trayeling  public,  and  that  the  locations  thereof  hereinafter  established   are 
equally  favorable  to  the  traveling  public,  all  things  considered,  with  those 
fixed  by  the  order.    Certain  other  modifications  need  no  comment. 

The  railroad  company  also  asks  for  an  amendment  of  the  order  striking 
out  the  provision  charging  it  with  the  maintenance  of  the  roadway  and  side- 
walk of  the  bridges  and  approaches.  This  is  strenuously  exposed  by  the  town. 
The  railroad  company  bases  its  application  upon  the  ground  that  said  pro- 
vision is  void.  If  it  be  void,  as  contended,  its  presence  in  the  order  can  not 
be  harmful  to  the  company.  If  it  be  not  void,  there  are  so  many  conflicting 
reasons  as  to  its  justice  and  equity,  and  there  is  such  urgent  need  for  a 
cessation  of  litiffation  regarding  these  crossings  which  has  delayed  the  con- 
struction of  said  yard  for  two  years  and  a-half,  that  the  Commission  believes 
it  better  to  undertake  no  reconsideration  of  the  question.  In  view  of  the 
foregoing,  it  is 

Ordered:  That  said  determination  and  order  of  the  former  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  dated  the  30th  day  of  April,  1907,  be  and  hereby  is 
modified  and  amended  as  follows,  this  Commission  determining  that  said 
modifications  and  amendments  are  proper  and  necessary: 

1.  Rowley  road:  a.  Strike  out  the  words  "of  a  width  of  30  feet  from  road- 
way'^  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  words  "of  a  clear  width  of  24  feet  for 
the  roadway ".  h.  Strike  out  the  words  "  and  be  of  a  length  to  span  the 
entire  right  of  way  of  said  railway"  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"  and  be  of  a  length  of  approximately  200  feet ".  c.  In  the  requirement  for 
the  floor  of  said  bridge  strike  out  the  word  "  asphalt "  and  insert  in  place 
thereof  the  words  "  the  best  quality  of  paving  brick  *\  d.  In  the  requirements 
for  the  width  of  the  approaches  to  said  bridge  strike  out  the  words  "  thirty- 
five  ^  and  insert  in  pl^ce  thereof  the  words  "  twenty -nine " ;  and  after  the 
word  "  macadamized  ^  insert  the  words  "  a  width  of  18  feet  and  a  depth  of 
not  less  than  6  inches  with  a  sidewalk  constructed  of  macadam  topped  with 
screenings  of  a  width  of  5  feet,  the  said  approaches  to  be  guarded  by  a  strong 
and  substantial  railing  on  both  sides,  of  a  material  and  dimensions  to  be 
approved  in  connecticm  with  the  detailed  plans  for  said  bridge  ".  e.  In  the 
requirement  for  the  strength  of  said  bridge  strike  out  the  words  "to  carry  a 
street  surface  railroad  car  weighing  fifty  tons  loaded"  and  insert  in  place 
thereof  the  words  "  to  sustain  its  own  dead  weicht  together  with  a  uniformly 
distributed   load  of  100  pounds  to  the  square  foot  with  a  concentrated  load 

equivalent  to  an  eighteen-ton  steam  road  roller  arranf^ed  as  follows:  six  tons 

on  forward  axle,  and  twelve  tons  on  rear  axle,  axles  ten  feet  apart,  the  roller 

asRumed  to  occupy  a  width  of  twelve  feet". 
2   Lawson  road:     a.  In  the  description  of  the  location  of  the  bridge  strike 

out  the  words  "at  the  present  location  of  the  crossing"  and  insert  in  place 
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thereof  the  words  "  substantially  as  shown  upon  the  map  annexed  to  the 
amended  petition  of  said  Terminal  Railway  of  Buffalo  filed  with  this  Com- 
mission on  the  Ist  day  of  October,  1909,  upon  a  new  highway  to  be  laid  out 
and  constructed  substantially  as  shown  upon  said  map,  the  part  crossing  the 
center  line  of  said  Terminal  Railway  to  be  at  right  angles  thereto  and  the 
part  parallel  to  said  center  line  being  at  a  distance  of  1600  feet  therefrom 
the  two  parts  to  be  united  by  a  curve  of  two  hundred  feet  radius.  The 
width  of  said  new  highway  to  be  sixty-six  feet.  A  good  earth  roadbed  paved 
with  gravel  six  inches  thick  to  a  width  of  not  less  than  sixteen  feet  with 
proper  drainage  ditches  to  be  constructed  by  said  Terminal  Railway  except 
as  otherwise  herein  directed  as  to  the  approaches.  The  existing  highway 
between  the  points  of  jimction  with  the  new  highway  to  be  closed  and  dis- 
continued when  the  new  highwav,  including  the  bridge  and  approaches,  shall 
have  been  fully  constructed  and  opened  for  public  use."  h.  In  the  require- 
ment for  the  lenffth  of  span  of  the  bridge  strike  out  the  words  "  and  be  of  a 
length  to  span  the  entire  right  of  way  of  said  railway"  and  insert  in  place 
thereof  the  words  ''and  be  of  a  length  of  approximately  seven  hundred  and 
fifty  feet",  o.  In  the  requirements  as  to  the  floor  of  the  bridge  strike  out 
the  word  "asphalt"  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  words  "the  best  quality 
of  paving  brick",  d.  In  the  requirements  as  to  the  approaches  after  the 
word  "  macadunized  "  insert  the  words  "  a  width  of  eighteen  feet  and  a  depth 
of  not  less  than  six  inches  with  a  sidewalk  constructed  of  macadam  topped 
with  screenings  of  a  width  of  five  feet  and  shall  be  guarded  by  a  strong  and 
substantial  railing  on  both  sides,  of  a  material  and  dimensions  to  be  approved 
in  connection  with  the  detailed  plans  for  said  bridge  ". 

3.  Union  road  and  French  road:  a.  In  the  description  of  the  new  high- 
ways to  be  laid  out  and  the  location  of  the  bridge,  strike  out  the  words  "prac- 
tically at  the  intersection  of  the  present  Union  and  French  roads  grade 
crossings,"  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  words  "as  shown  upon  the  map 
annexed  to  the  amended  petition  of  said  Terminal  Railway  of  Buffalo  filed 
with  this  Commission  the  Ist  day  of  October,  1909^  at  a  distance  of  prac- 
tically six  hundred  and  forty  feet  southwest  from  the  point  of  intersection 
of  the  center  lines  of  said  Union  road  and  French  road,  and  at  right  angles 
to  the  center  Hne  of  said  Terminal  Railway;  the  new  highways  to  be  opened 
connecting  the  said  French  road  and  Union  road  te  be  parallel  with  said 
center  line,  the  new  highway  te  the  northwest  of  said  railroad  te  be  one 
thousand  one  himdred  sixty-five  feet  from  said  center  line  and  the  new  high- 
way to  the  southeast  of  said  railroad  te  be  one  thousand  one  hundred  fifty 
feet  from  said  center  line,  said  new  highway  te  be  joined  te  the  new  highway 
crossing  the  railroad  at  right  angles  with  curves  in  both  directions  having 
a  radius  of  two  hundred  feet.  The  width  of  said  new  highways  to  be  sixty- 
six  feet.  A  good  earth  roadbed  paved  with  gravel  six  inches  thick  to  a  width 
of  not  less  than  sixteen  feet  with  proper  drainage  ditehes  to  be  constructed 
by  said  Terminal  Railway,  except  as  otherwise  herein  directed  as  to  the 
approaches.  The  existing  highways  between  the  several  poinU  of  junction 
with  the  new  highways  to  be  closed  and  discontinued  when  the  new  highways, 
including  the  bridge  and  approaches,  shall  have  been  fully  constructed  and 
opened  for  public  use."  &.  In  the  requirements  as  to  the  length  of  the  bridge 
strike  out  the  words  "  and  be  of  a  length  to  span  the  entire  right  of  way  of 
said  railway"  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  words  "and  be  of  the  length 
of  approximately  seven  hundred  and  sixty-five  feet",  c.  In  the  requirement 
as  to  the  floor  of  said  bridge  strike  out  the  word  "asphalt"  and  insert  in 
place  thereof  the  words  "  the  best  quality  of  paving  brick ".  d.  In  the 
requirement  as  to  the  approaches  after  the  word  "  macadamized  "  insert  the 
words  "  a  width  of  eighteen  feet  and  a  depth  of  not  less  than  six  inches  with 
a  sidewalk  constructed  of  macadam  topped  with  screenings  of  a  width  of  five 
feet,  and  shall  be  guarded  by  a  strong  and  substantial  railing  on  both  sides 
of  a  material  and  dimensions  to  be  approved  in  connection  with  the  detailed 
plans  for  said  bridge". 

4.  That  the  vertical  clearance  of  each  and  every  of  said  bridges  from  the 
top  of  the  rails  of  the  railroad  tracks  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty-one  feet. 

It  is  hereby  expressly  stated  that  this  order  is  amendatory  only  of  said 
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determination  dated  April  30,  1007,  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissiooers, 
and  shall  not  be  construed  as  amending  or  modifying  in  any  respect  the 
provision  of  said  determination  of  said  Board  of  Kaiiroad  Commissioners 
which  is  contained  in  and  is  repeated  in  said  determination  in  these  words: 
"  that  The  Terminal  Railway  of  Buffalo  shall  maintain  the  roadway  and 
side^'alk  on  the  said  overhead  bridge  and  said  approaches  thereto,  irrespective 
of  the  provisions  of  section  64  of  the  Railroad  Law  ";  but  this  order  shall  not 
be  construed  as  in  any  manner  affirming  said  provision  junt  quoted,  it  being 
the  express  intent  of  this  Commission  in  this  order  to  modify  the  said  order 
of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Oommiasioners  only  as  herein  expressly  stated. 
Annexed  hereto  is  a  copy  of  those  portions  of  said  order  which  are  herein 
amended,  embodying  the  amendments  directed  by  this  order. 

a.  That  the  Rowley  road  highway  grade  crossing  of  The  Terminal  Railway 
of  Buffalo  in  the  town  of  Cheek towaga,  Erie  county,  shall  be  changed  to  an 
overhead  bridge  crossing  of  said  railway  to  be  situated  at  the  present  location 
of  the  crossing;  that  said  overhead  bridge  shall  be  of  steel,  of  a  clear  width 
of  24  feet  for  the  roadway  and  have  a  five  feet  sidewalk  on  brackets  and  be  of 
a  length  of  approximately  200  feet;  that  the  floor  of  said  overhead  bridge 
shall  be  of  the  best  quality  of  paving  brick;  that  the  approaches  to  said 
overhead  bridge  shall  be  on  a  grade  not  greater  than  four  per  cent  and  shall 
be  of  a  width  of  20  feet,  including  roadway  and  sidewalk ;  that  said  approaches 
shall  be  macadamized  a  width  of  18  feet  and  a  depth  of  not  less  than  6 
inches  with  a  sidewalk  constructed  of  macadam  topped  with  screenings 
of  a  width  of  5  feet,  the  said  approaches  to  be  guarded  by  a  strong  and 
substantial  railing  on  both  sides,  of  a  material  and  dimensions  to  be  approved 
m  connection  with  the  detailed  plans  for  said  bridge;  that  said  overhead 
bridge  shall  be  of  sufficient  strength  to  sustain  its  own  dead  weight  together 
with  a  uniformly  distributed  load  of  100  pounds  to  the  square  foot  with  a 
concentrated  load  equivalent  to  an  eighteen- ton  steam  road  roller  arranged 
as  follows:  six  tons  on  forward  axle,  and  twelve  tons  on  rear  axle,  axles 
ten  feet  apart,  the  roller  assumed  to  occupy  a  width  of  twelve  feet. 

6.  That  the  Lawson  Road  highway  grade  crossing  of  The  Terminal  Railway 
of  Buffalo  in  the  town  of  Cheektowaga,  Erie  county,  shall  be  changed  to  an 
overhead  bridge  crossing  of  said  railway  to  be  situated  substantially  as  shown 
upon  the  map  annexed  to  the  amended  petition  of  said  Terminal  Railway  of 
Buffalo  filed  with  this  Commission  on  the  1st  day  of  October,  1000,  upon  a 
new  highway  to  be  laid  out  and  constructed  substantialW  as  shown  upon  said 
map,  the  part  crossing  the  center  line  of  said  Terminal  Railway  to  be  at  rignt 
angles  thereto  and  the  part  parallel  to  said  center  line  being  at  a  distance  of 
1600  feet  therefrom  the  two  parts  to  be  united  by  a  curve  of  two  hundred  feet 
radius.  The  width  of  said  new  highway  to  be  sixtv-six  feet.  A  good  earth 
roadbed  paved  with  gravel  six  inches  thick  to  a  width  of  not  less  than  sixteen 
feet  with  proper  drainage  ditches  to  be  constructed  by  said  Terminal  Railway 
except  as  otherwise  herein  directed  as  to  the  approaches.  The  existing  high- 
way between  the  points  of  junction  with  the  new  highway  to  be  closed  and 
discontinued  when  the  new  highway,  including  the  bridge  and  approaches, 
shall  have  been  fully  constructed  and  opened  for  public  use.  That  said  over- 
head bridge  shall  be  of  steel,  of  a  width  of  thirty  feet  for  roadway  and  have 
a  five  feet  sidewalk  on  brackets  and  be  of  a  length  of  approximately  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  feet;  that  the  floor  of  said  overhead  bridge  shall  be  of  the 
best  quality  of  paving  brick;  that  the  approaches  to  said  overhead  bridge  shall 
be  on  a  grade  not  greater  than  four  per  cent,  and  ahall  be  of  a  width  of 
thirty-five  feet,  including  roadway  and  sidewalk;  that  said  approaches  shall 
be  macadamized  a  width  of  eighteen  feet  and  a  depth  of  not  less  than  six 
inches  with  a  sidewalk  constructed  of  macadam  topped  with  screenings  of  a 
width  of  five  feet  and  shall  be  guarded  by  a  strong  and  substantial  railing 
on  both  sides,  of  a  material  and  dimensions  to  be  approved  in  connection  with 
the  detailed  plans  for  said  bridge;  that  said  overhead  bridge  shall  be  of 
sufficient  strength  to  carry  a  street  surface  railroad  car  weighing  fifty  tons 
loaded. 

c.  That  the  Union  road  and  the  French  road  highway  grade  crossings  of 
The  Terminal  Railway  of  Buffalo  in  the  town  of  Cheektbwaga,  Erie  county, 
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shah  be  closed  and  discontinued^  and  that  new  pieces  of  highway  substantially 
parallel  with  the  tracks  and  an  overhead  bridge  crossing  of  said  railway  (to 
take  the  place  of  these  two  existing  flprade  crossings)  shall  be  constructed,  the 
said  overhead  bridge  crossing  to  l^  located  as  shown  upon  the  map  annexed 
to  the  amended  petition  of  said  Terminal  Railway  of  Buffalo  filed  with  this 
Commission  the  1st  day  of  October,  1909,  at  a  distance  of  practically  six 
hundred  and  forty  feet  southwest  from  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  center 
lines  of  said  Union  road  and  French  road,  and  at  right  angles  to  the  center 
line  of  said  Terminal  Railway;  the  new  highways  to  he  opened  connecting  the 
said  French  road  and  Union  road  to  be  parallel  with  said  center  line,  the 
new  highway  to  the  northwest  cf  said  railroad  to  be  one  thousand  one  hundred 
and  sixty-five  feet  from  said  center  line  and  the  new  highway  to  the  southeajst 
of  said  railroad  to  be  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  from  said 
center  line,  said  new  highways  to  be  joined  to  the  new  highway  crossing  the 
railroad  at  right  angles  with  curves  in  both  directions  having  a  radius  of  two 
hundred  feet.  The  width  of  said  new  highways  to  be  sixty-six  feet.  A  good 
earth  roadbed  paved  with  gravel  six  inches  thick  to  a  width  of  not  less  Uian 
sixteen  feet  with  proper  drainage  ditches  to  be  constructed  by  said  Terminal 
Railway,  except  as  otherwise  herein  directed  as  to  the  approaches.  The 
existing  highways  between  the  several  points  of  junction  with  the  new  high- 
ways to  be  closed  and  discontinued  when  the  new  highways,  including  the 
bridge  and  approaches,  shall  have  been  fully  constructed  and  opened  for  public

screenings  of  a  width  of  five  feet  and  shall  be  guarded  by  a  strong  and  substan- 
tial railing  on  both  sides,  of  a  material  and  dimensions  to  be  approved  in 
connection  with  the  detailed  plans  for  said  bridge;  that  said  overhead  bridge 
shall  be  of  sufficient  strength  to  carry  a  street  surface  railroad  car  weighing 
fifty  tons  loaded.

In  the  paragraph  marked  "A"  determining  the  method 
of  eliminating  the  Clinton  street  highway  grade  crossing,  strike  uut  the  worda 
"  and  be  of  a  length  to  span  the  entire  right  of  way  of  said  railway  '  and 
insert  in  place  thereof  the  words  "  and  be  of  the  length  of  approximately  nine 
hundred  and  twenty- five  feet  '*.  h.  In  the  requirements  tor  the  floor  of  said 
bridge  strike  out  the  word  **  asphalt  **  and  insert  in  place  thereof  *'  the  best 
quality  of  paving  brick  **.  c.  In  the  requirements  for  the  approaches,  after 
the  word  "  brick?'  insert  the  words  "  a  clear  width  of  eighteen  feet  for  the 
roadway  and  shall  have  a  sidewalk  constructed  of  macadam  topped  with 
screenings  of  a  width  of  five  feet  and  shall  be  guarded  b^  a  strong  and  sub- 
stantial railing  on  both  sides,  of  a  material  and  dimensions  to  be  approved 
in  connection  with  the  detailed  plans  for  said  bridge;  the  paving  of.  said 
approaches  shall  be  extended  along  said  Clinton  street  in  both  directions  to 
the  points  where  said  street  is  now  actually  paved." 

2.  Mineral  Spring  road :  o.  In  the  re<juirement  for  the  length  of  the  bridge 
to  be  constructed  upon  the  Mineral  Spring  road,  strike  out  the  words  **  and 
be  of  a  length  to  span  the  entire  right  of  way  of  said  railway  "  and  insert  in 
place  thereof  "and  be  of  the  length  of  approximately  one  hundred  and 
seventy-five  feet",  b.  In  the  requirement  as  to  the  floor  of  the  bridge  strike 
out  the  word  "  asphalt "  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  words  '*  the  best 
quality  of  paving  brick  ".  c.  In  the  requirements  as  to  the  approaches,  after 
the  word  "macadamized,"  insert  the  words  " a  width  of  eighteen  feet  and  a 
depth  of  not  less  than  six  inches,  with  a  sidewalk  constructed  of  macadam 
topped  with  screenings  of  a  width  of  five  feet,  and  shall  be  guarded  by  a 
strong  and  substantial  railing  on  both  sides,  of  a  material  and  dimensions 
to  be  approved  in  connection  with  the  detailed  plans  for  said  bridge,  with 
the  approach  upon  the  northwesterly  side  to  be  carried  out  upon  the  Indian 
Church  road  a  sufficient  distance  to  make  the  required  grade  of  not  more 
than  four  per  cent." 

3.  That  the  vertical  clearance  of  both  of  said  bridges  from  the  top  of  the 
rails  of  the  railroad  tracks  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty-one  feet. 

It  is  hereby  expressly  determined  that  this  order  is  amendatory  only  of 
such  determination  dated  April  30,  1907,  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners, and  shall  not  be  construed  as  amending  or  modifying  the  provision 
of  such  determination  of  the  said  Board  of  Railroad  Conunissioners  which  is 
contained  in  and  repeated  in  said  determination  as  to  both  bridges  in  the 
following  words:  "That  The  Terminal  Railway  of  Buffalo  shall  maintain 
the  roadway  and  sidewalk  on  the  said  overhead  bridge  and  said  approaches 
thereto  irrespective  of  the  provisions  of  section  64  of  the  Railroad  Law";

Biined  by  tbe  order  of  the  ConunisBion  of  December  80,  1908,  and  relate  to 
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claimB  by  complainant  for  rej^ation  on  ahipmenta  referred  to  at  the  hearing 
held  in  the  city  of  Rochester  on  December  4,  1908,  and  which,  upon  the 
eyidence  relating  thereto,  are  submitted  by  the  parties  for  determination  by 
the  Commission. 

1.  Complainant's  Brighton  items  Noe.  218  and  220,  claim  for  overcharge 
on  shipments  of  carrots.  It  appears  that  these  two  shipments  moved  from 
Morton,  N.  Y.,  on  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  division  of  respond- 
ent, to  Brighton,  K.  Y.,  on  the  main  line  of  respondent's  railroad,  under 
respective  way-bill  dates  of  November  21  and  23,  1907,  for  which  transporta- 
tion respondent,  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Com- 
pany, charged  complainant,  Gleason  Cold  Storage  Company,  the  sum  of 
$75.18,  the  same  being  at  the  rate  of  14  cents  per  hundred  pounds  upon  an 
Aggregate  weigjht  of  53,700  pounds.  Such  charee  was  made  in  accordance 
with  effective  fifth-class  rate  on  said  commodity  from  said  point  of  shipment 
to  destination  as  shown  in  respondent's  tariff  P.  S.  C,  2  N.  Y.,  No.  2700, 
filed  with  the  Commission  October  28,  1007.  The  claim  for  excessive  charge, 
amounting  to  $48.33,  is  based  on  the  fact  that  at  the  time  said  shipments 
moved  respondent  had  in  effect  on  said  commodity  a  rate  of  5  cents  per 
hundred  pounds  from  Spencerport,  N.  Y.,  to  Brighton,  Spencerport  being 
situated  on  the  so  called  Niagara  Falls  branch  of  respondent  and  adjacent  to 
Morton.  Effective  August  1,  1908,  respondent  establi^^hed  a  rate  of  7  cents 
per  hundred  pounds  on  carrots  from  Morton  to  Brighton  as  shown  in  its 
tariff  P.  S.  C,  2  N.  Y.,  No.  4155,  filed  with  the  Comnilssion  July  1,  1908. 
Upon  such  aggregate  weight  of  53,700  pounds  the  charge  on  said  shipments 
at  a  rate  of  7  cents  per  hundred  pounds  would  have  been  $37.59.  The 
amount  exacted  for  said  transportation  in  excess  of  $37.59  was  $37.59,  and 
this  amount  should  be  allowed  complainant  in  reparation. 

2.  Complainant's  Brighton  item  No.  176,  shipment  of  one  car  of  pears. 
It  appears  that  this  shipment  consisted  of  163  barrels  of  pears,  of  a  carload 
weight  of  29,340  pounds,  consigned  from  Sodus,  N.  Y.,  to  Brighton,  N.  Y., 
under  way-bill  date  of  October  18,  1907;  that  before  the  car  reached  Brighton 
it  was  diverted  to  Chicago,  and  the  freight  charge  for  the  entire  transporta- 
tion paid  at  destination  point.  Notwittistanding  the  facts  as  here  stated, 
respondent.  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company, 
exacted  from  complainant,  Gleason  Cold  Storage  Company,  the  sum  of  $14.67, 
the  charge  involved  in  a  shipment  of  pears  as  above  described  from  Sodus 
to  Brighton,  in  accordance  with  effective  rate  of  5  cents  per  hundred  pounds 
as  contained  in  supplement  No.  1  to  respondent's  tariff  P.  S.  C,  2  N.  Y., 
No.  41,  filed  with  the  Commission  October  14,  1907.  This  is  a  plain  case 
of  wrongful  charge,  and  refund  to  the  amount  of  $14.67  is  properly  due  and 
should  be  made  to  complainant. 

3.  Complainant's  Brighton  item  No.  168,  claim  for  overcharge  on  shipment 
of  apples.  It  appears  that  this  shipment  consisted  of  180  barrels  of  apples, 
of  a  carload  weight  of  28,800  pounds,  transported  from  Seneca  Falls,  N.  Y., 
to  Brighton,  N.  Y.,  under  way-bill  date  of  October  16,  1907,  for  which 
transportation  respondent.  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad 
Company,  exacted  from  complainant,  Gleason  Cold  Storage  Company,  the 
sum  of  $21.60,  the  same  being  charged  at  a  rate  of  7%  cents  per  hundred 
pounds  through  error.  The  regularly  established  rate  on  said  commodity 
from  said  point  of  shipment  to  destination  at  the  time  said  shipment  moved 
was  6  cents  per  hundred  pounds  as  shown  in  supplement  No.  1  to  respondent's 
tariff  P.  S.  C,  2  N.  Y.,  No.  40,  filed  with  the  Conunission  October  11,  1907, 
which  rate  if  applied  would  produce  an  amount  of  $17.28,  a  difference  of 
$4.32.  At  the  hearing  respondent  contended  that  this  difference  of  $4.32  had 
been  refimded  to  complainant,  but  such  contention  has  been  withdrawn. 
There  was  no  established  tariff  authority  for  the  said  rate  of  7^  cents  pnr 
hundred  pounds  exacted  on  the  shipment  as  above  described,  and  the  difference 
between  the  amount  collected,  $21.60,  and  $17.28,  the  amount  produced  by 
Bidd  effective  rate  of  6  cents  per  hundred  pounds,  namely,  $4.32,  is  properly 
due  and  should  be  paid  to  complainant. 

4.  Complainant's  Brighton  item  No.  205,  claim  for  overcharge  on  shipment 
of  apples.    It  appears  that  this  shipment  consisted  of  200  barrels  of  apples^ 
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of  A  carload  weight  of  dl,700  pounds,  transported  from  Kent  Street  station, 
Rochester,  N.  Y.,  to  Brighton,  N.  Y.,  under  way-bill  date  of  Octol>er  30.  1907, 
for  which  transportation  respondent,  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  Railroad  Company,  exacted  from  complainant,  Gleason  Cold  Storage 
Company,  the  sum  of  $28.34,  the  same  being  stated  as  charged  at  a  joint 
rate  of  9  cents  per  hundred  pounds  as  shown  by  supplement  Ko.  5  to  Buffalo, 
Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  Railway  Company  tariff  P.  S.  C,  2  N.  Y.,  No.  79, 
filed  with  the  Commission  October  24,  1907.  Apparently  this  shipment 
actually  did  originate  at  Ridge  Road  on  the  last  named  company's  railway 
and  was  transported  to  Brighton,  the  said  rate  of  9  cents  was  properly 
applied,  and  reparation  as  to  such  shipment  should  be  denied.

Hilton,  N.  Y.,  to  LeRoy,  N.  Y.,  under  way-bill  date  of  September  26, 
1907,  shipment  of  101  barrels,  10,720  pounds  of  apples  and  6.440  pounds  of 
pears,  aggregate  weight  16,160  pounds,  charged  at  rate  of  16  cents  per  hundred 
pounds,  $25.86.  At  the  time  said  shipment  moved  the  carload  rate  on  apples 
from  said  point  of  shipment  to  destination  was  6  cents  per  hundred  pounds, 
carloads,  minimum  weight  24,000  pounds.  Effective  February  19,  1909, 
respondent  established  a  rate  of  6  cents  per  hundred  pounds  on  pears,  car- 
loads, minimum  weight  24,000  pounds,  as  appears  by  supplement  No.  6  to 
iU  tariff  P.  S.  C,  2  N.  Y.,  No.  4528,  filed  with  the  C  ommission  February  17, 
1909.

6.  Complainant's  claim  for  overcharges  on  apples  on  account  of  hasinff 
rates  on  actual  weight  instead  of  estimated  weignt  of  160  pounds  |>er  barrel 
during  the  period  from  August  1  to  October  21,  1907.  For  a  long  time  prior 
to  August  1,  1007,  and  durine  all  of  the  time  since  October  21,  1907,  respond- 
ent based  its  charges  on  apples  upon  an  estimated  weight  of  100  pounds  per 
barrel.  The  basing  of  apple  rates  on  estimated  weignt  is  a  practice  very 
generally  followed  by  carriers.  The  departure  by  respondent  from  the  general 
rule  during  the  period  mentioned  resulted  in  increased  charges  on  shipments 
of  apples  to  complainant  from  various  points.  On  a  few  shipments  this 
departure  from  the  general  rule  operated  to  produce  charges  based  on  actual 
weight  which  were  less  than  they  would  have  been  if  based  on  the  160  pounds 
per  barrel  estimated  weight.  Upon  a  schedule  submitted  it  appears  that 
the  overcharges  on  account  of  the  use  of  actual  weight  amounted  to  $63.02, 
while  the  undercharges  amounted  to  $4.79,  leaving  a  net  difference  on  account 
of  the  use  of  actual  weights,  $58.23.  A  reasonable  and  just  charge  during 
the  period  mentioned  would  have  been  on  the  basis  of  an  estimated  weight  of 
160  pounds  per  barrel.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  reparation  is  due 
complainant  on  account  of  the  use  of  actual  weight  instead  of  the  estimated 
weight  of  160  pounds  per  barrel  to  the  amount  of  $58.23. 

In  addition  to  the  claims  above  disposed  of  the  Commission  is  asked  by 
complainant  to  allow  reparation  for  expenses  of  complainant's  counsel  and 
employees  in  attending  the  hearings  in  this  matter  and  expenses  of  com- 
plainant's receiver  in  making  certain  trips  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
adjustment  of  the  daima.  The  complainant  also  claims  a  counsel  fee  of  $350. 
The  Commission  is  without  authority  to  allow  costs  or  counsel  fees  in  matters 
coming  before  it,  and  however  equitable  claims  based  upon  such  considerations 
may  1^,  they  must  be  denied. 

The  claims  hereby  allowed  amount  to  $211.96,  and  upon  consideration, 

It  is  Ordered,  that  the  complainant,  Gleason  Cold  Storage  Company,  is 
entitled  to  recover  from  respondent,  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad  Company,  the  sum  of  $211.96  as  reparation  for  and  on  account  of 
exaction  by  respondent  of  said  unjust  and  unreasonable  charges  hereinbefore 
specified  for  transportation  of  the  shipments  aforesaid.

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respondent  would  waive  all  charges  for  demurrage  at  Crescent,  for  the  move- 
ment from  Crescent  to  Rensselaer,  storage,  and  return  movement  from  Rens- 
selaer to  Crescent.  Effective  March  26,  1909,  a  rate  of  7  cents  per  hundred 
pounds  was  established  on  carload  shipments  of  said  commodity  from  Fulton- 
ville  to  Crescent  as  shown  by  West  Shore  railroad  tariff  P.  S.  C,  2  N.  Y.. 
No.  1392,  filed  with  the  Commission  February  23,  1909,  which  rate  respondent 
admits  would  be  a  just  and  reasonable  charge  applied  to  the  shipment  in 
question  and  which  applied  to  a  carload  weight  of  20,000  pounds  would 
result  in  a  charge  of  ^14.

Company,  the  complaint  alleges  that  respondent's  merchandise  rate  of  seventy- 
five  cents  per  hundred  pounds  for  the  transportation  of  handkerchiefs  in 
bundles  weighing  about  150  pounds  from  ]X)int8  in  the  borough  of  Manhattan. 
New  York  city,  to  City  Island  in  the  borough  of  the  Bronx,  New  York  citj'. 
is  unjust  and  unreasonable,  the  rate  including  collection  and  delivery  service 
as  well  as  transportation.  The  complaint  also  covers  the  return  of  the  hand- 
kerchiefs from  City  Island  to  complainants'  place  of  business.  The  handker- 
chiefs are  sent  by  complainants  to  City  Island  for  the  purpose  of  being 
embroidered  and  after  embroidery  are  returned  to  complainants,  whose  place 
of  business  is  at  48  WTiite  street.  In  transporting  the  handkerchiefs  to  City 
Island  the  respondent  takes  them  to  Bartow  on  the  Harlem  River  division 
of  The  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  and  from 
Bartow  they  are  carried  a  distance  of  about  three  miles  to  City  Island,  by 
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delivery  under  contract  performed  by  respondent  at  City  Island.  The  express 
rate  to  Bartow  is  fifty  cents  per  hundred  pounds,  but  there  are  only  a  few 
residences  near  the  Bartow  station,  and  that  station  is  really  the  point  on 
the  railroad  used  for  City  Island  business.  The  respondent  does  not  take 
this  New  York  city  traffic  to  City  Ishind  direct  by  the  Harlem  River  division 
of  The  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  as  that  would 
involve  a  long  wagon  haul  from  down-town  to  135th  street,  the  terminus  of 
the  Harlem  River  division,  and  the  amount  of  business  to  points  on  that 
division  is  not  sufficient  to  warrant  the  establishment  of  service  and  an 
agency  at  the  135th  Street  terminus.  What  the  respondent  does  is  to  take 
its  collections  of  express  packages  for  local  delivery  in  New  York  city  to  its 
own  depot  on  Wooster  street  where  they  are  assorted,  and  those  destined  to 
points  on  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  are  carried  to 
the  48th  Street  depot  of  that  railroad;  from  there  this  City  Island  traffic 
is  carried  on  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  to  New 
Rochclle,  where  it  is  transferred  to  the  Harlem  River  division  and  carried 
back  a  short  distance  on  that  division  from  New  Rochelle  to  Bartow,  and 
from  thore  delivered  by  re»iK)ndent's  contract  delivery  wa^>n  to  the  consignee 
in  City  Island.  The  cost  to  respondent  for  collection  and  deliver}-  service  is 
large,  and  is  state<l  in  the  testimony  to  constitute  about  27  per  cent  of  the 
gross  receipts  of  the  traffic  originating  at  or  destined  to  that  point.  The 
traffic  here  in  question  is  subject  to  a  long  wagon  haul  from  White  street  to 
Wooster  street,  and  thence  to  48th  street,  and  from  Bartow  to  City  Island. 
The  railroad  transportation  haul  is  short.  Respondent's  merchandise  rate 
from  New  York  city  points  to  New  Haven  is  sixty  cents,  including  collection 
and  delivery,  and  its  rate  from  New  York  to  Philadelphia  is  seventy-five  cents. 
The  transportation  to  Bartow  and  City  Island  is  not  over  a  route  entirely 
inclosed  within  the  longer  distance  route  to  New  Haven,  and  the  rule  in  the 
statute  against  a  greater  charge  for  a  shorter  than  for  a  longer  distance  over 
the  same  line  in  the  same  direction,  the  shorter  being  included  within  the 
longer  distance,  does  not  apply,  if  it  be  assumed  that  the  conditions  governing 
transportation  to  City  Island  and  New  Haven  are  similar  in  other  respects. 
The  value  of  the  handkerchiefs  is  considerable.  The  bundles  shipped  by  com- 
plainant contain  six  hundred  to  six  hundred  and  twenty  dozen,  and  the  value 
per  dozen  is  forty  cents.  Under  these  facts  the  application  by  respondent  of 
the  seventy-five  cents  per  hundred  pounds  rate  on  handkerchiefs  from  a  point 
in  lower  Manhattan  to  City  Island,  including  collection  and  delivery  service  as 
above  described,  does  not  appear  to  be  either  unjust  or  unreasonable,  but  no 
opinion  is  expressed  as  to  the  justice  or  reasonableness  of  that  rate  as  applied

points  south,  including  Whitehall,  all  within  the  State  of  New  York,  but  on 
account  of  the  competition  in  flour  and  feed  shipped  to  said  points  on  The 
Delaware  and  Hudson  Company's  line  south  of  Plattf^urgh  from  Buffalo 
via  the  Erie  railroad  and  the  Delaware,   Lackawanna  and  Western  railroad 
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through    Binghamton    and    the    Delaware   and    Hudson    Company's    railroad 
to  said  destinations  under  a  rate  of  twelve  cents  per  hundred  pounds,  com- 
plainants, millers  at  Ogdenshurg,  have  been  unable  under  the  said  joint  rate 
of   fifteen   cents   per   hundred   pounda   to  sell   and   ship   flour   and    feed    in 
any  substantial  volume  to  said  destinations,  and  are  practically  prohibited 
from  selling  their  products  in  said  territory  along  The  Delaware  and  Hud- 
son Company's  railroad.

The  sum  of  tlM  local  rates 
of  the  Rutland  railroad  and  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company  to  Sciota, 
Chazy,  Plattsburgh,  and  a  few  other  points  is  less  than  said  rate  of  fifteen 
cents  per  hundred  pounds.    The  said  rate  of  twelve  cents  per  hundred  pounds 
from  Buffalo  to  said  points  on  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company's  line 
is  also  the  rate  which  applies  to  a  large  territory  in  New  England  known  as 
**  Boston  rate  territory  ^.     The  rate  on  flour  and  feed  from  Ogdensburg  via 
the  Rutland  and  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroads  to  "  Boston  rate  territory  " 
is  nine  cents  per  hundred  pounds,  and  to  points  in  Vermont  as  far  south 
as  Bellows  Falls  the  rate  of  the  Rutland  Railroad  Company  from  Ugaensburg 
on  said  commodities  is  eight  cents  per  hundred  pounds.     The  rate  on  that 
road   from    Ogdensburg   to   Chatham,    N.   Y.,   340  miles,   is   nine   cents   per 
hundred  pounds.    The  rates  on  grain  from  Chicago,  Duluth,  and  other  western 
pointe  are  considerably  higher  to  Ogdensburg  than  to  Buffalo,  both  by  rail 
and  water,  and  a  large  part  of  the  grain  mified  at  Ogdensburg  is  bought  by 
the   millers   in  the   Buffalo  grain  market.     The   distance  over   the   Rutland 
railroad    from    Ogdensburg    to    Rouses    Point,    where    freight    is    commonly 
exchanged  by  that  road  with  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company,  is  118  miles. 
The  distances  from  Rouses  Point  to  the  destinations  referred  to  are  as  fol- 
lows:   Sciota   (from  Mooer's  Junction)   5  miles,  Chazy  6  miles,  Platteburgh

The  distences  show  that  the  longest 
haul  of  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  for  the  Ogdensburg  shipments  received  from 
the  Rutland  road  would  be  114  miles,  and  the  shortest   (from  Mooer*s  Junc- 
tion )  about  5  miles ;  and  that  on  shipments  from  Buffalo  the  longest  haul  of 
the  Delaware  and  Hudson  from  Binghamton  would  be  about  296  miles  to 
8ciota,  and  the  shortest  haul  would  be  191  miles  to  Whitehall.     Out  of  the 
twelve  cent   rate   from   Buffalo  via   Binghamton    the   Delaware   and   Hudson 
receives  substantially  69  per  cent  for  its  haul  from  Binghamton,  from  191  to 
296  miles,  except  that  on  traffic  to  Whitehall  its  share  or  division  is  less. 
On  the  Buffalo  traffic  destined  north  of  Whitehall,  therefore,  it  receives  8.28 
cents  per  hundred  pounds.    The  present  fifteen  cent  rate  on  Ogdensburg  ship- 
ments is  divided  bv  the  Rutland  and  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  on  the  basis 
of  50  per  cent  to  each  carrier.     All  traffic  interchanged  between  the  Rutland 
and  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  at  Rouses  Point  is  upon  the  basis  of  50  per 
cent  of  the  through  charge  to  each  carrier.    The  share  of  the  Delaware  and 
Hudson  in   the  twelve  cent  rate  on  shipments  from  Buffalo  to  Boston  and 
other  points  in   New  England   taking  Boston   rates   is  not  shown  upon  the 
record,  but  it  is,  of  course,  less  than  the  share  or  division  accruing  to  the 
Delaware   and   Hudson   on    traffic   destined    to   these   points   on    its    lines   in 
Northern  New  York.

particularly  schedule  B  annexed  thereto.  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commis- 
sion the  capital  to  be  secured  by  the  issue  of  said  bonds  is  reasonably  required 
for  the  said  purposes  of  the  corporation. 

Ordered:  3.  That  upon  the  payment  of  the  said  outstanding  notes  amount- 
ing to  $35,525  with  proceeds  upon  the  sale  of  bonds  hereby  authorized,  the 
applicant's  present  outstanding  issue  of  5  per  cent  bonds  maturing  January  1, 
1935,  under  a  mortgage  to  the  Ithaca  Trust  Company  as  trustee,  amounting 
to  $40,000  (the  whole  of  which  issue  stands  pledged  as  collateral  security 
for  the  payment  of  said  notes  and  will  be  released  by  said  payment),  shall  be 
canceled,  and  the  applicant  herein  shall  thereafter  immediately  have  the 
mortgage  under  which  tlie  said  present  outstanding  bonds  were  issued,  dis- 
charged of  record,  and  file  a  certified  copy  of  the  duly  recorded  satisfaction 
of  said  mortgage  with  this  Commission. 

Ordered:  4.  This  authorization  is  made  upon  the  following  conditions: 
(a)  That  the  aforesaid  mortgage  shall  contain  a  provision  for  creating  a 
sinking  fund  for  the  amortization  of  the  bonds  to  be  issued  under  said  mort-

pletion of  the  fifteen  years  hereinabove  provided  for;  such  payment  to  be 
continued  from  year  to  year  until  there  has  been  paid  to  the  said  trustee 
sums  which  together  with  any  income,  interest,  or  other  profits*  arising  from 
the  fund  shall  amount  to  the  sum  of  $3525 ;  said  moneys  so  paid  to  said  trus- 
tee or  its  successor  shall  be  termed  investment  fund,  and  shall  be  disposed 
of  as  follows:  The  trustee  shall  keep  the  same  well  and  properly  invested 
and  may  from  time  to  time  pay  over  the  whole  or  any  part  thereof  to  the 
said  Palmyra  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  to  be  used  for  additions  and 
betterments  to  the  plant  and  distributing  system  of  said  corporation,  such 
payment  to  be  made  to  said  company  for  said  purposes  upon  an  order  of 
the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District,  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
or  such  other  state  department  or  commission  as  may  from  time  to  time 
have  supervision  and  jurisdiction  over  said  company.

(c)  That  the  said  company  shall  annually  during  the  month  of  July  in 
each  year,  beginning  July  1,  1010,  make  sworn  report  to  the  Public  Service 
Commission  of  all  proceedings  pursuant  to  this  order  ydth  respect  to  the 
investment  fund. 
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Ordered:  5.  That  before  issuing  any  of  the  bonds  hereby  authorized  the 
applicant  notify  the  Commi«aion,  in  writing,  whether  the  terms  of  this  order 
are  accepted  and  will  be  obeyed. 

Ordered:  6.  That  Palmyra  Gas  and  Electric  Company  shall  make  verified 
reports  to  this  Commission,  as  follows:  (a)  upon  the  sale  of  said  bonds 
authorized  by  this  order  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale,  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  sale,  and  the  amount  realized  therefrom;  (h)  at  the  termi- 
nation of  each  and  every  period  of  six  months  from  the  date  of  this  order, 
the  di&i>osition  and  use  made  of  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds,  setting  forth  in 
reasonable  detail  the  purposes  to  which  the  proceetls  have  been  devoted ;  and 
that  such  reix)rts  shall  be  made  until  all  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds  have  been 
expended.

Ordered:  That  the  order  heretofore  made  herein  by  this  Commission  on  the 
27th  day  of  August,  1909,  be  and  the  same  hereby  is  modified  so  as  to  read 
as  follows:

which  together  with  any  income,  interest,  or  otner  profits  arising  from  the 
fund  shall  amount  to  the  sum  of  $90,000;  said  moneys  so  -paid  to  said  trustee 
or  its  successor  shall  be  termed  investment  fund,  and  shall  be  disposed  of  as 
follows:  The  trustee  shall  keep  the  same  well  and  properly  invested  and 
may  from  time  to  time  pay  over  the  whole  or  any  part  thereof  to  the  said 
Ithaca  Gas  Light  Company,  to  be  used  for  additions  and  betterments  to  the 
plant  and  distributing  system  of  said  corporation,  such  payment  to  be  made 
to  said  company  for  said  purposes  upon  an  order  of  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission, Second  District,  of  the  State  of  New  York,  or  such  other  state  depart- 
ment or  commission  as  may  from  time  to  time  have  supervision  and  juris- 
diction over  said  company.  Whenever  said  investment  fund  shall  have 
amounted  to  the  said  sum  of  $90,000  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  including 
therein  any  moneys  which  may  have  been  paid  to  the  company  pursuant  to 
the  order  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  turned 
over  to  the  said  Ithaca  Gas  Light  Company  free  from  any  obligation  of  the 
said  trust,  to  be  held  by  it  without  further  condition  or  limitation.  That 
whenever  any  sum  shall  be  paid  by  the  corporation  to  the  trustee  for  the  said 
fund,  such  amount  shall  be  charged  to  the  account  carried  by  it  upon  its 
books  called  investment  fund,  and  at  the  same  time  credited  to  such  fixed 
capital  account  as  the  Public  Service  Commission  shall  direct,  with  proper 
adjusting  entries ;  and  whenever  any  moneys  from  said  investment  fund  shall 
be  paid  over  to  the  company  and  invested  in  additions  and  betterments,  such 
amounts  shall  be  credited  to  investment  fund  and  charged  to  the  appropriate 
fixed  capital  account. 

(c)  That  the  said  mortgage  shall  contain  a  further  provision,  that  when 
said  investment  fund  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  have  been  paid  over  to  the 
company,  that  a  further  investment  fund  shall  be  createl  to  the  amount  of 
$20,000,  to  be  treated  in  the  same  manner  and  subject  to  all  the  conditions 
and  provisions  as  the  investment  fund  to  the  amount  of  $90,000.

Deab  Sib:  Herewith  is  transmitted  a  detailed  report  of  the  work  of  the 
Supervisor  of  Equipment  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1909.  The  unfin- 
ished period  between  December  13th  and  December  31st  has  been  estimated. 

Tables  and  comments  embodied  in  this  report  give  specific  data  and  infor- 
mation as  follows: 

Table  A  shows  distribution  of  time; 

Table  B  shows  general  information  relative  to  locomotive  equipment 
inspection ; 

Table  C  shows  general  data  relative  to  locomotive  equipment  at  the  time 
of  inspection; 

Table  D  shows  condition  of  locomotive  equipment  at  the  time  of  inspection 
on  Class  A  railroads; 

Table  E  shows  condition  of  locomotive  equipment  at  the  time  of  inspection 
on  Class  B  railroads; 

Table  F  shows  condition  of  locomotive  equipment  at  the  time  of  inspection 
on  Class  C  railroads  (the  several  railroads  have  been  divided  into  three 
classes  for  purposes  of  comparison)  ; 

Table  G  shows  condition  of  passenger  car  equipment  at  the  time  of 
inspection ; 

Table  H  shows  general  information  relative  to  locomotive  inspection  and 
fires  occurring:  Forest  Fire  Case  No.  494. 

Information  is  also  embodied  in  the  attached  report  relative  to  accident 
investigations,  train  movement  and  engine  failure  reports. 

Suggestions  and  recommendations  are  made:  l,  relative  to  the  revision  of 
train  movement  and  engine  failure  reports  and  methods  of  checking  same :  2, 
publication  of  engine  failure  reports;  3,  inspection  of  equipment;  4,  invest!- 
gation  of  special  subjects;  5,  revision  of  rules  governing  the  reporting  of  acci- 
dents; 6,  work  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  attached  report  covers  in  detail  the  general  inspection  of  470  locomotives 
on  21  railroads;  30  passenger  cars  on  12  railroads;  45  field  investigations  of 
accidents;  40  correspondence  investigations  of  accidents;  train  movement 
and  engine  failure  reports;  result  of  inspection  of  locomotives  used  in  the 
Adirondack  Forest  Preserve  in  accordance  with  order  issued  by  the  Com- 
mission April  1,  1909,  in  Forest  Fire  Case  No.  494. 

The  spark-arreBters  and  ash-pans  of  109  locomotives  were  inspected,  and 
at  first  inspection  67,  or  01  per  cent,  were  found  to  be  in  a  defective  condition. 

Recommendations  are  made  relative  to  the  appointment  of  at  least  two 
inspectors  to  be  constantly  employed  inspecting  locomotive  equipment,  and 
the  appointment  of  one  train  service  inspector  who  would  be  employed  check- 
ing train  movements,  train  dispatchers*  sheets,  condition  of  passenger  cars, 
stations,  and  assisting  the  Supervisor  of  Equipment  in  the  special  investiga- 
tions which  are  required  from  time  to  time.  This  man  should  be  a  man  of 
engineering  experience  who  has  had  some  experience  in  train  service  matters. 
I  would  recommend  that  a  roan  of  this  character  be  appointed  as  promptly 
as  possible.  The  train  movement  reports  require  closer  analysis  and  inspection 
to  be  valuable.  I  have  not  been  able  to  give  this  matter  the  attention  it 
requires  on  account  of  other  duties  to  which  I  have  been  assigned. 

Many  miscellaneous  matters  are  also  held  on  my  desk  an  unreasonable 
length  of  time  on  account  of  not  having  sufficient  clerical  and  engineering 
assistance  to  handle  same  promptly.

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INSPECTION  OF  IjOOOMOTIVE  EQUIPMENT  AND  BEPAIB  rACILTriES. 

There  are  operating  in  this  State  61  steam  railroad  systems,  with  approxi- 
mately 6000  locomotives  assigned  to  service  in  this  State.  General  inspection 
has  been  made  of  470  locomotives  and  44  locomotive  terminals  on  21  steam 
railroads. 

There  are  located  in  this  State  164  locomotive  terminals  at  which  general, 
heavy,  or  running  repairs  are  made  to  locomotives. 

I  was  employed  100  days,  or  33.9  per  cent  of  my  time,  making  the  inspec- 
tions outlined  and  compiling  the  reports  incident  to  same.  Had  it  been  pos- 
sible to  devote  my  entire  time  to  this  work,  I  would  have  been  able  to  have 
made  a  general  inspection  of  locomotives  on  60  per  cent  of  the  railroads;  it 
would  also  have  been  possible  to  visit  and  make  inspection  of  all  locomotive 
terminals. 

The  following  lists  show  the  railroads  on  which  general  inspection  of 
locomotive  equipment  was  made  in  1908  and  1909,  and  railroads  on  which 
no  general  inspection  of  locomotive  equipment  has  been  made  to  date: 

Railroads  on  which  general  inspection  of  locomotive  equipment  and  ter- 
minals was  made  during  year  ended  December  31,  1909:  Glass  A:  Boston 
and  Albany,  Boston  and  Maine,  Lehigh  Valley,  Rutland;  Glass  B:  Buffalo 
and  Susquehanna,  Ulster  and  Delaware;  Glass  G:  Adirondack  and  St. 
Lawrence,  Buffalo  Creek,  Glenfield  and  Western,  Greenwich  and  Johnsonville, 
Jamestown,  Chautauqua  and  Lake  Erie,  Lake  Ghamplain  and  Moriah,  Little 
Falls  and  Dolgeville,  Marcellus  and  Otisoo  Lake,  Marion  River  Garry,  Middle- 
burgh  and  Schoharie,  New  York,  Auburn  and  Lansing,  Norwood  and  St.  Law- 
rence, Paul  Smith's,  Schoharie  Valley,  Sterling  Mountain;  total  21  railroads, 
operating  692  or  11.5  per  cent  of  the  locomotives  assigned  to  service  in  the 
St^te. 

Railroads  on  which  general  inspection  of  locomotive  equipment  and  ter- 
minals was  made  during  year  ended  December  31,  1908:  Glass  A:  Buffalo 
Rochester  and  Pittsburgh,  Delaware  and  Hudson,  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and 
Western,  Erie,  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River,  New  York,  Ontario  and 
Western,  Pennsylvania;  Glass  B:  Central  New  England,  Lehigh  and  Hudson 
River;  Class  C:  Bath  and  Hammondsport,  Buffalo,  Attica  and  Arcade, 
Carthage  and  Copenhagen,  Catskill  Mountain,  Delaware  and  Eastern,  Fonda, 
Johnstown  and  Glover svi lie,  Kanona  and  Prattsburgh,  Lowville  and  Beaver 
River,  Silver  Lake,  Skaneateles;  total  19  railroads,  operating  3634  or  61 
per  cent  of  the  locomotives  assigned  to  service  in  this  State  in  1908,  and 
given  a  general  inspection  during  the  year  1906. 

Railroads  on  which  no  general  inspection  of  locomotive  equipment  or  ter- 
minals has  been  made  to  date:  Class  A:  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern, 
Long  Island,  Michigan  Central,  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford;  Glass 
B:  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis,  Pittsburg,  Shawmut  and  Northern; 
Class  G:  Catskill  and  Tannersville,  Cranberry  Lake,  DansviUe  and  Mt. 
Morris,  Dunkirk,  Allegheny  Valley  and  Pittsburgh,  Fulton  Chain,  Genesee 
and  Wyoming,  Lehigh  and  New  England,  Newark  and  Marion,  New  York  and 
Ottawa,  New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  Owasco  River,  Raquette  Lake,  Soutti 
Buffalo,  Tunesassa  and  Bradford,  Unadilla  Valley;  total  21  railroads,  operat- 
ing 1674  or  27.5  per  cent  of  the  locomotives  assigned  to  service  in  this  State. 

Observations  as  to  Results  after  General  Inspection  of  Locomotive  Equipment 

and  Repair  Facilities. 

On  account  of  work  incident  to  the  forest  fire  proceeding  and  other  impor- 
tant work  to  which  I  was  assigned,  I  have  been  unable  to  make  as  close 
observations  of  results  and  compliance  made  with  recommendations  that  I 
have  desired.  On  the  Lehigh  Valley  railroad,  general  inspection  was  finished 
Sej)tember  22,  1909.  The  condition  of  locomotive  equipment  was  generally 
fair,  with  tfhe  exception  of  ash-pans  and  spark-arresters,  41  per  cent  of  which 
were  found  to  have  serious  defects.  Recommendations  were  made  relative 
to  improving  this  condition.  The  railroad  management  advised  that  these 
recommendations  would  be  complied  with  promptly.  I  have  since  visited  a 
number  of  engine  houses  on  the  Lehigh  Valley  railroad  and  found  that  the 
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condition  of  ash-pans  and  spark-arresters  is  being  gradually  improved,  and 
that  the  recommendations  made  a/t  the  time  of  inspection  are  being  complied 
with. 

On  a  number  of  the  smaller  railroads,  at  inspection  serious  defects  were 
found  in  safety  appliances,  air  brakes,  tank  wheels,  etc.  Recommendations 
were  made  requiring  proper  repairs,  renewals,  and  inspection.  The  following 
railroads  have  complied  in  detail  with  the  recommendations  made  as  to 
defects  in  safety  appliances,  air  brakes,  tank  wheels,  etc. :  Glenfield  and  West- 
ern, Little  Falls  and  Dolgeville,  Marcellus  and  Otisco  Lake,  Middleburgh  and 
Schoharie,  Norwood  and  Si.  Lawrence.  Other  conditions,  such  as  methods 
and  regularity  of  inspection  and  repairs,  have  been  considerably  improved. 
Railroads  of  this  character  do  not  as  a  rule  have  an  efficient  repair  staff  or 
repair  facilities,  and  on  this  account  they  should  be  subject  to  frequent 
inspection. 

Inclination  of  Railroads  to  Curtail  Engine  House  and  Shop  Ewpeneea  to  an 

Unreasonable  Limit, 

In  the  early  part  of  the  present  year  rigid  curtailment  of  expenses  was 
enforced  in  general  repair  shops  and  engine  houses.  At  times  it  seemed  as 
though  this  curtailment  was  near  the  danger  limit.  A  considerable  number 
of  shops  and  engine  houses  were  not  making  over  65  per  cent  of  full  time. 
The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company  appeared  to  practice  the  most  rigid 
economy:  for  several  weeks  shops  did  not  run  to  exceed  32  hours  per  week, 
and  later  in  the  year  were  completely  shut  down  for  a  period  of  10  days;  the 
engine  houses  ran  during  this  period  with  greatly  reduced  forces. 

The  result  of  this  cuAailment  will  undoubtedly  show  in  train  delays  and 
unsatisfactory  freight  service  during  the  coming  winter. 

Within  the  past  90  days,  on  all  railroads  there  has  been  a  gradual  increase 
of  working  hours  and  size  of  repair  staffs  in  shops  and  engine  houses  so  that 
at  the  present  time  the  efficiency  of  shops  and  engine  houses  is  rapidly 
improving. 

Relative  to  Equipment  Inspection, 

1.  To  make  equipment  inspection  efficient,  I  believe  that  a  return  trip 
should  be  made  within  ^  days  over  the  railroad  inspected  to  ascertain  if 
recommendations  made  have  been  complied  with. 

2.  All  steam  railroads  should  have  general  inspection  made  of  locomotive 
equipment  at  least  once  each  year.  The  smaller  railroads  in  particular 
require  special  supervision  on  account  of  their  lack  of  repair  facilities  and 
efficient  repair  staffs.  At  times  they  have  no  one  in  their  employ  who 
thoroughly  understands  the  importance  of  maintaining  air  brakes,  safety 
appliances,  feed  water  apparatus,  etc.,  in  good  operating  condition. 

3.  To  properly  attend  to  general  inspection  of  locomotive  equipment  would 
require  the  services  of  at  least  two  inspectors  who  are  thoroughly  familiar 
with  locomotive  operation  and  maintenance  and  who  oould  be  constantly  em- 
ployed riding  locomotives  and  inspecting  at  locomotive  repair  terminala. 
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General  inspection  of  passenger  car  equipment  has  been  made  on  12  rail- 
roads, operating  30  passenger  cars.  I  was  employed  15  days,  or  4.9  per  cent 
of  my  time,  making  this  inspection  and  compiling  the  reports  incident  to 
same. 

The  following  are  the  railroads  on  which  inspection  of  passenger  cars  was 
made:  Adirondack  and  St.  Lawrence,  Glenileld  and  Western,  Greenwich  and 
Johnsonville,  Jamestown,  Chautauqua  and  Lake  £ri^  Little  Falls  and  Dolge- 
ville.  Marcel lus  and  Otisoo  Lake,  Marion  River  Carry,  Middleburgh  and 
Schoharie,  New  York,  Auburn  and  Lansing,  Norwood  and  St.  Lawrence,  Paul 
Smith's,  Schoharie  Valley. 

A  number  of  serious  defects  were  noted  in  air  brakes,  safety  appliances, 
and  in  the  method  of  fastening  and  guarding  stoves.  Also  in  the  care  of  oil 
lamps,  drinking  water  tanks,  lavatories,  and  in  the  general  clean  and  sanitary 
condition  of  cars.  Recommendations  were  made  regarding  these  various  ob- 
jectionable features,  but  owing  to  lack  of  time  I  have  been  unable  to  ascertain 
if  the  recommendations  made  have  been  properly  complied  with.  The  rail- 
ronds  involved,  in  all  cases,  advised  that  the  reconunendation  made  had  been 
complied  with. 

Relative  to  Inspection  of  Passenger  Gar  Equipment. 

On  the  smaller  railroads,  general  inspection  of  air  brakes,  safety  appliances, 
running  gear,  stoves,  and  oil  lamps,  also  general  condition  as  to  cleanliness 
and  sanitary  conditions,  should  be  made  at  regular  intervals.  On  the  larger 
railroads  this  is  not  essential,  good  care  as  a  whole  being  given  to  air  brakes 
and  safety  appliances,  and  cars  are  nearly  all  heated  with  steam  and  lighted 
with  gas  or  electricity.  On  all  railroads  the  traveling  employees  of  the  Com- 
mission, with  a  special  printed  form,  oould  keep  the  Commission  informed 
as  to  defective  interior  condition  of  passenger  equipment,  as  follows:  over- 
or  under-heated  cars,  poorly  lighted  cars,  poorly  ventilated  cars,  unclean  con- 
dition of  cars,  dirty  drinking  water  facilities,  dirty  towels,  wash  basins,  etc. 
When  conditions  such  as  are  outlined  are  encountered,  a  short  concise  report 
on  a  printed  form  could  be  filled  in  quickly  with  little  expenditure  of  time. 
Reports  of  this  character  would  keep  the  Commission  in  touch  with  bad 
conditions,  and  special  investigation  could  be  made  when  necessary. 
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The  Forest  Fire  proceeding  was  brought  by  the  Forest,  Fish,  and  Game 
Commission  to  compel  a  change  of  fuel  or  motive  power  on  the  railroad  lines 
operating  within  the  Forest  Preserve  of  the  Adirondack  region.  I  was 
employed  66  days,  or  21.7  per  cent  of  my  time,  attending  hearings,  compiling 
data,  and  attending  to  correspondence  necessary  to  obtain  information  relative 
to  oil  burning  locomotives;  also  in  inspecting  ash-pans  and  spark-arresters 
of  100  locomotives  involved  and  issuing  the  necessary  certificates. 

After  a  number  of  hearings  and  the  compiling  of  a  large  amount  of  general 
information,  an  order  was  issued  by  this  Commission,  April  1,  1909, 
requiring: 

1.  That  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company, 
operating  the  Mohawk  and  Malone  railway,  the  Carthage  and  Adirondack 
railway,  and  the  New  York  and  Ottawa  railway; 

The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company;  and  the  Cranberry  Lake  Railroad 
Company,  be  required  to  bum  oil  for  steam  generation  on  all  locomotives 
operated  by  said  companies  within  the  Forest  Preserve  in  the  Adirondack 
region  from  April  15th  to  November  1st  each  year,  commencing  with  April 
15,  1010. 

2.  That  all  locomotives  used  by  these  companies  in  this  region  at  night, 
from  April  15th  to  November  1st  each  year,  between  the  hours  of  8  p.  m.  and 
8  a.  m.,  shall  be  required  to  bum  oil  in  the  generation  of  steam,  except  such 
locomotives  as  shall  have  been  inspected  by  this  Commission  and  for  which  a 
certificate  shall  have  been  issued;  this  certificate  to  be  revocable  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Commission. 

3.  That  at  least  two  locomotives  on  the  Mohawk  and  Malone  railway  and 
two  on  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company's  railroad  be  fitted  with  oil 
buming  apparatus  and  placed  in  service  not  later  than  July  15th  of  the 
present  year  and  maintained  in  service  until  at  least  November  1st. 

4.  That  no  locomotive  other  than  an  oil  burning  locomotive  be  used  by  the 
said  companies  within  the  limits  of  the  Forest  Preserve  at  any  time  subse- 
quent to  June  1,  1009,  unless  it  shall  have  been  inspected  by  this  Commission 
and  a  certificate,  revocable  at  pleasure,  issued  that  such  locomotive  may  be 
used  within  the  Forest  Preserve. 

5.  That  each  of  the  several  companies  affected  by  this  resolution  make 
weekly  report  to  this  Commission  of  all  fires  set  by  locomotives  operated  by 
it,  giving  the  number  of  the  locomotive  known  or  believed  to  have  set  such 
fire. 

Experimental  Oil  Burning  Locomotives. 

July  1,  1909,  The  New  \ork  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company 
placed  in  service  two  experimental  oil  burning  locomotives,  Nos.  2115  and 
2131;  both  locomotives  were  of  the  10-wheel  type,  cylinders  22-in.  diam.  x 
26-in.  stroke,  weight  on  drivers  158,000  lbs.,  boiler  steam  pressure  200  lbs., 
grate  area  54.93  sq.  ft.  These  locomotives  were  assigned  to  service  on  local 
passenger  trains  between  Utica  and  Malone  Junction,  a  run  of  167  miles  each 
day;  the  engine  crews  changing  in  each  direction  at  Tupper  Lake  Junction. 
The  crews  did  not  follow  the  engine  assignment,  three  crews  running  each 
engine  between  Utica  and  Tupper  Lake  Junction,  and  one  crew  between 
Tupper  Lake  Junction  and  Malone  Junction.  In  addition  to  this,  firemen  were 
frequently  changed  for  purposes  of  instruction  in  oil  burning,  etc.  This  fre- 
quent changing  of  firemen,  while  necessary  in  order  to  familiarize  the 
employees  with  oil  burning  locomotives,  will  result  in  a  comparatively  poor 
record  as  to  the  number  of  gallons  of  oil  which  may  be  equivalent  to  one 
ton  of  coal. 

Temporary  oil  storage  facilities  were  located  at  Utica,  Tupper  Lake  Junc- 
tion, and  Malone  Junction,  and  consisted  at  each  place  of  two  tanks  with  a 
capacity  of  about  20,000  gallons,  oil  being  pumped  from  tank  car  to  storage 
tank  and  run  by  gravity  from  storage  tank  to  locomotive  tank. 

On  account  of  the  large  grate  area  (54.93  sq.  ft.)  of  these  locomotives  a 
considerable  portion  of  same  was  bricked  off  in  order  to  reduce  the  area  of 
the  grate  surface.  These  locomotives  were  equipped  with  what  is  known  as 
the  Heintzelman  burner,  a  type  similar  to  that  in  use  by  the  Southern 
Pacific  Railroad  Company. 
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I  haye  no  definite  data  at  the  present  time  as  to  the  amount  of  oil  eon- 
Bumed  per  mile  run  or  as  to  the  amount  of  repairs  required  on  accoiimt  of 
oil  burning.  I  have  been  unofficially  informed  that  considerable  trouble  has 
been  experienoed  in  the  matter  of  steam  failures  caused  by  serious  leaking 
of  crown  stays  and  flues;  also  that  the  oil  consumption  was  greatly  in  ezoess 
of  any  figures  which  were  given  at  the  various  hearings  before  this  Com- 
mission. I  have  also  been  infomsed  that  a  number  of  engine  failures  hare 
occurred  as  a  result  of  the  oil  burning  apparatus. 

On  the  first  trips  which  these  locomotives  were  run  the  black  Bmoks  froim 
the  smoke  stack  was  unreasonable  and  indicated  a  great  waste  of  oil  on 
account  of  heavy  firing.  This  condition  was  greatly  improved  as  the  season 
advanced.  Locomotive  Ko.  2115  was  out  of  service  August  28th,  and  October 
3rd  to  October  12th,  10  days.  Locomotive  No.  2131  was  out  of  servioe  for 
repairs  September  19th,  and  September  26th  to  October  12th,  17  days. 

Jul^  1,  1909,  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company  placed  in  service  two 
experimental  oil  burning  locomotives,  Nos.  60  and  549.  Loeomotive  No.  60 
is  of  the  mogul  type,  cylinders  18-in.  diam.  by  24>ln.  stroke,  107,709  lbs. 
weight  on  drivers,  boiler  steam  pressure  140  lbs.,  grate  area  36.75  sq.  ft. 
Locomotive  No.  549  is  of  the  10-wheel  type,  cylinders  21-iB.  diam.  by  26-in. 
stroke,  weight  on  drivers  134,000  lbs.,  boiler  steam  pressure  200  lbs.,  grate 
area  84.85  sq.  ft  Locomotive  No.  60  was  assigned  to  service  on  local  freight 
train  between  Lyon  Mountain  and  Lake  Placid,  running  a  round  trip  each 
day,  or  a  run  of  94  miles.  Loeomotive  No.  549  was  assigned  to  service  on 
passenger  train  between  Piatt sburgh  and  Lake  Placid,  running  a  round  trip 
each  day,  or  a  run  of  166  miles.  Eighteen  firemen  operated  these  locomotives 
in  the  period  between  July  15  and  November  1,  1909. 

Temporary  oil  storage  facilities  were  located  at  Plattsbm;^  and  Lake 
Placid:  they  consisted  of  a  pump  only,  and  oil  was  pumped  direct  from  tank 
cars  to  locomotive  tanks.  On  account  of  the  large  grate  area  (84.85  sq.  ft.) 
in  locomotive  No.  549,  a  considerable  portion  of  same  was  bricked  off  in  order 
to  reduce  the  area  of  t^  grate  surface.  These  locomotives  are  equipped  with 
the  W.  H.  Best  American  calorific  oil  burning  device. 

I  nave  no  definite  data  at  the  present  time  as  to  the  amount  of  oil  con- 
sumed 'per  mile  run  or  as  to  the  amount  of  repairs  required  on  account  of 
oil  burning.  I  have  been  unofficially  informed  that  no  trouble  has  been 
experienced  with  locomotive  No.  60,  and  that  with  locomotive  No.  549  some 
trouble  has  been  experienced  with  leaky  crown  stays  and  brick  arches  falliag 
down.  I  have  also  been  informed  that  no  engine  failures  have  occurred  as 
a  result  of  oil  burning  apparatus. 

Information  is  being  compiled  by  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad  Company  and  The  Ddaware  and  Hudson  Company  covering  the 
matter  of  oil  consumption,  train  delays  and  engine  failures,  and  increased 
cost  of  repairs  as  the  result  of  oil  burning.  When  this  information  is 
received  it  will  be  made  the  subject  of  a  supplementary  report. 

Inspection  of  8park-arre9ter8  <md  Ash-pans  of  Goal  Bwminff  Locomotives, 

After  conference  and  consideration  of  the  subject,  it  was  decided  to  make 
the  following  requirements  as  to  condition  of  spark-arresters  and  ash-pans 
which  must  be  complied  with  before  a  certificate  would  be  issued: 

Spark-arrester:  Wire  netting  not  to  exceed  opening  in  a  wire  screen  of 
2%x2%  meshes  per  inch,  wire  No.  10  B.  W.  G.;  no  holes  around  steam 
pipes,  exhaust  pipe,  blower  pipes,  air-pump  exhaust  pipe,  and  at  all  connec- 
tions, to  exceed  the  opening  in  a  screen  2^x2%  meshes  per  inch,  wire  No. 
10  B.  W.  G.;  all  netting,  patches,  etc.,  to  be  well  bolted  and  substantially 
fastened. 

Ash-pans:  Injector  overfiows  to  be  piped  into  ash-pan;  all  openings  in  ash- 
pan  to  be  screened  or  guarded  so  that  no  cinders  could  drop  from  firebox 
or  ash-pan;  when  hopper  pans  are  used,  the  operating  lever  is  to  be  locked 
when  slides  are  closed;  when  back  and  front  dampers  are  used,  arrangements 
are  to  be  made  so  same  can  be  closed  and  securely  fastened;  front  damper 
to  be  closed  running  in  forward  motion;  back  damper  to  be  closed  running  in 
back  motion. 
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Conditions    Existing    at    the    Time    of    Inspection    of    Spark-arresters    and 

Ash-pans. 

The  Bpark-arresters  and  ash-pans  of  109  locomotives  were  inspected;  at 
first  inspection  67  of  these  locomotives  were  found  to  have  serious  defects  in 
spark-arresters  or  ash-pans,  and  in  a  number  of  instances  6  or  7  days  elapsed 
before  repairs  were  made;  and  three  inspections  were  required  before  spark- 
arresters  were  in  proper  condition  to  warrant  the  issuing  of  certificates.  The 
condition  was  surprising  after  the  agitation  relative  to  forest  fires. 

Table  H  gives  a  summary  of  the  conditions  noted  on  individual  railroads 
at  the  first  inspection.  It  will  be  noted  that  67,  or  61  per  cent  of  locomotives 
inspected,  were  defective  either  in  spark-arrester  or  ash-pan  at  first  inspection. 
At  nearly  all  engine  houses  inexcusable  defects  were  noted  and  long  delays 
were  incurred  waiting  for  proper  repairs  to  be  made  before  certificates  could 
be  issued.  On  locomotives  recently  out  of  shop  after  heavy  repairs,  inex- 
cusable defects  were  noted,  indicating  that  little  attention  had  been  given  the 
matter  of  repairs  or  design  at  general  repair  shops.  It  was  necessary  for 
3'our  engineer  to  spend  three  weeks  on  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company 
before  spark-arresters  and  ash-pans  were  in  a  sufficiently  good  condition  to 
warrant  the  issuing  of  certificates.  At  a  number  of  places  on  The  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company  there  seemed  to  be 
insufficient  help  to  make  proper  repairs  and  daily  inspection.  The  indica- 
tions were  that  sufficient  care  was  not  given  to  these  details  in  making  general 
repairs  and  that  little  attention  was  given  to  the  design  of  joints,  patches, 
etc.  On  the  Carthage  and  Adirondack  all  locomotives  were  found  to  be  in  a 
defective  condition.  On  the  New  York  and  Ottawa  I  was  informed  that  no 
instructions  had  been  received  from  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad  Company's  general  offices  as  to  what  was  required  in  the  way  of 
improving  the  condition  of  spark-arresters  and  ash-pans;  at  first  inspection 
8  locomotives  were  found  to  be  in  a  defective  condition;  it  was  necessary  to 
make  three  inspections  before  conditions  were  sufficiently  good  to  warrant 
the  issuing  of  certificates. 

The  conditions  outlined  existed  after  six  months*  agitation  in  the  matter 
of  oil  burning  locomotives  and  the  definite  promise  of  the  railroads  involved 
to  eliminate  any  imperfections  in  their  coal  burning  locomotives.  This  unsat- 
isfactory condition  was  called  to  the  attention  of  the  management  of  the 
railroads  concerned  and  after  a  number  of  check  inspections  a  decided 
improvement  was  noticeable  in  the  matter  of  inspection  and  maintenance  of 
spark-arresters  and  ash-pans.  Repair  and  inspection  staffs  have  been  increased 
and  daily  inspection  is  made. 

The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company  and  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  Railroad  Company  have  been  experimenting  this  past  year  with  many 
devices  designed  to  eliminate  dangerous  spark  throwing.  I  personally  have 
watched  tests  with  a  number  of  these  devices;  most  of  them  did  not  show 
any  improvement  over  present  devices  when  maintained  in  a  good  condition. 

No  serious  fires  have  occurred  this  year  along  the  lines  of  railroads  run- 
ning through  the  Adirondack  Forest  Preserve.  Table  H  shows  that  93  fires 
have  been  reported  by  the  railroads  to  this  Commission;  71  fires  are  reported 
as  being  started  from  locomotives,  and  22  fires  are  reported  as  being  started 
from  miscellaneous  causes. 

The  railroad  companies  have  maintained  a  systematic  fire  patrol  and  this, 
supplemented  by  the  state  patrol,  the  better  condition  of  locomotives,  and 
better  weather  conditions  than  existed  in  1906,  has  resulted  in  reducing  the 
number  of  fires  occurring  to  a  minimum  and  the  elimination  of  large  and 
expensive  fires. 

Relative  to  Forest  Fires, 

This  is  a  matter  which  required  considerable  time  to  properly  supervise 
and  the  time  which  has  been  given  to  this  work  has  been  at  the  expense  of 
general  equipment  inspection.  In  1910  the  work  of  inspection  will  have  to 
be  started  by  March  Ist  in  order  to  have  locomotives  which  are  to  be  used 
at  night  certified  to  by  April  1,  1910.  I  believe  it  will  be  neoessary  in  1910 
to  make  constant  inspection  in  order  to  have  coal  burning  locomotives  main- 
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tained  in  a  proper  and  safe  condition  for  use  at  night  in  the  Adirondack 
Forest  Preserve.  On  practically  all  railroads  outside  of  the  Adirondack 
Forest  Preserve  gross  carelessness  is  noted  in  the  matter  of  maintenance 
of  spark-arresters  and  ash-pans,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  the  railroads  should 
give  reasonable  care  to  these  devices.  The  farmer  is  purely  entitled  to  as 
much  protection  in  this  respect  as  the  lumberman. 

INVESTIGATION  OF  ACCIDENTS. 

Field  investigation  has  been  made  of  45  accidents;  correspondence  investi- 
gation has  been  made  of  40  accidents;  43  days,  or  14  per  cent  of  my  time, 
have  been  given  to  this  work.  Recommendations  with  a  view  of  prevention 
of  accidents  of  a  similar  nature  have  been  made  after  15  investigations. 

The  following  are  the  causes  of  the  accidents  investigated:  air  brakes,  3; 
ash-pans  dropping  to  track,  1;  axles  broken,  11;  arch-bars  broken,  3;  brake 
beams  and  rigging  broken,  9;  collisions,  4;  column  bolts  broken,  1;  derail- 
ment, tank  creeping,  1 ;  draft  rigging,  1 ;  grate  levers,  1 ;  reckless  running,  1 ; 
rods  broken,  locomotive,  3;  rail  broken,  I;  tank  frames  broken,  2;  tires 
loose,  7;  wheels,  failures,  28;  wheels,  loose  on  axle,  3;  wheels,  worn  flanges,  5. 

The  accidents  investigated,  with  the  exception  of  6,  were  accidents  directly 
due  to  failures  of  equipment.  Fully  50  per  cent  of  the  accidents  investi- 
gated could  have  been  avoided  by  more  rigid  inspection  and  a  better  standard 
of  repairs. 

The  failures  of  castiron  tank  wheels  caused  28,  or  33  per  cent  of  all  acci- 
dents investigated.  These  wheels  were  in  many  instances  apparently  perfect, 
no  sure  indication  existing  of  any  defect.  The  failure  of  castiron  wheels  in 
apparent  good  condition  is  a  question  which  is  receiving  the  attention  of  the 
leading  wheel  manufacturers  and  the  Master  Car  Builders  Association.  The 
importance  of  the  question  is  realized,  and  some  definite  action  will  have  to 
be  taken  soon  by  the  leading  railroads  either  in  the  matter  of  improved 
design  or  changing  the  material  from  castiron  to  steel-tired  or  rolled  steel 
wheels  for  heavy  equipment. 

Recommendations  have  been  made  as  to  the  maintenance  of  truck  wheel 
flanges  to  the  prescribed  Master  Car  Builders'  standard;  the  maintenance  of 
safety  appliances  in  accordance  with  the  safety  appliance  act;  the  elimina- 
tion of  patched  cast  steel  truck  frames  from  passenger  service;  the  syste- 
matic inspection  of  connecting  rods  and  crank  pins  on  locomotives. 

Relative   to  Investifjntion  of  Accidents  and  Accident  Reports. 

To  properly  keep  informed  on  matters  of  this  nature  the  inspector  making 
an  investigation,  and  making  a  recommendation,  should  have  his  time  so 
arranged  that  he  could  re-visit  the  locality  covered  in  investigation  within  00 
days  to  ascertain  if  recommendation  made  has  been  complied  with.  The 
present  regulations  governing  the  reporting  of  railroad  accidents  require 
revision.  A  number  of  the  rules  are  not  sufficiently  definite,  and  result  in 
a  misunderstanding  and  misleading  reports  by  the  railroad  company.  Addi- 
tional information  should  be  required  in  mail  reports  from  railroad  company, 
and  would  avoid  much  unnecessary  correspondence  on  the  part  of  both  rail- 
road company  and  the  Commission. 

PASSENGER  TRAIN   DELAY   AND  ENGINE  FAILUBE   KEFOBTS. 

I  was  employed  39  days,  or  12.8  per  cent  of  my  time,  compiling  data, 
reports,  attending  to  correspondence,  and  making  field  investigations  relative 
to  tiain  service  and  engine  failures. 

Passenger  Train  Delay  Reports. 

The  first  report  of  passenger  train  delays  was  filed  for  the  month  of  April, 
1908.  Reports  have  been  received  from  all  important  railroads  and  published 
in  the  form  of  a  train  delay  bulletin,  for  18  months.  Analysis  of  the  reported 
causes  of  delays  for  the  current  12  months  indicates  that  the  principal  causes 
of  delays  were  as  follows:  Engine  failures  caused  7.8  per  cent  of  delays; 
wrecks   caused  6.5   per  cent  of  delays;    unfavorable  track  conditions  caused 
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2.8  per  cent  of  delays;  waiting  for  trains  from  other  divisions  caused  27.6  pCT 
cent  of  delays;  waiting  for  trains  from  other  railroads  caused  13.2  per  cent 
of  delays;  train  work  at  stations  caused  16.4  per  cent. 

Observations  as  to  Passenger  Train  Delay  Reports. 

The  present  form  of  report  should  be  revised  so  as  to  be  more  useful  and 
reliable.  At  present  there  is  no  satisfactory  method  of  checking  returns 
except  by  comparing  original  train  dispatchers'  records.  This  has  been  done 
when  the  data  compiled  on  train  movement  reports  appeared  to  be  irregular 
and  the  results  warranted  a  further  inspection  of  the  train  dispatchers'  records 
on  other  divisions.  The  testimony  seems  to  be  for  the  railroads  to  improve 
conditions.  Valuable  suggestions  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  by  rail- 
road officials  relative  to  the  reported  results.  The  train  delay  bulletin  shows 
that  some  railroads  have  made  a  marked  improvement  in  the  reg^ilarity  of 
train  service  within  the  past  18  months. 

Relative  to  Train  Delay  Reports, 

It  is  now  possible  to  make  a  satisfactory  comparison  of  train  movement 
reports  which  are  now  being  filed  with  corresponding  months  and  seasons 
when  traffic  and  weather  conditions  are  of  the  same  general  character.  A 
revised  passenger  train  delay  report  is  now  being  designed:  this  report  will 
embody  suggestions  made  by  the  operating  officials  in  the  past  year.  A 
column  will  be  added  noting  the  trains  making  running  time  or  better  over 
a  division,  even  though  they  may  arrive  at  the  division  terminal  late:  this 
will  give  the  division  officials  of  a  railroad  proper  credit  for  their  efforts.  A 
column  will  be  added  showing  the  dates  on  which  a  train  was  late;  this  will 
make  the  report  more  reliable  and  will  enable  a  check  to  be  made  at  once 
when  a  complaint  is  made  regarding  a  particular  date  without  resorting  to 
correspondence  and  the  incident  delay  before  information  is  obtainable. 

The  delay  reports  and  bulletins  can  be  made  more  valuable  by  checking, 
and  considerable  assistance  can  be  rendered  by  the  traveling  employees  of  the 
Commission  by  the  use  of  the  train  movement  memorandum  which  was  sug- 
gested under  date  of  November  17,  1909.  The  train  movement  reports  should 
be  more  thoroughly  analyzed,  and  when  conditions  seem  to  warrant,  dis- 
patchers' train  sheets  should  be  checked.  There  is  also  a  large  amount  of 
correspondence  relative  to  train  delays  which  should  be  intelligently  con- 
ducted by  some  one  familiar  with  train  service.  I  have  been  unable  to  devote 
any  large  portion  of  my  time  to  this  work  on  account  of  other  duties.  The 
clerk  who  compiles  the  data  relative  to  trains  movement  reports  has  his  entire 
time  occupied  with  this  work  and  attending  to  the  incidental  correspondence 
relative  to  same.  I  believe  a  man  should  be  appointed  to  assist  in  the  train 
service  work  of  the  Commission;  this  man  to  be  a  person  of  engineering 
experience  who  could  attend  to  other  investigations,  such  as  passenger  car 
conditions,  safety  appliances,  air  brakes,  station  inspection,  and  other  impor- 
tant operating  matters  which  should  receive  attention. 

Many  of  the  large  railroads  file  their  train  movement  reports  within  15 
days.  I  have  recommended  in  a  separate  communication  that  an  order  be 
issued  requiring  all  railroads  to  file  their  reports  within  15  days  after  the 
end  of  the  month;  this  will  enable  us  to  have  the  train  delay  bulletin  ready 
to  issue  within  30  days  after  the  end  of  the  month  for  which  report  is  made. 

Engine  Failure  Reports, 

The  first  report  of  engine  failures  was  filed  for  the  month  of  January,  1908. 

Reports    have    been    received    from    all    important    railroads    for    22    months. 

Analysis  of  these  reports  for  the  current  12  months  indicates  that  low  steam 

pressure  caused  13.5  per  cent  of  all  failures;  leaking  steam  connections  caused 

29.1   per  cent  of  all  failures;   broken  machinery  caused  22.5  per  cent  of  all 

failures. 

Observations  as  to  Engine  Failure  Reports. 

The  present  form  of  report  is  satisfactory  and  requires  little  if  any  revision. 
With  the  making  of  compulsory  reports  the  matter  of  engine  failures  is  kept 
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conetantly  in  mind;  officials  have  information  in  a  concise  and  comparatiTe 
form,  and  as  a  result  an  effort  is  being  made  to  eliminate  unnecessary  failures 
and  the  resulting  delay  to  patrons;  the  mechanical  superintendent  endeavors 
to  locate  individual  responsibility;  engine  failures  are  investigated,  and  when 
the  cause  is  ascertained  an  improvement  is  effected.  Mechanical  department 
officials  have  made  a  strenous  effort  this  past  year  to  eliminate  a  large  per- 
centage of  engine  failures.  This  effort  has  been  made  in  many  instances 
under  adverse  conditions  where  rigid  economy  was  being  forced  by  the  man- 
agement in  shops  and  engine  houses. 

Relative  to  Engine  Failure  Reports. 

It  is  now  possible  to  make  a  satisfactory  comparison  of  engine  failure 
reports  with  corresponding  periods  under  practically  the  same  traffic  and 
weather  conditions.  I  believe  engine  failure  bulletins  should  be  published  at 
least  quarterly;  publicity  seems  to  have  a  wholesome  effect  in  matters  of 
this  nature;  engine  failures  and  the  inspection  of  equipment  lap  each  other, 
and  I  believe  are  matters  which  require  more  thorough  supervision. 

The  present  staff  of  this  Commission  is  inadequate  for  this  purpose  and 
should  be  materially  increased  to  get  the  best  results.

Suggestions,  Equipment  Inspection, 

1.  To  make  inspection  effective,  all  locomotive  equipment  and  terminals 
should  be  inspected  at  least  once  each  year. 

2.  The  inspection  staff  should  be  of  sufficient  size  so  that  it  would  be 
possible  for  an  inspector  to  return  to  the  railroad  within  60  days  after  gen- 
eral inspection  to  ascertain  if  recommendations  had  been  complied  with. 

3.  This  winter,  with  increasing  business  and  a  shortage  of  power,  there  will 
be  a  tendency  to  neglect  running  repairs  on  account  of  lack  of  time;  the  most 
serious  condition  will  arise  from  escaping  steam  obscuring  the  view  bi  the 
enginemen.  This  condition  will  require  the  services  of  competent  inspectors 
whose  duties  would  consist  entirely  of  riding  locomotives  and  making  inspec- 
tion of  locomotives  at  terminals  of  railroads  which  are  known  to  be  careless 
in  this  respect. 

Recommendations f  Equipment  Inspection. 

1.  At  least  two  mechanical  inspectors  should  be  appointed  at  an  early 
date;  these  inspectors  should  be  men  with  practical  knowledge  of  locomotive 
operation  and  maintenance;  they  should  be  employed  as  nearly  as  possible 
in  field  work  in  localities  where  locomotives  are  known  to  be  in  defective 
condition  generally. 

2.  Inspectors  of  equipment  should  have  authority  to  order  equipment  taken 

from  service  when  same  is  in  such  defective  condition  as  to  make  it  unsafe 

to  operate. 

Suggestions,  Accident  Investigations. 

1.  In  order  to  make  recommendations  more  effective  the  accident  inspector 
should  have  his  time  so  arranged  that  he  could  re- visit  the  locality  covered 
by  accident  investigation  within  60  days  to  ascertain  if  recommendations 
made  had  been  complied  with. 

2.  The  present  regulations  governing  the  reporting  of  accidents  should  be 
thoroughly  revised.  I  believe  this  can  be  efficiently  done  by  the  appointment 
of  a  committee  of  the  inspectors  to  take  this  matter  under  systematic  con- 
sideration. 

Recommendations,  Passenger  Train  Delay  and  Engine  Failure  Reports. 

1.  That  the  railroad  companies  be  required  to  file  the  train  movement 
reports  with  this  Commission  within  15  days  after  the  end  of  the  month:  this 
will  enable  the  Conunission  to  issue  the  train  delay  bulletin  within  30  days 
after  the  end  of  the  month  for  which  report  is  filed. 
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2.  That  train  dispatchers'  sheets  on  all  railroads  be  occasionally  checked 
and  compared  with  train  movement  reports  filed  with  the  Commission  to 
ascertain  if  reports  are  correctly  made. 

3.  That  an  engine  failure  bulletin  be  published  at  least  quarterly. 

4.  That  a  person  be  appointed  to  thoroughly  analyze  train  movement  and 
engine  failure  reports  and  to  make  inspections  of  train  dispatchers,  records 
and  train  service.  This  person  to  be  preferably  a  man  of  engineering  experi- 
ence who  could  assist  the  supervisor  of  equipment  on  special  investigations 
and  the  work  incident  to  equipment  and  other  special  inspections.  If  the 
train  service  records  are  to  be  of  value  they  must  be  more  thoroughly  checked 
and  analyzed. 

Subjects  Which  Should  Receive  Attention  During  the  Ensuing  Year. 

Safety  Appliances:  The  maintenance  of  safety  appliances  and  the  pro- 
Tiding  of  additional  safeguards  should  be  made  a  subject  for  special 
investigation : 

1.  Equipping  of  all  passenger  cars  and  locomotives  with  properly  designed 
safety  chains; 

2.  Proper  clearance  between  ends  of  freight  cars; 

3.  Equipping  of  passenger  cars  with  fire  extinguishers; 

4.  Minimum  height  to  which  sash  in  passenger  cars  should  be  raised; 

5.  Safety  chains  between  tender  and  locomotive  to  prevent  firemen  from 
falling  from  decks; 

6.  Condition  of  steps  and  hand-holds  on  locomotives; 

7.  Condition  of  spark-arresters  and  ash-pans  on  railroads  running  outside 
of  the  Forest  Preserve  limits. 

Passenger  Cars: 

1.  Methods  of  heating  and  ventilation; 

2.  Methods  of  cleaning  and  sanitation; 

3.  Methods  of  lighting; 

4.  Cleanliness  of  drinking  water  tanks. 

Coficlusion:  If  the  inspectors  and  other  employees  recommended  are 
appointed,  it  will  be  possible  in  the  year  1910  to  make  inspection  of  all 
luooniotive  equipment  and  terminals,  the  necessary  inspection  of  passenger 
Oil  IS.  and  the  analyzing  and  checking  of  train  movement  and  engine  failure 
reports;  also  the  necessary  inspection  in  connection  with  locomotives  in  the 
Adirondack  Forest  Preserve  between  April  15  and  November  1,  1910.

OIL  BURNING   LOCOMOTIVES,   NEW    TORK   CENTRAL   AND    HUDSON   RIVER   RAILRO.VD. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company 
has  complied  with  article  6  of  order  in  the  Forest  Fire  case  dated  April  1, 
1909:  this  order  required  that  at  least  2  locomotives  be  equipped  with  oil 
burning  apparatus  and  placed  in  service  not  later  than  July  loth  of  this  year. 
The  company  has  equipped  locomotives  Nos.  2125  and  2131,  both  of  same 
type  and  class,  and  they  are  in  regular  service. 

On  July  14th  I  rode  New  York  Central  oil  burning  locomotive  No.  2125  on 
train  No.  11  from  Tupper  Lake  Junction  to  Malone.  This  train  had  5  cars 
from  Utica  to  Lake  Clear  Junction,  and  4  cars  from  Lake  Clear  Junction  to 
Malone.  The  road  foreman  of  engines  handled  the  oil  between  Lake  Clear 
Junction  and  Malone  and  it  did  not  seem  to  me  that  the  engine  was  handled 
in  good  shape:  the  engineer  used  poor  judgment  with  a  light  train,  working 
the  engine  at  a  long  cut-off,  and  the  firing  was  considerably  heavier  than 
was  necessary.  For  fully  half  the  trip  from  Tupper  Lake  Junction  to  Malone 
immense  amounts  of  heavy  brown  smoke  trailed  the  train  its  full  length; 
this  was  caused  by  the  atomizer  being  forced  to  a  greater  degree  than  was 
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necessary.  As  I  understand  it,  on  the  Southern  Pacific  and  Santa  Fe  the 
smoke  stack  is  constantly  watched,  and  when  ideal  conditions  exist  as  to 
steaming  and  oil  consumption  a  light  grey  smoke  is  visible  at  the  stack. 
This  locomotive  could  be  made  to  pop  at  any  time,  and  it  was  no  trouble 
whatever  to  maintain  a  maximum  steam  pressure. 

The  equipment  of  this  locomotive  consists  of  the  Heintzelman  burner  and 
the  ordinal^  rectangular  bricks  which  are  of  a  special  grade.  This  engine 
has  about  55  ft.  of  grate  area  in  the  firebox,  and  the  same  has  been  built 
up  considerably  with  bricks,  but  no  arch  bricks  are  used;  the  engine  weighs 
158,000  lbs.  on  drivers  and  carries  200  lbs.  steam  pressure;  double  furnace 
doors  are  used,  and  these  are  fastened  in  position  with  a  tapering  key  so  they 
can  be  quickly  moved. 

The  oil  tanks  have  a  capacity  of  3400  gallons;  they  are  fitted  with  two 
manholes,  the  covers  of  which  are  entirely  loose;  there  is  no  method  of  fasten- 
ing down.  It  seems  to  me  that  this  is  a  dangerous  practice,  as  some  one  at 
the  engine  house  at  night  not  familiar  with  oil  burning  locomotives  is  liable 
to  raise  one  of  these  manholes  by  mistake,  with  an  unprotected  torch  in  his 
hand,  when  a  serious  explosion  would  very  likely  occur. 

On  the  first  trip  which  I  have  outlined,  from  Utica  to  Malone  (167  miles), 
approximately  2081  gallons  of  oil  were  used;  this  is  equal  to  12^  gallons 
per  train  mile.  From  the  figures  received  from  the  Southern  Pacific  and 
Santa  Fe,  this  is  excessive;  it  should  not  exceed  7  or  8  gallons  per  mile  for 
the  train  handled.  I  understand  that  this  engine  on  this  same  train  would 
consume  10  tons  of  coal.  If  this  figure  is  correct,  on  this  trip  208  gallons  of 
oil  were  the  equivalent  of  1  ton  of  coal;  but  as  the  trip  in  question  was  a 
trial  trip,  in  which  both  the  engineer  and  fireman  were  inexperienced,  and 
everything  taken  into  consideration,  it  can  not  be  considered  as  a  fair 
comparison. 

The  locomotive  was  noiseless,  and  aside  from  the  smoke  was  exceptionally 
clean.  The  odor  from  the  oil  back  in  the  cars  was  decidedly  disagreeable,  and 
the  passengers  complained  to  the  conductor  to  a  considerable  extent. 

It  seems  to  me  that  there  will  be  considerable  trouble  with  engine  No.  2125 
with  flues  and  staybolts.  I  was  informed  that  when  the  oil  burning  apparatus 
was  placed  in  this  locomotive  that  the  flues  had  already  seen  five  months' 
hard  service.  At  many  places  in  fire  tubes  there  are  button-head  rivets 
exposed.  On  roads  using  oil  burning  locomotives  all  rivets  have  heads  flush, 
so  that  they  are  not  exposed  to  the  extreme  action  of  the  fire. 

I  was  informed  that  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad 
Company  intend  keeping  very  close  records  of  oil  consumption,  repairs,  etc., 
so  that  they  will  be  able  to  make  a  fair  comparison  with  the  coal  burning 
locomotives  in  the  same  service. 

The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company  has  equipped 
temporary  oil  stations  at  Utica,  Tupper  Lake  Junction,  and  Malone;  these 
stations  consist  of  a  standard  tank  which  has  been  removed  from  an  oil  tank 
car,  and  placed  on  a  frame  of  sufllcient  height  so  that  the  oil  will  run  to  tank 
by  gravity.  The  oil  is  pumped  into  these  tanks  from  the  oil  tank  car  by 
an  ordinary  pump.  At  Utica  there  is  a  storage  capacity  for  16,000  gallons  of 
oil,  at  Tupper  Lake  Junction  8000  gallons,  and  Malone  16,000  gallons.

OIL   BURNING   IX)0OMOTIVE8,    THE   DELAWARE    AND    HUDSON    COMPANY. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company  has  complied  with 
article  5  of  order  in  the  Forest  Fire  case  dated  April  1,  1909:  this  order 
required  that  at  least  2  locomotives  be  equipped  with  oil  burning  appar- 
atus and  placed  in  service  not  later  than  July  15th  of  this  year.  The  com- 
pany equipped  locomotives  Nos.  60  and  649,  both  of  which  are  in  regular 
service.    No.  60  is  a  small  mogul  engine,  37  ft.  grate  area,  weighing  107,000 
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lbs.  on  drivers,  and  carrying  140  lbs.  steam  pressure.  No.  549  is  a  10-wheeI 
engine,  85  ft.  grate  area,  weighing  134,000  lbs.  on  drivers,  and  carrying  200 
lbs.  steam  pressure. 

Both  locomotives  are  equipped  with  the  W.  H.  Best  American  calorific  oil 
burning  device,  and  with  arch  brick.  On  locomotive  No.  60  no  trouble  was 
experienced,  the  firebox  being  narrow  and  well  adapted  for  oil  burning  pur- 
poses. On  No.  549,  with  a  larger  grate  area,  great  trouble  is  experienced  in 
keeping  the  brick  arch  in  position.  On  both  locomotives  the  rivets  have 
exposed  heads,  and  considerable  trouble  will  undoubtedly  be  experienced  on 
this  account.  Both  locomotives  are  exceptional  steamers,  but  it  appears  to 
me  that  too  mucfh  oil  is  being  consumed  on  the  road  and  while  standing  at 
stations,  making  considerable  brown  smoke.  The  fireman  claimed,  with  the 
burner  as  applied  to  these  two  engines,  that  it  is  impossible  to  adjust  it 
sulliciently  fine  at  stations,  and  the  result  is  that  the  locomotives  are  ])op- 
ping  off  constantly,  causing  an  excessive  consumption  of  water.  With  the 
device  as  applied  to  these  locomotives  there  is  a  great  deal  of  noise  in  the 
combustion  of  oil,  which  would  give  the  impression  that  with  the  oil  that 
is  being  used  there  must  be  considerable  water  in  same. 

Locomotive  No.  60  is  arranged  very  handy  for  the  engineer  and  fireman, 
they  both  being  located  in  the  same  cab,  which  permits  the  fireman  to  watch 
the  engineer  and  adjust  the  oil  feed  as  the  engineer  handles  the  locomotive. 
On  No.  549,  which  is  of  the  Culm  burning  type,  with  the  engineer's  cab 
located  on  the  barrel  of  the  boiler  and  the  fireman  at  the  back  end  of  the 
boiler  head,  the  arrangement  is  very  unhandy;  it  is  a  difficult  matter  for 
the  firemen  at  all  times  to  see  the  engineer,  and  the  result  is  considerable 
waste  of  oil  when  the  engineer  is  working  with  a  light  throttle,  and  possible 
danger  from  a  back  flash  when  the  engine  is  shut  off  suddenly  without  the 
fireman's  knowledge.  In  my  opinion  the  Culm  burning  type  of  locomotive  is 
not  at  all  adapted  for  oil  burning  and  should  not  be  considered  in  connec- 
tion with  same.  The  firebox  is  entirely  too  large  and  the  cost  of  repairs 
will  certainly  be  excessive,  and  will  be  largely  increased  over  the  cost  of 
firebox  repairs  when  coal  is  used.  With  an  engine  of  type  No.  549  for  oil 
burning,  a  firebox  not  to  exceed  30-ft.  grate  area  would  be  sufficient  for 
maximum  conditions.  Again,  the  Culm  burning  type  is  decidedly  incon- 
venient and  possibly  dangerous  for  the  fireman  on  account  of  the  engineer 
and   fireman  not  being  in  close  communication. 

The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company  has  ffiven  more  thought  to  fitting  up 
their  oil  tanks  than  the  New  York  Central;  their  oil  tanks  are  an  excep- 
tional job,  and  are  fitted  with  caps  on  the  manholes  with  ground  joints  and 
clamped  in  position  so  that  the  same  can  not  be  opened  accidentally. 

The  tank  on  No.  549  holds  2400  gallons  of  oil.  On  the  trial  trip  from 
Green  Island  to  Albany,  Albany  to  Rouses  Point,  and  return  to  Platts- 
burgh,  a  total  of  224  miles,  2000  gallons  of  oil  were  used.  This  is  equiva- 
lent to  about  9  gallons  per  mile,  which  is  a  better  showing  than  the  New 
York  Central  made  with  their  trial  trip,  and  which  is  nearer  to  the  figures 
which  the  Santa  Fe  and  Southern  Pacific  people  claim  as  about  the  average 
for  their  roads.  It  is  supposed  that  when  everybody  becomes  thoroughly 
accustomed  with  the  oil  burning  locomotives  that  an  average  consumption 
per  train  mile  in  passenger  service  will  not  exceed  0  or  7  gallons. 

The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company  has  not  placed  any  permanent  oil 
stations,  but  instead  has  pumps  located  at  Green  Island,  Plattsburgh,  and 
Lake  Placid,  and  pump  direct  from  the  tank  car  to  the  locomotive  tank. 
With  these  pumps  it  takes  about  40  minutes  to  handle  2400  gallons  of  oil. 
This  arrangement  is  inexpensive  and  seems  to  meet  all  requirements. 

Locomotive  No.  549,  however,  should  not  be  taken  after  all  tests  are 
finished  as  a  fair  comparison  as  to  cost  of  oil  burning. 

Locomotive  No.  60  has  a  reasonable  size  firebox  for  oil  burning  and  should 
be  taken  as  the  basis  of  comparison  between  oil  burning  and  coal  burning. 
No.  60  is  running  on  a  way  freight  between  Lake  Placid  and  Lyon  Mountain, 
and  the  railroad  between  these  two  points  is  of  the  usual  Adirondack  type. 

It  seems  to  me  that  this  railroad,  to  have  made  a  perfectly  fair  compari- 
son as  to  the  increased  cost  of  boiler  work,  should  have  started  the  locomo- 
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lives  out  with  new  tubes  and  with  all  exposed  rivet  heads  removed  and  made 
flush  in  place  of  the  usual  type  of  construction  used  with  coal  burning  loco- 
motives.

INSPECTION    OF    SPABK-ABBESTEBS    AND    ASH-PANS    OF    LOCOMOTIVES    OPEBATEO 
WITHIN    THE    LIMITS    OF   THE    ADIBONDACK    FOBEST    PBESEBVE. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commiasionf  Second  District: 

GENTLEMEN:  In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  a  detailed  inspection 
has  been  made  of  the  spark-arresters  and  ash-pans  of  all  locomotives  which 
are  to  be  operated  by  the  several  railroads  running  within  the  Adirondack 
Forest  Preserve,  beginning  June  1  and  ending  November  1,  1909.  The  syste- 
matic inspection  was  started  May  3rd  and  finished  June  9th.  I  was  assisted 
in  the  inspection  of  the  locomotives  operated  by  The  Delaware  and  Hudson 
Company  by  Mr.  Geo.  Mack,  mechanical  engineer  of  the  Commission. 

The  requirements  of  inspection  were,  for  spark-arrester:  maximum  mesh 
of  netting  2%x2%  meshes  per  inch;  wire  No.  10  B.  W.  G.;  no  holes  per- 
mitted in  netting  around  baffle  plates,  diaphragm,  table,  or  at  joints  to  side 
sheets,  flue  sheets,  front  end  ring,  or  around  steam  pipes,  exhaust  pipes, 
blower  and  air  pump  exhaust  pipes,  larger  than  %x%  in.;  all  patches  to  be 
securely  fastened  with  a  sufficient  number  of  bolts  or  rivets;  manhole  door 
to  be  well  fitted  and  securely  fastened  against  main  plate  or  netting. 

For  ash-pan,  injector  overflow  pipes  to  be  connected  with  ash-pan;  all 
openings  in  ash-pan  to  be  screened  or  guarded  so  that  no  cinders  can  drop 
from  firebox  or  ash-pan  to  right  of  way;  where  hopper  ash-pans  are  used, 
the  operating  lever  is  to  be  locked  when  slides  are  closed;  where  box  pans 
are  used  with  back  and  front  dampers,  locks  are  to  be  placed  on  bottom  of 
ash-pans  so  dampers  can  be  closed  and  fastened  securely;  front  damper  to  be 
closed  running  in  forward  motion;  back  damper  to  be  closed  running  in 
back  motion. 

The  condition  of  ash-pans  and  spark-arresters  was  in  many  instances  unsat- 
isfactory. On  locomotives  operated  by  the  Brooklyn  Cooperage  Company  and 
the  Rich  Lumber  Company  the  condition  was  generally  good.  The  unsatis- 
factory condition  of  spark-arresters  and  ash-pans  on  locomotives  operated  by 
the  New  York  Central  lines  and  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company  was 
surprising,  after  the  agitation  of  the  past  six  months  regarding  forest  fireis, 
oil  burning  locomotives,  etc.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  conditions 
noted  at  first  inspection: 

Brooklyn  Cooperage  Company:  Operates  2  standard  gauge  climax  geared 
locomotives,  and  on  account  of  using  the  tracks  of  the  New  York  and  (Rjtawa 
Railroad  Company  comes  under  tlie  supervision  of  this  Commission.  The 
ash-pans  of  both  locomotives  were  in  good  condition  throughout.  The  spark- 
arrester  on  No.  1  was  in  good  condition  throughout;  locomotive  No.  2  had  a 
1^x2  in.  hole  in  netting  around  air  pump  exhaust  and  blower  pipe.  Proper 
repairs  were  made  to  all  defects,  and  after  re-inspection  certificates  were 
issued. 

Cranberry  Lake  Railroad:  Operates  one  standard  gauge  consolidation 
locomotive.    The  conditions  throughout  were  good  and  certificate  was  issued. 

The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company,  Chateaugay  Branch:  20  locomotives 
inspected:  9  with  narrow  firebox  on  top  of  frame,  and  11  with  wide  firebox 
over  driving  wheels;  17  were  defective  in  ash-pans:  the  defects  noted  con- 
sisted of  grate  connection  holes  without  screens  or  guards;  sheets  of  body 
of  pan  rusted  through;  ash-pan  slides  warped  and  open:  ash-pans  away  from 
foundation  ring  on  front  end,  leaving  opening  3  in.  wide  full  width  of  pan; 
openings  at  back  of  ash-pan  8  in.  wide  full  width  of  pan;  holes  at  comers 
of  foundation  ring  4x4  in.  11  were  defective  in  spark-arresters:  the  defects 
noted  consisted  of  holes  in  angle  iron  at  flue  sheet,  in  netting  bax;k  of  steam 
pipes,  around  exhaust  pipes  and  blower  pipes,  and  poorly  fitted  at  man- 
holes, side  sheets,  etc.;   holes  varied  in  size  from   ^x2  in.  to  %x5  in.;   G 
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defects  were  noted  at  blower  pipes;  8  at  steam  pipes;  and  3  at  exhaust  pipes. 
Proper  repairs  were  made  to  all  defects  after  some  delay,  and  after  re-inspec- 
tion certificates  were  issued. 

The  Chateaugay  Iron  and  Ore  Company  of  The  Delaioare  and  Hudson  Com- 
pany: 3  locomotives  inspected,  all  narrow  gauge  with  fireboxes  set  between 
frames.  Ash-pans  of  box  type,  and  all  were  in  general  bad  condition  and 
required  heavy  repairs  and  renewals.  All  spark-arresters  were  defective  in 
some  particular,  having  badly  worn  netting,  or  holes  back  of  steam  pipes, 
at  exhaust  pipes,  or  around  blower  pipes.  Proper  repairs  were  made  to  all 
defects  after  considerable  delay,  and  after  re-inspection  certificates  were 
issued. 

Xew  York  Central,  Adirondack  Diviaion:  53  locomotives  inspected:  45 
with  narrow  firebox  on  top  of  frames,  and  8  with  wide  firebox  over  driving 
wheels;  11  were  defective  in  ash-pans:  the  defects  noted  consisted  of  holes 
in  ash-pan,  in  one  instance  as  large  as  4x4  in.;  no  guards  around  grate  con- 
nection openings;  hopper  slides  improperly  adjusted  so  that  same  were 
open,  in  one  instance  1%  in.  full  width  of  hopper;  hopper  slides  warped  so 
same  could  not  be  closed,  and  in  one  instance  no  bracicet  or  lock  to  hold 
hopper  slide  operating  lever  in  position.  18  were  defective  in  spark-arrest- 
ers: the  defects  consisted  of  holes  around  steam,  exhaust  and  blower  pipes, 
and  at  side  sheets;  holes  varied  in  size  from  %xl  in.  to  1x4  in.;  15  defects 
were  noted  at  blower  pipes;  6  at  steam  pipes;  2  at  exhaust  pipes.  Proper 
repairs  were  made  to  all  defects,  and  after  re-inspection  certificates  were 
issued  for  all  locomotives  inspected. 

Xew  York  Central,  Carthage  and  Adirondack  Branch:  7  locomotiveb 
inspected,  all  of  the  narrow  firebox  type,  firebox  on  top  of  frames;  7  were 
defective  in  ash-pans:  1  locomotive,  which  was  finally  withdrawn  from  this 
service,  had  a  castiron  hopper  ash-pan  which  was  badly  broken  and  had 
large  openings  in  pan  at  several  places;  inspection  indicated  that  a  new 
ash-pan  was  required  before  engine  would  be  safe;  6  locomotives  had  grate 
connections  through  back  of  pan  with  opening  around  same  through  which 
large  live  cinders  dropped  each  time  grates  were  moved;  these  grate  con- 
nections required  boxing  in.  2  locomotives  were  defective  in  spark-arresters: 
defects  consisted  of  holes  around  steam  pipes  and  blower  pipes.  At  second 
inspection,  proper  repairs  had  been  made  of  all  defects  and  certificates  were 
issued  for  6  locomotives. 

Xew  York  Central,  New  York  and  Ottatoa  Railroad:  10  locomotives 
inspected:  6  with  narrow  fireboxes  between  frames,  and  4  with  narrow  fire- 
boxes on  top  of  frames;  8  were  defective  in  ash-pans:  the  defects  noted  con- 
sisted of  holes  in  ash-pan;  pans  badly  fitted  at  connections;  dampers  badly 
fitted  and  unprotected,  with  no  means  for  fastening  in  closed  position;  grate 
connection  holes  unprotected;  4  were  in  such  poor  condition  that  new  ash- 
pans  are  required.  5  were  defective  in  spark-arresters:  the  defects  noted 
consisted  of  holes  at  steam,  exhaust,  and  blower  pipes;  manhole  doors  poorly 
fitted  and  angle  irons  at  side  sheets  poorly  fitted;  holes  varied  in  size  from 
%xl%  in.  to  1/^x4  in.  At  first  inspection,  certificates  were  issued  for  2  loco- 
motives. At  second  inspection  it  was  found  that  repairs  had  not  been  made 
to  defects  noted  in  first  inspection.  Necessary  repairs  were  finally  made, 
and  after  a  third  inspection  certificates  we're  issued  for  all  locomotives 
inspected. 

Paul  Smith's  Electric  Light  and  Power  and  Railroad  Company:  This  rail- 
road is  operated  electrically,  and  in  a  case  of  emergency  a  steam  locomotive 
is  used.  This  locomotive  was  last  used  in  August,  1008.  Overflow  pipes  were 
not  connected  with  ash-pan;  front  damper  had  opening  at  the  top  1^34  in.; 
back  damper  had  an  opening  around  grate  connection  4x6  in.;  no  arrange- 
ment for  fastening  damper  in  closed  position.  Repairs  suggested  have  not 
been  made  and  no  certificate  has  been  issued. 

Rich  Lumber  Company:  Operates  2  Shay  geared  locomotives;  the  ash- 
pans  of  both  locomotives  were  in  good  condition  throughout;  the  spark- 
arrester  of  No.  4  was  in  good  condition;  No.  6  had  a  hole  in  netting  around 
air  pump  exhaust  ^  in.  Proper  repairs  were  made  to  all  defects,  and  after 
another  inspection  certificates  were  issued.

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Obaervaiiana  as  to   Thoroughness  of  Shop  and  Engine  House  Repairs  and 

Inspection, 

The  Brooklyn  Cooperage  Company:  Good;  the  2  locomotives  are  under 
the  supervision  of  an  exceptional  mechanic,  who  makes  daily  inspection  for 
defects  and  same  are  promptly  and  efficiently  repaired.  Mr.  H.  Morris,  the 
superintendent,  states  that  the  company  has  as  much  at  stake  as  any  interest 
and  can  not  afford  to  have  fires,  and  that  they  are  willing  and  expect  to 
take  every  precaution  to  prevent  same  regardless  of  cost. 

Cranberry  Lake  Railroad  and  Rich  Lumber  Company:  Good;  the  3  loco- 
motives are  under  the  supervision  of  a  good  mechanic,  who  makes  daily 
inspection  for  defects  and  same  are  promptly  and  properly  repaired.  Mr. 
Rich,  the  trainmaster,  states  that  the  company  can  not  afford  to  have  fires 
and  that  they  take  every  precaution  to  prevent  same.  This  company  has  a 
well  equipped  fire  train. 

The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company ^  Chateau-gay  Branch  and  Chateaugay 
Iron  and  Ore  Co.:  Bad;  May  24th  inspection  was  started  at  Plattsburgh  by 
the  engineer  of  this  Commission;  at  that  time  apparently  no  effort  had  been 
made  to  remedy  defects  in  or  improve  condition  of  ash-pans;  on  locomotives 
recently  out  of  shop  after  heavy  repairs,  inexcusable  defects  were  noted. 
The  work  of  improving  spark-arresters  seems  to  have  been  confined  entirely 
to  the  improved  design  of  smoke  stack  with  which  6  or  7  locomotives  are 
equipped.  Serious  defects  were  noted  in  front  ends.  It  was  necessary  for 
your  engineer  to  spend  nearly  three  weeks  on  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  before 
spark-arresters  and  ash-pans  were  placed  in  a  sufficiently  good  condition  to 
warrant  the  issuing  of  certificates.  The  master  mechanic  of  The  Delaware 
and  Hudson  Company  gave  as  an  excuse  for  the  poor  condition  of  ash-pans 
and  spark-arresters  that  they'  did  not  know  what  the  Commission  required. 
It  is  my  opinion  that  this  road  will  require  close  supervision  during  the  dry 
season. 

'New  York  Central,  Adirondack  Division:  Fair;  this  division  has  been 
partially  placed  under  the  supervision  of  a  division  master  mechanic.  The 
heavy  engine  house  repairs  are  cared  for  at  the  Mohawk  division  engine 
house  located  at  Utica.  In  my  opinion  there  is  insufficient  staff  at  Tupper 
Lake  Junction  and  Malone  engine  houses  to  make  proper  inspections  and 
proper  repairs  promptly.  No  night  inspectors  were  located  at  either  station, 
the  day  staff  being  depended  upon  for  all  inspections.  The  master  mechanic 
informed  me  that  he  had  requested  night  inspectors  for  both  stations  and 
that  his  request  had  not  been  granted.  The  general  mechanical  condition  of 
the  Mohawk  and  Malone  engines  was  good.  Practically  all  locomotives  have 
had  general  or  heavy  repairs  at  the  V^st  Albany  general  repair  shop  within 
four  months.  A  considerable  number  of  locomotives  were  inspected  on  this 
division  within  a  few  days  after  they  were  turned  out  of  shop,  and  were 
found  to  be  in  defective  condition,  either  in  spark-arrester  or  ash-pan;  6 
locomotives  were  inspected  at  West  Albany  shop  after  repairs  were  com- 
pleted and  before  going  into  service,  and  3  were  found  to  be  defective.  This 
indicates  to  me  insufficient  care  in  making  repairs  at  the  general  repair  shop, 
and  also  makes  it  a  difficult  matter  for  the  division  engine  house  to  properly 
maintain  spark-arresters  and  ash-pans  when  same  are  not  delivered  to  them 
in  good  condition.  I  found  considerable  to  criticise  in  the  method  of  patch- 
ing around  steam,  exhaust,  and  blower  pipes;  frequently  patches  of  less 
thickness  than  No.  20  iron  improperly  fastened,  particularly  around  blower 
pipes;  slotted  patches  made  of  planished  iron  with  one  bolt  for  fastening; 
many  defects  were  found  back  of  steam  pipes;  this  place  apparently  was  not 
receiving  near  the  attention  it  warranted  from  shop  foremen  and  inspectors. 

New  York  Central,  Carthage  and  Adirondack  Branch:  Bad;  one  would 
think  that  this  was  not  a  part  of  the  New  York  Central  system,  inasmuch 
as  the  standards  in  use  on  the  spark-arresters  and  ash-pans  of  the  Mohawk 
and  Malone  were  not  observed;  on  this  branch  all  locomotives  were  found  to 
be  defective.  The  inspection  of  locomotives  at  Watertown  is  good;  at  Carth- 
age it  appears  to  be  bad,  and  repairs  are  not  promptly  made. 

New  York  Central,  New  York  and  Ottawa  Railroad:  Bad;  I  was  informed 
that  no  instructions  had  been  received  from  the  New  York  Central  general 
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offices  as  to  spark-arresters  or  ash-pans.  At  first  inspection  9  locomotives 
were  in  bad  condition;  it  was  necessary  on  a  number  of  locomotives  to  make 
three  inspections  before  repairs  were  made  to  warrant  issuing  certificates. 
At  first  inspection  practically  nothing  had  been  done  to  improve  conditions 
aside  from  piping  injector  overflows  to  ash-pans.  I  was  informed  at  first 
inspection,  by  the  general  foreman,  that  engines  were  in  good  condition,  and 
found  9  engines  bad.  Mr.  Gays,  general  manager,  advised  prior  to  the  sec- 
ond inspection  that  all  defects  had  been  repaired;  I  found  at  inspection  that 
this  statement  was  not  correct;  was  accompanied  by  the  master  mechanic 
and  repairs  were  attended  to;  4  locomotives  had  ash-pans  in  such  poor  con- 
dition that  new  ash -pans  were  ordered.  It  is  my  opinion  that  this  railroad 
will  require  close  supervision  during  the  dry  season. 

Paul  Smith's  Electric  Light  and  Potcer  and  Railroad  Company:  Bad;  1 
locomotive  is  operated,  in  emergency;  it  was  last  in  service  in  August,  1908. 
Inspection  showed  same  to  be  in  exceptionally  bad  condition.  I  was  informed 
that  repairs  would  be  made  and  a  second  inspection  requested. 

Observations  as  to  Improvements  in  Design  and  Workmanship  and  Inspections 

Which  Should  be  Made  by  Railroad  Companies. 

Spark-arresters:  In  fitting  netting  around  steam,  exhaust,  and  blower 
pipes,  the  present  method  is  to  cut  hole  in  netting  a  trifle  small  and  hammer 
in  position  around  pipes;  where  a  poor  fit  occurs,  another  piece  of  netting  or 
a  light  piece  of  iron,  improperly  fastened,  is  generally  used  for  a  patch;  the 
result  is  loose  strands  of  wire,  and  eventually  a  hole  at  these  locations.  I 
believe  that  in  place  of  this  temporary,  unmechanical  method,  permanent 
flanges  of  plate  iron  or  steel  at  least  3/16  in.  thick  should  be  used;  these 
flanges  should  be  made  at  least  2  in.  wide  in  two  sections;  in  order  to  make 
a  neat  fit  around  pipes  they  should  be  of  sufficient  length  so  as  to  lap  at 
joints  and  allow  for  bolting;  these  fianges  should  be  placed  top  and  bottom 
of  netting  and  bolted  or  riveted  to  same.  This  would  entirely  prevent  loose 
strands  and  holes  in  netting  at  these  locations,  and  would  make  a  perfect  fit 
at  the  locations  which  are  now  neglected  or  at  best  a  poor  and  temporary  fit. 
At  side  of  extension  front  a  well  fitted  liner  at  least  3/16  in.  thick  and  2  in. 
wide  should  be  fitted  over  netting  and  bolted  through  to  angle  iron.  This  to 
avoid  loose  strands  in  netting.  The  manhole  door  in  many  instances  is  a  cheap, 
light,  temporary  affair;  usually  a  piece  of  netting  lapping  the  opening  2  in., 
with  four  pieces  of  iron  %X1V^  in.  bolted  to  netting  as  a  frame.  This  loose 
frame  permits  strands  of  wire  to  become  loose  and  netting  distorted.  The 
same  is  true  of  tne  manhole  opening  in  main  piece  of  netting.  I  believe  this 
door  should  be  made  of  a  solid  welded  frame  ^iXlVi  in.,  with  a  frame  placed 
top  and  bottom  of  netting  and  riveted  together  in  order  to  hold  netting  firmly 
and  to  prevent  loose  strands  of  wire. 

Ash-pans:  A  number  of  instances  of  ash-pans  have  been  noted  where  in 
making  connections  between  various  sections  of  ash-pans  the  laps  have  been 
placed  on  outside;  and  with  a  tendency  to  warp,  the  openings  are  on  the  out- 
side of  pans.  If  these  laps  were  reversed,  when  warping  occurred  the  opening 
would  be  into  hopper;  and  while  the  pan  might  be  in  poor  condition  at  some 
particular  connection,  the  cinders  would  still  drop  into  hopper.  There  is  a 
tendency  to  use  light  material  for  patching;  this  warps  quickly,  and  in  a 
short  time  becomes  in  bad  condition.  The  most  serious  defects  were  noted  at 
corners  of  foundation  ring;  this  is  a  difficult  place  to  fit  an  ash-pan  satisfac- 
torily. It  seems  to  me  that  deflectors  could  be  fastened  to  foundation  ring 
independent  of  ash-pan,  which  would  protect  all  openings  at  this  location 
more  satisfactorily  than  the  present  method  of  adjusting  patches  in  these 
openings. 

Injectors^  Overflow  Pipes:  With  some  makes  of  injectors  the  present 
method  of  connecting  overflow  pipes  up  solid  to  injector  is  liable  to  mislead 
an  engineer  as  to  water  levels.  As  some  injectors  will  break  without  the 
engineer's  knowledge,  unless  the  overflow  is  visible,  I  believe  the  overflow 
should  be  connected  with  a  funnel  at  top  of  pipe  above  running  board,  leaving 
same  visible  to  engineer  at  all  times. 
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ConcluHon:  About  43  per  cent  of  locomotives  iiiBpected  were  defective  in 
some  particular.  This  condition  existed  after  six  montbs'  agitation  in  the 
matter  of  oil  burning  locomotives,  and  the  promise  of  the  New  York  Central 
lines  and  The  Delaware  and  Uudsun  Company  to  eliminate  any  imperfections 
in  their  coal  burning  locomotives  if  they  were  permitted  to  use  coal  burning 
locomotives  this  year.  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad 
Company  on  its  Adirondack  division  has  spent  a  considerable  amount  of 
money,  and  has  undoubtedly  improved  considerably  the  condition  of  previous 
years.  Their  locomotives,  however,  were  not  in  the  good  condition  that  was 
promised.  On  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company,  practically  nothing  aside 
from  an  improved  smoke  stack  has  been  attempted  in  the  way  of  improved 
condition  of  spark-arresters  and  ash-pans  prior  to  inspection,  over  conditions 
of  last  year. 

After  spending  five  weeks  inspecting  each  locomotive  personally,  visiting 
all  the  engine  houses  and  meeting  all  the  foremen  and  inspectors,  both  night 
and  day,  on  all  railroads,  and  calling  their  attention  personally  to  all  defects 
noted,  not  one  of  which  was  disputed,  1  feel  that  they  do  not  realize  at 
the  present  time  the  importance  of  thorough  inspection  and  good  work  in 
these  particulars.  The  matter  has  been  so  much  neglected  in  the  past  that 
it  will  require  extraordinary  effort  on  the  part  of  the  higher  railroad  officials 
to  make  exceptional  improvements. 

The  present  method  of  inspection  is  too  casual.  Fires  are  not  always 
dumped  and  front  end  doors  removed.  The  matter  of  inspection  is  left  to 
inferior  subordinates  many  times,  and  foremen  do  not  themselves  occasion  illy 

§et  inside  of  front  ends  and  make  a  close  inspection.  When  inspectors  find 
efects,  I  believe  they  at  times  neglect  to  report  same,  as  the  making  of 
repairs  in  a  hot  front  end  is  decidedly  disagreeable.  If  conditions  are  excep- 
tionally improved,  some  one  besides  a  boiler  maker  will  have  to  frequently 
make  check  inspections,  and  drastic  discipline  will  have  to  be  exercised.

IlfSFECTION     OF     LOCOMOTIVE,     PASSENGER     CAB,     AND     BEPAIB     FACILITIES     ON 

ADIRONDACK    AND    ST.    LAWRENCE    RAILROAD. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentleken:  The  following  is  a  report  of  inspection  of  locomotive  and 
passenger  car  equipment  and  repair  facilities  of  the  Adirondack  and  St. 
Lawrence  railroad: 

Inspection  October  12,  1909,  at  DeKalb  Junction  and  Hermon. 

The  locomotive  equipment  consists  of  one  mogul  locomotive  No.  2,  in  good 
general  condition;  was  built  in  January,  1909,  at  the  Baldwin  Locomotive 
Works;  no  defects  were  noted;  equipped  with  air  brakes;  boiler  steam 
pressure  170  lbs.  per  square  inch;  cylinders  18-in.  diameter,  24-in.  stroke; 
weight  in  working  order  about  65  tons;  presents  a  clean  and  attractive 
appearance  and  running  repairs  are  apparently  properly  made. 

The  passenger  car  equipment  consists  of  one  combination  baggage,  smoking, 
and  passenger  compartment  car  in  fair  general  condition;  car  is  heated  with 
SjiPiir  stove  in  passenger  compartment  prowrly  fastened  in  position,  and  all 
doors  and  other  openings  properly  guarded;  caboose  stove  in  baggage  com- 
partment improperly  fastened  in  position  and  is  not  safe;  is  fastened  to  floor 
of  car  with  light  screws  from  base,  and  it  should  be  fastened  from  top  of  stove 
to  floor  with  bolts  or  rods  in  addition  to  the  present  base  fastening;  light  is 
furnished  with  single-font  oil  lamps  in  fair  condition:  I  in  baggage  compart- 
ment, 1  in  smoking  compartment,  and  2  in  passenger  compartment. 

Car  is  equipped  with  leather  covered  low  back  reversible  seats,  with  seating 
capacity  of  14  in  smoking  compartment  and  22  in  passenger  compartment. 
Emergency  tools  are  in  good  condition  and  properly  located.  Lavatory  is  in 
good  condition  and  clean.  Interior  of  car  is  generally  clean  but  dingy  on 
account  of  paint  and  varnish  being  old  and  deteriorated.    Car  is  equipped  with 
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Westinghouse  air  brakes  and  signal  apparatus  and  steel- tired  truck  wheels; 
safety  appliances,  sills,  platforms,  and  truck  frames  are  in  fair  condition; 
paint  and  varnish  are  in  bad  condition.  Running  repairs  are  apparently 
properly  made. 

The  repair  facilities  consist  of  a  1 -stall  frame  engine  house,  in  good  con- 
dition, located  at  Stellaville,  about  half  way  between  DeKalb  Junction  and 
Hermon.  No  turntables  or  wyes  are  used.  Locomotive  is  equipped  with  pilot 
on  both  ends.  iSinall  tools  ar«  fair.  Machine  work  is  arranged  for  at  various 
contract  shops.  Ck>al  is  shoveled  from  storage  or  cars  to  tender.  Sand  is 
screened  and  dried  and  delivered  manually  to  sand-box.  Fires  are  cleaned 
on  roadbed  and  shoveled  to  storage.  Running  repairs  are  made  by  enginemen 
with  the  assistance  of  other  employees  when  necessary. 

Recommendation:  That  caboose  stove  in  baggage  compartment  be  properly 
and  securely  fastened  from  top  of  stove  to  floor;  passenger  car  would  present 
a  more  attractive  appearance  if  paint  and  varnish  on  interior  and  exterior 
were  renewed.

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

GENTLEMEN:  The  following  is  a  detailed  re]mrt  of  an  inspection  of  loco- 
motives and  repair  facilities  of  the  Buffalo  Creek  railroad: 

The  inspection  was  made  November  18th  and  19th,  at  Buffalo. 

The  locomotive  equipment  consists  of  13  locomotives:  Nos.  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8, 
0,  10,  11,  12,  13,  and  14;  also  Buffalo.  Roche«t<»r  and  Pittsburgh  Railway 
C€nipanj''s  locomotive  No.  200  temporarily  leased. 

No.  3:  general  condition  bad;  driving-wheel  tires  worn  3/16  in.;  locomo- 
tive is  now  awaiting  shop  on  account  of  a  broken  cylinder;  was  taken  out  of 
service  on  this  account  about  November  Ist,  and  on  account  of  insufficient 
repair  facilities  no  attempt  had  been  made  up  to  November  18th  to  make 
repairs. 

No.  4:  general  condition  fair;  no  defects  noted;   driving-wheel  tires  worn 

%  in. 

No.  6:  general  condition  fair;  driving-wheel  tires  worn  %  in.;  throttle, 
metallic  packing,  steam  chest  joints,  and  flues  leak;  smoke-box  in  bad  condition. 

No.  6:  general  condition  fair;  driving-wheel  tires  in  bad  condition,  worn 
%  in.;  metallic  packing  leaks. 

No.  7:  general  condition  good;  no  defects  noted;  driving-wheel  tires  worn 

%  in. 

No.  8:  general  condition  fair;  driving-wheel  tires  worn  3/16  in.;  injector 
fittings  and  throttle  leak. 

No.  9:  general  conditions  fair;  driving-wheel  tires  worn  %  in.;  metallic 
packing  and  flues  leak. 

No.  10:  general  condition  good;  driving-wheel  tires  worn  %  in.;  metallic 
packing,  whistle  joints,  and  gauge  cocks  leak;  bad  pound  in  back  end  of 
main  rods. 

No.  11:  general  condition  bad;  driving-wheel  tires  worn  %  in.;  throttle, 
metallic  packing,  steam  chest  joints,  boiler  checks,  cab  cocks,  and  flues  leak; 
smoke-box  in  bad  condition. 

No.  12:  general  condition  bad;  driving-wheel  tires  worn  ^A  in.;  metallic 
packing  leaks. 

No.  13:  general  condition  pood;  driving-wheel  tiros  worn  ^/^  in.;  metallic 
packing,  whistle  joints,  and  flues  leak. 

No.  14:  general  condition  fair;  driving-wheel  tires  worn  3/16  in.;  now  in 
shop  receiving  boiler  repairs. 

B.,  R.  &  P.  No.  200:  general  condition  fair;  driving-wheel  tires  worn 
3/16  in.;  metallic  packing  leaks. 
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The  repair  facilities  are  located  at  Buffalo,  and  consist  of  a  7-stalI  engine 
house  of  brick  and  concrete  construction,  heated  with  Buffalo  Forge  hot  air 
system  and  lighted  with  electric  lights;  ventilation  and  drainage  are  good; 
at  end  of  engine  hoii«p  boiler  and  fan  room  is  locat<»(l.  Provision  has  alsrt 
been  made  for  a  machine  shop  but  no  machine  tools  are  operated  at  the 
present  time.  Engine  house  is  equipped  with  a  good  driving-wheel  drop  pit 
and  a  manually  operated  crane  and  circular  runway.  Small  tool  equipment 
is  good.  A  good  supply  of  duplicate  parts  for  running  and  emergency  repairs 
are  kept  in  stock.  Oil  and  small  supplies  are  stored  in  a  detached  building 
of  brick  and  concrete  construction.  Coal  is  handled  by  a  Morse-Fairbanks 
mechanical  conveyor  and  storage  plant;  power  for  same  is  furnished  by  a 
Morse- Fairbanks  gasoline  engine;  upper  pocket  has  150  tons  capacity,  and 
storage  pocket  150  tons  capacity;  equipped  with  an  automatic  weighing  chute. 
Sand  is  handled  at  end  of  coal  plant,  and  is  elevated  to  storage  bin  by 
mechanical  conveyor  and  then  by  gravity  to  locomotive ;  sand  house  is  equipped 
with  steam  sand  drier.  Fires  are  cleaned  on  roadbed  and  cinders  are  used  for 
filling-in  purposes  at  terminal. 

No  turntables  or  wyes  are  necessary  as  the  business  of  this  railroad  is 
entirely  of  a  switching  nature. 

The  buildings  at  this  terminal  are  of  modern  construction  and  design  and 
in  good  condition.  The  facilities  for  handling  locomotives  aside  from  repairs 
are  ot  modem  construction  and  design  and  in  good  condition.  The  repair 
facilities  are  crude  and  inadequate  to  care  for  the  emergency  or  running 
repairs  of  12  locomotives  promptly  and  properly.  At  the  present  time  it  is 
necessary  to  have  all  machine  work  attended  to  at  contract,  or  the  Erie  or 
Lehigh  Valley  railroad  shops,  and  I  am  reliably  informed  that  the  delays 
occurring  on  the  lightest  kind  of  repairs  requiring  machine  work  is  300  per 
cent.  General  repairs  are  made  at  the  Dunkirk  plant  of  the  American  Ix)Co- 
motive  Company.  The  locomotives  are  clean  and  present  an  attractive  appear- 
ance.   The  condition  of  all  safety  appliances  and  air  braJces  was  good. 

Recommendations:  In  order  to  make  prompt  and  proper  repairs  to  loco- 
motives, machine  tools  should  be  installed  and  the  repair  staff  should  be 
increased.  I  believe  the  following  to  be  necessary:  1  engine  lathe,  1  shaper, 
1  drilling  machine;  1  machinist,  1  blacksmith,  1  general  helper.  In  the 
absence  of  machine  tools  or  increased  staff,  arrangements  should  be  made  at 
once  to  have  running  repairs  made  promptly  at  the  Buffalo  shops  of  the 
lessee  companies,  Erie  and  Lehigh  Valley  railroads.

INSPECTION    OF   LOCOMOTIVES,   PASSENGEB    CARS,    AND   REPAIR   FACILrriES    ON 

OLENFIELD  AND   WESTERN  RAILROAD. 

To  the  Public  Serrice  Comm4ssion,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  The  following  is  a  detailed  report  of  an  inspection  of  loco- 
motives, passenger  cars,  and  repair  facilities  of  the  Glenfield  and  Western 
Railroad  Company: 

Inspection  was  made  August  25,  1900. 

The  locomotive  equipment  consists  of  3  locomotives:  Nos.  22,  70,  and  75; 
all  equipped  with  metal  brake  beams  and  castiron  truck  wheels. 

No.  22:  Heisler  geared  type;  general  condition  good,  with  the  exception 
noted;  flues  and  tires  are  new  and  general  repairs  were  given  in  March, 
1900:  air  brakes  are  in  excellent  condition;  safety  appliances  are  in  good 
condition,  with  the  exception  of  back  end  coupler  operating  lever  which  is 
missing;  this  defect  should  be  remedied  at  once:  locomotive  has  not  been 
used  to  exceed  two  weeks  since  receiving  general  repairs;  boiler  steam  press- 
ure  145  lbs. 

No.  70:  Consolidation  type;  general  condition  fair,  with  the  exception 
noted;  firebox  and  boiler  are  old;  flues  and  tires  are  good;  air  brakes  are 
in  excellent  condition;  safety  appliances  are  in  good  condition;  front  engine 
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truck  wheel  has  an  exceptionally  sharp  flange,  not  over  %  in.  thick;  thia 
wheel  makes  operation  dangerous,  and  should  be  removed  at  once;  locomo- 
tive has  not  been  used  to  exceed  two  weeks  in  six  months;  boiler  steam 
pressure  135  lbs. 

No.  75:  Mogul  type,  and  in  excellent  general  condition;  built  in  July, 
1909,  at  the  Schenectady  plant  of  the  American  Locomotive  Company,  and 
has  been  in  service  about  one  month;  the  equipment  and  appliances  are 
modern  throughout;  boiler  steam  pressure  175  lbs. 

The  passenger  car  equipment  consists  of  one  combination  passenger  and 
^Aggage  compartment  car,  No.  100;  seating  capacity  30  passengers;  the 
general  condition  of  car  is  good,  with  the  exceptions  noted.  Paint  and 
varnish,  brakes,  safety  appliances,  draft  timbers  and  couplers  are  in  good 
condition;  buffer  plate  on  passenger  compartment  platform  is  badly  bent; 
first  wheel  on  baggage  compartment  of  car  has  sharp  flange,  and  same  should 
be  removed  soon;  equipped  with  steel-tired  wheels  and  metal  brake  beam. 
Car  is  heated  with  Baker  heater,  in  good  condition  and  properly  fastened 
and  guarded;  light  is  furnished  with  3  double-font  oil  lamps,  in  fair  condi- 
tion; lavatory  is  in  good  condition;  car  is  equipped  with  blinds,  hat  racks, 
and  plush  covered  reversible  seats;  drinking  water  is  furnished  and  tank 
is  in  clean  condition;  car  is  clean  and  freshly  painted  and  varnished.  Car  is 
not  equipped  with  emergency  tools;  a  suitable  set  should  be  procured  at  once 
and  located  in  a  conspicuous  position  in  passenger  compartment;  baggage 
compartment  is  in  good  condition  for  the  purpose  used;  car  is  generally  clean 
and  comfortable. 

The  repair  facilities  consist  of  a  2-stall  frame  engine  house  with  addition 
for  shop  purposes,  all  in  fair  general  condition,  located  at  Glenfteld.  Build- 
ing is  equipped  with  electric  lights.  Water  for  washing  out  boilers  is 
obtained  from  a  gravity  supply,  and  about  50-lbs.  pressure  is  obtained;  on 
account  of  the  poor  quality  of  the  water  thus  obtained  for  locomotive  use, 
arrangements  are  being  made  to  connect  with  the  town  of  Glenfleld  supply, 
when  a  higher  pressure  will  be  obtained.  Coal  is  shoveled  from  covered 
platform  to  tender.  Sand  is  handled  in  buckets  from  sand  storage  to  sand- 
box. Locomotives  are  turned  on  wyes  located  at  Glen  field  and  Paigeville. 
Small  tools  are  in  fair  condition  and  in  suflicient  quantity  for  the  work  to 
be  handled.  A  good  stock  of  emergency  repair  parts  are  on  hand.  No 
machine  tools  are  owned  by  the  company,  but  a  satisfactory  arrangement 
has  been  made  with  a  local  machine  shop  for  all  machine  work.  Heavy 
running  repairs  are  made.  All  general  repairs  are  attended  to  at  contract 
shops.  The  repair  staff  consists  of  one  machinist  and  two  helpers  and  the 
assistance  of  engine  crews  when  necessary. 

Recommendation8 :  That  locomotive  No.  22  be  equipped  at  once  with 
coupler  operating  lever  on  back  end  coupler;  that  defective  engine  truck 
wheels  under  locomotive  No.  70  be  removed  at  once;  that  defective  truck 
wheel  under  baggage  compartment  of  car  be  removed  within  30  days;  that 
proper  emergency  tools  in  a  suitable  box  be  located  in  a  conspicuous  place 
in  passenger  compartment  of  car  within  30  days. 

I  was  accompanied  throughout  the  inspection  by  Mr.  James  Acker,  super- 
intendent, who  informed  me  that  all  defects  noted  would  receive  prompt 
attention.

Inspection  November  9  and  10,  1909,  at  Jamestown.

The  locomotive  equipment  consists  of  5  locomotives:  Nob.  4,  5,  9,  10, 
and  11. 

No.  4:  American  type;  general  condition  fair,  with  the  following  excep- 
tions: metallic  packing,  steam  chest  joints,  cylinder  head  joints,  and  rylin- 
der  cocks  leak;  tender  trucks  are  in  poor  condition;  bolts  loose  and  nuts  are 
missing  in  several  places;  covers  gone  from  3  journal  boxes;  smoke-box  in 
poor  condition,  front  end  being  burnt. 

No.  5:  American  type;  general  condition  good,  with  the  following  exce]>- 
tions:  foundation  ring  and  steam  chest  joints  leak;  tender  trucks  in  poor 
condition,  sharp  flange  on  right  back  tender  truck  wheel;  columns  broken 
on  front  tender  trucK;  no  grab-irons  on  corners  of  tank;  ash-pan  in  bad 
condition. 

No.  9:  10-wheel  type;  in  shop  for  heavy  repairs,  including  tire  turning 
and  the  complete  renewal  of  tubes. 

No.  10:  10-wheel  type;  fair  condition,  with  the  exceptions  noted:  driving- 
wheel  tires  are  worn  %  in.;  oil  cups  are  gone  from  parallel  rods  and  piston 
rods;  back  cylinder  casings  are  gone;  smoke-box  in  poor  condition,  front  end 
being  burnt;  ash-pan  in  bad  condition. 

No.  11:  10-wheel  type;  general  condition  is  bad,  and  should  receive  heavy 
repairs  at  an  early  date:  driving-wheel  tires  are  worn  7/10  in.;  machinery 
in  general  bad  condition;  smoke-box  in  poor  condition,  front  end  being  burnt; 
ash-pan  in  bad  condition.  I  was  informed  that  this  locomotive  would  be 
taken  out  of  service  and  placed  in  shop  for  heavy  repairs  within  four  or  five 
weeks. 

The  passenger  car  equipment  consists  of  2  combination  mail,  baggage,  and 
passenger  compartment  cars,  and  4  coaches.  This  equipment  is  in  good 
general  condition  with  the  exceptions  noted. 

Combination  car  No.  15:  general  condition  fair;  no  defects  noted  on 
exterior;  air  brakes,  safety  appliances,  sills,  platforms,  and  trucks  in  good 
condition;  seating  capacity  28  passengers;  car  equipped  with  leather  covered 
reversible  seats;  light  furnished  with  1  two-font  and  2  single-font  oil  lamps; 
lavatory  clean  and  sanitary;  drinking  water  tank  clean;  emergency  tools  in 
good  condition  and  conspicuously  located;  car  heated  with  steam;  baggage 
and  mail  compartments  in  good  condition;  car  generally  clean  and  com- 
fortable. 

Combination  car  No.  17:  general  condition  fair;  no  defects  noted  on 
exterior;  air  brakes,  safety  appliances,  sills,  platforms,  and  trucks  in  good 
condition;  seating  capacity  16  passengers;  car  equipped  with  leather  covered 
non-reversible  seats;  light  furnished  with  1  two-font  oil  lamp;  no  lavatory 
or  drinking  water  tank;  car  not  equipped  with  emergency  tools;  car  heated 
with  steam;  baggage  and  mail  compartments  in  fair  condition;  car  gener- 
ally clean. 

Coach  No.  16:  general  condition  good;  no  defects  noted  on  exterior;  air 
brakes,  safety  appliances,  sills,  platforms,  and  trucks  in  good  condition; 
seating  capacity  62  passengers;  car  equipped  with  leather  covered  reversible 
seats;  light  furnished  with  3  two-font  oil  lamps;  lavatory  clean  and  sani- 
tary; drinking  water  tank  clean;  emergency  tools  in  good  condition  and 
conspicuously  located;  car  heated  with  steam;  car  generally  clean  and  com- 
fortable. 

Coach  No.  18:  general  condition  good;  no  defects  noted  on  exterior;  car 
recently  out  of  shop  after  having  received  general  repairs  and  painting  and 
varnishing;  air  brakes,  safety  appliances,  sills,  platforms,  and  trucks  in 
good  condition;  seating  capacity  46  passengers;  car  equipped  with  plush 
covered  reversible  seats;  light  furnished  with  2  two-font  oil  lamps;  car  not 
equipped  with  drinking  water  tank,  lavatory,  emergency  tools,  or  conductor's 
emergency  brake  valve;  car  heated  with  steam;  car  generally  clean  and 
comfortable. 

Coach  No.  31:  general  condition  fair;  car  equipped  with  large  hand  wheels 
on  both  brake  shafts  and  coupler  shaft:  the  result  is  tiiat  going  around 
curves  and  switclies  the  wlieels  lap  with  those  of  the  connecting  car  and  are 
broken,  and  this  car  is  being  operated  with  these  wheels  removed;  this 
method  should  be  changed  at  once  and  an  uncoupling  lever  substituted  for 
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the  wheel  on  the  coupler  shaft;  air  brakes,  sills,  platforms,  and  tracks  in 
good  condition;  seating  capacity  52  passengers;  car  equipped  with  plush 
covered  reversible  seats;  light  furnished  with  5  two-font  oil  lamps;  lavatory 
clean  and  sanitary;  drinking  water  tank  clean;  emergency  tools  in  good  con- 
dition and  conspicuously  located;  car  heated  with  steam;  car  generally  clean 
and  comfortable. 

Coach  No.  33:  general  condition  fair;  car  equipped  with  large  hand  wheels 
on  both  brake  shafts  and  coupler  shaft:  the  result  is  that  going  around 
curves  and  switches  the  wheels  lap  with  those  of  the  connecting  car  and  are 
broken,  and  this  car  is  being  operated  with  these  wheels  removed;  this 
method  sliould  be  clianged  at  once  and  an  uncoupling  lever  substituted  for 
the  wheel  on  the  coupler  shaft;  air  brakes,  sills,  platforms,  and  trucks  in 
good  condition:  seating  capacity  44  passengers;  car  equipped  with  plush 
covered  reversible  seats;  light  furnislicd  with  3  two-font  lamps;  lavatory  clean 
and  sanitary;  drinking  water  tank  clean;  emergency  tools  in  good  condition 
and  conspicuoiLsly  located;  car  heated  with  steam;  car  generally  clean  and 
comfortable. 

The  repair  facilities  arc  located  at  Jamestown  and  consist  of  a  6-Btall 
frame  engine  house  with  a  shop  addition  at  one  end;  this  building  is  in  fair 
condition ;  one  pit  is  partitioned  off  and  is  used  as  an  erecting  shop. 
Engine  house  section  is  heated  with  stoves;  shop  section  is  heated  with 
steam.  Building  is  lighted  with  incandescent  electric  lights.  Coal  is 
shoveled  from  cars  or  platform  to  tender.  Sand  is  handled  in  buckets  from 
sand  storage  to  sand-box.  Fires  are  cleaned  on  a  small  cinder  pit.  No  turn- 
tables are  used;  locomotives  are  turned  on  a  wye.  No  machine  tools  are 
owned  by  the  company.  Satisfactory  arrangements  are  made  with  contract 
shops  for  all  machine  work.  Small  tools  are  in  good  condition.  A  fair 
supply  of  material  is  kept  in  stock  for  running  and  emergency  repairs. 

Recommendations :  Grab-irons  should  be  placed  on  corners  of  tank  of  loco- 
motive No.  5  at  once;  locomotive  No.  11  is  in  bad  condition  and  should  be 
taken  out  of  service  for  general  repairs  within  60  days;  combination  car  No. 
17  and  coach  No.  18  should  be  equipped  with  emergency  tools,  conspicuously 
located,  within  30  days;  coach  No.  18  should  be  equipped  with  conductor's 
emergency  brake  valve  within  30  days;  coaches  Nos.  31  and  33  should  be 
equipped  within  30  days  with  a  lever  for  opening  and  closing  couplers  in- 
stead of  the  present  brake  wheels  which  are  removed  when  cars  are  in  service 
to  avoid  lapping  brake  wheels  on  connecting  cars.  The  ash-pans  on  all  loco- 
motives are  in  bad  condition;  they  have  not  been  changed  to  date  to  com- 
ply with  the  Federal  ash-pan  law  which  is  effective  January  1,  1910,  and 
which  requires  self-cleaning  ash-pans.  All  equipment  is  clean.  Good  atten- 
tion is  given  to  inspection  and  maintenance  of  air  brakes.

YALLET  RAILROAD. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

GENTLEMEN:  The  following  is  a  report  of  a  general  inspection  of  locomo- 
tive pquipnw^nt  and  repair  facilities  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  railroad: 

The  condition  of  locomotive  equipment  with  the  exception  of  ash-pans  is 
generally  good.  On  the  Auburn  division  23,  or  60  per  cent,  and  on  the  Buffalo 
division  43,  or  35  per  cent,  of  the  ash-pans  on  locomotives  inspected  were 
defective.  Engine  house  repairs  and  inspection  receive  fair  attention  gen- 
erally at  all  stations.  The  general  repair  shops  at  Sayre,  Penna.,  were  built 
in  1904  and  are  modern.  The  engine  houses  and  repair  facilities  at  East 
Buffalo,  Rochester,  Manchester,  Auburn,  Cortland,  and  Sayre,  Penna.,  are 
generally  out  of  date,  inadequate,  and  poorly  equipped  to  handle  properly  and 
promptly  modern  power  under  adverse  weather  conditions.  The  engine  house 
located  at  Tifft  Farm  on  the  Buffalo  division  was  opened  September  1,  1900; 
when  fully  equipped  and  properly  organized  it  will  be  modern  in  all  respects

and  should  greatly  improve  the  handling  of  locomotives  at  the  Buffalo 
terminal.  Locomotives  are  kept  in  a  clean  condition  and  present  generally  an 
attractive  appearance.  The  surroundings  and  interior  of  all  engine  houses 
and  shops  present  a  neat  and  orderly  appearance.  The  approximate  numher 
of  locomotives  working  in  New  York  state  is  302.  The  following  is  a 
detailed  statement  of  the  defects  noted  on  the  locomotives  that  were  inspected. 
All  locomotives  iiispwtcil  were  pitlier  in  service  or  available  for  service,  except 
those  otherwise  noted. 

Buffalo  Division: 

East  Buffalo,  September  22  and  23,  1909;  70  locomotives  are  assigned  to 
this  terminal ;  40  locomotives  are  turned  in  24  hours  and  receive  heavy 
running  repairs,  including  drop-pit  work;  70  men  are  employed  on  work 
incident  to  turning  and  heavy  running  repairs. 

No.  2463:  good;  ash-pan  open  at  front  end  4x20  in. 

Nos.  1900:  fair;  2734:  fair;  on  drop-pit  under  repairs. 

No.  1633:  good;  in  engine  house  under  repairs;  ash-pan  open  at  back  end 
14  X  50  in. ;  bottom  of  left  front  hopper  badly  warped. 

No.  1631:  fair;  on  drop-pit  under  repairs;  ash-pan  open  back  end  14x50  in. 

No.  731:  fair;  foundation  ring  leaks;  barrel  of  boiler  leaks;  cab  cocks 
leak;  whistle  leaks  where  connected  to  dome;  ash-pan  in  bad  condition,  open 
at  foundation  ring  1  x  50  in. ;  open  at  front  end  2  x  30  in. 

No.  3350:  bad;  machinery  is  in  bad  general  condition;  tires  worn  %  in. 

Nos.  711:  fair;  702:  good;  2070:  fair;  2,589:  g.)od;  in  engine  house  under 
repairs. 

No.  1554:  good;  front  end  of  ash-pan  warped  at  connections  leaving  an 
opening  2x20  in. 

No.  1689:  good;  extension  front  frame  and  door  burnt;  valve  stem  oil  cup 
covers  gone;  ash-pan  doors  do  not  fit  at  foundation  ring,  leaving  opening 
%  in.  full  length  of  ash-pan. 

No.  1393:  good;  foundation  ring. leaks;  plugs  in  side  sheets  leak. 

No.  1390:  fair;  throttle  leaks;  valve  stem  metallic  packing  leaks;  founda- 
tion ring  leaks;  ash-pan  in  bad  condition,  opening  at  front  end  3x30  in. 

Nos.  2671:  good;  3338:  fair;  1314:  fair;  1359:  fair;  3206:  good;  1389: 
fair;  2408:  good;  no  defects  noted. 

East  Buffalo  engine  house,  capacity  31  pits.  Building  is  of  brick  con- 
struction, in  fair  condition.  Three  pits  are  used  for  shop  purposes.  Heated 
with  hot  air  system  and  lighted  with  electric  lights.  Ventilation  is  bad. 
Equipment  consists  of  a  turntable  operated  with  a  gasoline  motor.  Fires  are 
cleaned  on  2  elevated  ash-pits  with  a  depressed  track  for  cinder  cars.  Coal 
is  delivered  to  tender  from  a  32-pocket  covered  trestle;  16  pockets  are  located 
on  each  side  of  trestle.  Sand  is  screened  and  dried  in  quantities  and  is 
delivered  to  sand-box  by  gravity  from  a  pocket  located  at  end  of  coal  trestle. 

Engine  house  shop  building  is  of  brick  construction  in  fair  condition, 
capacity  11  pits.  Heated  with  hot  air  system  and  lighted  with  electric  lights. 
This  shop  has  been  abandoned  as  a  general  repair  shop  and  is  now  used 
entirely  as  an  auxiliary  to  the  engine  house  for  heavy  running  repairs  and 
drop-pit  work.  Power  plant  equipment  consists  of  drop-pits,  runways,  and 
air  hoists.  A  good  assortment  of  machine  tools  in  fair  general  condition.  A 
good  tool  room  well  equipped  with  air  tools,  hand  tools,  special  tools,  etc.; 
also  a  good  file  of  standard  drawings  neatly  mounted.  In  a  wing  attached 
to  shop  is  located  boiler  and  power  room,  and  is  equipped  with  3  locomotive 
boilers  in  fair  condition.  Coal  is  delivered  conveniently  to  boilers  by  trestle 
and  gravity  to  coal-bin.  Power  room  is  equipped  with  a  good  horizontal 
steam  engine,  air  compressor,  and  necessary  puni].s,  etc.  Store  room  is  located 
in  a  detached  frame  building  conveniently  located.  A  good  stock  of  supplies 
for  running  and  emergency  repairs  is  maintained.  Oil  room  is  located  in  a 
detached  two  fioor  brick  building  conveniently  located;  top  floor  is  used  for 
storage  of  waste  and  supplies;  ground  floor  is  used  for  oil  tanks,  delivery  of 
oil  and  supplies,  etc. 

Inspection  and  care  of  safety  appliances  are  good.  The  entire  plant  is  out 
of  date.  Interior  and  surroundings  are  clean  and  orderly.  The  indications 
are  that  good  work  is  being  done  under  adverse  conditions. 
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Tifft  Farm,  Buffalo,  September  23,  1009;  20  locomotives  are  assigned  to 
this  terminal;  12  locomotives  are  turned  and  receive  light  running  repairs  in 
24  hours;  30  men  are  employed  on  work  incident  to  turning  and  light  running 
repairs. 

No.  705:  good;  spark-hopper  is  badly  burnt;  throttle  leaks;  ash-pan  is  in 
bad  condition,  open  at  foundation  ring  front  end  2x50  in.;  badly  fitted  at 
back  end,  leaving  a  number  of  openings  1x2  in. 

No.  700:  fair;  spark-hopper  is  badly  burnt;  valve  stem  oil  cup  covers 
gone;  throttle  leaks;  boiler  leaks  at  wagon  top  left  side  and  in  barrel  near 
middle  braces;  injector  checks  leak;  foundation  ring  leaks;  ash-pan  is  in  bad 
condition;  screen  corroded  out  in  front  end  leaving  opening  2x30  in.;  opening 
at  back  end  2  x  50  in. 

No.  1693:  good;  valve  stem  oil  cup  covers  gone;  boiler  checks  leak;  ash- 
pan  open  at  top  at  foundation  ring  2  x  16  in. 

Xo.  713:  fair;  ash-pan  in  bad  condition,  open  at  front  end  at  foundation 
ring  1  X  50  in. ;  open  at  back  end  10  x  20  in. 

No.  770:  fair;  extension  front  frame  and  door  badly  burnt;  valve  stem 
oil  cup  covers  gone;  ash-pan  in  bad  condition,  open  at  front  end  on  right 
side  2x14  in.;   screen  away  from  foundation  ring  back  end  2x50  in. 

No.  720;  good;  foundation  ring  leaks;  throttle  leaks;  ash-pan  is  in  bad 
condition,  open  at  back  end  2x50  in.;  open  at  front  end  2x30  in. 

Nos.  3037,  3038,  3036,  3039,  3040,  3043:   fair;  no  defects  noted. 

Tiift  Farm,  Buffalo,  engine  house,  capacity  11  pits.  Building  is  new  and 
modern,  of  concrete  construction,  and  was  placed  in  service  September  1,  1909. 
Heated  with  hot  air  system.  Light  is  furnished  with  oil  lamps.  Ventilation 
is  good.  Equipment  consists  of  a  turntable  operated  with  a  gasoline  motor. 
Fires  are  cleaned  on  roadbed;  this  method  is  temporary  and  is  being  used 
to  facilitate  the  filling  out  of  engine  house  yard.  Coal  is  delivered  to  tender 
from  storage  by  steam  shovel.  Sand  is  dried  at  East  Buffalo  engine  house 
and  is  shipped  to  Tifft  Farm  ready  for  use;  it  is  delivered  to  sand-box  by 
gravity.  Jioiler  and  jm)\v<t  rcniniH  are  locat^Ml  in  a  (ictnehed  frame  building;

and  a  good  air  compressor.  Oil  room  is  located  temporarily  in  a  freight  car. 
Store  room  is  located  temporarily  in  boiler  room. 

This  plant  is  new  and  was  placed  in  service  September  1,  1909.  Wlien  fully 
equipped  and  organized  it  will  be  modern  throughout.  It  is  expected  that 
several  months  will  elapse  before  equipment  and  organization  will  be  com- 
plete. No  machine  tools  are  located  at  this  plant.  Small  tool  equipment  is 
good.  Washout  plant  is  not  complete  and  work  of  this  character  is  attended 
to  at  the  Ea»t  Buffalo  engine  house.

Tool  room  is  located 
in  this  section  and  is  well  equipped  with  air  tools,  hand  tools,  special  tools, 
etc.  Storeroom  and  oil  room  are  located  in  a  detached  brick  building.  A 
fair  stock  of  supplies  for  running  and  emergency  repairs  is  maintained. 

Inspection  and  care  of  safety  appliances  are  good.  This  plant  is  out  of 
date.  Interior  and  surroundings  are  clean  and  orderly.  The  indications  are 
that  fair  work  is  being  done  under  adverse  conditions.

Sayre,  Penna.,  engine  house,  capacity  28  pits.  Building  is  of  brick  con- 
struction in  fair  condition.  Two  pits  are  used  for  shop  purposes.  Heated 
with  hot  air  system  and  lighted  with  electric  lights.  Ventilation  is  fair. 
Frame  extensions  have  been  placed  on  all  pits  so  that  it  is  possible  to  handle 
large  pgwer  comfortably.  Six  pits  of  old  erecting  shop  are  used  as  an 
auxiliary  to  engine  house  for  driving-wheel  drop-pit  work  and  heavy  running 
repairs.  Equipment  consists  of  turntable  operated  with  an  electric  motor, 
electric  transfer  table  between  engine  house  and  auxiliary  drop-pit  shop. 
Fires  are  cleaned  on  2  elevated  ash-pits  with  a  depressed  track  for  cinder 
cars.  Coal  is  delivered  to  tender  from  a  30-pocket  covered  coal  trestle;  1;> 
pockets  are  located  on  each  side  of  trestle.  Sand  is  screened  and  dried  in 
quantities  and  is  delivered  to  sandbox  by  gravity.  A  special  pit  is  located 
outside  of  and  convenient  to  engine  house  on  which  inspection  is  made  as 
soon  as  locomotive  arrives  at  terminal.  This  is  convenient  and  facilitates 
the  inspection  of  enginemen  and  inspectors.  Two  pits  of  engine  house  are 
used  for  tool  room  and  machine  tools.  Power  and  compressed  air  are  fur- 
nished from  modern  central  power  plant  which  is  locaed  conveniently  to 
general  repair  shop.  All  machine  and  power  tools  are  electrically  driven. 
Equipment  consists  of  a  good  assortment  of  maehine  tools  in  fair  condition. 
Tool  room  is  located  in  this  section  and  is  well  equipped  with  air  tools,  hand 
tools,  special  tools,  etc.,  in  good  general  condition.  Store  room  and  oil  room 
are  located  in  a  detached  brick  building,  in  fair  general  condition.  Building 
is  divided  into  two  sections,  one  section  being  used  for  small  supplies  and  one 
section  for  oil  delivery,  etc.  Basement  is  used  for  oil  storage.  A  modern 
general  store  room  is  located  at  this  station  in  connection  with  general  repair 
shop  which  is  fully  equipped  with  supplies  and  material  of  all  kinds.  Small 
stock  only  is  maintained  in  engine  house  store  room. 

Inspection  and  care  of  safety  appliances  are  good.  This  plant  is  out  of 
date.  Interior  and  surroundings  are  clean  and  orderly.  Good  work  is  being 
done. 

Sayre  general  repair  shop  capacity  52  pits.  Output  (approximate)  50  gen- 
eral repairs  of  locomotives  per  month.  Approximately  1000  men  are  em- 
ployed on  general  repair  work.  This  shop  handles  a  large  percentage  of  the 
general  repair  and  new  work  for  the  entire  system.  These  shops  are  new 
and  modern;  they  were  erected  in  1904.  The  group  of  buildings  consists  of 
one  main  building  366x748  ft.,  at  one  end  of  which  is  located  the  boiler 
shop.  There  are  two  erecting  floors  of  the  transverse  type,  capacity  26  pits 
each,  located  on  opposite  sides  of  this  building.  In  the  center  of  this  build- 
ing, between  the  erecting  floors,  is  conveniently  located  all  machinery  and 
special  appliances;  also  various  departments  for  the  repair  of  individual 
parts  of  locomotives,  such  as  air  brakes,  injectors,  lubricators,  rods,  valve 
notion,  etc.  Tool  room  and  shop  oflSces  are  located  in  this  section;  lava- 
bries,  lockers,  etc.,  are  located  in  special  gallery.     This  main  building  is 
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served  by  11  electric  cranes,  heated  with  hot  air  system,  and  lighted  with 
electric  lights;  natural  light  is  excellent,  and  ventilation  is  good.  All 
machinery  is  electrically  driven,  either  individually  or  in  gangs.  The  equip- 
ment of  this  shop  is  generally  good.  Piece-work  system  is  in  general  use. 
This  shop  is  located  parallel  to  a  base  track.  Locomotives  are  brought  into 
shop  by  means  of  a  turntable  and  then  located  with  cranes.  Blacksmith 
shop  is  102x363  ft.,  and  is  located  at  end  of  main  building;  shop  is 
equipped  with  modern  tools,  oil  furnaces,  etc.,  lighted  with  electric  light, 
and  is  well  ventilated;  natural  light  is  good.  General  store  room  is  102  x 
363  ft.,  and  is  located  at  end  of  main  building  and  parallel  to  blacksmith 
shop;  building  is  thoroughly  equipped  for  handling  economically  large  quanti- 
ties of  general  stores  and  supplies.  Power  plant  is  125x240  ft.;  this  build- 
ing is  located  conveniently  at  side  of  main  building  and  is  modern  in  all 
details:  it  furnishes  power,  compressed  air,  water  and  light  for  yards,  sta- 
tions, engine  house,  car  shops,  and  locomotive  shops. 

These  shops  when  worked  to  their  maximum  capacity  are  capable  of  a 
greatly  increased  output.  I  am  informed  that  the  present  output  is  approxi- 
mately 50  general  repairs  of  locomotives  per  month,  or  about  one  locomotive 
per  pit.  Shops  are  recorded  which  have  an  output  as  high  as  a  locomotive 
per  pit  in  15  days  when  properly  reinforced  in  machine  shop  and  other 
departments.  This  shop  is  working  largely  on  a  piece-work  basis,  and  I  am 
informed  that  the  system  has  worked  out  advantageously  for  both  railroad 
company  and  employees.  At  various  places  I  heard  considerable  criticism 
as  to  the  quality  of  work  being  done  on  the  piece-work  basis  at  Sayre  shop. 
Aside  from  condition  of  ash-pans  and  spark-arresters,  this  criticism  was 
apparently  baseless  and  was  the  result  of  personal  prejudice.  The  work 
which  is  being  done  on  ash-pans  and  spark-arresters  at  the  Sayre  shop  is 
apparently  bad.  I  saw  a  number  of  locomotives  recently  out  of  shop  on 
which  ash-pans  were  poorly  designed  and  had  been  neglected  in  making 
repairs.  These  shops  and  surroundings  are  well  maintained  in  all  details. 
The  indications  are  that  the  shop  organization  is  good.

Ventila- 
tion is  fair.  Equipment  consists  of  a  turntable  manually  operated.  Fires 
are  cleaned  on  an  elevated  cinder  pit  with  a  depressed  track  for  cinder  car. 
Coal  is  delivered  to  tender  by  steam  shovel  from  storage.  Sand  is  dried  at 
East  Buffalo  engine  house  and  shipped  to  Auburn  ready  for  use;  delivered 
to  sand-box  manually.  Boiler  room  and  machine  shop  are  located  at  one  end 
of  engine  house.  Equipment  consists  of  2  locomotive  boilers  and  a  good  assort- 
ment of  machine  tools  in  fair  condition  for  the  work  to  be  performed.  Small 
tools,  etc.,  are  good.  Store  room  and  oil  room  are  located  in  a  detached  frame 
building.  A  good  stock  of  supplies  for  running  and  emergency  repairs  is 
maintained. 

Inspection  and  care  of  safety  appliances  are  good.  Inspection  of  spark- 
arresters  and  ash-pans  is  made  daily.  My  impression  was  that  same  was 
superficial,  as  the  maintenance  of  these  devices  is  bad.  Interior  and  sur- 
roundings of  buildings  are  clean,  orderly,  and  attractive.  No  driving-wheel 
drop-pit  work  is  handled  at  this  place. 

Cortland,  September  21  and  22,  1909;  25  locomotives  are  assigned  to  this 
terminal;  20  locomotives  are  turned  and  receive  heavy  running  repairs,  includ- 
ing drop-pit  work,  in  24  hours;  32  men  are  employed  on  work  incident  to 
turning  and  heavy  running  repairs,  including  drop-pit  work. 

No.  1042:  good;  no  defects  noted. 

No.  2636:  fair;  extension  front  burnt,  throws  sparks  badly;  ash-pan  in 
bad  condition,  open  at  front  end  8x30  in.;  foundation  ring  leaks;  spark- 
arrester  in  bad  condition,  open  at  top  connection  1/^x8  in. 

No.  3450:  fair;  metallic  packing  leaks;  ash-pan  in  poor  condition  at  bottom 
and  drops  a  large  amount  of  cinders;  dampers  are  in  bad  condition  and  are' 
badly  fitted,  leaving  opening  at  top  and  bottom  ^  in.  full  width  of  ash-pan. 

No.  2510:  bad;  machinery  in  general  bad  condition;  tires  are  worn  %  in.; 
cab  cocks  leak;  injector  checks  leak;  flues  leak;  metallic  packing  leaks;  valve 
stem  oil  cup  covers  gone;  pipes  on  piston  rod  oil  cups  are  2  in.  too  short; 
front  end  burnt,  throws  sparks  badly;  ash-pan  in  bad  condition,  back  hopper 
is  badly  warped. 

No.  2616:  good;  barrel  of  boiler  leaks;  studs  in  throat  sheet  brace  leak; 
throttle  leaks:  left  back  driving  wheel  hub  cracked,  reinforced  with  a  band; 
ash-pan  in  bad  condition,  open  at  back  end  12  x  30  in.,  and  at  connection 
%  X  15  in.;  spark-arrester  in  bad  condition;  manhole*  door  cut  off  on  one 
side  with  no  fastening;  badly  fitted  at  corners,  leaving  opening  %  x  5  in. 

No.  2580:  good;  ash-pan  open  at  back  and  front  end  at  foundation  ring 
3  in.  full  width  of  pan. 

No.  2638:  fair;  valve  stem  oil  cup  covers  gone;  left  back  cylinder  casing 
gone;  left  front  step  badly  bent;  spark-hopper  burnt;  ash-pan  open  back  and 
1  in.  full  width;  front  end  1  in.  full  width  of  pan. 
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No.  532:  fair;  extension  front  burnt;  valve  sl<»m  oil  cup  covers  gone;  left 
back  cylinder  casing  gone;  metallic  packing  leaks;  left  side  of  firebox  crack 
3  in.  long,  and  caulked;  ash-pan  in  bad  condition,  open  at  left  front  corner 
of  foundation  ring  1x2x6  in. ;  open  at  back  end  10  x  20  in. ;  open  at  back 
connection  2x4  in.;  open  at  front  connection  2x4  in.;  spark-arrester  in  bad 
condition,  open  at  connections  %  x  7  in. 

No.  2612:  fair;  right  front  step  bent  and  loose  on  beam;  ash-pan  in  bad 
condition,  open  at  back  end  6x30  in.;  netting  in  front  end  of  ash-pan  away 
from  foundation  ring  1  in.  full  width  of  pan ;  back  hopper  is  badly  warped. 

No.  527:  fair;  in  engine  house  under  repairs;  valve  stem  oil  cup  covers 
gone;  ash-pan  in  bad  condition,  open  at  front  end  of  foundation  ring  6x30 
m.;  back  end  of  foundation  ring  6x30  in.;  back  hopper  is  badly  warped  and 
away  from  frame. 

No.  1720:  fair;  valve  stem  oil  cup  covers  gone;  ash-pan  dampers  poorly 
fitted,  open  top  and  bottom  when  closed  1  in.  full  width  of  pan;  not  equipped 
with  screens  for  use  when  both  dampers  are  open. 

No.  2579:  fair;  flues  leak;  boiler  mountinors  outside  of  cab  leak;  valve 
stem  oil  cup  covers  gone;  ash-pan  in  bad  condition,  open  front  end  each  side 
at  foundation  ring  1^/^x14  in.;  opening  in  center  at  connection  4x30  in.; 
spark-arrester  in  bad  condition,  netting  open  at  joints  Va  x  5  in.;  extension 
front  door  burnt. 

No.  2545:  fair;  foundation  ring  leaks;  flues  leak;  patch  right  side  of  throat 
sheet  leaks;  ash-pan  in  bad  condition,  open  at  front  end  at  foundation  ring 
3x30  in.;  back  end  at  foundation  ring  6x30  in.;  back  hopper  is  badly 
warped;  spark-arrester  in  bad  condition;  netting  open  at  joints  %x5  in.; 
extension  front  door  burnt. 

No.  1163:  good;  in  engine  house  under  repairs;  extension  front  door  and 
frame  burnt;  ash-pan  in  bad  condition,  open  at  back  end  4x30  in.;  open 
at  front  end  6  x  30  in. ;  open  at  both  front  corners  1x4x4  in. 

No.  521:  fair;  in  engine  house  under  repairs;  spark-hopper  burnt;  spark- 
arrester  in  bad  condition,  netting  patched,  open  at  joint  2x10  in.;  ash-pan 
in  bad  condition,  open  at  back  end  6x30  in.;  open  at  both  front  corners 
6x8  in. 

No.  2710:  fair;  in  engine  house  under  repairs;  nsh-pan  in  bad  condition, 
open  at  back  end  6x30  in.;  open  at  front  end  10x30  in. 

Auburn  division  locomotives  in  shop  or  awaiting  shop:  Nos.  70,  546,  561, 
566,  580,  592,  817,  1182,  2587,  2629;  a  total  of  10. 

Cortland  engine  house  capacity  8  pits.  Building  is  of  brick  eonstniction,' 
in  bad  condition.  Heated  with  stoves  and  lighted  with  oil  lamps.  Ventila- 
tion is  bad.  Equipment  consists  of  a  turntable  manually  operated.  Fires 
are  cleaned  on  an  elevated  cinder  pit  with  a  depressed  track  for  cinder  ear. 
Coal  is  delivered  to  tender  by  ste«im  shovel  from  storage.  Sand  is  dried  and 
screened  at  this  place  and  delivered  to  sand-box  manually.  Machine  shop 
and  drop-pit  are  located  in  a  detached  frame  build inir,  in  fair  condition. 
Equipment  consists  of  2  boilers,  horizontal  steam  engine,  2  air  pumps  for 
compressed  air,  and  a  fair  assortment  of  machine  tools  and  a  good  assort- 
ment of  hand  and  special  tools,  all  in  fair  condition.  This  building  was  at 
one  time  a  general  repair  shop  and  has  sufiicient  track  room  to  accommo- 
date 4  or  5  locomotives.  All  heavy  running  repairs  are  made  in  this  build- 
ing. Store  room  and  oil  room  are  located  in  a  detached  frame  building.  A 
good  stock  of  supplies  for  heavy  running  repairs  is  maintained. 

This  plant  is  generally  out  of  date.  Inspection  and  care  of  safety  appli- 
ances are  good.  Inspection  of  spark-arresters  and  ash-pans  is  made  daily. 
My  impression  was  that  same  was  superficial,  as  the  maintenance  of  these 
devices  is  bad.  The  engine  house  and  other  buildings  are  old  and  incon- 
veniently located  to  each  other. 

In  conclusion,  all  engine  houses  and  shops  are  equipped  with  standard 
lockers,  work  benches,  etc.  Tools  for  tube  work  are  all  maintained  stand- 
ard and  boiler  work  is  generally  well  cared  for.  Ash-pans  are  generally 
poorly  designed  in  the  matter  of  protecting  dampers  and  other  openings 
against  the  dropping  of  fire.  Tlie  surroundings  and  interior  at  shops  and 
engine   houses   are  generally  clean   and   orderly.     Locomotives   are   generally 
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clean  and  attractive.  From  conversation  with  enginemen  and  general  obser- 
vation, it  is  quite  apparent  that  running  and  general  repairs  are  being  well 
maintained.  Throughout  this  inspection,  except  the  condition  of  ash-pans 
and  spark-arresters,  I  found  very  few  defects  of  a  serious  nature. 

Recommendation:  That  ash-pans  and  spark-arresters  receive  better  atten- 
tion as  to  design  and  maintenance;  that  all  necessary  openings  on  ash-pans 
be  guarded  with  screens  properly  fastened.

INSPECTION     OF     LOCOMOTIVES,     PASSENGER    CARS,     AND     REPAIR     FACIUTIE8    ON 

LITTLE    FALLS    AND    DOLOEVILLE    RAILROAD. 

To  the  Public  Service  ComwM>«ton,  Second  District: 

GENTLEMEN:  The  following  is  a  detailed  report  of  an  inspection  of  loco- 
motives, passenger  cars,  and  repair  facilities  of  the  Little  Falls  and  Dolge- 
ville  railroad: 

Inspection  was  made  August  24,  1900,  at  Little  Falls  and  Dolgeville.  The 
locomotive   equipment  consists   of   2    locomotives. 

No.  1,  10- wheel  type,  general  condition  good,  having  recently  received  flues 
and  other  heavy  running  repairs;  no  defects  noted;  safety  appliances,  air 
brakes,  wheel  flanges,  etc.,  in  flrst-class  condition;  locomotive  in  daily  service. 

No.  2,  8-wheel  type,  general  condition  good,  with  exceptions  noted:  valves 
are  out  of  adjustment  when  working  in  forward  motion;  left  back  tender 
truck  wheel  flange  is  cutting  and  will  require  changing  within  a  short  time; 
driving-wheel  tires  are  worn  5/16  in.;  locomotive  sets  low  on  back  driving 
boxes;  no  uncoupling  lever  on  front  coupler  and  no  efl5cient  grab-iron  on 
front  end  of  beam;  Doth  these  defects  should  bj  rectified  at  once;  locomo- 
tive in  daily  service. 

The  passenger  car  equipment  consists  of  2  baggage  cars,  Nos.  6  and  7,  1 
combination  baggage  and  passenger  car  No.  8,  and  passenger  car  No.  9 : 
baggage  cars  are  in  fair  general  condition,  and  the  combination  car  and 
passenger  car  are  in  good  general  condition.  All  equipment  has  had  thorough 
general  repairs  within  18  months.  All  cars  are  equipped  with  metal  brake 
beams  and  castiron  truck  wheels. 

Baggage  car  No.  6:  general  condition  fair;  no  defects  noted;  paint  and 
varnish  in  good  condition ;  air  brakes,  safety  appliances,  and  trucks  in  good 
condition;  interior  is  in  good  condition  for  the  purpose  used. 

Baggage  car  No.  7:  general  condition  fair;  no  defects  noted;  paint  and 
varnish  in  good  condition;  air  brakes,  safety  appliances,  and  trucks  in  good 
condition;  interior  is  in  good  condition  for  the  purpose  used. 

Combination  baggage  and  passenger  car  No.  8:  general  condition  good; 
no  defects  noted;  paint  and  varnish  in  good  condition;  air  brakes,  safety 
appliances,  and  trucks  in  good  condition;  capacity  44  passengers;  heat  is 
furnished  with  stoves,  which  have  been  removed  for  the  summer  season; 
light  is  furnished  with  3  double-font  oil  lamps,  in  good  condition;  car  is 
equipped  with  reversible  plush  covered  seats  in  flrst-class  condition,  also 
curtains  and  parcel  racks  in  good  condition;  ice  water  is  furnished  and  ice 
water  tank  was  in  a  clean  condition;  paint  and  varnish  are  in  first-class 
condition;  lavatory  in  fair  condition;  car  generally  clean;  emergency  tools 
in  good  condition  and  properly  located;  baggage  compartment  was  in  good 
condition  for  the  purpose  used. 

Passenger  car  No.  9:  general  condition  good;  no  defects  noted;  paint  and 
varnish  in  good  condition;  air  brakes,  safety  appliances,  and  trucks  in  good 
condition;  capacity  56  passengers;  heat  is  furnished  with  stoves,  which  have 
been  removed  for  the  summer  season;  light  is  furnished  with  .3  double-font 
oil  lamps  in  good  condition;  car  is  equipped  with  reversible  plush  covered 
seats  in  good  condition,  also  curtains  and  parcel  racks  in  fair  condition; 
ice  water  is  furnished  and  ice  water  tank  is  in  a  clean  condition;  paint  and 
varnish  are  in  fair  condition;  lavatory  in  fair  oondition;  car  generallv  clean; 
emergency  tools  in  good  condition  and  properly  located. 
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The  repair  facilities  consist  of  a  2-stall  frame  engine  house  and  wing  in 
fair  condition,  located  at  Dolgeville,  N.  Y.  Coal  is  shoveled  from  covered 
platform  to  tender.  Sand  is  handled  by  buckets  from  storage  to  sand-box. 
Fires  are  cleaned  on  roadbed.  Locomotives  are  turned  on  turntables  at  Little 
Falls  and  Dolgeville  and  on  a  wye  at  Salisbury  Center.  Small  tools  are  in 
fair  condition  but  an  insufficient  quantity  is  furnished.  No  transfer  or  other 
cood  jacks  were  noticed  in  the  tool  equipment;  good  hydraulic  or  ball- 
bearing transfer  and  lift  jacks  should  be  a  part  of  engine  house  equipment 
of  all  railroads.  Water  is  procured  by  pumping;  power  for  pump  is  procured 
from  a  vertical  boiler  carrying  OO-lbs.  pressure;  this  boiler  also  furnishes 
power  for  a  small  steam  engine  which  drives  an  antiquated  drill  press  and 
emery  wheel.  General  machine  work  is  satisfactorily  arranged  for  at  a  local 
machine  shop.  The  repair  staff  consists  of  a  foreman  and  helper  with  the 
addition  of  enginemen  and  other  railroad  men  when  conditions  require  same. 
Heavy  running  repairs  only  are  made,  general  repairs  being  attended  to  at 
contract  shops. 

Recommendation:  That  locomoti\'e  No.  2  be  equipped  at  once  with  a  coupler 
operation  lever  and  grab-irons  on  front  end.  No  recommendations  are  neces- 
sary as  to  cars;  no  defects  were  noticed  and  cars  were  in  a  general  good  con- 
dition. 

The  general  condition  of  all  equipment  is  fair  and  same  is  well  maintained. 
Passenger  cars  are  well  cleaned  daily  and  disinfectants  are  used  in  lavatories 
at  frequent  intervals.  I  was  accompanied  throughout  this  inspection  by  Mr. 
W.  R.  Cromvelo,  foreman,  who  informed  me  that  the  defects  noted  would 
receive  immediate  attention.

INSPECTION     OF     liOCOMOTIVES,     PA»SEN   EB     CARS,     AND    REPAIR     FACILITIES     ON 

MABCELLUS   AND  OTISCO   LAKE  RAILWAY. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  The  following  is  a  detailed  report  of  an  inspection  of  loco- 
motives, passenger  cars,  and  repair  facilities  of  the  Marcellus  and  Otisco 
Lake  Railway  Company. 

Inspection  was  made  August  10,  1909  at  Marcellus.  The  locomotive  equip- 
ment consists  of  2  locomotives,  both  are  light,  of  the  American  or  8-wheel  type. 

No.  1:  General  condition  fair,  with  the  following  exceptions:  oil  cups 
gone  from  rocker  boxes;  right  back  side  rod  and  right  side  valve  stem 
metallic  packing;  the  top  gauge  cock  had  been  leaking  and  was  shut  so 
tightly  that  it  was  impossible  to  open  with  a  12-in.  wrench;  air  signal  line 
wks  not  in  operation  and  I  was  informed  that  it  had  not  been  in  operation 
for  some  time;   locomotive  is  in  daily  service. 

No.  2:  General  condition  fair,  with  the  following  exceptions:  tender  not 
equipped  with  air  brakes,  and  hand  brake  on  one  truck  only;  firebox  has 
copper  patch;  locomotive  is  held  in  reserve  and  is  not  used  to  exceed  two 
days  per  month. 

The  passenger  car  equipment  consists  of  1  combination  baggage  car  No.  1, 
in  fair  general  condition,  and  1  passenger  coach  named  Texas,  in  fair  general 
condition  with  the  exceptions  noted. 

Passenger  car  No.  1:  general  condition  fair,  with  the  exceptions  noted:  I 
pair  of  truck  wheels  with  sharp  flanges  on  baggage  compartment  end  of  car: 
these  flanges  are  worn  considerably  below  M.  C.  B.  wheel  defect  gauge  and 
are  liable  to  cause  derailment,  and  should  be  removed  at  once;  coupler  on 
baggage  compartment  end  of  car  ia  being  operate<l  without  being  connected 
to  knuckle  opening  lever,  making  it  necessary  for  trainman  to  go  between 
cars  to  open  and  close  knuckle:  this  is  danixerous  for  trainmen  and  should 
be  repaired  at  once;  brakes  are  in  fair  condition;  heated  with  Spear  heater 
in  good  condition,  properly  fastened  and  guarded;  light  is  furnished  with  2 
double-font  oil  lamps,  in  fair  condition  but  dirty  and  foul;  lavatory  is  in 
fair   condition.     This  car   has  a   seating  capacity  of   36   passengers  and   is 
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equipped  with  reversible  plush  covered  seats  in  fair  condition.  Conductor's 
valve  is  in  proper  condition.  Ventilation  is  furnished  with  Dane  ventilators. 
There  are  no  emergency  tools  in  this  car  and  car  should  be  equipped  at  once 
with  a  suitable  box  of  tools  properly  located.  Baggage  compartment  is  in  fair 
condition.  Car  is  equipped  with  drinking  water  tanks  but  none  is  furnished. 
Car  is  not  maintained  in  a  clean  condition.     This  car  is  in  daily  service. 

Passenger  car  Texas:  general  condition  fair,  with  the  exceptions  noted:  1 
pair  of  truck  wheels  with  sharp  flanges:  these  flanges  are  worn  considerably 
below  M.  C.  B.  wheel  defect  gauge  in  size  and  are  liable  to  cause  derailment, 
and  should  be  removed  at  once;  platform  end  sills  are  decayed  and  in  bad 
condition  and  should  be  renewed;  side  bearings  on  trucks  are  solid;  brakes 
are  in  fair  condition;  heated  with  Spear  heater  in  good  condition,  properly 
fastened  and  guarded;  light  is  furnished  with  3  double-font  oil  lamps,  in 
fair  condition  but  dirty  and  foul;  car  is  equipped  with  two  lavatories,  both 
of  which  are  in  fair  condition.  This  car  has  a  seating  capacity  of  56  passen- 
gers and  is  equipped  with  rattan  covered  stationary  seats  in  fair  condition. 
Conductor's  valve  is  in  proper  condition.  Ventilation  is  furnished  with  Dane 
ventilators.  Emergency  tools  are  not  visible,  being  located  back  of  stove; 
they  should  be  removed  and  placed  in  position  in  sight  where  they  would  be 
quickly  available.  Car  is  equipped  with  drinking  water  tank  but  none  is 
furnished.  Car  is  not  maintained  in  a  clean  condition.  This  car  is  held  in 
reserve  and  used  generally  on  Sundays  and  holidays. 

The  repair  facilities  are  located  at  Marcellus  and  consist  of  a  2-8tall  frame 
engine  house  in  good  general  condition.  Coal  is  shoveled  from  platform  to 
tender  and  sand  is  handled  in  buckets  from  sand  storage  to  sand-box.  N^o 
turntables  are  used,  locomotives  being  run  in  both  directions  without  turning. 
Small  tools  are  in  fair  condition  and  a  fair  supply  of  emergency  repair  parts 
are  in  stock  in  store  room.  No  machine  tools  are  owned  by  this  company; 
all  heavy  and  general  repairs  are  made  by  the  Rome  Locomotive  Works; 
light  running  repairs  only  are  attended  to.  The  repair  staff  consists  of  one 
machinist  and  one  machinist  helper  with  the  assistance  of  the  engine  crew 
when  occasion  requires. 

Reeomme'ndations :  That  air  signal  apparatus  and  gauge  cocks  on  locomo- 
tive No.  1  be  placed  in  proper  working  order  at  once  and  so  maintained; 
that  air  brakes  be  applied  to  tender  of  locomotive  No.  2;  that  truck  wheels 
with  sharp  flanges  under  combination  car  No.  1  and  coach  Texas  be  removed 
at  once  and  wheels  in  good  condition  substituted;  that  uncoupling  apparatus 
on  coupler  of  combination  car  No.  1  be  placed  in  proper  repair  and  made 
operative  at  once;  that  platform  end  sills  on  coach  Texas  be  renewed  within 
30  days;  that  combination  car  No.  1  be  properly  equipped  with  emergency 
tools  and  that  same  be  located  in  a  conspicuous  position;  that  emergency 
tools  which  are  now  located  in  car  Texas  be  re-located  in  a  conspicuous 
place;  that  company  furnish  foreman  with  a  standard  M.  C.  B.  wheel  defect 
and  coupler  gauge,  and  copies  of  Master  Car  Builders'  Rules  and  Air  Brake 
Instruction  Book;  the  foreman  in  charge  is  not  posted  in  the  elementary 
rules  of  safety  appliances  or  air  brakes;  that  cars  be  maintained  in  a  more 
cleanly  and  sanitary  condition.

INSPECTION   OF  THE   MARION   RIVER   CARRY  RAILWAY. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  In  accordance  with  your  instructions  of  July  12,  1909,  I  have 
made  an  inspection  of  the  Marion  River  Carry  railway,  which  makes  the 
connection  between  Raquettc  and  Blue  Mountain  lakes.  This  inspection  was 
made  in  accordance  with  request  made  by  the  Forest,  Fish,  and  Game  Com- 
mission, July  9,  1909.  The  following  is  a  description  of  the  railroad  and 
other  essential  details: 

The  inspection  was  made  August  6,  1909.  The  owner  and  operating  com- 
pany is  the  Raquette  Lake  Transportation  Company,  with  offices  at  Raquette 
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Lake,  N.  Y.  The  gauge  is  4  ft.  8^  in.,  and  road  is  seven-eighths  mile  long. 
Connection  is  made  between  two  points  on  the  Marion  river  through  which 
navigation  is  impossible.  By  this  method  transportation  is  possible  between 
Raquette  lake  and  Blue  Mountain  lake.  A  private  right  of  way  200  ft.  in 
width  is  used,  and  is  laid  with  steel  rails  weighing  60  lbs.  per  yard.  Ties  are 
spaced  about  24  in.,  and  roadbed  is  well  ballasted  with  gravel.  The  Blue 
Mountain  terminal  is  25  ft.  higher  than  the  Raquette  Lake  terminal.  The 
railroad  is  nearly  a  continuous  curve,  with  three  or  four  short  tangents.  No 
highway,  grade,  or  private  crossings  exist.  There  is  1  timber  trestle  about 
10  ft.  in  length,  located  about  one-fourth  mile  from  the  Raquette  Lake  ter- 
minal. Rails,  ties,  roadbed,  and  bridge  are  in  good  condition  for  the  light 
equipment  and  speed  of  trains,  5  minutes  being  used  in  running  the  seven- 
eighths  mile. 

The  equipment  consists  of  1  Porter  tank  locomotive  and  3  light  open 
street  cars  for  passenger  traffic.  The  locomotive  is  of  the  tank  type,  and 
anthracite  coal  is  used;  was  built  in  1901  by  11.  K.  Porter  &  Co.;  weighs 
15  tons,  all  on  drivers,  no  trucks  or  tender;  boiler  steam  pressure  140  lbs. 
per  sq.  in.;  cylinders  11-in.  diameter  by  16-in.  stroke;  air  and  steam  brakes 
on  all  wheels;  link  and  pin  coupler  is  used;  the  condition  is  good  throughout 
except  spark-arrester,  which  is  in  exceptionally  bad  condition. 

Light  open  cars,  formerly  used  as  street  horse  cars,  are  used  for  passenger 
traffic,  and  are  numbered  1,  2,  and  3;  Xos.  1  and  2  have  10  horizontal  rever- 
sible seats  with  a  seating  capacity  of  about  40  persons;  No.  3  is  equipped 
with  camp  stools,  a  number  of  which  are  in  poor  condition  and  generally 
unsafe;  two  pairs  of  wheels  to  each  car;  Nos.  1  and  2  have  journal  box 
pedestals  attached  to  side  sills  of  car;  No.  3  has  a  metal  truck  frame;  cars 
are  equipped  with  hand  brakes  and  metal  brake  beams  of  the  usual  type 
used  in  street  car  service;  link  and  pin  couplers  are  used;  bell  signals  on 
each  car;  cars  are  protected  with  side  rails  which  are  placed  in  position  by 
train  crew  before  train  is  in  motion;  all  trips  are  made  in  daylight  and  no 
lighting  equipment  is  furnished.  Cars  are  freshly  painted  and  clean,  and 
while  the  equipment  is  old,  it  is  safe  for  the  operating  conditions  with  the 
exception  of  camp  stools  in  car  No.  3,  and  these  in  my  opinion  should  be 
removed  and  the  type  of  seat  used  in  cars  Nos.  1  and  2  substituted. 

The  season  usually  opens  May  5th  and  is  closed  November  10th.  Passen- 
ger traffic  cnnsifits  largely  of  excursionists  from  Raquette  lake  to  Blue 
Mountain  lake.  Freight  traffic  consists  largely  of  parcel  freight.  A  freight 
float  is  in  operation  on  Raquette  lake  and  Blue  Moimtain  lake,  and  by  this 
method  loaded  cars  are  received  from  the  Raquette  Lake  railroad  and  trans- 
ported by  means  of  freight  floats  and  the  Marion  River  Carry  railway  to  all 
lake  points;  lumber,  coal,  and  other  bulk  freight  is  handled  in  this  manner. 
Each  year  between  50  and  60  cars  of  freight  are  handled. 

This  railroad  passes  in  close  proximity  to  heavy  forest  lands.  There  are 
no  repair  facilities  close  at  hand,  and  gross  carelessness  and  ignorance  were 
manifested  in  the  maintenance  of  spark-arrester  of  locomotive.  There  was 
no  indication  of  any  fires  having  occurred  along  the  right  of  way.  I  believe 
that  this  railroad  should  be  included  in  the  order  for  use  of  oil  for  steam 
generation  in  its  locomotive. 

Link  and  pin  couplers  are  used  throughout.  On  the  passenger  cars  there 
does  not  seem  to  be  any  particular  danger  to  employees  as  cars  remain  coupled, 
and  cars  are  so  light  they  cm  be  pushed  against  locomotive  by  one  man  to' 
make  coupling.  On  the  locomotive  the  condition  is  different:  locomotive 
being  backed  on  to  lake  floats  to  handle  heavily  loaded  freight  cars  the  lia- 
bility of  injury  to  employees  is  considerable,  and  I  believe  the  locomotive 
should  be  equipped  with  automatic  couplers. 

Recommendations:  That  camp  stools  in  passenger  car  No.  3  be  removed  and 
replaced  with  stationary  seats;  that  locomotive  be  equipped  with  automatic 
couplers;  that  spark-arresters  in  locomotive  be  put  in  good  condition  at  once 
and  80  maintained.

GENTLEMEN:  The  following  is  a  detailed  report  of  an  inspection  of  loco- 
motives, passenger  cars,  and  repair  facilities  of  the  Middleburgh  and  Scho- 
harie railroad  and  the  Schoharie  Valley  railway: 

The  Schoharie  Valley  railway  extends  from  Schoharie  Junction  to  Scho- 
harie Court  House,  and  the  Middleburgh  and  Schoharie  railroad  extends  from 
Schoharie  Court  House  to  Middleburgh.  While  two  separate  railroads  are 
involved  in  this  report  the  equipment  «is  used  jointly.  As  only  one  locomo- 
tive and  one  passenger  car  are  required  to  conduct  the  traffic  of  both  rail- 
roads, each  railroad  uses  its  equipment  alternately  for  periods  of  one  month. 
The  inspection  was  made  at  Middleburgh  on  September  2,  1909. 

The  locomotive  equipment  of  the  Middleburgh  and  Schoharie  railroad  con- 
sists of  one  locomotive.  No.  2;  it  is  of  the  Forney  type  and  is  in  fair  general 
condition.  The  locomotive  equipment  of  the  Schoharie  Valley  railway  con- 
sists of  one  locomotive,  No.  5;  it  is  of  the  American  or  8-wheel  type  and  is  in 
bad  general  condition;  it  is  now  at  the  Oneonta  shop  of  The  Delaware  and 
Hudson  Company  for  heavy  repairs. 

Middleburgh  and  Schoharie  Railroad  locomotive  No.  2  is  of  the  Forney 
type;  general  condition  fair  with  the  exception  noted:  boiler  steam  pressure 
140  lbs.  per  sq.  in.;  safety  appliances  are  in  fair  condition  with  the  excep- 
tion of  front  end  coupler  operating  lever  which  is  missing;  this  defect  should 
be  repaired  at  once;  locomotive  is  equipped  with  American  steam  brakes  on 
driving  wheels  and  back  truck,  and  brakes  are  not  effective;  this  condition 
is  caused  by  the  brake  cylinders  and  piston  packing  being  worn  in  such  bad 
condition  that  when  brakes  are  applied  steam  leaks  by  pistons  sufficiently 
to  reduce  brake  power  fully  50  per  cent;  locomotive  should  be  equipped  with 
effective  power  brake  at  once;  cab  cocks  leak;  water  glass  is  not  equipped 
with  a  shield,  and  fireman  keeps  same  closed  on  account  of  the  danger  from 
broken  water  glasses;  staybolts  are  not  drilled. 

Schoharie  Valley  Railway  locomotive  No.  5:  boiler  steam  pressure  110 
lbs.  per  sq.  in. ;  locomotive  is  of  the  American  or  8-wheel  type  and  is  in  bad 
general  condition;  locomotive  is  out  of  service  and  is  at  the  Oneonta  shops 
of  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company  to  receive  heavy  repairs. 

The  passenger  car  equipment  of  the  Middleburgh  and  Schoharie  railroad 
consists  of  one  combination  passenger  and  baggage  car  No.  3;  and  of  the 
Schoharie  Valley  railway  consists  of  one  combination  passenger  and  baggage 
compartment  car  No.  5.  The  Middleburgh  and  Schoharie  car  has  a  seating 
capacity  of  48  passengers;  general  condition  good  with  the  exceptions 
noted;  car  had  general  repairs  in  May,  1908;  paint  and  varnish  in  good 
condition;  safety  appliances  in  good  condition;  draft  timbers,  sills,  and 
couplers  in  good  condition;  car  is  equipped  with  castiron  wheels  and 
wooden  brake  beams;  car  is  equipped  with  hand  brakes  in  good  condition; 
car  is  used  in  daily  passenger  service  (alternating  months)  and  all  station 
and  other  stops  are  controlled  by  brakeman  and  hand  brakes;  car  should  be 
equipped  at  once  with  power  brakes;  heated  with  a  common  commercial 
stove  which  is  not  properly  fastened  and  without  guards  on  coal  hopper, 
firebox,  or  ash-pan  doors:  this  is  extremely  dangerous  and  should  receive 
immediate  attention;  light  is  furnished  with  3  double-font  oil  lamps  in  good 
condition;  lavatory  is  in  good  condition;  car  is  equipped  with  curtains, 
parcel  racks,  and  plush  covered  reversible  seats,  all  in  good  condition; 
no  drinking  water  tank  is  provided  and  none  is  required  for  an  ll-mile  run; 
car  is  clean,  freshly  painted  and  varnished;  emergency  tools  are  in  good 
condition.  Baggage  compartment  is  in  good  condition  for  the  purpose  used; 
light  is  furnished  by  1  double-font  oil  lamp  in  good  condition;  heat  is  fur- 
nished from  a  common  caboose  stove  badly  fastened  and  without  guards  on 
firebox  or  ash-pan  doors:  this  is  extremely  dangerous  and  should  receive 
immediate  attention.  The  car  is  generally  clean  and  comfortable  and  presents 
a  neat  and  attractive  appearance. 

Schoharie  Valley  car  has  a  seating  capacity  of  48  passengers;  general  con- 
dition good;  no  defects  were  noted;  car  had  general  repairs  in  August,  1907; 
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paint  and  varnish  in  good  condition;  safety  appliances  in  good  condition; 
car  is  equipped  with  castiron  wheels  and  metal  brake  beams;  car  is  equipped 
with  air  brakes  in  good  condition;  heated  with  a  Spear  stove  in  good  con- 
dition and  properly  fastened  and  guarded;  light  is  furnished  with  3  double- 
font  oil  lamps  in  good  condition;  lavatory  in  good  condition;  car  is  equipped 
with  curtains,  parcel  racks,  and  plush  covered  reversible  seats,  all  in  good 
condition;  no  drinking  water  tank  is  provided  and  none  is  required  for  an  11- 
mile  run;  car  is  clean,  freshly  painted  and  varnished;  emergency  tools  are 
in  good  condition.  Baggage  compartment  is  in  good  condition  for  the  purpose 
used;  light  is  furnished  by  1  double-font  lamp  in  good  condition.  The  car 
is  clean  and  comfortable  and  presents  a  neat  and  attractive  appearance. 

The  repair  facilities  of  the  Middleburgh  and  Schoharie  railroad  and  the 
Schoharie  Valley  railway  consist  of  a  2-stall  frame  engine  house  in  fair 
general  condition,  located  at  Middleburgh.  Water  for  washing  out  boilers  is 
obtained  from  the  town  supply,  about  70-lbs.  pressure.  Coal  is  shoveled 
from  platform  to  tender.  Sand  is  handled  in  buckets  from  storage  to  sand- 
box. No  turntables  are  used,  locomotives  being  run  in  back  motion  in  one 
direction.  Small  tools  are  in  fair  condition  and  in  sufficient  quantity  for 
the  work  to  be  handled.  No  machine  tools  are  owned;  light  running  repairs 
only  are  made;  heavy  and  general  repairs  are  made  at  the  Oneonta  shop 
of  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company.  A  good  supply  of  emergency  repair 
parts  are  kept  in  stock.  All  light  running  repairs  are  made  by  engineer  and 
fireman. 

Recommendations:  That  Middleburgh  and  Schoharie  locomotive  be 
equipped  at  once  with  front  end  coupler  operating  lever,  steam  brake  cylinders 
on  driving  wheels,  and  trucks  placed  in  proper  repair  at  once;  and  equipped 
within  30  days  with  air  brakes:  this  in  order  that  freight  and  passenger 
trains  can  be  handled  with  power  brakes  instead  of  hand  brakes  as  at 
present;  that  boiler  water  glass  be  equipped  at  once  with  a  shield,  and  watoi 
glass  and  boiler  mountings  be  kept  operative.  That  Middleburgh  and  Scho- 
harie car  be  equipped  within  30  days  with  air  brakes:  this  car  is  now 
equipped  with  hand  brakes  only  and  is  in  daily  service  on  passenger  and 
mixed  passenger  and  freight  trains;  that  stoves  in  both  pas^^enger  and 
baggage  compartments  be  properly  fastened,  with  all  doors  and  openings 
through  which  fire  could  escape  properly  guarded  and  locked,  so  that  in 
case  of  derailment  fire  danger  would  be  reduced  to  the  minimum. 

The  general  condition  of  all  equipment  is  fair  and  generally  well  main- 
tained with  the  exceptions  noted;  all  equipment  is  clean  and  presents  a 
neat  and  attractive  appearance.

YORK,    AUBURN     AND     LANSING    RAILROAD. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commissioiiy  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  The  following  is  a  detailed  report  of  an  inspection  of  loco- 
motives, passenger  cars,  and  repair  facilities  of  the  New  York,  Aul)urn  and 
Lansing  Kailroad: 

Inspection  was  made  August  19  and  20,  1909,  at  Auburn.  The  locomotive 
equipment  consists  of  6  locomotives,  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  and  4,  and  N.  Y.  C.  &  H. 
R.  R.  R.  Co.'s  locomotive  No.  963  which  is  temporarily  leased.  The  locomo- 
tives are  in  a  fair  general  condition  with  the  exceptions  noted. 

No.  1:  general  condition  fair;  it  is  at  present  awaiting  shop  on  account  of 
an  engine  failure  which  resulted  in  damaged  main  rod  and  broken  cylinder 
head;  no  serious  defects  noted. 

No.  2:  general  condition  good;  no  defects  were  noted. 

No.  3:  general  condition  bad;  in  addition,  locomotive  has  been  badly 
damaged  as  the  result  of  a  head-on  collision  with  locomotive  No.  4;  loco- 
motive is  now  awaiting  shop. 

No.  4:  in  shop  receiving  heavy  repairs  made  necessary  by  a  head-on  collision 
with  locomotive  No.  3;    this  locomotive  was  in  service  a  short  time  after

general  repairs  when  badly  damaged  by  collision,  making  re-shoping  neces- 
sary; locomotive  will  be  in  good  general  condition  when  repairs  are  com- 
pleted. 

N.  Y.  C.  &  H.  K.  R.  No.  963:  general  condition  is  bad;  was  leased  tem- 
porarily until  locomotive  No.  4  can  be  placed  in  service;  staybolts,  rivets, 
and  flues  leak  badly  in  firebox;  safety  valves  leak;  cab  cocks  leak;  metallic 

Sacking  leaks;  oil  cups  gone  from  metallic  packing  and  rocker  boxes; 
ampera  gone  from  ash-pan;  tender  journal  boxes  in  bad  condition;  aii 
brakes  badly  adjusted;  tender  trucks  in  poor  condition,  bolts  loose  and  nuts 
missing  from  a  number  of  places;  barrel  of  boiler  leaks  in  bottom  near 
throat  sheet. 

The  passenger  car  equipment  consists  of  1  combination  baggage  and  pas- 
senger car  No.  3,  and  2  coaches  Nos.  1  and  2.  Passenger  equipment  is  in 
fair  general  condition  witli  the  exceptions  noted: 

Car  No.  3:  general  condition  fair;  no  defects  on  exterior;  air  brakes,  safety 
appliances,  sills,  platforms,  and  trucks  in  good  condition;  trucks  equipped 
with  steel-tired  wheels  and  metal  brake  beams;  seating  capacitv  34  pas- 
sengers; car  is  equipped  with  plush  covered  reversible  seats;  light  is  fur- 
nished with  2  two-font  oil  lamps,  dirty  and  in  poor  general  condition;  ice 
water  .tank  clean  and  ice  water  is  furnished;  lavatory  in  fair  condition;  con- 
ductor's valve  in  good  condition;  no  emergency  tools  in  this  car;  car  is  not 
maintained  in  a  clean  condition;  car  is  heated  with  steam. 

Coaches  Nos.  1  and  2:  general  condition  fair;  no  defects  on  exterior;  air 
brakes,  safety  appliances,  sills,  platforms,  and  trucks  in  good  condition; 
trucks  equipped  with  stcel-tired  wheels  and  metal  brake  beams;  seating 
capacity  60  passengers;  car  is  equipped  with  plush  covered  reversible  seats; 
light  is  furnished  with  3  two-font  oil  lamps,  dirty  and  in  poor  general  con- 
dition; ice  water  tank  clean  and  ice  water  is  furnished;  lavatory  in  fair 
condition;  conductor's  valve  in  good  condition;  emergency  tools  in  good  con- 
dition and  properly  located;  car  is  not  maintained  in  a  clean  condition. 

The  repair  facilities  are  located  kt  Auburn,  and  consist  of  a  1-stall 
frame  and  metal  engine  house  and  shop  and  a  frame  and  metal  machine  shop, 
all  in  fair  general  condition.  Coal  is  shoveled  from  cars  or  platform  to 
tender.  Sand  is  handled  in  buckets  from  sand  storage  to  sand-box.  No 
cinder  pit;  fires  are  cleaned  on  roadbed.  No  turntable;  locomotives  are 
turned  on  a  wye.  A  good  supply  of  small  hand  tools  in  good  condition  has 
been  furnished.  Machine  tool  equipment  is  in  fair  condition  and  consists  of 
Foos  gas  engine  for  power  and  pumping  purposes,  engine  lathe,  drill  press, 
emery  wheel  grinding  machine,  and  blower  and  forge.  A  fair  supply  of 
emergency  repair  parts  are  kept  in  stock. 

Recommendations:  None  are  necessary  as  regards  locomotives;  good  atten- 
tion is  being  given  to  the  matter  of  running  repairs  and  safety  appliances. 
That  combination  car  No.  3  be  properly  equipped  with  emergency  tools  and 
that  same  be  located  in  a  conspicious  place;  that  lamps  in  all  cars  be  put 
in  proper  repair  and  maintained  in  a  clean  condition  and  properly  equipped 
with  chimneys  and  globes;  that  the  interior  of  all  cars  be  given  a  general 
cleaning  at  least  every  ten  days,  this  cleaning  to  consist  of  cleaning  windows 
and  upper  deck  sash,  thorough  cleaning  of  cushions,  and  the  scrubbing  and 
cleaning  of  floors  and  lavatories  with  hot  water  diluted  with  some  reliable 
disinfectant;  that  some  reliable  disinfectant  be  used  in  all  lavatories  daily.

GENTLEMEN:  The  following  is  a  detailed  report  of  an  inspection  of  loco- 
motives, passenger  cars,  and  repair'  facilities  of  the  Norwood  and  St.  Law- 
rence railroad: 

Inspection  was  made  October  13,  1909,  at  Norwood,  Norfolk,  and  Wadding- 
ton.     The  locomotive  equipment  consists  of  3  locomotives. 
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No.  204:  8-wheel  type;  general  condition  fair;  throttle  leaks;  whistle 
joints  leak;  sharp  flanges  on  all  truck  wheels  left  side  of  tender;  these 
flanges  are  worn  below  limits  of  M.  C.  B.  wheel  defect  gauge  and  should  be 
promptly  removed;  sharp  flanges  on  front  engine  truck  wheels;  these  flanges 
are  worn  nearly  to  M.  C.  B.  wheel  defect  gauge  and  should  be  removed  soon; 
piston  rod  oil  cup  covers  gone. 

No.  205:  Mogul  type;  general  condition  good;  no  defects  noted;  built  in 
1903  by  the  Baldwin  Locomotive  Works. 

No.  206:  Mogul  type;  general  condition  good;  no  defects  noted;  built  in 
December,  1907,  by  the  American  Locomotive  Company. 

The  passenger  car  equipment  consists  of  combination  baggage  and  pas- 
senger compartment  cars  Nos.  101  and  102. 

Car  No.  101:  general  condition  good;  no  defects  noted;  car  has  recently 
had  general  repairs  and  is  in  good  condition  throughout;  paint  and  varnish 
are  in  good  condition;  air  brakes,  safety  appliances,  trucks,  sills,  and  plat- 
forms are  in  good  condition;  capacity  34  passengers;  heat  furnished  with 
Spear  stove  properly  fastened  and  all  doors  and  openings  guarded;  li^ht 
furnished  with  2  double-font  oil  lamps  in  good  condition ;  car  is  equipped  with 
low  back  plush  covered  reversible  seats  in  fair  condition;  ice  water  is  fur- 
nished and  tank  in  a  clean  condition;  lavatory  in  good  condition;  emergency 
tools  in  good  condition  and  properly  located;  baggage  compartment  was  in 
good  condition  for  the  purpose  used;  paint  and  varnish  in  good  condition; 
car  was  generally  clean. 

Car  No.  102:  this  car  was  in  shop  receiving  heavy  repairs,  paint  and 
varnish;  car  is  practically  new  and  of  modern  construction;  it  has  a  blind- 
end  baggage  compartment,  and  smoking  and  passenger  compartment;  car  is 
heated  with  steam,  equipped  with  modern  double- font  oil  lamps,  and  rever- 
sible seats  having  a  seating  capacity  of  about  50  passengers;  lavatory  is 
good;  equipped  with  air  brakes  and  signal  apparatus.  When  car  is  again 
placed  in  service  it  will  be  in  first-class  condition  throughout. 

The  repair  facilities  consist  of  a  2-stall  frame  engine  house  and  shop  in 
good  condition,  located  at  Norfolk;  engine  house  has  a  capacity  of  2  loco- 
motives for  each  stall;  no  turntables  or  wyes  are  at  present  operated;  loco- 
motives are  run  in  back  motion  in  one  direction.  It  is  expected  to  have  wyes 
conveniently  located  in  a  short  time,  when  the  practice  of  running  locomotives 
in  back  motion  on  passenger  trains  will  be  discontinued.  Coal  is  shoveled 
from  storage  or  cars  to  tenders.  Sand  is  screened  and  dried  and  delivered 
manually  to  sand-box.  Fires  are  cleaned  on  roadbed.  Small  tool  equipment 
is  fair.  No  machine  tools  are  owned  by  the  company;  satisfactory  arrange- 
ment is  made  with  contract  shops  for  all  machine  work.  Running  repairs  are 
made  by  enginemen  with  the  assistance  of  other  employees  when  necessary. 
A  sufficient  stock  of  emergency  repair  parts  is  maintained. 

Recommendations:  That  tender  truck  and  engine  truck  wheels  with  sharp 
flanges  under  locomotive  No.  204  be  removed  at  once;  that  in  future  all 
flanges  on  all  wheels  be  maintained  in  accordance  with  Master  Car  Builders' 
wheel  defect  gauge;  no  recommendations  as  to  cars. 

This  railroad  is  new  from  Raymondville  to  Waddington  (16  miles)  and 
has  been  opened  for  service  about  6  months.  The  general  condition  of  all 
equipment  is  fair  and  is  well  maintained,  with  the  exceptions  noted.  Pas- 
senger cars  are  cleaned  daily  and  are  comfortable  and  attractive  in  appear- 
ance.    Running  repairs  to  locomotives  and  cars  are  well  maintained.

Inspection  September  29,  1909,  at  Paul  Smith's. 
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The  locomotive  equipment  consists  of  one  American  type  locomotive,  No.  1, 
in  good  general  condition;  locomotive  was  purchased  second-hand  from  the 
N.  Y.  C.  &  H.  R.  R.  R.  Co.;  built  in  1888  at  West  Albany;  boiler  steam 
pressure  145  lbs.;  size  of  cylinder  18-in.  diameter  by  24'in.  stroke;  weight  on 
drivers  65,500  lbs.;  total  weight  of  locomotive  98,500  lbs.;  total  weight  of 
locomotive  and  tender  169,200  lbs.;  railroad  is  electrically  operated  and  steam 
locomotive  is  used  only  when  electric  locomotive  is  out  of  service. 

The  steam  railroad  passenger  car  equipment  consists  of  one  passenger  car, 
No.  1636,  in  good  general  condition;  car  is  heated  with  steam  and  equipped 
with  Pintsch  gas,  oil  lamps,  low  back  plush  covered  reversible  seats,  and 
parcel  racks;  seating  capacity  62  passengers;  car  is  not  equipped  with  lava- 
tory or  drinking  water,  and  none  are  required  on  a  railroad  7  miles  in 
length;  emergency  tools  are  in  good  condition  and  properly  located;  car  is 
equipped  with  Westinghouse  air  brake  and  signal  apparatus,  castiron  truck 
wheels,  metal  brake  beams,  and  automatic  couplers. 

The  electric  motor  car  equipment  consists  of  one  combination  electric  motor, 
baggage,  and  passenger  compartment  car  named  8t,  Regis  Chain  of  Lakes, 
which  is  in  good  general  condition;  car  is  heated  with  electric  heaters  and 
lighted  with  electric  lights;  car  is  equipped  with  high  back,  leather  covered 
reversible  seats,  and  parcel  racks;  seating  capacity  24  passengers;  car  is  not 
equipped  with  lavatory  or  drinking  water,  and  none  are  required  on  a  railroad 
7  miles  in  length;  emergency  tools  are  in  good  condition  and  properly  lo- 
cated; car  is  equipped  with  Westinghouse  air  brake  and  signal  apparatus, 
metal  truck  frames,  steel-tired  truck  wheels,  metal  brake  beams,  and  auto- 
matic couplers. 

This  company,  on  account  of  its  varied  manufacturing  interests,  has  a 
machine,  blacksmith,  and  wood-working  shop  which  is  well  equipped,  and  is 
in  position  to  promptly  make  all  necessary  repairs.

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BLACK  BITEB  TRACTION  RAILROAD.

Bear  Sir:  On  May  14,  1909,  I  made  a  supplementary  inspection  of  the 
Black  River  Traction  Company's  railroad  and  submit: 

On  Court  street  the  grade  of  the  street  has  been  reduced  and  at  present 
the  maximum  grade  is  4  per  cent.  The  special  work  of  the  crossing  of  the 
Bome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  railroad  tracks  on  Court  street  is  out  of 
line  and  should  be  repaired.  The  track  through  Court  street  is  in  fair  con- 
dition, but  there  are  some  low  joints  which  should  be  picked  up. 

The  track  through  Main  street  is  in  fair  condition,  but  there  are  a  number 
of  low  joints  which  should  be  repaired.  On  Main  street  the  track  crosses  at 
grade  the  single  track  of  the  Cape  Vincent  branch  of  the  Rome,  Watertown 
and  Ogdensburg:  this  crossing  is  protected  by  gates  operated  from  a  tower; 
it  should  be  equipped  with  derails  in  the  electric  track  on  either  side  of  the 
steam  track  and  with  a  metal  trough  on  the  trolley  wire  extending  over  the 
crossing;  the  special  work  of  this  crossing  is  in  good  condition. 

The  60-lb.  T.  rail  track  from  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg 
crossing  to  Brownsville  is  in  good  condition.  The  track  through  Brownsville 
is  in  fair  condition,  with  some  low  joints  which  should  bo  repaired. 

The  track  through  Dexter  is  in  poor  condition  of  alignment,  with  low 
joints.  There  are  no  especially  dangerous  features  on  the  Dexter  line;  only 
the  ordinary  repairs  are  needed,  no  new  material  necessary,  except  at  the 
grade  crossings  of  steam  tracks;  and  at  Glen  Park  a  small  number  of  new 
ties  should  be  put  in. 

On  the  State  Street  line  from  the  Square  to  Pleasant  street,  the  end  of  the 
asphalt  pavement,  the  track  is  in  very  poor  condition  of  alignment,  with  low 
joints;  this  should  be  repaired  immediately.  From  Pleasant  street  to  the 
end  of  the  line  the  track  is  not  in  first-class  condition;  some  of  the  rails 
are  worn  and  broken  at  joints;  this  track  should  be  repaired. 

The  track  of  the  High  Street  line  from  State  street  to  Factory  Square  is 
in  good  condition.  On  this  line  there  are  2  crossings  of  steam  tracks:  the 
special  work  of  both  is  in  fair  condition;  there  should  be  derails  in  the  elec- 
tric track  and  metal  troughs  on  the  trolley  wires  at  each  of  these  crossings. 

The  company  maintains  a  force  of  2  men  and  a  foreman  on  track  and  over- 
head work.    The  cars  operated  are  in  good  condition. 

With  the  exception  of  the  grade  crossings  of  steam  tracks  there  are  no 
especially  dangerous  conditions  on  this  railroad,  but  the  comfort  of  passen- 
gers and  of  the  people  residing  along  State  street  would  be  increased  if  the 
track  through  this  street  were  reconstructed.  This  can  be  done  by  using  a 
greater  portion  of  the  old  rail.  To  bring  about  this  result  and  also  to  in- 
crease safety  of  operation,  the  following  recommendations  are  made: 

That  the  Black  River  Traction  Company  immediately  repair  and  where 
necessary  reconstruct  its  track  through  State  street  from  the  Square  to  the 
terminus  of  the  line;  that  this  company  equip  the  2  grade  crossings  of  steam 
tracks  on  High  street,  the  Court  Street  crossing  and  the  Main  Street  crossing, 
with  derails  on  either  side  of  each  and  place  a  metal  trough  on  the  trolley 
wire  extending  over  each.

Dear  Sir:  March  9,  1909, 1  made  a  supplementary  inspection  of  the  Buffalo, 
Lockport  and  Rochester  railroad,  with  a  special  reference  to  the  limited  high- 
speed service  operated  by  that  company,  and  submit: 

A  new  time-table,  dated  March  3,  1909,  went  into  effect  on  this  railroad. 
Under  this  schedule  the  company  is  operating  limited  trains,  making  only 
the  more  important  station  stops.  These  trains  are  operated  from  the  ter- 
minus in  the  city  of  Rochester  to  the  depot  of  the  Buffalo  and  Lockport 
railroad  in  the  city  of  Lockport.  Between  the  city  line  of  Rochester  and 
the  city  line  of  Lockport,  a  distance  of  54.28  miles,  the  running  time  of  the 
express  trains  varies  from  one  hour  and  fifty  minutes  to  two  hours. 

There  are  no  conditions  at  present  existing  on  this  railroad,  affecting  the 
safety  or  convenience  of  passengers,  which  require  action  on  the  part  of  this 
Commission.

JAMESTOWN   STREET  RAILWAY.

Dear  Sir:  I  made  an  inspection  of  the  Jamestown  Street  railway  and 
submit: 

The  original  inspection  of  this  railroad  was  made  December  18,  1900,  and 
a  report  on  that  inspection  containing  data  in  reference  to  the  physical  con- 
ditions, equipment,  cars,  method  of  operation,  etc.,  will  be  found  in  Volume  I, 
page  586,  Report  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  1900.  Since  the  date  of  this 
report  the  following  changes,  additions,  and  betterments  have  been  made  on 
this  railroad: 

The  track  through  the  following  streets  was  reconstructed  in  1906  with 
60-lb.,  6-in.  T-rail:  Third  street,  Prendergast  avenue,  Sixth  street,  Lake  View 
avenue,  Buffalo  street,  North  Main  street.  Main  street  from  Kent  to  Fifth 
street;  Lakewood  line,  Fairmount  avenue  to  Boat  Landing,  60-lb.  and  80-lb. 
T  rail;  Celeron  line  1  mile  of  80-lb.  T  rail  laid  in  1908.  In  addition  to  the 
above,  a  new  line  has  been  constructed  known  as  the  Newland  Avenue  line: 
this  track  is  constructed  of  60-lb.,  6-in.  T  rail,  and  extends  for  a  distance  of 
about  three  miles  through  the  following  streets:  Brooklyn  Square,  Steel 
street.  Baker  street,  Barrett  avenue,  McKinley  avenue,  Charles  street,  New- 
Innd  avenue,  Broadhead  avenue,  Kidder  street,  Prospect  street,  McKinley 
avenue,  Forest  avenue. 

The  power  house  equipment  has  been  improved  by  the  putting  in  of  2  Wells- 
ville  boilers  of  200  hp.  each,  which  replaced  2  Sterling  boilers  of  175  hp.  each. 
Mechanical  stokers  have  been  added  to  all  boilers.  Tlie  power  house  has  been 
extended  by  a  brick  addition  60x115  ft;  this  extension  was  built  by  the 
Chautauqua  Traction  Company.  In  it  this  company  owns  one  250  Westing- 
house  condensing  engine  direct  connected  to  a  250-kw.  d.  c.  generator.  This 
apparatus  was  installed  in  1903.  Two  250-kw.  generators  have  been  replaced 
by  two  300-kw.  generators. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  car  equipment  except  the  addition  of  5 
Brill  trucks  and  the  adoption  of  the  steel-pressed  wheel  as  a  standard.  The 
company  has  contracted  for  10  double-truck  44-ft.  semi-convertible  closed  cars 
equipped  with  air  brakes  and  sanders;  these  cars  have  been  delivered  and  will 
be  put  in  service  during  the  coming  summer  season. 

The  company  has  bought  property  at  Lakewood  and  has  established  a  wait- 
ing room  at  that  point  in  a  building  owned  by  it. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  operation  of  cars  on  the  different  routes 
mentioned  in  the  last  report  except  the  new  line,  Newland  Avenue,  which  is 
operated  on  a  15-minute  headway. 
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There  has  been  no  elimination  or  change  in  the  method  of  crossing  steam 
railroad  tracks.  On  Allen  street  the  l(^ft.  opening  mentioned  in  the  last 
report  has  been  replaced  by  a  concrete  arch.  No  further  material  changes 
have  been  made  in  bridges  or  structures. 

The  track  of  the  Falconer  line  from  the  junction  of  the  South  Side  line, 
corner  Second  and  Winsor  streets,  to  the  City  Line  is  in  fair  condition.  From 
Falconer  depot  the  track  of  this  line  extends  to  the  Erie  depot,  about  % 
mile,  and  is  constructed  on  2  small  pony  truss  bridges,  both  of  which  are  in 
fair  condition  for  class  of  cars  operated  oyer  them.  The  45-lb.  T  rail  of  this 
track  is  in  poor  condition;  the  company  intends  to  replace  it;  this  should  be 
done. 

The  track  of  the  Xorth  Side  line  is  all  in  good  condition. 

On  the  Newland  Avenue  line  there  are  several  heavy  grades,  the  maximum 
beintr  on  Barrett  avenue,  9^^  per  cent  for  1000  ft.  Ihe  track  is  all  in  good 
condition. 

The  track  of  the  South  Side  line  crosses  the  tracks  of  the  Erie  railroad: 
there  should  be  a  metal  trough  on  the  trolley  wire  extending  over  the  cross- 
ing; there  is  a  derail  on  North  Main  street  hill  for  protection  of  the  Main 
Street  crossing.    The  track  of  this  line  is  all  in  good  condition. 

On  the  Lakewood  line  the  special  work  of  the  crossing  of  the  Jamestown, 
Chautauqua  and  Lake  Erie  railroad  track  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  is  not  in 
first-class  condition;  the  company  has  new  special  work  for  this  crossing, 
which  will  be  installed  in  the  near  future;  a  metal  trough  should  be  placed 
on  the  trolley  wire  extending  over  this  crossing. 

The  track  of  the  Ashville  Avenue  line  crosses  the  Erie  railroad,  special 
work  of  which  is  in  poor  condition;  the  company  has  ordered  new  special 
work  for  this  crossing.  The  45-lb.  T  rail  of  this  track  through  Asnville 
avenue  is  in  poor  condition;  the  company  has  on  hand  60-Ib.  rail  to  recon- 
struct the  track  to  the  city  line,  a  distance  of  about  %  mile.  The  street  is 
to  be  paved,  and  the  company  is  waiting  for  this  improvement  before  re- 
laying the  track.  The  track  from  the  city  line  to  the  new  line  under  the  Erie 
railroad,  which  is  constructed  of  45-lb.  rail  laid  on  the  side  of  the  highway, 
is  in  fair  condition,  having  been  recently  improved  by  the  addition  of  con- 
tinuous joints.  The  new  line  under  the  Erie  railroad  to  the  junction  of  the 
old  line  is  constructed  of  80-lb.  T  rail  and  is  in  first-class  condition. 

During  the  summer  season  the  company,  in  connection  with  the  Chautauqua 
Traction  Company,  maint*iins  a  track  force  varying  from  15  to  20  men.  This 
force  maintains  the  track  of  this  company  and  the  track  of  the  Chautauqua 
Traction  Company.  During  the  season  of  1908  the  company  did  a  considerahle 
amount  of  paving;  about  8500  ft.  of  street  was  re-paved,  and  through  these 
streets  the  track  was  repaired;  this  work  necessitated  the  putting  in  of  about 
3500  new  ties..  During  the  year  1908  new  special  work  was  put  in  at  the 
Sherman  IIoiiso,  in  Brooklyn  Square,  at  the  Boat  Landing,  at  the  junction 
of  Third  street  and  Prendergast  avenue,  and  in  front  of  the  car  barns.  The 
company  has  ordered  new  special  work  for  the  crossing  of  the  Erie  railroad 
tracks  at  the  foot  of  Main  street,  and  for  the  crossinsf  on  Ashville  avenue. 
It  has  received  estimates  for  special  work  at  eight  different  points. 

There  are  no  especially  dangerous  conditions  of  track  on  this  railroad,  but 
comfort  of  passengers  as  well  as  economy  in  operation  requires  that  the  track 
through  Ashville  avenue  be  entirely  reconstructed,  from  the  Erie  Railroad 
crossing  to  the  city  line,  and  that  repairs  on  different  portions  of  the  track 
be  made  as  suggested  above.  A  number  of  pieces  of  special  work  should  be 
renewed  in  the  near  future. 

The  Main  Street  crossing  of  the  Erie  railroad  and  the  crossing  of  the 
Jamestown,  Chautauqua  and  Lake  Erie  should  be  equipped  with  metal  troughs 
on  the  trolley  wires  extending  over  the  crossing.  No  recommendations  are 
made  for  these  improvements  and  betterments,  as  the  general  manager  of  the 
company  has  given  assurance  that  they  will  be  made  in  the  near  future.

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LEWISTON   AND   YOUNGSTOWN    FBONTICB    BAILWAT.

Deab  Sib:  On  May  22,  1909,  I  made  an  inspection  of  the  Lewiston  and 
Youngstown  Frontier  railway  and  submit: 

This  road  is  single  track  and  extends  from  Lewiston  to  Youngstown,  a 
distance  of  7  miles;  5  miles  of  track  are  located  on  private  right  of  way 
and  2  miles  on  streets  and  highways.  The  track  is  constructed  of  60- lb.  T 
and  9-in.  90-lb.  girder  rail,  laid  in  1896;  ties  are  cedar,  6  to  7  in.  face;  joints 
are  fish  plates,  4  bolts.  The  maximum  grade  is  7  per  cent  for  ^  mile.  There 
is  1  grade  crossing  of  steam  railroad  track. 

The  company  owns  9  cars:  2  closed,  6  open,  1  freight  box  car,  and  1  freight 
flat  car.  The  closed  cars  are  heated  by  electricity,  equipped  with  oil  and 
electric  headlights  and  sand-boxes.  The  open  cars  are  equipped  with  sand- 
boxes. All  cars  have  single  chain  hand  brakes.  The  car  barn  is  a  one  story 
wooden  building  100 x  150  ft.  located  in  the  village  of  Lewiston;  it  contains 
2  tracks  with  pits  under  one. 

This  railroad  is  operated  by  the  Niagara  Gorge  Railroad  Company,  and 
power  for  its  operation  is  furnished  by  that  company. 

At  Youngstown  the  company  owns  Rumsey  Park,  consisting  of  18  acres  of 
white  oak  grove. 

Since  the  date  of  the  last  inspection,  August  23,  1900,  a  3-bent  trestle  has 
been  filled  in;  the  track  has  been  entirely  re-ballasted,  and  new  ties  put  in 
where  needed;  a  brick  station  building  has  been  erected  at  the  Youngstown 
terminus,  and  a  loop  track  constructed  at  that  point. . 

The  track  of  this  road  is  at  present  in  first-class  condition  and  no  recom- 
mendations are  necessary  for  its  improvement.  Cars  are  all  in  good  con- 
dition. The  dangerous  feature  in  the  operation  of  this  railroad  is  a  heavy 
grade  in  the  village  of  Youngstown;  cars  come  to  a  stop  at  the  top  of  this 
grade  and  all  necessary  precautions  are  taken  in  operation.

NEW  YORK   CITY  RAILWAY.

Dear  Sir:  On  April  18th  I  made  an  inspection  of  the  New  York  City 
railway.  I  was  unable  to  definitely  locate  all  the  tracks  of  this  company, 
but  was  informed  that  it  owned  the  track  through  Pierpont  avenue  and 
North  Columbus  avenue  in  the  city  of  Mount  Vernon,  also  through  the 
White  Plains  road  from  Mount  Vernon  city  line  to  Waverly  Square,  and 
from  Bailey's  Corners  to  North  Pelham.  This  road  is  all  single  track,  con- 
structed of  7-in.  girder  rail.  The  track  through  Pierpont  avenue  is  in  fair 
condition,  except  that  a  portion  of  the  rail  is  above  the  level  of  the  driveway. 
Through  North  Columbus  avenue  to  the  city  line  the  track  is  in  very  poor 
condition;  a  sewer  has  recently  been  constructed  through  this  street  and  the 
track  re-laid  over  it,  with  the  result  that  the  alignment  and  surface  is  such 
that  cars  are  frequently  derailed.  The  track  through  the  White  Plains  road 
from  the  city  line  to  Waverly  Square  is  in  somewhat  better  condition  than 
that  on  North  Columbus  avenue,  but  needs  repair  as  the  surface  and  align- 
ment are  poor.  The  track  from  Bailey's  Corners  to  North  Pelham  is  also  in 
poor  condition  of  surface  and  alignment  and  needs  repair. 

The  overhead  structure  is  in  very  poor  condition:  greater  portion  of  the 
poles  are  rotted  and  should  be  replaced ;  a  large  number  of  the  span  wires  are 
attached  to  trees,  and  in  some  places  there  are  none;  the  trolley  wire  at 
sevpral  points  is  so  low  as  to  endanger  street  trafi[ic. 

The  Westchester  Electric  Railroad  Company  operate^s  its  cars  over  the 
tracks  of  this  company.  The  receiver  of  the  Westchester  Electric  company 
gave   assurance   that  he  would   immediately   put  the   track   through   North 
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Columbus  avenue  in  safe  operating  condition.  In  addition  to  the  repairs  to 
be  mado  by  the  receiver  oi  the  Westchester  Elctric  company,  this  company 
should  immediately  comply  with  the  following  recommendations: 

All  the  track  owned  by  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company  should  be 
immediately  repaired,  low  joints  picked  up,  and  tracks  aligned;  all  the 
defective  poles  should  l>e  replaced  by  new  ones;  all  the  defective  span  wires 
should  be  replaced  and  new  ones  put  in  where  needed;  the  streets  through 
which  this  company's  tracks  are  constructed  should  be  repaired  between  the 
rails  and  2  feet  outside,  bringing  the  surface  of  the  street  flush  with  the 
top  of  the  rail.

Deab  Sib:  On  April  18th  I  made  an  inspection  of  the  New  York,  West- 
chester and  Connecticut  Traction  Company's  railroad  and  submit: 

This  company's  track  extends  from  the  Mount  Vernon  depot  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  to  the  boundary  line  of  North 
Pelham,  a  distance  of  3.04  miles.  The  Westchester  Electric  Railroad  Com- 
pany operates  its  cars  over  the  track  of  this  company  from  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  depot  on  North  Tliird  avenue  to  Lincoln  avenue, 
a  distance  of  1500  ft.  The  New  York  City  Railway  Company  operates  its 
cars  over  the  entire  line  of  this  compmy,  from  the  depot  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  to  the  boundary  line  of  North  Pelbam,  'a, 
distance  of  3.04  miles. 

This  company  owns  no  cars,  nor  does  it  operate  any.  On  account  of  in- 
ability at  the  time  of  the  inspection  to  definitely  locate  the  track  of  this 
company,  and  as  it  is  all  operated  by  the  Westchester  Electric  Railroad 
Company  and  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company,  the  report  on  the 
inspection  of  the  track  of  this  company  is  included  in  the  inspection  report 
of  the  two  companies  above  named.

NIAGABA  GOBOE   BAILBOAD. 

J.  S.  Kennedy,  Secretary,

Deab  Sib:  On  May  22,  1909,  I  made  an  inspection  of  the  Niagara  Oorge 
railroad  and  submit: 

This  road  is  double  track  and  extends  from  Niagara  Falls  to  Lewiston, 
a  distance  of  7.1  miles.  On  account  of  damaged  track  caused  by  ice  and  high 
water,  operation  on  it  was  siispended  April  8th,  and  resumed  between  Niagara 
Falls  and  Whirlpool,  3%  miles,  May  25th.  Since  that  date  a  dO-minut« 
service  has  been  operated  between  these  points  from  8  a.  m.  to  8  p.  m.  The 
ice  and  high  water  displaced  the  ties  and  rails  between  the  Whirlpool  and 
what  is  known  as  No.  1  bridge,  a  distance  of  about  three  miles;  the  track 
at  several  places  between  these  points  was  thrown  into  the  river,  and  other 
portions  of  it  raised  on  top  of  the  ice  gorges,  and  at  points  50  ft.  above  the 
roadbed.  A  large  number  of  the  rails  were  badly  bent.  The  stringers  on  a 
number  of  the  smaller  openings  were  washed  away.  The  roadbed  was  not 
seriously  injured,  except  for  a  portion  of  the  distance  where  the  shoulders 
were  washed  out  ami  the  river  wall  damaged. 

April  18th  the  company  commenced  to  repair  the  track  and  employed  an 
average  of  about  200  men,  with  a  maximum  of  280;  on  the  day  of  the 
inspection  there  were  214  men  at  work.     In  the  reconstruction  of  the  track 
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the  company  used  198  new  poles,  and  when  completed  will  have  used  about 
3200  ties.  On  the  day  of  the  inspection  the  company  had  practically  completed 
the  reconstruction  of  a  single  track  between  the  Whirlpool  and  No.  1  bridge, 
about  3  miles. 

The  company  will,  commencing  Sunday,  May  23rd,  operate  through  cars 
between  Niagara  Falls  and  Lewiston;  these  will  be  run  on  a  30-minute  head- 
way; the  running  time  7.1  miles,  will  be  45  minutes.  Men  will  be  stationed 
at  each  end  of  the  single-track  portion  of  the  line  to  signal  cars  entering 
upon  the  single-track  section. 

During  the  summer  season  of  1908  a  section  force  of  from  25  to  28  men 
was  employed;  this  force  used  a  work  car  and  a  derrick  ear.  About  2400 
new  ties  were  put  in  the  track;  1%  miles  of  guard-rail  were  placed  in  posi- 
tion; about  25  tons  of  new  30-ft.  rail  were  laid.  Eight  new  motor  trucks 
were  purchased;  2  sets  of  air  brakes  have  been  placed  on  motors  and  12 
trailer  cars  equipped  with  air;  all  trailer  cars  have  been  equipped  with  new 
draw-bars;  8  cars  have  been  painted  and  7  varnished;  the  company  is  at 
present  building  6  new  trailers  which  will  be  ready  for  service  July  1st. 

The  portion  of  track  which  was  practically  destroyed  has  been  reconstructed 
by  the  re-laying  of  a  single  track;  this  track  is  at  present  in  safe  condition 
for  slow-speed  operation,  but  is  not  in  first-class  condition;  a  large  amount 
of  work  is  necessary  to  put  it  in  that  condition;  there  is  serious  lack  of 
shoulder  in  a  number  of  places  and  a  large  amount  of  work  must  be  done 
on  the  river  walls.  There  are  a  number  of  small  openings  which  have  been 
temporarily  rebuilt  with  dry  wall  abutments;  these  eventually  should  be 
replaced  with  concrete  culverts  or  steel  stringers  on  mason  work  or  concrete 
abutments.  The  second  track  between  the  Whirlpool  and  No.  1  bridge  should 
be  put  in  operating  condition  as  soon  as  possible. 

A  discussion  of  the  conditions  on  this  railroad  with  the  general  manager 
of  the  company  show  that  he  fully  realized  the  dangers  incident  to  the  opera- 
tion of  this  railroad  in  its  present  condition,  and  his  assurances  are  given 
that  cars  would  be  operated  only  on  slow  speed  until  all  of  the  track  is  put 
in  first-class  condition,  and  also  that  the  force  of  men  employed  on  the  day 
of  the  inspection  would  be  continued  until  the  second  track  is  reconstructed 
and  all  necessary  repairs  to  the  track,  roadbed,  and  river  walls  are  made. 

This  company  is  to  be  commended  for  the  energy  displayed  by  it  in  the 
reconstruction  of  that  portion  of  its  railroad  which  was  damaged  by  the 
unusual  high  water  and  ice:  a  portion  of  its  track  was  lifted  on  top  of  ice 
at  places  50  ft.  high;  other  portions  of  it  were  found  in  the  river,  rai4s 
twisted  out  of  shape.  As  soon  as  possible  the  company  put  on  a  large  force 
of  men  and  practically  built  a  track  by  cutting  through  the  ice,  instead  of 
delaying  the  opening  of  the  road  until  the  ice  melted  away,  all  of  which  cost 
a  large  amount  of  money.

OGDENSBURG   STREET  BAILBOAD.

Deab  Sib:  On  May  14,  1909,  I  made  a  supplementary  inspection  of  the 
Ogdensburg  Street  railroad  and  submit: 

The  original  inspection  of  this  system  was  made  October  22,  1902,  and  a 
report  containing  data  as  to  construction  of  track,  description  of  cars,  equip- 
ment of  power  house,  etc.,  can  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners,  Volume  T,  1902,  page  897. 

The  tracks  of  the  Hospital  Line  along  Porter  avenue  and  on  the  Boulevard, 
1%  miles,  is  in  poor  condition  of  alignment,  with  low  joints,  and  a  large 
number  of  new  ties  are  reeded  on  this  section  of  track.  The  track  through 
Ford  street  from  the  railroad  bridge  to  Olark  street,  %  mile,  is  in  poor 
condition  of  alignment,  with  low  joints;  the  special  work  of  switches  on 
this  line  is  in  poor  condition.     On  Lake  street  the  track  over  the  bridge  is 
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in  poor  condition,  rail  worn;   company  has  new  rail  on  hand  to  re-lay  this 
track. 

Since  the  last  report  a  new  track  has  been  constructed  through  Rensselaer 
street  and  over  the  New  York  Central  tracks,  a  total  distance  of  about  1600 
ft.;  this  track  is  in  good  condition. 

From  the  junction  of  the  track  at  New  York  avenue  to  the  car  barn  the 
track  is  in  very  poor  condition  of  alignment,  with  low  and  loose  joints; 
this  track  should  be  immediately  repaired.  The  King  Street  line  through 
King  and  Main  streets  is  in  poor  condition  of  alignment,  with  low  and  loose 
joints;  this  track  should  be  immediately  repaired.  The  track  of  the  State 
Street  line  from  Ford  street  to  the  terminus  is  in  poor  condition  of  alignment, 
with  low  and  loose  joints;  this  track  should  be  repaired.  The  spur  track  to 
the  Rutland  depot,  extending  from  Ford  street  about  1000  ft.  in  length,  is  in 
poor  condition  of  alignment,  with  low  and  loose  joints;  this  track  should  be 
repaired. 

Since  the  last  report  the  company  has  constructed  about  \i  mile  of  new 
track  on  Ford  street. 

The  company  maintains  a  force  of  2  section  men;  400  ties  and  about  90 
new  poles  have  been  ordered. 

With  the  exception  of  the  new  work  through  Ford  street  and  on  the  loop, 
all  the  track  is  in  poor  condition  and  should  be  repaired;  the  rail  is  fair 
and  most  of  it  can  be  re-laid.  All  the  ties  ordered  will  be  put  in  on  the 
Hospital  line;  work  will  be  commenced  as  soon  aa  they  arrive.  The  new 
poles  ordered  will  be  set  on  the  Hospital  line.  On  the  arrival  of  the  ties 
and  poles  a  sufficient  force  will  be  employed  to  properly  repair  this  line.  It 
is  the  intention  of  the  company  to  repair  the  other  portions  of  the  track  with 
tlie  ordinary  section  force. 

Six  open  cars  were  being  painted  on  the  day  of  the  inspection.  All  the 
closed  cars  are  in  very  poor  condition  and  badly  worn.  The  open  cars  are  in 
fair  condition. 

There  are  no  especially  dangerous  features  on  this  road,  but  the  whole  of 
the  track,  with  the  exception  of  the  new  work  through  Ford  street  and  on 
the  loop,  should  be  repaired.  Some  provisions  must  be  made  by  the  company 
for  the  purchase  of  new  closed  cars  or  the  proper  repair  of  the  old  ones.

BOHVNBCTADT  RAILWAY.

Dear  Sir:  The  cars  of  the  Schenectady-Troy  division  of  the  Schenectady 
Railway  Company  are  operated  through  Sixth  avenue  in  the  city  of  Water- 
vliet;  there  are  double  tracks  constructed  through  the  center  of  this  street. 
Sixth  avenue  is  carried  over  a  small  creek  known  as  Dry  River  brook  on  & 
brick  arch  culvert.  On  February  21,  1909,  this  culvert  was  washed  out  and 
the  street  damaged  to  the  extent  that  the  north  track  was  displaced.  Feb- 
ruary 25,  1909,  the  railway  company  constructed  a  temporary  structure 
carrying  its  north  track  over  the  damaged  culvert  and  commenced  operation 
of  both  tracks  on  February  26th.  August  6th  the  city  authorities  placed 
barriers  across  the  street  on  either  side  of  the  culvert,  preventing  the  opera- 
tion of  cars  on  either  track  or  the  passage  of  vehicles  on  the  street.  Since 
that  date  passengers  on  the  Schenectady-Troy  line  of  the  Schenectady  railway 
have  been  obliged  to  transfer,  walking  from  350  to  400  ft.  in  making  this 
transfer.  Cars  on  this  branch  of  the  company's  system  are  operated  on  a 
minimum  headway  of   10  minutes. 

I  am  informed  that  the  action  of  the  City  in  placing  the  barriers  across 
the  street  was  based  on  the  claim  made  by  it  that  the  railway  company 
should  repair  the  damaged  culvert.  The  railway  officials  claim  that  they 
are  under  no  obligations  to  do  this.    This  transfer  causes  serious  inconvenience 
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to  a  large  number  of  people  using  the  electric  cars,  especially  during  incle- 
ment weather.  Thia  interruption  to  travel  should  be  remedied  as  soon  as 
possible.  With  the  present  condition  of  the  south  track  and  the  temporary 
structure  on  which  the  north  one  is  laid,  cars  in  slow  movement  can  be 
operated  safely  on  either  tracks  over  the  culvert.

Dear  Sir:  On  May  15,  1909,  I  made  an  iuapection  of  the  St  Lawrence 
International  Electric  Railroad  and  Land  Company's  railroad  and  submit: 

The  last  regular  inspection  of  this  railroad  was  made  November  20,  1902, 
and  a  report,  including  data  in  reference  to  construction  of  track,  descrip- 
tion  of  equipment,  power  house,  etc.,  can  be  found  in  Volume  I  of  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  for  1902,  page  928. 

This  road  was  constructed  in  1901  and  since  that  date  there  has  been  very 
little  maintenance  work  done  on  it.  The  track  at  present  is  not  in  dangerous 
condition  for  the  class  of  cars  operated  and  the  speed  at  which  they  are  run, 
but  it  is  in  very  poor  condition  of  surface  and  line  and  requires  a  consider- 
able amount  of  ballast  and  a  large  number  of  new  ties.  There  are  4  small 
structures,  all  with  pine  stringers  on  mason  work  abutments;  these  are  at 
present  in  safe  condition,  but  should  be  replaced  with  concrete  arch  culverts 
or  steel  stringers.  I  am  informed  that  the  company  has  on  hand  800  ties 
and  that  it  will  put  on  a  proper  force  of  men  this  spring  as  soon  as  the  track 
settles  and  put  in  new  ties  on  curves  and  other  places  where  necessary,  also 
that  it  will  surface,  align,  and  ballast  3  miles  of  track  this  summer.  The 
company  maintains  a  track  force  of  2  men  and  a  foreman. 

The  company  has  only  2  cars  available  for  passenger  service,  1  open  and 
1  closed;  the  closed  car  was  in  operation  on  the  date  of  the  inspection  and 
w^as  in  very  poor  condition;  the  body  of  the  car  needs  repairs,  paint  and 
varnish.  Assurances  were  given  that  the  open  car  would  be  put  in  proper 
condition  before  being  placed  in  service  this  spring.  The  closed  car  should 
be  entirely  overhauled,  repaired,  painted  and  varnished  during  this  summer 
Reason. 

The  track  and  roadbed  of  this  system  have  been  neglected  in  the  past, 
necessary  repairs  have  not  been  made,  and  while  they  are  not  in  dangerous 
condition  for  slow-speed  operation,  safety  requires  that  the  assurances  given 
by  Mr.  Martin,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  operation  of  the  road,  that  800  new 
ties  would  be  put  in  this  summer  and  3  miles  of  the  track  ballasted,  sur- 
faced, and  aligned,  should  be  carried  out. 

These  improvements  are  so  necessary  that  the  following  recommendations 
are  made:  That  the  St.  I^awrence  International  Electric  Railroad  and  Land 
Company  improve  its  track,  commencing  as  soon  as  weather  conditions  per- 
mit, by  placing  not  less  than  800  new  ties  in  the  track  on  curves  and  other 
places  where  needed,  and  that  it  surface,  ballast,  and  align  not  less  than  3 
miles  of  track  during  the  summer  season  of  1909;  that  this  company  pur- 
chase at  least  one  new  car  and  that  the  two  cars  at  present  owned  be  over- 
hauled, repaired,  painted  and  varnished,  the  closed  car  to  be  repaired  dur- 
ing the  summer  season  of  1909,  and  the  open  car  during  the  winter  season 
of  1909-10.

Deab  Sib:  On  April  17th  I  made  an  inspection  of  the  Tarrytown,  White 
Plains  and  Mamaroneck  railroad  and  submit: 

This  railroad  has  27^  miles  of  single  track  located  on  streets  and  high- 
ways in  the  city  of  Mt.  Vernon,  village  of  Bronxville,  town  of  Eastchester, 
town  of  Scarsdale,  town  of  White  Plains,  town  of  Greenburgh,  village  of 
Tarrytown,  town  of  West  Harrison,  town  of  Harrison,  and  the  town  of 
Mamaroneck.  In  tlie  city  of  Mt.  Vernon  there  are  1^  miles  of  track,  in 
the  village  of  Bronxville  1  mile,  town  of  Eastchester  2%  miles,  town  of 
Scarsdale  2%  miles,  town  of  White  Plains  3  miles,  town  of  Greenburgh  5% 
miles,  village  of  Tarrytown  1^  miles,  town  of  West  Harrison  ^  mile,  town 
of  Harrisoti  1  mile,  town  of  Mamaroneck  3M  miles. 

The  construction  for  the  track  is  as  follows:  the  Tarrytown  line  is  70-lb. 
T  rail  from  Hopkins  avenue  and  Central  avenue,  laid  in  1007;  Silver  Lake 
Park  line  45-lb.  T  rail,  laid  on  Lake  street  and  Harrison  avenue  in  1908; 
Mamaroneck  line  T  rail,  laid  when  line  was  built;  Mt.  Vernon  line  6-in. 
Grove  rail,  laid  when  line  was  built;  Westchester  Avenue  line  6-in.  Grove 
rail,  laid  when  line  was  built. 

On  the  line  there  are  3  steam  railroad  tracks :  1  is  over  and  2  on  grade.  The 
track  is  constructed  on  streets  and  highways  and  conforms  to  the  surface  of 
the  same;  the  maximum  grade  is  15  per  cent  for  28  ft. 

The  company  has  available  for  operation  30  cars,  owned  by  the  Union 
Railroad.  The  company  has  recently  purchased  25  double-track  box  cars,  45 
ft.  over  all,  equipped  with  2  Westinghouse  310  motors  65  horsepower  each, 
air  brakes  and  sand-boxes.  This  company  owns  one  car  barn,  located  in  the 
village  of  White  Plains  on  Central  avenue  near  Robertson  avenue;  it  is  a 
brick  structure  65  x  125  ft.,  equipped  with  5  tracks,  with  pits  under  2,  and 
a  storage  capacity  of  20  cars;  in  this  barn  there  is  a  repair  shop  with 
electric  equipments,  where  light  car  repairs  and  armature  winding  are  done. 
There  is  a  sand-drier  in  the  rear  of  this  barn.  All  cars  are  inspected  and 
cleaned  in  the  car  barn,  by  4  men  at  night  and  5  in  the  daytime. 

The  operating  service  consists  of  a  superintendent,  2  inspectors,  2  starters, 
and  a  maximum  of  42  motormen  and  42  conductors.  All  conductors  after 
breaking  in  have  to  be  O.  K'd  by  a  conductor  known  as  the  chief  conductor; 
also  the  motormen.  The  company  has  a  book  of  rules  which  is  distributed  to 
the  employees. 

There  are  four  lines  of  cars  operated:  the  Mt.  Vernon  line,  village  of 
White  Plains  to  city  of  Mt.  Vernon,  a  distance  of  0%  miles,  operating  6 
cars  on  a  20-minute  headway  for  20  hours;  the  Tarrytown  lines,  Silver  Lake 
Park  to  Tarrytown,  a  distance  of  8  miles,  6  cars  operating  on  20-minute 
headway  for  18  hours,  and  Depot  Square,  White  Plains,  to  Tarrytown,  a 
distance  of  6  miles,  operating  4  cars  on  10-minute  headway  for  0  hours;  the 
Mamaroneck  line.  White  Plains  to  the  town  line  of  I^rchmont,  a  distance  of 
8%  miles,  operating  5  cars  on  a  20-minute  headway  for  18  hours;  the  West- 
chester Avenue  line.  White  Plains  depot  to  Bloomingdale  Asylum,  a  dis- 
tance of  IYj  miles,  operating  1  car  on  20-minute  headway  for  18  hours. 

The  company  regularly  employs  10  men  in  track  and  overhead  mainte- 
nance; additional  force  is  put  on  as  occasion  requires;  during  last  summer 
season  a  maximum  of  15  men  was  employed. 

During  the  summer  season  of  1908  the  following  improvement  in  the 
physical  condition  of  the  property  was  made:  Tarrytown  line,  on  Lake  street 
from  Broadway  to  Harrison  avenue,  a  distance  of  2775  ft.,  new  7-in.  Trilby 
rail  laid. 

The  company  buys  its  power;  is  furnished  from  the  New  Rochelle  power 
station  of  the  Westchester  Lighting  Company,  and  is  transmitted  to  the 
transformer  station  at  Central  and  Hopkins  avenues  in  White  Plains  at  13,200 
volts;   it  has  available  sufficient  power  for  maximum  operation. 

The  maximum  number  of  passengers  carried  in  one  day  during  the  summer 
season  of  1008  on  each  line  was  as  follows:  Tarrytown  lines  4685,  Mamaroneck 
line  2675,  Mt.  Vernon  line  5923,  and  Westchester  Avenue  line  413.  A  uni- 
versal transfer  system  is  enforced,  transfers  being  given  between  all  lines. 
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On  the  Mount  Vernon  line  from  the  Scarsdale  town  line  and  from  the 
terminufl  of  the  Westchester  Electric  Railroad  track  to  the  upper  town  line 
of  Scarsdale,  the  track  is  in  fair  condition,  except  that  there  are  a  number 
of  low  joints  which  should  be  picked  up:  along  this  section  of  track  the  over- 
head structure  should  be  rebuilt,  including  new  poles;  from  the  upper  Scars- 
dale  town  line  to  Graves  street  and  Post  road,  6600  ft.,  the  track  is  in  very 
poor  condition,  rail  worn,  and  surface  and  alignment  poor:  this  section  of 
track  should  be  entirely  reconstructed;  from  Graves  street  to  Railroad  avenue 
in  White  Plaina  the  track  is  in  fair  condition,  except  some  low  joints  which 
should  be  picked  up.  On  the  Silver  Lake  branch  the  track  through  the 
Park  in  White  Plains  is  in  poor  condition  and  should  be  reconstructed, 
including  new  poles;  the  other  portions  of  this  line  are  also  in  poor  condition, 
except  the  68-lb.  T  rail;  same  condition  of  overhead  structure  as  through 
the  Park.  On  the  Mamaroneck  branch  the  9-in.  girder  rail  through  the  town 
of  Mamaroneck  is  in  good  condition;  the  7-in.  girder  rail  track  through  the 
village  of  Mamaroneck  is  in  poor  condition  of  surface  and  alignment;  the 
T  rau  portion  of  this  track  is  in  fair  condition,  but  about  4  miles  of  it  needs 
a  large  proportion  of  new  ties;  the  surface  and  alignment  on  the  whole  of 
the  track  on  this  line  should  be  improved;  a  large  number  of  new  poles  is 
required  to  replace  defective  ones  on  this  branch.  On  the  Tarry  town  branch 
the  track  from  White  Plains  to  Tarrytown  has  been  reconstructed  with  70-lb. 
T  rail  and  new  ties. 

The  receiver  of  this  company  has  recently  ordered  25  new  cars  which  when 
received  will  replace  all  the  cars  at  present  operated;  these  cars  are  expected 
during  the  early  part  of  this  summer.  As  indicated  above,  a  large  portion 
of  the  track  of  this  railroad  needs  repair,  and  6600  ft.  of  it  on  the  White 
Plains-Mount  Vernon  line  should  be  entirely  reconstructed.  About  300  new 
poles  should  be  put  in  on  the  different  divisions,  replacing  defective  ones. 
Safety  of  operation  would  be  increased  and  the  movement  of  cars  facilitated 
if  the  White  Plains-Mam  aroneck  and  White  Plains-Tarry  town  branches  of 
this  railroad  were  equipped  with  a  telephone  system.  Assurances  have  been 
given  by  the  receiver  of  this  company  that  the  necessary  repairs  indicated 
in  this  report  would  be  made. 

As  some  of  the  betterments  suggested  involve  the  expenditure  of  consider- 
able money,  definite  recommendations  are  made  in  this  instance  as  follows: 
That  the  track  of  the  Mount  Vernon  division  from  the  upper  Scarsdale  town 
line  to  Graves  street  and  the  Post  road,  a  distance  of  6600  feet,  be  entirely 
reconstructed;  that  all  the  defective  poles  be  replaced  by  new  ones;  that 
the  main  line  be  equipped  with  a  telephone  system.

WESTEBN    NEW  YORK   AND  PENNSYLVANIA    TRACTION    RAILROAD.

Dear  Sir:  On  May  21,  1909,  I  made  an  inspection  of  the  Western  New 
York  and  Pennsylvania  Traction  Company's  railroad  and  submit: 

On  the  Bolivar  line  2  concrete  culverts  have  been  put  in  since  the  date  of 
the  previous  inspection;  a  considerable  amount  of  track  work  has  been  done 
in  surfacing  and  aligning  and  a  number  of  new  tics  have  been  put  in.  The 
track  on  this  line  is  not  in  dangerous  condition  for  the  character  of  traffic 
over  it,  but  the  speed  of  cars  could  be  materially  increased  if  the  track  and 
roadbed  were  improved.  This  the  company  intends  to  do;  assurances  were 
given  by  the  officials  of  the  company  that  this  summer  the  Bolivar  line, 
which  is  18  miles  in  length,  would  be  entirely  re-ballasted,  surfaced,  and 
aligned;  seven  thousand  to  ten  thousand  new  ties  would  be  put  in;  and 
the  company  expected  to  spend  about  $15,000  in  improving  conditions.  There 
are  2  grade  crossings  of  steam  tracks  on  this  division,  one  a  dead  track 
which  formerly  extended  to  a  tannery:  this  crossing  should  be  taken  out. 
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On  the  Bradford-Rock  City  division  the  track  is  in  first-claBs  condition. 
No  suggestions  for  improvements  on  this  division  are  made,  except  that  the 
bridge  and  trestle  over  the  Allegheny  river  should  be  equipped  with  guard- 
rails. 

On  the  Bradford-Carrollton  division  in  Limestone,  the  track  crosses  at 
grade  6  switch  tracks  which  are  owned  by  a  tannery  company;  the  view  in 
each  direction  of  these  tracks  is  unobstructed;  only  switching  movements  are 
made  over  the  steam  tracks,  and  this  is  done  by  an  engine  owned  by  the 
tannery  company;  there  is  no  protection  at  these  crossings  and  none  is  sug- 
gested ;  electric  cars  slow  down  before  going  over  these  tracks.  Near  Carrol Iton 
the  track  of  this  line  is  carried  over  the  highway,  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and 
Pittsburgh  railroad,  and  the  Allegheny  river  on  a  steel  structure,  2  pony  truss 
bridges  and  a  through  bridge,  all  in  good  condition  and  equipped  with 
guard-rails  and  a  rail  laid  between  the  traction  rail  to  prevent  motor  cases 
from  dropping  and  derailing  a  car.  This  division  has  been  constructed  since 
the  date  of  the  last  inspection;  it  is  II  miles  in  length,  7  miles  of  which  are 
in  New  York  state;  the  track  is  in  first-class  condition. 

On  the  Safamanca-Car  roll  ton  division  the  track  is  constructed  on  a  through 
bridge  over  Great  Valley  creek:  this  bridge  is  in  good  condition;  it  should 
be  equipped  with  guard-rail.  This  track  crosses  at  grade  the  track  of  the 
Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  near  Salamanca:  the  crossing  is  equipped 
with  derail,  and  should  be  equipped  with  a  metal  trough  on  the  trolley  wire 
extending  over  the  crossing.  This  division  is  8^  miles  long.  The  track  is  in 
fair  condition,  but  there  are  a  number  of  low  joints  which  should  be  picked 
up;  only  ordinary  section  gang  repairs  are  needed. 

The  Salamanca-Little  Valley  division,  8^  miles  long,  has  been  constructed 
since  date  of  last  report;  it  is  70-lb.  T  rail,  all  in  good  condition.  On  this 
line  there  are  3  pony  truss  bridges  and  1  through  bridge;  this  latter  over 
the  Erie  railroad  and  it  should  be  equipped  with  guard-rail. 

The  West  Salamanca  line,  1^  miles  long,  has  been  constructed  since  the 
last  inspection;  it  extends  through  Broad  street  in  Salamanca,  and  crosses  at 
grade  an  abandoned  switch  track  wliich  formerly  connected  with  the  Pennsyl- 
vania railroad;  the  track  of  this  line  is  in  first-class  condition. 

The  Salamanca  main  line  track  in  Salamanca  is  constructed  on  a  through 
bridge  and  a  pony  truss  bridge  over  the  Allegheny  river;  these  bridges  are 
in  good  condition.  Between  Carrollton  and  Clean  the  track  crosses  at  grade 
a  single  track  of  the  Erie  railroad:  the  crossing  is  properly  protected  with 
derails  and  a  metal  trough;  also  at  grade  two  tracks  of  the  Pennsylvania 
railroad:  the  crossing  is  equipped  with  derails,  and  should  be  equipped  with 
metal  trough  on  the  trolley  wire.  In  the  village  of  Allegany  this  track 
crosses  at  grade  a  switch  track  which  extends  from  the  Pennsylvania  railroad 
to  the  tannery:  as  only  switching  movements  are  made  over  this  crossing 
no  protection  is  suggested.  In  the  city  of  Clean  the  track  through  State 
street  is  in  poor  condition,  with  low  joints  which  should  be  repaired.  TTie 
roadbed  from  Carrollton  to  Clean  in  a  number  of  places  lacks  shoulder  on  the 
fills;  these  should  be  widened  out.  This  track  needs  only  ordinary  main- 
tenance repairs. 

With  the  exception  of  the  track  of  the  Bolivar  division  and  the  track 
through  State  street,  the  track  of  this  system  is  all  in  good  condition,  a  large 
portion  of  it  in  first-class  condition.  The  company's  plans  contemplate  the 
expenditure  of  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  to  place  the  Bolivar  line  in 
proper  operating  condition;  when  this  is  done  the  speed  of  cars  operated  on 
this  division  can  be  materially  increased. 

The  suggestions  made  in  this  report,  such  as  guard-rails  on  bridges  and 
structures  and  metal  troughs  at  grade  crossings  of  steam  tracks,  have  been 
discussed  with  the  officials  of  this  company  and  assurances  were  given  by 
them  that  these  improvements  will  be  made.  For  this  reason  no  recommenda- 
tions are  made  in  this  report.

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THE    STREET    BAILROAD   PROBLEM    IN    SCHENECTADY. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

GENTLEMEN:  In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  the  Citizens  Committee  of 
the  City  of  Schenectady  against  the  Sclienectady  Railway  Company,  and  refer- 
ring to  that  portion  of  the  complaint  in  reference  to  improper  transportation 
facilities  furnished  by  that  company  and  different  plans  submitted  for 
changes  in  trackage,  waiting  room,  etc.,  in  the  city  of  Schenectady,  I  have 
made  an  investigation  of  the  street  railroad  traffic  conditions  in  the  city  and 
submit  statistics  in  reference  to  increase  in  population  of  the  city,  extension 
of  street  railroad  system,  etc. 

For  the  proper  consideration  of  the  present  traffic  conditions,  information 
in  reference  to  the  causes  which  have  brought  about  such  conditions  is  con- 
sidered pertinent.     For  this  reason  the  statements  A,  B,  and  C  are  attached. 

Statetnent  A :  This  statement  shows  the  population  of  the  city  of  Schenec- 
tady in  the  year  1892  and  some  of  the  succeeding  years  to  and  including  1909, 
and  the  per  cent  of  increase  in  population  during  those  years;  miles  of  road 
operated  for  each  of  the  above  years;  number  of  cars,  open  and  closed,  owned 
each  year;  car  mileage  operated  during  the  years  1805  to  and  including  1909, 
and  the  increased  or  decreased  percentage  of  same;  number  of  passengers 
carried,  including  transfers,  and  per  cent  of  increase  or  decrease  for  each 
year  from  1892  to  and  including  1909;  passengers  carried  on  transfers,  and 
per  cent  of  increase  for  each  year,  1900  to  1909  inclusive;  city  taxes  paid 
by  the  railroad  company  each  year,  1802  to  1909  inclusive,  and  the  amount  of 
assessment  made  on  the  company  for  paving  eacli  year.  1898  to  1909  inclusive. 

Statements  B  and  C,  in  reference  to  present  length  of  track,  different  car 
lines  operated f  number  of  cars  in  congested  district j  etc.:  Statement  B  shows 
the  number  of  regular  and  extra  cars,  in  both  directions,  run  over  the  tracks 
on  State  street  and  passing  the  waiting  room  l)etween  5  and  6  p.  m.  State- 
ment C  contains  statistics  showing  length  of  track  in  the  city  of  Schenectady 
and  interurban  lines,  with  details  of  construction  and  length  of  same  in  each 
street  in  the  city;  physical  conditions  affecting  operation;  description  of 
each  line  of  cars  operated  on  the  city  system,  showing  length  of  route,  streets 
through  which  they  are  run,  headways  on  which  cars  are  operated,  number 
of  cars  required  in  service,  and  number  of  additional  cars  operated  during 
rush  hours  on  each  line;  streets  through  which  more  than  one  line  of  cars 
is  operated  causing  congestion  of  traffic  and  delay  to  car  movement;  also 
points  to  and  from  which  there  is  at  times  unusually  heavy  traffic. 

Deductions  from  Investigation. 

After  careful  investigation  of  the  traffic  conditions  in  the  city  of  Schenec- 
tady the  following  deductions  are  made: 

1.  The  Schenectady  Railway  Company  is  not  at  present,  during  certain 
hours  of  the  day,  furnishing  proper  facilities  to  accommodate  travel. 

2.  With  the  present  track  limitations  resulting  in  congestion  on  State 
street,  it  is  impossible  for  the  company  to  furnish  proper  and  sufficient  ser- 
vice during  the  rush  hours. 

3.  Certain  sections  of  the  city  are  not  properly  provided  wuth  transporta- 
tion facilities. 

4.  Unless  the  system  is  extended  in  the  near  future  so  as  to  relieve  the 
present  congestion  on  State  street  and  permit  the  operation  of  more  cars  on 
the  different  lines,  and  to  furnish  traffic  facilities  for  portions  of  the  city 
which  at  present  have  none,  the  welfare  of  the  city  w^ill  be  materially  affected 
and  its  growth  retarded. 

The  traffic  conditions  from  which  the  above  deductions  in  reference  to  insuf- 
ficiency of  service  are  made,  and  the  inconveniences  caused  by  such  conditions, 
are  so  well  understood  by  the  residents  of  Schenectady  and  the  officials  of 
the  Railroad  company  as  to  require  no  argument  in  justication  of  their  being 
made. 

All  interested  are  agreed  that  the  present  service  is  inadequate  during 
certain  hours  of  the  day  and  that  this  condition  is  largely  the  result  of  con-

gestion  of  traffic  on  State  street.    All  are  desirous  that  this  congestion  should 
be  relieved  and  more  cars  operated  on  the  system. 

In  order  to  suggest  relief  for  this  congestion  a  study  of  its  causes  must 
be  made. 

Causes  of  Congestion, 

At  the  time  of  the  electrification  of  this  railroad,  in  1891,  the  largest  indus- 
trial institution  in  the  city  was  the  General  Electric  Company.  The  greater 
portion  of  the  travel  on  this  road  at  that  time  was  to  and  from  these  works. 
Nearly  all  of  this  travel  passed  over  the  State  street  tracks.  Practically  the 
same  conditions  exist  at  present. 

Every  line  of  cars,  both  local  and  interurban,  operated  in  the  city  of  Sche- 
nectady, passes  over  some  portion  of  the  tracks  on  State  street  between 
Crescent  park  and  Washington  avenue,  and  all  of  them,  in  both  directions, 
pass  the  waiting?  room  on  State  street.  There  are  133  cars  passing  the  waiting 
room  during  the  evening  rush  hours.  These,  in  addition  to  the  vehicular 
traffic  on  the  street,  cause  a  congestion  which  seriously  delays  car  movement 
and  limits  the  number  of  cars  which  can  be  operated  on  the  various  lines 
throughout  the  city.  Any  cars  added  during  the  rush  hour  to  the  present 
service  would  be  a  detriment  rather  than  an  aid  to  the  movement  of  passen^ 
gers  during  those  hours. 

The  single  track  extending  from  State  street  through  Washington  avenue 
to  the  north  side  of  the  Mohawk  river,  a  distance  of  1990  feet,  over  which 
the  cars  of  the  F.,  J.  &  G.  railroad  and  the  Albany  Street-Scotia  lines  are 
operated  in  both  directions,  is  a  limiting  condition  regulating  the  number 
of  cars  which  can  be  operated  on  these  lines. 

The  single  track  on  Soutn  Center  street  from  State  street  to  Smith  street, 
a  distance  of  480  feet,  over  w^hich  the  Broadway  and  Campbell  avenue  line 
cars  pass  in  each  direction,  and  the  additional  switching  movement  made  by 
interurban  and  other  cars  in  using  the  Y  at  that  point,  are  not  only  serious 
obstacles  to  the  free  movement  of  cars  but  also  seriously  interfere  with  foot 
and  vehicular  traffic  on  State  street. 

The  single  track  on  Lafayette  street  from  State  street  to  Union  street,  a 
distance  of  1750  foet,  over  which  the  Saratoga  (interurban)  cars,  the  Rexford 
Flats,  Aqueduct  and  VanVrankon  avenue  cars  run  in  each  direction,  causes 
serious  delay  to  traffic,  which  is  still  further  complicated  by  the  fact  that 
all  cars  on  this  street  are  required  to  make  a  safety  stop  before  going  on  to 
State  street. 

The  safety  stop  necessary  at  the  foot  of  Crescent  Park  on  State  street  due 
to  the  heavy  grade  at  this  point  adds  its  share  to  the  causes  of  congestion 
on  State  street. 

Tlie  location  of  the  waiting  room  on  State  street,  where  cars  on  all  lines 
both  local  and  interurban  load  and  unload  passengers,  not  only  adds  to  the 
causes  of  congestion  of  cars  hut  results  in  serious  crowding  and  inconvenience 
to  passengers  in  boarding  and  alighting  from  cars  at  that  point. 

Another  serious  cause  of  congestion  on  State  street  will  be  observed  by  an 
examination  of  a  map  of  tlie  city  of  Schenectady  on  which  the  street  railroad 
lines  are  sliown.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  tracks  of  this  railroad  extend  from 
State  street  in  fan  shape,  the  different  lines  of  the  system  diverging  from 
that  street  covering  a  large  area  of  the  city  in  all  directions  and  extending 
into  the  suburban  sections. 

As  the  neck  of  a  bottle  limits  the  time  in  which  it  can  be  tilled,  so  condi- 
tions on  State  street  limit  the  number  of  passengers  which  can  be  carried  into 
the  various  sections  of  the  city  through  which  both  local  and  interurban  cars 
are  run. 

In  addition  to  the  above  physical  conditions  which  tend  to  retard  free  car 
movement  and  cause  congestion  on  State  street,  the  employees  of  the  General 
Electric  Company  leave  the  company's  works  between  5  and  6:30  p.  m.  The 
maximum  number  of  employees  in  this  institution  previous  to  the  business 
depression  of  1908  was  17,000.  It  is  estimated  that  an  average  of  2600  of 
these  employees  use  the  cars  of  the  company  from  the  works  in  the  evening, 
daily,  and  during  inclement  weather  that  number  is  increased  to  about  3500. 
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The  company  is  obliged  to  start  this  traffic  from  the  works  in  about  twenty 
minutes.  To  accomplish  this,  in  addition  to  the  regular  cars  ou  the  different 
routes,  the  company  stores  39  extra  cars  on  tracks  adjoining  the  works. 

All  of  the  present  facilities  of  the  company,  trackage  and  equipment,  are 
utilized  to  the  fullest  ext«nt  to  provide  transportation  for  this  increased 
traffic,  which  is  distributed  ou  all  of  the  lines  of  the  system.  The  extra  cars 
must  be  run  to  the  termini  of  the  different  lines,  and  can  not  be  returned  in 
time  to  be  available  for  the  additional  heavy  traffic  caused  by  the  ck)Bing  of 
stores,  offices,  and  other  industrial  establishments  at  6  o'clock.  The  extra 
cars  are  not  only  unavailable  for  this  traffic,  but  in  returning  from  the  out- 
lying termini  of  the  various  lines  seriously  interfere  with  it,  especially  on 
single  tracks. 

While  nearly  as  many  passengers  are  carried  in  the  morning  hours,  this 
traffic  does  not  cause  as  serious  congestion  as  in  the  evening.  It  extends  over 
a  longer  interval,  and  the  extra  cars  used  when  arriving  at  the  Ckneral 
Electric  works  are  stored  there  and  do  not  seriously  interfere  with  regular 
car  movement. 

In  reference  to  the  third  deduction,  that  "  certain  sections  of  the  city  are 
not  properly  provided  with  transportation  facilities,"  that  section  of  the  city 
lying  between  State  street  and  the  Mohawk  river  from  Washington  avenue  to 
the  American  Locomotive  works,  a  district  averaging  2500  feet  wide  and 
5000  feet  long,  composing  the  larger  part  of  the  first  and  third  wards  of  the 
city,  has  practically  no  street  car  facilities.  This  territory  is  thickly  popu- 
lated, nearly  all  of  which  is  a  residential  section*.  At  one  end  of  it  is  located 
the  American  Locomotive  works,  which  during  times  of  business  activity 
has  had  8000  employees.  The  nearest  car  track  to  this  plant  is  at  the  corner 
of  Park  place  and  Nott  street,  a  distance  of  1600  feet  from  the  office  of  the 
Locomotive  works. 

Additions  to  Trackage  of  System  Necessary  for  Proper  Transportation 

Fa^lities. 

The  above  deductions  and  statements  set  forth  the  facts  that  the  Schenec- 
tady Railway  Company  is  not  at  all  times  furnishing  proper  transportation 
facilities  to.  its  patrons,  and  it  is  not  furnishing  any  transportation  facilities 
to  a  large  and  thickly  populated  section  of  the  city;  also,  that  during  the 
rush  hours  the  company  is  unable  to  furnish  additional  facilities  on  account 
of  track  limitations. 

The  means  of  relief  from  the  above  conditions  are  apparent:  namely,  more 
trackage  through  streets  parallel  with  those  on  which  congestion  at  present 
occurs,  or  additional  trackage  through  streets  whfch  will  permit  of  routing 
cars  in  a  manner  to  relieve  the  congested  points,  and  the  construction  of 
tracks  through  streets  in  the  section  of  the  city  which  at  present  has  no 
street  railroad  facilities. 

Were  there  no  other  questions  to  be  considered  than  the  one  of  directing 
the  company  to  construct  the  necessary  additional  tracks  and  provide  the 
additions  to  its  equipment  sufficient  for  proper  transportation  of  its  passen- 
gers, the  problem  would  be  easy  of  solution,  as  the  Public  Service  Commission 
could  under  its  authority  cause  the  company  to  do  both.  This,  unfortunately, 
is  not  the  case,  as  there  are  a  number  of  obstacles  to  be  overcome  in  the 
construction  of  the  necessary  trackage  regardless  of  the  attitude  of  the 
company  on  the  subject. 

Difficulties  to  he  overcome  in  rearrangement  of  tracks  and  construction  of 
new  ones  necessary  to  provide  transportation  facilities  and  relieve  present 
congestion:  Statements  in  this  report  show  that  the  city  of  Schenectady  has 
increased  in  population  from  22,000  in  1892  to  77,000  in  1909.  This  increase 
in  population  has  resulted  in  an  extended  outlying  area  being  built  up. 
Practically  no  change  in  the  width  or  location  of  streets  in  tne  business 
section  has  taken  place  during  that  time,  with  the  result  that  the  city  has 
outgrown  all  of  its  downtown  or  business  streets,  with  the  possible  exception 
of  upper  State  street.  A  number  of  the  cross  town  streets  in  the  business 
section  should  have  been  rearranged,  widened,  and  straightened  in  the  past 
to  accommodate  the  necessities  of  increase  in  population.     This  neglect  on 
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the  part  of  the  city  in  the  past  has  resulted  in  congestion  in  the  business 
section  and  has  confined  the  mercantile  business  to  practically  two  or  three 
streets.  These  narrow  streets  also  prohibit  the  construction  of  a  crosstown 
street  car  line  which  is  necessary  for  the  proper  transportation  of  passengers 
in  the  city. 

In  addition  to  the  obstacles  to  be  overcome  on  account  of  the  width  of  the 
streets,  other  physical  conditions  exist  which  still  further  prevent  the  relief 
of  the  congestion  by  a  construction  of  additional  trackage:  namely,  a  large 
})ortion  of  the  city  is  divided  into  districts  by  hills,  which  are  separated  one 
ifrom  the  other  by  steep  inclines  on  which  it  is  impossible  to  operate  an 
electric  railroad. 

Another  serious  obstacle  to  the  construction  of  a  proper  railroad  system 
in  this  city  is  the  Vale  Cemetery,  situated  in  the  geographical  center  of  the 
city,  extending  a  distance  of  4000  feet  between  State  street  and  Eastern 
avenue,  through  which  there  are  no  crosstown  streets. 

The  grounds  of  the  Union  College,  which  are  quite  extensive  and  in  a 
central  location,  through  which  no  cross  streets  have  been  opened,  also  in  a 
lesser  degree  add  to  the  complications  in  the  construction  of  a  proper  street 
railway  system  in  this  city. 

Plans  for  additional  trackage  necessary  to  relieve  congestion  on  State 
street  and  furnish  transportation  facilities  in  sections  of  the  city  where  at 
present  such  facilities  do  not  exist:  In  preparing  these  plans  two  results 
are  sought  to  be  attained:  one,  the  relief  of  congestion  on  State  street;  the 
other,  the  furnishing  of  needed  facilities  for  the  section  of  the  city  between 
State  street  and  the  Mohawk  river,  which  includes  the  American  Ix>comotive 
works. 

Practically  two  plans  are  submitted,  each  intended  to  accomplish  one  of 
the  above  objects.  The  plans  are  designated  A  and  B,  with  subdivisions  of 
same  designated  by  numerals.  Plan  A  is  designed  to  relieve  congestion  on 
State  street;  Plan  B  to  furnish  new  transportation  facilities  to  the  section 
of  the  city  above  referred  to,  and  incidentally  relieve  to  some  extent  the  con- 
gestion on  State  street. 

Plan  A   With  Subdivisions. 

Plan  "A  1  ":  The  construction  of  double  tracks  through  Edison  avenue 
from  Washington  avetiue  to  South  Center  street.  Edison  avenue  between 
Washington  avenue  and  South  Center  street,  a  distance  of  1950  feet,  is  a  wide 
street,  and  there  are  no  physical  conditions  which  would  prevent  the  con- 
struction of  double  tracks  through  it.  It  is  understood  that  a  franchise  has 
l>*H>n  granted  the  company  for  the  construction  of  tracks  through  this  street 
and  that  construction  work  will  soon  be  commenced. 

Plan  "A  2  ":  The  construction  of  double  tracks  through  Smith  street  from 
South  Center  street  to  Veedcr  avenue;  also  a  single  track  through  Ixifayette 
street  from  Smith  street  to  State  street,  and  a  single  track  through  Veeder 
avenue  from  Smith  street  to  State  street.  Smith  street  from  South  Center 
street  to  Veeder  avenue,  a  distance  of  1228  feet,  is  30  feet  between  curbs. 
Lafayette  strc^et  from  Smith  street  to  State  street,  a  distance  of  540  feet,  is 
21  feet  between  curbs.  Veeder  avenue  between  Smith  street  and  Albany  street, 
a  distance  of  750  feet,  is  20  feet  between  curbs. 

Plan  "A  3":  The  extension  of  Clinton  street  from  Hamilton  street  to 
South  Center  street,  and  the  construction  of  double  tracks  from  Smith  street 
to  South  Center  street.  This  proposed  extension  of  Clinton  street  would  be 
813  feet  long,  and  could  be  made  through  property  on  which  at  present  there 
are  no  comparatively  valuable  buildings. 

There  are  no  physical  conditions  on  this  proposed  extension  which  would 
prevent  the  safe  operation  of  electric  cars. 

Plan  "A  4  " :  The  construction  of  a  second  track  in  South  Center  street 
between  Smith  street  and  State  street.  South  Center  street  between  Smith 
and  State  streets,  a  distance  of  480  feet,  is  25  feet  between  curbs.  There  is 
at  present  a  single  track  through  this  portion  of  the  street,  wbich  connects 
with  the  tracks  in  State  street  with  a  Y.  By  setting  the  curbs  back  2^  feet 
on  each  side  of  the  street  it  would  be  possible  to  lay  the  second  track. 
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Plan  B   With  Subdivisions. 

Plan  **  B  1":  The  construction  of  double  tracks  through  Church  street 
from  State  street  to  I'nion  street,  and  the  construction  of  double  tracks 
through  Union  street  from  Washington  avenue  to  Sott  Terrace,  Church 
street  from  State  street  to  Union  street,  a  distance  of  500  feet,  is  36  feet 
l)etween  curbs.  Union  street  from  Washington  avenue  to  Nott  Terrace,  a 
(1  {.stance  of  4400  feet,  is  34  feet  between  curbs. 

Plan  "  B  2  " :  The  construction  of  double  tracks  through  Church  street 
from  State  street  to  Front  street,  double  tracks  through  Front  street  from 
Church  street  to  the  Erie  canal,  double  tracks  across  the  Erie  oanal,  and 
through  Nott  street  from  the  Erie  canal  to  Park  place.  Church  street  from 
State  street  to  Front  street,  a  distance  of  940  feet,  is  36  feet  between  curbs. 
Front  street  from  Church  street  to  the  Erie  canal,  a  distance  of  3370  feet, 
varies  in  width  from  20  feet  to  48  feet  between  curbs.  Nott  street  from  the 
Erie  canal  to  Park  place,  a  distance  of  1320  feet,  is  32  feet  between  curbs. 

The  construction  of  double  tracks  through  Front  street  could  only  be  accom- 
plished by  widening  the  driveway  in  places.  Tliis  could  be  done  on  portions 
of  the  streets  by  setting  the  curbs  back  at  points  where  the  sidewalk  is 
extremely  wide.  At  some  places  it  would  be  necessary  to  widen  the  street. 
This  could  be  done  at  a  moderate  expense. 

The  bridge  across  the  Erie  canal  is  not  suitable  for  electric  car  operation. 
A  new  bridge  would  be  necessary,  in  a  new  location,  in  order  to  avoid  the 
sharp  curves  on  the  approaches  in  its  present  location. 

There  are  no  conditions  which  would  prevent  the  construction  of  double 
tracks  through  Nott  street.  A  large  portion  of  the  abutting  property  on  this 
street  is  owned  by  the  American  I^>comotive  Company. 

Plan  "  B  3  ":  The  construction  of  double  tracks  through  Union  street  from 
Park  place  to  North  Jay  street^  double  tracks  through  North  Jay  street  from 
Union  street  to  Nott  street,  and  double  tracks  through  Nott  street  from  North 
Jay  street  to  Park  place.  Union  street  from  Park  place  to  North  Jay  street, 
a  distance  of  800  feet,  is  34  feet  between  curbs.  North  Jay  street  from  Union 
street  to  Nott  street,  a  distance  of  2200  feet,  is  33  feet  between  curbs.  Nott 
street  from  North  Jay  street  to  Park  place,  a  distance  of  1032  feet,  is  32  feet 
between  curbs. 

The  physical  conditions  are  favorable  for  the  construction  of  double  tracks 
through  all  of  the  above  streets. 

Plan  "B  4":  The  construction  of  double  tracks  through  South  avenue 
from  Park  place  to  North  Jay  street,  double  tracks  through  North  Jay 
street  from  South  avenue  to  Nott  street,  and  double  tracks  through  Nott  street 
from  North  Jay  street  to  Park  place.  South  avenue  from  Park  place  to 
North  Jay  street,  a  distance  of  760  feet,  is  40  feet  between  curbs.  North  Jay 
street  from  South  avenue  to  Nott  street,  a  distance  of  1340  feet,  is  33  feet 
between  curbs.  Nott  street  from  North  Jay  street  to  Park  place,  a  distance 
of  1032  feet,  is  32  feet  between  curbs. 

There  are  no  physical  conditions  existing  on  these  streets  which  would 
prevent  the  construction  of  double  tracks. 

Plan  **  B  5  ":  The  widening  of  Jay  street  bettceen  State  and  Union  streets, 
and  the  construction  of  double  tracks  through  Jay  street  and  North  Jay  street 
from  State  street  to  South  avenue.  Jay  street  from  State  street  to  Union 
street,  a  distance  of  1630  feet,  is  20  feet  between  curbs. 

Plan  "  B  6  ":  The  icidening  of  South  Center  street  and  North  Center  street 
from  State  street  to  Union  street.  North  Center  street  from  Union  street  to 
Warren  street,  Warren  street  from  North  Center  street  to  North  Jay  street, 
and  the  construction  of  double  tracks  through  each  of  these  streets.  South 
and  North  Center  streets  from  State  street  to  Union  street,  a  distance  of 
1200  feet,  are  17  feet  between  curbs.  North  Center  street  from  Union  street 
to  Warren  street,  a  distance  of  500  feet,  is  18  feet  between  curbs.  Warren 
street  from  North  Center  street  to  North  Jay  street,  a  distance  of  390  feet,  is 
17  feet  between  curbs. 

Plan  **B  7":  The  construction  of  double  tracks  through  Nott  street  from 
VanVranken  avenue  to  Avenue  B.  Nott  street  from  VanVranken  avenue  to 
Avenue  B,  a  distance  of  600  feet,  is  32  feet  between  curbs. 
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Plan  "B  8":  The  tridening  of  Lafayette  street  between  State  street  and 
Union  street,  and  the  construction  of  a  seeond  track  through  that  street 
beticeen  those  points.  Lafayette  street  from  State  street  to  Union  avenue,  a 
distance  of  1966  feet,  is  about  23  feet  between  curbs. 

There  is  a  single  track  at  present  through  this  portion  of  the  street. 

Rearrangement  of  tracks  at  the  foot  of  Crescent  Park:  In  addition  to  the 
above  plans,  a  rearrangement  of  track  layout  should  be  made  at  the  foot  of 
Crescent  Park,  connecting  the  present  tracks  on  each  side  of  the  Park  by  a 
single  track  curve  and  other  minor  changes  necessary  for  convenience  in 
operation. 

Plan  presented  by  the  Citizens*  Committee:  This  plan  contemplates  a  double 
track  construction  through  private  right  of  way  from  State  street  to  Smith 
street,  and  the  construction  of  an  arcade  depot  fronting  on  Smith  street  with 
entrances  to  it  from  State  street,  all  to  be  located  on  property  owned  by  the 
company.  The  entrance  on  State  street  to  the  depot  would  be  opposite  Jay 
street.  This  plan  further  contemplates  the  construction  of  double  tracks 
through   Smith  street. 

This  has  been  the  subject  of  a  special  report,  and  for  this  reason  is  not  dis- 
cussed in  this  communication,  except  to  state  that  from  an  operating  stand- 
point the  plan  contains  some  objectionable  features. 

Relief  from  Congestion  and  Increased  Traffic  Facilities  Resulting  from  the 
Plans  Presented:  While  the  adoption  of  any  of  the  subdivisions  of  Plan  A 
would  in  a  degree  relieve  the  congestion  on  State  street,  material  relief  can 
only  be  had  by  the  adoption  of  this  plan  in  its  entirety.  Were  all  of  the 
subdivisions  of  Plan  A  adopted  and  put  into  execution,  a  rearrangement  of 
car  routes  could  be  made  which  would  in  some  cases  furnish  better  lines  of 
travel  for  the  different  sections  of  the  city  than  the  present  one,  and  the  num- 
ber of  cars  which  could  be  run  on  the  system  could  be  materially  increased. 

It  would  furnish  additional  double  track  leads  from  the  General  Electric 
works  and  double  the  loading  and  unloading  capacity  at  this  point.  It  would 
permit  of  cars  being  run  during  rush  hours  through  Edison  avenue.  South 
Center  street,  to  Broadway  and  Campbell  avenues,  avoiding  State  street  and 
that  section  of  South  Center  street  between  State  street  and  Edison  avenue. 
1  his  would  eflfpct  a  saving  of  about  one  mile  of  travel  to  passengers  living  in 
the  tenth  ward,  between  the  General  Electric  works  and  their  destination. 

By  the  adoption  of  this  plan  cars  could  be  run  direct  from  the  General 
Electric  works  via  Edison  avenue,  South  Center  street.  Smith  street,  Lafayette 
street,  and  Veeder  avenue,  to  points  on  State  street  above  the  congested 
district.  It  would  permit  extra  local  and  interurban  shop  cars  to  be  run  from 
the  General  Electric  works  so  as  to  avoid  the  congested  district  and  in  no 
way  interfere  with  regular  local  and  interurban  cars  on  lower  State  street. 

The  Albany,  Troy,  and  Saratoga  regular  cars  could  come  into  the  city  via 
State  street  to  Center  street,  and  proceed  through  Center  street,  Smith  street, 
to  I^fayette  street,  where  the  Saratoga  cars  could  cross  State  street  out- 
bound, the  Albany  and  Troy  cars  running  to  Veeder  avenue  and  proceeding 
through  State  and  Albany  streets. 

By  means  of  this  plan  the  wyeing  of  cars  into  Center  street,  with  the 
delays  to  car  and  street  travel  incident  to  such  operation,  would  be  avoided 
which  would  greatly  facilitate  the  free  movement  of  traffic. 

All  of  the  city  cars  could  be  run  one  way  on  the  proposed  loop  through 
Smith  street,  Lafayette  street,  or  Veeder  avenue.  Routes  could  be  so 
arranged  that  nearly  all  cars  would  be  run  to  the  retail  shopping  district. 
By  this  plan  of  operation  it  is  estimated  that  31  cars  could  be  taken  off 
State  street  in  one  direction  during  the  evening  rush  hours.  This  would 
permit  of  material  increase  to  the  number  of  cars  operated  on  the  different 

lines. 

In  addition,  by  means  of  the  proposed  connection  of  tracks  at  the  foot  of 
Oeseent  Park  the  Albany  and  Troy  cars  could  be  turned  at  the  Park  if  it 
were  deemed  advisable  and  not  run  down  State  street  as  they  do  at  present. 
By  this  plan  cars  could  also  he  turned  at  the  Park  in  case  of  blockades  on 
State  street,  which  would  add  to  the  reliability  of  the  service,  especially 
in  case  of  fire  in  the  business  section  of  the  city. 
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Nearly  all  of  the  subdivisions  of  Plan  B  are  alternative.  The  adoption  of 
any  of  them  would  in  a  greater  or  lesser  degree  accomplish  the  object 
desired:  namely,  furnishing  facilities  where  none  exist  at  present,  especially 
at  the  American  Ix)comotive  works,  and  incidentally  help  to  relieve  con- 
gestion on  State  street. 

Plan  ''B  1":  **  Double  tracking  of  Church  street  from  State  street  to 
Union  street,  and  Union  street  from  Washington  avenue  to  Nott  Terrace," 
would  permit  of  the  running  of  both  local  and  interurban  cars  which  serve 
a  large  section  of  the  city  over  this  line  and  withdraw  them  from  the  con- 
gested part  of  State  street.  It  would  relieve  the  single-track  condition  on 
Washington  avenue  at  the  foot  of  State  street.  It  would  also  serve  that 
section  of  the  city  on  either  side  of  Union  street  between  the  New  York  Cen- 
tral overhead  crossing  and  Lafayette  street,  which  at  the  present  time  has 
no  service. 

It  would  relieve  the  congestion  due  to  single-track  operation  on  Lafayette 
street  from  Union  street  to  State  street.  This  could  be  accomplished  by 
running  cars  through  Union  street,  Church  street,  State  street,  and  Lafayette 
street,  forming  a  loop  through  the  business  section  of  the  city. 

Plan  "B  2^':  "Double  tracking  through  Church  street  from  State  street 
to  Front  street.  Front  street  to  the  Erie  canal,  Nott  street,  the  Erie  canal, 
to  Park  place,"  is  practically  an  alternate  for  Plan  "  B  1  ".  The  adoption 
of  it  would  establish  a  new  route  through  a  section  of  the  city  which  is 
thickly  populated,  and  would  furnish  proper  transportation  facilities  to  the 
American  Locomotive  works.  Cars  that  serve  the  southeasterly  section  of 
the  city  could  be  run  via  this  route  to  and  from  the  General  Electric  works. 
The  Union  Avenue  cars  could  be  run  past  the  Ix>comotive  works  to  the  (ren- 
eral  Electric  works,  returning  over  the  same  route  or  through  State  street, 
as  desired. 

Plan  "B  3":  "Double  tracking  Union  street  from  Park  place  to  North 
Jay  street,  North  Jay  street  from  Union  street  to  Nott  street,  Nott  street 
from  North  Jay  street  to  Park  place,"  contemplates  a  loop  for  the  purpose  of 
furnishing  service  to  the  American  Locomotive  works.  Its  adoption  would 
enable  a  line  of  cars  to  be  operated  past  the  works.  This  plan  would  also 
furnish  service  to  a  limited  section  of  the  city  which  at  present  has  none, 
but  would  not  cover  as  extended  an  area  as  Plan  "  B  1  '*  or  Plan  "  B  2  ". 

Plan  "B  4":  "Double  tracking  South  avenue  from  Park  place  to  North 
Jay  street,  North  Jay  street  from  South  avenue  to  Nott  street,  Nott  street 
from  North  Jay  street  to  Park  place,"  would  practically  a-ccomplish  the  same 
purpose  as  Plan  "  B  3,"  with  the  exception  that  it  would  not  serve  Union 
street  between  Park  place  and  Jay  street. 

Its  adoption  would,  however,  not  meet  with  the  opposition  of  the  resi- 
dents of  Union  street  with  which  Plan  "  B  3  "  would  be  met. 

Plan  "  B  5,"  "  Widening  of  Jay  street ".  The  widening  of  Jay  street  and 
the  construction  of  double  tracks  through  it  between  State  and  Union  streets, 
and  the  extension  of  these  double  tracks  through  North  Jay  street  to  South 
avenue,  taken  in  conjunction  with  Plan  "  B  4,"  would  furnish  facilities  for  a 
business  section  of  the  city  which  at  the  present  time  has  no  street  car 
service.     It  would  also  furnish  service  to  the  American  Locomotive  works. 

This  plan  if  carried  out  would  also  furnish  a  crosstown  thoroughfare  of 
proper  width,  which  at  present  is  very  much  needed  in  this  section  of  the 
city.  With  proper  storage  facilities  for  cars  which  could  be  provided,  a 
sufficient  number  of  cars  could  be  banked  to  provide  facilities  for  the  evening 
rush  hours  at  the  Ix)comotive  works.  These  cars  could  be  sent  out  over  the 
different  lines  of  the  svstem. 

Plan  "B  6,"  *  The  widening  of  Center  street  and  Warren  street".  This 
plan  ia  presented  as  an  alternative  for  Plan  "  B  5  ".  Its  adoption  would  not 
however  afford  the  benefits  to  the  railroad  system  and  street  traffic  that 
would  result  from  the  latter  plan. 

Plan  "  B  7,"  "  Double  tracking  Nott  street  from  Van  Vrankpn  avenue  to 
Avenue  B  ".  The  construction  of  these  tracks  would  aid  to  convenience  in 
operation. 

Plan  "  B  8,"  "  The  widening  of  Lafayette  street,"  would  materially  relieve 
the  congestion  on   State   street,  as   there  la  at  present  one  local  and  one 
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interurban  line  of  cars  operated  over  ihiB  single  track.  During  the  summer 
season  extra  cars  are  run  over  this  track  to  and  from  two  parks,  causing 
unusually  heavy  travel  on  this  street.  This  single-track  operation  causes 
del^  on  Lafayette  street  which  is  reflected  on  State  street  In  many  cases 
traffic  on  Static  street  is  held  up  as  a  result  of  the  blockades  on  Lafayette 
street. 

The  adoption  of  this  plan  would  facilitate  the  movement  of  traffic  and 
permit  of  more  cars  being  run. 

Remarks. 

The  construction  of  tracks  through  Union  street  would  be  of  great  benefit 
to  the  entire  street  railway  system  of  the  city,  enabling  the  company  to 
operate  more  cars  on  the  different  lines  and  furnish  service  where  it  is 
needed  and  not  at  present  available.  As  this  street  is  adjacent  to  and 
nearly  parallel  to  State  street,  the  construction  of  tracks  through  it  would 
be  of  greater  benefit  than  through  any  other  street.  But,  as  the  sentiment 
on  the  part  of  the  property  owners  is  so  unanimously  opposed  to  tracks 
being  laid  in  the  street,  no  recommendation  is  made  for  their  construction 
at  this  time. 

The  adoption  of  any  of  the  above  plans  is  dependent  on  the  codperation  of 
the  city  authorities,  the  property  owners  affected,  and  the  Railroad  company. 

There  can  be  no  question  that  some  relief  from  present  traffic  conditions 
in  the  city  of  Schenectady  is  needed.  As  this  relief  can  be  brought  about 
only  by  extensions  of  the  tracks  of  the  system,  the  only  subject  open  to 
discussion  is  the  most  practical  way  of  accomplishing  this  result.  When 
this  has  been  determined,  no  sentimental  or  reasonable  financial  considera- 
tions should  prevent  its  execution  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

The  interests  of  the  city,  the  citizens,  and  the  Railroad  company,  in  the 
matter  of  proper  transportation  facilities,  are  mutual.  The  present  inade- 
quate facilities  are  a  menace  to  the  growth  of  the  city  and  cause  great 
inconvenience  to  the  large  number  of  people  who  are  obliged  to  use  the 
cars  of  the  company  daily  at  hours  when  they  are  crowded  to  an  extent  that 
a  ride  to  or  from  business  in  comfort  is  almost  impossible. 

That  the  company  suffers  in  a  financial  way  from  the  present  conditions 
is  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  of  the  17,000  employees  of  the  General  Elec- 
tric works,  who  live  in  all  portions  of  the  city  and  suburbs,  only  an  aver- 
age of  2600  use  the  cars  of  the  company  during  the  evening  hours.  The 
reason  for  this  will  be  apparent  to  any  person  observing  the  crowded  condi- 
tion of  cars  leaving  the  works  at  that  time.  Another  illustration  of  loss  of 
revenue  to  the  company  caused  by  the  present  inadequate  facilities  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  of  the  8000  employees  of  the  American  Locomotive  works 
only  a  very  small  portion  of  them  ride  to  and  from  the  works,  for  the 
reason  that  they  are  obliged  to  walk  1600  feet  to  the  nearest  car  line  on 
which  there  is  comparatively  infrequent  and  indirect  service. 

Nearly  all  cars  run  on  the  system  between  the  hours  of  5  and  6.30  p.  m. 
are  so  overloaded  that  there  is  no  inducement  for  people  to  use  them,  and 
only  those  who  are  obliged  to,  do  so. 

That  the  company  is  not  entirely  at  fault  for  the  present  conditions  is 
shown  in  Statement  A,  attached.  These  figures  are  of  interest,  as  they 
show  that  the  increase  in  trackage  and  car  mileage  run  has  kept  pace  with 
the  phenomenal  increase  in  population  of  the  city.  The  increase  in  track- 
age, however,  has  all  been  in  the  outlying  sections  of  the  city.  No  addi- 
tional tracks  have  been  constructed  recently  in  the  central  or  business  sec- 
tion of  the  city. 

These  figures  also  show  that  neither  the  increase  in  trackage  nor  in  car 
mileage  has  kept  pace  with  the  increase  in  passengers  carried.  This  condi- 
tion is  reflected  in  the  present  overcrowding  of  cars  and  congestion  of  traffic 
which  the  company  is  unable  to  relieve  on  account  of  limited  track  facilities. 

Conclusions. 

The  adoption  of  Plan  A  complete  would  furnish  material  relief  for  the 
congestion  on  State  street  and  enable  the  company  to  add  to  the  service  on 
the  different  lines  at  present  operated. 
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By  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  city  authorities,  the  property  owners 
interested,  and  the  Railroad  company,  this  plan  could  be  put  into  operation 
in  a  reasonable  length  of  time. 

The  adoption  of  Plan  "  B  5,''  "  The  widening  of  Jay  street,"  would  result 
in  greater  benefits  to  the  city  at  large  and  to  the  street  railway  system 
than  any  of  the  others  presented. 

This  involves  large  expenditures,  which  should  not  however  prevent  its 
adoption  but  may  delay  its  execution.  For  this  reason  it  may  be  deemed 
advisable  to  construct  tracks  as  suggested  in  some  of  the  other  plans,  but 
no  matter  which  of  these  is  adopted,  tracks  through  Jay  street  would  still 
be  of  great  benefit. 

The  adoption  of  Plan  "  B  2  " :  namely,  the  construction  of  double  tracks 
through  Church  street  from  State  street  to  Front  street,  double  tracks 
through  Front  street  from  Church  street  to  the  Erie  canal,  double  tracks 
through  Nott  street  from  the  Erie  canal  to  Park  place,  is  suggested  as  the 
one  next  to  the  Jay  street  plan  in  importance.  It  would  afford  transporta- 
tion facilities  to  a  large  number  of  people  who  are  at  present  without  such 
facilities. 

If  none  of  the  above  three  plans  is  adopted,  the  construction  of  tracks 
through  South  avenue,  Jay  and  Nott  streets,  as  suggested  in  Plan  "  B  4," 
would   furnish   some   necessary  facilities   to   the   Locomotive   works. 

All  of  the  above  is  respectfully  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the 
parties  interested,  with  the  following  recommendations: 

That  Plan  A  complete,  and  some  one  of  subdivisions  of  Plan  B,  preferably 
"  B  5,"  or  "  B  2,"  be  adopted.

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ADIBONDACK    AND    SAINT    LAWRENCE    BAILBOAD. 

Inspected  November  16,  1909.    Last  previous  inspection  November  30,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commisaion,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Adirondack  and  Saint 
Lawrence  railroad  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Adirondack  and  St.  Lawrence  Railroad,  a  single-track  line,  connects 
with  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  division  of  the  New  York  Cen- 
tral and  Hudson  River  railroad  at  De  Kalb  Junction  and  extends  to  the 
village  of  Hermon,  a  distance  of  3.60  miles,  and  has  approximately  2  miles 
of  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  The  general  alignment  of  the  road  is  very  fair 
and  most  of  the  curves  are  light:  the  maximum  is  12  degrees,  located  at 
Stellaville.  The  grades  are  steep  and  very  much  broken:  the  maximum  is 
237  feet  per  mile,  for  a  distance  of  about  a-quarter  of  a  mile  near  Stellaville. 
The  cuts  and  embankments  are  of  fair  width  and  proper  slopes  and  the 
roadway  is  very  well  drained. 

There  is  but  one  iron  bridge:  it  is  a  lattice  deck  girder  about  54  ft.  m 
length  and  rests  on  double  bents  of  timber;  at  each  end  of  the  bridge  there 
are  three  spans  of  framed  timber  trestle  of  hemlock.  The  bridge  is  in  very 
good  condition  except  that  it  needs  painting;  the  bents  supporting  it  and 
also  the  trestle  at  either  end  are  sound  and  of  proper  dimensions.  The 
bridge  ties,  also  those  on  the  trcKtle,  are  6x0  inches ;  not  as  large  as  gener- 
ally used  on  the  bridges  and  trestles;  they  are  however  sufficient  so  long 
as  they  are  sound,  and  those  now  on  the  bridge  and  trestle  are  in  sound 
condition.  There  are  proper  guard  timbers  maintained,  also  inside  guard- 
rails. There  is  near  Stellaville  a  framed  bent  trestle  consisting  of  9  spans 
of  hemlock  timber:  this  trestle  is  of  standard  construction  and  is  as  yet 
sound.  It  has  been  partially  filled  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  remain- 
ing portion  will  be  filled  in  the  near  future.  It  has  proper  ties  and  guard 
timbers.  There  is  one  cattle  pass,  with  dry  masonry  and  timber  stringers: 
the  masonry  is  in  poor  condition,  and  while  it  is  braced  so  as  to  be  safe 
for  the  present,  it  should  be  rebuilt;  the  stringers,  ties,  and  guard  timbers 
are  of  standard  dimensions  and  in  good  condition.  There  is  one  open  culvert 
of  15-ft.  span  constructed  entirely  of  timber:  this  is  in  good  condition 
throughout.  There  are  no  arch  culverts.  The  box  culverts  and  iron-pipe 
drains  are  in  good  condition. 

The  standard  dim«nsions  of  cross- ties  are  6x8  inches,  8  ft.  in  length,  and 
they  are  laid  at  the  rate  of  2902  to  the  mile  of  track;  about  75  per  cent  of 
them  are  of  cedar  and  25  per  cent  mixed  hemlock  and  spruce;  they  are  in 
good  condition,  well  spaced  and  full  spiked.  The  track  is  laid  with  00-lb. 
steel  rail,  connected  by  angle  plates  24  inches  in  length  with  four  bolts. 
The  rail  is  in  very  fair  condition  for  the  light  traffic  and  moderate  speed 
maintained.  The  connections  are  generally  full  bolted  and  bolts  tight;  a 
few  joints  were  observed  where  there  was  a  bolt  lacking.  Tlie  main-track 
Hwitohes  arc  split  point  and  have  rigid  stands  with  well  painted  targets. 
Switch  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  green  for  safety.  The  frogs 
are  rigid  and  properly  maintained.  Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings 
connecting  with  the  main  track  where  tlieir  use  appears  necessary. 

The  track  is  ballasted  with  stone  screenings  from  a  mine  located  at 
Stellaville.  The  alignment  and  surfacing  are  good  and  the  outer  rail  on 
curves  properly  elevated  for  the  speed  at  which  the  trains  are  scheduled. 
The  roadway  is  maintained  by  a  force  consisting  of  a  foreman  and  three 
laborers,  who  are  furnished  with  the  proper  means  for  protecting  their 
work,  and  all  portions  of  the  road  are  patrolled  daily.  The  right  of  way  is 
free  from  trees,  brush,  and  rubbish,  and  very  well  fenced  with  wire.  The 
highway  crossings,  of  which   there  are   three,  are  properly  graded,   planking 
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in  good  condition,  and  are  protected  by  signs  of  the  diamond  form  suitably 
located  and  well  painted.  Metallic  slat  cattle-guards  are  in  place  at  each 
boundary  of  the  highways  crossed  at  grade. 

The  movements  of  trains  when  necessary  are  governed  by  the  telephonic 
train  order  system.  The  only  station  building  maintained  by  the  company 
is  at  Hermon:  it  is  a  combination  frame  building  in  good  condition  and 
properly  furnished.  The  principal  repairs  and  improvements  noted  as  made 
since  the  last  inspection  are  as  follows:  About  10  per  cent  of  the  cross- 
ties  have  been  renewed;  the  timber  trestle  at  8tellaville  has  been  partially 
filled;  switch  lamps  have  been  placed  on  the  stands  of  main  track  where 
needed;  derailing  switches  have  been  put  in  sidings  on  which  cars  are  left 
standing  where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main  track;  and  about  3 
miles  of  the  road  have  been  re-ballasted  with  ore  screenings. 

Recommendations:  That  the  iron  bridge  be  painted  to  prevent  injury  from 
rust:  this  is  not  essential  for  present  safety  but  for  the  preservation  of  the 
bridge;  that  the  remaining  portion  of  the  timber  trestle  near  Stellaville  be 
filled,  in  the  near  future;  that  the  masonry  to  the  cattle  pass  which  is  in 
poor  condition  be  rebuilt;  and  that  the  missing  track  bolts  be  supplied. 

Referring  to  the  recommendations  contained  in  report  of  last  annual 
inspection:  those  recommendations  have  been  complied  with  excepting  that 
the  masonry  to  the  cattle  pass  referred  to  has  not  been  rebuilt;  it  has  how- 
ever been  braced  so  that  it  is  safe  for  the  present.

BATH    AND    HAMMONDSPOBT    RAILBOAD. 

Inspected  July  29,  1909.     Last  previous  inspection  September  22,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commissionf  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Bath  and  Hammondsport 
railroad  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

This  line  is  single  track  and  standard  gauge  and  extends  from  Bath, 
where  it  connects  with  the  Erie  and  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  West- 
ern railroads,  to  Hammondsport,  on  Lake  Keuka,  a  distance  of  9.33  miles, 
and  a  total  length  of  sidings  of  1.66  miles.  This  line  is  one  of  the  principal 
outlets  of  the  heavy  wine  shipments  of  the  Lake  Keuka  district  and  also 
does  a  heavy  summer  excursion  passenger  business. 

The  line  has  few  curves,  the  maximum  near  Cold  Springs  is  6  degrees. 
The  grades  are  steep,  fairly  uniform  and  regular,  with  general  descent 
towards  Hammondsport:  the  maximum  is  132  feet  to  the  mile,  6300  feet 
long,  near  Cold  Springs.  The  cuts  and  embankments  are  of  about  full  sec- 
tion and  the  drainage  is  good.  There  is  1  steel  bridge,  3  spans  16  ft.  each, 
composed  of  16-in.  I-beams.  There  are  22  openings  for  culverts  and  cattle 
passes  from  8  ft.  to  17  ft.  long;  16  have  wooden  stringers,  5  have  steel 
track-rail  stringers,  and  one  15^in.  I-beams;  about  half  have  timber  abut- 
ments and  the  balance  masonry  abutments;  all  have  guard  timbers.  The 
box  and  pipe  culverts  are  apparently  in  good  condition  and  free  for  the 
passage  of  water. 

The  cross-ties  are  generally  fair  though  2000  more  put  in  this  season  would 
be  of  advantage;  tie  spacing,  spiking,  and  other  like  details  are  fair.  The 
rail  is  63-lbs.  per  yard,  spliced  with  24-in.  4-bolt  angle  splices,  full  bolted. 
The  condition  of  rail  and  fastenings  is  good.  Split  switches  with  rigid 
switch  stands  and  spring  rail  frogs  are  iised.  The  switch  stands  are  pro- 
vided with  targets.  No  derailing  switches  appear  to  be  required.  The  bal- 
last is  gravel  and  engine  cinders.  The  alignment  is  good  but  there  could 
be  some  improvement  made  in  the  surface.  The  latter  needs  a  little  more 
attention  as  l)etter  surface  would  soon  more  than  pay  for  itself  in  the  saving 
of  rail  and  joint  plate  wear. 

The  section  force  is  composed  of  a  foreman  and  four  men,  who  are  pro- 
vided with  the  necessary  safety  appliances  for  protection  against  trains  on 
the  line. 
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There  are  no  grade  crossings  of  railroads:  tliere  are  connections  with  the 
Erie  and  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  railroads  at  Bath.  The 
riglit  of  way  is  practically  free  of  heavy  growth  of  any  kind;  it  is  well 
fenced,  with  wire  in  good  condition.  There  are  no  mile-posts.  The  highway 
crossings  are  in  fair  condition  as  to  approaches  and  planking.  Whistling- 
posts  and  crossing-signs  are  provided.  Trains  are  moved  under  the  time 
limit  system  and  by  train  orders. 

The  Erie  railroad  and  this  line  use  a  joint  station  at  Bath,  and  at  Ham- 
mond sport  there  is  a  wooden  station  with  the  necessary  conveniences,  and 
in  good  repair.  There  is  a  fair  sized  station  at  Rheims,  and  at  the  other 
stops  merely  landing  platforms  and  shed  stations,  excepting  Hermitage 
where  there  is  fair  station  accommodations. 

Repairs  and  improvements  noted  are:  one  36-in.  iron-pipe  culvert 
installed;  7  open  culverts  repaired;  Hammondsport  station,  2  bridges,  cross- 
ing-signs, switch  stands,  and  whistle-posts  re-painted. 

Recommendations:  That  about  2000  more  ties  be  put  in  this  season;  that 
the  turntable  at  Hammondsport  be  rebuilt;  that  the  "run-around''  passing 
siding  at  Hammondsport  be  re-laid  with  heavier  rail:  the  present  rail,  40-Ibs. 
per  yard,  is  not  heavy  enough  for  the  weight  of  the  engines  passing  over  it. 

The  recommendations  of  last  year  seem  to  have  been  complied  with  and  tlie 
road  generally  well  maintained.

BOSTON   AND  MAINE  RAILBOAD. 

Inspected  November  10  and  11,  1909.  Last  previous  inspection  December 
1  and  2,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Bervice  Commission,  Second  District: 

GENTLEMEN:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  portion  of  the  Boston  and 
Maine  Railroad  in  the  State  of  New  York  and  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

The  portion  of  the  main  line  in  this  State  extends  from  the  Vermont-State 
line  east  of  Petersburgh  Junction  to  a  connection  with  the  West  Shore  rail- 
road at  Rotterdam  Junction.  This  line  is  double  tracked  excepting  across  the 
Mohawk  River  bridge  near  Rotterdam  Junction.  Through  Mechanicville  the 
trains  of  the  line  operate  for  about  a  mile  over  the  tracks  of  The  Delaware 
and  Hudson  Company,  and  between  Coons  and  Crescent,  a  distance  of  6.94 
miles,  a  single  track  of  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company's  road  and  a 
single  track  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  are  operated  jointly  as  a  double-track 
railroad.  The  Troy  branch  connects  with  the  main  line  at  Johnsonville  and 
extends  to  Troy,  and  is  a  double-track  road.  The  Saratoga  and  Schuylerville 
branch  extends  from  a  connection  with  the  main  line  at  Mechanicville  to 
Saratoga  and  to  Schuylerville,  the  line  going  to  Schuylerville  branching  from 
the  line  to  Saratoga  at  Schuylerville  Junction,  and  is  a  single-track  road. 
The  portion  of  the  Bennington  branch  in  this  State  extends  from  a  connec- 
tion with  the  main  line  at  Hoosick  Junction  to  the  Vermont-State  line  near 
White  Creek,  and  is  a  single-track  road. 

In  this  State  the  length  of  lines  and  miles  of  track  is  made  up  as  follows: 
main  line:  54.74  miles  of  first  or  main  track,  48.86  miles  second  track,  64.78 
miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  Troy  branch:  15.55  miles  of  first  or  main 
track,  15.55  miles  second  track,  10.39  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  Sara- 
toga and  Schuylerville  branch:  25:82  miles  main  track,  5.64  miles  sidings 
and  yard  tracks:  Bennington  branch:  5.04  miles  main  track,  1.35  miles  sid- 
ings and  yard  tracks. 

The  general  alignment  of  the  main  line  is  very  good;  nearly  all  curves 
are  light,  with  a  maximum  of  9  degrees  at  Hoosick  Falls:  the  grades  are 
light  and  regular,  with  a  maximum  of  33.30  ft.  per  mile  for  3.41  miles  near 
Usher.  All  curves  of  the  Troy  branch  are  light  and  the  general  alignment 
good,  with  a  maximum  curve  of  3  degrees  at  Lansingburirh ;  the  grades  are 
long  but  regular  and  not  very  steep,  with  a  maximum  of  39.60  ft.  per  mile 
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for  5.64  miles  in  the  vicinity  of  I^nsingburgh.  The  Saratoga  and  Schuyler- 
ville  branch  is  considerably  crooked  but  most  curves  are  light,  with  a  maxi- 
mum of  6  degrees  at  Northumberland;  the  grades  are  fairly  steep  in  places 
and  somewhat  broken,  with  a  maximum  of  68.64  ft.  per  mile  for  2.7  miles 
near  Stillwater.  The  Bennington  branch  has  all  light  curves,  with  a  maxi- 
mum of  4  degrees  at  North  Uoosick;  the  grades  are  light  except  near  the 
Vermont-State  line,  with  a  maximum  of  48.So  ft.  per  mile  for  about  one-half 
mile  out  of  White  Creek. 

The  roadway  is  generally  well  graded;  a  few  cuts  on  the  main  line  have 
slopes  upheld  by  wall  and  docking,  all  in  proper  condition.  The  roadway  is 
well  drained. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  in  good  condition  except  that  several  were 
observed  where  painting  would  be  beneficial  to  prevent  injury  from  rust. 
All  have  good  masonry.  The  ties  and  guard  timbers  are  of  standard  dimen- 
sions. Nos.  238  and  270  of  the  main  line  and  No.  488  of  the  Bennington 
branch  have  poor  ties  and  guard  timbers,  needing  renewal.  It  was  observed 
at  No.  270  that  new  ties  and  guard  timbers  with  which  to  replace  the  old 
were  on  the  ground  ready  to  be  put  in,  and  your  inspector  was  advised  that 
the  others  would  receive  proper  attention.  Inside  guard-rails  are  maintained 
on  all.  The  only  wooden  bridge  in  the  roadway  is  No.  484  of  the  Bennington 
branch,  consisting  of  3  spans  of  deck  Howe  truss  with  masonry  abutments;  one 
of  these  spans,  a  short  one  about  50  ft.  in  length,  is  supported  on  bents.  All 
are  getting  old,  although  the  timber  appears  in  very  fair  condition,  and 
arrangements  are  made  for  replacing  with  steel  bridge.  The  overhead  high- 
way and  farm  crossings  that  are  constructed  of  wood  are  in  good  repair,  and 
all  less  than  21  ft.  above  the  track  are  protected  by  warning  signals  properly 
maintained.  There  are  30  overhead  obstructions  that  are  less  than  21  ft 
above  the  track.  It  is  probable  that  quite  a  number  of  them  can  be  raised  so 
as  to  afford  proper  clearance  without  serious  expense,  but  to  determine  which 
would  require  special  surveys.  There  is  but  one  timber  trestle  remaining  in 
the  main  line:  it  is  locateil  in  the  westbound  track  just  east  of  Johnsonville, 
and  consists  of  7  spans  of  framed  bents;  it  is  in  good  condition.  There  are 
none  in  the  Troy  branch.  In  the  Saratoga  and  Schuylerville  branch  there 
are  10,  and  some  quite  extensive  ones,  especially  in  the  portion  of  the  line 
from  Schuylerville  Junction  to  Schuylerville.  No.  522  has  some  poor  string- 
ers, caps,  and  ties;  No.  524  some  poor  ties,  needing  renewal;  No.  539  has  some 
poor  stringers  and  ties;  No.  547  is  getting  old  and  will  need  extensive 
repairs  or  renewal  soon;  the  others  are  in  fair  condition.  There  are  no 
such  structures  in  the  Bennington  branch.  The  open  culverts  and  cattle 
passes  of  the  main  line  have  stone  abutments  and  I-beam  stringers.  No.  243 
and  No.  276  of  the  main  line  have  poor  masonry;  the  others  are  in  proper 
condition  and  have  standard  ties  and  guard  timbers  in  good  repair.  There 
are  no  such  structures  in  the  Troy  branch.  In  the  Saratoga  and  Schuyler- 
ville branch  there  are  7  constructed  entirely  of  wood;  the  others  have  masonry 
abutments.  No.  515  and  No.  517  have  poor  ties  and  guard  timbers;  No.  518 
is  in  poor  condition  throughout;  No.  534  has  poor  ties  and  guard  timbers; 
No.  541  has  poor  ties  and  stringers;  No.  542  has  poor  ties  and  no  guard 
timbers;  No.  544  has  poor  ties  and  stringers;  No.  546  lacks  guard  timbers. 
There  are  no  such  structures  in  the  Bennington  branch.  They  are  apparently 
in  good  condition. 

The  standard  cross-ties  are  6  in.  and  upward  in  face,  6  in.  in  thickness, 
and  8  ft.  in  length;  about  75  per  cent  are  chestnut,  5  per  cent  oak,  and  20 
per  cent  mixed  cedar  and  yellow  pine,  and  they  are  laid  at  the  rate  of  2816 
to  the  mile  of  track.  They  are  in  very  good  condition,  evenly  spaced  and  full 
spiked.     Tie-plates  are  used  on  curves. 

94.72  miles  of  main  line  track  are  laid  with  85-lb.,  2.78  miles  with  76-lb., 
2  miles  with  72-lb.,  and  1.67  miles  with  mixed  weights  of  rail.  The  85-lb. 
rails  are  connected  partially  by  Weber  ioints  and  partially  by  continuous 
rail  joints  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts,  the  76-lb.  rails  by  Fisher  joints;  the 
other  rail  by  angle  plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts.  2.20  miles  of  new 
85-lb.  open  hearth  steel  rail  have  been  recently  laid.  The  rail  is  generally  in 
good  condition;  some  renewals,  however,  are  needed  in  the  eastSDund  track 
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east  of  Johnsonville.  All  connections  are  full  bolted  and  no  loose  bolts  were 
observed.  The  Troy  branch  has  7.10  miles  laid  with  76-lb.,  and  the  remainder, 
24  miles,  with  75-lb.  steel  rail.  The  76-lb.  rails  are  connected  by  Fislier 
joints,  the  75-lb.  rails  by  24-in.  Weber  joints  with  4  bolts.  The  rail  is  in  good 
condition  and  all  connections  full  bolted.  The  Saratoga  and  Schuylerville 
branch  has  13.45  miles  laid  with  76-lb.,  and  12.37  miles  with  60-lb.  steel  rail. 
The  76-lb.  rails  are  connected  by  24-in.  Weber  joints,  and  the  60-lb.  rails  by 
24-in.  Fish  plates,  all  having  4  bolts.  The  76-lb.  rail  is  in  very  fair  condition; 
the  60-lb.  rail  is  much  worn  and  quite  extensive  renewals  are  needed.  All 
connections  are  full  bolted  and  bolts  tight.  The  Bennington  branch  has  3.04 
miles  laid  with  76-lb.,  and  2  miles  of  72-lb.  steel  rail.  The  76-lb.  rails  are 
connected  by  Weber  joints,  and  the  72-lb.  rails  by  angle  plates  24-in.  in  length 
with  4  bolts.  The  rail  is  in  very  fair  condition,  all  connections  full  bolted, 
and  no  loose  bolts  were  observed. 

All  main- track  switches  are  split  point  with  automatic  stands  and  well 
painted  targets.  On  the  main  line  and  the  Troy  branch,  where  there  are 
electric  signals,  all  the  main-track  switches  are  connected  with  the  signals. 
Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  white  for  safety. 
The  main-track  frogs,  excepting  a  few  on  the  Saratoga  and  Schuylerville  and 
Bennington  branches,  are  spring  rail.  All  are  properly  maintained.  Derail- 
ing switches  are  in  all  sidings  where  their  use  appears  necessary,  and  the 
stands  have  proper  targets. 

The  main  line  is  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders,  generally  in  good 
quantity;  the  Troy  branch  is  well  ballasted  with  gravel;  the  Saratoga  and 
Schuylerville  branch  is  lightly  ballasted  with  sand,  gravel,  and  cinders;  the 
Bennington  branch  with  gravel  in  fair  quantity.  The  alignment  and  sur- 
facing of  the  main  line,  Troy,  and  Bennington  branches  are  first  class,  of  the 
Saratoga  and  Schuylerville  branch  faix,  and  the  outer  rail  on  all  curves  is 
properly  elevated.  The  track  sections  of  the  main  line  are  about  3.63  miles 
in  length,  and  the  section  force  consists  of  a  foreman  and  5  laborers;  of  the 
Troy  branch  3.10  miles  in  length,  and  the  section  force  a  foreman  and  6 
laborers;  of  the  Saratoga  and  Schuylerville  branch,  from  Mechanicville  to 
Saratoga  5.72  miles,  and  the  Schuylerville  portion  7.75  miles  in  length,  and 
the  force  a  foreman  and  4  laborers;  of  the  Bennington  branch,  5  miles  in 
length,  and  the  force  a  foreman  and  5  laborers.  Each  gang  is  furnished  with 
flags,  lanterns,  and  torpedoes,  and  all  portions  of  the  track  are  patroled 
daily. 

Three  tracks  of  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company's  railroad  are  crossed  at 
erade  by  a  freight  track  formerly  the  main  line,  at  Mechanicville:  the  crossing 
is  protected  by  an  interlocking  plant;  this  plant  also  governs  the  movements 
of  trains  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  as  well  as  of  the  Delaware  and  Hudson, 
where  the  Boston  and  Maine  trains  enter  upon  The  Delaware  and  Hudson 
(Company's  tracks  running  through  Mechanicville  yard;  and  another  inter- 
locking plant  governs  the  movements  of  both  trains  where  the  Boston  and 
Maine  trains  leave  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company's  tracks  at  the  west- 
erly end  of  the  yard.  At  Petersburgh  Junction  one  track  of  the  Rutland 
railroad  is  crossed:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  an  interlocking  plant.  The 
crossing  of  the  Hoosick  Valley  railway  which  formerly  existed  at  Hoosick 
Falls  has  been  taken  up. 

Interlocking  plants  are  maintained  at  the  following  places:  At  Peters- 
burgh Junction,  governing  the  grade  crossing  of  the  Rutland  railroad;  at 
Hoosick  Junction,  governing  movements  to  and  from  the  eastbound  track  and 
the  cross-over  track  leading  from  the  eastbound  main  track  to  the  west- 
bound main  track;  at  Johnsonville,  governing  the  junction  of  the  Troy  branch 
and  the  Greenwich  and  Johnsonville  railway  with  the  main  line;  at  Mechanic- 
ville station,  governing  the  junction  of  the  main  line  with  the  Delaware  and 
Hudson  and  the  freight  track  crossing  at  that  point;  at  the  west  end  of 
Mechanicville  yard,  governing  the  junction  of  the  main  line  with  The  Dela- 
ware and  Hudson  Company's  railroad;  at  Crescent,  governing  the  junction 
of  the  main  line  with  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company's  railroad;  at 
Rotterdam  Junction,  governing  the  junction  of  the  main  line  with  the  West 
Shore  railroad. 
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Th«  right  of  way  is  free  from  trees,  brush,  and  rubbish,  and  fenced  with 
wire,  in  fair  condition.  Ihe  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded,  plank- 
ing well  maintained,  and  are  protected  by  signs  of  the  finger-board  design, 
suitably  located  and  in  good  condition.  Wooden  slat  cattle-guards  are  main- 
tained at  each  boundary  of  all  the  highways  crossed  at  grade  except  in  large 
towns  and  on  the  portion  of  the  road  between  Coons  and  Crescent,  where 
the  tracks  are  operated  jointly  with  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company  and 
The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company  maintain.  On  the  main  line  there  are 
5  crossings  protected  by  flagmen,  11  by  flagmen  and  gates,  and  38  by  cross- 
ing-signs; on  the  Troy  branch,  3  by  flagmen,  2  by  electric  bells,  and  9  by 
crossing-signs;  on  the  Saratoga  and  Schuylerville  branch,  22  by  crossing- 
signs;  on  the  Bennington  branch,  4  by  crossing-signs. 

The  movements  of  trains  on  the  main  line  and  the  Troy  branch  are  gov- 
erned by  automatic  electric  two-arm  signals,  showing  condition  in  first  and 
second  block  in  advance  of  train;  on  the  Saratoga  and  Schuylerville  and  the 
Bennington  branches  by  the  telegraphic  train  order  system. 

The  station  buildings  are  in  good  condition,  clean  and  neat,  and  the  sani- 
tary  condition  good;  water  for  drinking  is  provided  and  time-tables  are 
posted  in  the  waiting  rooms.  The  platforms  are  of  plank,  concrete,  and 
gravel  and  are  in  good  condition. 

The  principal  repairs  and  improvements  noted  as  made  since  the  last 
inspection  are  as  follows:  About  12  per  cent  of  the  cross-ties  have  been 
renewed;  4.32  miles  of  new  85-lb.  rail  have  been  laid  in  main  track  of  the 
main  line,  replacing  worn  76-lb.  rail.  Bridge  No.  227,  near  Hoosick  Junc- 
tion, formerly  wooden  stringers,  has  been  replaced  by  a  concrete,  covered 
culvert.  Overhead  bridges  of  wood,  Nos.  507  and  &31,  have  been  rebuilt. 
Arch  culvert  No.  469  B,  of  the  Troy  branch,  at  Lansingburgh,  has  been 
rebuilt.  The  masonry  has  been  rebuilt  to  bridges  Nos.  260,  214,  and  228 
of  the  main  line,  and  extensive  repairs  made  to  open  culverts  and  cattle 
passes  Nos.  506,  495,  506  D,  and  491  F  of  the  Saratoga  and  Schuylerville 
branch.  The  station  building  at  Schuylerville  has  been  extensively  repaired 
and  re-painted;  necessary  repairs  have  also  been  made  to  other  station  build- 
ings and  some  re-painting  done;  8  iron  bridges  have  been  re-painted;  0.97 
miles  of  new  fence  have  been  built  on  the  main  line  0.99  mile  on  the  Troy 
branch;  and  13.67  miles  on  the  Saratoga  and  Schuylerville  branch,  and  neces- 
sary repairs  made  to  other  fences. 

Recommendations:  That  new  ties  and  guard  timbers  be  put  on  bridge.<« 
Nos.  238  and  270  of  the  main  line,  and  488  of  the  Bennington  branch.  That 
the  Howe  truss  bridge  in  the  Bennington  branch  which  is  getting  old  be 
replaced  with  a  steel  structure.  (This,  your  inspector  was  advised,  has  been 
arranged  for.)  That  low  overhead  obstructions  wherever  practicable  be 
raised  so  as  to  afford  clearance  of  not  less  than  21  ft.  above  the  track. 
That  necessary  repairs  and  renewals  as  outlined  in  the  body  of  report  be 
made  to  timber  trestles  of  the  Saratoga  and  Schuylerville  branch.  That  the 
masonry  to  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  Nos.  243  and  276  of  the  main 
line  be*  rebuilt,  and  necessary  repairs  or  renewals  made  to  'those  of  the 
Saratoga  and  Schuylerville  branch  as  indicated  in  body  of  report.  That 
necessary  renewal  of  worn  60-lb.  rail  of  the  Saratoga  and  Schuylerville 
branch  and  of  the  rail  in  main  line  track  east  of  Johnsonville  be  made. 

The  recommendations  contained  in  last  annual  inspection  report  have 
received  proper  consideration.

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Buffalo  and  Susquehanna 
railway  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Buffalo  and  Susquehanna  Railway  Ck)mpany  operates  in  this  State  the 
following  named   lines:    The   Buffalo   and   Susquehanna   railway,   main   line, 
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from  a  connection  with  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  railway  at 
Blasdell  to  VVellsville,  with  a  branch  track  from  Springville  Junction  to 
Springville;  the  Wellsville,  Coudersport  and  Pine  Creek  railroad  from  a 
connection  with  the  Buffalo  and  Susquehanna  railway  at  Wellsville  to  the 
Pennsylvania-State  line  at  Genesee;  the  Addison  and  Susquehanna  railroad 
from  a  connection  with  the  Erie  railroad  at  Addison  to  the  Pennsylvania- 
State  line  near  Nichols.  There  are  also  two  short  pieces  of  track  connected 
with  the  main  line  of  the  Buffalo  and  Susquehanna  railway,  one  being  the 
South  Buffalo  branch  connecting  with  other  roads  at  Buffalo,  the  other  what 
is  called  Erie  branch  and  makes  connection  with  the  Erie  road  at  Ham- 
burg; that  track  is  at  present  out  of  use.    All  are  single-track  roads. 

The  main  line  has  84.30  miles  main  track,  with  a  branch  to  Springville 
of  1.36  miles,  and  12.73  miles  sidings  and  yard  track;  the  South  Buffalo 
branch  has  0.4&  mile  of  track,  and  the  Erie  branch  0.48  mile;  the  Wells- 
ville, Coudersport  and  Pine  Creek  railroad  has  10.11  miles  main  track  and 
2.87  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  the  Addison  and  Susquehanna  railroad 
has  9.73  miles  main  track  and  2.1B  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  a  total 
of  106.43  miles  main  track  and   17.76  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks. 

The  general  alignment  of  the  westerly  end  of  the  main  line  is  good  to  a 
point  east  of  Arcade;  from  that  place  to  Wellsville  the  road  is  very  crooked, 
most  curves  however  are  light.  The  maximum  is  6  degrees.  The  Wells- 
ville, Coudersport  and  Pine  Creek  railroad  is  quite  crooked  with  some  sharp 
curves,  the  maximum  being  12  degrees.  The  Addison  and  Susquehanna 
railroad  is  extremely  crooked  and  there  are  many  sharp  curves,  the  maximum 
being  20  degrees  located  near  Freemans.  The  grades  of  the  main  line  are 
long  but  not  generally  steep;  the  maximum  is  69  ft.  per  mile  for  about  a 
half  mile,  located  near  Blasdell.  The  grades  of  the  Wellsville,  Coudersport 
and  Pine  Creek  railroad  are  very  light,  the  maximum  being  but  20  ft.  per 
mile.  The  Addison  and  Susquehanna  railroad  is  on  continuous  ^rade  for 
most  of  Ics  length  of  approximately  53  ft.  per  mile.  The  main  line  has  a 
number  of  cuts  through  material  of  clay  and  quicksand  where  the  slopes 
have  slid  and  to  some  extent  filled  the  ditches.  The  embankments  are  of 
fair  width.  The  cuts  and  embankments  on  the  other  two  lines  are  of  good 
width  and  proper  slopes  and  the  roadway  well  drained.  A  considerable 
cleaning  of  ditches  is  needed  on  the  main  line,  and  your  inspector  was  advised 
that  arrangements  had  already  been  made  for  doing  this  work. 

All  the  steel  and  iron  bridges  on  the  main  line  are  new  and  built  to  fulfill 
modern  requirements;  they  have  good  masonry,  mostly  of  concrete,  standard 
ties  and  guard  timbers  in  first-class  condition.  The  bridges  on  the  Wells- 
ville, Coudersport  and  Pine  Creek  railroad  and  on  the  Addison  and  Sus- 
quehanna railroad  have  good  stone  or  concrete  masonry,  standard  ties  and 
guard  timbers  properly  maintained.  Inside  guard-rails  are  maintained  on 
only  a  few  of  the  larger  structures.  There  are  no  wooden  bridges  in  the 
roadway  of  any  of  the  lines;  most  of  the  overhead  bridges  for  highway  and 
farm  crossings  are  of  iron,  and  all  are  in  proper  condition. 

The  only  overhead  obstruction  is  the  bridge  that  carries  the  Pennsylvania 
railroad  over  the  tracks  of  the  main  line  at  Arcade;  this  has  a  clearance  of 
19  ft.  6  in.,  and  is  protected  by  warning  signals  in  proper  condition. 

There  are  in  the  main  line  12  timber  trestles  with  pile  or  frame  bents, 
all  of  standard  construction  and  properly  maintained.  In  the  Wellsville, 
Coudersport  and  Pine  Creek  railroad  there  are  9:  3  of  them  are  new;  the 
remainder  are  getting  old  and  need  repair,  which  the  officers  of  the  com- 
pany advised  me  was  arranged  for.  In  the  Addison  and  Susquehanna  rail- 
road there  is  1  pile  trestle  of  standard  construction,  and  renewed  since  last 
inspection.  There  are  4  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  in  the  main  line, 
constructed  entirelv  of  timber.     The  remainder  have  concrete  abutments  and 

w 

I-beam  stringers,  all  in  good  condition.  In  the  Wellsville,  Coudersport  and 
Pine  Creek  railroad  there  are  2,  constructed  entirely  of  timber;  these  are 
getting  old  and  arrangements  are  made  for  making  repairs.  In  the  Addi- 
son and  Susquehanna  railroad  there  are  7,  constructed  entirely  of  wood; 
they  are  in  good  condition  except  that  some  renewal  of  stringers  is  needed 
and  promised.     The  concrete  arch  culverts  on  the  Buffalo  and  Susquehanna

railway  are  generally  in  good  condition;  there  is  one,  however,  of  20-ft. 
span  between  Canadea  and  Belfast  which  has  failed,  owing  to  general  settle- 
ment of  the  ground  on  which  it  was  built,  and  although  pile  foundation  and 
solid  concrete  bottom  were  put  in,  not  only  the  foundation  but  the  side  walls 
and  arch  have  broken.  It  has  been  timbered  throughout  and  is  safe  for  the 
present.  There  are  no  arch  culverts  on  the  Wellsville,  Coudersport  and  Pine 
Creek  or  the  Addison  and  Susquehanna  railroads.  The  box  and  pipe  culverts 
are  apparently  in  good  condition. 

The  standard  cross-ties  are  7x8  in.,  8  ft.  in  length,  laid  at  the  rate  of 
2816  to  the  mile  of  track.  They  are  about  79  per  cent  yellow  pine,  10  per 
cent  oak,  6  per  cent  chestnut,  and  6  per  cent  beech.  Those  in  the  main  line 
are  in  first-class  condition.  The  track  has  been  laid  only  a  few  years  and 
renewal  has  not  beoome  necessary  to  any  extent.  On  the  Wellsville,  Couders- 
port and  Pine  Creek  and  the  Addison  and  Susquehanna  railroads  about  10 
per  cent  need  renewal  this  season.  The  ties  on  all  lines  are  fairly  well 
spaced  and  full  spiked. 

All  main  tracks  are  laid  with  80-1  b.  steel  rail  connected  by  angle  plates 
26  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts.  The  rail  on  the  main  track  is  in  first-class 
condition;  on  the  Wellsville,  Coudersport  and  Pine  Creek  railroad  in  fair 
to  good  condition;  on  the  Addison  and  Susquehanna  railroad  there  are  some 
rails  battered  at  the  end,  needing  renewal.  All  the  connections  are  full 
bolted  and  bolts  tight.  All  main- track  switches  are  split  point  and  most 
stands  automatic.  The  targets  are  well  painted.  Switch  and  semaphore 
lamps  show  red  light  for  danger,  green  for  safety;  yellow  is  used  for  cau- 
tion. Main-track  frogs  are  spring  rail  and  properly  maintained.  Derailing 
switches  are  in  all  the  sidings  where  their  use  appears  necessary,  and  are 
provided  with  tarf;et8. 

The  main  line  is  ballasted  with  gravel  in  medium  to  fair  quantity;  the 
Wellsville,  Coudersport  and  Pine  Creek  railroad  is  lightly  ballasted  with 
gravel;  and  the  Addison  and  Susquehanna  railroad  with  gravel,  cinders,  and 
shale,  generally  in  very  light  quantity.  The  alignment  and  surfacing  of  the 
tracks  are  very  fair,  and  the  outer  rail  on  curves  about  correctly  elevated 
for  the  speed  at  which  trains  are  scheduled. 

The  average  length  of  track  sections  is  about  5  miles  and  the  force 
employed  upon  each  consists  of  a  foreman  and  6  laborers.  Each  gang  is 
furnished  with  flag,  lanterns,  and  torpedoes,  and  all  portions  of  the  road 
are  patrolled  daily  by  some  member  of  the  section  force. 

No  railroads,  steam  or  electric,  are  crossed  at  grade,  and  interlocking 
plants  are  not  maintained. 

The  right  of  way  is  free  from  trees,  brush,  and  rubbish,  and  fenced  with 
wire:  on  the  Buffalo  and  Susquehanna  the  railroad  fence  is  in  good  condi- 
tion; on  the  Wellsville,  Coudersport  and  Pine  Creek  and  the  Addison  and 
Susquehanna  railroads  some  repairs  to  fences  are  needed. 

The  highway  crossings  are  well  graded,  properly  planked,  and  protected  by 
signs  of  the  diamond  or  X  form,  suitably  located  and  well  painted.  Wooden 
slat  cattle-guards  with  proper  guard-fences  are  maintained  at  each  boundary 
of  the  highways  crossed  at  grade.  One  highway  crossing  is  protected  by  a 
flagman,  4  by  electric  bells,  and  the  remaining  76  by  crossing-signs  only. 

The  movements  of  trains  are  governed  by  the  telegraphic  train  order  sys- 
tem, and  trains  are  blocked  5  minutes  apart  at  telegraph  stations. 

The  stations  of  the  main  line  are  wooden  buildings,  and  at  all  stations 
except  Springville  are  of  modern  construction  and  in  first-class  condition. 
An  old  frame  building  is  used  for  a  temporary  station  at  Springville,  but 
material  is  on  hand  with  which  to  build  new  station  as  soon  as  some  neces- 
sary legal  matters  are  settled.  The  Wellsville,  Coudersport  and  Pine  Creek 
railroad  has  one  station  building  in  this  State:  it  is  at  Wellsville,  and  is  a 
brick  building  in  first-class  condition.  On  the  Addison  and  Susquehanna 
railroad  there  are  two  station  buildings  in  this  State,  both  wooden  build- 
ings and  in  fair  to  good  repair.  All  the  station  buildings  are  clean  and 
neat,  properly  furnished,  and  in  good  sanitary  condition.  Station  plat- 
forms are  of  cement,  plank,  and  gravel,  properly  maintained. 

The  general  condition  of  the  property  has  been  improved  since  last  inspec- 
tion:   quite  extensiye  widening  of  cuts   and  embankments   and  cleaning  of 
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ditches  has  been  done  on  the  main  line,  and  the  ditches  on  the  other  roads 
are  in  better  condition  than  when  I  saw  them  last.  The  percentage  of  cross- 
ties  renewed  has  been  light,  owing  to  the  fact  that  on  the  larger  portion  of 
the  road  the  ties  have  not  been  in  a  sufiicient  length  of  time  to  require 
renewal.  About  3.5  per  cent  of  all  ties  have  been  renewed  during  the  past 
year.  About  3  miles  of  80-lb.  rail  have  been  put  in  the  Addison  and  Sus- 
quehanna trackf  replacing  worn  80-lb.  rail.  About  6  miles  of  track  have 
been  re-ballasted  with  gravel  and  some  repairs  made  to  ballast  elsewhere. 
One  timber  trestle  and  one  cattle  pass  have  been  rebuilt,  between  Addison 
and  Freemans.  One  timber  trestle  and  5  cattle  passes  have  been  rebuilt 
on  the  Addison  and  Susquehanna  railroad.  A  new  section  house  has  been 
constructed  at  Arcade,  and  that,  together  with  station  buildings  at  Addi- 
son, has  been  painted.  Necessary  repairs  have  been  made  to  other  station 
buildings.  Six  miles  of  new  wire  fence  has  been  constructed  on  the  Addison 
and  Susquehanna  railroad,  and  IVj  miles  repaired;  2V2  miles  of  fence  on  the 
Wellsville,  Coudersport  and  Pine  Creek  railroad  have  been  extensively 
repaired.  A  grade  crossing  at  Lake  Avenue,  Blasdell,  has  been  eliminated 
by  means  of  a  bridge. 

RecotMnendations :  That  the  necessary  cleaning  of  ditches  be  done  on  the 
Buffalo  and  Susquehanna  main  line.  That  the  necessary  repairs  be  made  to 
the  timber  trestles,  open  culverts,  and  cattle  passes  on  the  Wellsville, 
Coudersport  and  Pine  Creek  and  the  Addison  and  Susquehanna  railroads,  to 
which  the  attention  of  the  ofUcials  who  accompanied  your  inspector  was 
directed.  That  necessary  renewal  of  cross-ties  be  made  this  season  on  the 
Wellsville,  Cotidersport  and  Pine  Creek  and  Addison  and  Susquehanna  rail- 
roads. That  the  battered  and  worn  80-lb.  rails  on  the  Addison  and  Sus- 
quehanna railroad  be  replaced.  That  additional  ballasting  be  done  where 
most  needed  on  all  the  lines.  That  the  fences  on  the  Wellsville,  Couders- 
port and  Pine  Creek  and  Addison  and  Susquehanna  railroads  be  put  in  proper 
condition.  That  new  station  be  built  at  Springville  as  soon  as  can  con- 
sistently be  done. 

Referring  to  recommendations  contained  in  report  of  last  inspection,  those 
recommendations  have  been  receiving  proper  attention.

BUFFALO,   ATTICA    AND   ARCADE   RAILBOAD. 

Inspected  July  27,   1909.     Last  previous  inspection  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Com  mission  ^  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Buffalo,  Attica  and 
Arcade  railroad  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

This  line  extends  from  Attica,  where  it  connects  with  the  Buffalo  divi- 
sion of  the  Erie  railroad,  to  Arcade,  where  it  connects  with  the  Buffalo  and 
Susquehanna  railway,  a  length  of  2S  miles,  and  has  2.25  miles  ot  sidings 
and  yard  tracks;  it  is  single  track  and  standard  gauge.  The  curvature  is 
light  except  at  the  junction  points,  and  the  maximum  grade  is  about  75  ft. 
to  the  mile.  Most  of  the  cuts  are  of  good  cross- section,  but  as  some  of 
the  line  is  located  in  sand  and  in  clay  formations  the  maintenance  of  slopes 
and  ditches  is  somewhat  difficult.  The  embankments  generally  are  wide 
enough  to  hold  the  ballast  in  place.  The  ditching  in  most  cuts  is  insuffi- 
cient for  the  proper  drainage  of  the  roadbed.  In  a  number  of  cuts,  under 
drainage  would   improve   the   situation. 

There  is  one  wood  bridge,  a  half  through  truss,  a  mile  south  of  Attica; 
it  is  old  and  in  poor  condition.  The  general  condition  of  the  timber  trestles 
is  fair  for  the  weight  of  power  used  and  the  present  time-table  speed  of  trains; 
if  heavier  power  is  used,  or  the  speeds  of  trains  increased,  all  of  them  should 
be  strengthened.  There  are  57  openings,  40  of  which  are  cattle  guards  with 
wood  abutments;  about  all  of  them  are  without  guard  timbers.  Some  of  the 
box  culverts  are  poor,  but  renewals  are  being  made  and  obstructions  removed 
from   their  waterways. 
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The  cross- ties  are  6x8  in.,  8.5  ft.  long,  2640  per  mile.  They  are  not  in 
good  condition  generally,  and  at  least  12,000  more  should  be  put  in  the 
track  before  next  winter,  giving  special  attention  to  the  renewal  of  joint- 
ties  and  ties  near  bridges. 

The  rail  is  56  lbs.  and  60  lbs.  per  yard,  not  badly  worn,  but  surface  bent, 
and  some  instances  side  bent,  owing  to  its  poor  surface  and  line.  The  bolts 
are  not  always  tight.  Split  switches  and  stiff  and  spring  rail  frogs  are  used. 
Some  of  the  switch  points  are  worn  as  well  as  some  of  the  frogs,  but  on 
the  whole  the  switch  work  is  fair. 

The  ballast  is  mostly  a  mixture  of  gravel  and  clay  and  a  great  producer 
of  weeds  and  grass.  It  is  practically  not  ballast  in  the  usual  sense  of  that 
term,  and  certainly  does  little  in  the  way  of  freeing  itself  of  water,  one  of 
the  main  considerations  in  a  ballast.  The  alignment  of  the  track  is  poor 
and  the  surface  poorer,  due  to  the  poor  condition  of  the  ballasting,  but 
probably  more  largely  due  to  the  growth  of  weeds  and  grass  in  the  track. 
The  heaving  effects  of  such  growth  as  this  may  easily  be  seen  by  observing 
any  grass  producing  land,  even  a  well  kept  lawn,  especially  when  the  growth 
is  of  sufficient  age  to  form  a  sod.  In  order  to  stop  the  heaving  of  the  track 
in  this  case,  it  will  be  necessary  to  clear  the  ballast  of  root  growth  and  then 
properly  drain  it. 

The  line  is  divided  into  three  track  sections:  section  1,  1  foreman  and  4 
men;  section  2,  1  foreman  and  6  men;  section  3,  1  foreman  and  6  men;  a 
total  of  10.  They  are  provided  with  the  necessary  safety  appliances  for 
stopping  trains.     The  line  is  patrolled  daily  by  the  section  men. 

The  right  of  way  needs  considerable  fencing.  By  fencing  the  line,  40  open- 
pit  cattle  guards  at  farm  lines  could  be  filled,  thus  removing  40  bridges 
from  the  main  track  and  thereby  adding  to  its  safety  as  well  as  reducing 
the  cost  of  track  maintenance.  The  highway  crossings  are  in  fair  condi- 
tion and  provided  with  crossing-signs  but  not  with  whistling-posts.  There 
is  no  block  system  provided;  trains  are  moved  by  the  train  order  system. 

The  station  buildings  are  in  good  order  and  well  kept;  they  appear  to  be 
of  sufficient  size  for  the  traffic  now  handled. 

Repairs  and  improvements  noted:  one  wooden  structure  replaced  with  con- 
crete and  steel  girders;  all  trestles  more  or  less  repaired;  1  open  culvert 
replaced  with  concrete  and  steel  girders  and  1  filled;  1  stone  culvert  replaced; 
3  cattle  passes  extensively  repaired;  6  station  buildings  re-painted;  3  miles 
of  fence  built  and  3  miles  repaired;  1  timber  waterway  replaced  with  tile 
and  concrete. 

Recommendations:  That  ditching  and  under  drainage  be  done  in  the 
various  cuts  needing  it.  That  the  wooden  bridge  a  mile  south  of  Attica, 
over  Tonawanda  creek,  be  rebuilt  this  season.  That  the  right  of  way  be 
fenced  at  points  where  none  exists,  and  when  this  is  done  the  pit  cattle- 
guards  in  the  main  track  be  filled,  thus  doing  away  with  40  bridges  in  the 
main  track;  if  not  filled  at  once,  the  pit  cattle-guards  should  be  properly 
guard  timbered;  and  this  applies  to  all  openings  without  proper  timber 
guards.  That  at  least  12,000  more  ties  be  put  in  the  main  track  this  sea- 
son. That  the  ballast  be  cleared  of  weeds  and  grass.  That  all  joint  bolts 
be  tightened  and  joints  fully  spiked.

BUFFALO    CBEEK   BAILBOAD. 

Inspected  June  2,  1909.     Last  previous  inspection  August  17,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemex:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Buffalo  Creek  railroad 
and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Buffalo  Creek  railroad  is  a  switching  road,  connecting  nearly  all  the 
railroads  entering  Buffalo  from  the  south  and  east  with  the  various  docks 
and  industries  in  that  portion  of  the  city.  The  main  line  extends  from  the 
East  Buffalo  yard  to  Peck  Slip,  and  has  4.08  miles  first  track,  4  miles  second 
track,   2.08   miles  third   track,  and   12.17  miles  sidings;    the  Prenatt   street 
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branch  has  0.80  mile  main  track  and  1.16  miles  sidings;  the  Beach  branch 
has  0.82  mile  main  track,  0.62  mile  second  track,  and  1.07  miles  sidings. 
Passenger  trains  of  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  railway  and  Uie 
Buffalo  and  Southwestern  branch  of  the  Erie  railroad  operate  over  about  one 
mile  of  the  main  line;  the  balance  of  the  road  is  used  only  as  a  freight  line, 
and  all  are  operated  under  yard  rules.  The  general  alignment  is  fair  and 
most  curves  light,  a  maximum  of  0  degrees.  The  grades  are  light  and  for 
much  of  the  way  practically  level.  The  roadway  is  well  graded  and  properly 
drained. 

A  drawbridge  which  carries  the  track  of  the  Beach  branch  across  the  Ship 
canal  near  its  junction  with  the  main  line  is  old  and  very  light;  it  has  been 
planned  to  renew  this  bridge,  but  some  difficulty  in  connection  with  the  City 
regarding  the  Hamburg  turnpike  has  delayed  this.  The  renewing  of  this 
bridge,  however,  should  not  be  delayed.  The  mechanism  of  the  bridge  is  inter- 
locked with  a  signal  tower  near  the  end  of  the  bridge.  There  is  a  through 
truss  bridge  of  two  spans,  double  track,  over  the  Buffalo  creek;  this  bridge 
is  very  light,  and  in  addition  has  had  some  of  its  members  damaged  to  some 
extent  by  wrecks.  Attached  hereto  you  will  find  a  diagram  and  strain  sheet 
of  this  bridge,  together  with  a  report  from  the  engineer  of  grade  crossings 
of  this  Commission,  Mr.  Sutermeister,  who  made  the  calculations  shown  on 
the  strain  sheet  diagram.  From  this  you  will  note  that  some  members  of 
the  bridge  are  strained  nearly  50  per  cent  more  than  is  considered  good 
practice,  and  to  pretty  nearly  one-half  the  elastic  limit.  This  bridge  should 
be  renewed  as  quickly  as  possible,  and  in  the  meantime  trains  should  operate 
over  it  carefully;  and  if  practicable  temporary  supports  should  be  placed 
underneath  the  bridge  until  renewal  can  be  made.  The  pier  masonry  to  this 
bridge  has  settled  and  cracked,  but  the  load  has  been  distributed  by  timber- 
ing under  the  coping  so  that  there  has  been  no  recent  settlement.  The  remain- 
ing bridges  are  in  good  condition;  all  have  standard  ties  and  guard  timbers, 
properly  maintained.  All  low  overhead  bridges  are  protected  by  warning 
signals;  it  was  observed,  however,  that  many  of  those  signals  were  out  of 
condition  and  they  should  be  properly  cared  for.  There  are  no  timber  trestles, 
open  culverts,  or  cattle  passes  remaining  in  the  maio  line  roadway.  There 
are  no  arch  culverts.    The  box  and  pipe  culverts  are  in    TOper  condition. 

The  cross-ties  are  practically  all  oak,  7x9  in.,  8  i  in  length,  and  laid 
at  the  rate  of  2992  to  the  mile  of  track;  they  are  vrt  spaced,  full  spiked, 
and  generally  in  sound  condition.  11.93  miles  of  main  track  are  laid  with 
80-lb.,  0.32  mile  with  75-lb.,  and  the  remainder  0.55  mile,  with  58-lb.  steel 
rail.  The  80-lb.  rails  are  connected  by  angle  plates  30  in.  in  length  with  6 
bolts,  and  the  remaining  rails  by  angle  plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts. 
The  rail  is  in  from  fair  to  good  condition  and  renewals  are  being  made  as 
necessary.  The  main-track  switches  are  split  point  and  have  rigid  stands, 
with  targets  in  proper  condition.  Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red 
light  for  danger  and  green  for  safety.  Nearly  all  frogs  are  rigid  and  in 
proper  condition.  Derailing  switches  are  maintained  where  necessary.  The 
track  is  very  well  ballasted  with  cinders,  gravel,  and  slag.  The  alignment 
and  surfacing  of  the  track  are  good,  and  the  outer  rail  on  curves  properly 
elevated  for  the  speed  at  which  trains  operate.  The  track  is  maintained  by 
a  force  consisting  of  a  supervisor,  3  section  foremen,  and  about  40  laborers. 
The  road  is  regularly  patrolled. 

The  following  roads  are  crossed  at  grade:  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan 
Southern  railway:  two  tracks  at  South  Buffalo,  protected  by  proper  inter- 
locking plants.  Buffalo  and  Southwestern  branch  of  the  Erie  railroad:  one 
track,  connects  with  and  croRsea  the  eastbound  main  track  in  South  Buffalo:  the 
crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal;  all  trains  are  required  to 
come  to  a  full  stop.  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  one  track,  and  Penn- 
sylvania railroad  one  track,  side  by  side,  in  South  Buffalo:  the  crossing  is 
protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a 
full  stop.  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  railroad:  two  tracks  crossed 
by  three  tracks  of  the  Buffalo  Creek  railroad:  the  crossing  is  protected  by 
disc  signals  located  in  a  tower,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full 
stop;  this  crossing  is  a  dangerous  one  and  the  question  of  its  elimination  was 
taken  up  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  and  has  been  continued  by 
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this  Commission;  in  addition  to  the  three  tracks  of  the  Buffalo  Creek  rail- 
road|  there  are  two  tracks  of  the  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  railroad 
and  two  tracks  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  crossing  the  double  tracks  of 
the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  railroad,  side  by  side;  there  are 
probably  400  train  movements  over  this  crossing  each  24  hours.  Erie  rail- 
road four  tracks,  and  Pennsylvania  railroad  two  tracks,  crossed  by  one  track 
of  the  Buffalo  Creek  railroad  at  East  Buffalo:  the  crossing  is  protected  by 
signals  located  in  a  tower,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop; 
this  is  also  a  very  busy  and  dangerous  crossing.  Another  track  of  the 
Pennsylvania  railroad  also  crosses  the  four  tracks  of  the  Erie  railroad  about 
300  feet  south,  and  the  movements  of  trains  on  all  these  tracks  are  gov- 
erned from  this  one  tower,  with  signals  not  interlocked.  Owing  to  location 
it  would  be  impracticable  to  eliminate  the  crossings,  but  a  better  system  of 
protection  should  be  afforded.  The  connection  of  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  railroad  is  properly  protected  by  an  interlocking  plant. 

The  right  of  way  is  in  proper  condition,  and  being  entirely  in  the  city  there 
is  no  necessity  for  fence  or  cattle-guards.  The  street  crossings  are  properly 
graded  and  well  planked.  There  are  three  highway  grade  crossings:  two  are 
protected  by  flagmen  and  one  is  unprotected.  The  principal  repairs  and  im- 
provements noted  as  made  since  last  inspection  are  as  follows:  About  5 
per  cent  of  the  cross- ties  have  been  renewed;  0.74  mile  of  80-lb.  and  0.30  mile 
of  75-lb.  rail  laid,  replacing  worn  58-lb.  rail;  0.87  mile  of  siding  rebuilt  for 
third  main  track  and  re-laid  with  mixed  7&-  and  80-lb.  rail,  and  entirely 
re-ballasted  with  slag. 

Recommendations:  That  the  drawbridge  over  the  Ship  canal  and  the  two- 
span  truss  bridge  over  Buffalo  creek  be  rebuilt  as  promptly  as  possible;  that 
the  matter  of  the  elimination  of  the  grade  crossings  of  the  Delaware,  Lacka- 
wanna and  Western  railroad  receive  prompt  attention;  and  that  better  pro- 
tection be  provided  at  the  crossing  of  the  Erie  railroad  by  the  Buffalo  Creek, 
the  Nickel  Plate,  and  the  Pennsylvania  railroads  at  East  Buffalo;  that  the 
warning  signals  at  low  overhead  obstructions  be  properly  maintained.

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Buffalo  Creek  Transfer 
railroad  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Buffalo  Creek  Transfer  railroad  consists  of  a  series  of  switching 
tracks  located  on  what  is  known  as  the  "  Island,"  in  Buffalo:  these  tracks 
connect  with  the  track  operated  by  the  Buffalo  Creek  and  the  Pennsylvania 
railroads,  and  extend  into  the  coal  yard  of  Frank  Williams  &  Co.;  the  total 
amount  of  tracks  is  about  1.6  miles.  There  are  no  structures  in  the  road- 
way; the  road  is  simply  used  for  handling  the  business  of  the  coal  company, 
and  the  movements  over  the  tracks  are  very  slow.  The  tracks  are  laid  with 
various  weights  of  rail  connected  by  Fish  and  angle  plates,  and  while  they 
are  not  in  first-class  condition  are  suitable  for  the  purpose  used.

1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission^  Second  District: 

GENTLEMEN:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and 
Pittsburgh  railway  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  main  line  of  the  Rochester  division  extends  from  Rochester  to  Ashford 
Junction,   with   93.70    miles   main   track   and   63.54   miles   of   sidings.     The 
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Charlotte  branch  has  8.79  miles  main  track  from  Charlotte  to  Lincoln  Park, 
with  the  Dock  branch  from  Dock  Junction  to  Genesee  Dock,  1.51  miles,  and 
5.79  miles  sidings.  The  Silver  Springs  branch,  extending  from  Silver  Lake 
Junction  to  Silver  Springs,  has  1.11  miles  main  track  and  0.21  mile  siding. 
The  main  line  Buffalo  division  extends  from  Buffalo  Creek  to  the  Pennsyl- 
vania-State line,  with  70.92  miles  main  track,  25.67  miles  second  track,  a 
branch  from  East  Salamanca  to  Salamanca,  1.33  miles,  and  56.77  miles  sid- 
ings. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  grades  and  curves  of  any  moment  since  the 
last  inspection.  The  cuts  and  embankments  of  all  the  lines  are  of  good  width 
and  properly  sloped  and  the  roadway  well  drained.  Sub-drains  of  tile  are 
used  in  wet  cuts«  with  good  results. 

There  are  30  spans  of  steel  and  iron  bridge  in  the  Rochester  division,  8  in 
the  Charlotte  branch,  and  41  in  the  Buffalo  division,  with  stone  or  concrete 
masonry,  in  fair  to  good  condition,  and  2  spans  in  the  Buffalo  division  (in 
trestles)  with  timber  supports.  The  bridges  are  generally  well  painted;  all 
have  standard  ties  and  guard  timbers,  properly  maintained,  and  inside  guard- 
rails have  been  placed  on  most  of  the  long  spans.  In  the  Silver  Springs 
branch  there  is  one  30-ft.  trussed  stringer  bridge,  in  good  condition;  aside 
from  this  there  are  no  trussed  spans  of  wooden  bridge  in  the  roadway.  There 
are  very  few  overhead  bridges;  they  are  all  properly  maintained  and  those 
under  20 1^  ft.  above  the  track  are  protected  by  warning  signals,  in  good 
condition.  The  overhead  obstructions  less  than  21  ft.  above  track  are 
Rochester  division:  1,  West  Shore  irailroad,  clearance  18  ft.,  4  in.,  steel 
bridge.  2,  highway  bridge  1%  miles  south  of  LeRoy,  clearance  20  ft.  9  in., 
iron  bridge;  no  buildings  near;  approaches  moderate  grade;  not  difficult  to 
raise  the  bridge.  3,  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  railroad;  steel 
bridge  18  ft.  4  in.  clearance.  4,  highway  bridge  1%  miles  north  of  Gaines- 
ville; framed  bent  bridge;  clearance  17  ft.  7%  in.;  to  be  replaced  with  lattice 
bridge  and  raised  to  21  ft.  clearance.  5,  highway  bridge  at  Hillside;  framed 
bent  bridge;  clearance  18  ft.;  approach  on  east  side  level,  west  side  moderate 
grade;  not  difficult  to  raise;  no  buildings  near.  Bock  branch:  Charlotte  to 
boulevard;  I-beam  bridge;  clearance  19  ft.  6  in.;  difficult  to  raise  on  account  of 
important  thoroughfare  and  electric  railroad  track;  the  Dock  branch  is  not 
extensively  used.  Buffalo  division:  1,  highway  bridge  ^  mile  north  of  Glen- 
wood;  framed  bent  bridge;  clearance  17  ft.  8^  in.;  light  grade  either  side; 
could  be  easily  raised;  not  an  important  highway;  another  important  high- 
way near  by  might  be  changed  and  put  over  this  bridge,  eliminating  a  bad 
crossing.  2,  highway  bridge  %  mile  north  of  Colden;  framed  bent  bridge; 
17  ft.  6  in.  clearance;  grade  level  west;  about  5  per  cent  down  on  east  side; 
houses  close  to  crossing  each  side  that  are  already  considerably  below  the 
grade  of  the  road;  would  cause  quite  extensive  damage  to  raise  to  21  ft. 
clearance;  can  however  be  raised  somewhat,  and  it  is  proposed  to  do  this. 
3,  Southside  Parkway,  Buffalo;  steel  bridge;  20  ft.  6  in.  clearance;  important 
tnoroughfare;  difficult  to  raise  bridge. 

There  are  a  large  number  of  timber  trestles  still  remaining,  many  of  them 
of  but  two  or  three  spans,  and  used  for  cattle-guards,  undercrossings,  and  at 
small  streams.  There  are  of  two  spans  and  over,  48  such  structures  in  the 
main  line  Rochester  division,  one  in  the  Charlotte  branch,  two  in  the  Silver 
Springs  branch,  and  46  in  the  Buffalo  division;  all  are  of  standard  construc- 
tion and  properly  maintained.  A  considerable  number  of  such  structures 
have  been  filled  or  replaced  with  permanent  bridges,  and  it  would  be  a 
matter  of  economy  as  well  as  add  to  the  safety  if  a  large  number  additional 
were  filled  or  replaced.  There  are  16  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  in  the 
Rochester  division  main  line  with  stone  abutments  and  wooden  stringers,  6 
with  stone  abutments  and  rail  stringers,  and  1  with  rail  stringers  on  wooden 
abutments;  17  in  main  line  Rochester  division  and  15  in  main  line  Buffalo 
division  entirely  of  wood;  all  these  have  standard  ties  and  guard  timbers 
and  are  in  safe  condition.  The  arch,  box,  and  pipe  culverts  are  apparently 
in  good  condition  and  repairs  or  renewals  are  being  made  as  necessary. 

The  cross- ties  used  on  all  the  lines  are  7x9  in.,  8  ft.  6  in.  in  length,  and 
laid  at  the  rate  of  2880  to  the  mile  of  track;  they  are  well  spaced,  full  spiked, 
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and  generally  in  first-class  condition,  necessary  renewals  having  been  or   are 
being  made;  about  75  per  cent  of  them  are  oak  and  the  balance  yellow  pine. 

The  rail  is  steel,  and  connections  good.     On  the  Rochester  division  29.90 
miles  are  laid  with  90- lb.,  connected  by  continuous  rail  joints  26  in.  in  kng'th, 
and  64.70  miles  80-lb.  connected  by  angle  plates  42  in.  in  length  with  6  bolts. 
On  the  Charlotte  branch  there  are  3.20  miles  of  80-lb.  connected  by  42-iii. 
angle  plates  with  6  bolts,  and  5.59  miles  7I-lb.  with  26-in.  angle  plates,   4 
bolts.     The  Dock  branch  has  1.51  miles,  and  the  Silver  Springs  branch   1.11 
miles,  80-lb.,  42-in.  angle  plates,  6  bolts.     The  Buffalo  division  has  50  miles 
of  90- lb.  and  46.59  miles  of  80-lb.,  with  same  connections  as  used  on  Rochester 
division.     The  Salamanca  branch  has  0.60   mile  of  80-lb.  and  0.73  mile   of 
71-lb.,  same  connections  as  the  Charlotte  branch.     The  90-lb.  rail  is  in  first- 
class  condition,  the  80-lb.  in  from  fair  to  good  condition,  the  71-Ib.  is  some- 
what worn  and  is  to  be  replaced.     Of  the  90-lb.  rail,  about  Z%  miles  are 
open-hearth  steel  giving  excellent  satisfaction;  it  is  expected  to  lay  consider- 
able more  open-hearth  steel  this  season. 

All  the  main-track  switches  are  split  point  and  have  automatic  stands; 
at  some  obscure  places  there  are  high  targets  used;  all  are  in  proper  con- 
dition. Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  white 
for  safety.  The  main-track  frogs  are  nearly  all  spring  rail  and  in  good  con- 
dition. Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  where  their  use  appears  neces- 
sary; some  are  interlocked  with  the  main-track  switch  stands  and  all  have 
stands  with  proper  targets. 

The  main  tracks  and  branches  of  the  Rochester  division  are  ballasted  with 
gravel  and  cinders  in  from  fair  to  good  quantity,  and  considerable  improve- 
ment is  shown:  the  Buffalo  division  with  gravel  and  cinders,  broken  stone, 
and  slag,  in  from  fair  to  good  quantity.  Considerable  new  ballasting  has 
been  done  and  has  been  well  done.  The  alignment  and  surfacing  of  tracks 
are  good,  and  the  outer  rail  on  curves  properly  elevated  for  the  speed  at 
which  trains  are  scheduled. 

The  average  length  of  sections  on  the  Rochester  division  is  6  miles;  on 
the  Charlotte  branch,  8%  miles;  on  the  Buffalo  division,  5  miles  of  double 
track,  6  miles  of  single  track;  and  the  average  force  maintained  on  each 
section  consists  of  a  foreman  and  5  laborers.  Each  gang  is  furnished  with 
flags,  lanterns,  and  torpedoes,  and  regular  trackwalkers  are  employed  for 
patrolling  the  track. 

The  following  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade:  The  Rochester  division  crosses 
one  track  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  used  only  as -a  freight  line  for  trans- 
ferring to  and  from  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad  at 
Rochester:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal;  trains  of  the 
Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  approach  this  crossing  under  full  control, 
but  do  not  stop  if  signal  is  in  their  favor;  all  trains  of  the  Pennsylvania 
railroad  come  to  a  full  stop.  Two  tracks  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  railroad  at 
P.  &  L.  Junction:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  modern  and  complete  inter- 
locking plant.  One  track  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  rail- 
road and  two  of  the  Erie  railroad,  side  by  side,  at  LeRoy:  the  crossing  is 
protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal  and  all  trains  come  to  a  full  stop.  Two 
tracks  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  at  Machias  Junction:  the  crossing  is 
protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a 
full  stop.  The  Buffalo  division  crosses  at  grade  one  freight  track  of  the  Erie 
railroad  at  Limestone:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal; 
trains  of  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  approach  the  crossing  under 
control  but  do  not  stop  if  signal  is  in  their  favor;  the  Erie  trains  are 
required  to  manipulate  the  signal  and  protect  themselves  in  using  the  cross- 
ing. One  track  of  the  Pennsylvania  at  Riverside:  the  crossing  is  protected 
by  a  tilting  board  signal,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop. 
One  track  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Traction  Company 
(electric)  is  crossed  at  grade  by  the  Salamanca  branch  in  Salamanca:  there 
are  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric  railroad,  but  no  protection 
over  the  trolley  wire. 

The  only  interlocking  plants  maintained  are  at  the  grade  crossing  of  the 
T^hif?h  Valley  at  P.  &  L.  Junction,  and  to  protect  a  ^auntleted  track  of  the 
Buffalo  division  over  the  Allegheny  River  bridge  at  Riverside. 
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The  right  of  way  is  free  from  trees,  brush,  and  rubbish.  The  fences  are  of 
wire,  and  while  some  repairs  are  needed  are  generally  in  very  good  condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  properly  mainUiined  and  protected  by  signs  of 
the  diamond  or  triangular  form.  Metallic  slat  cattle-guards  are  in  place  at 
each  boundary  of  nearly  all  the  highways  crossed  at  grade.  There  is  one 
highway  crossing  protected  by  flagman  and  gates;  15  are  protected  by  flag- 
men; 8  by  electric  bells,  and  the  remainder,  175,  by  crossing-signs  only. 

The  movements  of  trains  are  governed  by  the  telegraphic  train  order  sys- 
tem, semaphore  signals  being  located  at  stations.  Passenger  trains  are  kept  a 
station  apart;  freight  trains  are  spaced  10  minutes  at  the  telegraph  station. 

The  station  buildings  are  in  good  repair,  waiting  rooms  clean  and  neat, 
and  the  sanitary  condition  good.  Water  in  pails  and  fire  eztinffuishers  are 
provided  at  stations  as  protection  against  fire.  The  station  platforms  are  of 
plank,  gravel,  stone  screenings,  and  brick.  At  stations  where  there  is  a 
water  system,  sanitary  closets  are  maintained;  at  other  stations  there  are 
outside  closets,  well  kept.  The  station  grounds  and  yards  are  in  good  con- 
dition. Ail  station  and  passenger  train  employees  are  uniformed,  and  wear 
a  badge  indicating  their  employment. 

The  principal  repairs  and  improvements  noted  as  made  since  the  last 
inspection  are  as  follows:  A  considerable  widening  and  strengthening  of 
embankments  has  been  done  at  various  points  between  Ashford  Junction  and 
Buffalo;  about  7  per  cent  of  all  cross-ties  have  been  renewed;  9.50  miles  of 
new  90-lb.  rail  laid,  replacing  worn  80-lb.  rail;  77,000  additional  tie-plates 
put  in;  19  miles  of  main  track  re-ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders;  2  miles 
main  track  re-ballasted  with  hard  slag;  17  miles  of  new  wire  fence  erected; 
10  miles  of  wire  fence  repaired;  1.50  miles  of  new  snow-fence  built;  2.50 
miles  of  snow-fence  repaired;  10  timber  trestles,  with  aggregate  length  of  560 
feet,  filled;  8  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  filled;  4  concrete  arch  and  box 
culverts  built  where  trestles  have  been  eliminated;  14  iron-pipe  culverts  put 
in  where  trestles,  open  culverts,  and  cattle  passes  have  been  filled;  2  trestle 
structures  thoroughly  repaired  and  necessary  repairs  made  to  other  trestles 
and  to  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes;  necessary  repairs  and  renewals  have 
been  made  to  ties  and  guard  timber  of  bridges,  trestles,  open  culverts,  and 
cattle  passes;  necessary  repairs  have  also  been  made  to  bridge  and  culvert 
maaoniy;  new  water  tanks  have  been  erected  at  Springville  and  Gainesville; 
a  new  ice  house  at  Genesee  Dock;  new  car  repairer's  building  and  section 
tool  house  at  Lincoln  Park;  necessary  repairs  have  been  made  to  station  and 
other  buildings,  and  18  have  been  re-painted;  4  bridges  have  also  been 
re-painted. 

Taken  as  a  whole,  the  railroad  is  in  very  good  condition  and  shows  gradual 
improvement.  There  are  in  the  roadway,  however,  a  great  number  of  wooden 
structures  (trestles,  open  culverts,  and  cattle  passes),  which  are  always  a 
source  of  danger  from  fire  and  require  frequent  renewal  and  careful  watching. 

In  report  of  inspection  made  last  year  the  recommendation  was  made  that 
as  rapidly  as  renewal  became  necessary  the  timber  trestles  used  in  crossing 
running  water  be  replaced  with  permanent  structures.  As  you  will  note  from 
the  present  report,  quite  a  large  number  of  those  structures  have  been 
replaced  with  masonry  culverts,  iron  pipes,  and  filling,  and  it  is  apparently 
the  policy  of  the  company  to  continue  that  work;  and  I  would  respectfully 
recommend,  both  as  a  matter  of  economy  and  additional  safety,  that  those 
timber  trestles,  etc.,  be  replaced  or  filled  as  rapidly  as  renewal  or  extensiye 
repairs  become  necessary.

OABTHAGE  ATVD  COPENHAGEN  BAILBOAD. 

Inspected  September  29,  1909.     Last  previous  inspection  April  21,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commisaion,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Carthage  and  Copenhagen 
railroad  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Carthage  and  Copenhagen  railroad,  a  single-track  line,  connects  with 
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the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  division  of  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  railroad  at  C.  &  C.  Junction,  Carthage,  and  extends  to  Copen- 
hagen, a  distance  of  8.70  miles,  and  has  about  0.25  mile  of  sidings  and  yard 
tracks.  The  road  is  somewhat  crooked,  but  curves  are  not  very  sharp,  the 
maximum  being  6  degrees.  Owing  to  the  great  difference  in  the  elevation  of 
the  terminals,  about  500  feet,  there  is  quite  an  extensive  grade,  and  the 
grades  are  somewhat  irregular;  the  maximum  is  about  119  ft.  per  mile. 
There  are  no  extensive  cuts  or  embankments,  the  road  being  built  to  conform 
as  nearly  as  possible  with  the  natural  surface  of  the  ground.  Most  of  the 
cuts  and  embankments  are  of  fair  width  and  natural  earth  slopes:  one  em- 
bankment about  two  miles  from  Copenhagen,  constructed  of  shelly  rock,  is 
very  narrow,  and  should  be  widened.  A  little  widening  is  also  needed  in  a 
few  cuts  along  about  the  middle  of  the  road,  and  the  ditches  need  cleaning. 
There  are  also  some  embankments  that  have  not  been  raised  to  proper  grade, 
leaving  short  sags. 

The  only  opening  to  grade  is  a  single  span  of  about  16  ft.  with  concrete 
masonry,  I-beam  stringers,  standard  ties  and  guard  timbers,  all  in  good  con- 
dition. Some  concrete  arch  and  box  culverts  are  used  and  some  pipe  drains; 
all  are  in  good  condition. 

The  cross-ties,  mainly  of  cedar,  with  a  few  tamarack  and  various  hard 
woods,  are  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  in  length,  and  vary  from  12  to  16  to  a  30-ft.  rail. 
The  road  is  new  and  all  are  as  yet  sound,  but  a  few  have  been  broken  on 
account  of  irregular  bearing,  and  are  not  well  spaced.  There  are  also  many 
small  ties,  and  it  should  be  filled  out  with  not  less  than  16  to  a  30-ft.  rail 
and  properly  spaced.     All  are  full  spiked. 

The  track  is  laid  with  second-use  60^1b.  steel  rail,  connected  generally  by 
angle  plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts;  a  few  places  were  noted  where 
Fish  plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts  were  used,  and  in  some  cases  half 
plates  are  used,  w^ith  but  two  bolts;  and  some  bolts  are  missing.  Much  of 
this  rail  is  badly  worn,  especially  for  about  2V2  miles  at  the  Carthage  end  of 
the  road,  and  was  unfit  for  main-track  use  when  first  laid.  Owing  to  lack  of 
ballast,  the  rails  in  places  have  become  quite  badly  battered,  also  worn  in 
spots  by  slipping  ties.  Quite  extensive  renewals  are  needed.  The  main-track 
switches  are  split  point  and  have  automatic  stands  with  proper  targets.  The 
frogs  are  rigid.  Switch  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  white  for 
safety.  No  sidings  were  observed  where  derailing  switches  appeared  to  be 
necessary. 

Portions  of  the  road  have  been  lightly  ballasted  with  cinders  and  a  poor 
quality  of  gravel;  much  of  the  road  is  as  yet  practically  unballasted.  The 
alignment  and  surfacing  of  the  track  are  considerably  irregular,  but  are 
much  better  than  when  last  inspection  was  made.  The  outer  rail  on  curves  is 
about  correctly  elevated  for  the  very  moderate  speed  at  which  the  trains 
operate.  The  road  is  maintained  by  force  consisting  of  a  foreman  and  6 
laborers.  The  right  of  way  is  free  from  trees;  some  small  brush  remains, 
and  weeds  need  cutting.     The  fences  are  of  wire  and  in  fair  condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  very  well  graded,  properly  planked,  and  pro- 
tected by  sign  of  the  diamond  form.  No  cattle-guards  are  maintained.  There 
is  but  one  train  on  the  road,  therefore  a  block  system  is  unnecessary. 

At  C.  &  C.  Junction  there  is  a  very  small  combination  station  of  wood;  at 
Copenhagen  an  old  frame  building  has  been  fitted  up  and  used  as  a  combina- 
tion station:  it  has  been  planned  to  erect  a  new  station  there,  but  nothing 
has  as  yet  been  done;  the  present  building  fairly  answers  the  purpose.  Aside 
from  the  ones  above  mentioned,  there  are  no  station  buildings. 

Since  the  last  inspection  some  widening  of  cuts  and  embankmente  has  been 
made  and  a  little  ballasting  done.  The  alignment  and  surfacing  of  track 
have  been  materially  improved  but  are  not  good  as  yet. 

Recommendations :  That  the  narrow  cuts  and  embankments  referred  to  in 
the  body  of  the  report  be  widened,  and  the  remaining  ditehes  cleaned;  that 
the  low  embankmente  be  raised  to  proper  grade;  that  the  worn,  bent,  and 
battered  rails  be  replaced;  that  all  short  pieces  of  angle  and  Fish  plates  be 
replaced  with  full  length  plates,  and  all  connections  be  full  bolted;  that  suf- 
ficient ballast  be  put  on  that  the  track  may  be  put  in  proper  alignment  and 
surface. 
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Regarding  the  recommendations  contained  in  last  year's  report  of  inspec- 
tion, some  widening  of  cuts  and  embankments  has  been  done  and  some  low 
embankments  raised  somewhat.  Ihe  worn  and  bent  rails  have  not  been 
replaced.  Some  ballasting  has  been  done,  and  fences  built  where  necessary. 
Cattle-guards  have  not  been  put  in,  and  although  the  law  requires  them, 
I  do  not  think  they  are  really  necessary,  as  live  stock  is  not  allowed  to 
graze  upon  the  highway  and  practically  none  are  driven  along  the  highway.

CAT8KILL   AND  TANNER8VIIXC   BAILWAT. 

Inspected  July  1,  1909.    Last  previous  inspection  June  19,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Catskill  and  Tannersville 
railway  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

This  line  extends  from  Otis  Summit,  where  it  connects  with  the  Otis  Ele- 
vating railway,  to  Tannersville,  5.5  miles,  and  has  4/10  mile  of  sidings.  It 
is  a  3-foot  or  narrow-gauge  road.  There  is  a  wye  at  Otis  Summit  and  a 
turntable  at  Tannersville. 

The  alignment  is  heavily  curved,  with  a  maximum  curve  of  about  30 
degrees.  Ihe  grades  are  steep,  the  heaviest  5  per  cent.  While  the  location  in 
many  places  is  faulty,  the  small  business  of  the  road  would  hardly  justify 
the  expense  of  a  revision.  Ihe  line  is  practically  paralleled  by  the  Ulster 
and  Delaware  railroad.  The  roadbed  is  of  sufficient  width  and  slopes,  fairly 
well  drained,  and  clear  of  obstructions,  undergrowth,  etc. 

There  are  no  steel  or  iron  bridges.  All  bridges,  culverts,  and  cattle  passes 
are  of  wood  and  in  fair  condition  excepting  the  blocking  under  some  of  the 
trestle  bents;  the  second  bent  from  east  end,  Haines  Corner  trestle,  should  be 
renewed  with  heavier  pieces.  The  overhead  highway  bridge  at  Otis  Summit, 
while  not  having  the  full  21 -ft.  clearance,  has  in  all  probability  sufficient 
clearance  for  a  man  on  top  of  any  of  the  low,  narrow-gauge  cars  in  use  on 
the  line.     The  masonry  and  pipe  culverts  are  apparently  in  good  condition. 

The  rail  is  40  and  45  lbs.  per  yard  and  in  fair  condition ;  joints  angle,  and 
flat  or  fish  plates,  18  in.  and  21  in.  long,  4  bolts.  Ties  6x0  in.  and  6x8  in., 
6  feet  long,  well  spaced,  and  about  2816  per  mile.  The  spiking  is  full  and 
well  done.  Tie  renewals  are  now  in  progress,  and  it  is  estimated  that  about 
2000  more  are  needed  and  will  be  put  in  this  season.  Some  tie-plates  are 
beins  used  on  curves.  Split  switches  and  stiff  rail  frogs  are  used.  Switch 
stands  are  generally  of  the  rigid,  cast  iron  type.  As  no  night  trains  are  run 
switch  lamps  are  not  in  use.  The  ballast  is  gravel  with  a  fair  admixture  of 
clay  and  other  foreign  substances;  it  is  the  best  however  that  can  be  found 
along  the  line.  The  section  force  consists  of  a  foreman  and  8  men,  who  are 
furnished  with  the  necessary  safety  appliances  for  protecting  their  work. 

The  right  of  way  is  fairly  well  kept  and  fenced,  with  some  repairs  to  fences 
needed  which  are  now  l)eing  made.  There  are  7  highway  crossings  at  grade, 
w<'ll  maintained  and  provided  with  cmssing-signs  and  whistle-posts.  There 
arc  no  mile-posts.    There  are  4  private  crossings  at  grade. 

The  stations  are  3  in  number,  well  kept,  and  seem  adequate  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  summer  travel,  their  only  duty,  as  the  road  is  operated  during 
the  summer  season  only. 

There  is  a  telephone  system  along  the  entire  line,  but  the  train  movements 
are  made  under  fixed  rules  and  not  by  any  train  dispatching  system.  So  long 
as  but  one  engine  at  a  time  is  operated  no  trouble  can  arise  from  the  present 
system  of  handling  trains,  but  in  the  event  of  operating  more  than  one  engine 
some  system  of  directing  trains  from  a  central  point,  or  better  still,  some 
system  of  positive  block  signaling  should  be  put  in  use. 

The  railroad  company  has  apparently  endeavored  to  carry  out  the  recom- 
mendation of  last  year's  report  with  the  exception  of  numbering  the  bridges, 
open  culverts,  and  cattle  passes,  which  has  not  yet  been  done. 

There  are  no  railway  crossings  at  grade. 
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Recommendations:  That  in  renewing  the  wooden  stringers  of  bridges   the 

Sieces  making  up  a  stringer  be  spaced  an  inch  or  more  apart  laterally  as  a 
etter  preventive  against  fire  and  decay,  and  that  in  the  longer  structures 
there  be  but  one  joint  over  each  bearing  point  or  cap,  and  that  no  corbels 
be  used  under  bridge  stringers;  that  no  small  blocking  be  used  in  trestle 
abutments  and  bent  foundations  and  bridge  seats,  and  where  any  such  exist 
they  be  replaced  at  once  by  work  of  more  permanent  character.

CATSKILL  MOUNTAIN  RAILWAY. 

Inspected  July  1,  2,  1909.    Last  previous  inspection  June  20,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Catskill  Mountain  railway 
and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

This  line  is  single-track  and  narrow  or  3-feet  gauge.  It  extends  from 
Catskill  Landing  on  the  Hudson  river,  village  of  Catskill,  to  Palenville,  at 
the  foot  of  the  Catskill  mountains,  15.75  miles,  and  from  Cairo  Junction 
on  the  main  line  to  Cairo  (Cairo  branch),  3.77  miles;  also  a  branch  about 
a-quarter  of  a  mile  long  from  Otis  Junction,  foot  of  Otis  Elevating  railway, 
to  the  main  line  at  a  point  about  2  miles  east  of  Palenville.  Total  length 
of  main  track,  19.77  miles;  and  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks,  1.86  miles.  The 
curvature  is  heavy,  perhaps  85  per  cent  of  the  length  being  curved,  the  maxi- 
mum being  about  30  degrees.  Maximum  grade  of  main  line  125  feet  per  mile, 
and  of  Cairo  branch  135  feet  per  mile.  The  railroad  is  good  as  to  width  and 
slopes,  and  is  well  drained. 

There  is  a  bridge  at  Catskill,  carrying  an  overhead  street,  which  actually 
forms  a  tunnel;  it  is  brick  lined  and  in  good  condition.  There  are  5  iron 
bridges,  of  a  total  length  of  1145  feet;  3  of  these  are  within  two  miles 
(west)  of  Catskill,  and  are  440  feet,  295  feet,  and  240  feet  long,  respectively, 
each  having  wooden  track  stringers  4  ft.  by  4  x  14  in.  The  masonry  is 
generally  good  and  the  painting  fair.  Guard  timbers  and  guard-rails  in  fair 
condition.  The  wooden  bridges  and  trestles  are  6  in  number,  from  12  to  IS 
ft.  in  length,  having  a  total  length  of  about  93  feet.  They  are  in  good  con- 
dition. One  overhead  bridge,  carrying  highway,  about  14  ft.  clear:  the  West 
Shore  has  a  bridge  directly  over  this  one,  and  the  raising  of  the  highway 
to  clear  would  be  expensive  if  at  all  possible;  it  will  probably  clear  men  on 
top  of  the  box  cars  used  on  the  Catskill  Mountain  railway.  The  arch  and 
box  culverts  and  pipe  drains  are  in  good  condition  and  free  from  accumula- 
tions tliat  would  tend  to  obstruct  the  passage  of  water  through  them. 

Both  yellow  pine  and  chestnut  cross-ties  are  used,  size  6  x  8  in.  x  6  ft.  long. 
They  are  laid  plentifully,  as  many  as  3000  per  mile  in  some  places.  The 
spiking  is  full.  Apparently  sufficient  renewals  for  the  season  are  now  in 
progress. 

The  rail  weighs  40-lbs.  per  yard  and  is  fastened  by  angle  and  Fish  plates 
and  continuous  joints  17  in.  to  18  in.  long  with  4  bolts.  The  bolting  is  full 
and  in  good  condition.  Some  shoulder  tie-plates  are  being  used.  Split 
switches  with  rigid  switch  stands  are  used ;  the  stands  are  provided  with 
switch  lamps.  Stiff  rail  frogs  are  used.  Ballast  is  gpravel,  with  sufficient 
amount  to  preserve  fair  line  and  surface.  The  section  force  consists  of  3 
gangs,  a  total  of  3  foremen  and  26  men;  the  gangs  are  provided  with  the 
necessary  safety  appliances  for  protecting  their  work  against  approaching 
trains. 

The  right  of  way  is  fenced  and  clean.  No  mile-posts  provided.  There  are 
26  highway  crossings  at  grade,  planked  and  provided  with  crossing-signs  and 
whistling-posts.    There  are  68  private  crossings  at  grade. 

There  are  6  stations,  in  good  repair  and  well  kept. 

Operation  is  by  means  of  fixed  rules;  no  method  of  train  despatching  from 
ft  central  point,  or  block  signaling,  is  in  use. 
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It  would  seem  that  the  company  has  endeavored  to  carry  out  the  recom- 
mendations of  last  year's  report,  except  as  to  the  numbering  of  bridges, 
cattle  passes,  and  other  openings,  and  that  the  road  has  been  fairly  and 
safely  maintained. 

Recommendations:  That  in  renewing  the  wooden  stringers  of  bridges  the 
pieces  composing  a  stringer  be  spaced  an  inch  or  more  apart  laterally,  as 
better  preventive  against  fire  and  decay;  that  no  corbels  under  stringers  be 
used  where  they  can  be  avoided,  and  where  unavoidable,  corbels  of  one  piece 
be  used;  especially  are  these  remarks  as  to  stringers  and  corbels  applicable 
to  the  three  long  bridges  west  of  Catskill.  In  the  operation  of  this  road  no 
method  of  train  dispatching  from  a  central  point  is  used,  nor  is  there  any 
form  of  block  signaling  in  use;  the  fixed  rules  of  the  company  are  depended 
upon  to  cover  all  situations  in  train  movements.  Some  system  of  central 
control  or  a  block  system  should  be  provided.  It  is  suggested  that  a  train 
register  be  put  in  use  at  Cairo  Junction,  and  that  all  trains  register  there. 
Such  record  would  inform  conductors  and  enginemen  of  the  situation  of 
trains  relative  to  that  point,  and  whether  trains  that  were  due  there  had 
passed,  and  at  what  time,  etc.  As  a  suggestion  in  the  way  of  block  signaling 
the  line  at  a  comparatively  small  cost,  attention  is  called  to  the  electric  train 
staff:  this  is  an  electrically  worked  apparatus  which  may  be  operated  by 
the  trainmen  without  delay  to  the  train,  and  is  an  absolute  block.

CENTBAL  NEW  ENGLAND  BAILWAT. 

Inspected  June  7,  8,  0,  1909.  Last  previous  inspection  May  25,  26,  27, 
28,  1908. 

To  the  Puhlio  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

GENTLEMEN:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  various  lines  owned  and 
operated  by  the  Central  New  England  Railway  Company  in  this  State,  and 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  main  line  extends  in  this  State  from  the  Connecticut- State  line  to 
Campbell  Hall,  74.41  miles,  with  10.37  miles  of  second  track  and  approxi- 
mately 37  miles  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  the  KhineclifT  division  from 
Boston  Corners  to  Rhineeliff,  35.30  miles,  and  from  Silvernails  to  Rhinecliff 
Junction,  3.37  miles,  single  track,  and  has  approximately  6  miles  of  sidings 
and  yard  tracks;  the  East  Stanfordville  division  from  West  Pine  Plains  to 
Poughkeepsie  and  Eastern  Junction,  23.20  miles,  single  track,  with  2.40 
miles  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  the  Hopewell  branch  from  Poughkeepsie 
Junction  to  Hopewell,  12.40  miles,  with  2.90  miles  of  second  main  track  and 
4.20  miles  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  the  Newburgh,  Dutchess  and  Con- 
necticut division  from  Dutchess  Junction  to  the  Connecticut-State  line  near 
Millerton,  54.34  miles,  and  from  VVicopee  Junction  to  Fishkill  Landing,  1.65 
miles,  single  track,  with  18.50  miles  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  the  Hospital 
branch  from  North  street,  Poughkeepsie,  to  the  New  York  State  Hospital 
and  a  connection  with  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad,  2.20 
miles,  single  track;  the  sidings  are  included  in  mileage  given  for  main  line 
sidings,  and  this  branch  is  practically  a  siding,  although  a  passenger  car 
and  locomotive  operate  over  a  piece  of  it  between  the  State  Hospital  and 
North  street;  it  is  fairly  well  graded;  some  tie  renewals  are  needed,  and 
tae  rail  is  somewhat  worn  but  is  operated  over  very  carefully.  There  is  one 
quite  extensive  trestle  consisting  of  48  framed  bents;  it  is  getting  old;  quite 
an  amount  of  repairs  has  been  made  on  it  since  the  last  inspection,  but  it  is 
not  in  very  good  condition,  and  should  be  renewed  or  filled  in  the  near 
future.  This  piece  of  road  is  not  referred  to  further  in  this  report.  There 
has  been  practically  no  change  in  the  general  alignment,  grades,  and  curves 
since  last  inspection. 

The  road  is  generally  well  graded  and  drainage  very  good.  Considerable 
widening  of  cuts  and  cleaning  of  ditches  has  been  done  on  the  main  line, 
and  extensive  grading  for  second  main  track  is  now  in  progress  between 
Modena  and  Saint  Elmo,  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Modena  the  grading  has  been 
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completed  and  the  second  track  laid.  Between  Poughkeepsie  bridge  and  High- 
land on  the  main  line  there  are  wet  cuts,  mainly  through  rock,  where  there 
is  not  room  for  proper  ditching;  there  is  also  one  cut  on  the  East  Stanford- 
ville  division,  east  of  Poughkeepsie  and  Eastern  Junction,  where  the  ditches 
are  partially  filled.  A  little  additional  ditching  is  also  needed  on  the  New- 
burgh,  Dutchess  and  Connecticut  division  near  the  summit.  With  these 
exceptions  the  roadway  is  very  well  drained. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  of  the  main  line  are  generally  in  good  condition 
and  have  fair  masonry;  No.  90A,  however,  is  rather  light,  and  is  supported 
on   bents   pending    renewal.     Quite   a   number  of   bridges   need   paintinj^    to 
prevent    injury    from   rust.     The   ties    and    guard    timbers   are  of   standard 
dimensions    and    well    maintained;    practically    all    have    inside    guard-rails. 
On  the  RhineclitT  division  many  of  the  bridges  are  practically  new  and  up 
to  modern  standard;   the  masonry  is  generally  good;   one  T  abutment,  how- 
ever, of  No.  207  shows  indications  of  jfailure  and  needs  attention.     The  ties 
and   guard   timbers   are  standard   and    properly   maintained.     Inside  guard- 
rails are  maintained  on   the  longer  ones  and   are  to  be  put  on  the  others. 
On  the  East  Stanfordville  division  many  of  the  bridges  are  light,  especially 
No9.  98A,  98B,  lOlA,  104A,  106A,  106B,  and   107A.     Nos.  98B,   104A,  106A, 
106B,  and  107A  are  especially  poor;  several  years  ago  there  were  new  mem- 
bers put  in  with  the  idea  of  strengthening  them,  but  in  my  opinion  no  benefit 
has  been  derived  from  that  operation,  as  the  additional  members  can  not  be 
adjusted  to  work  in  unison  with  the  original  members.     Only  two  trains  a 
day  operate  over  the  portion  of  this  division  where  these  bridges  are   and 
only  very  light  motive  power  is  used.     I  can  see  no  change  in  the  condition 
of  those  structures  from  the  time  of  the  last  inspection,  but  I  do  not  consider 
them  in  safe  condition;  and  if  that  portion  of  the  road  is  not  to  be  aban- 
doned the  bridges  should  be  replaced  promptly.     The  masonry  is  generally  in 
good  condition,  ties  and  guard  timbers  standard  and  in  good  repair.     Inside 
guard-rails  are  maintaincS  on  the  longer  ones.    The  bridges  on  the  Hopewell 
branch  are  in  good  condition,  except  that  most  of  them  would  be  benefited 
by  an  additional  coat  of  paint.     The  masonry  is  good.    Two  additional  spans 
have  been  added  to  No.  50A,  replacing  a  timber  trestle.    The  ties  and  guard 
timbers  are  of  standard  dimensions,  well  maintained,  and  inside  guard-rails 
maintained  on  all.     The  bridges  of  the  Newburgh,  Dutchess  and  Connecticut 
division   are   generally   in  good   condition,   although   new   paint  would   be  a 
benefit  to  several;   some  have  been  re-painted  since  last  inspection.     Bridges 
Nos.  412B,  423A,  434C,  434D,  and  454B  are  too  light  and  should  be  strength- 
ened or  replaced. 

There  are  no  wooden  span  bridges  remaining  in  the  roadway;  those  for 
overhead  highway  and  farm  crossings  are  properly  maintained,  and  all  less 
than  21  feet  above  the  track  are  protected  by  warning  signals  in  good  con- 
dition. There  are  5  pile  trestle  structures  remaining  in  the  main  line  road- 
way, 11  in  the  Rhinecliflf  division,  2  in  the  East  Stanfordville  division,  8  in 
the  Hopewell  branch,  and  4  in  the  Newburgh,  Dutchess  and  Connecticut 
division;  all  are  of  standard  construction  and  in  good  repair.  The  stone 
and  concrete  arch  and  box  culverts  are  generally  in  from  fiir  to  good 
condition  and  arrangements  are  made  for  repairing  or  rebuilding  where 
necessary.     The  iron-pipe  culverts  are  in  good  condition. 

The  standard  cross-ties  are  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  in  length,  and  are  laid  at  the 
rate  of  2816  to  the  mile  of  track;  about  90  per  cent  of  them  are  chestnut  and 
10  per  cent  oak.  They  are  in  much  improved  condition;  approximately  10 
per  cent  of  renewals  will  be  needed  this  season;  they  are  fairly  well  spaced 
and  full  spiked. 

In  the  main  line  main  tracks  15.97  miles  arc  laid  with  60-lb.,  46.56  miles 
with  70-lb.,  7  miles  with  79-lb.,  13.05  miles  with  80-lb.,  and  2.20  miles  with 
100-lb.  steel  rail;  the  60-lb.,  a  portion  of  the  70-lb.,  and  all  the  80-  and 
100-lb.  rails  are  connected  by  angle  plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts;  the 
remainder  of  the  70-lb.  bv  angle  plates  .36  in.  in  length  with  6  bolts,  and 
the  79-lb.  by  angle  plates  30  in.  in  length  with  6  bolts:  the  60-lb.  rail  is  some- 
what worn  and  is  to  be  replaced  with  heavier  rail  in  the  near  future;  the 
other  rail  is  generally  in  good  condition;  quite  an  amount  of  80-lb.  rail  has 
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been  recently  laid  west  of  Poughkeepsie  and  is  to  be  continued  to  Maybrook; 
the  100-lb.  rail  is  new  and  is  laid  in  both  tracks  across  the  Poughkeepsie 
bridge.  The  Rhinecliff  division  has  21.50  miles  laid  with  60-lb.,  and  the 
remainder,  17.17  miles,  with  70-lb.  steel  rail;  the  60-lb.  rails  are  connected 
by  angle  plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts,  the  70-lb.  partly  by  angle  plates 
24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts  and  partially  by  Fisher  joints;  the  60-lb.  rail  is 
somewhat  worn,  and  on  that  rail  a  few  cracked  angle  plates  were  observed; 
the  70-lb.  rail  is  in  from  fair  to  good  condition.  The  East  Stanfordville 
division  is  laid  entirely  wita  70-lb.  steel  rail  connected  by  Fisher  joints;  the 
rail  is  in  very  fair  condition  and  the  joints  properly  cared  for.  The  Hopewell 
branch  has  12.40  miles  laid  with  70-lb.  and  the  remainder,  2.00  miles,  with 
80-lb.  steel  rail;  the  80-lb.  and  a  portion  of  the  70-lb.  rails  are  connected  by 
angle  plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts,  and  the  remainder  of  the  70-lb.  by 
angle  plates  30  in.  in  length  with  6  bolts;  the  80-lb.  rail  is  new;  the  70-lb.  is 
somewhat  worn  and  renewals  are  being  made  aa  necessary;  all  the  connec- 
tions are  full  bolted  and  bolts  tight.  The  Newburgh,  Dutchess  and  Connec- 
ticut division  has  42.69  miles  laid  with  60-lb.  and  the  remainder,  13  miles, 
with  70-lb.  steel  rail;  the  60-lb.  and  a  portion  of  the  70-lb.  rails  are  con- 
nected by  angle  plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts,  and  the  remainder  of 
the  70-lb.  by  angle  plates  36  in.  in  length  with  6  bolts;  the  rail  is  in  fair 
condition  for  the  light  traffic;  all  connections  full  bolted  and  bolts  tight. 

All  main-track  switches,  with  the  exception  of  one  3-throw  stub  switch  on 
the  Rhinecliff  branch  at  Red  Hook,  are  split  point  and  have  mainly  rigid 
stands;  there  are  automatic  stands  on  the  Hopewell  branch  and  a  few  else- 
where; all  have  targets.  Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for 
danger  and  green  for  safety;  yellow  is  used  for  caution.  Spring  rail  frogs 
are  used  with  all  the  heavier  rail  and  with  most  of  the  lighter  rail;  on  a 
portion  of  the  lighter  rail  the  frogs  are  rigid;  all  are  in  good  condition. 
Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  where  their  use  appears  necessary,  and 
have  proper  targets. 

The  tracks  are  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders  in  light  to  medium 
quantity.  A  steam  shovel  is  now  working  in  a  gravel  pit  at  Pine  Plains,  and 
arrangements  are  made  for  doing  extensive  re-ballasting  this  season,  com* 
mencing  on  main  line  at  westerly  end.  The  alignment  and  surfacing  of  the 
tracks  are  from  fair  to  good,  and  the  outer  rail  on  curves  is  properly  ele- 
vated for  the  speed  at  which  the  trains  are  scheduled.  The  sections  of  the 
main  line  are  5%  miles  in  length  and  the  force  employed  on  each  consists  of 
a  foreman  and  4  laborers;  on  the  Rhinecliff  division,  7^/^  miles  in  length,  with 
the  same  amount  of  section  force;  on  the  East  Stanfordville  division,  7  miles 
in  length,  and  the  force  employed  on  each  a  foreman  and  2  laborers;  on  the 
Hopewell  Branch,  4.15  miles  in  length,  and  on  each  section  the  force  consists 
of  a  foreman  and  3  laborers;  on  the  Newburgh,  Dutchess  and  Connecticut  divi- 
sion, 5  miles  in  length,  and  the  force  employed  on  each  a  foreman  and  4 
laborers.  Each  gang  is  provided  with  flags  and  lanterns  for  protecting  its 
work,  and  all  portions  of  the  road  are  patrolled  daily  by  some  member  of  the 
section  force. 

The  following  roads  are  crossed  at  grade:  two  tracks  of  the  Harlem  rail- 
road by  the  main  line  at  Boston  Corners:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  gates, 
and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  One 
track  of  the  Harlem  railroad  by  the  Newburgh,  Dutchess  and  Connecticut 
division  at  Millerton:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  gates,  and  all  trains  are 
required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  One  track  of  the  Newburgh, 
Dutchess  and  Connecticut  division  by  the  Hopewell  branch  at  Hopewell  Junc- 
tion: protected  by  a  modern  and  complete  interlocking  plant.  One  track  of 
the  Fishkill  Electric  railway  by  the  Newburgh,  Dutchess  and  Connecticut 
division  at  Matteawan:  there  are  no  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the 
electric  railroad  and  the  copper  trough  over  the  trolley  wire  is  too  short. 
One  track  of  the  Poughkeepsie  City  and  Wappinger  Falls  Electric  railway 
by  the  Hospital  branch  on  North  street,  and  by  a  wye  connecting  that  branch 
with  the  Main  line  on  Parker  avenue,  Poughkeepsie:  at  neither  crossing  are 
there  derails  or  protection  over  the  trolley  wire;  the  conductors  of  the  elec- 
tric road  are  required  to  pilot  their  cars  across  the  tracks  of  the  steam 
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railroad.  The  only  interlocking  plants  maintained  are  at  the  connection  of 
the  Hopewell  branch  with  the  main  line  and  the  east  end  of  the  double  track 
at  Poughkeepsie  Junction,  and  at  the  crossing  of  the  Newburgh,  Dutchess  and 
Connecticut  division  by  the  Hopewell  branch  at  Hopewell  Junction:  these 
plants  are  in  proper  condition. 

The  right  of  way  is  fairly  clean;  there  is  a  little  small  brush  on  the  main 
line  east  of  Pine  Plains,  also  on  the  Rhinecliff  division;  there  are  no  trees 
remaining  nor  brush  left  along  the  track.  The  fences  are  mainly  of  wire; 
they  are  in  good  condition  on  the  Xewburgh,  Dutchess  and  Connecticut  line ; 
on  the  other  lines,  although  the  condition  is  somewhat  improved,  additional 
repairs  are  necessary. 

The  highway  crossings  are  well  graded  and  planking  properly  maintained ; 
attention  was  directed  to  a  few  where  trees  and  rubbish  outside  the  company's 
right  of  way  interfered  to  some  extent  with  the  view  of  approaching  trains, 
and  request  was  made  that  wherever  the  necessary  permission  could  be 
obtained  this  brush  be  removed.  The  crossing-signs  are  of  various  designs: 
diamond,  triangular,  finger-board,  and  banner  form  being  used;  they  are 
properly  located;  a  few  were  observed,  and  attention  directed  to  them,  that 
needed  painting.  Metallic  slat  cattle-guards,  in  good  condition,  are  main- 
tained at  each  boundary  of  the  highways  crossed  at  grade  on  the  line  of  the 
Newburgh,  Dutchess  and  Connecticut  division,  and  at  most  of  the  crossings 
on  other  lines;  some  crossings,  however,  are  without  cattle-guards.  Five 
highway  crossings  of  the  main  line  are  protected  by  flagmen  and  1  by  an 
electric  bell;  1  of  the  Rhinecliff  division  by  a  flagman  and  1  by  an  electric 
bell;  1  of  the  East  Stanfordville  division  by  a  flagman;  2  of  the  Hopewell 
branch  by  flagmen  and  3  by  electric  bells;  4  of  the  Newburgh,  Dutchess  and 
Connecticut  division  by  flagmen  and  1  by  flagman  and  gates;  the  remainder 
of  the  highway  crossings  are  protected  by  crossing-signs  only. 

The  movements  of  trains  on  all  the  lines  are  governed  by  the  telegraphic 
train  order  system,  and  there  are  semaphore  signals  placed  at  each  telegraph 
station  to  stop  trains  for  orders  when  necessary.  Arrangements  are  made 
for  putting  in  the  manual  controlled  block  system  from  Highland  to  May- 
brook,  supplemented  by  automatic  electric  block  signals  between  stations. 

The  station  buildings  at  very  many  places  are  small,  but  apparently  suffi- 
cient for  the  requirements;  they  are  generally  in  fair  repair,  although  very 
many  of  them  are  badly  in  need  of  painting.  The  sanitary  conditions  are 
very  good,  waiting  rooms  clean,  time-tables  are  posted,  and  water  for  drink- 
ing provided;  water  barrels  are  kept  filled  and  fire  buckets  are  in  all  sta- 
tions, and  fire  extinguishers  at  the  more  important  ones,  as  protection  against 
fire.  The  platforms  are  of  plank  and  gravel  and  in  fair  condition.  The  sta- 
tion employees  are  uniformed,  and  wear  a  badge  indicating  employment. 

Since  the  last  inspection  about  20  per  cent  of  the  cross- ties  on  35  miles  of 
the  main  line  have  been  renewed,  and  on  the  balance  of  the  main  line  and  all 
the  other  lines  approximately  10  per  cent.  In  the  main  line  track  ^  mile 
of  worn  70-lb.  rail  has  been  replaced  with  79-lb.  rail,  and  5.03  miles  of  60-  and 
66-lb.  rail  with  70-lb.  relayer  rail;  in  that  of  the  Hopewell  Branch  0.35  mile 
of  70-lb.  steel  rail  has  been  laid,  replacing  worn  70-lb.  rail.  6.50  miles  of 
main  line  have  been  re-ballasted  with  gravel  and  3  with  cinders;  1.25  miles 
of  the  Rhinecliff  division  with  gravel;  light  repairs  have  been  made  to  the 
ballast  of  the  Hopewell  Branch ;  1  mile  of  the  Newburgh,  Dutchess  and  Con- 
necticut division  has  been  re-ballasted  with  gravel  and  0.50  mile  with  cinders. 
Bridge  No.  706  of  the  main  line  has  been  replaced  with  3  runs  of  36-in.  cast- 
iron  pipe  and  filling;  No.  101 B,  a  timber  trestle  418  feet  in  length,  has  been 
replaced  with  a  60-ft.  span  of  steel  bridge  on  concrete  masonry  and  a  concrete 
arch  culvert  and  filling;  on  the  Rhinecliff  division,  bridge  No.  206A  has  been 
replaced  with  48-in.  iron  pipe  and  filling,  and  No.  207B,  wooden  stringers, 
with  I-beam  stringers;  on  the  Hopewell  branch,  bridge  No.  105A  has  had 
126  ft.  of  trestle  bridge  replaced  with  two  60-ft.  spans  of  latticed  girders 
on  timber  bents;  on  the  main  line.  No.  89A,  a  timber  trestle,  has  been  re- 
placed with  solid  rail  top  culvert;  on  the  Rhinecliff  division,  bridge  No.  78A 
has  had  new  floor;  two  safety  platforms  have  been  built  on  bridge  No.  203C 
at  Jackson  Corners;  ties,  stringers,  and  guard  timbers  have  been  renewed  on 
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No8.  204A   and   205A;   inside  guard-rails   placed  on  bridges   Nos.  S6A,  86B, 
87 A,  eSA,  208A,   218A,   and   220A;    on   the   Newburgh,   Dutchess   and   Con- 
necticut division,  bridge  No.  407 A  has  had  new  ties  and  guard-rail;  No.  408A, 
new  floor;  No.  421B,  floor  repaired,  abutments  braced,  and  inside  guard-rail 
laid;   bridge  No.  435(B,  bents  braced,  and  inside  guard-rail  laid;   bridge  No. 
4356,  bents  repaired;  inside  guard-rails  laid  on  bridges  No.  422A,  429A,  and 
441A;  floor  to  bridge  No.  44^  repaired;  new  ties  and  guard  timbers  put  on 
Nos.  447A  and  456A;  No.  458A,  two  lengths  of  castiron  pipe  put  in  and  head 
walls  built;  No.  458G,  77  spans  of  wooden  trestle,  about  half  filled,  extensive 
riprapping  done  to  protect  the  foot  of  embankments  from  tides,  and  extensive 
repairs  made  on   the   remaining   portions  of  the   trestle;    necessary  repairs 
have  been  made  to  ties  and  guard  timbers  of  other  bridges,  trestles,  open 
culverts,  and  cattle  passes,  and  7  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  in  the  main 
line  and  3   in  the  Newburgh.  Dutchess  and  Connecticut  division  have  been 
replaced  with  iron-pipe  and  fllling;  on  the  Rhinecliff  division,  the  abutments  to 
bridge  No.  81 A  have  been  extensively  repaired  and  extensive  protection  to 
bridges  Nos.  201 A  and  202 A  done  by  riprapping;   open  culverts  and  cattle 
passes  Nos.  700  and  8 IB  on  the  RhineclifT  division  have  been  made  rail  top 
culverts   and    the  opening  to   grade   eliminated.     New  buildings   have  been 
erected   as  follows:  New   station   buildings  on  the  main   line  at   Halstead's 
and  West  Hibernia;  new  Are  engine  house,  new  buildings  for  repair  depart- 
ment, new  boiler  room  for  shops,  and  new  transfer  platform  800  feet  in  length 
and  20  feet  in  width,  together  with  an  oflice  building,  at  Maybrook;  on  the 
Newburgh,  Dutchess  and  Connecticut  division,  new  ice  house,  sand  house,  and 
outside  toilet  built,  at  Millerton;  necessary  repairs  have  also  been  made  to 
station  and  other  building!^,  and  several  of  them  re- pain  ted;  4  bridges  of  the 
main  line,  4  of  the  KhineclifT  division,   and  4  of  the  Newburgh,  Dutchess 
and  Connecticut  division,  have  been  re-painted;  3.08  miles  of  main  line  fence 
have   been   rebuilt   and    12.34   miles  extensively   repaired:    on   the   Rhinecliff 
division,  0.48  mile  of  new  fence  built  and  0.75  mile  repaired;  on  the  Newburgh, 
Dutchess  and   Connecticut  division,  2.11   miles  of  new  fence  built  ajid  6.30 
miles  repaired;   4.05   miles  of  additional  second  main  track  have  been  con- 
structed and  put  in  operation  near  the  westerly  end  of  the  main  line,  and 
2.90  miles  of   second   main   track  on   the  Hopewell  branch,  and  work   is  in 
progress  to  extend   the  second  main  track  in  each  case;   4.50  miles  of  new 
receiving  yard  tracks  have  been  put  in  and  an  extensive  classification  yard 
is   being   constructed   at   Maybrook;    a   new   connection   has   beeh   constructed 
between   the  main  line  and  East  Stanfordville  station  at  Stanfordville,  865 
feet  in  length.    Quite  extensive  additions  to  and  changes  in  tracks  have  been 
made  at  very  many  of  the  stations  on  the  various  lines,  and  the  condition  of 
the  road  generally  improved. 

Reciymmendaiions :  Ihat  better  ditches  be  made  between  Poughkeepsie 
bridge  and  Highland  on  the  main  line,  in  the  clay  cut  east  of  Poughkeepsie 
on  the  East  Stanfordville  division,  and  on  the  Newburgh,  Dutchess  and 
Connecticut  division  near  the  summit;  that  repairs  to  or  renewal  of  the 
Abutment  to  bridge  No.  207  on  the  Rhinecliff  division  be  made;  that  the  very 
light  bridges  Nos.  98A,  08B,  101  A,  104A,  106A,  106B,  and  107A  of  the  East 
Stanfordville  division  be  proniptlv  renewed  if  that  line  is  not  to  be  abandoned; 
that  bridges  Nos.  412B,  423A/4.34C,  434D,  and  454B  on  the  Newburgh, 
Dutchess  and  Connecticut  division,  all  of  which  are  light,  be  replaced:  that 
necessary  painting  of  bridges  be  done  to  prevent  injury  from  rust;  that  the 
timber  trestle  on  the  Hospital  branch  be  either  rebuilt,  extensively  repaired, 
or  filled;  that  about  10  per  cent  of  the  cross-ties  be  renewed  this  season  on 
all  lines ;  that  necessary  renewal  be  made  of  worn  rail,  and  the  remainder  of 
the  Fisher  joints  be  replaced  with  a  better  connection;  that  extensive  repairs 
be  made  to  ballast,  especially  on  the  line  of  the  Poughkeepsie  and  Eastern 
railway;  that  the  brush  on  the  right  of  way  near  the  east  end  of  the  main 
line  and  on  the  portions  of  the  Rhinecliff  division  be  cut  and  removed;  that 
necessary  repairs  be  made  to  fencing,  and  that  wherever  permission  can  be 
obtained  the  small  brush  which  is  outside  the  company's  right  of  way  in 
the  vicinity  of  highways  and  obstructs  the  view,  be  removed;  that  dim 
crossing  signs  be  painted;  that  necessary  repairs  be  made  to  station  build- 
ings, and  those  on  which  paint  is  poor  be  re-painted. 
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With  regard  to  the  recommendations  made  in  the  last  previous  inspection 
report,  quite  extensive  widening  of  cuts  and  cleaning  of  ditx^hes  have    been 
done;   a  little  more  cleaning  of  ditches   is   needed;    nothing  has  been    done 
to  the  light  bridges  referred  to  on  tlie  £a8t  Stanfordville  division,  but   only 
two  trains   per  day   are  now  operated  over   this   line   and  only  very    lig^bt 
motive  power  is  used;  considerable  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  trestle   on 
the   Hospital   branch:    more  are  needed;    quite  extensive   repairs   have    been 
made  to  other  bridges  and  trestles  to  which  attention  was  directed;   inside 
guard-rails  were  put  on  most  of  the  bridges  and  trestles  and  arrangements 
made  for  putting  them  on  all,  and  in  many  cases  rails  are  already  delivered 
for  that  purpose;  quite  extensive  renewals  of  cross-ties  were  made,  and  mucli 
worn  rail  replaced;  new  angle  plates  were  put  in,  in  place  of  cracked  one^ 
on  the  Rhinecliff  division:   others,  however,  have  since  cracked;  loose  bolts 
were  made  tight;  a  large  proportion  of  the  Fisher  joints  were  replaced  with 
angle  plates,  and  arrangements  made  for  replacing  more;  targets  have  been 
put  on  the  stands  of  derailing  switches;    some  repairs   have  been  made    to 
ballast;  considerable  new  fence  has  been  built  and  quite  extensive  repair! n^^ 
done;  some  additional  cattle  guards  have  also  been  put  in.

CHAMPLAIN   AND  ST.   LAWEENCE  RAILBOAD. 

Inspected  December  9,  1909.     Last  previous  inspection  November  9,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commiation,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  inspected  the  Champlain  and  St.  Lawrence  railroad 
and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  line  extends  from  Rouses  Point,  where  it  connects  with  the  Delaware 
and  Hudson  railroad,  to  the  United  States-Canada  boundary,  a  distance  of 
1.21  miles,  where  it  joins  the  Grand  Trunk  railway  of  which  it  forms  a  part; 
it  has  about  2  miles  of  yard  and  side-tracks,  all  of  which  are  included  in 
Rouses  Point  yard.  The  line  is  practically  straight,  there  being  but  one 
curve,  about  3  degrees,  located  in  Rouses  Point  yard.  The  grades  are  level. 
The  entire  roadbed  is  on  a  fill.  There  are  no  bridges.  There  are  2  open 
culverts  or  waterways,  each  about  12  ft.  long  over  all,  and  1  cattle-pass, 
all  in  fair  condition.     The  section  force  is  a  foreman  and  6  men. 

The  cross-ties  are  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  long,  laid  2998  per  mile;  they  are  nearly 
all  cedar,  well  spiked  and  in  good  condition.  The  ballast  is  gravel,  good 
quality  and  quantity.  The  rail  is  79  lbs.  per  yard,  fastened  with  4-hole,  24-in. 
angle  splices,  and  in  good  condition.  Split  point  switches  and  automatic 
switch  stands  provided  with  target  signals  and  lights;  spring  rail  frogs;  all 
in  good  condition. 

The  alignment  and  surface  are  good.  There  are  no  grade  crossings  of  rail- 
roads or  interlocking  plants. 

The  right  of  way  is  fenced  and  in  good  condition.  There  are  no  highway 
crossings. 

There  are  no  stations;  that  at  RoUvSes  Point  is  in  Delaware  and  Hudson 
territory. 

The  repairs  and  improvements  are  to  the  extent  of  keeping  the  property  in 
good  condition;  and  there  are  no  recommendations. 

The  recommendations  of  the  last  previous  annual  report  seem  to  have  been 
carried  out.

CONNECTING  TERMINAL  BAIUtOAD.

To  the  Public  Service  Comrmission,  Second  District: 

GENTLEMEN:   I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Connecting  Terminal  rail- 
road and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Connecting  Terminal  railroad  consists  of  a  series  of  switching  tracks 
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located  on  what  is  known  as  the  '^Island/'  in  BufTalo,  and  extends  from  a 
conueciion  with  the  track  of  Tiie  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  to  the 
grain  elevator  and  freight  houses  owned  by  the  Connecting  lermiiial  Rail- 
road C  ompaiiy.  There  is  about  one  mile  ot  main  switching  tracks  and  pos- 
sibly two  miles  of  storage  tracks  in  and  about  the  elevator  and  warehouses. 
Tlieie  are  no  bridge's,  trestles,  or  other  structures  in  the  roadway.  The  main 
tracks  are  laid  witii  various  weights  of  rail  connected  by  angle  and  Fish 
plates,  and  are  in  proper  condition  for  the  purpose  used;  ttierefore  no  recom- 
lueiidutioiis  appe.ir  necessary.

CRANBERRY   LAKE   RAILROAD. 

Inspected  September  30,   1909.     Last  previous  inspection  August   18,   1908. 

To  tlie  Public  tier  vice  Commisaion,  ^Second  District: 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Cranberry  Lake  railroad 
and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Cranberry  Lake  railroad,  a  single-track  line,  connects  with  the  Carthage 
and  Adirondack  branch  of  the  Rome,  VVatertown  and  Ogdensburg  railroad 
(operated  by  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company) 
at  Benson  Alines,  and  extends  to  VV'anakena,  a  distance  of  6  miles,  and  has 
about  1^2  miles  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  There  are,  however,  owned  and 
operated  by  the  lumber  company  to  which  the  railroad  belongs,  several  miles 
of  track  in  the  woods  beyond  Wanakena  for  bringing  timber  to  the  VVanakena 
mills  of  that  company;  those  tracks  are  frequently  changed  from  one  loca- 
tion to  another  as  the  wjrk  of  loading  the  logs  necessitates,  and  not  being 
the  property  of  the  railroad  company  I  did  not  inspect  them. 

The  road  is  considerably  crooked:  it  has  some  curves  of  10  to  12  degrees. 
The  grades  are  fairly  steep  and  somewhat  irregular;  the  maximum  is  about 
100  ft.  per  mile,  'ihe  cuts  and  embankments  are  generally  light;  some  of 
the  cuts  are  rather  narrow  to  admit  of  proper  ditching,  but  as  the  soil  is 
of  a  gravelly  nature  tite  water  gets  soaked  away  without  difficulty.  The 
embankments  are  of  good  width  and  proper  slopes. 

There  are  two  wooden  pony  truss  bridges  of  about  45  ft.  each  in  the  main 
line  roadway,  and  at  Wanakena,  on  a  branch  leading  to  the  mills,  there  are 
3  similar  bridges  of  about  40-ft.  span  each,  crossing  the  Oswegatchie  river. 
All  the  bridges  are  in  good  condition  and  of  sufficient  strength  and  are 
erected  on  concrete  masonry.  One  pier  to  the  bridge  on  the  branch  track  at 
Wanakena  has  settled  a  little  and  heavy  timber  bents  have  been  placed  on 
each  side  of  it,  making  it  secure.  Tliere  are  no  timber  trestles  remaining, 
'ihere  are  2  single  span  open  culverts,  and  3  consisting  of  from  3  to  4  spans 
each,  with  timber  blocking  in  phtce  of  bents;  they  are  all  low  structures  in 
swamps,  and  are  in  good  condition  throughout.  The  box  culverts  and  pipe 
drains  are  in  good  condition.  In  a  few  places  where  there  are  light  embank- 
ments in  swamps,  timber  box  culverts  are  used;  they  are  as  yet  sound. 

The  cross-ties  are  of  mixed  hemlock,  tamarack,  beech,  and  other  native  hard 
wood  timbers;  they  are  6  in.  in  thickness,  from  6  to  8  in.  face,  and  8  ft.  in 
length,  and  are  laid  at  the  rate  of  2816  to  the  mile  of  track.  They  are  in 
good  condition,  properly  spaced  and  full  spiked,  and  on  curves  double  spiked 
on  the  outer  side.  The  track  is  laid  with  60-lb.  steel  rail,  connected  by 
angle  plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts.  The  rail  is  somewhat  worn,  but 
is  in  very  fair  condition  for  the  light  traffic  and  moderate  speed  maintained. 
The  connections  are  full  bolted  and  bolts  tight.  The  main- track  switches  are 
split  point  and  have  rigid  stands  with  good  targets.  Switch  lamps  show  red 
light  for  danger  and  white  for  safety.  Tlie  frogs  are  rigid  and  in  proper 
condition.  No  sidings  were  observed  where  derailing  switches  appear  neces- 
sary. Tlie  track  is  fairly  ballasted  with  sand,  gravel,  and  ore  screenings. 
The  alignment  and  surfacing  of  the  track  are  good  and  the  outer  rail  on 
curves  properly  elevated. 

The  road  is  in  the  forest  for  practically  its  entire  length.  The  trees  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  track  have  been  cut;  some  small  brush,  however,  remains. 
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Fences  are  not  maintained  nor  apparently  necessary,  as  there  is  no  grazing 
land  about  the  road.  IVo  highways  are  crossed  at  grade,  and  in  each  case 
are  well  protected,  properly  planked,  and  protected  by  feigns  of  the  diamond 
form.  The  section  force  consists  of  a  foreman  and  troni  12  to  18  laborers, 
who  also  care  for  portions  of  the  track  in  the  woods  that  belong  to  the 
lumber  company. 

At  Benson  Mines  the  station  building  of  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdena- 
burg  Railroad  Company  is  used;  at  Wanakena  there  is  a  combination  station 
of  wood,  in  good  condition  and  properly  furnished. 

Since  the  last  inspection  considerable  has  been  done  toward  widening  the 
cuts  and  embankments  and  cleaning  the  ditches;  additional  ballast  has  been 
put  on,  and  the  alignment  and  surfacing  of  the  track  greatly  improved; 
necessary  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  wooden  structures  used  for  crossing 
small  streams. 

Recommendation:  That  additional  widening  of  the  narrow  cuts  be  done, 
and  ditches  cleaned.

DAN8VILLE   AND   MOUNT   MOBBIS  BAILBOAD. 

Inspected  July  31,  1909.     Last  previous  inspection  August  14,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  inspected  the  Dansville  and  Mount  Morris  railroad 
and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Dansville  and  Mount  Morris  railroad,  single  track,  extends  from 
Dansville  to  Mount  Morris,  where  it  connects  with  the  Erie  railroad  and  the 
Pennsylvania  railroad,  a  distance  of  14.6  miles,  and  has  a  yard  and  siding 
mileage  of  1.75  miles.  The  general  alignment  is  good,  consisting  of  long 
tangents,  and  with  the  exception  of  a  10  degree  curve  on  mile  5,  generally 
light  curvature.  The  maximum  grade  is  about  44  ft.  per  mile  for  2  miles, 
from  Dansville  north.  Tlie  line  lies  in  a  deep  valley,  much  of  it  in  swampy 
ground  little  above  the  water  level  of  the  natural  drainage,  and  therefore 
little  can  be  done  to  permanently  improve  the  general  drainage  conditions. 
On  the  whole,  the  cuts  and  embankments  and  the  surface  ditches  are  of  fair 
section. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  generally  in  good  condition,  the  exception 
in  their  design  being  the  guard  timbers,  which  are  of  too  small  cross-section 
and  which  should  be  replaced  with  heavier  timber  when  renewed.  There  are 
no  wooden  bridges.  The  timber  trestles  are  generally  in  fair  condition,  the 
exception  being  the  guard  timbers,  which  are  too  light  and  practically  the 
same  as  those  on  the  bridges.  There  are  no  arches;  the  box  and  pipe  culverts 
are  in  good  condition. 

The  cross-ties  are  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  long,  laid  2644  per  mile;  about  50  per 
cent  oak,  25  per  cent  yellow  pine,  and  25  per  cent  chestnut  and  cedar;  con- 
siderable tie  renewals  needed.  The  track  consists  of  2  miles  of  67-lb.  rail, 
1600  ft.  of  <60-lb.  rail,  and  the  balance  63-lb.  rail,  in  fair  condition  for  the 
present  speed  and  weight  of  power.  The  main-track  switches  are  split  point 
and  the  switch  stands  are  provided  with  targets.  Rigid  frogs  are  used.  The 
ballast  is  poor,  and  from  the  amount  of  weed  and  grass  growth  it  produces 
probably  contains  considerable  loam.  The  weed  and  grass  growth  must  add 
considerably  to  the  maintenance  cost  of  track,  as  it  tends  to  force  the  track 
out  of  line  and  surface  and  to  shorten  the  life  of  ties  by  inducing  rot.  The 
alignment  and  surfacing  are  but  fair,  partially  due  to  the  swampy  nature 
of  a  large  part  of  the  country  through  which  the  line  passes,  and  further 
aggravated  by  the  growth  of  grass  and  weeds  in  the  track.  The  sections 
are  7.5  miles  long,  with  a  total  of  5  men  per  section.  Flags  are  used  to 
protect  maintenance  operations,  and  each  foreman  inspects  his  section  daily. 
There  are  no  grade  crossings  of  railroads. 

The  right  of  way  is  in  fair  condition  considering  the  fact  that  the  nature 
of  the  country  is  such  as  to  produce  a  heavy  vegetable  growth.     Fences  are 
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generally  lacking  through  the  swampy  lands  and  apparently  are  not  needed 
there.  The  highway  crossings  are  in  good  condition,  their  approaches  being 
well  graded,  and  they  are  well  planked. 

Trains  are  operated  under  telegraphic  train  orders  andi  time  limit. 

The  station  at  Dansville  is  in  good  condition;  the  station  at  Sonyea  is  a 
small  log  cabin  building;  the  balance  are  simply  wayside  stations,  apparently 
all  that  is  needed  for  the  bu.siness;  the  station  of  the  Erie  railroad  at  Mount 
Morris  is  used. 

Recommendations:  That  during  next  season  an  increased  tie  renewal  be 
made;  the  8.7  per  cent  renewal  of  the  prc»<»nt  season  is  hardly  enough  and 
should  be  increased  to  at  least  10  per  cent  per  annum  during  the  next  two 
years;  the  rebuilding  of  about  420  rods  of  fence  and  repairing  of  about  400 
rods  more  during  the  past  season  has  put  the  fences  in  better  shape  than  they 
were  before,  but  at  least  a  thousand  rods  per  year  should  be  built  through  the 
tillable  lands,  until  the  whole  are  completely  fenced. 

The  recommendations  of  the  last  report  seem  to  have  been  largely  complied 
with,  except  the  one  in  reference  to  cattle-guards;  as  there  are  but  few  of 
these  crossings  the  cost  to  the  company  would  be  light,  and  it  is  recommended 
that  the  same  be  maintained.

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Delaware  and  Eastern  rail- 
way and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

This  line  extends  from  Arkville,  where  it  connects  with  the  Ulster  and 
Delaware  railroad,  to  East  Branch,  where  it  connects  with  the  New  Yoik, 
Ontario  and  Western  railway,  a  distance  of  37.52  miles,  and  from  Andes 
Junction  on  its  main  line  to  Andes,  8.39  miles;  total  main  track  45.91 
miles,  and  about  4.25  miles  of  yard  and  side  tracks.  All  standard  gauge. 
The  line  is  located  in  the  valley  of  the  east  branch  of  the  Delaware  river, 
and  as  it  follows  the  meanderings  of  that  stream  it  has  considerable  curva- 
ture, the  maximum  on  the  main  line  being  10  degrees,  at  Harvard,  and  that 
of  the  Andes  branch  12  degrees,  near  Andes.  The  maximum  grade  of  the 
main  line  is  a  short  stretch  near  Arkville,  approaching  the  Ulster  and 
Delaware  railroad,  and  is  48  ft.  per  mile;  the  Andes  branch  has  a  maximum 
grade  of  78.7  ft.  per  mile  for  nearly  its  entire  length.  The  line  is  not  fully 
developed  in  the  cross-section  of  either  its  cuts  or  its  embankments,  and 
especially  its  cuts;  the  effect  of  the  latter  condition  is  to  narrow  the 
ditches  and  interfere  with  the  local  drainage.  Most  of  the  cuts  require 
widening,  and  in  many  instances  flatter  slopes.  All  of  them  need  wider  and 
deeper  ditches.  Many  of  the  embankments  are  not  wide  enough  to  provide 
a  good  bed  for  the  ballast,  and  this  condition  no  doubt  adds  considerable 
to  the  cost  of  aligning  and  surfacing  the  track. 

The  metal  bridges  are  well  maintained  and  are  apparently  in  condition 
to  carry  the  weight  of  the  present  power.  If  much  heavier  power  is  used 
it  would  be  well  to  determine  in  advance  whether  the  girders  carrying  the 
loads  on  their  bottom  flanges  have  proper  floor  support  for  increas<»d 
weights.  Timber  trestles,  open  culverts,  and  cattle  passes  are  in  good  con- 
dition and  well  maintained.  The  arch,  box,  and  pipe  culverts  seem  in  good 
condition  and  free  of  obstructions  to  drainage. 

About  6000  cross-ties  in  the  main  tracks  should  be  renewed  tliis  season; 
generally  tlie  ties  in  the  track  are  well  spaced  and  spiked.  The  rail  w^eigb.s 
67  lbs.  per  yard  and  is  fastened  with  4-b{)lt  angle  splices,  fully  spiked  and 
bolted.  Split  switches  and  rigid  frogs  are  used;  switch  stands  have  tar- 
gets and  switch  lights.  There  are  no  derailing  switches.  The  ballast  is 
generally  gravel  and  at  some  points  not  in  full  quantity.  The  line  and  sur- 
face arc  not  good,  and   this  condition  is  due  much  more  to  poor  drainage 
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and  narrow  fills  than  to  anything  else.  Labor  spent  in  aligning  and  sur- 
facing track  tinder  the  conditions  existing  on  this  line  is  largely  Inst  aiKl 
had  much  better  be  used  in  sloping  and  drainage.  'J'he  fences  are  beiti^ 
repaired  and  considerable  new  fence  is  under  construction.  Much  of  tlie 
line  pa^i'^es  through  wild,  inountaimm.s  land,  with  (*teep  ^ide-hill  ciiL^«. 
makinff  fencing  difficult  if  indeed  it  is  at  all  needed.  Ihe  right  of  way 
generally  is  in  fair  condition. 

There  are  22  higliway  crohsiiigs*.  all  at  grade  and  in  fair  condition;  cattle- 
guards  are  being  put  in.  Xo  block  system  us^'d;  trains  are  moved  under 
the  time  limit  and  telegraphic  train  order  system.  The  stations  are  in 
good  condition  and  seem  to  be  ample  for  the  present  traffic. 

Many  of  the  bridge  structures  have  been  overhauled  this  season  and  cou> 
siderable   tie  renewals  made. 

Recommendations:  That  the  necessary  sloping  and  ditching  be  done,  and 
this  especially  applies  to  the  main  line;  that  the  toe  of  embankments  and 
side-hill  cuttings  where  they  end  in  the  Delaware  river  be  riprapped  or 
otherwise  secured  from  the  efTects  of  stream  erosion;  that  at  least  GOOO 
more  ties  be  put  in  the  main  track  before  winter  this  year.

DELAWARE,    LACKAWANNA    AND    WESTERN    RAILROAD. 

Inspected  August  10,  17,  18,  19,  and  20,  1009.  Last  previous  inspection 
August  3,  4,  5,  and  6,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  1  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna 
and  Western  railroad  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  main  line  extends  from  the  Pennsylvania-State  line  to  Buffalo,  with 
208.32  miles  of  first  and  second  tracks  and  210.44  miles  sidings  and  yard 
tracks.  The  Utica  division  main  line  extends  from  Chenango  Forks  to 
Utica,  83.74  miles  main  track,  and  a  branch  from  Richfield  Junction  to 
Richfield  Springs,  21.77  miles  main  track,  with  40.23  miles  sidings  and  yard 
tracks.  The  Syracuse,  Binghamton  and  New  York  division  extends  from 
Binghamton  to  Syracuse,  with  79.47  miles  first  track,  28.45  miles  second 
track,  and  50.31  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  The  Oswego  and  Syracuse 
division  extends  from  Syracuse  to  Oswego.  34.98  miles  main  track  and  24.79 
miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  The  C'incinnatus  branch  extends  from  Cort- 
land Junction  to  Cincinnatus,  18.23  miles  main  track  and  1.36  miles  sidings 
and  yard  tracks.  The  Cayuga  branch  extends  from  Owego  to  Ithaca,  34.41 
miles  main  track  and  6.^  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks. 

The  general  alignment  of  the  main  line  is  good  and  the  grades  regular: 
a  maximum  curve  of  6  degrees  east  of  Dansville,  and  a  grade  of  60  ft.  per 
mile  between  Groveland  and  Way  land.  The  alignment  of  the  Utica  divi- 
sion is  fair  and  the  grades  long  but  regular:  several  curves  of  6  degrees, 
and  a  grade  of  85  ft.  per  mile  near  Clayville.  The  alignment  of  the  Syra- 
cuse, Binghamton  and  New  York  division  is  very  good  and  the  grades  regu- 
lar: a  curve  of  7  degrees  at  Binghamton  and  a  grade  of  60  ft.  per  mile 
between  Apulia  and  Syracuse.  The  alignment  of  the  Cincinnatus  branch 
is  crooked  and  grades  irregular:  a  curve  of  6  degrees  20  minutes  at  Cort- 
land Junction  and  maximum  grade  of  66  ft.  per  mile  between  Gee  Brook 
and  Whites  Mills.  The  alignment  of  the  Oswego  and  Syracuse  division  is 
good  and  the  grades  light:  a  maximum  curve  of  5  degrees  and  maximum 
grade  of  16  ft.  per  mile.  The  alignment  of  the  Cayuga  division  is  some- 
what crooked  and  the  grades  very  steep:  a  10  degree  curve  near  Owego  and 
a  grade  of  90  ft.  per  mile  near  Ithaca. 

The  roadway  is  well  graded  and  thoroughly  drained;  subdrains  are  exten- 
sively used  in  wet  cuts.  Quite  extensive  raising  of  embankment  is  being 
done  on  the  Oswego  and  Syracuse  division  near  the  crossing  of  Seneca  river, 
made  necessary  by  the  construction  of  the  barge  canal. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  generally  in  first-class  condition,  well 
painted,   and   have   good   masonry.      A   few  cases   were   noted,   especially   in 
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concrete  arch  bridge  at  Binghamton,  where  concrete  is  scaled  to  quite  an 
extent.  This  was  noted  at  last  inspection.  The  concrete  has  not  scaled 
to  much  depth  and  arrangements  are  made  to  reinforce  it.  As  nearly  as 
can  be  determined  this  condition  was  caused  by  using  fresh  cement,  and  it 
is  the  opinion  of  your  inspector  that  cement  should  not  be  used  in  less 
than  six  months  from  the  time  it  is  made.  There  yet  remains  on  the 
Black  Rock  branch  a  couple  of  the  old  style  bridges,  which  are  rather  light, 
but  while  bridges  were  built  for  double  track  only  single  track  is  used; 
in  addition  to  that  the  bridges  have  been  strengthened  somewhat,  and  it  is 
expected  that  they  will  be  replaced  shortly.  The  ties  and  guard  timbers 
on  all  bridges  are  of  standard  dimensions  and  in  good  repair;  inside  guard- 
rails are  maintained  on  all.  In  the  Utica  division,  main  line,  there  is  a 
drawbridge  over  the  Erie  canal  at  Utica  which  is  protected  by  an  inter- 
locking plant  with  home  and  distant  signals  and  derailing  switches.  The 
only  other  drawbridge  is  in  freight  yard  at  Buffalo,  beyond  where  passenger 
trains  operate,  and  it  is  protected  by  signals  suitable  for  the  method  of 
operation. 

The  only  wooden  bridges  maintained  are  for  overhead  highway  and  farm 
crossings,  and  most  overhead  bridges  are  of  iron.  All  are  in  proper  condi- 
tion, and  any,  as  well  as  all  other  obstructions,  less  than  20  ft.  above  the 
track  are  protected  by  warning  signals;  the  lowest  on  the  main  line  is  the 
Chenango  bridge  at  Binghamton,  which  has  a  clearance  of  17  ft.  6V^  in.  at 
lowest  point.  All  others  are  between  19  and  20  ft.  above  the  rail,  and  to 
determine  just  what  ones  might  be  raised  to*  make  full  clearance  would 
necessitate  special  survey  in  each  case.  This  could  not  be  done  on  hurried 
inspection.  There  are  2  on  the  Ithaca  branch,  both  bridge  portaU  that  can 
not  well  be  changed;  6  on  the  Syracuse,  Binghamton  and  New  York  divi- 
sion; 4  on  the  Oswego  and  Syracuse  division;  1  on  the  Cincinnatus  branch; 
and  2  on  the  Utica  division.  The  one  at  Norwich  on  the  Utica  division 
clears  the  main  rail  only  16  ft.  1  in.;  there  are  houses  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  and  the  village  authorities  will  not  consent  to  the  raising  of  the 
street,  and  the  railroad  track  is  already  depressed  all  it  can  be  consist- 
ently. The  railroad  company  is  taking  measures  to  eliminate  overhead 
obstructions  by  raising  wherever  practicable.  There  are  2  timber  trestles 
remaining  in  the  main  line  tracks  near  the  Buffalo  Creek  crossing  in  Buf- 
falo: they  are  of  standard  construction,  in  first-class  repair.  On  the  Utica 
division,  there  are  4  of  four  short  spans  each,  pile  bents  in  swamp:  they 
are  low  structures  in  first-class  condition,  and  all  but  one  of  them  have  rail 
stringers,  standard  ties  and  guard  timbers,  all  in  proper  repair.  There  are 
16  of  from  2  to  5  spans  each  and  1  of  22  spans  in  the  Cincinnatus  branch, 
all  pile  structures:  some  of  them  are  getting  old  and  arrangements  are 
made  for  replacing  them  this  season.  AH  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes 
of  the  main  line  have  good  masonry  with  I-beam  and  rail  stringers,  stand- 
ard ties  and  guard  timbers  in  good  condition.  On  the  Utica  division  there 
are  2  with  pile  bents  for  abutments:  all  others  have  masonry  with  I-beam 
stringers;  No.  6  on  Richfield  Springs  branch  is  being  rebuilt.  On  the  Syra- 
cuse, Binghamton  and  New  York,  and  Oswego  divisions,  all  have  good 
masonry  with  I-beam  or  rail  stringers,  and  standard  ties  and  guard  tim- 
bers properly  maintained.  On  the  Cincinnatus  branch  there  are  11  con- 
structed entirely  of  timber  and  2  with  masonry  abutments:  those  con- 
structed entirely  of  timber  are  in  some  cases  getting  old  and  they  are  to  be 
replaced  this  season.  On  the  Cayuga  division  there  are  3  remaining  that 
are  constructed  entirely  of  timber;  all  others  have  masonry  and  I-beam 
stringers  and  all  are  in  fair  condition.  The  arch,  box,  and  pipe  culverts  are 
apparently  all  in  good  condition;  quite  extensive  work  has  been  done 
replacing  with  concrete  box  or  iron-pipe,  open  culverts  which  formerly 
existed  there. 

The  standard  dimension  of  cross-ties  is  7x9  in.,  8%  ft.  in  length,  and 
they  are  laid  at  the  rate  of  2816  to  the  mile  of  track.  On  the  main  line, 
64  per  cent  are  yellow  pine,  38  per  cent  oak,  8  per  cent  chestnut;  on  the 
Utica  division,  32  per  cent  yellow  pine,  21  per  cent  oak,  47  per  cent  chest- 
nut; on  the  Syracuse,  Binghamton  and  New  York  division,  61  per  cent  yel- 
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low  pine,  16  per  cent  oak,  24  per  cent  chestnut;  on  the  Oswgeo  and  Syra- 
CUM  division,  15  per  cent  yellow  pine,  10  per  cent  oak,  75  per  cent  chestnut; 
on  the  CincinnatuB  branch,  12  per  cent  oak,  86  per  cent  chestnut;  on  the 
Cayuga  division,  5  per  cent  yellow  pine,  31  per  cent  oak,  64  per  cent 
chestnut.  The  ties  are  in  first-class  condition,  necessary  renewals  having 
been  or  are  being  made.     They  are  properly  spaced  and  full  spiked. 

In  the  main-line  track  there  is  1  mile  laid  with  141-lb.  girder  rail,  68 
miles  laid  with  01-lb.  open  hearth  steel  rail,  37  miles  with  91-lb.  Bessemer 
steel  rail,  60  miles  with  90-lb.  Bessemer  steel  rail,  and  the  remaining  250.64 
miles  with  80-lb.  Bessemer  steel  rail.  The  Utica  division  has  80  miles  laid 
with  80-lb.  and  the  balance  with  mixed  75-,  67-,  and  60-lb.  steel  rail.  The 
Syracuse,  Bingham  ton  and  New  York  division  has  0.25  mile  laid  with  141- 
lb.  girder  rail,  0.89  mile  with  91-lb.,  and  the  remainder,  106.78,  with  80-lb. 
steel  rail.  The  Oswego  and  Svracuse  division  has  29.75  miles  laid  with 
80-lb.,  0.75  with  75-lb.,  and  4.46  miles  with  67-lb.  steel  rail.  The  Cincin- 
natus  branch  is  laid  entirely  with  60-lb.  steel  rail.  The  Cayuga  division 
has  16.41  miles  with  75-lb.,  3  miles  with  70-lb.,  and  15  miles  with  60-lb. 
steel  rail.  The  girder  rail,  the  91-lb.,  90-lb.,  and  80-lb.  rails  are  connected 
by  angle  plates  30  in.  in  length  with  6  bolts,  and  the  other  rails  by  angle 
plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts.  The  main-line  rail  is  in  good  condi- 
tion; that  of  the  Utica  branch  generally  in  good  condition  and  renewals 
are  being  made  where  necessary;  the  rail  of  the  Syracuse,  Binghamton  and 
New  York  division  is  in  good  condition;  that  of  the  Oswego  and  Syracuse 
division  in  fairly  good  condition;  that  on  the  Cincinnatus  branch  in  fair 
condition  and  suitable  for  the  light  traffic  and  moderate  speed  maintained; 
the  60-lb.  rail  on  the  Cayuga  division  is  considerably  worn  and  quite  exten- 
sive renewals  are  being  made.  The  connections  of  all  the  rails  are  in  good 
condition,  full  bolt  and  bolts  tight. 

The  main-track  switches  are  split  point  and  have  rigid  stands  with  proper 
targets.  All  those  on  the  main  line  connecting  with  the  main  track,  and 
also  on  the  portion  of  the  Syracuse,  Binghamton  and  New  York  division 
where  there  are  automatic  block  signals,  are  connected  with  automatic  signals. 
Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  green  for  safety; 
yellow  is  used  for  caution.  Main- track  frogs  with  all  except  the  lighter  rail 
are  spring  rail,  and  all  are  in  good  condition.  Derailing  switches  are  in  all 
sidings  where  their  use  appears  necessary,  and  have  proper  targets. 

The  main-line  tracks  are  ballasted  with  gravel  in  fair  quantity  from  the 
Pennsylvania-State  line  to  Groveland,  and  from  Groveland  to  Buffalo  with 
broken  stone  in  good  quantity.  Quite  extensive  improvement  has  been  made 
in  the  ballasting  since  the  last  inspection.  The  Utica  and  Syracuse,  Bing- 
hamton and  New  York  divisions  are  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders  gen- 
erally in  good  quantity;  the  Oswego  and  Syracuse  division  with  gravel  and 
cinders  in  fair  quantity;  the  Cincinnatus  branch  with  gravel  and  cinders 
in  medium  quantity;  and  the  Cayuga  division  with  gravel  and  cinders  in 
fair  to  good  quantity.  The  alignment  and  surfacing  of  track  is  good  and 
the  outer  rail  on  curves  is  properly  elevated  for  the  speed  at  which  the 
trains  operate.  The  average  length  of  the  track  sections  is  3  miles  where 
double  track  is  maintained  and  0  miles  where  it  is  single  track.  The  aver- 
age force  on  each  section  consists  of  a  foreman  and  6  laborers.'  Each  gang 
is  provided  with  flags,  lanterns,  and  torpedoes,  and  all  portions  of  the  road 
are  patrolled  daily. 

Other  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade  as  follows:  On  Lake  street,  Elmira, 
one  track  of  the  Elmira  Light  and  Railroad  Company  (electric)  :  there  are  no 
derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric  railroad  and  the  netting  over 
the  trolley  wire  is  too  short.  At  Elmira,  one  track  of  the  Elmira  and  Cort- 
land branch  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  railroad:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a 
modem  and  complete  interlocking  plant.  At  Erwin,  one  track  of  the  Rochester 
division  of  the  Erie  railroad:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  modern  and  com- 
plete interlocking  plant.  Near  Port  Morris,  one  track  of  the  Port  Morris 
branch  of  the  Erie  railroad:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  modern  and  com- 
plete interlocking  plant.  Near  Port  Morris,  one  track  of  the  Pennsylvania 
railroad:   the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  modern  and  complete  interlocking 
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plant.  At  Cheektowaga,  one  track  of  the  Buffalo,  Bellevue  and  Lancaster 
railroad  (electric)  :  there  are  no  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric 
road  nor  protection  over  the  trolley  wire;  the  highway  on  which  the  electric 
track  runs  is  protected  by  a  flagman  and  gates.  At  East  Buffalo,  3  tracks 
of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  modern  and  com- 
plete interlocking  plant.  At  Smith  street,  Buffalo,  3  tracks  of  the  Buffalo 
Creek  railroad,  2  of  the  Pennsylvania  road,  and  2  of  the  New  York,  Chicago 
and  St.  Louis  railroad,  side  by  side:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  disc  signals 
located  on  a  tower,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before 
crossing;  this  is  a  very  dangerous  crossing,  and  the  question  of  its  elimina- 
tion has  been  under  consideration  by  your  Commission;  also  by  the  former 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners;  there  have  been  within  the  past  few  years 
several  serious  accidents,  and  the  elimination  of  this  crossing  should  not  be 
deferred.  On  Clinton  avenue,  Buffalo,  2  tracks  of  the  International  railway: 
there  are  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric  road,  but  they  are 
too  close  to  the  steam  railroad  track;  and  the  protection  over  the  trolley 
wire  is  too  short.  The  Black  Rock  branch,  which  has  a  switching  track 
around  Buffalo,  crosses  2  tracks  of  the  International  railway  (electric)  on 
Walden  avenue:  there  are  no  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric 
road,  but  proper  protection  over  the  trolley  wire.  Two  tracks  of  the  same 
railway  on  Genesee  street:  there  are  deraifing  switches  in  the  track  of  the 
electric  road,  but  the  protection  over  the  trolley  wire  is  too  short.  One 
track,  same  railway,  on  Bailey  avenue:  there  are  derailing  switches  in  the 
track  of  the  electric  railroad)  but  the  protection  over  the  trolley  wire  is  too 
short.  Two  tracks  of  the  same  railway  on  Kensington  avenue:  there  are 
derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric  road,  but  the  protection  over 
the  trolley  wire  is  too  short.  One  track  of  the  Black  Rock  branch  of  the 
Erie  railroad  in  North  Buffalo  yard:  the  tracks  in  this  vicinity  are  operated 
only  for  switching  purposes  and  the  trainmen  protect  their  trains  when  using 
the  crossing.  The  Utica  division  crosses  one  track  of  the  New  York,  Ontario 
and  Western  railway  at  Utica:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  tilting  board 
signals,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop.  One  track  of  the 
Utica  and  Mohawk  Valley  Electric  railway  on  Whitesboro  street  and  one  on 
Columbia  street,  Utica:  there  are  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the 
electric  road  and  proper  protection  over  the  trolley  wire.  Two  tracks  of  the 
West  Shore  railroad  near  Utica:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  gates,  and  all 
trains  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop;  a  modern  and  complete  interlocking 
plant  is  now  being  installed  at  this  place.  Two  tracks  of  the  Utica  and 
Mohawk  Valley  railroad  at  New  Hartford:  there  are  derailing  switches  in 
the  track  of  the  electric  road  and  a  proper  protection  over  the  trolley  wire; 
since  last  inspection  a  guide-rail  has  been  put  in  from  the  derailing  switch 
on  the  electric  road  to  insure  against  the  derailed  car  continuing  on  down 
the  grade  to  the  railroad  track.  The  Syracuse,  Binghamton  and  New  York 
division  crosses  4  tracks  of  the  Erie  railroad  at  Binghamton:  the  crossing  is 
protected  by  a  modern  and  complete  interlocking  plant.  A  wye  track  con- 
necting this  line  with  the  main  line  at  east  end  of  Binghamton  yard  crosses 
2  main  tracks  of  the  Erie  railroad:  this  crossing  is  also  protected  by  a  modern 
and  complete  interlocking  plant.  One  track  of  the  Binghamton  railway 
(electric)  on  Robinson  street,  Binghamton:  there  are  no  derailing  switches  in 
the  track  of  the  electric  road,  but  a  proper  protection  over  the  trolley  wire. 
One  track  of  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company's  railroad  at  Binghamton: 
the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  modern  and  complete  interlocking  plant.  One 
track  of  the  Elmira  and  Cortland  branch  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  railroad  at 
Cortland  Junction:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  modern  and  complete  inter- 
locking plant.  One  track  of  the  Cortland  County  Traction  Company's  railroad 
(electric)  at  Cortland:  there  are  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  elec- 
tric road  and  proper  protection  over  the  trolley  wire.  One  track  of  the  same 
company's  railroad  at  Homer:  there  are  no  derailing  switches  in  the  track 
of  the  electric  road  but  proper  protection  over  the  trolley  wire;  the  crossing 
is  also  protected  by  a  flagman.  One  track  of  the  Syracuse  Rapid  Transit 
Company's  railroad  (electric)  on  Grape  street,  Syracuse:  there  are  no  derail- 
ing switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric  road  but  a  proper  protection  over 
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the  trolley  wire.  Two  tracks  of  the  same  company's  railroad  on  South  Salina 
street,  Syracuse:  there  are  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric  road 
and  proper  protection  over  tlie  trolley  wire.  Two  tracks  of  the  same  com- 
pany's railroad  on  West  Onondaga  street,  Syracuse:  there  are  no  derailing 
switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric  road  but  a  proper  protection  over  the 
trolley  wire.  Two  tracks  of  the  same  company's  road  on  Walton  street, 
Syracuse:  there  are  no  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric  road 
but  a  proper  protection  over  the  trolley  wire.  Two  tracks  of  the  same  com- 
pany's road  on  West  street,  Syracuse:  there  are  no  derailing  switches  in  the 
track  of  the  electric  road  but  a  proper  protection  over  the  trolley  wire.  One 
track  of  the  Auburn  branch  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  rail- 
road at  Syracuse:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  modern  and  complete  inter- 
locking plant.  The  Cayuga  division  crosses  2  main  tracks  and  4  sidings  of 
the  Erie  railroad  at  Owego:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  modern  and  com- 
plete interlocking  plant.  One  track  of  the  Auburn  division  of  the  Lehigh 
Valley  railroad  at  Owego:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  semaphore  signal, 
and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop.  One  track  of  the  Elmira 
and  Cortland  branch  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  railroad  at  Corfu:  the  crossing  is 
protected  by  a  target  signal,  and  all  trains  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop. 
One  track  of  the  Auburn  branch  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  railroad  at  Ithaca:  the 
crossing  is  protected  by  semaphore  signals,  and  all  trains  are  required  to 
come  to  a  full  stop.  One  track  of  the  Ithaca  Street  railway  at  Ithaca: 
there  are  no  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric  road  but  a  proper 
protection  over  the  trolley  wire. 

Interlocking  plants  are  maintained  on  the  main  line  at  Erwin,  protecting 
crossing  of  the  Erie  railroad ;  one  near  Mount  Morris,  protecting  the  crossing 
of  the  Erie  railroad;  another  near  Mount  Morris,  protecting  the  crossing  of 
the  Pennsylvania  railroad;  at  Bailey  avenue,  Buffalo,  protecting  the  crossing 
of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad;  at  Elmira,  protecting  the  crossing  of  the  Lehigh 
Valley  railroad;  at  Cortland,  protecting  yard  swifiihes;  on  the  Utica  division 
nt  It'ca,  protecting  a  drawbridge  over  the  canal;  on  the  Syracuse,  Bing- 
ItT-  f -p  r,n,i  Xew  York  division,  2  in  Binghamton,  protecting  the  crossings 
of  the  Erie  railroad;  one  at  Binghamton,  protecting  crossings  of  The  Delaware 
and  Hudson  Company's  railroad;  one  at  Syracuse,  protecting  the  crossing  of 
the  Auburn  branch  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad;  one 
at  Cortland,  protecting  the  crossing  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  railroad;  on  the 
Cayuga  division,  one  at  Owego,  protecting  the  crossing  of  the  Erie  railroad. 

The  right  of  way  is  clear  and  clean  and  fenced  with  wire,  generally  in  good 
repair.  The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded,  well  planked,  and  pro- 
tected by  signs  of  the  X  form  suitably  located  and  well  painted.  Metallic 
slat  cattle-guards  with  proper  guard-fences  are  in  place  at  each  boundary  of 
all  the  highways  crossea  at  grade.  On  the  main  line  there  are  25  crossings 
protected  by  flagmen,  34  by  flagmen  and  gates,  37  by  electric  bells,  and  126 
unprotected;  on  the  Utica  division,  16  by  flagmen,  13  by  flagmen  and  gates, 
23  by  electric  bells,  and  56  unprotected;  on  the  Syracuse,  Binghamton  and 
New  York  division,  17  by  flagmen,  11  by  flagmen  an-d  gates,  19  by  electric 
bells,  and  44  unprotected;  on  the  Cincinnatus  branch,  17  unprotected;  on  the 
Oswego  and  Syracuse  division,  14  by  flagmen,  3  by  flagmen  and  gates,  4  by 
electric  bells,  and  5  unprotected;  on  the  Cayuga  division,  2  by  flagmen  and 
gates,  and  45  unprotected. 

Movements  of  trains  on  the  entire  main  line  and  the  larger  portion  of  the 
Syracuse,  Binghamton  and  New  York  division  are  governed  by  automatic 
electric  block  signals,  and  the  work  is  well  under  way  of  extending  those 
signals  over  the  division ;  and  on  the  remaining  lines  the  movements  of  trains 
are  governed  by  the  telephonic  train  order  system. 

The  station  buildings  are  in  first-class  condition,  clean  and  neat  and  in 
good  sanitary  condition.  Water  for  drinking  is  provided  and  time-tables 
are  posted  in  the  waiting  rooms.  Water  in  pails.  Are  extinguishers,  and  hose 
at  stations  where  there  is  a  water  system,  are  provided  for  fire  protection. 
The  station  platforms  are  of  plank,  gravel,  concrete,  and  stone  screenings; 
the  use  of  concrete  for  station  platforms  is  becoming  general,  and  whenever 
station  platforms  require  renewal  they  are  replaced  with  concrete.    At  stations 
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where  th^re  is  a  water  system,  sanitary  closets  are  provided;  at  the  others, 
outside  closets,  properly  cared  for.  The  station  grounds  and  yards  are  well 
kept.  At  the  principal  ones  there  are  lawns  and  ornamental  plants,  shrubs 
and  flowers.  All  station  and  train  employees  are  uniformed,  and  wear  badge 
indicating  employment. 

There  has  l«on  general  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  property  since 
the  last  inspection,  the  principal  improvements  noted  as  follows:  About 
7  per  cent  of  the  cross-ties  have  been  renewed;  68  miles  of  91-Ib.  open  hearth 
steel  and  37  miles  of  91-lb.  Bes^^emer  steel  rail  have  been  laid  in  main-line 
track,  replacing  80-lb.  rail;  5.63  miles  of  70-lb.  rail  on  the  Utica  division, 
replacing  60-lb.  rail;  1  mile  of  91-lb.  open  hearth  steel  rail  on  the  Syracuse, 
Binghamton  and  New  York  division,  replacing  80-lb.  rail ;  4.75  miles  of  80-lb. 
steel  rail  on  the  Oswego  and  Syracuse  division,  replacing  67-lb.  rail;  1.25 
miles  of  75-lb.  rail  on  the  Cayuga  division,  replacing  60-lb.  rail;  33  miles  of 
double  track  on  the  main  line  have  been  re-ballasted  with  crushed  stone  and 
gravel,  8  miles  of  the  Utica  division  with  cinders,  2.50  miles  of  the  Oswego 
and  Syracuse  division  with  cinders,  2  miles  of  the  Cincinnatus  branch  with 
cinders,  and  3  miles  of  the  Cayuga  division  with  cinders;  10  new  steel  bridges 
have  been  put  in,  replacing  lighter  structures;  masonry  to  19  bridges  has 
been  rebuilt  or  extensively  repaired;  3  concrete  and  metal  culverts  replacing 
bridges;  22  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  rebuilt  or  replaced  with  concrete 
box  culverts  and  filling;  a  large  number  of  iron  pipes  put  in,  replacing  open 
culverts;  extensive  repairs  and  renewals  made  to  trestles  on  the  Cincinnatus 
branch;  extensive  repairs  and  renewals  have  been  made  to  bridge,  trestle, 
open  culvert,  and  cattle-pass  floors,  and  a  large  number  of  bridges  and  build- 
ings re-painted;  extensive  improvements  hjivp  been  made  in  most  of  the  prin- 
cipal yards  and  considerable  new  track  added,  especially  at  Elmira,  East 
Buffalo,  and  Buffalo  on  the  main  line,  at  Norwood,  Sherburne,  and  Pool vi lie 
on  the  Utica  division,  and  at  Binghamton  on  the  Syracuse,  Binghamton  and 
New  York  division;  about  21.50  miles  of  new  fence  has  been  built  on  the  main 
line  and  77  miles  extensively  repaired;  51  miles  on  the  Utica  division  exten- 
sively repaired;  11  miles  of  the  Syracusp,  Binghamt(m  and  New  York  divisif)n 
repaired;  2  miles  of  the  Oswego  and  Syracuse  division  repaired;  2Mi  miles 
of  new  fence  built  on  the  Cayuga  division  and  5  miles  repaired. 

Recommendations:  That  the  wooden  structures  on  the  Cincinnatus  branch 
which  are  becoming  old  be  repaired,  rebuilt,  or  replaced  in  the  near  future, 
and  that  the  60-lb.  worn  rail  on  the  Cayuga  division  be  replaced.

DUNKIRK,   AIXEOHENT   VALLEY   AND  PITTSBUBOH   RAILROAD. 

Inspected  August  21,  1909.    Last  previous  inspection  October  9,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commissiof,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Dunkirk,  Allegheny  Valley 
and  Pittsburgh  railroad  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Dimkirk,  Allegheny  Valley  and  Pittsburgh  connects  with  tlie  Lake  Shore 
and  Michigan  Southern  railway  at  Dunkirk,  and  in  this  State  extends  to  the 
Pennsylvania  line  near  Fentonville,  a  distance  of  42.26  miles  single  track, 
and  has  6.32  miles  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  The  general  alignment  of  the 
road  is  very  fair  and  most  curves  light.  There  are  5  curves  of  8  degrees 
between  Norton  and  Lakeside.  The  grades  are  considerably  broken  and  steep 
in  places:  the  maximum  is  74  ft.  per  mile  for  about  1800  ft  between  Norton 
and  Lily  Dale.  The  roadway  is  fairly  well  graded  and  ditches  properly 
maintained. 

Steel  and  iron  bridges  are  in  good  condition.  Some  of  them  are  newly 
painted  and  men  are  now  engaged  painting  others.  The  masonry  is  good 
excepting  one  abutment  to  a  plate  girder  bridge  at  Oerry:  this  abutment  is 
failing  and  bents  have  been  placed  under  the  ends  of  the  girder  on  that 
account.  The  ties  and  guard  timbers  are  of  standard  dimensions  and  properly 
maintained.     Inside  guard-rails  have  been  placed  on  all  of  thom.     There  are 
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no  wooden  brides  and  no  overhead  obstructionB.  There  are  3  timber  trestlea 
yet  remaining  m  the  main  track:  all  are  of  standard  construction  and  in 
good  repair.  There  are  16  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  remaining  in  the 
main  track,  constructed  entirely  of  timber,  all  in  sound  condition.  The  others 
have  masonry  abutments  and  I-beam  stringers;  ties  and  guard  timbers  are 
standard  and  properly  maintained.  The  arch,  box,  and  pipe  culverts  are  in 
proper  condition.  About  60  per  cent  of  the  cross- ties  are  white  oak,  6x8  in., 
8  ft.  in  length;  and  40  per  cent  chestnut,  7  x  10  in.,  8  ft.  in  length;  laid 
at  the  rate  of  2816  to  the  mile  of  track.  They  are  in  very  good  condition, 
properly  spaced  and  full  spiked.  Eleven  miles  of  main  track  are  laid  with 
70-lb.,  4  miles  with  65-lb.,  and  the  remainder,  27.56  miles,  with  56-lb.  steel 
rail;  the  70-lb.  rails  are  connected  by  angle  plates  32  in.  in  length  with 
6  bolts ;  the  remainder  of  the  rail  by  angle  plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts. 
The  lighter  rail  is  somewhat  worn  but  in  fair  condition  for  the  light  trafhc 
and  moderate  speed  maintained;  all  the  connections  full  bolted  and  no  loose 
bolts  were  observed.  Main-track  switches  are  split  point;  both  rigid  and 
automatic  stands  are  used;  targets  in  proper  condition.  Lamps  show  red 
light  for  danger  and  white  for  safety;  green  is  used  for  caution.  Most  frogs 
are  rigid  and  all  are  fairly  maintained.  Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings 
where  their  use  appears  necessary,  and  have  proper  targets. 

The  track  is  ballasted  with  gravel,  cinders,  and  slag,  in  medium  to  fair 
quantities.  The  alignment  and  surfacing  are  good  and  the  outer  rail  on  curves 
elevated  properly  for  the  speed  at  which  the  trains  are  scheduled.  The  average 
length  of  track  sections  is  5.80  miles,  and  the  force  employed  upon  each  con- 
sists of  a  foreman  and  3  laborers.  Each  gang  is  furnished  with  flags,  lanterns, 
and  torpedoes,  and  all  portions  of  the  track  are  patrolled  daily. 

One  track  of  the  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Ixmis  railroad  and  one  track 
of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad,  side  by  side,  are  crossed  at  grade  in  Dunkirk: 
the  crossing  is  protected  by  tilting  board  signals,  and  all  trains  are  required 
to  come  to  a  full  stop.  Two  tracks  of  the  Erie  railroad  are  crossed  at  grade 
at  Falconer  Junction:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  modern  and  complete 
interlocking  plant.  A  switch  of  the  Erie  railroad  is  crossed  at  grade  close 
to  the  terminal  of  the  Dunkirk,  Allegheny  Valley  and  Pittsburgh  railroad  at 
Dunkirk:  the  movements  of  all  trains  at  this  point  are  very  slow,  and  the 
trainmen  protect  the  crossing  when  desiring  to  use  it.  The  only  interlocking 
plant  maintained  is  at  the  crossing  of  the  Erie  railroad  at  Falconer  Junction. 

The  right  of  way  is  clear  and  clean,  and  fenced  with  wire  generally  in 
fair  repair.  The  highway  crossings  are  well  graded,  planking  in  proper  con- 
dition, and  are  protected  by  signs  of  the  diamond  form.  Cattle-guards  are 
wooden  slat  pattern  and  missing  at  a  number  of  crossings.  Three  highway 
crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen,  1  by  an  electric  bell,  and  the  remaining 
38  by  crossings- sii^n 8  only. 

The  movements  of  trains  are  governed  by  the  telegraphic  train  order  system. 

The  station  buildings  are  generally  small  but  apparently  sufficient  for 
requirements.  They  are  properly  maintained,  and  clean  and  neat  and  suitably 
furnished.    Platforms  are  of  plank,  gravel,  and  cinders. 

The  road  shows  general  improvement.  Since  the  last  inspection  about  10 
per  cent  of  cross-ties  have  been  renewed;  6.18  miles  of  main  track  have  been 
re-ballasted  with  slag  and  0.50  with  cinders;  several  bridges  have  been 
re-painted  and  men  are  now  engaged  painting  others;  1  timber  trestle  has 
been  replaced  with  castiron  pipe  and  filling;  2  stone  box  culverts  replaced  with 
iron  pipe;  the  masonry  of  3  bridges  has  been  extensively  repaired.  The  station 
at  Fredonia  was  burned,  and  a  temporary  station  has  been  erected  there;  a 
new  station  will  be  erected  soon.  Repairs  have  been  made  to  Falconer,  Titua- 
ville,  and  Sinclairville  stations;  extensive  repairs  have  been  made  to  Dunkirk 
engine  house;  4.69  miles  of  new  woven  wire  fence  have  been  erected,  and  2.81 
miles  extensively  repaired. 

Rcommendations :  That  the  abutment  to  plate  girder  bridge  at  Gerry, 
which  is  in  poor  condition,  be  rebuilt;  and  that  necessary  repairs  be  made 
to  fence.  Referring  to  recommendation  contained  in  report  of  last  inspection, 
**  that  necessary  repairs  be  made  to  bridge  masonry  and  that  cattle-guards 
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with  proper  guard-fences  be  maintained  at  each  boundary  of  all  highways, 
crossed  at  grade,"  the  masonry  then  found  out  of  condition  has  been  repaired. 
The  cattle-guards  have  not  in  all  cases  been  restored.

Ck.ntlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  lines  of  railroad  in  this 
State  owned  or  leased  and  operated  by  the  Erie  Railroad  Company,  and 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

New   York  Division. 

The  portion  of  the  main  line  in  this  State  extends  from  the  New  Jersey- 
State  line  near  SufTern  to  Sparrowbush,  at  west  end  of  the  Port  Jervis 
yard;  it  is  all  double  tracked,  60.30  miles,  and  has  third  main  line  track, 
12.85  miles,  on  the  hill  east  of  Port  Jervis  and  near  the  New  Jersey-State 
line;  also  a  little  fourth  main  track,  0.75  mile,  in  the  same  vicinity;  and 
108.60  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  The  Newburgh  branch  connects  with 
the  main  line  at  Greycourt  and  extends  to  Newburgh,  18.73  miles,  and  has 
second  main  track,  6.58  miles,  between  Vail's  Gate  Junction  and  Newburgh ; 
and  15.34  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  The  Newburgh  and  New  York 
branch  connects  with  the  main  line  at  Newburgh  Junction  and  extends  to 
a  connection  with  the  Newburgh  branch  at  Vail's  Gate  Junction,  12.64  miles, 
and  has  second  main  track,  4  miles,  between  Newburgh  Junction  and  High- 
land Mills;  and  3.59  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  The  Montgomery 
branch  connects  with  the  main  line  at  Goshen  and  extends  to  Montgomery, 
10.45  miles,  and  is  a  single-track  road,  with  2.28  miles  sidinors  and  yard 
tracks.  The  Pine  Island  branch,  a  single-track  line,  connects  with  the  main 
line  at  Goshen  and  extends  to  Pine  Island,  11.64  miles,  with  3.04  miles 
sidings  and  yard  tracks.  The  Crawford  branch,  a  single-track  road,  con- 
nects with  the  main  line  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  railway  at 
Crawford  Junction  and  extends  to  Pine  Bush,  10.22  miles,  with  0.92  mile 
sidings;  between  Crawford  Junction  and  Middletown  trains  of  this  branch 
operate  over  the  tracks  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  railway. 
Erie  and  Jersey  railroad,  a  newly  constructed  double-track  line,  38.10  miles 
first  track  and  37.50  miles  second  track,  connects  with  the  Newburgh  and 
New  York  branch  at  Highland  Mills  and  extends  to  a  connection  with  the 
main  line  at  Guymard,  and  has  6.09  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks:  this 
road  was  built  to  avoid  the  heavy  grades  of  the  main  line  between  Guymard 
and  Newburgh  Junction. 

The  main  line  is  considerably  crooked,  but  most  of  the  curves  are  fairly 
light,  a  maximum  curve  of  6  degrees  and  40  minutes  west  of  Goshen.  The 
grades  are  steep  and  long,  but  fairly  regular,  a  maximum  of  60  ft.  per 
mile  near  Otisville.  The  Newburgh  branch  has  generally  lieht  curves  and 
regular  grades:  a  maximum  curve  of  5  degrees  west  of  Vail's  Gate,  and  a 
maximum  of  65  ft.  per  mile  for  2.5  miles  west  from  Newburgh.  The  New- 
Imrgrh  and  New  York  branch  has  all  light  curves  and  mainly  moderate 
grades:  a  4  degree  curve  at  Highland  Mills  and  Mountainville,  and  a  maxi- 
mum grade  of  58  ft.  per  mile  east  of  Vail's  Gate  Junction.  The  Mont- 
gromery  branch  has  good  alignment  and  all  curves  are  light,  a  maximum  of 
3  degrees  near  Vreeleyiown:  the  grades  are  also  light  and  fairly  regular, 
a  maximum  of  40  ft.  per  mile  for  1.75  miles  north  from  Goshen.  The  Pine 
Island  branch  has  good  p^neral  alignment  and  there  are  few  curves,  a  maxi- 
mum of  5  degrees  at  Florida;  the  grades  are  also  light  and  for  much  of 
the  distance  practically  level,  a  maximum  of  45  ft.  per  mile  east  of  Florida. 
The  Crawford  branch  has  few  curves  and  most  of  them  light,  a  maximum 
of  5  degrees  at  Pine  Bush;  the  grades  are  somewhat  broken  but  generally 
light,  a  maximum  of  45  ft.  per  mile  near  Pine  Bush.     The  Erie  and  Jersey 
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railroad  has  first-class  alignment,  very  few  curves,  and  those  light,  one  of  9 
degrees  at  west  end  of  Otisville  tunnel;  the  grades  are  very  light  and 
regular,  a  maximum  of  31.70  ft.  per  mile  near  Howells. 

The  cuts  and  embankments  of  the  older  lines  are  of  good  width  and 
proper  slopes,  and  roadway  well  drained.  Subdrains  are  used  in  wet  cuts 
with  good  results.  The  £rie  and  Jersey  railroad,  recently  put  in  operation, 
has  cuts  which,  while  sufficient  material  was  taken  out,  were  left  with  steep 
slopes,  and  the  material  being  of  a  clay  and  quicksand  nature  has  crumbled 
or  washed  down,  filling  the  ditches  extensively.  At  the  time  the  inspection 
was  being  made  a  large  force  of  men,  and  also  a  steam  ditcher,  was  at 
work  cleaning  the  ditches.  It  will  be  necessary  to  have  these  ditches 
thoroughly  cleaned  before  winter  or  it  will  result  in  bad  track  when  heavy 
freezing  occurs.  The  embankments  of  this  line  are  of  good  width  and  nat- 
ural earth  slopes. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  of  the  main  line  are  generally  in  good  condi- 
tion; some  however  should  be  painted  to  prevent  injury  from  rust.  The 
masonry  is  generally  first  class  and  arrangements  are  made  for  making 
repairs  where  needed.  Bridge  No.  18.3d  of  the  Newburgh  branch,  a  light 
viaduct  structure  in  Xewburgh,  is  supported  on  bents  on  account  of  being 
too  light;  it  is  however  in  safe  condition.  All  the  bridges  of  this  line  have 
good  masonry,  and  while  a  few  of  them  are  light  they  are  of  sufficient 
strength  for  the  class  of  motive  power  and  rolling  stock  operated.  On 
the  Newburgh  and  New  York  branch  No.  0.4  is  an  old  bridge  in  one  track 
and  is  supported  on  bents  pending  renewal.  A  new  bridge  is  ordered  for 
this  place  and  is  to  be  put  in  in  the  near  future.  All  others  are  in  good 
condition,  with  proper  masonry.  There  is  only  one  small  bridge  in  the 
Montgomery  branch  track:  it  is  in  good  condition  throughout.  There  is  but 
one  in  the  track  of  the  Pine  Island  branch,  and  that  is  in  good  condition 
excepting  that  it  needs  painting.  There  are  no  bridges  in  the  roadway  of 
the  Crawford  branch.  All  the  bridges  of  the  Erie  and  Jersey  railroad  are 
new  and  in  first-class  condition  throughout.  AH  the  bridges  of  the  divi- 
sion have  standard  ties  and  guard  timbers,  properly  maintained,  and  inside 
guard-rails  are  in   place  on  all   the  long  and  high  structures. 

There  are  no  wooden  bridges  in  the  roadway  of  any  of  the  lines,  and  the 
only  wooden  bridges  maintained  are  for  overhead  highway  or  farm  crossings, 
and  many  bridges  for  such  crossings  are  of  iron.  All  are  properly  main- 
tained, and  any  less  than  21  ft.  above  the  track  are  protected  by  warning 
signals.  There  are  17  overhead  bridges  or  bridge  portals,  and  also  the  Otis- 
ville tunnel,  that  are  less  than  21  feet  above  the  rail.  It  is  probable  that 
a  few  of  those  might  be  raised  without  serious  expense,  but  to  determine 
just  what  can  be  done  would  require  a  special  survey  in  each  case.  The 
only  timber  trestles  remaining  in  the  roadway  are  in  the  Pine  Island 
branch:  there  are  4  of  these,  all  low  structures  with  pile  or  framed  bents, 
of  standard  construction,  and  in  good  condition.  All  the  open  culverts  and 
cattle-passes  on  the  main  line  have  masonry  abutments  and  I-beam  string- 
ers. Nos.  56.68  and  56.08  have  poor  masonry  and  will  require  attention 
soon.  No.  1.36  in  the  Newburgh  branch  also  has  poor  masonry.  On  the 
Newburgh  and  New  York  branch  some  have  dry  masonry,  but  all  are  in 
fttir  condition.  On  the  Montgomery  branch,  Nos.  1.15,  3.20,  6.33,  7.55,  and 
8.04  have  bad  masonry  and  the  stringers  are  supported  on  bents.  All  the 
masonry  to  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  on  this  line  is  also  dry,  of  small 
stone  generally,  and  most  of  it  needs  attention.  Nos.  1.16,  3.07,  3.16,  and 
6.28  of  the  Pine  Island  branch  also  have  poor  masonry,  needing  attention. 
On  the  Crawford  branch  there  are  16  such  structures,  all  with  poor  masonry. 
There  are  no  open  culverts  or  cattle-passes  on  the  Erie  and  Jersey  railroad. 
The  larger  proportion  of  the  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  of  all  the  lines 
have  I-beam  stringers;  some  have  wooden  stringers;  all  are  in  good  con- 
dition. The  ties  and  guard  timbers  of  all  are  of  standard  dimensions  and 
properly  maintained.  The  arch,  box,  and  pipe  culverts  are  generally  in 
good  condition.  There  is  one  twin  arch  culvert  on  the  Erie  and  Jersey  rail- 
road, recently  constructed,  that  has  one  wing  broken  off  and  a  parapet  wall 
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also  broken;  another  wing  shows  indications  of  falling,  and  it  is  probable 
that  this  structure  will  have  to  be  reinforced  to  preserve  it. 

The  standard  dimensions  of  cross-ties  are  7x9  in.,  8%  ft.  in  length,  and 
they  4ire  laid  at  the  rate  of  approximately  2816  to  the  mile  of  track.  On 
the  main  line  they  are  97 V^  per  cent  yellow  pine  and  2Mt  per  cent  oak;  on 
the  Xewburgh  branch  96  per  cent  yellow  pine  and  4  per  cent  oak;  on  the 
New  burgh  and  New  York  branch  97  per  cent  yellow  pine  and  3  per  cent 
oak;  on  the  Montgomery  branch  98  per  cent  yellow  pine  and  2  per  cent  oak; 
on  the  Pine  Island  branch  94  per  cent  yellow  pine  and  6  per  cent  oak;  on 
the  Crawford  branch  97  per  cent  yellow  pine,  2  per  cent  oak,  and  1  per 
cent  chestnut;  on  the  Erie  and  Jersey  railrgad  all  yellow  pine.  They  are 
fairly  well  spaced  and  full  spiked  on  all  the  lines.  Tie-plates  are  used  on 
sharp  curves  and  on  many  tangents  of  the  important  lines.  They  are  in 
very  fair  condition,  necessary  renewals  for  the  season  having  been  made. 

Ihe  main  line  has  its  two  important  tracks  laid  almost  entirely  with 
90-lb.  steel  rail;  some  100-lb.  rail  is  used;  on  the  third  track,  used  for 
freight  purposes,  between  Otisville  and  Guymard,  there  is  some  lighter  rail 
used;  17.40  miles  are  laid  with  100-lb.,  108.33  miles  with  90-lb.,  5  miles 
with  80-Ib.,  and  2.97  miles  with  74-lb.  steel  rail;  the  100-lb.  rail,  part  of 
the  90-lb.  rail,  and  the  80-lb.  rails  are  connected  by  angle  plates  24  in.  in 
length  with  4  bolts;  the  remaining  portion  of  the  90-lb.  and  the  74-lb.  are 
connected  by  angle  plates  34  in.  in  length  with  6  bolts;  the  rail  is  in  very 
good  condition,  all  the  connections  full  bolted,  and  bolts  tight.  The  New- 
burgh  branch  has  0.51  mile  laid  with  90-lb.,  7.50  miles  with  80-lb.,  and 
16.30  miles  with  74-lb.  steel  rail,  all  connected  by  angle  plates  34  in.  in 
length  with  6  bolts;  the  rail  is  in  very  fair  condition,  all  connections  full 
bolted,  and  no  loose  bolts  were  observed.  The  Newburgh  and  New  York 
branch  has  8  miles  laid  with  00-lb.,  and  8.64  miles  w^ith  63-lb.  steel  rail, 
all  connected  by  angle  plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts;  the  63-lb.  rail 
is  considerably  worn,  especially  between  Highland  Mills  and  a  point  noith 
of  Woodbury,  and  some  renewals  are  needed ;  the  90-lb.  rail  is  in  good  con- 
dition,  much  of  it  new;  all  the  connections  are  full  bolted  and  bolts  tight. 
The  Montgomery  branch  has  0.87  mile  laid  with  90-lb.,  4.93  miles  with  74- 
lb.,  and  4.C5  miles  with  63-lb.  steel  rail;  the  74-lb.  and  part  of  the  90-lb. 
rails  are  connected  by  angle  plates  34  in.  in  length  with  6  bolts:  the  remain- 
ing rail  by  angle  plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts;  the  63-lb.  rail  is  con- 
siderably worn  and  some  renewals  are  needed,  and  in  this  lighter  rail  some 
lx)lt8  are  loose.  All  the  connections  are  full  bolted.  The  Pine  Island  branch 
has  2.70  miles  laid  with  80-11).,  and  the  remainder,  8.94  miles,  with  63-lb. 
rail,  all  connected  by  angle  plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts;  the  63-lb. 
rail  is  considerably  worn  and  quite  extensive  renewal  is  needed,  and  in  that 
rail  there  are  many  loose  bolts;  the  80-lb.  rail  is  in  very  good  condition; 
all  the  connections  are  full  bolted.  The  Crawford  branch  has  0.66  mile 
laid  with  74-lb.  and  the  remainder,  9.56  miles,  w^ith  63-lb.  steel  rail;  the 
63-lb.  rails  are  connected  by  angle  plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts,  and 
the  74-lb.  by  angle  plates  34  in.  in  length  with  6  bolts;  the  rail  is  in  fair 
condition  for  the  light  traffic  maintained;  all  the  connections  are  full  bolted 
and  no  loose  bolts  were  observed.  The  Erie  and  Jersey  railroad  is  laid 
entirely  with  90-lb.  steel  rail,  connected  by  angle  plates  24  in.  in  length 
with  4  bolts;  the  rail  is  entirely  new,  all  connections  full  bolted  and  bolts 
tight. 

There  is  1  Wharton  switch  remaining  on  the  Montgomery  branch  and 
3  on  the  Pine  Island  branch;  aside  from  that,  all  are  split  point  switches; 
both  rigid  and  automatic  stands  are  used.  On  the  main  line  all  facing 
switches  art  either  protected  by  interlocking,  or  electrically  locked  and  con- 
trolled from  the  towers.  Many  high  targets  are  used  on  the  Newburgh, 
and  the  Newburgh  and  New  York  branches,  and  at  some  other  points  where 
the  view  is  to  some  extent  obscured.  All  the  switch  stands  have  proper 
targets,  fairly,  well  painted.  Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light 
for  danger  and  green  for  safety;  white  is  used  for  caution.  Nearly  all  main- 
track  frogs  are  spring  rail  and  are  properly  maintained.  Derailing  switches 
are  in  all  sidings  where  their  use  appears  necessary;  on  the  main  line,  the 
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Kewburgh,  and  th«  Newburgh  and  New  York  branches,  nearly  all  are  eon- 
nected  by  interlocking  with  the  main-track  switch  stands;  on  the  Mont- 
gomery,  Pine  Island,  and  Crawford  branches,  some  were  observed  lacking 
proper  tareets. 

About  16  miles  of  main-line  tracks  are  ballasted  with  gravel,  and  all 
the  remaining  portion  with  broken  stone  in  good  Quantity;  the  Newburgh 
and  the  Newburgh  and  New  York  branches  are  ballasted  with  gravel  and 
cinders  in  good  quantity;  the  Montgomery  branch  with  gravel  and  cinders 
in  fair  quantity;  the  Pine  Island  and  the  Crawford  branches  with  gravel 
and  cinders  in  from  medium  to  fair  quantity;  the  Erie  and  Jersey  railroad 
is  about  half  ballasted  with  broken  stone  and  the  ballasting  with  broken 
stone  is  being  continued.  The  alignment  and  surfacing  of  the  main  line,  the 
Newburgh,  and  the  Newburgh  and  New  York  branches  are  first  class;  of 
the  other  lines,  fair.  The  outer  rail  on  curves  is  properly  elevated  for  the 
speed  at  which  the  trains  are  scheduled. 

The  main  line  sections  are  about  4^  miles  in  length  of  the  double  track, 
and  the  average  force  maintained  on  each  consists  of  a  foreman  and  9  labor- 
ers: on  the  Newburgh  branch,  6  miles  in  length,  and  the  average  force 
maintained  a  foreman  and  6  laborers;  on  the  Newburgh  and  New  York 
branch,  6^/4  miles,  and  the  average  force  a  foreman  and  6  laborers;  on  the 
Montgomery  branch,  7  miles,  and  the  average  force  a  foreman  and  5  laborers; 
on  the  Pine  Island  branch,  7  miles,  and  the  average  force  a  foreman  and  5 
laborers;  on  the  Crawford  branch,  10  miles,  and  the  average  force  a  foreman 
and  6  laborers;  on  the  Erie  and  Jersey  railroad,  4  miles  of  the  double  track, 
and  the  average  force  a  foreman  and  9  laborers;  large  extra  gangs  are  also 
employed  on  this  line,  ditching,  ballasting,  surfacing  tracks,  etc.  Each  sec- 
tion gang  is  furnished  with  flags,  lanterns,  and  torpedoes  for  protecting  its 
work,  and  all  portions  of  the  road  are  patrolled  daily  by  some  member  of 
the  section  force. 

One  track  of  the  Wallkill  Transit  Company's  electric  railroad  crosses 
at  grade  in  Middletown:  there  are  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the 
electric  road  but  at  the  time  of  the  inspection  they  were  not  in  operation; 
there  is  a  netting  over  the  trolley  wire,  but  it  is  too  short  and  should  be 
extended.  The  Montgomery  branch  crosses  two  tracks  of  the  New  York, 
Ontario  and  Western  railway  at  Campbell  Hall:  the  crossing  is  protected 
by  semaphore  signals  that  are  interlocked,  and  all  trains  are  required  to 
come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing;  also  two  tracks  of  the  Erie  and  Jersey 
railroad  at  Campbell  Hall  Junction:  this  crossing  is  protected  by  a  modem 
and  complete  interlocking  plant.  Interlocking  plants  are  maintained  on  the 
main  line  at  Ramapo,  Sterlington,  West  Tuxedo,  Arden,  Turner,  Greycourt, 
Goshen,  Middletown,  East  Howell,  Otisville,  Guymard,  Port  Jervis,  and 
Sparrowbush ;  on  the  Erie  and  Jersey  railroad  at  Highland  Mills  and  Campbell 
Hall;  on  the  other  lines  no  interlocking  plants  are  maintained  excepting  at 
the  grade  crossing  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  railway  by  the 
Montgomery  branch  at  Campbell  Hall,  where  the  signals  are  interlocked. 
The  right  of  way  of  the  main  line  is  free  from  trees,  brush,  and  rubbish;  on 
the  Newburgh  and  the  Newburgh  and  New  York  branches  some  trees  have 
been  left  near  the  right  of  way  line  which  are  now  getting  of  sufficient  size 
to  be  a  possible  source  of  danger  and  therefore  should  be  removed.  The  right 
of  way  of  the  other  lines  is  free  from  trees,  brush,  and  rubbish.  The  fences 
of  all  the  lines  are  partially  of  wire,  some  stone  wall,  and  a  little  board  fence; 
they  are  generally  in  poor  condition,  and  extensive  renewals  and  repairs  are 
needed. 

The  highway  crossings  are  well  graded,  planking  properly  maintained,  and 
are  protected  by  signs  of  the  diamond  or  X  form,  in  very  fair  condition. 
Cattle-guards  are  not  maintained.  On  the  main  line  there  are  5  crossings 
protected  by  flagmen,  10  by  flagmen  and  gates,  15  by  electric  bells,  and  41 
by  crossing-signs;  on  the  Newburgh  branch,  4  by  flagmen,  1  by  electric  bells, 
and  15  by  crossing-signs;  on  the  Newburgh  and  New  York  branch,  1  by  elec- 
tric bells  and  8  by  crossing- sign s ;  on  the  Montgomery  branch,  1  by  flagman 
and  16  by  crossing-signs;  on  the  Pine  Island  branch,  14  by  crossing-signs; 
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on  the  Crawford  branch,  1&  by  crossing-eigne.    There  are  no  crouinge  at  grade 
on  Erie  and  Jersey  railroad. 

The  movemente  of  trains  on  the  main  line  are  governed  by  automatic 
electric  block  signals  from  the  New  Jersey-State  line  to  Middletown,  and  on 
the  remaining  portion  by  the  manual  block  system;  on  the  Newburgh  branch 
and  the  Montgomery  branch  by  the  manual  block  system;  on  the  Newburgh 
and  New  York  branch  by  the  manual  block  system  from  Highland  Mills  to 
VaiTs  Gate,  and  automatic  electric  block  signals  from  Highland  Mills  to 
Newburgh  Junction;  on  the  Pine  Island  and  the  Crawford  branches  by  the 
telegraphic  train  order  system;  and  on  the  Erie  and  Jersey  railroad  by  auto- 
matic electric  block  signals. 

The  station  buildings  are  generally  in  good  repair;  some  are  rather  small, 
but  a  special  investigation  would  be  necessary  to  determine  whether  they  are 
adequate  or  not.  All  are  clean  and  neat  and  the  sanitary  condition  good. 
Water  for  drinking  is  provided,  and  folders  are  furnished  on  application  to 
the  agent.  The  platforms  are  of  cement,  plank,  and  gravel,  and  in  good  repair. 
The  station  grounds  and  yards  are  in  good  condition.  The  station  building 
at  Turner  is  very  old;  I  am  advised  that  a  new  station  is  to  be  erected  there 
in  the  near  future.  At  Guymard  they  are  at  present  using  an  old  car  for  a 
station;  the  building  of  the  Erie  and  Jersey  railroad  necessitated  the  change, 
and  it  is  expected  a  new  station  will  be  erected.  At  Central  Valley,  on  the 
Newburgh  and  New  York  branch,  the  grade  has  been  changed  by  the  con- 
struction of  the  Erie  and  Jersey  railroad  so  that  it  now  requires  going  up  a 
flight  of  twenty  steps  to  get  from  the  station  to  the  track,  but  it  is  expected 
to  raise  the  station  to  the  present  ^rade  of  the  track.  At  Pine  Island,  on  the 
Pine  Island  branch,  the  station  building  was  recently  burned,  and  at  present 
an  old  passenger  car  is  being  used  as  a  station.  On  the  Erie  and  Jersey  rail- 
road no  stations  have  as  yet  been  erected;  and  no  passenger  trains  operate 
over  that  line,  it  being  used  entirely  for  freight  purposes. 

Since  the  laet  inspection  about  4  per  cent  of  the  cross-ties  of  the  main 
line  have  been  renewed,  10  per  cent  of  the  Newburgh  branch,  0  per  cent  of 
the  Newburgh  and  New  York  branch,  5  per  cent  of  the  Montgomery  and  the 
Crawford  branches,  and  9  per  cent  of  the  Pine  Island  branch;  6.60  miles  of 
new  100-lb.  and  10.10  miles  of  new  90-lb.  rail  have  been  laid  in  main  track, 
and  3.66  miles  of  re-layer  rail,  replacing  worn  lighter  rail ;  4  miles  of  re-layer 
90-lb.  rail  laid  in  the  track  of  the  Newburgh  and  New  York  branch,  replacing 
lighter  worn  rail;  and  2.92  miles  of  re-layer  80-lb.  rail  in  the  Pine  Island 
branch,  replacing  worn  lighter  rail;  41  miles  of  main-line  tracks  have  been 
re-ballasted  with  broken  stone;  1.27  miles  of  the  Newburgh  and  New  York 
branch  with  cinders;  and  6.75  miles  of  the  Pine  Island  branch  with  cinders; 
bridge  75.04  of  the  main  line,  formerly  a  wooden  stringer  bridge,  has  been 
replaced  with  castiron  pipe  and  filling,  and  bridge  40  has  been  extended  for 
third  track;  on  the  Newburgh  and  New  York  branch  a  new  30-ft.  iron  girder 
bridge  has  been  put  in;  the  masonry  to  two  bridgeii  on  the  Crawford  branch 
has  been  rebuilt;  a  new  freight  house  has  been  built  at  Arden;  repairs  have 
been  made  to  Arden  and  Chester  stations  on  the  main  line,  and  at  Newburgh 
on  the  Newburgh  and  New  York  branch;  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  ash 
plant  and  boiler  house  at  Port  Jervis;  quite  extensive  repairs  have  been  made 
to  several  other  station  buildings  and  some  painting  done;  about  2.8  miles 
of  extenaion  to  yard  tracks  have  been  made  on  the  main  line  and  Yj  mile  on 
the  Newburgh  and  New  York  branch;  between  Otisville  and  Port  Jervis  all 
eastbound  sidings  have  been  connected  up  and  made  into  a  third  main  track; 
the  Erie  and  Jersey  railroad  has  been  completed  and  put  in  operation,  and 
the  Newburgh  and  New  York  branch  double  tracked  between  Highland  Mills 
and  Newburgh  Junction,  a  distance  of  about  4  miles;  5.20  miles  of  new  fence 
have  been  erected  on  the  main  line  and  1  mile  repaired;  1  mile  of  new  fence 
erected  on  the  Montgomery  branch  and  ^4  mile  repaired. 

Recommendations:  That  the  cuts  of  the  Erie  and  Jersey  railroad  be  thor- 
oughly ditched;  that  bridge  No.  0.4  of  the  Newburgh  and  New  York  branch, 
which  is  an  old  structure  and  too  light,  and  for  which  a  new  bridge  is 
ordered,  be  replaced  as  promptly  as  possible,  and  that  the  bridges  needing 
it  be  painted  to  prevent  injury  from  rust;  that  open  culverts  and  cattle- passes 
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Nofl.  55.68  and  56.08  of  the  main  line  have  masonry  rebuilt;  also  that  the 
masonry  to  No.  1.96  of  the  Newburgh  branch,  and  Nos.  1.15,  3.20,  6.33,  7.55, 
and  8.04  of  the  Montgomery  branch,  all  with  poor  masonry,  be  rebuilt;  that 
the  masonry  to  Nos.  1.16,  3.07,  3.16,  and  5.28  of  the  Pine  Island  branch  be 
rebuilt;  and  the  dry  masonry  to  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  of  the  Craw- 
ford branch  be  rebuilt  or  repaired,  as  much  of  it  is  in  poor  condition;  that 
targets  be  put  on  the  stands  of  derailing  switches  where  now  lacking;  that  all 
trees  upon  the  right  of  way  of  the  Newburgh  and  the  Newburgh  and  New 
York  branches  be  cut  and  removed,  and  that  fences  be  put  in  proper  repair; 
that  a  new  station  building  be  promptly  erected  at  Turner;  also  one  to  replace 
the  one  that  was  burned  at  Pine  Island,  on  the  Pine  Island  branch. 

Regarding  the  recommendations  contained  in  report  of  last  inspection: 
Some  repairs  have  been  made  to  fences;  cattle-guards  have  not  been  main- 
tained, although  the  law  requires  them,  and  I  do  not  think  they  are  impor- 
tant; the  sanitary  condition  of  the  outside  closets  has  been  apparently 
improved;  a  new  station  building  has  not  been  erected  at  Turner  as  recom- 
mended. 

Xew  Jersey   and   New    York   Division. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  New  Jersey  and  New  York  division  is  in  the 
state  of  New  Jersey,  the  portions  in  this  State  consisting  of  that  part  of 
the  New  Jersey  and  New  York  Railroad  from  the  New  Jersey-State  line  near 
Pearl  River  to  Nanuet  Junction,  and  from  Spring  Valley  to  Haverstraw, 
and  is  a  single-track  road,  13.85  miles  main  track  and  3.09  miles  sidings 
and  yard  tri^s,  the  trains  of  this  line  running  on  the  intermediate  por- 
tion between  Nanuet  Junction  and  Spring  Valley  on  the  track  of  the  Pier- 
mont  branch.  The  New  City  branch  connects  with  the  main  line  at  Nanuet 
Junction  and  extends  to  New  City,  and  is  a  single-track  road,  4.29  miles 
main  track  and  0.25  mile  sidings.  The  Piermont  branch  extends  from 
Piermont  to  a  connection  with  the  main  line  at  SuflTern,  and  is  a  single- 
track  road,  18  miles  main  track  and  3.58  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks. 
The  Northern  Railroad  of  New  Jersey  extends  from  the  New  Jersey -State 
line  near  Tappan  to  Nyack,  and  is  partially  double  tracked,  5.82  miles  first 
track,  2.5  miles  second  track,  and  1.68  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks. 

I'he  New  Jersey  and  New  York  railroad  is  considerably  crooked,  but 
most  curves  are  light,  a  0  degree  maximum  at  Haverstraw;  the  grades  are 
long  and  somewhat  broken,  a  maximum  of  85  ft.  per  mile  east  of  Haver- 
straw. The  New  City  branch  has  all  light  curves,  a  maximum  of  3  degrees 
30  minutes  near  New  City;  and  the  grades  are  light  and  regular,  a  maxi- 
mum of  58.8  ft.  per  mile  east  of  New  City.  The  Piermont  branch  has  good 
general  alignment  and  the  curves  light,  a  6  degree  maximum  at  Sparkill; 
the  grades  are  generally  light  and  fairly  regular,  a  maximum  of  58  ft.  per 
mile  for  about  5  miles  east  of  Monroe.  The  Northern  Railroad  of  New 
Jersey  is  considerably  crooked,  with  curves  moderately  sharp,  a  maximum 
of  6  degrees  near  Sparkill ;  the  grades  are  regular  but  long  and  fairly  steep, 
a  maximum  of  74  ft.  per  mile  north  of  Sparkill. 

On  the  New  Jersey  and  New  York  railroad  there  are  some  cuts  that  are 
rather  narrow  to  admit  of  good  ditches,  and  some  slopes  are  upheld  by 
retaining  wall,  all  in  fair  condition.  The  embankments  are  of  fair  width 
and  proper  slopes  and  the  roadway  is  generally  very  well  drained.  The 
other  lines  comprising  this  division  are  well  graded  and  the  drainage  system 
good. 

The  steel  and  iron  ridges  are  generally  in  good  condition  except  that 
several  of  them  would  be  benefited  by  an  additional  coat  of  paint.  No. 
30.07  is  very  light  and  is  supported  on  bents:  this  bridge  has  been  in  the 
same  condition  for  a  number  of  years;  it  is  safe  while  the  bents  are  securely 
maintained,  but  in  a  running  stream  of  this  sort  there  is  a  possibility  of 
bents  being  displaced  in  times  of  heavy  freshet;  therefore  it  would  appear 
to  me  advisable  to  replace  this  bridge.  The  masonry  to  the  bridges  is  in 
from  fair  to  good  condition,  the  ties  and  guard  timbers  are  of  standard 
dimensions  and  properly  maintained,  and  inside  guard-rails  have  been 
placed  on  them.  There  are  no  wooden  bridges  in  the  roadway.  Those  for  • 
overhead  highway  and  farm  crossings  are  properly  maintained.     There  are  3 
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overhead  bridges  on  the  New  Jersey  and  New  York  railroad  and  6  on  the 
Piermont  branch  that  are  less  than  21  ft.  above  the  track;  some  of  them 
can  evidently  be  raised  without  serious  expense  so  as  to  give  proper  clear- 
ance, but  to  determine  just  which  ones  would  necessitate  a  special  survey 
in  each  case;  all  are  protected  by  warning  signals  properly  maintained. 
On  the  New  Jersey  and  New  York  railroad  there  are  2  short  spans  of  framed 
bents  at  the  end  of  an  iron  bridge:  they  are  in  proper  condition.  On  the 
Piermont  branch  there  are  5  trestles  with  pile  or  framed  bents,  all  of 
standard  construction  and  properly  maintained.  There  yet  remains  1  open 
culvert  on  the  New  Jersey  and  New  York  railroad,  constructed  entirely  of 
timber;  it  is  in  good,  safe  condition.  On  the  Piermont  branch  there  are 
5  such  structures:  I  constructed  entirely  of  timber,  the  others  have  masonry 
abutments  and  I-beam  or  timber  stringers;  all  are  in  good  condition  except- 
ing No.  2.63,  which  has  poor  abutments  and  the  stringers  are  supported 
on  bents  placed  inside  the  abutments.  On  the  New  City  branch  and  the 
Northern  Railroad  of  New  Jersey  there  are  no  such  structures.  The  arch, 
box,   and  pipe  culverts  are  apparently   in  good  condition. 

The  standard  dimensions  of  cross-ties  are  7x0  in.,  8^  ft.  in  length,  and 
they  are  laid  at  the  rate  of  2ftlC  to  the  mile  of  track.  On  the  New  Jersey 
and  New  York  railroad  90  per  cent  are  yellow  pine,  7  per  cent  oak,  and  3 
per  cent  chestnut;  on  the  New  City  branch,  98  per  cent  yellow  pine,  1  per 
cent  oak,  and  I  per  cent  chestnut;  on  the  Piermont  branch,  95  per  cent 
yellow  pine,  4  (>er  cent  oak,  and  1  per  cent  chestnut;  on  the  Northern  Rail- 
road of  New  Jersey,  90  per  cent  yellow  pine,  8  per  cent  oak,  and  2  per  cent 
chestnut.  They  are  well  spaced,  full  spiked,  and  in  good  general  condition, 
necessary  renewals  having  been  made. 

The  New  Jersey  and  New  York  railroad  has  3.57  miles  laid  with  80-lb., 
2.0t)  miles  with  74-lb.,  and  the  remainder,  8.19  miles,  with  60-lb.  steel  rail; 
the  New  City  branch  is  laid  entirely  with  74-lb.  steel  rail;  the  Piermont 
Branch  with  80-lb.  steel  rail,  and  the  Northern  Railroad  of  New  Jersey  with 
80-lb.  steel  rail.  The  80-lb.  rails  are  connected  partially  by  angle  plates  36 
in.  in  length  w^ith  6  bolts,  and  the  remainder  by  angle  plates  24  in.  in  length 
with  4  bolts;  the  74-lb.  rails  by  angle  plates  34  in.  in  length  with  6  bolts; 
the  60-lb.  by  angle  plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts.  The  lighter  rails 
on  the  New  Jersey  and  New  York  railroad  are  somewhat  worn,  but  still  in 
fair  condition  for  the  light  traffic  and  moderate  speed  maintained;  the  rail 
on  the  other  lines  is  all  in  from  fair  to  good  condition.  All  the  connec- 
tions are  full  bolted  and  no  loose  bolts  were  observed.  All  main-track 
switches  are  split  point.  Both  rigid  and  automatic  stands  are  in  use 
but  nearly  all  are  rigid;  all  have  proper  targets,  well  painted.  Switch  and 
semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  green  for  safety;  yellow  is 
used  for  caution.  High  targets  are  used  at  obscure  plaees.  Botli  rigid  and 
spring  rail  frog.-i  are  used  and  are  well  maintained.  Derailing  switches  are  in 
all  sidings  connecting  with  main  track  and  in  some  cases  are  connected  by 
interlocking  with  the  main-track  switch  stands;  all  have  proper  tarjrets. 

The  New  Jersey  and  New  York  railroad  is  ballasted  with  gravel  and 
cinders  in  fair  quantity,  the  New  City  branch  with  cinders  in  good  quantity, 
the  Piermont  branch  with  gravel  and  cinders  in  fair  quantity,  and  the  North- 
ern Railroad  of  New  Jersey  is  well  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders.  The 
alignment  and  surfacing  of  track  are  good,  and  the  outer  rail  on  curves 
properly  elevated  for  the  speed  at  which  the  trains  are  scheduled.  The 
track  sections  of  the  New  Jersey  and  New  York  railroad  are  about  5.5  miles 
in  length,  and  the  force  maintained  on  each  consists  of  a  foreman  and  6 
laborers;  of  the  New  City  branch,  4.29  miles  in  length,  and  the  force  con- 
sists of  a  foreman  and  6  laborers;  of  the  Piermont  branch,  6  miles  in 
length,  and  the  force  consists  of  a  foreman  and  5  laborers;  of  the  Northern 
Railroad  of  New  Jersey,  6  miles,  and  the  force  consists  of  a  foreman  and 
7  laborers.  Each  gang  is  furnished  with  flags,  lanterns,  and  torpedoes  for 
protecting  its  work,  and  all  portions  of  the  road  are  patrolled  daily. 

The  tracks  of  the  Piermont  branch  and  the  New  City  branch  cross  at 
grade  at  Nanuet:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  target  signal,  and  all 
trains   are  required  to   come   to   a   full   stop.     The   track  of   the   Piermont 
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branch  is  also  crossed  by  the  track  of  the  Northern  Railroad  of  New  Jersey 
at  Sparkill:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  target  signal,  and  all  trains  are 
required  to  come  to  a  full  stop.  No  interlocking  plants  are  maintained  on 
any  of  the  lines. 

The  right  of  way  is  generally  free  from  trees,  brush,  and  rubbish;  on 
the  Piermont  branch  there  remain  a  few  scattering  trees  near  the  right 
of  way  fence  which  are  now  getting  sufficiently  large  to  be  a  source  of 
possible  danger.  The  fences  are  of  wire  and  stone  wall  and  generally  In 
poor  condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  well  graded,  planking  properly  maintained,  and 
are  protected  by  signs  of  the  diamond  or  X  form,  suitably  located  and  well 
painted.  Cattle-guards  are  not  maintained.  On  the  New  Jersey  and  New 
York  railroad  1  crossing  is  protected  by  flagman,  3  by  electric  bells,  and  24 
by  crossing-signs;  on  the  New  City  branch,  10  by  crossing-signs;  on  the 
Piermont  branch,  2  by  flagmen  and  gates,  3  by  electric  bells,  and  22  by 
crossing-signs;  on  the  Northern  Railroad  of  New  Jersey,  1  by  flagman,  5  by 
flagmen  and  gates,  3  by  electric  bells,  and  5  by  crossing-signs. 

The  trains  on  the  Northern  Railroad  of  New  Jersey  and  the  Piermont 
branch  are  controlled  by  the  manual  block  system;  on  the  other  lines  by 
the  telegraphic  train  order  system. 

The  stations  are  generally  in  good  repair,  properly  furnished,  and  the 
sanitary  condition  good;  some  are  rather  small,  but  I  am  unable  to  say 
that  they  are  not  sufficient  for  the  requirements.  Water  for  drinking  is  pro- 
vided, and  folders  are  furnished  on  application.  The  platforms  are  of 
cement,  plank,  and  gravel,  and  very  well  maintained.  The  station  grounds 
are  properly  kept. 

Since  the  last  inspection  about  5  per  cent  of  the  cross-ties  of  the  New 
Jersey  and  New  York  railroad,  13  per  cent  of  the  New  City  branch,  10  per 
cent  of  the  Piermont  branch,  and  8  per  cent  of  the  Northern  Railroad  of 
New  Jersey,  have  been  renewed;  no  renewal  of  rail  has  been  made  excepting 
an  occasional  defective  one  has  been  replaced;  necessary  renewals  have  been 
made  to  bridge  floors  and  to  timber  trestles;  also  repairs  needed  to  station 
and  other  buildings. 

Recommendationa :  That  bridge  No.  30.97  of  the  New  Jersey  and  New 
York  railroad,  a  very  light  structure  temporarily  supported  on  bents,  be 
replaced;  that  the  masonry  to  open  culvert  No.  2.63  of  the  Piermont  branch, 
which  is  in  poor  condition  and  the  stringers  now  supported  on  bents,  be 
rebuilt;  that  scattering  trees  on  the  right  of  way  of  the  Piermont  branch 
be  cut  and  removed;  and  that  necessary  repairs  be  made  to  fences. 

Delaware  Division. 

The  portions  of  the  Delaware  division  in  this  State  are  from  Sparrowbush, 
mile-post  90,  to  Mill  Rift  Bridge,  mile-post  90.85,  and  from  bridge  No.  9, 
mile-post  117.80,  to  Comstocks,  mile-post  86.62,  a  total  of  69.67  miles,  double 
track,  with  14.66  miles  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  The  Delaware  division 
follows  for  much  of  its  distance  the  banks  of  the  Delaware  river,  and  is  very 
crooked  with  moderately  sharp  curves:  the  maximum  is  6  degrees  and  9 
minutes,  located  at  Skinner's  switch.  The  grades  in  this  State  are  not  gen- 
erally steep  and  are  regular,  the  maximum  is  70  feet  per  mile.  This  division 
is  constructed  for  much  of  its  length  along  steep  hillsides  and  in  many  places 
the  slopes  of  cuts  are  upheld  by  retaining  wall,  and  retaining  and  slope  walls 
are  also  used  in  very  many  places  to  protect  the  embankments  from  the  river. 
The  roadway  is  well  graded  and  thoroughly  drained.  Subdrains  are  used  in 
the  wet  cuts,  with  good  results. 

Tlie  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  in  first-class  condition,  well  painted,  very 
extensive  painting  having  been  done  recently;  the  masonry  is  good,  ties  and 
guard  timbers  are  of  standard  dimensions  and  well  maintained,  and  Inside 
guard-rails  are  on  all.  There  are  no  wooden  bridges  in  the  roadway  and 
those  for  overhead  highway  and  farm  crossings  are  mainly  of  iron;  all  are 
in  proper  condition,  and  none  are  less  than  21  feet  above  the  track.  There  are 
2  through  iron  bridges  with  portals  less  than  that  height:  they  are  protected 
by  warning  signals,  in  good  condition.  There  are  no  timber  trestles  remaining 
in  the  main  track.    All  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  have  good  masonry,

nearly  all  of  which  has  been  recently  re-pointed;  all  have  I-beam  stringers 
with  standard  ties  and  guard  timbers,  in  good  condition.  The  arch,  box,  and 
pipe  culverts  are  apparently  in  good  condition. 

The  standard  dimensions  of  cross-ties  are  7x9  in.,  8  and  8^  ft.  in  length, 
and  are  laid  at  the  rate  of  2816  to  the  mile  of  track;  about  90  per  cent  of 
them  are  yellow  pine  and  10  per  cent  oak;  they  are  evenly  spaced,  full  spiked, 
and  in  good  condition.  Tie-plates  are  used  on  all  excepting  the  very  light 
curves  and  are  double  spiked  on  the  outer  side.  136.04  miles  of  main  track 
are  laid  with  90-lb.,  0.13  mile  with  80-lb.,  and  3.20  miles  with  74-lb.  ste^ 
rail.  The  90-lb.  rails  are  connected  by  angle  plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4 
bolts,  the  80-lb.  by  angle  plates  30  in.  in  length  with  6  bolts,  and  the  74-Ib. 
by  angle  plates  36  in.  in  length  with  6  bolts.  The  rail  is  in  very  good  con- 
dition, all  the  connections  full  bolted,  and  no  loose  bolts  were  observed.  All 
main-track  switches  are  split  point  and  have  rigid  stands  with  proper  target's. 
All  facing  switches  are  either  connected  with  the  interlocking  or  are  elec- 
trically locked  and  controlled  from  the  towers.  Switch  and  semaphore  Iftmps 
show  red  light  for  danger,  green  for  safety;  yellow  is  used  for  caution.  Tne 
frogs  are  spring  rail  and  are  properly  maintained.  Derailing  switches  are  in 
all  sidings  where  their  use  appears  necessary  and  are  connected  by  inter- 
locking with  the  main-track  switch  stands. 

About  20  miles  of  the  track  are  ballasted  with  broken  stone  and  the  remain- 
der with  gravel  in  good  quantity.  The  alignment  and  surfacing  of  track  are 
first  class  and  the  outer  rail  on  curves  properly  elevated.  The  average  length 
of  track  sections  is  about  4  miles  of  double  track,  and  the  average  force 
maintained  on  each  consists  of  a  foreman  and  7  laborers.  Each  gang  is  fur- 
nished with  flags,  lanterns,  and  torpedoes  for  protecting  its  work.  All  por- 
tions of  the  track  are  patrolled  daily.  At  four  different  points  where  danger 
might  be  apprehended  from  high  side  cuts  or  steep  hillsides,  permanent  watch- 
men are  maintained,  and  in  times  of  severe  storm  the  entire  section  force 
is  sometimes  employed  in  that  work. 

No  railroads,  steam  or  electric,  are  crossed  at  grade.  Interlocking  plants 
are  maintained  at  Tusten,  Callicoon,  Long  Eddy,  Lordville,  Hancock,  east  of 
Deposit,  west  of  Deposit,  and  at  Gulf  Summit,  protecting  entrance  to  yards, 
cross-overs,  and  governing  movements  of  trains  in  their  vicinity. 

The  right  of  way  is  free  from  trees,  brush,  and  rubbish.  The  fences  are  of 
wire  and  stone  wall  and  generally  in  poor  condition.  The  highway  crossings 
are  well  graded,  properly  planked,  and  all  are  protected  by  signs  of  the 
diamond  or  X  form,  suitably  located;  6  grade  crossings  of  highways  are 
protected  by  electric  bells  and  the  remaining  27  by  crossing-signs  only. 

The  movements  of  trains  are  governed  by  the  manual  block  system  and  train 
orders  are  issued  by  telephone. 

The  station  buildings  are  in  good  repair,  are  clean  and  neat  and  the  sani- 
tary conditions  good.  Water  for  drinking  is  provided,  and  folders  furnished 
on  application  to  the  agent.  The  platforms  are  of  stone,  cement,  plank,  and 
gravel,  and  properly  maintained.  The  station  grounds  are  well  eared  for  and 
the  yards  free  of  rubbish  and  scrap  material. 

Since  the  last  inspection  about  12  per  cent  of  the  cross-ties  have  been 
renewed;  19.36  miles  of  new  90-lb.  steel  rail  have  been  laid,  replacing  worn 
90-lb.  rail;  2.72  miles  of  main  track  have  been  ballasted  with  broken  stone; 
open  culvert  No.  157.02  has  been  replaced  with  a  concrete  arch  culvert,  arch 
culvert  No.  175.70  has  had  wing  rebuilt,  and  the  masonry  to  open  culvert 
No.  159.09  has  been  extensively  repaired;  the  masonry  to  nearly  all  the 
bridges,  open  culverts,  and  cattle-passes,  also  to  several  of  the  arch  culverts, 
has  been  re-pointed;  20  iron  bridges  have  been  re-painted;  necessary  renewals 
have  been  made  to  bridge,  open  culvert  and  cattle-pass  floors;  about  0.75 
mile  of  new  fence  has  been  erected  at  Callicoon  and  Cochecton,  and  some 
repairs  made  to  other  fence;  a  new  wye  track  has  been  constructed  at 
Deposit,  requiring  3766  feet  of  track;  and  a  total  of  about  1100  feet  have 
been  added  to  various  small  sidings  along  the  road. 

Recommendation:  This  division  shows  first-class  maintenance,  and  no 
recommendations  appear  necessary,  except  that  the  fences  be  put  in  proper 
condition. 
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Susquehanna  Division, 

The  portion  of  the  main  line  of  the  Susquehanna  division  in  this  State 
extends  from  the  Pennsylvania-State  line  near  Great  Bend  to  the  west  end 
of  Uornell  yard,  130.12  miles,  all  double  track,  and  has  142.55  miles  of  sidings 
and  yard  tracks.  Tlie  portion  of  the  lioga  branch  in  this  State  extends 
from  the  Pennsylvania-State  line  near  Seeley  creek  to  a  connection  with  the 
Northern  Central  railway  at  State  Line  Junction,  a  distance  of  6.51  miles, 
and  has  2.06  miles  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  From  State  Line  Junction  to 
Southport  Junction,  on  the  main  line  of  the  Erie  railroad,  the  trains  of  this 
branch  run  over  the  track  of  the  Northern  Central  railway.  The  general 
alignment  of  the  main  line  is  first  class  and  the  curves  are  few  and  generally 
light:  the  maximum  is  6  degrees  and  51  minutes,  west  of  Coming.  The  grades 
are  also  very  light  and  for  much  of  the  distance  practically  level:  the  maximum 
is  32.7  ft.  per  mile,  for  about  500  feet  west  of  Corning.  The  Tioga  branch 
is  very  crooked  but  curves  are  not  generally  sharp:  the  maximum  is  7  degrees, 
near  Pine  City.  The  grades  are  light  for  much  of  the  distance,  but  for  about 
three-quarters  of  a  mile  near  State  Line  there  is  a  grade  of  68.3  ft.  per  mile. 
The  roadway  of  both  lines  is  properly  graded  and  well  drained.  {Subdrains 
are  used  in  wet  cuts. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  generally  in  good  condition  and  have  proper 
masonry,  standard  ties  and  guard  timbers  well  maintained,  and  inside  guard- 
rails on  all  long  spans.  No.  202.99  has  a  very  light  plate  girder  on  east- 
bound  track  and  is  supported  by  an  extra  bent  in  the  center;  this  is  evidently 
too  light  and  should  be  replaced.  The  bridge  the  old  number  of  which  was  35, 
just  west  of  Owego,  is  also  light  for  the  heavy  power  now  used,  and  should 
be  replaced.  Old  No.  69,  the  river  bridge  east  of  Corning,  has  abutments  that 
are  showing  indications  of  failure,  and  will  need  reinforcing  or  rebuilding 
soon.  There  is  but  one  iron  bridge  on  the  Tioga  branch:  it  is  in  good 
condition  except  that  it  should  be  painted  to  prevent  injury  from  rust;  it 
has  timber  abutments,  but  they  are  sound  and  sufficient;  inside  guard-rails 
are  maintained.  Ihere  is  but  1  wooden  bridge  remaining  in  the  roadway 
and  tliat  is  on  the  Tioga  branch:  it  is  a  Howe  truss,  ll(?ft.  span,  at  Pine 
City;  it  is  in  good  condition  and  has  proper  masonry  and  inside  guard-rails. 
The  only  other  wooden  bridges  are  for  overhead  highway  and  farm  crossings; 
they  are  properly  maintained.  There  are  6  overhead  bridges  on  the  main  line 
that  are  less  than  21  feet  above  the  track;  what  ones  could  be  raised  without 
serious  ditiiculty  so  as  to  give  proper  clearance  could  only  be  determined  by 
special  surveys.  On  the  Tioga  branch  the  top  laterals  of  the  Howe  truss  are 
also  of  insufficient  height.  All  the  overhead  obstructions  are  protected  by 
warning  signals,  properly  maintained.  There  are  no  timber  trestles  in  the 
main  line.  On  the  Tioga  branch  there  are  8,  all  small,  low  structures,  with 
pile  bents;  Nos.  1,  8,  9,  and  10  have  poor  piles,  and  men  are  engaged  replacing 
them.  The  ties  and  guard  timbers  are  of  standard  dimensions  and  in  from 
fair  to  good  condition,  and  men  are  engaged  replacing  any  needing  it.  All 
open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  of  the  main  line  have  good  masonry,  I-beam 
stringers,  and  standard  ties  and  guard  timbers  in  proper  repair.  On  the 
Tioga  branch  there  are  4  such  structures  entirely  of  wood,  and  2  with  abut- 
ments of  stone  and  I-beam  stringers;  all  are  in  safe  condition.  The  stone 
arch  and  box  culverts  and  pipe  drains  are  all  apparently  in  good  condition. 
1  here  is  one  timber  box  culvert  on  the  Tioga  branch. 

The  cross-ties  of  the  main  line  are  7x9  in.,  S^t  ft.  in  length,  about  85  per 
cent  yellow  pine  and  15  per  cent  oak;  of  the  Tioga  branch,  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  in 
length,  about  67  per  cent  yellow  pine  and  33  per  cent  oak ;  all  are  laid  at  the 
rate  of  2816  to  the  mile  of  track;  they  are  in  very  good  condition,  properly 
spaced  and  full  spiked.  Tie-plates  are  used  on  all  sharp  curves.  254.74  milee 
of  mainline  track  are  laid  with  90-lb.,  and  the  remainder,  5.49  miles,  with 
80-lb.  steel  rail;  the  rails  are  connected  by  angle  plates  24  in.  in  length  with 
4  bolts  and  30  in.  in  length  with  6  bolts.  The  Tioga  branch  tracks  are  laid 
with  63-lb.  rail  connected  by  angle  plates  25  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts.  The 
main  line  rail  is  in  first-class  condition;  the  Tioga  branch  rail  in  fair  con- 
dition and  renewals  are  being  made  as  necessary.  All  connections  are  full 
bolted  and  no  loose  bolts  were  observed.     All  main-track  switches  are  split 
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point  and  have  rigid  stands  with  proper  targets.  All  facing  switches  of  the 
main  line  are  connected  with  interlocking  or  electrically  locked  and  controlled 
from  the  towers.  Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger 
and  green  for  safety;  yellow  is  used  for  caution.  The  frogs  are  spring  rail 
and  in  good  condition.  Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  connecting  with 
main  track  where  their  use  appears  necessary,  and  have  proper  targets;  those 
on  the  main  line  are  interlocked  with  the  main-track  switch  stands. 

About  18  miles  of  main  line  are  ballasted  with  broken  stone  and  the  balance 
with  gravel  and  cinders  in  fair  to  good  quantity.  The  Tioga  branch  is  bal- 
lasted with  gravel  and  cinders  in  fair  quantity.  The  alignment  and  sur- 
facing of  the  main  line  track  are  first  class,  of  the  Tioga  branch  fair.  The 
outer  rail  on  curves  is  properly  elevated.  The  main  line  sections  are  about 
4  miles  in  length  of  the  double  track,  and  the  force  employed  upon  each  con- 
si.-^tH  of  a  foreman  and  5  laborers  in  winter  and  10  in  summer;  of  the  Tioga 
branch,  U  miles  in  length,  and  the  average  force  a  foreman  and  3  laborers. 
Each  gang  is  furnished  with  flags,  lanterns,  and  torpedoes  to  protect  its  work, 
and  all  portions  of  the  road  are  patrolled  daily  by  some  member  of  the  section 
force  who  works  a  portion  of  the  time  with  the  gang. 

The  main  line  is  crossed  at  grade  at  Binghamton  by  a  wye  track  connecting 
the  main  line  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  railroad  with  its 
Syracuse,  Binghamton  and  New  York  division;  and  the  main  line  of  the 
Syracuse,  Binghamton  and  New  York  division,  a  single  track,  is  also  crossed 
in  Binghamton:  each  crossing  is  protected  by  a  separate  interlocking  plant, 
modern  and  in  first-class  condition.  The  Cayuga  division,  a  single  track, 
of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  railroad,  is  crossed  at  grade  at 
Owego:  this  crossing  is  protected  by  a  modern  and  complete  interlocking 
plant.  At  Corning,  2  tracks  of  the  Pennsylvania  division  of  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad  are  crossed:  this  crossing  is  protected  by 
a  modern  and  complete  interlocking  plant.  On  Water  street,  Elmira,  2  tracks 
of  the  Elmira  Water,  Light  and  Railroad  Company's  road  (electric)  cross  at 
grade:  there  are  no  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric  road,  nor 
is  it  practicable  at  that  place  to  operate  them;  there  is  a  wire  netting  over 
the  trolley  wire,  but  it  is  too  short  and  should  be  lengthened.  On  14th  street, 
Elmira,  another  track  of  that  company's  electric  railroad  crosses:  there  are  no 
derailing  switches  at  this  point  although  they  might  be  operated  and  should 
be  in,  and  the  netting  over  the  trolley  wire  is  too  short  and  should  be  length- 
ened. No  railroads,  steam  or  electric,  are  crossed  at  grade  by  the  Tioga 
branch.  There  are  28  interlocking  plants  maintained  on  the  main  line,  govern- 
ing the  entrance  to  yards,  passing  tracks,  cross-overs,  and  grade  crossings  of 
railroads;  these  are  all  in  good  condition. 

The  right  of  way  is  free  from  trees,  brush,  and  rubbish.  The  fences  are 
of  wire,  and  generally  in  poor  repair.  The  highway  crossings  are  well  graded, 
properFy  planked,  and  there  are  signs  of  the  diamond  or  X  form  suitably 
located  and  in  proper  condition  at  each  crossing;  12  highway  crossings  of  the 
main  line  are  protected  by  fiagmen,  41  by  flagmen  and  gates,  8  by  electric 
bells,  and  89  by  crossing-signs  only.  On  the  Tioga  branch  there  are  3  high- 
way grade  crossings,  all  protected  by  crossing-signs  only. 

The  movements  of  trains  on  the  main  line  are  governed  by  the  telegraphic 
manual  controlled  block,  positive  for  passenger  trains,  and  permissive  for 
freight  in  special  cases;  the  movements  of  trains  on  the  Tioga  branch  are 
governed  by  the  telegraphic  train  order  system. 

The  stations  are  in  the  same  general  condition  as  on  the  New  York  and 
Delaware  divisions,  and  the  same  remarks  apply. 

Since  the  last  inspection  about  8  per  cent  of  cross-ties  have  been  renewed; 
0.50  miles  of  new  90-lb.  and  2.26  miles  of  new  80-lb.  rail  have  been  laid  in 
the  main  line  tracks,  replacing  worn  rail;  30.41  miles  of  main  line  tracks 
have  been  re-ballasted  with  gravel,  stone,  and  cinders;  9  bridges  have  been 
replaced;  7  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  rebuilt;  extensive  repairs  have 
been  made  to  the  masonry  of  5  bridges,  and  lighter  repairs  and  re-pointing  to 
others;  considerable  repairs  have  been  made  to  passenger  and  freight  stations 
at  Hornell,  Waverly,  Addison,  Corning,  Owego,  and  Binghamton,  and  light 
repairs  to  others;   repairs  have  been  made  to  the  shops  at  Hornell,  to  the 
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Elmira  roundhouse,  and  the  creameries  at  Tioga  Center  and  Campbell's;  the 
stations  at  Hornell  and  Addison  have  been  re-painted,  and  new  platforms 
built  at  Addison;  the  creamery  at  Tioga  Center,  freight  office  at  Binghamton, 
water  tanks  at  Hornell,  Cameron,  Corning,  Elmira,  Southport,  Smithboro, 
Owego,  and  Union,  and  20  bridges  of  the  main  line,  have  been  re-painted; 
5.85  miles  of  main  line  fence  have  been  rebuilt  and  some  repairs  made  to 
other  fences  of  the  main  line  and  of  the  Tioga  branch;  some  extension  has 
been  made  to  yard  tracks  at  Binghamton,  Elmira,  Addison,  Hornell,  etc.;  the 
grade  crossing  at  Taylor  street,  Hornell,  has  been  eliminated  by  putting  in  an 
undergrade  crossing,  thus  removing  from  the  level  of  the  railroad  tracks 
extensive  foot  and  team  travel,  and  also  the  track  of  an  electric  railroad; 
other  minor  new  work  and  repairs  have  been  made  at  various  points  on  the 
division. 

Recommendations:  That  the  girder  at  mile-post  202.00  and  the  through 
bridge  No.  36  at  Owego,  which  are  light,  be  replaced  with  stronger  structures, 
and  that  the  abutments  to  bridge  No.  60,  east  of  Corning,  be  reinforced  or 
rebuilt;  that  the  repairs  now  under  way  to  timber  trestles  Nos.  I,  8,  9,  and 
10  of  the  Tioga  branch  be  completed  as  soon  as  possible;  that  the  fences  be 
put  in  proper  repair. 

Buffalo  Division, 

The  main  line  of  the  Buffalo  division  comprises  that  portion  of  the  main 
line  of  the  Erie  road  between  Hornell  and  Buffalo,  02.24  miles  double  track 
and  117.74  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  The  Niagara  Fftlls  branch  connects 
with  the  main  line  at  East  Buffalo  and  extends  to  Suspension  Bridge,  24.01 
miles  first  track,  6.4  miles  second  track,  and  23.24  miles  sidings  and  yard 
tracks.  The  International  branch,  a  freight  line,  connects  with  the  Niagara 
Falls  branch  at  International  Junction  and  extends  to  Black  Rock,  4.5  miles 
double  track  and  8.07  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  The  Black  Rock  branch 
connects  with  the  International  branch  in  Black  Rock  yard  and  extends  to 
the  river  front,  1.14  miles  main  track.  The  Buffalo  and  Southwestern  branch 
connects  with  the  Buffalo  Creek  railroad  at  South  Buffalo  and  extends  to  a 
junction  with  the  Meadville  division  at  Waterboro,  55.78  miles  main  track 
and  15.05  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks. 

The  easterly  portion  of  the  main  line  is  somewhat  crooked,  and  the  align- 
ment of  the  westerly  end  is  first  class;  most  curves  are  light  and  fairly 
regular,  a  maximum  of  7  degrees  at  Portage;  the  grades  while  somewhat 
broken  are  generally  light  and  are  now  being  improved,  a  maximum  of  48  ft. 
per  mile  for  3.3  miles  east  of  Attica.  The  Niagara  Falls  branch,  International 
branch,  and  Black  Rock  branch  have  good  general  alignment  and  curves  and 
grades  light.  The  Buffalo  and  Southwestern  branch  has  generally  good  align- 
ment ;  nearly  all  curves  are  light,  a  maximum  of  8  degrees  east  of  I^yton ;  the 
grades  on  much  of  the  road  are  light,  but  between  Gowanda  and  Dayton,  for  a 
distance  of  about  4Mt  miles,  there  is  an  extremely  heavy  grade,  132  ft.  per  mile. 

The  roadway  of  all  the  lines  is  very  well  graded  and  properly  drained. 
Subdrains  are  used  in  wet  cuts.  The  grades  and  curves  of  the  main  line  are 
being  reduced  between  Hornell  and  Hunt's;  this  is  extensive  work  and  doubt- 
less will  not  be  completed  this  season;  while  this  work  is  in  progress  a  single 
track  is  being  used  in  places,  and  in  some  cases  temporary  tracks  are  laid 
outside  the  regular  location  for  use  while  the  re-grading  is  being  done. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  in  good  condition;  a  few  of  them  would  be 
benefited   by   the   addition  of   a   coat  of  paint;   generally,   they  have  good 
masonry.     One  on  the  Niagara  Falls  branch,  and  a  few  on  tEe*«8nffalo  and 
Southwestern  branch,  have  abutments  of  timber;  all  are  in  goodcoiW^^^i'* » 
the  ties  and  guard  timbers  are  of  standard  dimensions  and  in  proper  r^^{* 
inside  guard-rails  are  maintained.    There  are  no  wooden  bridges  remainin*.^" 
the  roadway;   those  for  overhead  highway  and  farm  crossings  are  in  prope. 
condition.    All  overhead  obstructions  are  protected  by  warning  signals.    There 
are  5  overhead  obstructions  on  the  main  line  less  than  21  ft.  above  the  track: 
nearly  all  are  overhead  street  crossings  in  Buffalo,  and  it  would  be  very 
difficult  to  raise  these  bridges.    One  is  the  overhead  crossing  of  the  Pittsburg, 
Shawmut  and  Northern  railroad  at  Swains,  and  the  track  is  being  lowered  at 
that  point  to  give  proper  clearance.    Another  »  the  overhead  crossing  of  th« 
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Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  railroad  at  East  Buffalo:  this  will  also 
ba  very  difficult  to  change.  On  the  Niagara  Falls  branch  there  are  7  such 
obstructions  of  either  railroad  or  street  bridges  in  Buffalo  and  Niagara  Falls, 
very  difficult  to  change.  There  are  no  timber  trestles  remaining  in  the  track 
of  the  main  line.  There  is  one  on  the  Niagara  Falls  branch  consisting  of  24 
spans,  and  another  of  two  spans;  they  are  of  standard  construction  and  in 
good  condition.  On  the  Buffalo  and  Southwestern  branch  there  are  many  such 
structures,  all  low  and  generally  short  ones ;  all  in  good  condition.  There  yet 
remains  1  open  culvert  on  the  Buffalo  division  with  timber  abutments:  this 
is  to  be  eliminated  in  the  present  changes  being  made  in  grading  and  align- 
ment; all  others  have  stone  masonry  and  I-beam  stringers,  standard  ties  and 
guard  timbers  in  good  condition.  On  the  Buffalo  and  Southwestern  branch 
there  are  8  structures  of  this  kind  entirely  of  wood,  8  with  stone  abutments 
and  timber  stringers,  and  8  with  stone  abutments  and  I-beams;  all  are  prop- 
erly maintained.  The  arch,  box,  and  pipe  culverts  are  apparently  in  good 
condition. 

The  cross- ties  of  the  main  line  and  Niagara  Falls  branch  are  7x9  in., 
8  ft.  6  in.  in  length ;  of  the  other  lines  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  in  length ;  and  they  are 
laid  at  the  rate  of  2816  to  the  mile  of  track.  They  are  about  82  per  cent 
yellow  pine,  14  per  cent  oak,  and  the  remainder  mixed  cedar,  hemlock,  and 
tamarack;  they  are  in  very  good  condition,  necessary  renewals  having  been 
made,  and  are  well  spaced  and  full  spiked.  Tie-plates  are  used  on  all  except 
very  light  curves.  75.63  miles  of  the  main-line  track  are  laid  with  90-lb.  and 
the  remainder,  148.48  miles,  with  80-lb.  steel  rail;  the  90-lb.  rails  are  partly 
connected  by  angle  plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts;  a  few  30-in.  angle 
plates  with  6  bolts  are  used.  The  80-lb.  rails  are  mainly  connected  by  angle 
plates  30  in.  in  length  with  6  bolts;  a  few  24-in.  angle  plates  with  4  bolts  are 
used.  The  80-lb.  rail  is  considerably  worn  and  renewals  are  being  made;  the 
90-lb.  rail  is  in  good  condition;  all  the  connections  are  full  bolted  and  bolts 
tight.  The  Niagara  Falls  branch  has  28.66  miles  of  track  laid  with  80-lb., 
1.18  miles  with  74-Ib.,  0.54  mile  with  70-lb.,  and  0.03  mile  with  63-lb.  steel 
rail;  the  80-lb.  rails  are  connected  by  angle  plates  30  in.  in  length  with  6 
bolts;  the  other  rail  by  angle  plates  40  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts;  the  rail  is 
in  very  good  condition  throughout  and  all  bolts  tight.  The  International  and 
Black  Rock  branches  are  laid  with  74-lb.  steel  rail,  connected  by  angle  plates 
40  in.  in  length  with  6  bolts;  the  rail  is  somewhat  worn  but  in  fair  condition 
for  the  purpose  for  which  the  lines  are  used,  almost  entirely  for  freight. 
12.83  miles  of  the  Buffalo  and  Southwestern  branch  tracks  are  laid  with 
90-lb.,  13.56  miles  with  80-lb.,  and  the  remainder,  29.79  miles,  with  74-lb. 
steel  rail;  the  90-lb.  rails  are  connected,  partially  by  angle  plates  30  in.  in 
length  with  6  bolts,  and  the  remainder  by  angle  plates  24  in.  in  length  with 
4  bolts;  the  80-lb.  rails  by  angle  plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts,  and  the 
74-lb.  rails  by  angle  plates  40  in.  in  length  with  6  bolts;  the  74-lb.  rail  is 
somewhat  worn  and  some  renewals  are  needed;  the  remaining  portions  of  the 
rail  are  in  good  condition;  all  connections  are  full  bolted  and  bolts  tight. 
All  main-track  switches  are  split  point  and  have  rigid  stands  with  proper 
targets.  Many  high  targets  are  used  and  most  facing  switches  are  protected. 
Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  green  for  safety; 
yellow  is  used  for  caution.  The  main-track  frogs  are  spring  rail  and  in  good 
condition.  Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  where  their  use  appears 
necessary,  and  some  were  observed  where  targets  were  lacking. 

The  main  line  is  ballasted  with  gravel,  cinders,  and  slag  in  good  quantity; 
the  Niagara  Falls  branch  with  gravel  and  slag;  the  International  and  Black 
Rock  branches  with  gravel  and  cinders  in  from  fair  to  good  quantity;  and 
the  Buffalo  and  Southwestern  branch  with  gravel,  cinders,  and  slag  in  good 
quantity.  The  alignment  and  surfacing  of  the  main  line  are  first  class  except 
where  the  changes  in  alignment  and  grade  are  in  progress;  of  the  Niagara 
Falls  branch  first  class;  of  the  International  and  Black  Rock  branches  and 
the  Buffalo  and  Southwestern  branch  good.  The  outer  rail  on  curves  is 
properly  elevated. 
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The  track  sections  of  the  main  line  are  about  5  miles  in  length  and  the 
average  force  employed  on  each  consists  of  a  foreman  and  9  laborers  in 
summer  and  6  in  winter;  of  the  Niagara  Falls  branch  5  miles  in  length 
of  the  double  track  and  six  miles  of  the  single  track,  and  the  force  the  same 
as  on  the  main  line;  the  International  and  Black  Rock  branches  have  a 
section  force  similar  to  that  on  the  main  line;  the  sections  of  the  Buffalo  and 
Southwestern  branch  are  about  6  miles  in  length  and  a  foreman  and  9  laborers 
are  employed  on  each  during  the  summer,  and  a  foreman  and  6  laborers  during 
the  winter.  Each  section  gang  is  furnished  with  flags,  lanterns,  and  tor- 
pedoes for  protecting  its  work,  and  all  portions  of  the  r<Mui  are  patrolled  daily. 

The  main  line  is  crossed  in  Buffalo  by  4  main  tracks  of  the  New   York 
Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad:   the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  modem 
and  complete  interlocking  plant.     Near  Hamburg  street,  Buffalo,  by  2  com- 
promise tracks  connecting  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  railway 
with  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad:  the  crossing  is  pro- 
tected by  a  tilting  board  signal,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full 
stop;  this  is  a  bad  crossing  and  should  be  protected  by  a  proper  interlocking 
plant.    At  East  Buffalo,  1  track  of  the  Chautauqua  branch  and  1  of  the  main 
line  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  railway,  also  1  track  of  the 
Buffalo  Creek  railroad,  are  crossed:  all  the  crossings  are  protected  by  signals 
located  on  a  tower;  this  is  a  bad  crossing,  specially  referred  to  in  the  report 
on  the  Buffalo  Creek  inspection  for  this  year,  and  should  be  protected  by  an 
interlocking  plant.     Also  at  East  Buffalo,  1  track  of  the  Erie  railroad  that 
leads  to  a  stock  yard :  this  crossing  is  protected  by  semaphore  signals  that  are 
interlocked,  and  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop.    At  Cbeektowaga, 
1  track  of  the  electric  railroad  operated  by  the  International  Railway  Com- 
pany: there  are  derails  in  the  track  of  the  electric  road,  but  the  copper  trough 
over  the  trolley  wire  is  too  short  and  should  be  lengthened.     At  Lancaster, 
another  track  of  the  electric  railroad  operated  by  the  International  Railway 
Company  is  crossed:  there  are  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric 
road  and  proper  protection  over  the  trolley  wire.    The  Niagara  Falls  branch 
crosses  at  Suspension  Bridge   1   track  of   the  Lewiston  branch  of  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad,   I  track  connecting  the  Michigan 
Central  railroad  with  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  division  of  the 
New  York  Central  and'  Hudson  river  railroad,  also  2  tracks  of  the  Nisgara 
Falls  branch  of  the  New   York   Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad:   these 
crossings   are  all   protected   by  a   modern  and  complete  interlocking  plant. 
At  North  Tonawanda,  by  2  tracks  of  the  Lock  port  branch  of  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad:  protected  by  a  proper  interlocking  plant. 
South  of  Tonawanda,  1  track  of  the  Canandaigua  branch  of  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad,  and  near  the  same  point  a  switching  track 
owned  by  the  same  company:   the  crossings  are  protected  by  an  interlocking 
plant.    At  North  Tonawanda,  a  switching  track  of  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  railroad:   protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal,  and  all  trains 
are  required  to  come   to  a  full  stop.     Tracks  of  the  International  railway 
(electric)  are  crossed  as  follows:  2  tracks  on  Walden  avenue,  Buffalo:  there 
are  no  derails  in  the  track  of  the  electric  road  but  a  proper  protection  over 
the  trolley  wire;    2  tracks  on  Genesee  street,  Buffalo:    there  are  derailing 
switches   in  the  track  of  the  electric  road  and  proper  protection  over   the 
trolley   wire;    2   tracks  on   East   Ferry  street,   Buffalo:    there  are  derailing 
switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric  road  and  proper  protection  over  the  trol- 
ley  wire;    2    tracks    on    Kensington    avenue,    Buffalo:    there    are    derailing 
switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric  road   and  proper  protection  over  the 
trolley  wire;  2  tracks  on  Main  street,  Buffalo:   there  are  no  derails  in  the 
track  of  the  electric  road,  but  a  proper  protection  over  the  trolley  wire;   1 
track  on  Goundry  street,  North  Tonawanda:   there  are  derails  in  the  track 
of  the  electric  road  and  proper  protection  over  the  trolley  wire;   1  track  on 
Sugar  street,  Echota:   there  are  no  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the 
electric  road  nor  protection  over  the  trolley  wire;  1  track  on  Ontario  avenue, 
Niagara  Falls:   there  are  no  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric 
road,  but  proper  protection  over  the  trolley  wire.     The  International  branch 
crosses  2  tracks  of  the  Niagara  Falls  branch  of  the  New  York  Central  and 
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Hudson  River  railroad  and  2  tracks  connecting  that  branch  with  the  New 
York  Central  Belt  line,  at  North  Buffalo:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  proper 
interlocking  plant;  2  tracks  of  the  International  railway  on  Military  road, 
North  Buffalo,  protected  by  an  interlocking  plant.  The  Black  Rock  branch 
crosses  at  Black  Rock  2  freight  tracks  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and 
Western  railroad:  there  is  only  yard  movement  here,  and  the  trainmen  pro- 
tect; 2  tracks  of  the  International  railway  on  Hertel  avenue  and  2  on  Tona- 
wanda  street.  North  Buffalo:  there  are  no  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of 
the  electric  road,  but  proper  protection  over  the  trolley  wire.  The  Buffalo  and 
Southwestern  branch  crosses  1  track  of  the  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis 
railroad  and  I  of  tlie  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  railway  at  Blas- 
dell:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal,  and  all  trains  are 
required  to  come  to  a  full  stop.  Interlocking  plants  governing  the  movements 
of  trains  are  located  at  Chicago  street,  Seneca  street,  William  street,  and 
International  Junction,  Buffalo;  at  Portage;  and  at  Canaseraga. 

The  right  of  way  is  free  from  trees,  brush,  and  rubbish,  and  generally 
fenced  with  wire;  the  fences  are  only  maintained  opposite  grazing  land,  and 
where  maintained  are  generally  in  fair  condition.  The  highway  crossings  are 
properly  graded,  well  planked,  and  are  protected  by  signs  of  the  diamond  or 
X  form.  Cattle-guards  are  not  maintained.  On  the  main  line  there  are  13 
crossings  protected  by  flagmen,  4  by  flagmen  and  gates,  8  by  electric  bells, 
and  89  by  crossing-signs;  on  the  Niagara  Falls  branch,  19  by  flagmen,  2  by 
flagmen  and  gates,  5  by  electric  bells,  and  18  by  crossing-signs;  on  the  Inter- 
national and  Black  Rock  branches,  4  by  flagmen  and  5  by  crossing-signs;  on 
the  Buffalo  and  Southwestern  branch,  1  by  flagman,  3  by  electric  bells,  and 
64  by  crossing- signs. 

The  movements  of  trains  are  governed  by  the  manual  block  system,  posi- 
tive for  passenger  trains. 

The  station  buildings  are  in  the  same  general  condition  as  those  on  the 
New  York  and  Delaware  divisions,  and  the  same  remarks  apply. 

Since  the  last  inspection  about  7  per  cent  of  all  cross-ties  have  been 
renewed;  12.18  miles  of  new  90-lb.  rail  have  been  laid,  replacing  80-lb.  rail; 
and  5  miles  of  80-lb.  rail,  replacing  74-lb.  rail;  1  mile  of  track  has  been 
re-ballasted  with  copper  slag,  and  repairs  made  to  ballasting  elsewhere; 
curves  and  grades  are  being  reduced  between  Hornell  and  Hunt's,  and  this 
work  is  well  under  way;  1  iron  bridge  on  the  Buffalo  and  Southwestern 
branch  has  been  rebuilt;  7  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  have  been  rebuilt; 
necessary  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  masonry  of  bridge,  trestle,  and  cul- 
vert floors;  a  new  station  has  been  built  at  Collins;  15i  station  buildings  have 
been  repaired  and  1  re-painted;  19  iron  bridges  have  been  re-painted;  about 
9  miles  of  new  woven  wire  fence  have  been  erected  and  6  miles  repaired; 
there  have  been  about  3.6  miles  of  new  track  added  to  the  yard  at  Bailey 
avenue,  Buffalo,  and  smaller  additions  made  to  various  other  yards;  the 
Bailey  avenue  and  the  William  street  g^ade  crossings  at  Buffalo  have  been 
eliminated  and  made  undercrossings;  other  minor  improvements  have  been 
made,  including  repairs  to  freight  houses,  stations,  etc. 

Recommendaiiona :  That  necessary  renewal  be  made  to  the  80-lb.  rail  of 
the  main  line  and  the  74-lb.  rail  of  the  Buffalo  and  Southwestern  branch; 
that  targets  be  put  on  the  stands  of  derailing  switches  where  now  lacking; 
that  the  grade  crossing  of  the  compromise  tracks  connecting  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad  and  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan 
Southern  railway,  near  Hamburg  street,  Buffalo,  be  protected  by  a  proper 
interlocking  plant;  also  that  the  grade  crossings  at  East  Buffalo  of  the 
two  tracks  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  railway  and  the 
track  of  the  Buffalo  Creek  railroad  be  protected  by  a  proper  interlocking  plant. 

Rochester  Division. 
The  main  line  of  the  Rochester  division  extends  from  a  connection  with  the 
main  line  of  the  Susquehanna  division  at  Painted  Post  to  Rochester,  92.78 
miles  main  track  and  30.03  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  The  Conesus 
Lake  branch  connects  with  the  main  line  Rochester  division  at  Conesua  Lake 
Junction  and  extends  to  Lakeville,   1.61  miles  track  and  0.46  mile  sidings.

The  Attica  branch  connects  with  the  main  line  of  the  Rochester  diyision  at 
Avon  and  extends  to  Attica  on  th«  main  line  of  the  Buffalo  division,  34.66 
miles  main  track  and  7.97  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  The  Mount  Morris 
branch  connects  with  the  main  line  Rochester  division  at  Avon  and  extends 
to  Mount  Morris,  15.33  miles  main  track  and  2.7  miles  sidings  and  yard 
tracks.  The  main  line  of  the  Rochester  division  from  Rochester  to  Avon, 
and  the  entire  Mount  Morris  branch,  are  equipped  for  electric  operaticm  by 
the  overhead  trolley  system. 

The  general  alignment  of  the  main  line  is  very  good  and  the  curves  light; 
the  grades  are  also  generally  light,  but  for  a  distance  of  6  miles  near  Livonia 
there  is  a  continuous  ^ade  of  46  ft.  per  mile.  The  Conesus  Lake  branch  is 
practically  straight,  with  the  exception  of  a  curve  at  the  junction  with  the 
main  line;  the  grade  is  very  steep  for  a  short  distance  near  the  junction 
with  the  main  line,  121.4  ft.  per  mile.  The  Attica  branch  has  very  fair 
alignment;  the  grades  are  considerably  broken  but  generally  li^ht.  The 
Mount  Morris  branch  has  good  alignment,  with  grades  Tight  and  fairly  regu- 
lar. The  roadway  is  very  well  graded  and  the  drainage  system  good.  Sub- 
drains  have  been  used  in  wet  cuts,  with  good  results. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  generally  in  good  condition  and  fairly  well 
painted.  A  number  of  them  are  light  for  the  class  of  power  used,  especially 
Nob.  28  and  30  of  the  main  line  and  No.  4  of  the  Attica  branch.  Nos.  2,  3, 
7,  and  11^  of  the  main  line  are  also  rather  light  and  need  replacing.  No.  6, 
over  the  New  York  Central  main  line  near  Batavia,  is  also  very  light,  but 
was  being  replaced  when  the  inspection  was  made.  The  masonry  is  generally 
fair  and  repairs  are  being  made  as  necessary.  One  bridge  on  the  Attiea 
branch,  west  of  Avon,  has  bents  for  abutments;  they  are  substantial.  The 
ties  and  guard  timbers  are  of  standard  dimensions  and  are  properly  main- 
tained; inside  ^ard-rails  are  in  place  on  the  longer  spans.  The  only  wooden 
bridges  maintained  are  for  overhead  highway  or  farm  crossings;  they  are 
apparently  in  good  condition  and  all  less  than  21  feet  above  the  trade  are 
protected  by  warning  signals;  there  are  verv  few  such  overhead  obstructions, 
and  only  a  special  survey  in  each  case  would  determine  as  to  the  feaaibility 
of  raising  them  to  make  proper  clearance.  There  are  9  timber  trestles 
remaining  in  the  main  line,  7  in  the  Attica  branch,  and  1  in  the  Mount 
Morris  branch;  all  are  of  standard  construction  with  either  pile  or  framed 
bents  and  have  standard  ties  and  guard  timbers;  one  just  west  of  Avon  on 
the  Attica  branch  has  very  poor  ties  and  guard  timbers;  and  the  only  one 
on  the  Mount  Morris  branch  is  old  and  generally  in  poor  condition,  and 
should  be  rebuilt  or  replaced  promptly.  Of  the  open  culverts  and  cattle- 
passes  in  the  main  line,  one  is  entirely  of  wood,  4  with  wooden  abutments 
and  I-beam  stringers,  7  with  stone  abutments  and  timber  stringers,  and  3 
with  stone  abutments  and  I-beam  stringers;  all  have  standard  ties  and  guard 
timbers  and  are  in  good  condition,  except  that  No.  394  has  poor  masonry 
which  should  be  rebuilt.  On  the  Attica  branch  there  are  3  built  entirely  of 
wood,  9  with  wooden  abutments  and  I-beam  stringers,  2  with  stone  abutments 
and  timber  stringers,  and  2  with  stone,  and  I-beam  stringers;  they  are  built 
the  same  as  those  on  the  main  line  and  are  in  good  condition,  except  that 
one  just  east  of  LeRoy  has  bad  masonry  and  the  stringers  are  supported  on 
bents.  On  the  Mount  Morris  branch  there  are  3  such  structures:  one  south 
of  Creneseo  has  timber  abutments  and  girders;  the  abutments  are  in  poor 
condition  and  should  be  rebuilt. or  replaced  promptly;  another  smaller  one, 
south  of  Geneseo,  has  poor  masonry,  and  iron  pipe  is  now  on  the  ground 
which  is  to  be  put  in  at  once  and  the  remainder  of  the  opening  filled;  the 
other  remaining  one  is  in  good  condition.  The  arch,  box,  and  pipe  culverts 
are  in  from  fair  to  good  condition. 

The  standard  dimensions  of  cross-ties  are  6xS  in.,  8  ft.  in  length;  the 
former  standard  was  7x9  in.,  8  ft.  6  in.  in  length,  and  the  larger  propor- 
tion of  those  in  track  are  of  those  dimensions.  They  are  laid  at  the  rate  of 
2816  to  the  mile  of  track.  About  79  per  cent  are  yellow  pine,  16  per  cent 
oak,  and  5  per  cent  chestnut;  they  are  well  spaced  and  full  spiked  and  gen- 
erally in  good  condition,  necessary  renewals  for  the  season  having  been  made. 
Tie-plates  are  used  on  all  except  very  light  curves.    The  main  line  has  34.83 
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miles  laid  with  80-lb.  and  the  remainder,  57.95  miles,  with  74-lb.  rail;  the 
80-lb.  rails  are  connected  partially  by  Weber  joints  24  in.  in  length  with  4 
bolts,  and  partially  by  angle  plates  30  in.  in  length  with  6  bolts;  the  74-lb. 
rails  are  connected  by  angle  plates  40  in.  in  length  with  0  bolts;  a  portion 
of  the  74-lb.  rail  is  considerably  worn,  and  extensive  renewals  are  being  made ; 
some  loose  bolts  were  also  observed  in  the  connections  of  the  74-lb.  rail;  the 
80-lb.  rail  is  in  good  condition.  The  Conesus  Lake  branch  is  laid  entirely 
with  63-lb.  steel  rail  connected  by  angle  plates  24-in.  in  length  with  4  bolts; 
the  rail  is  somewhat  worn  but  is  in  fair  condition  for  the  light  traffic  and 
slow  speed  maintained.  24.19  miles  of  the  Attica  branch  are  laid  with  80-lb. 
and  the  remainder,  10.36  miles,  with  74-lb.  steel  rail;  the  80-lb.  rails  are 
connected  by  angle  plates  30  in.  in  length  and  the  74-lb.  rails  by  angle  plates 
40  in.  in  length,  all  connections  having  0  bolts;  the  80-lb.  rail  is  in  good 
condition;  the  74-lb.  rail  is  somewhat  worn  but  is  still  in  fair  condition,  and 
some  renewals  are  being  made.  The  Mount  Morris  branch  is  laid  entirely 
with  80-lb.  rail  connected  by  Weber  joints  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts;  the 
rail  is  in  good  condition,  all  connections  full  bolted  and  bolts  tight.  All 
main-track  switches  are  split  point,  mainly  with  automatic  stands.  High 
targets  are  used  at  outlying  and  obscure  switches.  On  the  electrified  por- 
tions of  the  road  all  main-track  switches  are  electrically  locked  or  protected 
by  distant  signals  that  are  interlocked  with  the  switch  stands.  Switch  and 
sempahore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  green  for  safety;  yellow  is 
UB9d  for  caution.  The  main-track  frogs  are  nearly  all  spring  rail  and  are 
well  maintained.  Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  connecting  with  the 
main  track  where  their  use  appears  necessary;  on  some  of  the  stands,  targets 
are  lacking. 

The  mam  line  is  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders  in  from  fair  to  good 
quantity;  the  Conesus  Lake  branch  is  lightly  ballasted  with  gravel  and 
cinders;  the  Attica  branch  with  gravel  and  cinders  generally  in  fair  quantity; 
the  Mount'  Morris  branch  with  gravel  and  cinders  in  good  quantity.  Tho 
alignment  and  surfacing  of  the  track  are  very  good  and  the  outer  rail  on 
curves  properly  elevated.  The  track  sections  of  the  main  line  and  the  Attica 
branch  are  about  5%  miles  in  length;  the  Conesus  Lake  branch  is  a  portion 
of  a  main  line  section;  on  each  section  of  the  main  line  and  Attica  branch 
a  force  consisting  of  a  foreman  and  5  laborers  is  employed;  on  the  Mount 
Morris  branch  a  foreman  and  4  laborers.  Each  gang  is  furnished  with  flag8, 
lanterns,  and  torpedoes,  and  all  portions  of  the  track  a.re  patrolled  daily. 

The  main  line  crosses  at  Painted  Post  1  track  of  the  Corning  and  Painted 
Post  Street  railway  (electric) :  there  are  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of 
the  electric  road  and  proper  protection  over  the  trolley  wire.  At  Erwin's,  2 
tracks  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  railroad:  protected  by  a 
complete  interlocking  plant.  At  Golah,  1  track  of  the  Canandaigua  branch 
of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad:  protected  by  a  tilting 
board  signal,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop.  At  Mortimer, 
2  tracks  of  the  West  Shore  railroad:  protected  by  gates,  and  all  trains  are 
required  to  come  to  a  full  stop.  The  Attica  branch  crosses  west  of  Caledonia 
1  track  of  the  Genesee  and  Wyoming  railroad:  protected  by  signals  that  are 
interlocked,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop.     East  of  LeRoy, 

1  track  of  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  railway:  protected  by  a 
tilting  board  signal,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop.  West 
of  LeRoy,  1  track  of  the  Canandaigua  branch  of  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  railroad:  protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal,  and  all  trains 
are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop.  At  Batavia,  2  freight  sidings  of  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad  cross  near  the  station:  these  sidin&r* 
are  little  used,  and  when  they  are  the  trainmen  are  required  to  protect.  At 
Batavia,  4  main  tracks  and  2  sidings  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  railroad:  protected  by  a  modern  and  complete  interlocking  plant.  West 
of  Batavia,  1  track  of  the  Attica  branch  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  railroad :  protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal,  and  all  trains  are  required 
to  come  to  a  full  stop.    The  Mount  Morris  branch  crosses  near  Mount  Morris 

2  tracks  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  railroad:  protected  by  a 
modem  and  complete  interlocking  plant. 
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The  movements  of  trains  on  the  main  line  between  Painted  Post  and  Avon 
are  governed  by  the  telegraphic  train  order  system;  between  Avon  and  Roches- 
ter, and  on  the  Mount  Morris  branch,  by  the  manual  block  system;  on  the 
Attica  branch  and  the  Conesus  Lake  branch  by  the  telegraphic  train  order 
system. 

Interlocking  plants  are  maintained  on  the  main  line  at  the  grade  crossing 
of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  railroad  at  Erwin^s;  at  Rochester, 
governing  the  east  end  of  the  yard;  on  the  Attica  branch  at  the  grade 
crossing  of  the  Genesee  and  Wyoming  railroad  and  the  crossing  of  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad  at  Batavia;  on  the  Mount  Morris 
branch  at  Avon,  governing  the  east  end  of  the  yard;  and  at  Mount  Morris, 
protecting  the  grade  crossing  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western 
railroad. 

The  right  of  way  is  free  from  trees,  brush,  and  rubbish,  and  is  fenced 
with  wire,  much  of  which  is  out  of  repair.  The  highway  crossings  are  properly 
graded,  well  planked,  and  protected  by  signs  of  the  diamond  or  X  form. 
Cattle-guards  are  not  maintained.  On  the  Rochester  division  there  are  3 
crossings  protected  by  flagmen,  1  by  flagman  and  gates,  4  by  electric  bells,  and 
87  by  crossing-signs;  on  the  Conesus  Lake  branch,  2  by  crossing-signs;  on 
the  Attica  branch,  2  by  flagmen,  1  by  flagman  and  gates,  I  by  electric  bells, 
and  37  by  crossing-signs;  on  the  Mount  Morris  branch,  1  by  flagman  and  16 
by  crossing-signs. 

The  station  buildings  are  in  the  same  general  condition  as  those  on  the 
other  divisions  and  the  same  remarks  apply. 

Since  the  last  inspection  about  12  per  cent  of  the  cross- ties  have  been 
renewed;  6  miles  of  re-layer  80-lb.  rail  have  been  put  in  the  main  line  track, 
replacing  worn  74-lb.  rail,  and  more  80-lb.  rail  is  now  being  laid;  7.54  miles 
of  the  main  line  track  have  been  re-ballasted  with  gravel.  1  timber  structure 
of  the  main  line  has  been  replaced  with  a  steel  bridge;  4  open  culverts  and 
cattle-passes  of  the  main  line  and  7  of  the  Attica  branch  have  been  replae^d 
with  concrete  box  culverts  and  filling;  4  main  line  bridges  have  been  re-painted; 
12  miles  of  new  woven  wire  fence  have  been  built  on  the  main  line  and  12 
miles  repaired;  3  miles  built  on  the  Attica  branch  and  5  miles  repaired,  and  8 
miles  repaired  on  the  Mount  Morris  branch;  necessary  repairs  have  been  made 
to  station  and  other  buildings. 

Recommendations:     That   bridges    Nos.    28    and    30    of   the   main    line    be 
replaced  promptly,  and  that  Nos.  2,  3,  7,  and  11^4  of  the  main  line  and  No.  4 
of  the  Attica  branch  be  replaced  before  any  heavier  power   is  permitted   to 
operate  over  them;  that  the  ties  and  guard  timbers  be  renewed  promptly  on 
timber   trestle  on  the  Attica   branch  just  west  of  Avon,   and  that  the  pile 
trestle  on  the  Mount  Morris  branch  be  rebuilt  or  replaced;  that  the  masonry 
to  open  culvert  No.  394  of  the  main  line  be  rebuilt,  and  the  timber  abutments 
to  one.  on  the  Mount  Morris  branch  south  of  Geneseo  be  either  rebuilt  or 
replaced    promptly;    that   additional    renewal   be  made   to   74-lb.   rail   on   the 
main  line,  and  the  loose  track  bolts  tightened;   that  targets  be  put  on  the 
stands  of  derailing  switches  where  now  lacking;   that  the  fences  be  put  in 
proper  repair. 

Allegheny  and  Bradford  Divisions. 

The  Allegheny  division  extends  from  the  west  end  of  Hornell  yard  to 
Dunkirk,  a  distance  of  128.02  miles,  and  has  20.35  miles  of  second  main 
track;  the  second  track  is  located  as  follows:  from  Homell  to  between  Alfred 
and  Almond,  from  Hinsdale  to  Glean,  and  from  east  end  of  Carroll  ton  to 
Salamanca;  and  there  are  approximately  59.35  miles  of  sidings  and  yard 
tracks.  The  portion  of  the  Bradford  division  (operated  as  a  part  of  the 
Allegheny  division)  in  this  State  extends  from  a  connection  with  the  Alle- 
gheny division  at  GarroUton  to  the  Pennsylvania-State  line  about  2  miles 
west  of  Limestone,  a  distance  of  8.06  miles,  and  has  5.19  miles  of  siding 
and  yard  tracks.  The  general  alignment  of  the  Allegheny  division  is  very 
good  and  most  curves  are  light,  the  maximum  is  5  degrees,  east  of  Persia; 
the  road  crosses  several  summits  and  the  grades  are  long  and  somewhat 
broken,  the  maximum  is  52  ft.  per  mile  for  a  distance  of  about  12  miles, 
between  Hornell  and  Tip  Top.    The  Bradford  division  has  very  light  curTes, 
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the  maximum  being  3  degrees  at  Irving  Mills;  the  grades  are  also  light,  with 
maximum  of  33  ft.  per  mile,  near  Limestone.  The  cuts  and  embankments  are 
Df  full  width  and  proper  slopes  and  the  roadway  is  well  drained.  Subdrains 
are  used  quite  extensively  in  wet  cuts. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  of  the  Allegheny  division  are  in  first-class 
condition.  The  one  over  the  Allegheny  river,  on  the  Bradford  division,  is 
light  for  the  class  of  motive  power  used,  and  strong  pile  bents  have  beeen 
placed  under  the  second  panel  point  from  each  end  of  the  bridge,  making  the 
bridge  secure  so  long  as  the  bents  remain.  The  masonry  is  generally  good  and 
the  paint  fair.  The  ties  and  guard  timbers  are  of  standard  dimensions  and 
well  maintained.  Inside  guard-rails  are  on  all  except  short  spans.  There  are 
no  wooden  bridges  remaining  in  the  roadway,  and  those  for  overhead  highway 
and  farm  crossings  are  properly  maintained.  No.  1  is  an  overhead  highway 
bridge  at  Cuba,  with  clearance  of  19  ft.  6  in.;  it  is  a  wooden  structure  and 
can  be  raised  without  serious  expense.  No.  2  is  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and 
Pittsburgh  overhead  highway  bridge  at  Carrollton,  with  clearance  of  20  ft. 

5  in.;  it  would  be  a  difficult  matter  to  raise  this  bridge,  and  in  addition  it 
is  already  of  sufficient  height  to  clear  a  tall  man  on  the  highest  box  cars 
now  running.  No.  3  is  an  overhead  highway  bridge  east  of  Smith's  Mills, 
with  clearance  of  20  ft.;  it  is  a  wooden  bridge  and  can  be  raised  without 
serious  expense.  No.  4  is  an  overhead  highway  bridge  west  of  Forestville, 
with  clearance  of  17  ft.  3  in.;  it  is  a  wooden  structure  and  can  be  raised 
without  very  much  expense;  this  should  be  raised,  as  it  is  very  low.  No.  5  is 
also  an  overhead  bridge  west  of  Forestville,  with  clearance  of  10  ft.  4  in.; 
this  is  also  a  wooden  structure  and  can  be  raised  without  very  great  expense. 
No.  6  is  an  overhead  farm  bridge  west  of  Sheridan,  with  a  clearance  of  about 
20  ft. ;  this  is  a  wooden  structure  and  can  be  raised  without  very  much  expense. 
There  are  no  overhead  obstructions  on  the  Bradford  division,  and  the  low 
ones  on  the  Allegheny  division  are  protected  by  warning  signals.  There  are 
no  timber  trestles  in  the  roadway  of  the  Allegheny  division;  on  the  Bradford 
division  there  are  9  remaining  with  pile  or  framed  bents;  most  of  them  are 
short  ones  of  2  to  3  spans  each;  one  has  10  spans,  another  21,  and  the  longer 
one  74  spans ; '  all  are  of  standard  construction  and  in  good  condition.  There 
are  2  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  remaining  in  the  Allegheny  division  with 
wooden  abutments  and  I-beam  stringers;  all  the  remaining  ones,  15  in  number, 
have  abutments  of  stone  with  I-beam  stringers;  all  are  in  good,  safe  condition, 
and  have  standard  ties  and  guard  timbers  in  good  repair.  The  only  structure 
of  this  sort  in  the  roadway  of  the  Bradford  division  is  a  small  open  culvert 
entirely  of  wood  and  in  good  condition.  The  arch,  box,  and  pipe  culverts  are 
generally  in  good  condition;  there  is  an  arch  over  a  highway  at  Cuba,  consist- 
ing of  2  spans,  that  needs  attention:  the  arches  were  made  too  short  and 
the  parapet  projected  in  order  to  make  room  for  track  and  filling;  this  parapet 
is  failing,  and  timbers  have  been  placed  under  the  coping  and  held  there  by 
wooden  props;  this  is  a  poor  arrangement;  the  arches  should  be  either  extended 
or  the  entire  top  be  reconstructed  and  made  secure. 

The  dimensions  of  cross-ties  in  track  of  the  Allegheny  division  east  of 
Salamanca  are  7x9  in.,  <8  ft.  6  in.  in  length,  and  from  Salamanca  to  Dunkirk 
6x8  in.,  8  ft.  in  length ;  in  the  Bradford  division  track  7x9  in.,  8  ft.  6  in.  in 
longth,  and  they  are  laid  in  all  the  tracks  at  the  rate  of  approximately 
2816  to  the  mile  of  track.  In  the  Allegheny  division  track  they  are  about 
50  per  cent  yellow  pine,  25  per  cent  oak,  and  25  per  cent  chestnut;  in  the 
Bradford  division  track  81  per  cent  yellow  pine,  17  per  cent  oak,  and  2 
per  cent  chestnut;  they  are  in  very  good  condition,  well  spaced  and  full 
spiked.  Tie-plates  are  used  on  all  but  very  light  curves.  In  the  Allegheny 
division  track  there  are  100.56  miles  laid  with  90-lb.,  20.22  miles  with  80-lb., 
8.40  miles  with  74-lb.,  and  19.20  miles  with  63-lb.  steel  rail.  The  Bradford 
division  track  is  laid  entirely  with  80-lb.  steel  rail.  The  90-lb.  r^ils  are 
connected  partially  by  angle  plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts,  and  the 
remainder,  as  well  as  the  80-lb.  rail,  by  angle  plates  30  in.  in  length  with 

6  bolts;  the  74-lb.  rails  by  angle  plates  40  in.  in  length  with  6  bolts,  and  the 
63-lb.  rails  by  angle  plates  25  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts.  The  63-,  74-,  and 
80-lb  rails  of  the  Allegheny  division  are  considerably  worn  and  some  renew- 
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als  are  needed;  the  90- lb.  rail  is  in  good  condition,  much  of  it  new;  the  80>lb. 
rail  in  the  Bradford  divieion  track  is  in  fair  condition.  All  the  connections 
are  full  bolted.  6ome  loose  bolts  were  observed  in  the  worn  6^-,  74-,  and 
80-lb.  rail.  The  main-track  switches  are  split  point;  both  automatic  and 
rigid  stands  are  used.  Outlying  and  obscure  switches  are  either  protected 
by  interlocking  or  have  high  targets.  Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red 
light  for  danger  and  green  for  safety;  yellow  is  used  for  caution.  The 
main-track  frogs  are  spring  rail  and  in  proper  condition.  Derailing  switches 
are  in  all  sidings  where  their  use  appears  necessary.  A  few  were  observed 
lacking  targets.  Some  are  connected  by  interlocking  with  the  main- track 
switch  stands. 

The  track  is  ballasted  with  gravel,  slag,  and  cinders  in  from  fair  to  good 
quantity.  The  alignment  and  surfacing  of  tracks  are  good,  and  the  outer 
rail  on  curves  properly  elevated.  The  average  length  of  sections  of  the 
Allegheny  division  between  Hornell  and  Salamanca  is  5  miles,  between  Sala- 
manca and  Dunkirk  0^  miles,  and  the  average  force  employed  on  each 
consists  of  a  foreman  and  7  laborers.  The  sections  of  the  Bradford  division 
average  about  5^  miles  in  length  and  the  force  employed  on  each  section 
consists  of  a  foreman  and  3  laborers.  Each  gang  is  furnished  with  flags, 
lanterns,  and  torpedoes.  Regular  track-walkers  are  not  employed,  but  all  por- 
tions of  the  road  are  patrolled  daily  by  some  menrber  of  the  section  force. 

At  Olean,  2  tracks  of  the  Buffalo  division  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad 
are  crossed:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  modern  interlocking  plant.  West 
of  Olean,  1  track  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Traction  Com- 
pany: there  are  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric  road  and  a 
proper  protection  over  the  trolley  wire.  At  Dunkirk,  1  track  of  the  Chautau- 
qua division  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad,  and  1  track  of  the  New  York, 
Chicago  and  St.  Louis  railroad,  side  by  side:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a 
tilting  board  signal,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop.  At 
Dunkirk,  a  switching  track  of  the  Dunkirk,  Allegheny  Valley  and  Pittsburgh 
railroad:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  semaphore  signals;  there  are  only 
yard  movements  at  this  place  and  the  trainmen  operate  the  signals.  At 
Dunkirk,  a  track  of  the  Allegheny  division  leading  to  a  freight  house  crosses 
the  tracks  of  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  railway:  this  crossing 
is  protected  by  a  modern  and  complete  interlocking  plant.  On  the  Bradford 
division,  at  Riverside,  1  track  of  the  Salamanca  branch  of  the  Pennsylvania 
railroad  is  crossed:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal,  and 
all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop.  Interlocking  plants  governing 
the  movements  of  trains  at  entrance  to  yards,  junctions,  etc.,  are  located  as 
follows:  Almond,  Tip  Top,  Wellsville,  Hinsdale  2  plants,  Olean  2  plants, 
CarroUton  2  plants. 

The  right  of  way  is  clear  and  clean  excepting  there  is  some  small  brush  on 
the  Allegheny  division  west  of  Salamanca;  considerable  of  this  has  been 
recently  removed,  and  men  are  engaged  cutting  and  removing  the  balance. 
The  fences  are  of  wire  and  board,  considerably  out  of  repair.  The  highway 
crossings  are  well  graded,  planking  in  good  condition,  and  are  protected  by 
signs  of  the  diamond  and  A  form,  suitably  located  and  properly  maintained. 
There  are  no  cattle-guards.  Six  highway  grade  crossings  of  the  Allegheny 
division  are  protected  by  flagmen,  1  by  flagman  and  gates,  2  by  electric 
bells,  and  the  remaining  121  by  crossing-signs.  The  5  grade  crossings  of 
highways  of   the   Bradford   division   are   protected  by   crossing-signs   only. 

The  manual  operated  telegraphic  system  of  blocking  is  used,  with  bell  code 
and  telephone  communication,  between  Hornell  and  Salamanca;  between  Sala- 
manca and  Dunkirk,  and  on  the  Bradford  division,  the  telegraphic  train  order 
system  is  used. 

The  stations  are  in  the  same  general  condition  as  those  on  the  other  divi- 
sions and  the  same  remarks  apply. 

The  repairs  and  improvements  noted  as  made  since  the  last  inspection  are 
as  follows:  About  7  per  cent  of  the  cross-ties  of  the  Allegheny  division  and 
9  per  cent  of  those  on  the  Bradford  division  have  been  renewed;  2.65  miles 
of  90-lb.  rail  have  been  laid  in  main  track  between  Hornell  and  Salamanca, 
replacing  worn  90-  and  80-lb.  rail;  and  0.45  mile  of  74- lb.  rail  between  Sala- 
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manca  and  Dunkirk,  replacing  worn  rail;  about  2  miles  of  the  Allegheny 
division  track  have  been  re-ballasted  with  gravel  and  10  miles  with  cinders; 
1  iron  bridge  of  the  Allegheny  division  has  been  replaced  with  a  new  bridge; 
repairs  have  been  made  to  1  trestle  of  the  Bradford  division;  3  open  cul- 
verts of  the  Allegheny  division  have  been  replaced  with  castiron  pipe  and 
filling;  1  arch  culvert  of  the  Allegheny  division  has  been  extensively  repaired; 
extensive  renewal  of  bridge  ties  and  guard  timbers  made  on  a  number  of 
structures  of  both  divisions;  a  number  of  the  station  buildings  have  been 
quite  extensively  repaired  and  several  re-painted;  14  bridges  of  the  Allegheny 
division  and  1  of  the  Bradford  division  have  been  re-painted;  some  extensions 
have  been  made  to  yard  tracks  at  various  points;  &.16  miles  of  new  woven 
wire  fence  have  been  erected  on  the  Allegheny  division,  and  4.B4  miles 
extensively  repaired. 

RecommendationB :  That  the  arch  culverts  over  the  highway  at  Cuba 
receive  proper  attention;  that  the  worn  03-lb.,  74-Ib.,  and  80-lb.  rails  of  the 
Allegheny  division  be  renewed  wherever  necessary;  that  targets  be  put  on 
the  stands  of  derailing  switches  where  now  lacking;  that  the  remaining  brush 
on  the  right  of  way  of  the  Allegheny  division  be  cut  and  removed,  and  the 
fences  be  put  in  proper  repair. 

Meadville  Division. 

The  portion  of  the  Meadville  division  in  the  State  of  New  York  extends 
from  a  connection  with  the  Allegheny  division  at  Salamanca  to  the  Pennsyl- 
vania-State line  west  of  Niobe,  a  distance  of  48.02  miles,  and  has  26  miles 
of  second  main  track  and  27.17  miles  of  sidinse  and  yard  tracks.  The  general 
alignment  is  very  good  and  most  curves  are  light;  the  maximum  is  9  degrees, 
located  at  Jamestown.  "J  he  grades  are  generally  light  and  regular,  having  been 
considerably  reduced  on  portions  of  the  line  west  of  Jamestown  by  construc- 
tion of  a  new  line  and  changing  grades  on  the  old;  the  maximum  is  47  ft. 
per  mile  for  a  distance  of  about  1300  feet,  at  Jamestown.  The  roadway  is 
well  graded  and  properly  drained.  Subdrains  are  extensively  used  in  wet  cuts. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  in  good  condition,  with  proper  masonry,  and 
the  bridges  are  well  painted.  The  ties  and  guard  timbers  are  of  standard 
dimensions  and  in  good  repair.  Inside  guard-rails  are  maintained  on  all. 
There  are  no  wooden  bridges.  All  bridges  for  overhead  highway  and  farm 
crossings  are  of  iron.  There  are  no  overhead  obstructions  less  than  21  ft. 
above  the  track.  There  are  no  timber  trestles  remaining  in  the  main  line. 
All  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  have  good  masonry,  I-beam  stringers, 
standard  ties  and  guard  timbers,  well  maintained.  The  arch,  box,  and  pipe 
culverts  are  all  in  good  condition. 

The  standard  dimensions  of  cross-ties  are  7x8  in.,  8^  ft.  in  length,  and 
they  are  laid  at  the  rate  of  2816  to  the  mile  of  track;  about  96  per  cent 
are  oak,  2  per  cent  yellow  pine,  and  2  per  cent  cedar ;  they  are  well  spaced, 
full  spiked,  and  in  good  condition,  necessary  renewals  having  been  made. 
Tie-plates  are  extensively  used,  and  on  curves  are  double  spiked  on  the  outer 
side.  The  entire  main  track  is  laid  with  90-lb.  steel  rail;  the  rails  are  con- 
nected  partially  by  angle  plates  30  in.  in  length  with  6  bolts  and  partially 
by  angle  plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts.  The  rail  is  generally  in  good 
condition  and  renewals  are  being  made  as  necessary.  All  main-track  switehes 
are  split  point  and  have  rigid  stEinds  with  well  painted  targets.  High  targets 
are  used  at  obscure  places,  and  there  are  many  on  straight  line  tracks. 
Switch  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  green  for  safety;  yellow  is  used 
for  caution.  The  frogs  are  spring  rail  and  well  maintained.  Derailing 
switches  are  in  all  sidings  connecting  with  the  main  track  upon  which  cars 
are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main  track.  All  have 
proper  targets,  and  in  nearly  all  cases  are  connected  by  interlocking  with 
the  main  track  switch  stands. 

The  track  is  ballasted  with  slag  and  gravel  in  very  good  quantity.  The 
alignment  and  surfacing  are  first  cla^s  and  the  outer  rail  on  curves  prop- 
erly elevated.  The  track  sections  average  about  4.4  miles  in  length  and  the 
force  maintained  on  each  consists  of  a  foreman  and  9  laborers.  Each  gang 
is  fiirinshpd  with  flag?,  lanterns,  and  torpedoes,  and  all  portions  of  the  track 
are  patrolled  daily. 
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The  grade  crossings  of  railroads  are  as  follows:  1  track  of  the  Dunkirk, 
Allegheny  Valley  and  Pittsburgh  railroad  at  Falconer  Junction,  protected  by 
a  proper  interlocking  plant;  I  track  of  the  Jamestown,  Chautauqua  and 
Lake  Erie  railway  at  Jame^rtown,  protected  by  an  interlocking  plant;  1 
track  of  the  Jamestown  Street  railway  (electric)  crosses  at  grade  on  Main 
street,  Jamestown:  there  is  a  derailing  switch  on  the  up-hill  side  of  the 
railroad  in  the  track  of  the  electric  road,  but  there  is  no  protection  over 
the  trolley  wire;  another  track  of  the  same  railroad  crosses  on  Ashvilie 
avenue:  there  are  no  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric  road; 
there  is  a  protection  over  the  trolley  wire,  but  it 'is  in  bad  condition  and 
too  short.  Interlocking  plants  governing  the  movements  of  trains  at  pass- 
ing tracks,  yards,  and  cross-overs  are  located  at  the  following  points:  Buck- 
tooth,  Red  Houfie,  Waterboro,  Falconer  Junction,  Jamestown,  and  Kiobe. 

The  right  of  way  is  free  from  trees,  brush,  and  rubbish,  and  is  fenced 
with  wire,  generally  in  fair  repair.  The  highway  crossings  are  properly 
graded,  well  planked,  and  protected  by  signs  of  the  diamond  or  X  form, 
suitably  located  and  well  painted.  No  cattle-guards  are  maintained.  Four 
of  the  grade  crossings  of  the  highways  are  protected  by  flagmen,  6  by  flag- 
men and  gates,  4  by  electric  bells,  and  the  remaining  3&  by  crossing-signs. 

The  Mozier  three-way  signal  system  is  used  in  blocking  trains,  positive  for 
passenger  trains. 

The  station  buildings  are  in  the  same  general  condition  as  those  on  the 
other  divisions  and  the  same  remarks  apply. 

The  principal  repairs  and  improvements  noted  as  made  since  the  last 
inspection  are  as  follows:  The  new  low  grade  line  between  Lakewood,  N.  Y., 
and  Columbus,  Penna.,  has  been  completed  and  put  in  operation;  about  15 
per  cent  of  the  cross-ties  have  been  renewed;  4.25  miles  of  new  90-Ib.  rail 
have  been  laid,  replacing  worn  90-lb.  rail;  23  miles  of  main  track  have  been 
re-ballasted  with  granulated  slag;  bridge  No.  32.36,  a  62-ft.  span,  formerly 
a  light  iron  bridge,  has  been  replaced  by  a  steel  bridge;  open  culvert  No. 
30.69,  11-ft.  span,  has  been  replaced  by  a  concrete  solid  floor;  one  abutment 
to  bridge  32.36  has  been  rebuilt;  a  station  building  at  Watts  Flats  has  been 
removed  from  the  old  line  to  the  new  and  put  in  proper  repair;  4  iron 
bridges  have  been  re-painted;  1  mile  of  new  woven  wire  fence  has  been  con- 
structed and  about  6  miles  repaired;  passing  tracka  have  been  put  in  at 
Niobe  and  Lakewood,  a  total  length  of  about  16,500  feet. 

Referring  to  the  recommendations  contained  in  report  of  last  annual 
inspection:  Very  little  has  been  done  toward  putting  fences  in  proper  con- 
dition, nor  have  any  of  the  missing  cattle-guards  been  supplied;  it  is  ques- 
tionable, however,  if  cattle-guards  are  really  necessary,  although  required 
by  law;   the  closets  of  the   Eastern   division   have   had   their  condition   im- 

S roved;  the  recommendation  that  bridge  30.97,  over  Miner's  creek,  on  the 
Tew  Jersey  and  New  York  railroad,  be  replaced,  has  not  been  complied  with, 
but  with  trestle  bents  supporting  it  has  been  safely  maintained;  the  neces- 
sary renewals  to  bridge  ties  and  guard  timbers  recommended  on  the  Dela- 
ware division,  and  the  necessary  renewals  to  cross-ties,  guard  timbers, 
bridge  and  trestle  timbers  on  the  Susquehanna  division,  have  been  made; 
also  renewals  have  been  made  to  guard  timbers,  open  culverts,  and  cattle- 
passes  of  the  Buffalo  division;  also  to  the  timber  abutments  of  bridge  No. 
12.39  of  the  Niagara  Falls  branch  of  the  Buffalo  division,  and  the  masonry 
to  cattle-pass  south  of  Attica  rebuilt;  bridge  No.  5  of  the  Rochester  divi- 
sion, over  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad  near  Batavia, 
has  been  rebuilt;  nothing  has  as  yet  been  done  toward  renewal  of  bridge 
No.  4  of  the  Attica  branch  at  LeRoy,  bridge  No.  28  of  the  main  line  Rochester 
division  near  Rush,  or  No.  30  of  the  same  line  over  the  Genesee  river  at 
Rochester;  necessary  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  masonry  of  open  culverts 
on  the  Allegheny  division.

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlkmen:  I  have  inspected  the  Fonda,  Johnstown  and  Gloversville 
railroad  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  main  line  extends  from  Fonda,  where  it  connects  with  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad,  to  Northville,  a  distance  of  2^.47  miles. 
The  Broadalbin  branch  extends  from  a  point  on  the  main  line  between  mile- 
posts  13  and  14  to  Broadalbin,  a  distance  of  6.15  miles;  total  yard  and  side 
tracks,  8  miles.  The  line  is  single  track,  standard  gauge.  Maximum  grade 
in  main  track  2.34  per  cent,  0.72  mile,  2.5  miles  north  of  Fonda.  Maxi- 
mum curve  in  main  track  12  degrees,  at  Fonda.  On  the  remainder  of 
the  line  the  grades  and  curves  are  light.  The  cuts  and  embankments  are 
of  good  cross-section  and  the  surface  drainage  good.  The  steel  and  iron 
bridges  are  in  good  condition.  There  are  no  wooden  truss  bridges  or  timber 
trestles.  The  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  are  in  good  condition.  The 
arch,  box,  and  pipe  culverts  are  in  good  condition  and  free  of  obstructions 
to  the  passage  of  water. 

Ihe  cross-ties  are  generally  cedar,  dx8>  in.,  6  ft.  long,  in  good  condition. 
Tie-plates  used  on  sharper  curves.  The  rail  and  fastenings  are  as  follows: 
G  miles,  Fonda  to  Johnstown,  75-lb.,  36  in.,  6  bolt  angles;  19.50  miles, 
Johnstown  to  Northville,  70-lb.,  24  in.,  4  bolt  and  36  in.,  6  bolt  angles; 
3  miles,  Johnstown  to  Gloversville,  80-lb.,  24  in.,  4  bolt  Weber  joints.  On 
the  Broadalbin  branch,  1  mile,  70-lb.,  24  in.,  4  bolt  angles,  and  5.51  miles 
56-lb.,  24  in.,  4  bolt  angles.  The  rail  is  in  fair  condition.  All  main-track 
switches  are  split  point  and  the  stands  are  provided  with  targets  and  lamps. 
Main-line  frogs,  spring  rail;  branch  frogs,  rigid.  Derailing  switches  are 
used,  apparently,  where  needed. 

The  lines  are  ballasted  with  gravel  in  good  quantity.  The  alignment  and 
surface  are  generally  good,  although  the  branch  could  be  improved  in  these 
details.  Average  length  of  sections,  5.3  miles;  average  force,  including  fore- 
man, 5  men.  Flags,  lanterns,  and  torpedoes  are  furnished  each  section  for 
signalling  trains  to  stop.  Track  walking  performed  by  section  men  who 
work  part  of  the  time  with  their  gang. 

The  electric  lines  of  this  system  cross  the  steam  road  at  Johnstown,  North 
Perry  street  (Fair  Grounds  crossing),  1  track:  no  derails  but  flagman  at 
crossing;  and  at  Gloversville,  South  Main  street.  Main  street,  and  Kings- 
boro  avenue:   each  provided  with  derails,  but  no  trolley  protection. 

The  right  of  way  is  in  good  condition  except  that  some  fence  renewals  are 
needed  on  the  branch. 

There  is  no  block  system;  trains  are  operated  by  time  limit  and  train 
orders. 

There  arc  50  highw^ay  grade  crossings,  each  provided  with  crossing-signs; 
G  are  protected  by  flagmen  without  gates  and  44  are  unprotected. 

The  stations,  etc.,  are  in  good  condition. 

Repairs  and  improvements  noted  are,  rail,  main  line,  1  mile  80-lb.,  replac- 
ing 70-lb.;  Broadalbin  branch,  %  mile  70-lb.  re-layer,  replacing  56-lb.  rail; 
cross-ties,  8  per  cent  renewed;  0.25  mile  track  re-ballasted;  1  tile-pipe  cul- 
vert replaced  by  castiron;    1  mile  new  fence  built,  and  5  miles  repaired. 

The  road  is  in  good  condition  and  is  well  maintained,  therefore  recom- 
mendations are  not  deemed  necessary. 

The  recommendations  of  last  year  seem  to  have  been  carried  out.

Gentuemxn:  1  have  inspected  the  Fulton  Chain  railway  and  respectfully 
submit  the  following  report: 

The  line  extends  from  Fulton  Chain,  where  it  connects  with  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad,  to  Old  Forge,  a  distance  of  2.29  miles 
single  track;  it  has  0.26  mile  sidings.  It  has  considerable  curvature  and 
some  short,  heavy  grades.  The  roadbed  generally  is  in  fair  condition,  but 
would  be  further  improved  by  deeper  ditching.  There  are  no  wooden  bridges 
or  timber  trestles,  nor  open  culverts  or  cattle-passes.  There  is  1  steel  and 
iron  bridge  in  fair  condition  with  the  exception  of  some  of  the  track  ties  for 
the  present  weight  of  power  used  and  speeds  of  trains.  The  arch,  box,  and 
pipe  culverts  are  in  good  condition  and  free  of  obstructions  to  the  passage 
of  water. 

The  cross-ties  are  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  long,  laid  2640  to  the  mile;  a  somewhat 
greater  tie  renewal  than  has  been  made  in  the  past  should  be  made  next 
season.  The  rail  is  67  lbs.  per  yard;  the  fastenings  are  6-bolt  angle  splices; 
generally  speaking,  the  rail  is  in  fair  condition  and  well  spiked  and  bolted. 
Main-track  switches  are  split  point;  switch  stands  are  of  the  automatic 
type  and  have  targets  and  lamps;   no  derailing  switches  needed. 

The  track  is  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders.  The  alignment  and  sur- 
facing are  in  fair  condition.  The  nuiintenance  of  track  is  done  by  the  forces 
of  the  Mohawk  and  Malone  division.  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
railroad,  and  the  force  appears  to  be  sufficient.  There  are  no  grade  cross- 
ings of  railroads. 

The  line  is  wholly  in  wild  lands  and  its  right  of  way  is  unfenced;  appa- 
rently fences  are  not  needed.     There  are  6  highway  grade  crossings,  each 
provided   with   a   crossing-sign   and    having   approaches    fairly   well   graded 
Trains  are  operated  on  time  limit  and  telegraphic  train  orders. 

Old  Forge  station,  the  only  station  building,  is  frame  and  in  fair  con- 
dition. 

The  repairs  and  improvements  have  been  such  as  to  keep  the  line  in  fair 
condition  for  the  slow  speeds  and  light  power  used. 

Recomrmendations :  An  increased  tie  renewal  for  tlie  season  of  1910;  better 
drainage  facilities. 

The  recommendations  of  last  year  seem  to  have  been  complied  with.

GENESEE   AND   WTOMING   BAILBOAD. 

Inspected  December  20,   1909.     Last  previous  inspection  August   14,   1908. 

To  the  Puhlic  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  inspected  the  Genesee  and  Wyoming  railroad  and 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Genesee  and  Wyoming  railroad  main  line,  single  track,  extends  from 
Pittsburgh  and  Lehigh  Junction,  where  it  connects  with  the  Lehigh  Valley 
railroad  and  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  railway,  to  Greigsville, 
where  it  connects  with  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  railroad,  a 
distance  of  14.30  miles;  and  there  is  a  single-track  branch  between  Retsof 
on  the  main  line  and  Retsof  Junction,  where  it  connects  with  the  Penn- 
sylvania railroad,  a  distance  of  1.77  miles;  it  has  1.85  miles  of  yard  and 
side  tracks.  The  grades  and  curves  of  the  main  line  are  light;  the  branch 
has  heavy  curves  and  grades,  the  maximum  curvature  being  10  degrees  and 
grade  about  200  ft.  to  the  mile.  The  cute  and  embankments  are  of  well 
developed  section  and  the  surface  drainage  is  good.  The  steel  and  iron 
bridges  are  in  ffood  condition  with  the  exception  of  a  few  track  ties  here  and 
there,  which  will  be  replaced  at  once.  There  are  no  wooden  bridges  or  timber 
trestles  in  the  track;  there  is  1  wooden  overhead  highway  bridge  just  soujth 
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of  Retsof,  in  good  ccMidition  and  having  a  clearance  of  21.3  ft.  The  open 
culyerts  and  cattle-passefl  are  in  good  condition.  There  are  no  arch  struc' 
tures;  the  box  and  pipe  culverts  are  apparently  in  good  condition  and  free  of 
obstructions  to  the  passage  of  water. 

The  cross-ties  are  0x8  in.,  8  ft.  long,  oak,  laid  2816  to  the  mile,  and  in 
good  condition.  There  are  1.75  miles  of  61 -lb.  erteel  rail,  fastened  with  24 
in.,  4-bolt  angles;  the  balance  of  the  line  is  laid  with  70-lb.  rail,  fastened 
with  36-in.,  6-bolt  angles;  the  rail  is  generally  good  with  the  exception  of  a 
small  amount  of  somewhat  worn  61 -lb.  rail  on  the  branch ;  on  this  latter  line 
however  there  is  only  a  slow  freight  service,  practically  switching  service. 
The  ewitches  are  split  point,  operated  by  automatic  switch  stands  provided 
with  lamps  and  targets.  Frogs  are  of  the  rigid  type.  Derailing  switches 
are  used  at  all  poinU  where  it  appears  they  are  neceesary. 

The  ballast  is  gravel,  of  good  quantity  and  quality.  Th€  section  force  con- 
sists of  a  foreman  and  14  men,  and  it  is  pleasurable  to  add  that  the  work 
done  by  this  force  is  of  high  grade  nature.  The  line  is  patrolled  daily  by  a 
regular  track-walker. 

At  Genesee  and  Wyoming  Junction,  near  the  northern  terminal,  the  line 
i«  crossed  at  grade  by  1  track  of  the  Attica  branch  of  the  Erie  railroad  and 
1  track  of  the  Canandaigua  branch  of  the  New  York  Central:  these  tracks 
are  about  800  feet  apart  and  are  protected  by  an  interlocking  plant  having 
14  active  and  2  spare  levers. 

The  right  of  way  is  in  good  condition.  The  approaches  to  the  highway 
crossings  are  well  graded  and  the  planking  is  in  good  condition;  crossing- 
signs  are  provided  and  whistling-poets  are  properly  located;  none  protected 
by  flagmen,  etc. 

Telegraphic  train  orders  and  the  time  limit  are  used  in  handling  train 
movements. 

The  stations  are  in  good  condition. 

Repairs  and  improvements  noted  are:  2080  cross-ties  put  in  since  last 
inspection  and  a  Jair  supply  on  hand  for  next  season's  renewals;  1  timber 
cattle-pass  rebuilt;  1.5  miles  of  fence  rebuilt  and  5  miles  repaired.

GlMJXrrEU)   AND   WESTERN    BAILBOAD. 

Inspected  September  27,  1909.    Last  previous  inspection  July  16,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Comimssion,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Glenfield  and  Western  rail- 
road and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Glenfield  and  Western  railroad  is  a  single-track  line,  connecting  with 
the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  division  of  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  railroad  at  Glenfield  and  extending  to  Monteola,  a  distance  of 
19.45  miles,  and  has  approximately  1.75  miles  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks. 
The  road  is  used  principally  for  carrying  timber  and  lumber  from  the  ex- 
tensive tract  of  forest  on  the  highlands  of  Lewis  county  belonging  to  the  com- 
panies that  built  and  operate  the  railroad,  and  very  little  freight  except  that 
belonging  to  the  companies  is  carried,  and  very  few  passengers  excepting 
employees  of  those  companies.  The  road  is  extremely  crooked  and  the  graden 
steep  and  much  broken.  The  maximum  curves,  of  which  there  are  several, 
are  16  degrees,  and  the  maximum  grade  269  feet  per  mile  in  various  places, 
the  longest  being  about  2^  miles.  The  road  was  constructed  to  conform  as 
closely  as  possible  to  the  natural  surface  of  the  ground  and  there  are  no 
extensive  cuts  or  embankments.  Some  of  the  cuts  are  rather  narrow  and 
through  material  of  a  clay  or  quicksand  nature  where  slopes  have  washed 
considerably,  filling  the  ditches;  the  work  of  cleaning  those  ditches  was  in 
progress  when  the  inspection  was  made.  The  embankments  are  generalljr 
rather  narrow,  and  on  the  portion  of  the  road  constructed  through  swamp« 
are  made  partially  of  logs  and  dirt  covered  over  them. 
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There  are  3  steel  bridg^'ft,  with  concrete  masdnry  and  standard  ties  and 
guard  timbers,  all  in  good  condition.  Ihe  only  wooden  span  bridges  are  for 
overhead  highway  and  farm  croKAJngs.  all  in  fair  condition.  There  is  but 
one  overhead  obstruction  less  than  21  feet  above  the  track:  that  is  an  over- 
head highway  bridge  of  al>out  16  feet  clearance;  it  is  protected  by  warning 
signals;  this  bridge  could  be  raised  without  very  much  expense.  There  are 
a  large  number  of  tin.'ber  trestles  of  from  2  to  4  spans  of  framed  bents,  and 
they  are  used  for  crossing  small  streams;  they  are  of  standard  construction 
and  made  of  hemlock  or  native  hard  wood  timber;  some  of  them  are  getting 
old  and  have  been  strengthened  by  putting  in  additional  stringers  and  inter- 
mediate bents,  and  masonry  is  already  constructed  for  replacing  some  of 
them  with  iron  spans.  This  work  is  being  well  done.  All  these  structures 
are  in  safe  condition  for  the  present,  although  several  were  noticed  —  and 
attention  directed  to  them  —  where  ties  and  guard  timbers  need  replacing. 
Most  of  the  open  culverts  and  cat  tie- passes  are  constructed  entirely  of  tim- 
ber; a  few  have  concrete  or  stone  masonry  abutments  and  all  have  timber 
stringers;  on  the  newly  constructed  portion  of  the  road  in  the  forest  the 
abutments  are  made  of  round  timbers,  and  on  these  timbers  hewn  on  top  and 
bottom  side  are  used  for  stringers;  the  stringers  are  of  hemlock  and  native 
hard  wood;  all  have  standard  ties  excepting  on  the  newly  constructed  portion, 
where  common  ties  are  used  in  some  cases;  all  are  in  safe  condition.  There 
are  no  arch  culverts;  the  stone  box  and  pipe  culverts  are  apparently  in  proper 
condition. 

The  cross-ties  are  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  in  length,  and  are  laid  at  the  rate  of 
from  2464  to  2816  to  the  mile  of  track.  On  about  half  of  the  road,  nearest 
Glenfield,  the  ties  are  practically  all  cedar;  on  the  balance  of  the  road  mixed 
cedar,  hemlock,  and  various  kinds  of  native  hard  wood.  TTiey  are  in  very 
fair  condition,  although  about  10  per  cent  additional  renewals  will  be  needed. 
On  the  portion  of  the  road  from  Gulf  Head  to  Page  the  ties  are  rather 
irregularly  spaced  and  very  many  of  them  small.  Additional  ties  should  be 
put  in.  All  are  full  spiked,  and  on  the  sharper  curves  double  spiked.  Tlie 
track  is  laid  with  mixed  60-  and  65-lb.  steel  rail,  connected  by  angle  plates 
24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts  and  34  in.  in  length  with  6  bolts.  The  rail, 
while  somewhat  worn,  is  in  fair  condition  for  the  light  traffic  and  the  moder- 
ate speed.  The  connections  are  full  bolted  and  practically  all  bolts  tight. 
An  inside  guard-rail  is  maintained  on  some  of  the  sharper  curves.  The 
switches  on  the  portion  of  the  line  where  passenger  trains  run  are  split 
point  and  have  automatic  stands;  on  the  newer  portion  there  are  two  stub 
switches,  with  rigid  stands;  all  are  in  fair  condition.  Switch  lamps  are  not 
used  as  night  trains  are  not  operated.  The  frogs  are  rigid  and  in  fair  con- 
dition. Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  where  their  use  appears  neces- 
sary, and  have  proper  targets. 

The  road  is  very  lightly  ballasted  with  gravel  and  sand.  The  alignment 
and  surfacing  have  been  considerably  improved  since  the  last  inspection  and 
are  fair  for  the  rate  of  speed  maintained,  which  is  about  12  miles  per  hour. 
The  outer  rail  on  curves  is  properly  elevated.  The  track  is  maintained  by  a 
force  consisting  of  2  foremen  and  14  laborers,  and  all  portions  of  the  road  are 
patrolled  daily. 

The  right  of  way  through  the  settled  portion  of  the  country  is  clear  and 
clean;  in  the  forest,  where  the  road  runs  for  a  considerable  portion  of  it.s 
length,  some  email  brush  yet  remains.  The  fences  are  of  wire  and  are  only 
maintained  opposite  grazing  land;  all  such  are  in  fair  condition.  The  high- 
way grade  crossings  are  very  well  graded,  planking  in  proper  condition,  and 
are  protected  by  signs  of  the  diamond  form.  A  few  open  slat  cattle-guards 
are  maintained,  but  in  most  cases  cattle-guards  are  lacking.  There  is  but 
one  train  operated  on  the  road,  therefore  a  block  system  is  unnecessary. 

The  station  building  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad 
is  used  by  this  company  at  Glenfield.  At  Houseville  there  is  a  small  combina- 
tion frame  station,  but  no  agent  is  maintained,  and  practically  no  freight 
delivered  there  excepting  coal  and  very  little  freight  of  any  kind  shipped; 
the  business  is  attended  to  by  .the  train  conductor.  At  Page  there  is  a  small 
frame  combination  station,  but  no  agent.  Stops  for  passengers,  when  there 
are  anv,  are  made  at  two  or  three  other  points  on  the  line. 
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Since  the  last  inapectioii  about  10  per  cent  of  the  cross-tieB  have  been 
renewed;  new  concrete  masonry  has  been  put  in  for  replacing  timber  trestles 
with  iron  stringers,  and  a  force  of  men  is  now  engaged  building  the  masonry 
where  others  are  to  be  replaced  in  like  manner;  light  repairs  have  been  made 
to  timber  trestles,  and  new  ties  and  guard  timbers  put  on  several  of  them 
and  on  most  of  the  <^en  culverts  and  cattle-passes. 

Recommendations:  That  necessary  widening  of  cuts  and  embankments  be 
done  and  ditches  thoroughly  cleaned;  that  the  fourth  opening  from  Page, 
which  consists  of  3  spans  of  wooden  stringers  on  blocking,  be  rebuilt,  as  the 
blocking  is  settling  irregularly  and  is  liable  to  cause  trouble;  that  new  ties 
and  guard  timbers  be  put  on  the  trestle  and  culvert  structures  to  which 
attention  was  directed  when  inspection  was  made;  that  additional  ties  be 
put  in  where  lacking  and  irregularly  spaced  between  Gulf  Head  and  Page, 
and  that  about  10  per  cent  of  the  cross-ties  on  the  older  portion  of  the  road 
be  renewed. 

The  recommendations  contained  in  the  report  of  last  inspection  have  received 
attention.

GREENWICH    AND    JOHNBONVILLE    RAILWAY. 

Inspected  November  10,  1900.  Last  previous  inspection  October  30,  31, 
1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  CommAssion,  Second  District: 

(tENTLEMEN:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Greenwich  and  Johnson- 
villp  railway  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  main  line  extends  from  Johnsonville,  where  it  connects  with  the 
HoH-ton  and  Maine  railroad,  to  Northumberland,  where  it  connects  with  the 
Schuylerville  branch  of  the  Boston  and  Maine,  a  distance  of  21.15  miles,  and 
has  4  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  The  Salem  branch  extends  from  the 
main  line  at  Greenwich  to  Salem  Junction,  where  it  connects  with  The  Dela- 
ware and  Hudson  Company's  railroad,  a  distance  of  10.2  miles,  with  about 
0.87  mile  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  The  line  is  somewhat  curved  and  with 
some  short  heavy  grades:  maximum  curve  in  main  track  is  about  16  degrees, 
near  Easton ;  maximum  grade  in  main  track  about  4  per  cent  for  50  ft.  north- 
bound, between  Johnsonville  and  Leeds.  The  other  heavier  grades  are  one 
of  about  3  per  cent  for  240  ft.  northbound,  approaching  Vly  Summit,  and 
another  of  about  3  per  cent  for  200  ft.  southbound,  approaching  Easton. 
The  cuts  are  generally  of  fair  width,  and  no  are  the  embankments,  except 
that  some  of  the  latter  between  Johnsonville  and  Greenwich  are  narrow. 
The  surface  drainage  is  fair,  but  the  roadbed  would  be  materially  strength- 
ened, especially  between  Johnsonville  and  Greenwich,  if  under-drainage  were 
applied  in  the  cuts. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  generally  in  fair  condition.  Some  of  the 
I-l)eam  bridges  are  apparently  light,  and  this  particularly  refers  to  the  sec- 
ond, sixth,  and  ninth  south  of  Johnsonville,  the  second,  third,  and  fourth 
from  Leeds,  the  first  south  of  West  Cambridge,  and  the  second  and  fourth 
south  of  Archdale.  No  wooden  truss  bridges  in  the  tracks.  There  is  a 
wooden  bridge  carrying  a  highway  south  of  Greenwich;  it  clears  the  track 
21  feet.  There  is  1  timber  trestle  at  Greenwich  about  240  ft.  long,  forming 
part  of  the  bridge  over  the  Battenkill;  it  is  in  fair  condition.  The  open  cul- 
verts and  cattle-passes  are  in  fair  condition.  The  arch,  box,  and  pipe  culverts 
are  in  fair  condition  and  free  of  olMtructions  to  the  passage  of  water. 

The  cross-ties  are  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  long,  laid  2860  per  mile;  they  are  fully 
spikM ;  of  the  ties  in  the  track,  60  per  cent  are  oak  and  40  per  cent  chestnut, 
and  all  are  in  fair  condition.  The  rail  and  fastenings  are:  between  John- 
sonville and  Greenwich.  9.62  miles  60-Ib.,  0.4  mile  56-lb.,  2.75  miles  70-lb., 
and  0.62  mile  67-lb.;  between  Greenwich  and  Northumberland,  7.07  miles 
70-lb.;  between  Greenwich  and  Greenwich  Junction,  10.20  miles  80-lb. ;  splices 
24  and  30  in.  long,  with  4  to  6  bolts.    The  rail  and  fastenings  are  generally 
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in  gfx>d  condition.  The  main* track  awitchet  are  split  point  and  the  etands 
are  provided  with  targets  and  lamps.  The  frogs  are  rigid  or  stiff  ralL  A 
derail  switch  with  target  is  placed  in  the  siding  at  Summit  station. 

The  ballast  is  gravel,  of  fair  quantity  and  quality.  The  alignment  and 
surfacing  are  fair,  not  as  good  on  the  main  line  as  on  the  Salem  branch; 
to  improve  the  line  and  surface  of  the  main  line  a  much  better  eystem  of 
drainage  is  needed.  The  sections  of  the  main  line  average  about  7  miles  and 
of  the  Salem  branch  about  &  miles;  the  average  force  per  section  is  a  fore- 
man  and  6  men  in  summer  and  a  foreman  and  4  men  in  winter.  Each  sec- 
tion is  patrolled  daily  by  a  member  of  its  gang.  Each  gang  is  furnished  with 
the  necessary  appliances  for  signalling  trains  to  stop. 

At  Thomson  the  main  line  is  crossed  by  1  track  of  the  Hudson  Valley  rail- 
way (electric),  also  by  2  tracks  of  a  tramwav  belonging  to  the  United  Box 
Board  and  Paper  Company ;  no  derailing  switches  in  either  of  these  lines,  but 
the  crossing  is  protected  by  day  by  a  flagman,  and  all  trains  are  required  by 
order  to  stop  before  crossing. 

The  right  of  way  is  in  good  condition.  The  highway  crossings  are  in  good 
condition  as  refers  to  grading  and  planking.  On  the  main  line  there  are  30 
highway  grade  crossings,  1  of  which  is  protected  by  a  flagman  and  the  other 
29  are  unprotected;  each  is  provided  with  crossing-signs  and  whistling-posts. 

Trains  are  moved  under  time  limit  and  telephonic  train  orders. 

The  stations  are  in  fair  condition  and  seem  to  be  of  sufficient  capacity  to 
take  care  of  the  business. 

About  12,000  cross-ties  have  been  renewed  since  last  inspection;  1  water- 
way replaced  with  concrete  structure;  1  pier  of  Battenkill  bridge,  Greenwich, 
rebuilt;  bridge  over  Hudson  river,  Thomson,  re-painted;  2  miles  of  fence 
renewed. 

The  company  advised  that  during  1910  there  will  be  constructed  at  Green- 
wich a  new  freight  and  passenger  terminal,  new  brick  engine  house,  new 
turntable,  coaling  station,  and  water  supply,  and  a  rearrangement  of  the 
freight  and  passenger  stations  will  be  made. 

Recommendationa :  That  better  drainage  be  provided;  that  the  I-beam 
stringers  referred  to  be  checked  for  strains  under  the  greatest  load  that  can 
be  brought  upon  them  in  handling  the  present  cars  and  engines;  and  if 
found  to  be  overstrained,  additional  members  be  put  in. 

Of  the  recommendations  of  last  year,  that  referring  to  cattle-guards  and 
cattle  guard-fences  'has  not  been  carried  out.

The  Island  railroad  consists  of  a  series  of  switching  tracks  extending  from 
a  connection  with  the  Buffalo  Creek  railroad  near  Ganson  street,  Buffalo,  to 
the  elevator  and  warehouse  of  the  Mutual  Elevator  Company  and  the 
Mutual  Transit  Company,  located  on  the  Ship  canal.  The  total  length  of 
track  is  0.14  mile,  and  the  sum  of  all  tracks  about  1'/^  miles.  There  are  no 
bridges  or  other  structures  in  the  roadway.  The  tracks  are  laid  with  various 
weights  of  steel  rail  and  are  in  fair  condition  for  the  purpose  used:  merely 
handling  freight  cars  between  the  elevator  and  warehouse  above  referred  to 
and  the  Buffalo  Creek  railroad.

Gentueueiv:  I  have  inspected  the  Jamestown,  Chautauqua  and  Lake  Erie 
railway  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Jamestown,  Chautauqua  and  Lake  Erie  railway  main  line  extends 
from  Jamestown,  where  it  connects  with  the  Meadville  division  of  the  Erie 
railroad,  to  Westfield,  where  it  connects  with  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan 
Southern  railway,  a  distance  of  33  miles;  the  Chautauqua  branch  extends 
from  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  junction,  Chautauqua  division  Pennsylvania 
railroad,  to  Chautauqua,  a  distance  of  2.68  miles.  In  order  to  reach  the 
Chautauqua  branch  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  tracks  are  used  for  a  dis- 
tance of  about  1.20  miles.  There  is  a  total  of  6  miles  of  yard  and  side 
tracks.  The  main  line  contains  64  curves,  aggregating  17.27  miles  in  length, 
the  maximum  being  8  degrees,  located  aw  Warners,  and  there  are  13.98  miles 
of  straight  line.  The  grades  are  36  ascending,  with  a  total  ascent  of  346 
ft.  and  aggregate  length  of  14.69  miles,  and  26  descending,  with  a  total 
descent  of  366  feet  ana  aggregate  length  of  16.56  miles.  The  maximum  grade 
is  106  ft.  per  mile,  7  miles  long.  The  Chautauqua  branch  contains  11  curves 
Aggi'egating  1.25  miles  in  length,  and  has  1.43  miles  straight  line.  This 
branch  is,  properly  speaking,  a  siding,  and  will  not  in  this  report  be  further 
separately  considered.  The  cuts  and  embankments  are  generally  of  sufficient 
width.  The  ditching  is  not  good,  although  it  appears  to  have  been  much 
improved  over  its  former  condition  during  the  past  season.  For  some  dis- 
tance west  of  Jamestown  the  roadbed  is  exposed  at  a  number  of  places  to 
action  of  the  lake  waters. 

There  is  1  steel  bridge  of  6  x  12  in.  I-beams,  about  20-f t.  span,  over  The 
Chautauqua  Traction  Company's  line  (electric),  near  Westfield.  There  are 
no  wooden  truss  bridges  in  the  main  track,  but  there  is  a  wooden  Howe 
truss  in  the  freight  tracks,  Jamestown  yard:  this  is  an  old  structure  and  so 
fully  trestled  and  blocked  as  to  carry  little  or  none  of  a  load  passing  over 
it;  so  long  as  the  blocking  and  trestle  supports  remain  in  good  condition  it 
should  be  able  to  carry  the  traffic;  great  care  should  be  exercised  in  guard- 
ing it  against  fire.  It  would  seem,  however,  that  the  cost  of  maintenance 
of  such  a  structure  would  quite  cover  the  investment  cost  of  a  new  steel 
structure.  There  are  13  timber  trestles,  varying  from  25  to  225  ft.  in  length, 
upon  most  of  which  considerable  repairs  have  been  made  during  the  past 
season,  but  not  enough  to  keep  the  structures  to  a  proper  standard;  and 
this  refers  particularly  to  stringers  and  ties.  The  general  condition  of  the 
open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  is  fair,  and  it  is  apparent  that  they  have 
been  considerably  improved  during  the  past  year.  The  arch,  box,  and  pipe 
culverts  are  in  fair  shape  and  free  from  obstructions  to  the  passage  of 
water. 

The  cross-ties  are  oak  and  chestnut,  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  long,  and  while  renewals 
have  been  made  in  fair  quantity  this  season,  the  track  shows  plainly  the 
eflfect  of  "  cutting "  in  this  direction  in  the  past.  Between  Jamestown  and 
Ma3rville  the  rail  is  60  lbs.  per  yard,  fastened  with  24.  in.,  4-bolt  angle 
splices;  and  between  Mayville  and  Westfield  70  lbs.  per  yard,  fastened  with 
34  in.,  6-bolt  angle  splices;  the  rail  is  in  fair  condition  and  is  fully  spiked 
and  bolted.  The  main-track  switches  are  split  point  and  the  stands  pro- 
vided with  targets  and  switch  lamps.  Rigid  frogs  are  used.  Derailing 
switches  are  in  use  where  needed. 

The  ballast  is  gravel  of  fair  quality  but  generally  short  in  quantity; 
its  condition  could  be  much  improved  by  drainage.  The  sections  average  7 
miles  of  main  track.  Each  gang  consists  of  a  foreman  and  6  men,  and  is 
furnished  with  appliances  for  signalling  trains  to  stop.  Track  is  patrolled 
daily  by  some  member  of  respective  gangs. 

The  grade  crossings  of  railroads  are  as  follows:  at  Jamestown,  in  freight 
Yard,  3  tracks  of  the  Erie  railroad,  2  main  and  1  siding,  protected  by  inter- 
locking; at  P.  R.  R.  Junction,  1  track  of  the  Chautauqua  division,  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad,   interlocked;    at  Jamestown,    1   track  of  the   street  railway 
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(electric),  without  derailing  swichea  or  trolley  protection;  the  electric  line 
is  on  a  heavy  down  grade  approaching  the  steam  railroad  track,  going  west; 
there  is  a  siding  belonging  to  the  electric  line  which  could  be  used  as  a  derail 
for  the  better  protection  of  downhill  electric  line  movements. 

The  right  of  way  is  generally  in  fair  condition;  some  fencing  is  needed. 
Along  the  lake  front  the  residents  generally  object  to  fencing  as  interfering 
with  free  access  to  the  lake.  The  highway  grade  crossings  are  generally 
well  graded  and  planked,  and  are  provided  with  whistling-posts;  there  is  a 
total  of  25,  1  of  which  is  protected  by  a  flagman  and  24  are  unprotected. 

Trains  are  operated  under  the  time  limit  system  and  by  telegraphic  train 
orders. 

At  Chautauqua  there  is  a  good  station,  and  at  other  points  the  stations 
are  probably  suflicient  for  the  business  handled.  In  the  region  around  Lake 
Chautauqua  the  heavier  business  is  done  in  the  summer,  when  indoor  facili- 
ties are  not  so  much  needed. 

The  following  repairs  and  improvements  are  noted:  about  6000  new  ties 
put  in;  various  parts  of  the  line  re-ballasted  with  engine  cinders;  I  timber 
trestle  rebuilt  and  6  repaired;  3  small  new  stations  built  and  1  station 
re-painted;  several  miles  of  fence  repaired. 

Recommendationa :  What  this  road  needs  more  than  anything  else  is  a 
systematic  overhauling  of  its  bridges  and  improved  drainage.  The  handling 
of  either  of  these  details  by  piecemeal,  as  it  seems  to  have  been  done  in  the 
past,  is  poor  economy,  as  is  shown  by  the  results  attained.  It  would  seem 
that  in  order  to  make  its  expenditures  on  these  items  go  as  far  as  possible  a 
little  is  done  at  each  of  many  places  and  nothing  done  thoroughly  enough 
to  give  it  permanent  character.  Much  of  the  maintenance  of  way  expendi- 
ture is  in  labor,  not  always  backed  up  by  suflicient  material,  in  which  event 
the  labor  is  practically  lost.  At  Jamestown  there  should  be  installed  sonie 
derailing  device  for  the  better  protection  of  the  electric  line  cars  when 
approaching  the  steam  line  going  down  hill.

KAIYONA    AND   PRATTSBUKOH    RAILWAY. 

Inspected  July  30,  1909.     Last  previous  inspection  August  13,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commissionf  Second  District: 

G'ENTLEMEN:  I  have  inspected  the  Kanona  and  Prattsburgh  railway  and 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  line  extends  from  Kanona,  where  it  connects  with  the  Rochester  divi- 
sion of  the  Erie  railroad,  to  Prattsburgh,  11.44  miles,  and  has  about  0.75 
mile  of  sidings.  The  alignment  is  generally  fair,  the  curvature  being  light. 
The  grades  are  light  but  somewhat  broken.  Cuts  are  of  fair  width,  but  some 
of  the  embankments  are  scarcely  wide  enough  to  keep  the  ballast  well  in 
place,  and  probably  occasion  an  additional  maintenance  expense  over  what  it 
would  be  with  wider  embankments. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges,  6  in  number,  appear  strong  enough  to  carry 
the  power  at  present  in  use,  at  the  present  train  speeds,  but  should  be 
strengthened,  especially  the  plate  girders,  if  either  is  increased.  The 
wooden  bridges  are  stringers,  generally  12  x  12  in.,  and  should  be  renewed 
with  not  less  than  two  8x  16  in.  stringers  under  each  rail  as  fast  as  renewals 
are  necessary,  or  in  the  event  of  increasing  the  weight  of  power  or  the  speed 
of  trains.  The  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  seem  to  be  in  fair  condition. 
The  section  force  consists  of  2  gangs,  a  foreman  and  6  men  each,  a  total  of 
14;  the  gangs  seem  to  be  provided  with  the  necessary  appliances  for  stop- 
pin?  trains. 

The  cross-ties  are  6x8  in..,  8  ft  long,  laid  2640  per  mile.  Tlie  track  is 
ballasted  with  gravel,  not  always  of  full  cross-section.  At  the  time  of  this 
inspection  a  large  amount  of  ballast  was  distributed  along  the  main  track, 
which  when  in  place  will  materially  improve  the  ballast  situation.  The 
track   is   laid   with   60-lb.   rail,   fastened   with   24    in.   4-bolt   angle  splices; 
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the  rail  is  generally  in  fair  condition.  Split  switches  and  stiff  rail  frogs,  and 
switch  stands  with  target  signals.  Ihe  alignment  and  surface  are  not  good, 
but  from  the  amount  of  ballast  distributed  along  the  track  and  the  work 
now  in  progress  it  would  spem  that  these  details  will  be  improved  this  season. 
There  are  no  grade  crossings  of  railroads  or  interlocking  plants. 

The  right  of  way  is  in  fair  condition.  Repairs  to  fences  are  needed  at 
various  points.  The  approaches  to  highway  crossings  are  generally  well  graded 
and  the  planking  in  fair  condition.     Whistle-posts  are  provided. 

The  two  stations  where  agencies  are  maintained  are  in  fair  condition;  th« 
balance  are  simply  wayside  stops. 

Repairs  and  improvements  consist  of  considerable  tie  renewals  and  re-bal- 
iasting  of  track. 

Recommrndaticns:  That  more  attention  be  given  to  drainage,  especially 
under-drainage;  tie  poor  line  and  suiface  of  this  road  are  Jargely  due  to  lack 
of  drainage;  money  spent  in  aligning  and  surfacing  track  that  is  poorly 
drained  is  for  all  practical  purposes  wasted,  as  the  passage  of  a  few  trains 
over  such  track  puts  it  back  into  the  same  condition  in  which  it  was  before 
the  surfacing  was  done;  a  larger  renewal  of  ties  should  be  made  next  season 
than  has  been  n:ade  in  the  past,  aid  it  is  suggested  that  in  making  tie 
renewals  the  joints  be  given  the  first  attention  at  the  beginning  of  the  sea- 
son; the  switch  stand  targets  generally  should  be  painted.  The  grass  and 
weeds  in  the  main  track  and  for  about  3  feet  outside  of  each  rail  should  ba 
removed;  this  when  done  will  add  much  to  the  permanency  of  the  line  and 
surface  of  the  track;  vegetable  growth  in  the  tracks  "heaves  *'  the  track  both 
in  line  and  surface;  that  the  fences  be  repaired  and  renewed  at  various 
points. 

The  recommendations  of  last  year  relative  to  removal  of  grass  and  weeds 
from  the  tracks  have  not  been  carried  out.

LAKE    CHAMPLAIN    AND    MOBIAH    BAILBOAO. 

Inspected  December  10,  1909.     Last  previous  inspection  November  19,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Lake  Champlain  and  Moriah 
railroad  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

This  line  commences  at  Port  Henry,  on  Lake  Champlain,  where  it  connectn 
with  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company's  railroad,  and  terminates  at  Mine- 
ville,  a  distance  of  7.66  miles,  and  has  15.05  miles  of  yard  and  side  tracks. 
It  is  single  track  and  standard  gauge,  and  contains  a  switchback.  This 
switchback  is  a  simple  and  economical  means  of  overcoming  the  difference  in 
elevation  at  the  point  where  it  is  laid;  it  has  an  ascent  at  each  end,  thereby 
adding  considerable  to  safety  in  operation.  The  business  of  the  line  consists 
largely  of  hauling  iron  ore  from  Mineville  to  Port  Henrj',  and  practically 
the  whole  loaded  tonnage  is  down-hill  movement;  the  movement  down  hill  is 
practically  by  gravity,  the  speed  being  regulated  by  the  air  brakes,  and  in 
addition  by  hand  brakes  of  the  small  cars  known  as  "jimmies"  when  the 
latter  are  in  a  train.  In  operating  these  very  heavy  grades — maximum 
4.25  per  cent  —  perhaps  the  heaviest  of  any  railroad  in  the  State  operated 
by  steam  adhesion  engines,  heavy  curvature  —  maximum  14  degrees  —  and  a 
switchback,  there  are  rather  exceptional  conditions  to  deal  with.  It  goes 
without  saying  that  the  real  limit  to  the  steepness  of  grades  worked  by  adhe- 
sion engines  is  the  limit  of  safety  in  descending.  On  this  line  that  limit  has 
been  much  increased  by  tlie  introduction  of  high  power  brakes,  exemplified  in 
the  brake  of  the  new  steel  ore  cars,  the  power  of  which  may  be  varied  as 
between  loaded  and  empty  cars.  A  striking  feature  of  this  line  is  the  high 
efficiency  o^btained  in  the  working  of  its  motive  power.  Taking  as  an  example 
one  of  its  heaviest  engines,  working  at  200  lbs.  per  square  inch  boiler  pressure, 
running  at  a  speed  of  10  miles  per  hour,  and  having  the  following  general 
dimensions:    total    weight  in   working  order,   205,000    lbs.;    total    weight  on 
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drivers  in  workinf  order,  171,000  lbs.;  weight  on  tender  when  loaded,  90»000 
Ibfl.;  Bize  of  cylinders,  22x28  in.;  heating  surface,  2300  sq.  ft.;  grate  surface, 
67  so.  ft;  diameter  drivers,  61  in.;  number  of  drivers,  8;  length  of  driving- 
wheel  base,  14  ft.  6  in.;  and  a  train  of  200  gross  tons  exclusive  of  engine  and 
tender,  we  find  that  in  going  up  the  4.25  per  cent  grade  the  engine  gives  a 
duty  equivalent  to  21.12  horsepower  per  square  foot  of  grate  surface,  and  9.1 
horsepower  per  ton  of  its  total  weight  (engine  and  tender),  which  is  ap- 
parently a  high  performance  for  so  low  a  speed.  For  each  ton  of  weight  of 
the  engine  and  tender  about  2.62  tons  of  train  are  hauled. 

The  cuts  and  embankments  are  well  developed,  and  the  ditches  apparently 
of  sufficient  depth.  The  steel  bridges  are  4  in  number,  of  modern  design  and 
in  good  condition.  There  are  no  wood  bridges.  There  is  one  overhead  bridge, 
a  reinforced  concrete  structure,  with  a  clearance  of  10  ft.  above  the  top  of  the 
track  rails;  it  is  provided  with  warning  guards.  There  are  no  timber  trestles 
in  the  main  line;  at  Port  Henry  there  is  a  wooden  trestle  on  ore  dock  used  in 
connection  with  the  transfer  of  ore  from  cars  to  boat;  it  is  in  fair  condition. 
The  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  are  in  good  condition.  The  arch,  box,  and 
pipe  culverts  are  in  good  condition  and  free  of  obstructions  to  the  passage 
of  water. 

The  cross-ties  are  7x9  in.,  8^  ft.  long,  laid  2816  per  mile;  about  25  p«^r 
cent  are  oak  and  75  per  cent  yellow  pine;  in  ffood  condition.  The  rails  in 
main  tracks  are  90  lbs.  per  yard,  33  ft.  long,  Bessemer  and  some  Titanium, 
fastened  with  6-bolt  angles;  all  in  good  condition.  In  going  down  hill  the 
wheels  become  black  hot  through  brake  pressure,  and  even  during  a  single 
trip  the  wear  of  rail  as  well  as  wheels  in  enormous.  Main-track  switches 
are  split  point,  with  automatic  switch  stands  having  targets  and  lights. 
Rigid  frogs  are  used,  and  derailing  switches  used  where  needed.  All  switch 
and  frog  work  appears  to  be  in  good  condition. 

The  track  is  well  ballasted,  generally  with  ore  screenings  from  the  mines 
at  Mineville.  The  alignment  and  surface  are  good.  Length  of  main  line  sec- 
tion about  7  miles;  force,  5  men;  Port  Henry  yard  section,  0  men;  Mineville 
yard  section,  13  men. 

There  are  no  grade  crossings  of  railroads  or  interlocking  plants. 

The  right  of  way  is  in  good  condition  and  well  fenced.  There  are  6  highway 
crossings,  all  of  which  have  properly  graded  approaches  and  are  well  planked; 
they  are  provided  with  crossing-signs. 

Trains  are  operated  by  train  orders  and  time  limit. 

The  repairs  and  improvements  noted  are:  the  switchback  near  Port  Henry 
has  been  eliminated  and  a  direct  line  substituted,  therefor;  about  0  per  cent 
of  the  ties  renewed ;  about  4  miles  of  90-lb.  new  Bessemer  and  Titanium  rails 
laid;  about  4  miles  of  ballast  renewed  with  ore  screenings;  several  reinforced 
concrete  bridges  and  culverts  built;  1  mile  of  new  track  laid  in  Mineville 
yard. 

Recommendationa :  That  the  line  of  the  switchback  where  it  ends  on  the 
Mineville  section  of  the  road  be  changed  so  as  not  to  end  on  a  fill  as  it  now 
does;  this  switchback  would  minimize  the  effects  of  a  train  running  away, 
coming  from  Mineville,  but  would  be  much  more  efficient  in  that  direction  if 
it  ended  on  the  surface  or  in  a  cut  instead  of  on  a  fill.

lAKE  8H0BE  AND  MIOHIOAN  80UTHEBN  RAILWAY. 

Inspected  August  21,  1909.    Last  previous  inspection  October  9,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan 
Southern  railway  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  portion  of  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  railway  in  the 
State  of  New  York  extends  from  a  connection  of  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  railroad  near  Exchange  street,  Buffalo,  to  the  Pennsylvania- 
State  line  at  State  Line,  a  distance  of  67.80  miles  double  track,  with  61.21 
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miles  of  third  and  94.63  miles  of  fourth  main  track  and  95.33  miles  of  sidings 
and  yard  tracks.  The  general  alignment  is  excellent.  There  is  one  curve  in 
Buffalo  yard  of  4  degrees  and  30  minutes;  aside  from  that  it  is  about  1 
degree  and  30  minutes.  The  grades  are  light  and  for  laree  portions  of  the 
distance  practically  level;  the  maximum  is  33  ft.  per  mile  ascending  west- 
ward for  a  distance  of  about  300  ft.,  at  West  Seneca.  The  roadway  is  well 
graded  and  thoroughly  drained. 

The  steel  and  iron  structures  are  in  flrst-class  condition,  well  painted,  have 
first-class  masonry,  ties  and  guard  timbers  are  of  standard  dimensions  and 
in  good  repair,  inside  guard-rails  are  maintained  on  all  openings  to  grade. 
There  are  no  wooden  bridges  in  the  roadway;  there  is  1  overhead  bridge  carry- 
ing a  highway  over  the  tracks  near  Dunkirk,  which  is  in  proper  condition. 
There  are  no  overhead  obstructions  less  than  20  ft.  above  the  track,  except- 
ing street  and  railroad  crossings  in  the  city  of  Buffalo;  all  those  are  per- 
manent and  can  not  well  be  raised.  There  are  no  timber  trestles  remaining  in 
the  roadway.  All  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  have  stone  or  concrete 
masonry  and  I-beam  or  plate  girder  stringers.  The  ties  and  guard  timbers 
are  standard  and  well  maintained.  Arch,  box,  and  pipe  culverts  are  in  first- 
class  condition. 

Ihe  cross-ties  in  the  two  passenger  tracks  are  7x9  in.,  8^  ft.  in  length;  in 
the  freight  tracks  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  in  length ;  and  are  laid  at  the  rate  of  2640 
to  the  mile  of  track.  About  85  per  cent  are  oak  and  the  remainder  chestnut. 
They  are  in  first-class  condition,  properly  spaced  and  full  spiked,  and  on  all 
curves  double-«piked  on  the  outer  side,  also  double  spiked  every  third  tie  on 
a  straiirht  line:  tie-plates  are  used  on  all  curves.  The  passeniB:er  tracks  are 
laid  with  100-lb.  steel  rail  connected  by  angle  plates  40  in.  in  length  with 
6  bolts.  The  remaining  main  tracks  are  laid  with  80-lb.  rail  partially  con- 
nected by  angle  plates  32  in.  in  length  and  partially  24  in.  in  length  with 
6  bolts.  *  The  rail  is  in  first-class  condition,  all  connections  full  bolted  and 
bolts  tight.  All  main-track  switches  are  split  point  and  have  rigid  stands 
with  proper  targets,  and  all  are  connected  with  the  automatic  electric  block 
signals  which  control  the  movement  of  trains.  Main-track  switch  lamps  show 
red  light  for  danger  and  white  for  safety;  green  is  used  for  caution.  The 
main-track  frogs  are  spring  rail.  Derailing  switches  with  proper  targets  are 
in  all  sidings  where  their  use  appears  necessary. 

The  passenger  tracks,  with  the  exception  of  about  ten  miles,  are  ballasted 
with  broken  stone  in  good  quantity,  and  the  ten  miles  referred  to  are  now 
being  ballasted  with  broken  stone.  The  freight  tracks  are  ballasted  with 
gravel  in  good  quantity.  The  alignment  and  surfacing  of  the  tracks  are 
first  class  and  the  outer  rail  on  curves  properly  elevated  for  high  speed.  The 
track  sections  of  the  four  tracks  are  about  1.80  miles  in  length,  and  the  force 
employed  upon  each  section  consists  of  a  foreman  and  9  laborers.  Each  gang 
is  furnished  with  flags  and  lanterns  and  torpedoes.  All  portions  of  the  road 
are  patrolled  daily  by  some  member  of  the  section  force,  who  works  a  portion 
of  the  time  with  the  gang. 

Two  freight  tracks  of  the  Erie  railroad  are  crossed  at  grade  in  Buffalo 
yards:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal,  and  all  trains  are 
required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing;  2  tracks  of  the  Buffalo  Creek 
railroad  are  crossed  at  grade  in  South  Buffalo:  the  crossing  is  protected  by 
an  interlocking  plant  with  derailing  switches  in  all  tracks  approaching  the 
crossing;  a  freight  track  of  the  Erie  road  crosses  at  grade  at  Dunkirk:  the 
crossing  is  protected  by  a  modern  and  complete  interlocking  plant.  Inter- 
locking plants  are  maintained  at  a  connection  with  the  New  York  Central 
and  Hudson  River  railroad  in  Buffalo;  at  the  crossing  of  the  Buffalo  Cre^ 
railroad  in  South  Buffalo;  at  West  Seneca,  governing  the  west  end  of  West 
Seneca  yard;  at  Bay  View,  governing  cross-over  and  Gardenville  yard  con- 
nections; at  Lake  View,  at  Angola,  and  Silver  Creek,  governing  third  and 
fourth  track  connections;  at  Dunkirk,  governing  the  crossing  of  the  Erie 
railroad  freight  track;  at  Westfield,  governing  third  and  fourth  track  con- 
nections; and  at  State  Line,  governing  fourth  track  connection. 

The  right  of  way  is  clear  and  clean  and  fenced  with  wire,  generally  in 
good  condition.     The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded,  well  planked, 
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and  protected  by  signs  of  the  diamond  fomi  suitably  located  and  well  painted ; 
12  crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen,  11  by  flagmen  and  gates,  1  by  electric 
bell,  and  the  remaining  55  by  crossings-signs  only.  Wooden  slat  cattle-guards 
are  maintained  at  each  boundary  of  the  highways  crossed  at  grade. 

The  movements  of  trains  arc  governed  by  the  automatic  electric  block 
signal  system. 

Uhe  station  buildings  are  in  good  condition,  clean  and  neat  and  properly 
furnished.  Station  platforms  are  plank,  gravel,  concrete,  and  brick,  and  are 
properly  maintained.  Station  grounds  are  well  kept;  have  flowers,  plants,  and 
shrubs  at  the  most  important  stations.  Fire  protection  is  furnished;  at 
stations  where  there  is  a  water  system,  hose  is  provided;  and  fire  extin- 
guishers at  all  stations. 

The  property  is  thoroughly  well  maintained;  about  15  per  cent  of  cross-ties 
in  the  passenger  tracks  have  been  renewed  and  10  per  cent  of  those  in  the 
freight  tracks;  5  miles  of  new  80-lb.  steel  rail  laid,  replacing  worn  80-lb.  steel 
rail;  27  miles  of  the  tracks  have  been  re-ballasted  with  broken  stone;  1 
temporary  pile  bridge  has  been  replaced  with  plate  girder  deck  bridge  with 
new  masonry ;  2  stone  box  culverts  nave  been  replaced  with  iron-pipe  culverts ; 
necessary  repairs  have  been  made  to  bridge,  trestle,  and  culvert  floors,  and  10 
bridges  have  been  re-painted;  necessary  repairs  have  also  been  made  to  sta- 
tion buildings  and  painting  done  where  necessary;  4.2  miles  of  new  wire  fence 
has  been  erected  and  necessary  repairs  made  to  other  fences;  the  new  third 
main  track.  Dunkirk  to  State  Line,  which  was  partially  completed  last  year, 
has  been  finished  and  put  in  use;  quite  extended  work  has  been  done  toward 
construction  of  fourth  main  track  through  to  the  state  line.

LEHIGH   AND   HUDSON  RIVEB  BAILWAT. 

Inspected  June  24,  1909.     Last  previous  inspection  October  23,  24,  1908. 

To  the  Public  i^crvice  Commission,  Hecond  District: 

Gentlemen:  Having  made  an  inspection  of  the  Lehigh  and  Hudson  River 
railway  and  the  Orange  County  railroad,  I  respectfully  submit  the  following: 

The  Lehigh  and  Hudson  River  railway  in  New  -York  state  extends  from 
the  New  Jersey-State  line,  a  short  distance  east  of  New  Milford,  N.  Y.,  to 
Greycourt,  14.5  miles,  and  the  Orange  County  railroad  from  Hudson  Junction 
near  Greycourt  to  Maybrook,  10.7  miles,  where  a  connection  is  made  with  the 
Central  New  England  railway;  the  two  lines  have  14.17  miles  of  sidings. 
The  line  also  connects  with  the  £rie  railroad  at  Greycourt.  In  general,  both 
line  and  grade  are  good;  there  are  2  6-degree  curves,  one  east  and  one  west 
of  West  Craigville.  The  grades  are  mostly  light,  though  there  is  one  of  03.4 
ft.  per  mile,  3700  ft.  long,  west  of  Sugar  Loaf.  Surveys  are  being  made 
witii  the  view  of  reducing  the  heavier  grades  and  curves. 

The  road  is  single  track  and  standard  gauge;  23.75  miles  laid  with  80-lb. 
rail  connected  by  30-in.  splices,  6  bolts,  and  1.38  miles  65-Ib.  and  0.07  mile 
GO-lb.  rails,  24-in.  splices,  4  bolts;  ties  7x9  in.,  8^4  ft.  long,  one-half  yellow 
pine  and  one-fourth  each  oak  and  chestnut,  2816  to  the  mile;  62  bridges  and 
openings  with  total  length  of  1235.4  ft.;  4  overhead  bridges  with  less  than 
21-ft.  clearance;   10  highway  grade  crossings;   12  stations. 

The  rails,  splices,  frogs,  and  switches  are  in  good  condition.  Ties  are  being 
renewed  at  the  rate  of  about  20  per  cent  per  annum;  3864  ties  put  in  track 
from  November,  1908,  to  June,  1909.  The  tie  spacing  is  good,  but  no  tie-plates 
are  used. 

The  ballast  is  gravel  and  engine  cinders  in  fair  quantity,  and  the  drainage 
ie  good. 

At  Burnside  the  line  crosses  the  track  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and 
Western  railway,  the  train  movements  over  this  crossing  being  governed  by 
interlocked  signals  operated  from  a  station  of  23  levers. 
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There  is  no  block  signal  83'stem;  trains  are  operated  by  the  time  limit 
system. 

A  machine  shop  and  a  roundhouso,  both  of  modern  fireproof  design,  have 
U^en  built  during  the  past  year,  located  near  Warwick,  and  all  engines  have 
received  general  overhauling,  except  3  now  in  the  shop  under  general  repairs. 

Ihe  freight  movement  on  this  line  is  well  handled,  and  tlie  method  is  worth 
a  more  extended  notice  and  will  be  made  the  subject  of  a  special  report. 

It  would  seem  that  the  orders  of  the  Commission  respecting  repairs  and 
renewals  of  track  and  structures  have  been  complied  with  and  the  general 
condition  of  the  line  well  maintained. 

Recomm^tulations :  Ihat  tie-plates  be  used  in  main  track;  that  some 
method  of  absolute  bbck.  bigiialmg  be  installed. 

The  '*  time  limit "  method  of  spacing  trains  is  insufficient  for  their  beat 
protection.  1  he  method  in  itself  is  simply  that  of  keeping  trains  a  specified 
number  of  minutes  apart  at  stations.  It  does  not  take  into  account  the  dif- 
ference in  speed  of  trains.  A  train  ahead  may  be  scheduled  at  20  miles  per 
hour  and  a  following  train  at  40  miles  per  hour.  But  time  limit  method 
does  not  prevent  the  fast  train  from  overtaking  the  slow  train.  It  is  true 
that  the  standard  code  rules  require  inferior  class  trains  to  clear  the  time 
of  superior  class  trains,  and  it  is  usually  considered  that  fast  trains  are 
superior  to  slow  trains,  but  that  this  is  not  the  case  may  be  seen  by  inspect- 
ing the  schedules  of  trains  of  the  same  class  of  any  road  movins  a  heavy 
traffic.  The  trouble  arising  from  trains  of  the  same  class  overtiiking  each 
other  is  not  however  the  principal  one.  Trouble  i«  more  likely  to  occur 
from  extra  trains  of  diflerent  speeds,  say  slow  moving  extra  freight  ahead 
of  a  fast  extra  freight.  Both  trains  have  the  same  "  rights,''  and  yet  if  the 
train  ahead  has  some  distance  to  go  there  are  good  chances  that  it  will  be 
overtaken  by  the  following  fast  train,  of  course  not  always  with  disastrous 
results.  But  above  all  the  block  is  the  best  known  preventive  of  head-to-head 
meeting  of  trains,  because  when  a  train  in  one  direction  enters  a  section 
governed  by  block  signals  an  indication  of  its  presence  there  is  given  at  the 
other  end  of  the  section,  so  that  a  train  moving  in  the  opposite  direction 
and  desiring  to  enter  the  already  occupied  section  is  apprised  of  the  situa- 
tion in  that  section.  These  are  but  a  few  of  the  many  reasons  that  may  be 
brought  up  as  an  argument  in  favor  of  block  signal  operation.

LEHIGH    AND    NEW    ENGLAND   BAILBOAD. 

Inspected  June  23,  1909.     Last  previous  inspection  October  23,  1908. 

To  ihe  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  Having  inspected  the  l^high  and  New  England  railroad  I 
respectfully  submit  the  following: 

The  main  line  of  this  railroad  extends  from  the  New  Jersey-State  line  to 
Pine  Island  Junction,  3.78  miles  main  track,  and  0.33  miles  sidings,  where  it 
connects  with  the  Pine  Island  branch  of  the  Erie  railroad.  Nearly  its  whole 
length  is  located  on  an  embankment  in  low  swampy  land  on  which  it  will 
alw^ays  be  hard  and  expensive  to  maintain  track.  The  drainage,  so  far  as 
track  drainage  methods  go,  is  in  fair  condition,  but  as  the  valley  in  which 
the  line  is  placed  is  the  receptacle  of  the  drainage  of  the  surrounding  high 
lands  and  is  not  in  itself  well  connected  with  the  main  drainage  system  of 
the  country,  it  will  in  all  probability  continue  to  be  a  difficult  section  in 
which  to  maintain  track.  Some  endeavor  is  being  made  to  give  a  better 
support  to  the  track  by  using  cross-ties  10  feet  long  (the  usual  length  of  ties 
being  8  ft.  to  8%  ft.),  but  it  ie  improbable  that  any  real  relief  will  be  gained 
from  this  procedure,  as  the  whole  embankment  through  the  swamp  land  is 
settling  rather  than  only  the  track  itself.  If  a  swamp  is  so  placed  that  the 
side  drains,  by  well  situated  and  frequent  outlets  having  sufficient  fall,  can 
be  kept  free  of  water,  then  little  difficulty  will  be  experienced  in  the  main- 
tenance of  a  line.     But  if,  on  the  other  hand,  the  swamp  lies,  as  this  one 
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appears  to,  in  a  basin  formed  by  the  underlying  rock,  or  little  if  any  aboTe 
the  main  drainage  system  of  the  country,  the  provision  of  adequate  and  effi- 
cient outlet  drains  may  be  impossible,  and  the  maintenance  of  a  line  located 
in  such  country  will  only  be  carried  out  by  constant  care  and  expense.  The 
grade  and  curvature  is  light,  probably  95  per  cent  being  straight,  level  track. 
The  ballast  is  both  gravel  and  engine  cinders. 

The  rail  is  60  lbs.,  26-in.  splices,  4  bolts,  and  in  fair  condition  and  not  worn 
sufKciently  to  warrant  its  removal  from  the  track  for  that  cause.  The  insta- 
bility of  the  roadbed  causes  the  rail  to  "creep"  or  move  on  end,  and  for 
that  reason  it  is  deemed  necessary  to  install  expansion  joints  in  the  form 
of  split  switch  rails  which  allow  a  certain  amount  of  longitudinal  movement 
of  the  rails  without  causing  them  to  buckle;  the  question  of  how  far  the 
rails  could  move  on  end  at  points  where  these  switch  rails  are  placed  without 
narrowing  the  gauge  of  the  track  sufficiently  to  cause  trouble  is  not  dear  and 
is  a  matter  which  I  will  look  into  further. 

The  bridges  and  openings,  with  few  exceptions,  are  in  ^^ood  condition;  at 
a  span  of  aoout  12  ft.,  second  eaat  of  Libeixy  Corners  station,  the  track  ties 
are  badly  spaced  at  both  ends  of  the  bridge.  About  3000  ties  were  put  in  the 
track  last  season. 

The  rail  joints  are  not  well  spiked  and  many  of  them  have  been  "  stripped  " 
in  the  base:  that  is,  a  part  of  the  base  from  the  spike  slot  to  the  end  has 
been  broken  off  by  the  shearing  action  of  the  spike,  due  to  settling  of  the 
track  through  the  swamp  lands.  The  frogs  and  switches  are  in  fair  condi- 
tion. The  right  of  way  is  fair  and  free  of  trees  and  brushwood.  No  mile- 
posts.  The  highway  crossings  are  planked  and  in  fair  condition,  and  are 
provided  with  warning  signs  and  wnistling-posts.     No  cattle-guards. 

The  station  buildings,  3  in  number,  are  merely  covered  sheds  for  the  protec- 
tion of  milk  shipments. 

The  Pochuck  branch  extends  from  Glenwood  Junction  on  the  main  line  to 
the  Pennsylvania-State  line,  2.70  miles  main  track  and  1.02  miles  sidings; 
it  is  a  mountain  railroad  with  heavy  curves,  the  maximum  being  16  degrees, 
and  a  grade  of  211  ft.  per  mile,  descending  toward  the  main  line  for  the 
greater  part  of  its  length.  It  is  not  well  ballasted,  and  the  ballast  itself  is 
of  a  clay  nature.  The  rail  and  joints  are  in  fair  condition.  The  23-ft. 
span  trestle  needs  the  renewal  of  2  stringers.  The  other  openings  are  in  fair 
condition.  Highway  crossings  in  good  condition.  Fences  generally  fair.  No 
mile-posts.  Right  of  way  good.  150  ties  per  mile  would  put  the  ties  in 
good  condition  for  the  present  traffic.  The  frogs  and  switches  are  in  fair 
condition.     No  station  buildings. 

Recommendations:  The  problem  of  track  maintenance  on  this  line  is  one 
of  drainage  and  to  that  end  a  great  deal  of  energy  must  be  directed.  The 
Pochuck  branch  should  be  ballasted  if  it  is  continued  in  operation,  and 
heavier  rail  used  if  the  weight  of  power  is  more  than  that  of  a  light  weight 

engine. 

in  general,  it  may  be  said  that  the  company  appears  to  have  endeavored 
to  maintain  its  property  and  to  carry  out  the  recommendations  of  the  Com- 
mission.

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemeiv:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  various  lines  of  the  Lehigh 
Valley  railroad  in  this  State  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Buffalo  division  main  line  extends  from  the  Pennsylvania-State  line 
near  Sayre  to  Buffalo,  175.16  miles  double  track,  159.77  miles  sidings  and 
yard  tracks,  a  total  of  510.09  miles  of  track;  and  has  the  following  branch 
lines:  the  Ithaca  branch,  which  connects  with  the  main  line  at  Van  Etten  June- 
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tion  and  extends  to  another  connection  with  the  main  line  at  Ctonera  Junc- 
tion, 69A9  miles  first  track,  1.02  miles  second  track,  18.12  miles  sidings  and 
yard  tracks,  a  total  of  78.63  miles  of  track;  the  Waver ly  branch,  which 
extends  from  a  connection  with  the  Erie  railroad  at  Waverlj  to  a  connection 
with  the  main  line  at  Sayre,  Penna.,  0.41  mile  main  track,  1.4^  miles  sidings, 
a  total  of  1.83  miles  of  track;  the  Seneca  Falls  branch,  which  connects  with 
the  Ithaca  branch  at  Geneva  Junction  and  extends  to  Seneca  Falls,  8.2 
miles  main  track,  2.46  miles  sidings,  a  total  of  10.56  miles  of  track;  the 
Naples  branch,  which  connects  with  the  main  line  at  Geneva  and  extends  to 
Naples,  29.43  miles  main  track,  4.34  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks,  a  total 
of  33.77  miles  of  track;  the  Willard  branch,  which  connects  with  the  Ithaca 
branch  at  Hayts  Corners  and  extends  to  Willard,  3.82  miles  main  track,  0.3 
mile  sidings,  a  total  of  4.12  miles  of  track;  the  Rochester  branch,  which 
extends  from  Rochester,  crossing  the  main  line  at  Rochester  Junction,  to 
Hemlock  Lake,  28.72  miles  main  track,  and  has  a  short  spur  track,  0.4  mile 
main  track,  into  Honeoye  Falls,  with  11.08  miles  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks, 
a  total  of  40.2  miles  of  track;  the  Niagara  Falls  branch,  which  connects  with 
the  main  line  at  Niagara  Junction  and  extends  to  a  connection  with  the 
Canandaigua  branch  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad  at 
Tonawanda  Junction,  10.56  miles  first  track,  10.30  miles  second  track,  1.03 
miles  sidings,  a  total  of  22.9  miles  of  track ;  the  Lehigh  and  Lake  Erie  railroad 
is  a  freight  line,  10.93  miles  double  track,  41.89  miles  sidings  and  yard 
tracks,  a  total  of  63.75  miles  of  track,  extending  from  a  connection  with  the 
main  line  at  Sloans,  east  of  Bufl'alo,  to  a  junction  with  the  -Bufifalo  Creek 
railroad  at  Tifft  farm. 

The  Auburn  division  is  made  up  of  the  following  named  lines  of  railroad: 
Lehigh  and  New  York  branch,  which  extends  from  a  connection  with  the 
main  line  at  Sayre,  Penna.,  to  North  Fair  Haven,  on  Lake  Ontario,  115.37 
miles  main  track,  33.36  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks,  a  total  of  148.73  miles 
of  track;  the  Elmira  and  Cortland  branch,  which  extends  from  a  connection 
with  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  division  of  the  New  York  Cen- 
tral and  Hudson  River  railroad  at  Camden  to  Elmira,  139.14  miles  main 
track,  33.86  miles  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks,  a  total  of  173.02  miles  of  track; 
the  Auburn  and  Ithaca  branch,  which  connects  with  the  Lehigh  and  New 
York  branch  at  Auburn  and  extends  to  Ithaca,  on  the  Ithaca  branch,  42.46 
miles  main  track,  9.94  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks,  a  total  of  6(2.4  miles 
of  track;  the  Cayuga  branch,  which  extends  from  a  connection  with  the 
Auburn  and  Ithaca  branch  at  Cayuga  Junction  to  Cayuga,  3.92  miles  main 
track,  1.13  miles  sidings,  a  total  of  6.05  miles  of  track. 

Buffalo  Division. 
The  Buffalo  division  main  line  has  first-class  general  ali^ment  and  most 
curves  are  light:  the  maximum  is  8  degrees,  at  BuiTalo;  aside  from  that  the 
sharpest  curve  is  4  degrees,  located  near  Reniff.  The  maximum  grade  out- 
side of  Buffalo  is  25.4  ft.  per  mile;  in  Buffalo  there  is  a  short  grade  o^ 
65.5  ft.  per  mile.  The  Ithaca  branch  has  generally  fair  alignment:  the  maxi- 
mum curve  is  8  degrees,  located  east  of  West  Danby,  which  is  now  being 
eliminated  by  change  of  line.  The  grades  are  steep  in  places  and  fairly  regu- 
lar: the  maximum  is  108.24  ft.,  east  of  West  Danby;  this  grade  is  being 
slightly  reduced,  and  when  completed  will  be  105.6  feet  per  mile.  The 
Waverly  branch,  which  is  only  a  short  line  connecting  with  the  Erie  railroad, 
has  a  maximum  curve  of  4  degrees  and  grade  of  36.3  ft.  per  mile.  The 
Seneca  Falls  branch  is  considerably  crooked,  the  maximum  curve  is  8  degrees 
and  30  minutes,  at  Geneva  Junction.  The  grades  are  generally  light;  there 
is  in  Seneca  Falls  a  short  piece  with  a  grade  of  142.5  ft.  per  mile;  aside 
from  that  the  maximum  is  52.8  feet,  east  of  Waterloo.  The  Naples  branch 
has  generally  very  good  alignment:  the  maximum  curve  is  9  degrees  and  17 
minutes,  at  mile-post  345.  The  grades  are  considerably  irregular  but  not 
generally  steep:  the  maximum  is  105.6  ft.  per  mile,  at  mile-post  373.  The 
Willard  branch  has  generally  good  alignment:  the  maximum  curve  is  10 
degrees,  located  at  HByta  Comers.  The  grades  are  considerably  irregular, 
with  some  of  106  ft.  per  mile,  near  Willard.    The  Rochester  branch  has  gen- 
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erally  good  alignment:  the  maximum  curve  is  6  degrees,  east  of  Rochester. 
The  grades  are  fairly  regular  and  generally  light:  the  maximum  is  79.2  ft. 
per  mile,  east  of  Rochester.  The  alignment  of  the  Niagara  Falls  branch  is 
good  and  the  curves  light,  except  at  the  junction  of  the  main  line  at  Niagara 
Junction,  where  there  is  a  curve  of  12  degrees;  aside  from  that  there  are 
none  sharper  than  3  degrees.  The  grades  are  light  for  most  of  the  length 
of  the  line  and  regular:  the  maximum  is  52.S  ft.  per  mile,  west  of  Wil- 
liamsville.  The  Lehigh  and  Lake  Erie  railroad  has  generally  first-class 
alignment;  there  is  one  curve  at  the  Buffalo  Creek  connection  of  10  degrees 
and  25  minutes  and  aside  from  that  none  are  sharper  than  6  degrees.  The 
grades  are  light  and  regular:  the  maximum  is  31. 6^  ft.  per  mile,  located  at 
West  Seneca,  made  necessary  in  order  to  connect  with  other  yards  there  and 
at  the  same  time  gain  sufficient  elevation  to  cross  above  the  Lake  Shore  and 
other  railroads  in  that  vicinity. 

The  roadway  of  all  the  lines  is  generally  well  graded  and  properly  drained, 
sub-drains  being  used  in  wet  cuts  of  the  more  important  lines;  there  are  a 
few  cuts  on  the  Naples  branch  that  are  rather  narrow  to  admit  of  sufficient 
ditches,  and  some  embankments  on  that  lin«  need  additional  strengthening. 
A  change  in  alignment  is  being  made  on  the  Ithaca  branch  near  West  Danby, 
to  reduce  curvature  and  improve  general  conditions;  this  work  is  nearly 
completed  and  has  been  extensive.  Other  changes  of  lines  to  still  better  the 
conditions  are  contemplated  in  that  vicinity. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  of  the  main  line,  Ithaca  branch,  Niagara  Falls 
branch,  and  Lehigh  and  Lake  Erie  railroad,  are  all  in  firstAslass  condition, 
with  good  masonry,  standard  ties  and  guard  timbers,  well  maintained.  There 
are  no  bridges  in  the  Waverly  branch  track.  On  the  Seneca  Falls  branch 
there  is  one  span  of  deck  plate  girder  bridge  on  bents,  located  in  a  trestle; 
it  is  in  safe  condition.  On  the  >iaples  branch  there  are  three  spans  on  bents, 
pending  renewal,  and  on  these  the  paint  is  poor;  aside  from  that  the  bridges 
on  all  the  lines  are  very  well  painted.  On  the  Willard  branch  there  is  a 
span  over  the  main  line  for  which  bents  are  used  in  place  of  masonry.  None 
of  the  bridges  above  referred  to  are  in  unsafe  condition,  all  have  proper  ties 
and  guard  timbers,  and  inside  guard-rails  are  maintained  on  all.  There  are 
no  wooden  bridges  in  the  roadway  of  any  of  the  lines.  The  only  bridges  of 
that  character  are  for  overhead  highway  or  farm  crossings,  and  for  that  pur- 
pose iron  bridges  are  generally  used,  and  all,  as  well  as  other  overhead 
obstructions  that  are  less  than  21  ft.  above  the  track,  are  protected  by 
warning  signals.  There  are  on  the  main  line  14  overhead  obstructions  that 
are  less  than  21  ft.  above  the  track,  1  on  the  Ithaca  branch,  2  on  the 
Waverly  branch,  1  on  the  Naples  brajich,  2  on  the  Rochester  branch,  2  on 
the  Niagara  Falls  branch,  and  1  on  the  Lehigh  and  Lake  Erie  railroad.  A 
large  number  of  these  are  either  railroad  bridges  or  bridge  portals  that 
can  only  be  raised  with  difficulty;  as  to  the  others,  which  are  for  overhead 
highway  or  farm  crossings,  the  feasibility  of  raising  them  to  make  suffi- 
cient clearance  could  only  be  determined  by  a  special  survey  in  each  case. 

There  are  no  timber  trestles  remaining  in  the  main  line,  the  Ithaca 
branch,  the  W^averly  branch,  the  Niagara  Falls  branch,  or  the  Lehigh  and 
Lake  Erie  railroad;  in  the  Seneca  Falls  branch  there  are  5,  in  the  Naples 
branch  18,  in  the  Willard  branch  2  spans  at  end  of  bridge,  in  the  Rochester 
branch  7.  All  are  either  pile  or  framed  bent  construction  and  in  good  repair, 
except  that  on  the  Naples  branch  Nos.  363,  363 A,  and  371  have  poor  ties 
needing  renewal;  and  there  are  some  poor  ties  and  stringers  on  the  Seneca 
Falls  branch,  material  to  replace  being  on  the  ground.  The  open  culverts 
and  cattle-passes  of  the  main  line,  Ithaca  branch,  Niagara  Falls  branch,  and 
Lehigh  and  Lake  Erie  railroad  have  good  masonry,  I-beam  or  plate  girder 
stringers,  and  standard  ties  and  guard  timbers  well  maintained;  on  the 
other  lines  there  are  some  constructed  entirely  of  timber,  while  others  have 
masonry  with  I-beam  or  plate  girder  stringers.  Those  entirely  of  wood  are 
as  follows:  Seneca  Falls  branch,  3;  Naples  branch,  28;  Willard  branch,  1; 
Rochester  branch,  1.  All  are  properly  maintained.  The  arch,  box,  and  pipe 
culverts  are  apparently  all  in  good  condition. 
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The  main  trackg  of  the  main  line  have  340.82  miles  laid  with  90-lb.  steel 
rail,  and  0.5  mile  with  80-lb.;  the  Ithaca  branch,  0.8  miles  90-lb.,  47.02 
miles  80-lb.,  2.8  miles  76-lb.  rails;  the  Waverly  branch  has  all  76-lb.  rail; 
th«  Seneca  Falls  branch  has  1  mile  80-Ib.  and  7.2  miles  76-lb.  rails;  the 
Naples  branch  has  all  60-lb.  rails;  the  Willard  branch  has  all  58-Ib.  rails; 
the  Rochester  branch  has  15.72  miles  80-lb.  and  13.4  miles  76-lb.  rails;  the 
Niagara  Falls  branch  has  all  90-lb.  rails;  the  Lehigh  and  Lake  Erie  railroad 
has  17.26  miles  90-lb.  and  4.61  miles  80-lb.  rails.  The  cross-ties  are  in  good 
condition,  laid  2816  to  the  mile  of  track,  and  are  well  spaced  and  full 
spiked.  Necessary  renewals  for  the  season  have  been  made,  about  7  per  cent. 
On  the  main  line  they  are  7x9  in.,  8^4  ft.  long,  and  are  95  per  cent  yellow 
pine  and  5  per  cent  oak ;  on  the  Ithaca  branch  7x9  in.,  8  ft.  long,  70  per 
cent  yellow  pine  and  30  per  cent  oak ;  on  the  Waverly  branch  7x9  in.,  8  ft. 
long,  "20  per  cent  yellow  pine,  70  per  cent  oak,  10  per  cent  chestnut;  on  the 
Seneca  Falls  branch  6x9  in.,  8  ft  long,  10  per  cent  yellow  pine,  5  per  cent 
oak,  85  per  cent  cedar ;  on  the  Naples  branch  6x9  in.,  8  ft.  long,  20  per  cent 
vellow  pine,  2  per  cent  oak,  20  per  cent  chestnut,  58  per  cent  cedar;  on  the 
Willard  branch  6x9  in.,  8  ft.  long,  5  per  cent  yellow  pine,  15  per  cent  oak, 
80  per  cent  cedar ;  on  the  Rochester  branch  7x9  in.,  8  ft.  long,  75  per  cent 
yellow  pine,  6  per  oent  oak,  20  per  cent  cedar;  on  the  Niagara  Falls  branch 
and  the  Lehigh  and  Lake  Erie  railroad,  all  ties  are  yellow  pine,  7x9  in.,  8^ 
ft.  long.  The  curves  are  double  spiked  on  the  outer  side.  Tie-plates  are 
extensively  used.  Of  the  90-lb.  rails  about  13  miles  are  open  hearth  steel, 
1.30  miles  nickel  chrome  steel,  and  all  the  balance  of  rail  of  all  weights, 
Bessemer  steel.  The  90-lb.  rails  are  connected  by  angle  plates  28  in.  in 
length  with  6  bolts,  the  80-  and  76-lb.  by  angle  plates  30  in.  in  length  with 
6  bolts,  the  60-  and  58-lb.  rails  by  angle  plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts. 
The  90-lb.  rail  in  main  and  branch  line  tracks  is  in  good  condition;  the 
80-lb.  rail  in  very  fair  condition;  the  76-lb.  rail  in  the  Rochester  branch  is 
somewhat  worn  and  some  renewals  are  needed;  the  60-lb.  rail  is  in  fair 
condition;  the  58-lb.  rail  in  the  Willard  branch  is  much  worn  and  there  are 
some  loose  bolts.  All  the  connections  are  full  bolted,  and  aside  from  the 
Willard  branch  no  loose  bolts  were  observed.  All  main-track  switches  are 
split  point,  mainly  with  rigid  stands.  All  have  well  painted  targets.  All 
switches  in  the  main  line  are  protected  by  the  electrical  automatic  block 
signal  system,  those  of  the  Ithaca  branch  by  home  and  distant  semaphore 
signals  interlocked  with  the  switch  stands.  Switch  and  semaphore  lamps 
show  red  light  for  danger  and  white  for  safety;  green  is  used  for  caution. 
Spring  rail  frogs  are  used  in  the  main  line  tracks  and  nearly  all  the  branch 
lines.  Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  where  their  use  appears  necessary, 
and  have  stands  with  proper  targets;  those  on  the  main  line,  Ithaca  branch, 
and  some  others,  are  interlocked  with  the  mnin-track  switch  stands. 

The  main  line  and  the  Niagara  Falls  branch  tracks  are  thoroughly  well 
ballasted  with  broken  stone,  and  nearly  all  of  the  Ithaca  branch  is  also 
ballasted  with  broken  stone  in  good  quantity;  the  Waverly  branch  with  gravel 
and  cinders;  the  Naples  branch  with  gravel  and  cinders  and  a  small  amount 
of  stone  screenings  in  fair  quantity;  the  Seneca  Falls  and  Willard  branches 
are  lightly  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders;  the  Rochester  branch  with 
gravel  and  cinders,  and  small  stone  in  good  quantity;  and  the  I^ehigh  and 
Ij^ke  Erie  railroad  with  slag  and  gravel  in  medium  quantity.  The  align- 
ment and  surfacing  of  the  main  line,  the  Ithaca  branch,  the  Niagara  Falls 
branch,  and  the  Lehigh  and  Lake  Erie  railroad  are  first  class;  of  the  Waverly 
branch,  Seneca  Falls  branch,  and  Rochester  branch,  good;  of  the  Naples 
branch,  fair;  of  the  Willard  branch  is  somewhat  irregular,  and  needs  re-sur- 
facing. The  outer  rail  on  curves  is  about  correctly  elevated  for  the  speed  at 
which  the  trains  are  scheduled.  The  average  length  of  sections  on  the  main 
line  is  4  miles  double  track,  and  the  section  force  consists  of  a  foreman  and  6 
laborers:  the  Ithaca  branch  5  miles  single  track  and  a  foreman  and  6  labor- 
ers; the  Waverly  branch  is  a  part  of  yard  section:  the  Seneca  Falls  has  8 
miles  single  track  and  a  foreman  and  5  laborers;  the  Naples  branch  has  7 
miles  single  track  and  a  foreman  and  5  laborers;  the  Willard  branch  has  a 
foreman  and  4  laborers;  the  Rochester  branch  6  miles  single  track  and  a  fore- 
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man  and  5  laborers;  on  the  Niagara  Falls  branch  and  the  Lehigh  and  Lake 
Erie  railroad  the  sections  are  4  miles  of  double  track  and  the  force  on  eaeli 
A  foreman  and  6  laborers.  Each  gang  is  furnished  with  flags,  lanterns,  and 
torpedoes,  and  all  portions  of  the  road  are  patrolled  daily  by  some  member 
of  the  section  force. 

The  main  line  crosses  at  ffrade  the  following  named  steam  and  electric 
railroads:  1  track  of  the  Rochester  branch  at  Rochester  Junction,  protected 
by  a  modern  interlockinff  plant;  1  track  of  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pitts- 
burgh railway  at  Pittsburgh  and  Lehigh  Junction,  protected  by  a  modem 
interlocking  plant;  4  freight  tracks  of  the  Ohio  street  branch  of  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad,  in  Buffalo:  protected  by  signals  located 
on  a  tower,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing ; 
1  track  of  the  Buffalo,  Bellevue  and  Lancaster  electric  railway,  at  Ghetto- 
waga:  there  are  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric  railway  and 

{>roper  protection  over  the  trolley  wire;  this  crossing  is  now  being  inter- 
ocked;  2  tracks  of  the  International  railway  (electric)  on  Chicago  street, 
Buffalo:  there  are  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric  road  and 
proper  protection  over  the  trolley  wire;  2  tracks  of  the  same  railway  are  being 
put  in  on  Carolina  street,  Buffalo,  but  are  not  yet  completed.  The  Ithaca 
branch  crosses  at  grade  1  track  of  the  Elmira  and  Cortland  division  at  Van 
Etten  Junction:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  interlocked  semaphore  signals. 
No  railroads,  steam  or  electric,  are  crossed  by  the  Waverly,  Seneca  Falls, 
Willard,  or  Niagara  Falls  branches.  The  Naples  branch  crosses  at  grade  the 
main  track  and  2  sidings  of  the  Northern  Central  railway,  at  Stanley:  the 
crossing  is  protected  by  an  interlocking  plant,  the  signals  of  which  are 
normally  set  in  clear  position  for  the  Northern  Central  railway;  when  Lehigh 
Valley  trains  desire  to  cross,  train  employees  are  required  to  manipulate  the 
signals;  there  are  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  Naples  branch,  but 
none  in  the  Northern  Central  railway;  the  Northern  Central  trains  do  not 
stop  if  the  signals  are  in  their  favor;  all  Lehigh  Valley  trains  must  stop 
before  crossing.  The  Rochester  branch  crosses  2  tracks  of  the  West  Shore 
railroad  (operated  by  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad 
Company)  at  Mortimer:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  gates,  and  all  trains 
are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop;  2  tracks  of  the  main  line  at  Rochester 
Junction,  protected  by  a  modern  interlocking  plant.  The  Lehigh  and  Lake 
Erie  railroad  crosses  a  spur  track  which  connects  the  Terminal  Railway  of 
Buffalo  (operated  by  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad 
Company)  and  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  railway:  this  spur  is 
not  in  service,  and  the  crossing  is  not  protected. 

Interlocking  plants  are  maintained  on  the  main  line  at  State  Line,  govern- 
ing the  end  of  the  Sayre  yard;  at  Van  Etten  Junction,  governing  the  main 
line  and  Ithaca  branch  connection;  at  Gteneva  Junction,  governing  the  main 
line,  Ithaca  branch,  and  Seneca  Falls  branch  connections;  at  Manchester, 
governing  the  main  line  and  entrance  to  Manchester  yard;  at  Rochester  Junc- 
tion, governing  the  main  line  and  crossing  of  the  Rochester  branch;  at  Pitts- 
burgh and  Lehigh  Junction,  governing  the  main  line  and  crossing  of  the 
Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  railway,  also  yard  switches;  at  Niagara 
Junction,  governing  main  line  and  connection  with  the  Niagara  Falls  branch ; 
at  Harlem  avenue,  Sloan,  governing  main  line  and  connection  with  the  Lehish 
and  Lake  Erie  railroad ;  and  on  the  Naples  branch  at  the  grade  crossing  of  tnc 
Northern  Central  railway  at  Stanley. 

The  right  of  way  of  all  the  lines  is  free  from  trees,  brush,  and  rubbish. 
The  fences  are  of  wire  and  generally  in  fair  repair.  The  highway  crossings 
are  well  graded,  properly  planked,  and  protected  by  signs  of  the  diamond 
or  triangular  form  suitably  located  and  well  painted.  Cattle-guards  mainly 
of  the  wooden  slat  pattern,  some  metallic,  are  in  place  at  each  boundary  of 
the  highways  crossed  at  grade,  and  are  generally  in  good  condition.  On  the 
main  line  there  are  12  crossings  protected  by  flagmen  and  gates,  18  bv  flag- 
men, 5  by  electric  bells,  and  118  by  crossing- signs;  on  the  Ithaca  branch  2  by 
flagmen,  2  by  electric  bells,  and  16  by  crossing-signs ;  on  the  Rochester  branch 
2  by  flagmen  and  27  by  crossing-signa ;  there  is  1  crossing  on  the  Waverly 
l^ranch,  10  on  the  Seneca  Falls  branch,  3$  on  the  Naples  branch,  3  on  the 
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Willard  branch,  14  on  the  Niagara  FalU  branch,  and  4  on  the  Lehigh  and 
Lake  Erie  railroad,  protected  by  crossing-signB  only. 

The  movements  of  trains  on  the  main  line,  the  Niagara  ^alls  branch,  and 
Lehigh  and  Lake  Erie  railroad  are  governed  by  automatic  electric  block 
signals,  and  on  the  other  branch  lines  by  the  telegraphic  train  order  positive 
blotek  system. 

The  station  buildings  are  in  ^|ood  condition,  clean  and  neat,  and  the  sanitary 
condition  good.  Water  for  drinking  is  provided,  and  time-tables  are  posted 
in  the  waiting  rooms.  The  station  platforms  are  of  plank,  gravel,  stone 
screenings,  and  concrete;  there  are  but  few  plank  platforms  remaining,  and 
as  soon  as  renewal  is  required  they  are  replaced  with  gravel,  stone  screenings, 
and  concrete.  The  station  grounds  are  well  kept  and  at  the  more  importuit 
ones  there  are  lawns  with  shrubs,  ornamental  plants,  and  flowers.  Fire  pro- 
tection is  furnished  at  all  the  stations;  at  the  more  important  ones,  where 
there  is  a  water  system,  there  is  hose;  at  the  others,  fire  extinguishers,  water 
and  fire  pails. 

The  principal  repairs  and  improvements  noted  as  made  since  the  last  inspec- 
tion are  as  follows:  About  7  per  cent  of  cross-ties  on  all  the  lines  except 
the  Lehigh  and  Lake  Erie  railroad,  where  they  are  all  new,  have  been 
renewed;  on  the  main  line  about  1.12  miles  of  90-lb.  nickel  chrome  steel  and 
6.68  miles  of  90-lb.  open  hearth  steel  have  been  laid,  replacing  worn  00-lb. 
rail;  2.84  miles  of  90-lb.  open  hearth  steel  and  3.36  miles  of  90-lb.  Bessemer 
steel  laid,  replacing  worn  90-lb.  rail;  on  the  Ithaca  branch  0.46  mile  of  90-lb. 
Bessemer  steel  and  2.3  miles  of  90-lb.  open  hearth  steel  have  been  laid, 
replacing  worn  80-lb.  rail;  and  on  the  Niagara  Falls  branch  0.19  mile  of 
90-lb.  nickel  chrome  steel,  replacing  worn  90-lb  rail;  some  repairs  have  been 
made  to  ballast  on  practically  all  the  lines;  an  iron  bridge  over  a  highway 
at  Caledonia  has  been  replaced  with  a  new  bridge;  extensive  repairs  have 
been  made  to  timber  trestles  and  to  the  floors  of  bridges,  trestles,  open  cul- 
verts, and  cattle-passes  generally;  necessary  repairs  have  also  been  made  to 
masonry  of  bridges  and  culverts;  20  main  line  bridges,  4  of  the  Ithaca  branch, 
and  1  of  the  Niagara  Falls  branch  have  been  re-painted ;  37.4  miles  of  new  woven 
wire  fence  have  been  built  or  extensivelv  repaired  on  1^  main  line,  and 
necessary  repairs  made  to  fences  of  the  other  lines;  10,000  lineal  feet  of  6-in. 
drain  tile  have  been  laid  in  ditches  of  wet  cuts  of  the  main  line;  the  yard  at 
Manchester  has  been  remodeled  and  trackage  increased  4.3  miles;  on  the 
Ithaca  branch  about  1  mile  of  main  track  has  been  re-located  so  as  to  elimi- 
nate an  8-degree  curve,  reducing  the  same  to  4  degrees;  this  was  very  exten- 
sive work,  necessitating  a  cut  of  63  ft.  in  depth;  on  the  Lehigh  and  Lake 
Erie  railroad  4  additional  and  extensive  tracks  are  under  construction  in 
the  new  yard  at  TifTt  farm;  lesser  additions  and  changes  have  been  made  to 
tracks  in  various  other  ^ards  of  both  main  line  and  branches,  and  station 
and  other  buildings  repaired  and  re-painted  as  necessary. 

Hecommendationa :  That  the  narrow  cuts  of  the  Naples  branch  be  widened 
and  the  weak  embankments  strengthened;  that  the  new  ties  be  put  on  trestles 
Nos.  363,  363A,  and  371,  and  necessary  renewal  be  made  of  the  worn  76-lb. 
rail  of  the  Rochester  branch  and  the  68-lb.  rail  of  the  Willard  branch;  that 
the  loose  track  bolts  on  the  Willard  branch  be  tightened. 

Regarding  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  last  inspection  report, 
proper  attention  has  been  given  to  them,  except  that  there  still  remains  some 
poor  rail  in  the  Rochester  branch  track  south  of  Rochester  Junction. 

Auburn  Division, 
All  the  roads  that  comprise  this  division  are  very  crooked,  with  many  sharp 
curves.  The  grades  on  main  lines  are  steep  and  somewhat  broken  except  on 
the  Auburn  and  Ithaca  and  Cayuga  branches,  which  for  much  of  their  dis- 
tance are  constructed  along  the  shore  of  Cayuga  lake,  where  the  grade  ia 
practically  level.  The  maximum  curve  of  the  Lehigh  and  New  York  branch 
is  5  degrees  and  30  minutes,  located  near  mile-post  311;  the  maximum  grade 
is  67  ft.  per  mile,  between  mile-posts  367  and  358.  The  maximum  curve  of 
the  Elmira  and  Cortland  branch  is  19  degrees  and  80  minutes,  west  of 
Cazenovia;  the  maximum  grade,  126.75  ft.  per  mile  for  about  2%  miles,  south 
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of  Swartwood.     Of  the  Auburn   and  Ithaca  branch  the  maximum  curve   is 
17  degrees,  at  Ithaca;  the  maximum  grade,  72.86  ft.  per  mile,  south' of  Auburn. 
Of  the  Cayuga  branch,  the   maximum   curve  is  6   degrees,  at  Cayuga;   the 
maximum  grade,  23.8   ft.   per  mile,  near  Cayuga  Junction.     On  the  Lehigh 
and  New  York  branch  the  cuts  and  embankments  are  generally  of  good  width 
and  proper  slopes,  and  the  drainage  generally  good;  a  few  places  were  noted, 
especially  at  Tioga  Narrows,  where  the  ditcb^  have  become  filled  to  some 
extent  and  need  cleaning.     On   the  Elmira   and  Cortland  branch  there  are 
many  cuts  that  need  widening;  in  some  cases  the  slopes  are  Uf^ield  by  dock- 
ing, which  is  getting  out  of  repair;   the  embankments  are  generally  of  fair 
width,    although   a   few   places    were   noted    where   additional   strengthening 
would  be  of  benefit;   the  ditches  are  in   from  fair  to  good  condition.     The 
Auburn  and  Ithaca  branch,  which  is  constructed  for  much  of  its  loigth  along 
the  shore  of  Cayuga  lake,  under  a  high  bluff  of  rocks,  has  many  side  cuts 
where  disintegrating  rock   in  time  of  storm  washes   into  the  ditches;  very 
extensive  work  is  now  being  done  cleaning  these  ditches,  and  this  portion  of 
the  road  is  very  carefully  watched,  and  patrolled  in  advance  of  all  trains; 
the  balance  of  the  road  has  cuts  and  embaqkments  of  proper  width  and  ditches 
in  good  condition.     The  Cayuga  branch  is  well  graded  and  is  practically  all 
on  embankment;  therefore  the  drainage  is  necessarily  good. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  generally  in  good  repair  and  fairly  well 
painted.  The  bridge  ties  and  guard  timbers  are  of  standard  dimensions  and 
well  maintained.  Inside  guard-rails  are  on  all  long  and  high  structures. 
Nos.  337  and  361  of  the  L«high  and  New  York  branch  are  light  bridges  and 
are  supported  on  bents  pending  renewal.  On  the  Elmira  and  Cortland  braiich 
there  are  quite  a  number  of  light  bridges,  but  only  light  motive  power  is 
used  there  and  the  lighter  of  these  bridges  are  to  be  replaced  that  heavier 
power  may  be  used.  There  are  several  spans  of  iron  bridge  that  are  erected 
on  timber  supports;  all  are  in  safe  condition.  On  the  Auburn  and  Ithaca 
branch  and  the  Cayuga  branch  all  are  in  good  condition  and  extensive  im- 
provements have  been  made,  lighter  bridges  being  replaced  by  stronger 
structures. 

There  are  no  wooden  bridges  in  the  roadway  of  any  of  the  lines;  the  only 
wooden  bridges  maintained  are  for  overhead  highway  or  farm  crossings,  and  - 
some  iron  bridges  are  used  for  such  crossings;  all  are  in  good  condition, 
and  any  less  than  21  ft.  above  the  track  are  protected  by  warning  signals. 
There  are  4  overhead  bridges  on  the  Lehigh  and  New  York  branch  and  2  on 
the  Elmira  and  Cortland  branch  that  are  less  than  20  ft.  above  the  track; 
2  of  those  on  the  Lehigh  and  New  York  branch  are  overhead  crossings  of 
railroads,  difficult  to  change;  1  on  that  branch  is  a  street  in  Auburn:  the 
approach  to  the  bridge  is  on  quite  a  steep  grade,  but  it  is  possible  to  raise 
the  bridge  by  extending  the  fill,  and  in  all  probability  paying  something  on 
account  of  property  damages;  the  other  is  an  overhead  highway  at  Sterling: 
it  has  a  clearance  of  19  ft.  5  in.,  and  can  be  raised  without  very  much 
expense;  1  of  those  on  the  Elmira  and  Cortland  branch  is  west  of  Blakeslee 
and  has  a  clearance  of  17  ft  8  in.:  there  is  a  steep  up-grade  on  one  side 
of  the  bridge  and  a  steep  down-grade  on  the  other,  and  to  attempt  to  raise 
the  bridge  would  cause  extensive  work;  the  other  low  overhead  obstruction 
on  that  line  is  of  a  highway  bridge  east  of  McConnellsville  that  has  a 
clearance  of  18  ft.  11  in.,  and  which  can  be  raised  without  very  much  expense. 
There  are  30  timber  trestles  of  pile  or  framed  bent  construction  in  the 
track  of  the  Lehigh  and  New  Y'ork  branch,  67  in  the  Elmira  and  Cortland 
branch,  6  in  the  Auburn  and  Ithaca  branch,  and  1  in  the  Cayuga  branch; 
all  are  in  from  fair  to  good  condition  and  arrangements  made  for  any 
repairs  or  renewals  necessary.  A  large  proportion  of  the  open  culverts  and 
cattle-passes  on  the  Lehigh  and  New  York  and  the  Elmira  and  Cortland 
brandies  are  entirely  of  timber.  On  the  Lehigh  and  New  York  branch  there 
are  20  of  that  kind  of  construction,  and  61  with  wooden  abutments  and 
I-beam  or  rail  stringers;  the  remainder  have  good  masonry  and  I-beam  or 
rail  stringers.  On  the  Elmira  and  Cortland  branch  there  are  62  constructed 
entirely  of  wood,  38  with  wooden  abutments  and  I-beam  or  rail  stringers, 
and  5  with  a  poor  class  of  masonry  and  I-beam  or  rail  stringers.     On  the 
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Auburn  and  Ithaca  branch  nearly  all  have  good  masonry  with  I-beaim 
stringers;  a  few  have  wooden  stringers,  and  there  yet  remain  a  few  entirely 
of  wood.  On  the  Cayuga  branch  ail  have  stone  masonry  and  I-beam  or  rail 
stringers.  All  have  stendard  ties  and  guard  timbers,  in  good  oondition. 
The  arch,  box,  and  pipe  culverts  are  generally  in  from  fair  to  good  con- 
dition; there  is  1  arch  culvert  over  a  highway  north  of  Oazenovia  that  is 
failing:  it  has  been  recently  re-pointed,  and  arrangements  are  made  for 
rebuilding    it    promptly. 

All  cross-ties  are  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  long,  and  are  laid  2816  to  the  mile  of 
track.  On  the  Lehigh  and  New  York  branch  52  per  cent  are  yellow  pine, 
16  per  cent  oak,  22  per  cent  chestnut,  10  per  cent  cedar;  on  the  Elmira  and 
Cortland  branch  33  per  cent  are  yellow  pine,  7  per  cent  oak,  20  per  cent 
chestnut,  40  per  cent  cedar;  on  the  Auburn  and  Ithaca  branch  and  Cayuga 
branch  41  per  cent  are  yellow  pine,  26  per  cent  oak,  14  per  cent  chestnut, 
19  per  cent  cedar.  The  cross-ties  are  fairly  well  spaced,  full  spiked,  and  in 
very  fair  condition;  9  per  cent  have  been  renewed  on  all  the  lines. 

The  Lehigh  and  New  York  branch  has  66.6  miles  laid  with  80-lb.,  15.92 
miles  with  76-lb.,  2  miles  with  70-lb.,  4.56  miles  with  67-lb.,  0.45  mile  with 
66-lb.,  19.84  miles  with  60-lb.,  and  6  miles  with  58-lb.  rail;  on  the  Elmira 
and  Cortland  branch  there  are  0.75  mile  90-lb.,  30.12  miles  80-lb.,  7.9  miles 
76-lb.,  3.09  miles  70-lb.,  8.25  miles  67-lb.,  2.01  miles  60-lb.,  and  37  miles 
56-lb. ;  on  the  Auburn  and  Ithaca  branch  there  are  9.5  miles  90-lb.,  10.96 
miles  80-lb.,  1  mile  60-lb.,  and  21  miles  58-lb.;  the  Cayuga  branch,  3.92  miles, 
is  laid  with  58-lb.  rail.  The  90-lb.  rails  are  connected  by  angle  plates  28  in. 
in  length  with  6  bolts;  the  80-  and  76-lb.  rails  by  angle  plates  30  in.  in 
length  with  6  bolts;  and  all  the  other  rails  by  angle  plates  24  in.  in  length 
with  4  bolts.  The  rail  on  the  Lehigh  and  New  York  branch  is  in  very  good 
condition;  the  56-  and  60-lb.  rails  on  the  Elmira  and  Cortland  branch  are 
considerably  worn  and  some  renewals  are  needed;  the  rail  is  generally  in 
fair  condition  for  the  light  traffic  and  the  moderate  speed  maintained  on 
that  branch.  The  90-  and  the  80-lb.  rails  on  the  Auburn  and  Ithaca  branch 
are  in  good  condition;  the  60-  and  58-lb.  rails  are  somewhat  worn  and  are 
being  replaced  with  heavier  rail.  The  58-lb.  rail  on  the  Cayuga  branch  is 
somewhat  worn,  but  is  in  fair  condition  for  the  very  moderate  amount  of 
business  and  extremely  low  speed  maintained  on  that  branch,  the  branch 
being  used  almost  entirely  for  freight  purposes.  All  the  connections  are 
full  bolted  and  very  few  loose  bolts  were  observed,  and  thev  were  on  the 
Elmira  and  Cortland  branch.  All  main-track  switches  are  split  point;  both 
rigid  and  automatic  stands  are  in  use  and  have  proper  targets.  Switch  and 
semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  white  for  safety;  green  is 
used  for  caution.  On  the  Lehigh  and  New  York  and  the  Auburn  and  Ithaca 
branches  nearly  all  main-track  frogs  are  spring  rail;  on  the  Elmira  and 
Cortland  and  the  Cayuga  branches  the  greater  proportion  of  the  frogs  are 
rigid.  Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  where  their  use  appears  neces- 
sary, and  the  stands  have  proper  targets. 

All  the  lines  excepting  the  Cayuga  branch  are  ballasted  with  gravel  and 
cinders  in  fair  quantity;  the  Cayuga  branch  is  lightly  ballasted  with  cinders. 
The  alignment  and  surfacing  of  the  tracks  of  all  except  the  Cayuga  branch 
are  very  good,  and  the  outer  rail  on  curves  properly  elevated  for  the  speed 
at  which  the  trains  are  scheduled;  the  Cayuga  branch  is  somwhat  irregular 
in  line  and  surface,  but  this  branch  is  little  used  and  almost  entirely  for 
freight  purposes  at  slow  speed.  The  average  length  of  sections  is  7^  miles, 
and  the  force  maintained  on  each  consists  of  a  foreman  and  4  laborers.  Each 
gang  is  furnished  with  flags,  lanterns,  and  torpedoes,  and  all  portions  of  the 
road  are  patrolled  daily  by  some  member  of  the  section  force;  4  regular 
watchmen  are  employed  on  the  Auburn  and  Ithaca  branch  and  4  on  the 
Elmira  and  Cortland  branch,  and  in  addition  to  this  the  Auburn  and  Ithaca 
branch  is  patrolled  on  that  portion  of  the  road  along  the  lake  in  advance  of 
each  passenger  train. 

The  Lehigh  and  New  York  branch  crosses  the  following  steam  and  electric 
railroads  at  grade:  At  Owego,  1  track  of  the  Ithaca  branch  of  the  Delaware, 
Lackawanna  and  Western  railroad:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  semaphore 
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signal,  uid  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossiiig;  at 
Freeville,  1  track  of  the  Elmira  and  Cortland  branch:  the  crossing  is  pr«H 
tected  by  a  semaphore  eignal,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  c<mie  to  a  full 
stop  before  crossing;  at  Auburn,  1  track  of  the  Auburn  branch  of  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  sema- 
phore signals  that  are  interlocked,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come 
to  a  full  stop;  at  Auburn,  1  track  of  the  Auburn  Ci^  railway  (electric): 
there  are  no  derailing  switohes  in  the  track  of  the  electric  railway  but  proper 
protection  over  the  trolley  wire;  north  of  Auburn,  1  track  of  the  Auburn  and 
Northern  Electric  railroad:  there  are  no  derailing  switches  in  tiie  track  of 
the  electric  railway  but  proper  protection  over  the  trolley  wire;  at  Sterling 
Junction,  1  track  of  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  railroad  (operated 
by  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company ) :  the  crossing 
is  protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal,  and  all  trains  aro  required  to  come 
to  a  full  stop  before  crossing;  an  interlocking  plant  is  now  oeing  installed 
at  this  place.  The  Elmira  and  Cortland  branch  crosses  at  grade  the  fol- 
lowing: At  Sylvan  Junction,  1  track  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western 
railway:  the  crossing  is  made  by  means  of  switeh  connections;  the  Lehigh 
Valley  trains  run  for  a  distance  of  about  600  feet  on  the  track  of  the  New 
York,  Ontario  and  Western  railway,  then  branch  off  on  the  opposite  side; 
this  crossing  is  protected  by  a  modern  interlocking  plant;  at  Canastota,  2 
tracks  of  the  West  Shore  railroad  (operated  by  The  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  Railroad  Ck>mpany) :  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  modem 
interlocking  plant;  at  Rippleton,  1  track  of  the  Chenango  branch  of  the 
West  Shore  railroad:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  target  signal,  and  all 
trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing;  at  Cortland 
junction,  1  track  of  the  Syracuse,  Binghamton  and  New  York  branch  of  the 
Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  railroad:  the  crossing  is  protected  by 
a  modern  interlocking  plant;  at  Caroline  Junction,  1  track  of  the  Ithaca 
branch  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  railroad:  the  crossing  is 
protected  by  a  target  signal,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  fidl 
stop  before  crossing;  at  Freeville,  2  tracks  of  the  Lehigh  and  New  York 
branch :  the  crossing  is  protected  by  target  signals,  and  all  trains  are  required 
to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing;  at  Van  Etten,  2  tracks  of  the  Ithaca 
branch  of  the  Buffalo  division:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  an  interlocking 
plant;  near  Elmira,  2  main  tracks  and  2  sidings  of  the  main  line  of  the 
Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  railroad:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a 
modem  interlocking  plant;  at  Elmira,  1  branch  track  connecting  the  Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna  and  Westem  and  the  Erie  railroads:  the  crossing  is  pro- 
tected by  a  terget  signal,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop 
before  crossing;  at  Elmira,  1  track  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Westem 
railroad  leading  to  a  freight  house:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  target 
signal,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing;  at 
Cortland,  1  track  of  the  Cortland  County  Traction  Company's  railroad 
(electric) :  there  are  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric  railroad 
but  no  protection  over  the  trolley  wire;  at  Horseheads,  1  track  of  the  Elmira 
Water,  Light  and  Railroad  Company's  electric  railroad:  there  are  derailing 
switohes  in  the  track  of  the  electric  railroad,  but  the  protection  over  the 
trolley  wire  is  too  short  and  should  be  lengthened;  another  track  of  the 
same  company's  railroad  is  crossed  near  Elmira:  there  are  derailing  switohes 
in  the  track  of  the  electric  railroad  but  the  protection  over  the  trolley  wire 
is  too  short.  The  Auburn  and  Ithaca  branch  crosses  at  grade  the  following: 
Near  Ithaca,  I  track  of  the  Ithaca  Street  railway:  the  crossing  is  protected 
by  semaphore  signals  that  are  interlocked;  there  are  derailing  switches  in 
the  track  of  the  electric  road  and  proper  protection  over  the  trolley  wire; 
near  the  stetion  at  Ithaca,  1  track  of  the  Ithaca  Street  railway:  there  are 
no  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric  road  nor  protection  over 
the  trolley  wire ;  at  Ithaca,  1  track  of  the  Cayuga  divisioli  of  the  Delaware, 
Lackawanna  and  Western  railroad:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  semaphore 
signals  that  are  interlocked,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full 
stop  before  crossing.  The  only  interlocking  plants  maintained  are  at  the 
grade  crossing   of    the   Ithaca  branch   at   Van   Etten    Junction,   the   grade 
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crossing  of   the  Delaware,   Lackawanna   and   Western   railroad  at   Cortland, 
and  the  grade  crossing  of  the  West  Shore  railroad  at  Canastota. 

The  right  of  way  is  free  from  trees,  brush,  and  rubbish.  The  fences  are  of 
wire  and  in  fair  condition.  The  highway  crossings  are  well  graded,  planking 
in  good  condition,  and  are  protected  by  signs  of  the  diamond  or  triangular 
form,  suitably  located  and  well  painted.  Cattle-guards  of  the  wooden  or 
metallic  slat  pattern  in  very  fair  condition  are  at  each  boundary  of  the 
highways  crossed  at  grade.  On  the  Lehigh  and  New  York  branch  there  are 
11  crossings  protected  by  flagmen  and  gates,  10  by  flagmen,  3  by  electric 
bells,  and  116  by  crossing-signs;  on  the  Elmira  and  Cortland  branch  2  by 
flagmen  and  gates,  6  by  flagmen,  2  by  electric  bells,  and  154  by  crossing-signs; 
on  the  Auburn  and  Ithaca  branch  1  by  electric  bells  and  30  by  crossing- 
signs;  on  the  Cayuga  branch  1  by  a  crossing-sign. 

The  movements  of  trains  are  governed  by  the  telegraphic  train  order 
system. 

The  station  buildings  are  in  very  fair  condition,  clean  and  neat  and 
properly  furnished,  and  while  a  large  portion  of  them  are  small  they  are 
apparently  sufficient  for  the  requirements. 

The  principal  repairs  and  improvements  noted  as  made  since  the  last 
inspection  are  as  follows:  about  0  per  cent  of  all  cross-ties  have  been 
renewed;  0.28  mile  of  80-lb.  rail  has  been  laid  on  the  Lehigh  and  New  York 
branch,  replacing  worn  58-lb.  rail;  0.75  mile  of  90-lb.,  2.19  miles  of  80-lb. 
and  0.11  mile  of  60-lb.  rail  on  the  Elmira  and  Cortland  branch,  replacing 
worn  56-lb.  rail;  4.87  miles  of  90-lb.  and  0.25  mile  of  80-lb.  rail  on  the  Auburn 
and  Ithaca  branch,  replacing  worn  5S-lb.  rail;  9.53  miles  of  the  Elmira  and 
Cortland  branch  have  been  re-ballasted  with  cinders,  and  repairs  have  been 
made  to  ballasting  of  the  other  lines;  9  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  of 
the  Lehigh  and  New  York  branch  and  6  of  the  Auburn  and  Ithaca  branch 
have  been  extensively  repaired;  3  bridges  of  the  Lehigh  and  New  York 
branch,  1  of  the  Elmira  and  Cortland  branch,  and  18  of  the  Auburn  and 
Ithaca  branch  have  been  replaced  with  new  structures;  1  timber  trestle  of 
the  Lehigh  and  New  York  branch,  4  of  the  Elmira  and  Cortland  branch,  and 
2  of  the  Auburn  and  Ithaca  branch  have  been  rebuilt;  1  open  culvert  of  the 
Lehigh  and  New  York  branch  has  been  rebuilt  and  1  replaced;  10  of  the 
Elmira  and  Cortland  branch  rebuilt;  10  of  the  Auburn  and  Ithaca  branch 
rebuilt  and  4  replaced;  1  stone  culvert  of  the  Lehigh  and  New  York  branch, 
2  of  the  Elmira  and  Cortland  branch,  and  3  of  the  Auburn  and  Ithaca  branch 
have  been  replaced  with  iron  pipe;  the  masonry  to  3  bridges  on  the  Lehigh 
and  New  York  branch  and  to  3  on  the  Elmira  and  Cortland  branch  has  been 
extensively  repaired;  the  station  and  other  buildings  at  Kings  Ferry,  Ludlow- 
ville,  Aurora,  and  Oakwood  have  been  extensively  repaired,  and  the  station 
at  Aurora  re-painted ;  2  iron  bridges  of  the  Lehigh  and  New  York  branch  and 
8  of  the  Auburn  and  Ithaca  branch  have  been  re-painted;  repairs  have  been 
made  to  station  and  other  buildings  where  necessary;  9^  miles  of  new  woven 
wire  fence  have  been  constructed  on  the  Lehigh  and  New  York  branch  and 
15  miles  repaired;  2  miles  of  new  woven  wire  fence  on  the  Elmira  and  Cort- 
land branch  and  8  miles  repaired;  3  miles  of  new  woven  wire  fence  on  the 
Auburn  and  Ithaca  branch  and  5  miles  repaired;  0.50  mile  on  the  Cayuga 
branch  and  1  mile  repaired;  improvements  have  been  made  in  yard  tracks 
at  various  places;  and  a  new  piece  of  track,  %  of  a  mile  in  length,  put  in 
at  Lake  Ridge  on  the  Auburn  and  Ithaca  branch. 

Recommendations:  That  the  narrow  cuts  and  embankments  on  the  Elmira 
and  Cortland  branch  be  widened  and  necessary  cleaning  of  ditches  be  done; 
that  the  necessary  renewal  of  worn  56-and  60-ib.  rail  be  made  on  the  Elmira 
and  Cortland  branch,  and  the  loose  track  bolts  be  tightened. 

Regarding  the  recommendations  contained  in  report  of  last  inspection,  the 
matters  referred  to  are  receiving  proper  attention.

Inspected  August  13,  14,  1909.  Last  previous  inspection  September  IS, 
1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Little  Falls  and  Dolgeville 
railroad  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

This  line  is  single  track,  standard  gauge;  it  extends  from  Little  Falls,  where 
it  connects  with  the  main  line  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
railroad,  to  Dolgeville,  10.32  miles,  with  about  one  mile  sidings;  the  Dolge- 
ville and  Salisbury  railroad,  3.05  miles  long,  is  an  extension  of  the  main  line 
to  Irondale,  with  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  of  sidings.  The  line  has  con- 
siderable curvature,  the  maximum  of  the  main  line  being  9  degrees,  with 
maximum  grades  ojf  110  ft.  per  mile;  the  Dolgeville  and  Salisbury  railway 
has  a  maximum  curve  of  8  degrees  and  maximum  grade  of  105  ft.  per  mile. 
In  general,  the  cross-section  of  the  line  is  well  developed;  the  northern  part 
of  tne  line  is  located  in  clay  and  quicksand  formation  easily  affected  by  rain- 
storms, making  its  maintenance  troublesome. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  in  fair  physical  condition.  The  Ramson 
Creek  viaduct  is  of  steel  or  iron,  with  wooden  trestle  approaches:  2  of  the 
concrete  foundations  of  the  south  tower  are  badly  disintegrated.  There  are 
8  timber  trestles  on  the  line,  3  of  them  approaches  to  metal  viaducts;  all 
of  them  are  high,  being  over  what  may  be  termed  gullies  and  mountain 
streams,  and  all  require  more  or  less  repairs  and  renewals;  extensive  repairs 
were  being  made  on  one  of  them,  third  from  Little  Falls,  at  time  of  inspec- 
tion. The  wooden  trestle  approaches  of  the  Ransom  Creek  viaduct  are  in 
poor  condition.  There  is  1  overhead  road  bridge,  and  it  clears.  The  open 
culverts  and  cattle-passes  are  in  fair  condition.  The  arch,  box  and  pipe 
culverts  are  in  apparent  good  condition  structurally,  and  free  of  obstructions, 
^he  cross-ties  are  generally  fair  except  that  a  number  of  broken  ones  were 
found  and  some  poor  ones  at  or  near  ends  of  bridges.  The  rail  on  the  main 
line  is  60  lbs.  per  yard  with  24-in.,  4-bolt  angle  splices;  on  the  Dolgeville 
and  Salisbury,  67-lb.  rail,  with  30-in.,  0-hole  angle  splices,  provided  with  4 
bolts  each.  The  latter,  a  freight  line  only,  can  be  operated  safely  without 
the  full  number  of  bolts  in  the  joints,  but  as  a  matter  of  economy  in  rail 
wear  the  full  number  of  bolts  would  give  better  results.  Otherwise  the  joints 
are  fully  bolted  with  bolts  apparently  tight  and  fully  spiked.  On  the  high 
bridges  the  joints  are  made  up  of  one  angle  and  a  flat  plate.  The  switches 
are  split,  spring  rail  frogs,  and  rigid  switch  stands  with  targets;  switch  lamps 
apparently  not  used. 

The  main  line  is  ballasted  with  stone,  gravel,  and  cinders  of  fair  quality 
but  often  of  rather  limited  quantity.  The  Dolgeville  and  Salisbury  railway 
is  ballasted  with  gravel,  not  always  in  full  quantity,  but  from  the  appearance 
of  its  rail  line  and  surface  it  would  seem  to  be  of  sufficient  amount  for  the 
present  trains  and  speeds.  The  track  alignment  is  fair  but  the  surfacing  not 
so  good.  The  line  is  divided  in  to  2  track  sections,  and  on  the  day  of  the 
inspection  one  section  gang  was  composed  of  a  foreman  and  4  men  and  the 
other  one  of  a  foreman  and  7  men;  also  there  was  a  good  sized  gang  of 
bridgemen  repairing  the  third  wooden  trestle  north  of  Little  Falls,  llieae 
gangs  appear  to  be  provided  with  the  necessary  appliances  for  protection 
against  train  movements,  and  the  track  and  bridge  patrolling  is  done  by 
members  of  the  section  gang. 

The  right  of  way  is  in  fair  condition  on  the  main  line;  fences  are  not  fully 
maintained  on  the  Dolgeville  and  Salisbury  railway.  The  highway  crossings 
are  in  fair  condition,  properly  graded  and  planked,  and  provided  with  crossing- 
signs.  Train  movements  are  made  under  the  time  limit  system  and  by  train 
orders. 

The  stations  are  in  fair  condition.  At  Little  Falls  the  New  York  Central 
station  is  generally  used  by  passengers  and  the  ticket  selling  is  done  there. 
The  Dolgeville  station,  a  frame  combined  freight  and  passenger,  is  in  good 
condition.  The  Salisbury  Center  station  is  a  passenger  coach,  which  seems 
to  answer  all  practical  purposes. 
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Rccomniendationa :  1  Ik'  eleaiiing  of  the  ditches  in  the  clay  and  gravel  for- 
mation, especially  in  the  cut  spanned  by  tiie  overhead  bridge:  in  this  cut  as 
well  as  the  cuts  north  of  Dolgeville  underdrainage  (tile)  could  be  applied 
to  good  advantage;  replace  witli  angle  bars  the  flat  Fish  plates  of  the  rail 
joints  on  high  bridges:  this  will  stitfen  the  track  on  these  bridges  and  aid 
somewhat  in  the  distribution  of  the  stresses  due  to  passing  trains;  the  steel 
and  iron  viaducts  should  be  carefully  tested  before  any  heavier  power  is  run 
over  them  or  other  than  low  speeds  made  over  them;  the  concrete  founda- 
tions of  the  south  tower  of  Ram  son  Creek  viaduct  should  be  repaired  at  once 
and  the  timber  trestle  approaches  should  receive  immediate  renewals;  in  the 
meantime,  low-speed  train  movements  should  be  maintained  over  the  struc- 
ture, and  no  braking  done  over  it  that  can  be  reasonably  avoided:  the  poor 
track  ties  at  or  near  the  ends  of  bridges  should  be  renewed  promptly;  switch 
lamps  should  be  maintained  on  all  main-track  switches  when  there  are  night 
train  movements;  much  improvement  in  the  riding  qualities  of  the  track, 
and  in  wear  of  rails,  ties,  and  equipment  would  result  .from  fully  ballasting 
the  track  where  it  is  not  more  than  half  ballasted,  and  it  is  reconunended  that 
this  be  done,  giving  preference  to  points  near  bridges;  there  is  a  curve  in 
the  main  line  about  a  mile  from  Little  Falls  station  and  just  south  of  the 
first  quarry  building  along  the  track,  which  should  be  thrown  towards  the 
side-cutting,  towards  the  left  going  north;  its  present  location  is  almost  on 
the  outer  edge  of  the  side-cut,  60  to  75  ft.  above  the  New  York  Central 
tracks,  and  a  derailment  there  would  prove  troublesome;  only  an  inside  guard- 
rail now  protects  it;  the  removal  of  a  comparatively  small  amount  of  rock 
would  permit  the  throwing  of  this  track  two  or  three  feet  away  from  the 
overhang,  and  it  is  so  recommended. 

Many  of  the  recommendations  of  last  year  as  regards  bridges  have  been 
complied  with,  and  others  are  in  course  of  being  done;  a  foundation  of  the 
Ransom  Creek  viaduct  has  'been  renewed  as  recommended ;  the  sand  and  clay 
cuts  referred  to  were  no  doubt  cleared  at  the  time,  but  have  since  become 
obstructed  owing  to  the  temporary  nature  of  the  drainage  methods  pursued.

LONG    ISLAND    RAILROAD. 

Inspected  April  26,  27,  28,  29,  1900.  Last  previous  inspection  April  27| 
28,  29,  30,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  various  lines  of  the  Long 
Island  railroad  in  the  Second  District,  and  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report : 

The  main  line  extends  from  the  New  York  city  line  to  Greenport,  with 
80.7  miles  first  track,  11.23  miles  second  track,  and  22.9  miles  sidings  and 
yard  tracks;  the  Montauk  division  extends  from  the  New  York  city  line  to 
Montauk,  with  100.95  miles  first  track,  33.13  miles  second  track,  1.3  miles 
third  track,  and  32.98  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  the  North  Side  division 
extends  from  the  New  York  city  line  to  Port  Washington,  5.27  miles  main 
track  and  2.85  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  the  Oyster  Bay  branch  extends 
from  Mineola  to  Oyster  Bay,  with  14.68  miles  first  track,  4.36  miles  second 
track,  and  6.48  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  the  Wading  River  branch 
extends  from  Ilicksville  to  Wading  River,  45.34  miles  main  track  and  10.89 
miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  the  Hempstead  branch  extends  from  Mineola 
to  Hempstead,  2.41  miles  main  track  and  2.08  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks; 
the  Central  Extension  branch  extends  from  Creedmoor  to  Belmont  Junction, 
19.97  miles  main  track  and  2.6  miles  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  the  New 
York  Bay  Extension  extends  from  Hempstead  Crossing  to  Valley  Stream, 
6.15  miles  main  track  and  0.95  mile  sidings;  the  Manor  branch  extends  from 
Manorville  to  Eastport,  5.77  miles  main  track  and  0.31  mile  sidings;  the  Sag 
Harbor  branch  extends  from  Bridgehampton  to  Sag  Harbor,  4.57  miles  main 
track  and   1.79  miles  sidings;   the  Far  Rockaway  branch  extends  from  the 
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New  York  city  line  to  Valley  Stream,  4.33  miles  double  track  and  3.39 
miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  the  Long  Beach  branch  extends  from  Lyn- 
brook  to  Long  Beach,  6.46  miles  main  track  and  1.43  miles  sidings;  the  Beth- 
page  branch  extends  from  Bethpage  Junction  to  Bethpage,  1.52  miles  main 
track  and  1.82  miles  sidines  and  yard  tracks;  the  Jamaica  and  South  Shore 
branch  extends  from  the  New  York  city  line  to  Cedarhurst,  with  2.08  miles 
of  double  track. 

The  Jamaica  and  South  Shore  branch,  recently  rebuilt  and  electrically 
equipped,  is  not  in  operation.  The  Central  Extension  branch  and  the  Beth- 
page  branch  are  only  used  for  irregular  freight  service,  except  that  portion  of 
the  Central  branch  between  Hempstead  Crossing  and  Floral  Park  over  which 
the  trains  to  and  from  Hempstead  operate.  The  second  main  track  is  being 
extended  on  the  main  line  to  the  junction  with  the  Wading  River  branch  at 
Hicksville;  the  grading  is  completed  and  track  being  laid.  Grading  has  also 
been  done  and  track  is  being  laid  for  extension  of  the  second  main  track  on 
the  Oyster  Bay  branch  from  Roslyn  to  Glen  Cove,  5.1  miles. 

There  has  been  practically  no  change  in  the  general  alignment,  grades,  and 
curves  of  the  portion  of  the  Long  Island  railroad  in  this  district  since  the 
last  inspection.  The  roadbed  is  well  maintained  and  the  drainage  well  cared 
for.  The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  in  good  condition,  ^nerallv  well  painted, 
and  have  standard  ties  and  guard  timbers  properly  maintained;  the  masonry 
is  in  good  condition;  inside  guard-rails  are  maintained  on  all  bridge  struc- 
tures. The  only  span  wooden  bridges  in  the  roadway  are  2  short  draw  spans 
on  the  Long  Beach  branch,  about  20  ft.  each  in  the  clear;  they  are  in  good  con- 
dition and  properly  protected  by  distant  signals  interlocked  with  the  mechanism 
operating  the  draw.  The  overhead  bridges  for  highway  and  farm  crossings 
are  properly  maintained;  some  are  of  wood,  but  most  of  them  are  of  iron  or 
steel;  all  low  ones  are  properly  protected  by  warning  signals  well  main- 
tained. There  are  3  timber  trestles  remaining  in  the  main  line  roadway,  6 
in  that  of  the  Montauk  division,  and  7  in  that  of  the  Long  Beach  branch; 
all  are  of  standard  construction,  properly  maintained,  and  all  have  inside 
guard-rails.  The  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  are  in  good  condition;  nearly 
all  have  stone  or  concrete  masonry  and  I-beam  stringers,  and  all  are  sufBcient 
and  safe.  The  arch  and  box  culverts  and  iron-pipe  drains  are  all  apparently 
in  proper  condition. 

Since  the  last  inspection  one  solid  floor  bridge  has  been  put  in  on  the  Mon- 
tauk division ;  10  bridges  have  been  re-painted ;  3  new  undercrossings  are  now 
under  construction,  eliminating  grade  crossings;  1  timber  trestle  on  the  Mon- 
tauk division  has  been  rebuilt  and  1  replaced  with  concrete  arch  and  filling, 
2  on  the  Long  Beach  branch  extensively  repaired,  and  56  spans  of  another 
filled;  necessary  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  ties  and  ffuard  timbers  of 
all  structures  open  to  grade,  also  to  the  masonry  of  those  structures. 

The  standard  dimensions  of  cross-ties  are  6x9  in.,  8  ft.  in  length,  and 
7x0  in.,  8  ft.  6  in.  in  length,  and  they  are  laid  at  the  rate  of  2816  to  the  mUe 
of  track;  about  50  per  cent  are  yellow  pine,  40  per  cent  oak,  and  10  per  oent 
mixed  chestnut  and  cedar;  they  are  well  spaced,  full  spiked,  and  in  first-class 
condition,  necessary  renewals  for  the  season  being  practically  completed.  Since 
the  last  inspection  about  12^  per  cent  of  all  cross-ties  have  been  renewed. 

The  rail  is  generally  in  good  condition,  all  connections  full  bolted  and  bolts 
tight.  There  is  a  little  rail  on  the  Wading  River  branch  that  is  somewhat 
worn  and  necessary  renewals  are  being  made.  The  light  rail  of  the  Sag 
Harbor  branch  is  also  somewhat  worn,  but  is  in  fair  condition  for  the  traffic 
and  speed  maintained.  The  rail  on  the  Long  Beach  branch  is  also  worn  to 
some  extent  and  is  to  be  replaced  with  100-lb.  rail,  which  is  now  being  dis- 
tributed, and  arrangements  are  made  for  renewing  other  rail  as  necessary. 
Necessary  light  renewals  have  been  made  on  the  various  lines  during  the  past 
year,  and  a^ut  1.7  miles  of  new  100-lb.  rail  laid  on  the  Oyster  Bay  branch, 
replacing  worn  rail.  All  main-track  switches  are  split  point  with  rigid 
stands.  Spring  rail  frogs  are  used  with  the  heavy  rail  and  some  rigid  fr^s 
with  the  lighter  rail  on  branch  lines.  Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red 
light  for  danger  and  green  for  safety.  Many  switches  at  obscure  places  are 
protected  by   distant  signals,  interlocked  with  the  switch  stand;   all   are 
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properly  maintained.  Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  connecting  with 
the  main  track  on  which  cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  descends 
toward  the  main  track;  all  have  switch  stands  and  many  are  connected  by 
interlocking  with  the  main- track  switch. 

The  road  is  generally  well  ballasted  with  gravel,  cinders,  and  sand.  There 
has  been  little  change  in  the  ballasting,  only  necessary  repairs  having  been  made 
since  the  last  inspection.  The  alignment  and  surfacing  of  track  of  the  main 
lines  are  first  class,  and  of  the  other  lines  good;  and  the  outer  rail  on  curves 
properly  elevated.  The  track  sections  vary  from  5  to  6  miles  in  length  of 
single  track,  and  on  each  section  there  is  maintained  a  force  consisting  of  a 
foreman  and  7  men  in  summer,  and  a  foreman  and  3  men  in  winter.  Each 
gang  is  provided  with  flags,  lanterns,  and  torpedoes  for  protecting  its  work, 
and  all  portions  of  the  road  are  patrolled  daily. 

The  grade  crossings  of  railroads  are  as  follows:  at  Mineola,  crossing  of  the 
Oyster  Bay  branch  connection  with  the  Hempstead  branch,  protected  by  a 
modern  and  complete  interlocking  plant;  at  Freeport,  1  track  of  The  New 
York  and  Long  Island  Traction  Company's  road:  there  are  derailing  switches 
in  the  track  of  the  electric  road  and  proper  protection  over  the  trolley  wire; 
at  Mineola,  1  track  of  the  Central  Extension  branch  crossing  the  Hempstead 
branch,  protected  by  a  proper  interlocking  plant;  at  Garden  City,  I  track  of 
The  New  York  and  Long  Island  Traction  Company  crossing  the  Central 
Extension  branch:  there  are  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric 
road  and  proper  protection  over  the  trolley  wire;  at  Hempstead,  1  track  of 
The  New  York  ana  Long  Island  Traction  Company  crossing  the  New  York  Bay 
Extension  branch:  there  are  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric 
road,  but  the  copper  trough  over  the  trolley  wire  is  too  short.  The  inter- 
locking plants  are  properly  maintained.  The  only  change  since  the  last 
inspection  has  been  the  addition  of  a  48-lever  machine  at  the  junction  of 
the  Wading  River  branch  and  the  end  of  the  double  track  at  Hicksville;  this 
machine,  located  in  a  tower,  is  nearly  completed  and  will  be  put  in  operation 
as  soon  as  the  extension  of  the  second  main  track  at  that  point  is  completed. 

The  right  of  way  is  free  from  trees,  brush,  and  rubbish.  Fences  are  well 
maintained  on  the  electrified  portion  of  the  road;  elsewhere  they  are  only 
maintained  opposite  grazing  land,  and  some  of  them  are  not  in  very  good  con- 
dition, although  considerable  improvement  has  been  made;  about  10^  miles 
of  new  woven  wire  fence  have  been  erected  since  the  last  inspectioA  and  con- 
siderable repairs  made  to  other  fences.  The  highway  crossings  are  in  proper 
condition;  they  have  signs  of  the  diamond  form,  suitably  placed  and  well 
painted;  on  the  electrically  operated  portions  of  the  road  cattle-guards  and 
guard-fences  are  maintained,  but  at  most  other  highway  crossings  they  are 
lacking;  28  highway  crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen,  27  by  flagmen  and 
gates,  54  by  electric  bells,  and  the  remainder,  368,  by  crossing-signs  only. 

Automatic  electric  block  signals  are  in  operation  on  the  main  line  from 
the  city  line  to  Mineola;  on  the  Montauk  division  main  line,  city  line  to 
Oakdale;  on  the  Oyster  Bay  branch,  Mineola  to  Roslyn,  and  Locust  Valley  to 
Oyster  Bay;  and  on  the  Central  Extension  and  Hempstead  branches  from 
Floral  Park  to  Hempstead;  some  automatic  electric  block  signals  are  also 
placed  at  obscure  places  on  various  other  lines.  The  signals  on  the  Central 
Extension  branch  and  Hempstead  branch  from  Floral  Park  to  Hempstead  have 
been  installed  since  the  last  inspection.  On  other  portions  of  the  lines  above 
mentioned,  and  on  the  other  lines,  the  movements  of  trains  are  governed  by 
the  telegraphic  train  order  system. 

The  station  buildings,  while  many  of  them  are  small,  are  apparently  sufii- 
cient  for  the  requirements,  and  are  in  good  repair;  the  paint  on  quite  a  large 
number  of  them  is  getting  rather  dim  and  the  appearance  of  the  buildings 
would  be  very  much  improved  and  the  structures  themselves  benefited  by  an 
additional  coat  of  paint;  they  are  clean  and  neat  and  the  sanitary  condition 
good.  A  new,  modern  station  has  been  erected  at  Floral  Park,  a  new  brick 
station  is  to  be  erected  at  once  at  Hicksville,  and  16  other  new  station  build- 
ings have  been  built  since  the  last  inspection:  19  others  have  been  quite  exten- 
sively repaired,  and  9  re-painted. 
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Recamfnendations :  That  new  stations  be  erected  at  Hempstead,  Httntingt(Mi» 
Central  Islip,  and  Hewlett,  where  the  present  ones  are  apparently,  in  addi- 
tion to  being  old  ones,  too  small  to  furnish  proper  accommodations;  that  the 
station  buildings  on  which  paint  is  dim  be  painted;  and  that  the  fences  be 
put  in  proper  condition. 

In  regard  to  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  report  of  inspection  of 
this  road  made  in  May,  1908,  necessary  rail  renewals  have  been  made  on  the 
various  lines  as  recommended ;  a  portion  of  the  wooden  structures  on  the  main 
line  and  Montauk  division  have  been  replaced  with  permanent  structures, 
and  the  others  will  be  when  renewal  becomes  necessary ;  the  condition  of  fences 
has  been  improved;  and  some  additional  cattle-guards  put  in.

LOWVILLE  AND  BEAVER   RIVER  RAILROAD. 

Inspected  September  28,  1909.     Last  previous  inspection  July  IS,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Lowville  and  Beaver  River 
railroad  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Lowville  and  Beaver  River  railroad,  a  single-track  line,  connects  with 
the  Rome,  Water  town  and  Ogdensburg  division  of  the  New  York  Central 
and  Hudson  River  railroad  at  Lowville,  and  extends  to  Croghan,  a  distance 
of  10.44  miles,  and  has  approximately  1.1  miles  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks. 
The  general  alignment  is  very  good  and  most  curves  light;  the  maximum  is 
8  degrees.  The  grades  are  somewhat  broken  but  not  generally  steep;  the 
maximum  is  111  ft.  per  mile  for  about  2  miles,  near  Lowville.  The  cuts 
and  embankments  are  all  light;  they  are  of  fair  width  and  proper  slopes, 
and  the  roadway  is  well  drained. 

There  are  6  spans  of  steel  and  iron  bridges  in  the  main  line;  all  are  in 
good  condition,  with  concrete  masonry,  and  have  standard  ties  and  guard 
timbers,  well  maintained,  and  inside  guard-rails  on  all.  On  a  siding  leading 
to  a  paper  mill  at  Beaver  Falls  there  are  5  spans  of  deck  plate  girder  bridge 
on  concrete  masonry;  it  has  standard  ties  and  guard  timbers  and  is  in  very 
good  condition  except  that  it  should  be  painted  to  prevent  rust.  On  this 
spur  track  there  is  a  wooden  structure  consisting  of  timber  cribs  and  wooden 
stringers;  this  is  in  fair  condition  and  the  surfacing  of  the  track  on  it  has 
been  materially  improved  since  the  last  inspection  so  as  to  obviate  the 
dangers  to  which  attention  was  then  directed.  Tliere  are  no  wooden  span 
bridges  either  in  the  roadway  or  for  overhead  highway  or  farm  crossings. 
The  only  timber  trestle  remaining  is  one  of  83  spans  of  about  14  ft.  each; 
it  is  of  standard  pile  construction  and  in  good  repair;  some  of  the  piles 
at  the  westerly  end  are  of  spruce  and  will  need  rejjlacing  in  the  near  future; 
it  is  proposed  to  put  in  several  spans  of  iron  bridge  at  this  place  and  fill 
the  remaining  portion  of  the  trestle.  Tliere  are  22  open  culverts  and  cattle- 
passes,  all  with  either  stone  or  concrete  masonry  and  timber  stringers,  and 
with  standard  ties  and  guard  timbers.  All  are  in  good  condition.  The  arch, 
box,  and  pipe  culverts  are  in  proper  condition. 

The  cross-ties,  mainly  of  cedar,  are  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  in  length,  and  are  laid 
at  the  rate  of  2816  to  the  mile  of  track;  they  are  well  spaced  and  full  spiked. 
The  road  has  not  been  built  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to  require  any  exten- 
sive renewals  and  whatever  renewals  were  needed  have  been  made.  The  track 
is  laid  with  60-,  Co-,  and  67-lb.  steel  rail,  connected  by  angle  plates  22  and  24 
in.  in  length  with  4  bolts;  the  rails,  wliile  somewhat  worn,  are  in  fair  con- 
dition for  the  light  traffic  and  moderate  speed  maintained;  all  the  connections 
are  full  bolted  and  bolts  tight.  All  main-track  switches  are  split  point  and 
have  automatic  stands  with  proper  targets.  Night  trains  are  not  operated. 
Most  frogs  are  rigid  and  all  are  in  proper  condition.  A  derailing  switch 
is  in  the  only  track  where  one  is  apparently  needed. 

The  track  is  ballasteti  with  gravel  and  sand  in  fair  quantity.  The  track 
is  in  good  alignment  and  surface,  and  the  outer  rail  on  curves  properly  ele- 
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vated  for  the  speed  at  which  the  trains  operate.  The  road  is  maintained  by 
a  force  consisting  of  a  foreman  and  8  laborers.  A  work  train  was  engaged 
at  the  time  of  the  inspection  getting  out  additional  sand  and  gravel  to  put 
on  the  road  where  needed. 

The  right  of  way  is  clear  and  is  fenced  with  wire  in  good  repair.  The 
highway  grade  crossings  are  properly  graded,  well  planked,  and  protected 
by  signs  of  the  diamond  form.  Ko  cattle-guards  are  maintained.  There  is 
very  seldom  more  than  one  train  on  the  road,  and  when  necessary  the  move- 
ments of  trains  are  governed  by  telephone  or  telegraph. 

At  Lowville  there  is  a  first-class  combination  station  of  brick;  at  New 
Bremen,  Beaver  Falls,  and  Croghan  there  are  good  combined  passenger  sta- 
tions of  wood.  The  waiting  rooms  are  clean  and  neat  and  general  condition 
at  the  stations  good.  In  the  Liowville  station  there  are  sanitary  closets;  at 
the  other  stations  outside  closets,  in  proper  condition. 

Since  the  last  inspection  some  ballasting  has  been  done  and  the  general 
condition  of  track  improved. 

The  only  recommendation  considered  necessary  is  that  the  portion  of  the 
only  trestle  in  the  road  where  there  are  spruce  piles  be  replaced  or  rebuilt 
early  next  season. 

The  recommendations  contained  in  the  last  report  have  been  complied  with, 
except  that  the  cattle-guards  have  not  been  placed,  and  I  do  not  consider 
that  cattle-guards  are  necessary,  although  required  by  law.

MABCELLU8   AND  OTISCO  LAKE  RAILWAY. 

Inspected  November  3  and  4,  1909.  Last  previous  inspection  November 
23  and  24.  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Marcellus  and  Otisoo  Lake 
railway  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Marcellus  and  Otisco  Lake  railway  connects  with  the  Auburn  branch 
of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad  at  Martisco  and 
extends  to  the  foot  of  Otisco  lake,  a  distance  of  9.05  miles,  and  has  about 
2  miles  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  it  is  a  single-track  line.  The  road  is 
very  crooked,  especially  between  Marcellus  and  Martisco,  about  3  miles:  the 
maximum  curve,  as  near  as  I  can  estimate,  is  about  50  degrees,  and  there  are 
several  others  of  apparently  30  degrees  or  upward;  between  Marcellus  and 
Otisco  lake  most  of  the  curves  are  lighter,  but  there  is  one  of  approximately 
20  degrees.  The  road  uses  a  locomotive  with  very  short  wheel-base,  but  on 
such  curves  it  requires  a  good  track  and  very  slow  speed  to  insure  keeping 
on  the  rails.  When  the  last  inspection  was  made  there  were  many  evidences 
of  derailment;  since  that  time  the  general  condition  has  been  improved  and 
no  evidence  of  new  derailment  was  observed.  There  are  on  the  road  46 
curves,  making  an  average  of  about  5  to  the  mile.  The  grades  are  irregular 
but  not  generally  steep;  there  is  a  maximum  of  132 V^  ft.  per  mile  for  a 
short  distance  near  Marcellus;  some  other  grades  are  approximately  80  ft. 
per  mile. 

There  has  been  considerable  improvement  made  in  the  roadway  since  the 
last  inspection,  but  there  yet  remain  quite  a  number  of  side-cuts  between 
Marcellus  and  Martisco  that  have  steep  slopes  and  loose  boulders  remaining 
on  the  side  which  should  be  removed,  and  in  those  cuts  the  ditches  are  almost 
entirely  filled. 

There  are  3  iron  bridges  in  the  roadway,  1  composed  of  I-beams  of  about 
241^  ft.  span,  the  other  2  are  through  plate  girders  45  ft.  in.  length;  they 
have  concrete  masonry  in  good  condition,  and  all  have  good  ties  and  guard 
timbers.  The  ties  and  guard  timbers  on  the  2  through  bridges  have  been 
renewed  since  the  last  inspection.  Inside  guard-rails  are  maintained,  but  it 
was  observed  that  some  of  them  were  not  connected;  angle  plates  should  be 
put  on  and   bolted.     There  are  no  wooden  bridges  in  the  roadway  nor  for 
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overhead   crossings,  and   there  are  no  overhead  obstnietions.     There  are   8 
timber  trestles,  6  with  pile  bents  and  2  with  framed  bents.    At  No.  1,  nearest 
Marti  SCO,  which  consists  of  7   spans,  a  concrete  arch  culvert  has  been  put 
in  since  the  last  inspection  and  the  trestle  partially  filled.     At  one  other 
trestle  there  has  been  a  concrete  abutment  built,  and  it  is  proposed  to  build 
another  there^  putting  in  an  iron  bridge  and  filling  the  balance  of  it;  this 
work   should   not  be   delayed,   as   the   piles,   stringers,  and  ties  are  in  poor 
condition.    All  the  others  are  old  structures,  and  the  pile  trestles  need  entire 
renewal,  while  those  with  framed  bents  should  have  nearly  all  new  stringers 
and  ties.     The  superintendent  of  the  road,  who  accompanied  your  inspector, 
advised  that  the  material  had  been  ordered,  bill  received,  and  the  car  reported 
as  on  the  way  with  material  with  which  to  make  the  necessary  renewals  and 
repairs;  this  work  should  not  be  neglected,  as  the  trestles  are  in  such  con- 
dition as  not  to  be  very  safe.     There  are  6  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes,  4 
with  concrete  abutments  and  2  with  stone;   all  have  timber  stringers;  4  of 
them  have  no  guard  timbers;  all  are  in  fair  condition.     There  is  I  concrete 
arch  culvert,   newly  constructed   and   in  first-class  condition;   the  stone  box 
and  pipe  culverts  are  in  good  condition. 

The  cross- ties,  approximately  20  per  cent  yellow  pine,  50  per  cent  cedar, 
and  30  per  cent  chestnut,  are  of  5-in.  face  and  upward,  6  in.  in  thickness,  and 
8  ft.  in  length,  and  are  laid  at  the  rate  of  2640  to  the  mile  of  track;  they 
are  generally  in  fair  condition,  but  10  per  cent  additional  renewals  should 
be  madd;  they  are  very  well  spaced  and  full  spiked.  About  15  per  cmt  have 
been  renewed  this  season.  The  track  is  laid  entirely  with  70-ib.  steel  rail, 
and  on  the  sharp  curves  in  60-ft.  lengths;  they  are  connected  by  angle  plates 
24  and  36  in.  in  length  with  4  bolt».  The  rail  is  in  very  good  condition, 
all  the  connections  full  bolted  and  bolts  tight.  All  the  switches  are  split 
point  and  have  rigid  stands,  and  new  targets  have  been  put  on  all  the  stands 
where  lacking  when  last  inspection  was  made.  Some  of  the  switches  have 
spring  in  head  rod,  rendering  the  switch  automatic.  No  switch  lamps  are 
used,  night  trains  not  being  operated.  Both  rigid  and  spring  rail  frogs  are 
used  and  are  in  good  condition.  Derailing  switches  have  been  put  in  sidings 
where  their  use  appears  necessary. 

The  track  is  lightly  ballasted  with  gravel  and  has  been  considerably  im- 
proved since  the  last  inspection.  The  alignment  and  surfacing  have  been 
very  greatly  improved  and  the  outer  rail  on  curves  properly  elevated  for  the 
moderate  speed  at  which  the  trains  run,  the  speed  being  reduced  on  some  of 
the  curves  to  five  or  six  miles  per  hour.  The  track  is  maintained  by  a  force 
consisting  of  a  foreman  and  6  laborers,  who  are  furnished  with  proper 
appliances  for  protecting  their  work. 

Tlie  right  of  way  is  entirely  cleared  and  fairly  clean.  The  fences  are  of 
wire  and  properly  maintained  opposite  grazing  land.  Fourteen  highways  are 
crossed  at  grade;  the  crossings  are  in  proper  condition  and  protected  by 
signs  of  the  diamond  form.  Vitrified  cattle-guards  are  in  place  at  each  side 
of  the  crossings  where  fences  are  maintained. 

At  the  terminus  of  the  road  at  Otisco  lake  there  is  a  small  frame  station 
with  concrete  platforms;  this  is  for  summer  use.  At  Rose  Hill  there  is  a 
fair  combination  frame  station  with  plank  platforms;  at  Marcellus  a  good 
combination  frame  station  with  plank  platforms.  At  Martisco  the  station 
facilities  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad  are  used.  All 
are  properly  furnished  and  have  suitable  toilet  facilities. 

Recommendations:  That  the  sidecuts  between  Marcellus  and  Martisco  be 
widened,  loose  rock  removed  from  the  slopes,  and  suitable  ditches  maintained ; 
that  the  inside  guard-rails  on  the  bridges  and  trestles  be  connected  by  proper 
angle  plates,  fully  bolted;  that  trestle  No.  1  be  filled  or  renewal  of  stringers 
and  ties  made;  that  No.  2  have  stringers  and  ties  renewed  promptly;  and 
Nos.  5,  6,  7,  8,  10,  and  11  be  almost  entirely  renewed  at  once;  that  guard 
timbers  be  put  on  the  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  where  now  lacking; 
that  10  per  cent  additional  renewals  of  cross-ties  be  made. 

Regarding  the  recommendations  contained  in  report  of  last  inspection: 
New  ties  and  guard  timbers  have  been  put  on  the  2  iron  bridges;  some 
repairs  have  ibeen  made  to  the  trestles;  quite  extensive  renewals  of  cross-ties 
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made;  switch  stands  have  been  supplied  with  targets  and  locks;  some  addi- 
tional ballasting  done;  and  the  alignment  and  surfacing  of  the  track  greatly 
improved;  all  highway  grade  crossings  have  been  supplied  with  proper 
crossing-signs;  and  the  schedule  shows  that  trains  are  not  required  to  make 
other  than  moderate  speed.

MAS8ENA  TERMINAL  BAILROAD. 

Inspected  October  6,  1901).  Last  previous  inspection  September  15  and 
November  11,  1008. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commisaiony  Second  District : 

Genti£MF.n:  I  have  inspected  the  Massena  Terminal  railroad  and  respect- 
fuHv  submit  the  following  report: 

The  MasAena  Terminal  railroad  is  a  freight  line,  connecting  with  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad,  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg 
division,  and  the  Grand  Trunk  railway,  at  Massena  Springs,  and  running  to 
Massena,  a  distance  of  1.56  miles;  it  has  0.75  mile  of  sidings  and  yard 
tracks.  The  line  is  leased  to  Tlie  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Rail- 
road Company,  which  uses  it  practically  as  a  freight  side-track  to  reach 
industries,  etc.,  principally  the  works  of  the  Aluminum  Company  of  America, 
Massena.  The  maximum  curve  is  about  8  degrees,  and  maximum  grade  about 
100  ft.  to  tlie  mile;  generally  the  grades  are  of  a  broken  character.  The  cuts, 
embankments,  and  ditches  are  in  fair  condition. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  in  good  condition.  There  are  no  wooden 
bridges.  There  are  3  open  culverts  or  cattle-passes  of  wood  construction,  in 
good  condition.  There  are  no  arch  and  box  culverts;  the  pipe  culverts  are  in 
good  condition  and  free  of  obstructions  to  the  passage  of  water. 

The  cross-ties  are  6x6  in.  and  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  long,  laid  about  2816  to  the 
mile,  are  in  fair  condition  and  well  spiked.  60-lb.  and  70-lb.  rails  are  used, 
the  former  fastened  by  Fish  plates  and  the  latter  by  angles;  the  rail  is  in  fair 
condition  for  the  comparatively  slow  freight  movement  passing  over  it.  The 
switches  are  split  point  and  the  switch  stand«  are  provided  with  targets; 
rigid  frogs  are  used;  derails  not  needed. 

The  track  is  ballasted  with  gravel,  apparently  of  sufficient  quantity  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  line  under  its  present  business.  The  alignment  and  sur- 
facing are  fair;  some  additional  surfacing  would  improve  the  line  to  the 
probable  extent  of  increasing  the  life  of  the  rails.  The  section  force  is  a 
foreman  and  2  men  or  more  as  required.  There  are  no  grade  crossings  of 
railroads. 

The  right  of  way  is  in  fair  condition.  Approaches  to  the  highway  cross- 
ings are  well  graded  and  the  planking  is  in  fair  condition. 

The  repairs  and  improvements  are  sufficient  to  keep  the  property  in  an 
apparently  safe  working  condition.

MIDDIXBUBOH    AND    SGHOHABIE    BAILBOAD. 

Inspected  June  16,  1009.     Last  previous  inspection  August  11,  1908. 
To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  inspected  the  Middleburgh  and  Schoharie  railroad  and 
respectfully  submit  the  following: 

The  line  is  «inerle  track,  standard  gauge,  extends  from  Middlelburgh  to 
Schoharie,  5.33  miles,  where  it  connects  with  the  Schoharie  Valley  railway, 
the  two  lines  forming  a  through  line  between  Middleburgh  and  Schoharie 
Junction. 

The  rail  and  splices  are  not  much  worn ;  the  traffic  being  light,  they  are 
not  subjected  to  great  wear.  The  condition  of  the  ties  is  only  fair,  and  at 
least  150  per  mile,  a  total  of  800,  should  be  put  in  the  main  track  before 
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next  winter.  About  three-quarters  of  the  line  is  ballasted  with  stone  and  the 
remainder  with  gravel,  engine  cinders,  and  earth;  generally  the  ballast  is 
sufficient  in  quantity  and  quality.  llie  drainage  is  fair  and  apparently  fs 
being  bettered  from  time  to  time.  The  switches  are  stub,  and  those  in  the 
main  track  should  be  replaced  by  split  switches  and  more  modem  switch 
standa.     The  frogs  are  in  fair  condition. 

The  (principal  traffic  point  of  this  road  is  Middleburgh.  It  is  provided  with 
a  small  but  comfortable  and  well  kept  wooden  passenger  station,  a  separate 
wooden  freight  station,  a  freight  house  track,  and  a  team  track.  The 
engine  house  is  at  Middleburgh;  it  is  of  wood  and  in  fair  condition  with  a 
capacity  of  2  engines.  As  there  are  no  other  engine  houaes  on  either  this 
road  or  the  Schoharie  Valley  railroad,  the  same  engine  running  over  both 
roads,  it  is  necessary  for  engines  hauling  trains  to  run  backwards  in  one 
direction.  The  turntable,  a  half  through  trussed  wooden  structure,  is  in 
poor  condition  but  seems  to  meet  the  present  requirements. 

The  three  public  highway  crossings  are  so  located  as  to  obscure  the  view 
of  approaching  trains  from  vehicles  nearing  the  track  from  the  east  side; 
they  are  not  provided  with  whistling-posts,  but  should  be  at  once,  and  strict 
orders  issued  by  the  company  (if  not  already  in  existence)  that  the  standard 
whistle  signal  be  sounded  when  passing  the  whistling-posts  on  approaching 
the  crossing,  the  posts  to  be  1320  feet  from  nearest  side  of  the  crossins. 

The  bridges  are  in  fair  condition  with  the  exception  of  one  of  4-ft.  span 
south  of  Schoharie:   this  one  will  be  rebuilt  this  summer. 

There  is  no  fire  extinguishing  apparatus  in  the  various  buildings  at  Middle- 
burgh. 

Train  dispatching  facilities  consist  of  a  telephone  line,  which  is  sufficient 
for  handling  the  present  volume  of  business.  The  physical  condition  of  the 
line  appears  to  be  such  as  to  admit  of  a  maximum  speed  of  20  miles  per  hour 
with  the  light  power  now  in  use.

MIDDLETOWN,    UNION VILLE    AND    WATEB    GAP    BAIUIOAD. 

Inspected  August  25,  1909.     Last  previous  inspection  November  8,  1908. 

To  Hie  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  inspected  the  Middletown,  Unionville  and  Water  Gap 
railroad  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

This  line  is  operated  by  the  New  York,  Susquehanna  and  Western  Railroad 
Company  and  extends  from  Middletown,  where  it  connects  with  the  Erie 
railroad  and  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  railway,  to  the  New  York- 
New  Jersey  boundary  line,  a  distance  of  13.65  miles  of  single  track.  It  has 
a  total  of  2.86  miles  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  The  alignment  is  fair; 
the  maximum  curve  outside  of  Middletown  terminal  is  5  degrees.  The  maxi- 
mum grade  is  123  ft.  per  mile  for  a  distance  of  arbout  900  ft.,  about  a  mile 
and  a-half  east  of  Middletown.  The  roadbed  is  in  fair  condition;  deeper 
ditching  and  at  some  points  under-drainage  would  improve  the  cuts. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  in  fair  condition  for  the  speed  and  weight 
of  power  passing  over  them.  There  are  no  wooden  bridges  or  timber  trestles. 
The  open  culverts  and  cattle- passes  are  in  good  condition.  The  arch,  box, 
and  pipe  culverts  are  in  good  condition  and  free  of  obstructions  to  the  passage 
of  water. 

The  cross-ties  are  7x0  in.,  8.5  ft.  long,  laid  2816  per  mile;  about  75  per 
cent  are  yellow  pine  and  25  per  cent  chestnut  and  oak;  from  the  number 
distributed  along  the  track  and  being  put  in  at  the  time  of  the  inspection 
it  is  fair  to  say  that  the  line  would  be  well  tied  for  the  coming  winter.  2.95 
miles  are  laid  with  60-lb.  rail,  and  10.7  miles  with  70-lb.  rail ;  the  whole  is 
fastened  with  24-in.,  4-boIt  angles,  and  is  in  fair  condition.  The  main-track 
switches  are  split  point  with  automatic  switeh  stands,  targets,  and  lights. 
Spring  rail  frogs  are  generally  used,  and  derailing  switehes  where  their  use 
appears  necessary. 
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The  ballast  is  gravel  and  engine  cinders  in  fair  quality  and  quantity.  The 
details  of  track  line  and  surface  are  fair,  and  judging  from  the  amount  of 
work  in  progress  at  the  time  of  this  inspection  they  will  be  in  fair  condition 
for  the  coming  winter.  The  sections  consist  of  about  5%  miles  of  main 
track,  and  the  section  force  of  a  foreman  and  5  men  per  section,  with  addi- 
tional extra  gang.  The  sections  are  patrolled  daily  by  some  member  of  the 
gang,  and  appliances  for  stopping  trains  are  provided. 

The  right  of  way  is  in  fair  condition  and  its  fences  of  wire  are  in  fair 
repair.  The  highway  crossings,  17  in  number,  have  good  approaches  and 
are  provided  with  crussing-signs ;    1   is  protected  by  a  flagman. 

Trains  are  operated  by  time  limit  and  telegraphic  train  orders. 

iStation  buildings  are  in  fair  condition  and  apparently  of  sufficient  size  to 
take  care  of  the  business. 

Repairs  and  improvements  noted  are:  6.9  miles  of  00-lb.  rail  have  been 
replaced  by  the  same  anauunt  of  70-lb.  re-laying  rail ;  about  3500  ties,  or  about 
9  per  cent,  renewed;  ballast  renewed  at  various  points. 

Recommendations:     That  more  ditching  and  some  under-draining  be  done. 

The  recommendations  of  last  year  seem  to  have  been  complied  with  except 
that  there  still  remain  some  highway  crossings  that  should  be  provided  with 
cattle-guards.

MOUNT   BEACON    INCLINE    RAILWAY.

To  the  Public  Service  Commissionf  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Mount  Reacon  Incline  rail- 
way and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Mount  Beacon  Incline  railway  extends  from  the  foot  of  Mount  Beacon, 
near  Matteawan,  to  its  westerly  summit,  a  distance  of  2200  feet.  The  aver- 
age grade  of  the  road  is  tj4  per  cent  and  the  maximum  74  per  cent.  Tlie 
road,  operating  machinery,  cables,  and  cars  are  in  good,  safe  condition. 
NeccHsary  renewals  of  ties,  guard  timbers,  idlers,  etc.,  have  l)een  made,  and 
the  alignment  and  surfacing  are  improved.  The  only  thing  I  find  to  criticise 
is  that  there  are  a  few  mudsills  near  the  foot  of  the  plane,  to  which  tiie 
attention  of  the  officer  in  charge  of  repairs  was  directed,  that  should  be 
renewed,  as  they  are  getting  somewhat  decayed,  and  he  assured  your  inspectoi 
that  the  matter  would  receive  prompt  and  proper  attention.  Therefore  no 
recommendations  are  considered  necessary. 

As  to  the  recommendations  contained  in  report  of  last  inspection,  those 
matters  were  attended  to.

NEWTON   FALLS   AND   NORTHERN   RAILROAD. 

Inspected  September  30  and  October  1,  1909.    Not  previously  inspected. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

GENTLEMEN:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Newton  Falls  and  Northern 
railroad  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Newton  Falls  and  Northern  railroad,  a  single-track  line,  connects  with 
the  Carthage  and  Adirondack  branch  of  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdens- 
burg  railroad  (operated  by  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Rail 
road  Company)  at  Newton  Falls  and  extends  to  New  Bridge,  a  distance  ol 
approximately  6.5  miles,  and  has  about  0.25  mile  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks. 
The  road  is  extremely  crooked,  grades  irregular  and  very  much  broken;  one 
curve  was  measured  and  shown  to  be  approximately  30  degrees,  and  there 
are  several  others  that  in  places  are  nearly  as  sharp.  The  maximum  grade 
was  supposed  to  be  about  212  ft.  per  mile,  but  owing  to  the  irregularity  in 
grade  was  apparently  steeper  for  short  distances.  The  cuts  are  narrow  and 
almost  entirely  devoid  of  ditches.  The  embankments  are  narrow  and  sagged, 
and  much  of  it  consists  of  logs  lightly  covered  with  earth. 
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There  are  no  steel  or  iron  bridges  and  no  overhead  obstructions.  The 
Oswegatchie  river  at  Newton  Falls  is  crossed  on  6  spans  of  stringers  on 
timber  cribs,  and  the  spans  vary  from  about  15  to  25  ft.;  the  stringers  are 
made  of  timbers  flattened  on  two  sides  and  cover  all  the  space  from  end  to 
end  of  ties;  the  stringers  are  mainly  of  hard  wood  and  are  sufficient  while 
sound,  but  the  native  hard  wood  decays  quickly  and  they  will  have  to  be 
replaced  as  soon  as  they  begin  to  get  ola.  Tne  ties  are  of  sawn  timber 
about  8x8  in.,  but  there  is  only  an  occasional  one  that  is  spiked  to  the 
stringers;  there  is  no  guard  timber,  and  the  ties  are  bunched  so  that  some 
spaces  are  about  5  ft.  between  the  bearings  for  the  rail.  There  are  2  pile 
trestles,  one  of  43  spans  and  the  other  of  10  spans,  of  about  12  ft.  each, 
across  low  places  flooded  by  the  dam  at  Newton  Falls;  the  caps  and  stringers 
are  of  timber  flattened  on  two  sides;  the  ties  are  of  sawn  timber  and  in  the 
same  general  condition  as  at  the  crossing  of  the  Oswegatchie  river:  badly 
bunched  and  with  long  spaces  between  the  bearings  for  the  rail.  There  are 
6  open  culverts,  6-  to  10-ft.  spans,  with  abutments  made  of  logs  and  the 
same  sort  of  stringers  as  on  the  trestle,  with  common  ties  and  no  guard 
timber,  but  the  ties  are  in  proper  place.  The  other  small  openings  for  water 
through  embankments  are  box  culverts  made  of  logs. 

The  cross-ties  are  of  cedar,  spruce,  hemlock,  or  native  hard  wood  timbers, 
from  6  to  12  in.  face  .and  8  ft.  in  length,  and  the  number  to  a  30-ft.  rail 
varies  from  13  to  16;  they  are  poorly  spaced  but  full  spiked,  and  are  as  yet 
sound.  The  rail  appears  to  be  of  about  70-lb.  weight  and  with  fair  surface, 
but  considerably  bent  for  lack  of  proper  bearing;  most  of  it  is  connected  by 
angle  plates  30  in.  in  length  punched  for  6  bolts  but  none  of  the  connections 
has  more  than  4  bolts  in,  and  most  of  them  but  2  bolts,  and  at  some  joints 
there  are  no  bolts  in  one  or  the  other  of  the  rails;  some  angle  and  Fish 
plates  are  used,  20  to  24  in.  in  length,  punched  for  4  bolts  but  most  of  them 
have  but  2  bolts  in.  The  switches  are  split  point  and  in  fair  condition.  The 
stands  are  rigid  and  have  no  targets.  No  lamps  are  used  or  apparently 
necessary,  as  night  trains  do  not  operate.  The  frogs  are  rigid  and  in  fair 
condition. 

The  alignment  and  surfacing  of  the  track  are  very  bad,  owing  to  the  poor 
grading  and  lack  of  ballast.  Much  of  the  road  is  through  swamp,  with  not 
sufficient  support,  and  the  track  is  forced  down  into  the  muck  on  one  or  both 
sides,  causing  the  track  to  spread  in  places,  putting  it  in  generally  bad  con- 
dition. In  some  places  poles  and  plank  have  been  put  under  the  ends  of  the 
ties  in  the  effort  to  prevent  the  settling,  but  it  is  not  effectual,  and  enough 
emibankment  should  be  made  to  prevent  the  settling  by  distributing  the 
weight  over  a  greater  surface.  About  40  ft.  each  side  of  the  track  has  been 
cleared  of  trees  and  all  but  small  brush.  No  fences  are  maintained  or 
apparently  needed.    No  highways  are  crossed. 

One  track  of  the  Carthage  and  Adirondack  road  is  crossed  at  grade  in 
Newton  Falls  yard:  the  tracks  of  each  road  at  the  point  where  the  crossing 
is  made  are  used  for  switching  purposes  only  and  no  protection  is  provided. 

Keoommendaiiona :  That  cuts  be  properly  widened  and  ditches  maide;  that 
embankments  be  also  widened,  and  sufficient  embankment  made  in  swamps 
to  cover  the  poles,  etc.,  and  distribute  the  weight  so  as  to  prevent  settling 
of  the  track;  that  the  ties  on  the  trestles  and  the  stringer  spans  over  the 
Oswegatchie  river  be  properly  spaced  and  secured  by  guard  timbers;  that  the 
cross-ties  be  properly  spaced  and  additional  ones  provided  so  there  will  be 
not  less  than  15  to  a  30-ft.  rail;  that  the  angle  and  Fish  plates  connecting 
the  rails  have  not  less  than  2  bolts  in  each  rail;  that  sufficient  sand  or  some 
kind  of  ballast  be  put  in  so  that  the  track  may  be  maintained  in  reasonably 
fair  surface  and  alignment. 

The  road  is  used  entirely  for  conveying  logs  and  timber  belonging  to  the 
company  that  owns  the  road;  only  light,  geared  locomotives  are  used  that 
can  run  only  at  slow  speed,  and  no  passengers  are  carried;  but  for  the 
safety  of  those  operating  it  as  well  as  for  economy  in  operation  the  things 
I  have  recommended  should  be  done.

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NEW   YOBK  AND  OTTAWA   BAILWAT.

To  the  Public  Service  Commis9ion,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  inspected  the  New  York  and  Ottawa  railway  and 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  New  York  and  Ottawa  railway  extends  from  Tupper  Lake  to  the 
Canada  line,  in  the  St.  Lawrence  river,  near  Cornwall,  Canada,  a  distance 
of  60.45  miles,  with  6.8  miles  of  yard  and  side  tracks.  It  is  single  track, 
standard  gauge.  The  road  is  considerably  curved,  the  maximum  being  14 
degrees  30  minutes,  between  St.  Regis  Falls  and  Santa  Clara.  There  are  some 
heavy  grades,  the  maximum  of  which  is  that  of  Leboeuf's  Hill,  2.8  per  cent 
and  0.8  mile  long.  The  cuts  and  embankments  are  fairly  well  developed  in 
cross-section.  The  swampy  formation  in  which  the  south  end  of  the  line  is 
located  is  not  conducive  to  stability  of  roadbed.  The  line  is  fairly  well  sur- 
face drained. 

There  are  6  steel  and  iron  ridges,  all  of  aftiort  span  except  the  2  spans  of 
370  ft.  each  composing  that  part  of  the  bridge  over  the  St.  Lawrence  river  in 
American  territory.  All  are  in  good  condition.  There  is  one  wooden  truss 
bridge  in  main  track,  a  pony  Howe  truss  of  two  80-ft.  spans,  and  in  fair  con- 
dition. The  other  wooden  bridges  carry  overhead  highway  and  farm  cross- 
ings, and  clear  the  track  at  least  21  ft.  The  timber  trestles  are  in  fair  con- 
dition. The  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  are  in  good  condition.  The  arch, 
box,  and  pipe  culverts  are  in  good  condition  and  free  of  obstructions  to  the 
passage  of  water. 

The  cross-ties  are  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  long,  laid  2816  per  mile;  about  70  per 
cent  cedar,  20  per  cent  tamarack,  and  10  per  cent  hemlock;  the  ties  are  in 
fair  condition.  Rail  braces  are  used  on  sharp  curves.  There  are  18.4  miles 
of  80-lb.  rail,  36^in.,  6-bolt  angles;  12  miles  671b.,  36-in.,  6-bolt  angles;  14.7 
miles  65-lb.,  36-in.,  6-bolt  angles;  24.3o  miles  56-lb.,  24-in.  4-bolt  angles. 
The  rail  is  apparently  fully  bolted  and  spiked.  The  main-track  switches  are 
split  point  and  the  stands  are  provided  with  targets  and  lights.  Spring  rail 
frogs  are  used  with  the  heavy  rail,  and  rigid  frogs  with  the  56-lb.  rail. 

The  ballast  is  generally  gravel,  and  in  various  places  of  less  than  standard 
quantity.  The  alignment  and  surface  are  fair  and  would  be  improved  by  com- 
pleting the  ballasting  to  full  cross-section  at  various  points.  The  length  of 
sections  is  6.4  miles;  force,  6  men  per  section;  track  patrolled  daily  by  men 
from  sections;  each  gang  provided  with  flags,  torpedoes,  and  lanterns  for 
signaling  trains  to  stop. 

The  grade  crossings  of  railroads  are  as  follows :  United  States  and  Canada 
railroad  (Grand  Trunk),  at  Helena:  interlocking  plant;  Rutland  railroad, 
near  Mori  a:  ball  signal;  New  York  and  Ottawa  trains  use  about  400  ft.  of 
the  Rutland  railroad  in  crossing;  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
(Mohawk  and  Malone  division),  Tupper  Lake  Junction:  semaphore  home 
signals;  all  trains  stop  before  crossing. 

The  right  of  way  is  in  good  condition.  Fences  are  maintained  through 
other  than  wild  lands.  The  highway  crossings  are  39  in  number,  and  are  well 
graded  and  planked  and  provided  with  crossing-signs;  none  of  them  are  pro- 
tected by  bells,  gates,  or  watchmen.  Train  movements  are  governed  by  the 
time  limit  and  train  orders. 

The  station  buildings  are  in  good  condition  and  appear  to  be  of  sufficient 
capacity  for  the  business  handled. 

The  repairs  and  improvements  noted  are:  ties  renewed,  27,000;  rail 
renewed,  12  miles  of  67-1^  rail,  replacing  56-lb.  rail;  4  trestles  rebuilt  and  7 
trestles  filled;  4  open  culverts  rdbuilt  and  2  open  culverts  filled;  3  cattle- 
passes  extensively  repaired;  1  building  repaired  and  painted;  7  miles  of  new 
fence  built;  new  track  scales  installed  at  Nyando. 

Recommendatione :  That  more  ballasting  be  done;  and  that  the  general 
drainage,  especially  deep  or  under-drainage,  be  gone  into  more  thoroughly. 

Last  year's  recommendations  seem  to  have  been  carried  out.

To  the  Public  Service  Commission^  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  New  York  and  Pennsyl- 
vania railway  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  railway  extends  from  Canisteo,  where  it 
connects  with  the  Susquehanna  division  of  the  Erie  railroad,  to  the  New 
York-Pennsvlvania  line  near  Geneseo,  a  distance  of  27.1  miles;  it  then  passes 
for  some  distance  through  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  and  reenters  the  State 
of  New  York  for  0.18  mile  at  Ceres,  where  it  connects  with  the  Pittsburg, 
Shawmut  and  Northern  railroad.  Total  yard  and  side  tracks,  2.89  miles. 
There  is  a  maximum  curve  of  9  degrees  located  at  Rough  and  Ready  and 
Rexville,  and  a  maximum  grade  of  1  per  cent  between  Norton's  Hollow  and 
Greenwood.  Much  of  the  line  is  located  in  a  district  subjected  to  the  destruc- 
tive action  of  torrential  streams.  The  cuts  are  particularly  subjected  to  the 
action  of  these  streams  which  results  in  their  being  badly  washed  at  times. 
The  embankments  are  generally  of  sufficient  width.  The  ditches  are  not 
always  sufficient  section,  largely  due  to  the  soft  material  of  which  the  cuts 
are  often  composed  being  washed  into  them  whenever  a  rainstorm  occurs. 

There  are  no  steel  and  iron  bridges.  There  is  1  wooden  Howe  truss  bridge, 
106  ft.  long,  over  the  Canisteo  river  at  Canisteo,  near  where  the  road  con- 
nects with  the  Erie  railroad;  it  is  in  good  condition  for  the  present  weight 
of  power  and  speed.  There  are  28  wooden  trestles  on  the  line,  in  fair  condi- 
tion for  the  present  weight  of  power  and  speed.  There  are  56  open  culverts 
and  cattle-passes  in  the  main  track,  most  of  them  having  wooden  abut- 
ments; all  are  in  fair  condition.  There  are  no  arch  culverts;  the  box  cul- 
verts are  generally  of  wood;  a  few  pipe  culverts  have  been  installed.  All 
culverts  appear  to  be  free  of  obstructions  to  the  passage  of  water. 

The  cross-ties  are  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  long,  2816  per  mile;  of  mixed  oak,  yellow 
pine,  cedar,  and  chestnut;  about  10  per  cent  of  the  ties  need  renewing.  The 
rail  is  60  lbs.  per  yard,  fastened  with  19-  and  24- in.,  4-bolt  angle  splices.  All 
main-track  switches  are  split  point  and  the  switch  stands  are  provided  with 
targets.  No  switch  lights  are  used,  as  night  trains  are  not  run.  Most  of 
the  main-track  frogs  are  spring  rail  and  the  balance  rigid.  Derails  are  used 
where  needed. 

The  ballast  is  gravel,  of  poor  quality  and  not  always  of  full  quantity. 
Considerable  ballastins  has  been  done  during  the  past  season,  but  much  yet 
remains  to  be  done.  Only  fair  results  may  1^  anticipated  even  from  full  bal- 
lasting until  a  much  better  system  of  drainage  has  been  provided.  The 
alignment  and  surface  of  the  track  are  but  fair,  but  can  not  be  much 
improved  until  the  roadbed  is  better  drained.  The  sections  are  about  7  miles 
long  and  the  force  is  a  foreman  and  6  laborers  per  section.  Track  is  patrolled 
daily  by  some  member  of  the  section  gang.  Applianc3s  for  signaling  trains 
to  stop  are  provided. 

There  are  no  grade  crossings  of  railroads. 

The  right  of  way  is  not  well  fenced,  but  has  been  fairly  well  cleared  of 
undergrowth.  The  highway  grade  crossings  are  well  graded  and  planked, 
but  are  not  provided  with  whistling-posts.     None  are  protected. 

Trains  are  operated  by  telephone  train  orders  and  time  limit. 

The  station  buildings  are  frame  and  combined  passenger  and  freight;  they 
are  in  fair  condition. 

The  repairs  and  improvements  noted  are:  12,207  ties  put  in  track  this 
season;  ballasting  done  at  various  points;  2  timber  trestles  rebuilt;  8  open 
culverts  and  2  cattle-passes  repaired,  and  14  open  culverts  and  7  cattle-passes 
extensively  repaired;  1.13  miles  of  new  fence  built  and  2.4  miles  extensively 
repaired. 

Recommendations:  That  more  attention  be  paid  to  drainage;  that  at  least 
10  per  cent  of  the  ties  be  renewed  next  season;  and  that  whistling-posts  be 
provided  for  each  highway  grade  crossing.

NEW   TOBK,   AUBUBN    AND  LANSING   BAILBOAD. 

Inspected  December  18,  1909.     Not  previously  inspected. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  inspected  the  steam  operated  section  of  the  New  York, 
Auburn  and  Lansing  railroad  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  New  York,  Auburn  and  Lansing  railroad  is  a  single- track  line  extend- 
ing from  Auburn  to  Ithaca,  a  distance  of  34.5  miles.  It  is  operated  as  a 
steam  railroad  between  Auburn  and  South  Tensing,  about  29.1  miles,  and  as 
an  electric  line  between  South  Lansing  and  Ithaca.  The  steam  section  only 
is  referred  to  in  this  report.  The  branch  tracks,  sidings,  and  yard  tracks 
amount  to  4.5  miles.  About  one-third  of  the  main  line  is  curved,  the  maxi- 
mum being  4  degrees,  located  2  miles  south  of  Auburn.  The  maximum  grade 
in  main  track  is  probably  not  intended  to  exceed  2  per  cent  when  the  road, 
now  practically  under  construction,  is  finished.  The  cuts  and  embankments 
appear  to  be  oi  fair  cross-eection,  but  owing  to  their  recent  construction  have 
not  fully  settled,  and  many  of  the  ditches  have  partially  filled  from  debris 
washed  from  the  slopes  of  newly  made  cuts. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  new  and  in  good  condition.  The  wooden 
bridges  and  timber  trestles  are  new  and  in  good  condition,  except  2  trestles 
between  North  Lansing  and  South  I^nsing,  which  should  be  replaced  by 
heavier  structures  before  the  close  of  the  construction  period  or  in  the  event 
of  increasing  the  speed  of  trains  and  weiglit  of  power.  The  open  culverts  and 
cattle-passes  are  in  fair  condition.  The  box  and  .pipe  culverts  are  in  fair 
condition  and  apparently  free  of  obstructions  to  the  passage  of  water. 

Cross-ties  are  6x6  in.,  8  ft.  long,  except  that  some  longer  ties  are  used 
upon  which  it  is  proposed  to  rest  an  electric  third  rail  which  may  be  installed 
in  the  future;  they  are  laid  about  2650  per  mile;  25  per  cent  are  oak  and  75 
per  cent  chestnut.  2.5  miles  of  main  track  between  Auburn  an^  a-half  mile 
south  of  Whites  are  laid  with  60-lh.  steel  rail  fastened  by  30-in.,  6-bolt 
angles;  balance  of  main  track  with  70-lb.  steel  rail  fastened  by  24-in.,  Bon- 
zano  4-bolt  joints.  The  main-track  switches  are  split  point,  operated  by 
switch  stands  provided  with  targets  and  lamps.  Rail  frogs  are  used.  Derail- 
ing switches  are  not  yet  installed,  as  the  road  has  not  been  in  operation  a 
sufficient  length  of  time  to  determine  their  permanent  location  and  the  need 
for  them. 

The  ballast  is  gravel,  new.  The  details  of  line  and  surface  are  not  good; 
the  grass  and  weeds  growing  in  and  alongside  the  track  probably  affect  line 
and  surface  to  a  considerable  extent,  and  being  new  track  it  has  not  yet 
8ettle<l  to  a  firm  bearing.  The  average  length  of  track  sections  is  11  miles; 
1  man  per  section  on  3  sections,  3  men  on  Auburn  section,  and  1  roadmaster. 
Red  fiags  furnished  each  section  gang  for  protecting  their  work.  Each  sec- 
tion is  patrolled  daily  by  a  member  of  the  section  gang.  There  are  no  grade 
crossings  of  railroads. 

The  right  of  way  is  not  in  good  condition.  A  considerable  amount  of 
underbrush  and  weeds  remained  uncut  at  the  time  of  the  inspection.  Tlie 
highway  crossings  are  in  fair  condition. 

Trains  are  handled  by  standard  code  rules,  telegraphic  train  orders,  and 
time  limit. 

The  stations  are  in  fair  condition  and  apparently  of  size  sufiicient  to  take 
care  of  the  business. 

The  road  being  newly  built,  no  renewals  are  necessary. 

Recommendations:  That  the  section  force  be  increased  and  the  lepgth  of 
sections  be  reduced:  the  present  track  force  is  inadequate,  and  owing  to  it 
the  cost  of  track  deterioration  will  amount  in  any  given  time  to  much  more 
than  the  cost  of  sufiicient  force  to  keep  the  track  in  good  condition  during 
that  time;  the  cost  of  deterioration  of  rail  alone  will  several  times  over  pay 
for  the  necessary  force  to  keep  it  in  proper  line  and  surface,  and  this  is 
especially  true  of  rail  laid  on  a  newly  built  roadbed;  the  same  is  true  of 
drainage,  etc. ;  if  the  road  is  to  be  operated  by  steam  power,  the  size  of  cross- 
ties  should  be  increased  to  that  of  the  general  standard  of  steam  railroads; 
when  the  present  ties  become  a  few  years  old  they  will  not  be  of  su^cient 
size  to  safely  carry  even  engines  of  the  type  now  in  use.

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  railroad  lines  in  the  Second  District  and  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report,  which  includes  some  general  remarks  on  the  operation 
of  these  lines: 

Hudson  Division. 

Inspected  August  31,  1909.  Last  previous  inspection  August  27,  1908. 

This  division  extends  from  the  New  York  city  boundary  line  near  Mount 
St.  Vincent  to  near  Rensselaer,  and  has  127.75  miles  of  first  track,  127.75 
miles  second  track,  25.08  miles  of  third  track,  4.38  miles  of  fourth  track, 
0.53  mile  of  fifth  track,  and  95.5  miles  of  sidings.  The  line  lies  in  the  Hudson 
River  valley  and  most  of  its  length  is  directly  alongside  of  the  river,  and  a 
considerable  amount  on  fills  across  various  inlets  or  coves  of  the  river.  It  is 
at  no  point  more  than  a  few  feet  above  the  surface  of  the  river  and  its  upper 
end  is  often  flooded  and  subjected  to  ice  blockades.  As  it  follows  the  meancfer- 
ings  of  the  river  it  is  necessarily  much  curved,  but  while  the  amount  of 
central  angle  is  great  the  maximum  degree  of  curvature  is  not  heavy,  being 
7  degrees  5  minutes,  just  north  of  Poughkeepsie.  The  grades  generally  are 
light  and  largely  level  but  at  a  point  about  200  feet  north  of  Tarrytown  it  is 
74  per  cent  (39  ft.  per  mile),  0.17  mile  (890  feet)  long,  ascending  towards 
Albany. 

The  cuts  are  of  good  cross-section  but  of  necessity  can  not  be  well  drained: 
their  bottoms  being  within  a  few  feet  of  the  surface  of  the  river  capillary 
action  if  no  other  cause  operated  would  keep  them  wet.  The  embankments, 
where  they  are  located  in  the  water,  and  they  generally  are  so  located,  are 
subjected  to  the  same  wetting  as  the  cuts,  that  is  through  the  absorption  of 
the  water  in  which  they  stand.  The  roadbed  for  its  entire  length  is  further 
subjected  to  the  action  of  all  the  drainage  entering  into  the  Hudson  river 
on  its  east  side  between  Rensselaer  and  New  York  city,  but  this  action  though 
very  great  is  hardly  comparable  at  all  with  the  enormous  wearing  action  on 
the  roadbed  by  the  whole  river  running  alongside  of  it.  Not  only  does  the 
drainage  water  play  havoc  in  its  cutting  across  the  roadbed,  but  as  soon  as 
it  has  crossed  it  turns  itself  alongside  tt>  further  help  in  the  destruction  of 
the  roadbed.  This  condition  naturally  produces  an  unstable  roadbed  and 
one  difficult  and  costly  to  maintain. 

The  extension  of  the  roadbed  for  the  third  and  fourth  tracks  is  being  car- 
ried on  slowly;  but  there  is  perhaps  no  other  piece  of  track  extension  any- 
where in  this  country  that  involves  so  many  engineering  difficulties.  The 
Hudson  is  not  an  ordinary  river  but  is  actually  an  arm  of  the  sea  in  addi- 
tion to  having  the  attributes  of  an  ordinary  river,  and  from  a  hydraulic 
standpoint  it  must  be  so  considered.  While  it  is  impossible  to  predetermine 
the  ejects  of  a  rhange  nt  a  given  point,  on  some  other  point,  in  a  river  like 
the  Hudson,  it  is  pretty  safe  to  assume  that  the  efTecrt;  will  be  unfavorable; 
so  that  any  change  in  the  cross-section  of  the  river  by  narrowing  it  as  would 
be  done  by  a  roadbed  for  additional  tracks,  would  undoubtedly  change  the 
direction  of  certain  currents  to  the  detriments  of  points  above  or  below  in 
the  river. 

Then,  too,  the  widening  of  the  various  tunnels  would  be  involved  in  much 
difficulty.  These  tunnels  are  not  ordinary  tunnels  from  an  engineer's  point 
of  viewl  They  were  built  probably  to  avoid  the  points  of  rock  jutting  into 
the  deep  water  of  the  river,  and  which  would  have  been  left  in  a  very 
unstable  condition  had  they  been  made  open  cuts.  It  was  a  great  misfortune 
to  locate  the  road  originally  on  its  present  level.  If  the  location  bad  been 
made  15  to  20  feet  higher,  additional  tracking  would  be  a  matter  of  small 
moment  compared  with  what  is  involved  in  widening  the  roadbed  at  its 
present  level. 

The  tunnels  of  this  division,  11  in  number,  are  through  points  of  rocks 
jutting  into  the  river.  In  some  instances  they  save  a  long  detour  but  on  the 
whole  seem  generally  to  have  been  constructed  to  avoid  an  open  cut  in  rock 
having  a  steep  dip  towards  the  river  and  consequent  tendency  to  slip  if  left 
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unsupported  as  would  be  the  case  in  an  open  cut.  The  rocks  in  question 
form  an  incline  prop  to  prevent  the  mass  of  rock  above  them  from  slipping 
into  the  river  channel.    The  physical  characteristics  of  the  tunnels  are:

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  generally  in  good  condition,  though  a  num- 
ber of  the  older  ones  need  partial  tie  renewals  and  painting.  Those  which 
have  been  made  from  floor  beams  of  other  bridges  are  not  especially  com- 
mendable structures,  particularly  where  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  use 
more  than  one  under  a  rail:  for  example,  the  bridge  between  towers  01  and 
92,  and  other  places  north  of  that  point.  When  more  than  one  stringer  is 
used  under  a  rail  it  is  a  pretty  fair  assumption  that  any  one  of  them  alone 
would  not  carry  the  maximum  load.  If  conditions  should  arise,  and  they 
are  possible,  which  would  throw  more  strain  than  its  share  on  one  of  these 
girders,  it  might  become  strained  beyond  its  limit.  The  masonry,  on  the 
whole,  is  fair.  The  3  drawbridges  appear  to  be  well  protected  by  signals,  etc. 
Taking  the  one  near  Hamburgh  as  an  example,  the  power  operating  the 
drawbridge  is  controlled  by  the  block  signalman  at  tower  54,  north  of  the 
bridge;  when  the  draw  is  to  be  opened  permission  must  be  given  by  the 
signalman  at  tower  54,  who  himself  can  not  unlock  the  power-controlling 
lever  at  the  draw  until  all  the  signals  controlling  the  tracks  over  the  draw 
are  set  at  the  danger  or  stop  position. 

The  wooden  bridges  are  confined  to  overhead  highway  and  farm  crossings; 
they  appear  to  be  in  fair  repair,  and  those  not  clearing  the  track  21  ft.  are 
provided  with  warning  guards.  There  seems  to  be  an  abnormal  number  of 
private  overhead  crossings  on  this  line,  5  between  towers  65  and  66,  south  of 
Rhinecliff,  all  within  much  less  than  a  mile  distance;  and  near  the  south  or 
New  York  end  of  the  line  there  are  many  which  it  would  seem  could  be 
combined  without  serious  inconvenience  to  their  owners.  There  are  no  timber 
trestles  in  main  tracks.  All  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  are  covered  with 
solid  floors.  The  arch,  box,  and  pipe  culverts  are  apparently  in  good  condi- 
tion and  free  of  obstructions  to  the  passage  of  water. 

The  cross-ties  of  main  tracks  are  generally  of  yellow  pine,  7x9  in.,  8  ft. 
long,  containing  about  3.5  cubic  feet  of  material  and  weighing  about  190 
pounds  each;  the  bearing  surface  on  bottom  is  about  6  square  feet,  and  sides 
and  ends  10.2  square  feet.  They  are  laid  20  per  33-ft.  rail,  or  3200  per 
mile  (10,200  cubic  feet  timber  per  mile),  under  the  100-lb.  rail.  The  average 
bearing  surface  per  lineal  yard  of  track  is  11  square  feet,  and  the  average 
weight  of  track  per  yard,  including  rails,  ties,  tie-plates,  splices,  and  bolts 
is  about  506  pound«.  The  condition  of  the  ties  in  the  main  track  is  not  up 
to  the  standard  of  the  best  New  York  Central  practice,  and  this  is  particu- 
larly the  case  from  Fishkill  Landing  north.  Tie-plates  are  freely  used,  and 
double  spiking  practiced  on  curves. 

The  main  track  is  laid  2.1  miles  of  100-lb.  open  hearth,  and  280.79  miles 
of  100-lb.  Bessemer  rail,  total  282.89  miles  of  lOO-lb.  rail;  and  2.6  miles 
80- lb.  Bessemer  rail.  All  splices  are  36-in.,  6-hole  angles.  The  100-lb.  rail 
in  some  places  shows  the  effects  of  wear  and  oxidation,  due  probably  to  the 
dampness  of  the  locality  in  which  it  is  laid.  The  main-track  switches  are 
split  point  and  the  greater  part  of  them  operated  through  interlocking  sta- 
tions, either  directly,  or  as  in  the  case  of  outlying  switches,  by  electric  locks 
controlled  from  signal  towers.  The  switch  stands  are  provided  with  lights. 
The  frogs  in  main  tracks  are  Spring  rail.  Derailing  switches  are  provided 
at  points  where  needed,  such  as  sidings  from  main  tracks  where  cars  are  left 
standing. 
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The  main  tracks  are  ballasted  with  stone,  except  about  L2  miles  of  third 
track  ballasted  with  cinders;  the  stone  ballast  has  not  been  kept  up  to 
standard  section.  In  many  instances  the  track  has  been  raised  for  a  con- 
siderable distance  and  not  filled  in  between  ties;  an  example  of  this  is  the 
main  track  north  of  RhineclifT.  The  line  and  surface  of  the  rails  are  fair 
except  whore  the  ballast  is  short.  The  riding  of  the  curves  for  high  speed 
would  probably  be  improved  by  easement  or  spiral  approaches,  and  some  of 
them  appear  to  need  re-running  and  thrown  to  an  instrument  defined  line. 
The  length  of  sections  averages  6  miles  of  single  track,  and  the  section 
gangs  average  a  total  of  5  men  in  winter  and  9  in  summer;  29  sections  are 
patrolled  daily  by  a  member  of  the  gang,  and  19  sections  are  patrolled  by 
track-walkers  who  perform  no  other  duties;  in  addition,  there  are  21  tunnel 
and  bridge  slope  watchmen.  Each  gang,  watchman,  and  track-walker  is  pro- 
vided witli  necessary  appliances  for  signaling  trains  to  stop. 

At  Hudson  the  Hudson  branch  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad,  2  tracks, 
crosses  the  main  tracks;  and  at  Cold  Springs  the  Cold  Springs  Iron  Com- 
pany railroad,  double  tracks,  crosses  the  main  track;  both  crossings  are  pro- 
vided with  interlocking  switches  and  signals.  There  are  88  interlocking 
plants  governing  main  line  movements,  with  a  total  of  1568  levers,  1336  of 
which  are  in  use.  In  signaling,  this  division  as  well  as  the  whole  system  is 
doing  high-class  work,  and  its  signal  department  is  fully  alive  to  the  demand 
of  highspeed  dense  traffic. 

The  right  of  way  is  in  good  condition  so  far  as  useless  undergrowth  and 
trees  are  concerned.  Fences  are  maintained  where  possible.  The  highway 
crossings  are  generally  well  graded  at  their  approaches  and  the  planking  in 
fair  condition.  Cattle-guards  are  placed  at  crossings  where  there  are  no 
flagmen.  The  crossing  protection  consists  of  3  flagmen  without  gates,  43 
flagmen  with  gates,  2  by  electric  bells,  and   11  by  crossing-signs  onlj 

The  block  system  is  the  controlled  manual,  whereby  the  signalman  at  the 
advanced  end  of  a  block  controUs  the  entrance  to  the  block  at  its  distant 
end,  involving  two  men  in  all  train  movements  pertaining  to  the  entering  of 
a  block. 

The  station  buildings  are  generally  in  fair  condition.  Some  seem  hardly 
adequate  in  size  for  the  service  they  are  called  upon  to  perform.  All  are 
pretty  well  provided  with  fire  extinguishing  appliances,  closets,  drinking 
water,  etc. 

The  repairs  and  improvements  noted  are:  cross-ties  renewed,  8  per  cent; 
rail  renewed,  2.1  miles  single  track,  100-lbs.  per  yard,  open  hearth,  replac- 
ing 100-lb.  Bessemer  rail;  2.3  miles  single  track,  lOO-lb.  Bessemer  re-layer 
rail,  replacing  80-lb.  Bessemer  rails;  ballast,  20  miles  stone;  bridge  No.  192 
a  new  rail  floor,  replacing  rail  and  I-beams;  1  cattle-pass  filled;  1  culvert 
replaced  with  castiron  pipe;  4  buildings  other  than  stations  rebuilt;  5  sta- 
tions and  other  buildings  extensively  repaired;  72  stations  and  other  build- 
ings re-painted;  10  bridges  re-painted;  5.5  miles  of  new  and  rebuilt  fence; 
Tulip  Street  yard,  Pou^hkeepsie,  rebuilt  with  0.25  mile  additional  track; 
new  yard  track  at  Ossining  0.7  mile  long;  new  freight  running  track.  Green- 
wood to  Hastings,  2.91  miles  long;  extension  of  third  track,  Ossining,  0.76 
mile;  1  mile  of  river  wall  built. 

Recommendations:  That  the  ballasting  be  carried  to  full  cross-section  at 
points  where  it  is  now  deficient. 

The  recommendations  of  last  year  seem  to  have  been  carried  out. 

Harlem  Division, 

Inspected  August  30,  1909.     Last  previous  inspection  August  25,  26,  1908. 

This  division  extends  from  the  New  York  city  boundary  line  to  Chatham, 
where  it  joins  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad,  114.75  miles  first  track, 
39.35  miles  second  track,  and  56  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  with  a 
branch  line  from  Goldens  Bridge  to  Lake  Mahopac,  7.22  miles  main  track 
and  1.5  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  For  the  purposes  of  this  report,  that 
part  of  the  electric  division  in  the  Second  District,  approximately  from 
Woodlawn  to  Crestwood,  is  included  in  the  Harlem  division. 
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The  curvature  and  grades  of  the  main  line  are  generally  light,  a  maximum 
curve  of  4  degrees  55  minutes  at  White  Plains  and  a  maximum  grade  of  51 
ft.  per  mile  at  Martindale;  while  the  Lake  Mahopac  branch  has  a  curvature 
and  grades  considerably  greater,  a  maximum  curve  of  8  degrees  at  Goldens 
Bridge  and  a  maximum  grade  of  117  ft.  per  mile  at  Somers  Center.  The 
cross-section  of  the  roadbed  is  generally  well  developed,  its  cuts  and  embank- 
ments being  of  good  width  and  slope.  At  several  points  on  the  main  line, 
and  a  considerable  number  on  the  Lake  Mahopac  branch,  under-drainage 
could  be  installed  to  advantage. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  in  fair  condition  with  the  exception  of  the 
paint,  which  is  very  generally  in  poor  condition.  There  are  no  wooden 
bridges  carrying  the  tracks.  There  are  some  overhead  highway  public  and 
farm  crossing  bridges;  all  are  in  fair  condition,  and  those  of  less  than  21 
ft.  clearance  are  provided  with  warning  guards.  There  are  2  timber  trestles 
where  a  washout  occurred,  in  good  condition.  The  open  culverts  and  cattle- 
passes  appear  to  be  in  good  condition,  the  waterways  being  free  of  obstruc- 
tion to  the  passage  of  water.  All  the  arch,  box,  and  pipe  culverts  appear  to 
be  in  good  condition  and  free  of  obstruction  to  the  passage  of  water. 

The  cross-ties  are  generally  in  fair  condition  and  are  laid  2^16  per  mile. 
Tie-plates  are  in  use  on  sharp  curves.  The  main  line  is  laid  with  131.6  miles 
of  80-Ib.  Bessemer  rail  and  22.5  miles  of  100-lb.  Bessemer  rail,  all  fastened 
with  36-in.,  6-hole  angle  splices.  The  Lake  Mahopac  branch  is  laid  with  1.65 
miles  80-lb.  Bessemer  rail,  and  5.57  miles  63-lb.  Bessemer  rail,  all  fastened 
with  36-in.,  6-hole  angle  splices.  The  rail  is  in  good  condition  and  the  80-lb. 
rail  of  the  main  line  is  fast  being  replaced  with  100-lb.  section.  All  main- 
track  switches  are  split  point,  and  both  rigid  and  automatic  switch  stands 
are  used.  High  targets  and  distant  signals  are  used  where  the  switches  can 
not  be  seen  for  a  distance.  Spring  rail  frogs  are  generally  used  in  main- 
track  connections.  Derail  switches  are  in  use  where  needed.  The  switch 
work  of  the  division  is  in  good  condition. 

The  main  line  tracks  are  ballasted  with  stone,  gravel  and  cinder,  and  the 
Lake  Mahopac  branch  with  gravel  and  cinder;  all  ballasting  is  of  full  cross- 
section  and  fairly  well  drained.  The  line  and  surface  are  good,  as  was  shown 
by  actual  tests  in  passing  over  it  at  speeds  exceeding  that  of  the  schedules  of 
the  fastest  trains  running  on  the  division.  On  the  main  line  the  average 
length  of  sections  is  6.07  miles,  and  average  force  5  men  in  winter  and  8 
in  summer;  Lake  Mahopac  branch,  average  length  7.21  miles,  and  average 
force  5  men  in  winter  and  7  in  summer. 

The  Union  Electric  railway  crosses  the  main  line  at  grade  at  White 
Plains:  no  derailing  switches,  but  there  is  trolley  protection  by  netting  over 
trolley  wire;  the  Central  New  England  railroad  crosses  at  grade  at  Miller- 
town  and  at  Boston  Corners:  each  of  these  crossings  is  protected  by  flagman 
and  gates,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  stop  before  passing  over  them;  at 
Lake  Mahopac  the  Putnam  division  crosses  the  Lake  Mahopac  branch  at 
grade,  and  although  this  crossing  is  protected  by  interlocking  trains  stop 
before  crossing.  The  interlocking  plants  at  White  Plains,  Ghent,  and  Lake 
Mahopac  Junction  are  in  good  condition;  there  are  no  other  interlocking 
plants  on  this  division. 

The  right  of  w«y  is  in  fair  condition.  Considerable  fence  has  been 
repaired  this  season  «nd  more  will  be  done.  Adjacent  property  owners  are 
to  maintf^in  much  of  the  fence  but  generally  fail  so  to  do.  The  highway 
crossings  are  generally  in  good  condition  as  to  grading,  planking,  etc.,  and 
are  provided  with  crossing-signs  and  cattle-guards.  The  method  of  grade 
crossing  protection  is  as  follows:  main  line,  8  flagmen  at  crossings  without 
gates,  21  flagmen  at  crossings  with  gates,  6  by  electric  bells  only,  and  60  by 
crossing-signs  only;  Lake  Mahopac  branch,  1  flagman  at  crossing  without 
gates,  and  7  by  crossing-signs  only. 

The  block  system  is  partly  automatic  electric  and  partly  telegraphic. 

The  stations  are  well  kept,  many  of  them  being  surrounded  by  park 
grounds,  and  all  provided  with  toilet  facilities,  drinking  water,  and  fire 
extinguishing  apparatus. 
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The  repairs  and  improvements  noted  are:  cross- ties  renewed,  main  line  II 
per  cent,  and  Lake  Mahopac  branch  8  per  cent;  rail  renewed,  main  line  22.5 
miles  100-lb.  Bessemer,  replacing  80-lb.  Bessemer;  ballast  renewed,  main  line 
16  miles  stone  and  15  miles  cinder;  1  open  culvert  replaced  with  concrete 
floor;  1  bridge  having  masonry  rebuilt;  2  buildings  rebuilt  and  57  station 
and  other  buildings  re-painted;  12  bridges  re-painted;  9.6  miles  of  fence 
rebuilt;  passing  sidings  extended:  Dykemans  0.15  mile,  Patterson  0.35  mile, 
Ghent  0.54  mile. 

Recommendation:     That  under-drainage  be  resorted  to  more  freely. 

The  reconunendations  of  last  year  seem  to  have  been  carried  out. 

A' etc  York  and  Putnam  Ditnsion. 

Inspected  September   1,  1909.     Last  previous  inspection  August  26,  1908. 

The  main  line  of  this  division  extends  from  the  New  York  city  boundary 
line  to  Putnam  Junction,  the  Yonkers  branch  from  New  York  city  line  to 
Yonkers,  and  the  Mahopac  Falls  branch  from  Baldwins  Place  to  Mahopa.c 
Falls.  The  main  line  has  47.56  miles  single  track  and  11.4  miles  of  siding; 
the  Yonkers  branch  is  double  track,  1.68  miles,  or  a  total  of  3.36  miles  single 
track,  and  0.1  mile  sidings;  the  Mahopac  Falls  branch  has  2.05  miles  single 
track  and  0.3  mile  siding.  This  division  runs  through  a  '*  heavy  "  country, 
and  therefore  steep  grades  and  sharp  curves  are  its  particular  features.  Its 
general  direction  conforms  to  that  of  the  Hudson  River  valley  and  for  that 
reason  its  line  is  crossed  by  a  considerable  number  of  drainage  lines  entering 
the  lower  Hudson.  The  maximum  curve  on  the  main  line  is  8  degrees,  at 
several  points;  on  the  Yonkers  branch,  16  degrees  at  Yonkers;  on  the 
Mahopac  Falls  branch,  12  degrees  9  minutes  at  Baldwins  Place.  The  maxi- 
mum grade  on  the  main  line  is  143.8  ft.  per  mile,  about  650  ft.  long,  near 
East  View;  on  the  Yonkers  branch,  90  ft.  per  mile,  about  1600  ft.  long  at 
Park  Hill;  on  the  Mahopac  Falls  branch,  92  ft  per  mile,  Baldwins  Place  to 
%  mile  north.  Some  of  tlie  reck  cuts  on  the  main  line  have  rather  narrow 
section  but  on  the  whole  sufficient  to  give  necessary  clearance;  the  two 
branches  have  generally  well  developed  cross-section,  and  both  main  line  and 
branches  are  fairly  well  drained. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  apparently  in  good  condition  except  that  a 
number  of  them  need  partial  renewal  of  track  ties  and  painting.  Wooden 
bridges  are  confined  to  overhead  highway  and  farm  crossings,  (m  the  main 
line  there  are  16  and  on  Yonkers  branch  1  that  do  not  clear  the  standard  21 
ft.  above  rails.  All  are  provided  with  warning  ^ards  in  fair  condition. 
The  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  are  spanned  with  I-beam  stringers,  rail 
stringers,  and  a  few  of  them  with  wooden  stringers;  all  are  in  fair  condi- 
tion. All  the  arch,  box,  and  pipe  culverts  are  in  fair  condition  and  appear 
to  have  sufficient  opening  for  the  passage  of  water  and  are  free  of  obstruction. 

The  cross-ties  are  fair,  and  laid  2816  per  mile.  Tie-plates  are  used  on 
sharp  curves.  The  main  line  is  laid,  2.19  miles  80-Ib.  Bessemer  rail,  and 
45.37  miles  65-lb.  Bessemer  rail,  all  fastened  with  36*in.,  6-hole  angle  splices. 
The  Yonkers  branch  and  the  Mahopac  Falls  branch  are  laid  with  60-lb.  rail, 
fastened  with  22-in.,  4-hole  angle  splices.  The  rail  is  generally  in  fair  con- 
dition, but  that  of  the  Yonkers  branch  should  be  increased  in  weight  at  an 
early  date  owing  to  that  line  being  subjected  to  a  heavy  passenger  travel 
with  its  consequent  higher  speed.  All  main-track  switches  are  split  point. 
Switch  lights  are  provided  on  all  main-track  switches.  Crenerally  spring  rail 
frogs  are  used  in  the  main  tracks,  although  a  few  stiff  rail  frogs  are  uscKi. 
Derailing  switches  are  in  use  where  needed. 

The  main  line  and  branches  are  ballasted  with  cinder,  generally  a  fair 
quantity,  except  the  Mahopac  Falls  branch  which  is  not  fuUy  ballasted  (this 
branch  is  a  freight  line  only).  The  line  and  surface  is  rather  below  the 
average,  except  the  Yonkers  branch  which  is  fair.  On  the  main  line  and 
branches  the  average  length  of  sections  is  5.17  miles,  with  an  average  force 
of  4  in  winter  and  6  in  summer.  Each  section  is  patrolled  daily  and  each 
gang  is  supplied  with  necessary  appliances  for  protecting  train  movements. 

At  Dunwoodie,  the  Union  Electric  railway,  one  track,  crosses  the  main 
line:  provided  with  derails  and  trolley  protection;  at  Nepperhan,  the  Union 
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railway,  one  track,  crosses  the  main  line:  provided  with  derails  and  trolley 
protection;  at  Elmsford,  the  Tarrytown,  White  Plains  and  Mamaronedk 
Electric  railway  crosses  the  main  line:  provided  with  derails  and  trolley 
protection;  at  Lake  Mahopac  Junction,  the  Lake  Mahopac  branch  of  the 
Harlem  division,  one  track,  crosses  the  main  line:  the  crossing  is  interlocked 
and  all  trains  come  to  a  full  stop.  There  are  no  interlocking  plants  con- 
aidered  as  a  part  of  the  New  York  and  Putnam  division. 

The  right  of  way  is  free  of  underbrush  and  fenced.  The  highway  cross- 
ings are  generally  in  good  condition  as  to  grading,  planking,  etc.,  and  pro- 
vided with  crossing-signs  and  cattle-guards.  They  are  protected  as  follows: 
main  line,  3  flagmen  without  gates,  4  flagmen  and  gates,  11  electric  bells 
only,  and  32  by  crossing-signs  only;  Yonkers  branch,  1  by  flagman  without 
gates;  Mahopac  Falls  branch,  3  by  crossing-signs  only. 

The  block  system  on  the  main  line  is  telegraphic  block;  Yonkers  branch, 
electric  automatic;  Mahopac  Falls  branch,  train  orders  and  time  limit. 

The  station  buildings  are  apparently  of  a  size  sufficient  to  take  care  of  the 
business  of  the  various  communities;  they  are  neat,  and  provided  with  toilet 
facilities,  drinking  water,  and  fire  extinguishers. 

Repairs  and  improvements  noted  are:  cross-ties  renewed,  main  line  14  per 
cent,  Yonkers  branch  9  per  cent,  and  Mahopac  Falls  branch  7  per  cent;  rail 
renewed,  main  line  14.37  miles,  re-layer  65-lb.  rail  replacing  60-lb.  rail,  and 
2.73  miles  65-lb.  rail  replacing  65-lb.  rail;  ballast  renewed,  main  line  7.6 
miles  cinders,  Yonkers  branch  1  mile  cinders,  and  Mahopac  Falls  branch  0.4 
mile  cinders;  bridge  P-22,  riveted  lattice  truss,  replacing  deck  truss  pin 
connected;  3  cattle-passer  replaced  with  concrete  and  1  filled;  masonry 
rebuilt  to  1  bridge;  2  stations  and  other  buildings  extensively  repaired;  15 
stations  and  other  buildings  re-painted;  1  bridge  on  main  line  re-painted  and 
3  on  the  Yonkers  branch;  1  mile  of  fence  rebuilt  on  the  Yonkers  branch. 

Recommendations:  That  under-drainage  be  resorted  to  more  freely;  and 
that  bridge  painting  be  done  where  needed. 

The  recommendations  of  last  year  seem  to  have  been  carried  out. 

River  Division, 

Inspected  September  2,  3,  1909.  Last  previous  inspection  October  13,  14, 
1908. 

This  division  extends  from  the  New  Jersey-New  York  state  line  near  Tappan 
to  Ravena,  and  its  Albany  branch  from  Ravena  to  Kenwood  Junction  near 
Albany  where  it  connects  with  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  railroad;  the  Rock- 
land Lake  branch  from  Congers  Station  on  main  line  to  Rockland  Lake,  prac- 
tically a  siding  to  Rockland  Lake,  a  summer  resort;  the  Wallkill  Valley 
railroad  from  Montgomery,  where  it  connects  with  the  Erie  railroad,  to 
Kingston  where  it  connects  with  the  main  line.  The  main  line  has  111.17 
miles  of  first  track,  111.17  miles  second  track,  9.88  miles  third  track,  and 
80.99  miles  yards  and  sidings;  the  Albany  branch  has  11.55  miles  single  track 
and  2.29  miles  sidings;  the  Ilockland  Lake  branch  has  1.17  miles  single  track 
and  0.03  mite  sidings;  the  Wallkill  Valley  railroad  has  32.88  miles  single 
track  and  6.51  miles  sidings.  On  the  main  line  the  maximum  curve  is  9 
degrees  44  minutes,  east  of  Highland  Falls;  Albany  branch  maximum  curve 
3  degrees,  west  of  Selkirk;  Rockland  Lake  branch  maximum  curve  10  degrees 
30  minutes,  near  Rockland  Lake;  Wallkill  Valley  railroad  maximum  curve 
10  degrees  14  minutes,  east  of  Rosendale.  The  maximum  grade  main  line 
is  1.12  per  cent,  0.16  mile  long,  east  of  Blauvelt;  Albany  branch  0.72  per 
cent,  0.31  mile  long,  west  of  Ravena;  Rockland  Lake  branch,  0.90  per  cent. 
0.36  mile  long,  Rockland  lake;  Wallkill  Valley  railroad,  1.24  per  cent,  0.14 
mile  long,  west  of  Kingston.  The  main  line  follows  generally  the  meander- 
ings  of  the  Hudson  river,  and  consequently  has  considerable  fairly  heavy 
curvature;  of  the  branches,  the  Albany  has  light  curvature,  the  Rockland 
heavy  curvature,  and  the  W*al1kill  Valley  railroad  more  or  less  heavily  curved. 
Grades  of  main  line  and  Albany  branch  are  light,  the  Rockland  branch  has 
fairly  steep  grades,  and  the  WaJlkill  Valley  railroad  grades  are  more  or  less 
steep. 
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The  main  line  is  well  graded  and  drained,  and  being  much  higher  above  the 
water  except  in  a  few  places  than  its  neighbor  across  the  river,  the  HudBon 
division,  its  roadbed  is  naturally  higher  and  better  drained.  8ome  portioiu 
of  the  line  south  of  Xewburgh  are  but  a  few  feet  above  the  river,  but  gen- 
erally speaking  they  are  on  fairly  stable  ground.  The  river  bank  is  more 
stable  than  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river,  due  somewhat  to  a  more  favorable 
direction  of  the  dip  of  the  rock,  and  there  are  not  so  many  inlets  to  be 
crossed.  A  proposed  improvement  near  Highland  Falls  will  when  execuie<l 
greatly  strengthen  the  roadbed  in  that  vicinity:  this  improvement,  in  the 
form  of  a  tunnel  about  2000  feet  long,  will  eliminate  bridges  55  and  50  and 
sc^veral  curve?^,  one  of  the  curves  being  the  maximum  curve  on  the  division, 
9  degrees  44  minutes.  The  two  bridges  eliminated  are  practically  parallel 
with  the  river  and  over  deep  water,  over  which  it  is  impracticable  to  lay 
an  embankment.  The  Albany  branch  could  be  improved  by  a  more  complete 
system  of  drainage,  especially  by  the  use  of  under-drainage.  The  Rockland 
branch  is  fairly  well  drained.  The  Wallkill  Valley  railroad  is  well  drained 
and  has  good  cuts  and   embankments. 

There  are  5  tunnels  on  the  main  line  and  none  on  the  branches;  their 
physical  characteristics  are:  Haverstraw,  1609  ft.  long,  in  rock;  Fort  Mont> 
gumery,  816  ft.  long,  in  rock;  West  Point,  2668  ft.  long,  in  rock;  Xewburgh, 
458  ft.  long;  Kingsston,  403  ft.  long,  in  rock;  all  are  apparently  in  g)od  c:)n- 
dition.  The  West  Point  tunnel  is  partly  lined  with  metal,  and  the  Xewburgh 
tunnel  is  really  a  bridge  carrying  the  £rie  railroad  overhead.  Total  length 
of  tunnels  5054  feet,  and  all  are  double  track.  The  West  Point  tunnel  failed 
some  years  ago,  and  it  then  became  necessary  to  partly  line  it  with  metal; 
some  additional  lining  of  the  same  kind  has  since  been  added,  and  at  the 
time  of  this  inspection  was  being  extended  southward  about  one  hundred 
feet  to  better  protect  the  line  there  against  rock  slips. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  well  maintained,  showing  that  intelligent 
care  is  given  to  them;  and  this  may  also  be  said  of  all  track  openings  on 
the  division.  A  general  overhauling  of  bridges  and  masonry  was  in  progress 
on  the  Wallkill  V^alley  railroad  at  the  time  of  this  inspection,  upon  com- 
pletion of  which  the  bridges  of  that  line  should  be  in  giod  condition.  The 
Albany  branch  bridges  appear  to  be  in  good  condition.  There  are  no  bridges 
on  the  Rockland  Lake  branch.  There  are  two  drawbridges  on  this  division, 
located  between  Fort  Montgomery  and  lona  Island  stations;  they  are  of  the 
lifting  or  '' jack-knife ''  design,  each  48-ft.  span;  they  have  signal  protection 
interlocked  with  the  bridge  lifting  mechanism,  so  that  the  latter  can  not  be 
worked  until  the  signals  are  set  in  the  danger  or  stop  position.  There  are 
no  wooden  truss  bridges  in  the  main  tracks  of  this  division  or  its  branches. 
The  wooden  bridges  are  those  carrying  overhead  highway  and  farm  crossings; 
these  apparently  are  in  good  condition,  and  where  less  than  21  ft.  clearance 
above  the  rails  are  provided  with  warning  guards.  Tlie  timber  trestles  of 
the  main  line  are  I  near  Marlborough  365  ft.  long,  1  south  of  Fort  Mont- 
gomery 500  ft.  long,  1  north  of  lona  Island  600  ft.  long,  and  1  south  of  lona 
Island  1700  ft.  long;  all  4  are  of  pile  bent  construction  and  in  good  condition. 
Tliose  on  the  Wallkill  Valley  railroad  are  1  of  10  bents  forming  the  flood 
opening  of  the  bridge  over  the  Wallkill  river,  1  of  5  bents,  and  8  of  3  bents: 
undercrossings,  waterways,  and  cattle-passes.  There  are  no  trestles  on  the 
Albany  and  Rockland  Lake  branches.  There  are  no  open  culverts  or  cattle- 
passes  on  the  main  line  or  Albany  branch;  14  on  the  Wallkill  Valley  rail- 
road, of  various  designs:  timber  stringers,  I-beam  stringers,  and  rail  stringers. 
The  masonry  on  the  Wallkill  Valley  railroad  is  undergoing  repairs  and 
semer,  36-in.,  4-ho1e  angle  splices;  the  rail  is  in  fair  shape  on  all  lines.  All 
arch  and  pips  culverts  appear  in  good  condition  and  free  of  obstruction  to 
the  passage  of  water. 

The  main  line  and  branches  are  laid  with  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  long  cross-ties. 
Ties  are  laid  18  per  30- ft.  rail,  or  3168  to  the  mile,  on  the  main  line,  and 
16  per  30-ft.  rail,  or  2816  to  the  mile,  on  branch  lines.  Tie-plates  are  freely 
used  on  curves  and  double  spiking  where  needed.  The  main  line  is  laid  with 
80-lb.  Bessemer  rail,  with  36-in.,  6-hole  angle  splices;  the  Albany  branch 
with  5  miles  of  80-lb.  Bessemer  rail,  and  6.55  miles  of  e7-lb.  Bessemer  rail. 
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all  with  36-in.,  6-hole  angle  spliees;  the  Rockland  branch  with  67-lb.  Bessemer 
rail,  3G-in.,  4-hole  splices;  and  the  Wallkiil  Valley  railroad  with  67-lb.  Bes- 
semer, 36-in.,  4-hole  angle  splices;  tlie  vail  is  in  fair  shape  on  all  lines.  All 
main-track  switches  are  split  point  and  stands  are  provided  with  switch 
lights.  Switches  with  a  short  view  on  approaching  them  have  distant  signals, 
and  main  line  switches  in  the  territory  governed  by  automatic  block  signals 
are  interlocked  with  these  signals.  The  main-track  frogs  are  spring  rail. 
Detail  switches  are  used  to  protect  main  track  where  needed. 

On  the  main  line  87.87  mile^  track  No.  1  and  86.77  track  No.  2  ballasted 
with  stone,  0.2  mile  of  track  No.  1  and  0.3  mile  of  track  No.  2  ballasted  with 
gravel,  and  23.1  miles  of  track  No.  1  and  24.1  miles  of  track  No.  2  with 
cinders;  Albany  branch,  6.6  miles  of  gravel  and  4.4  miles  of  cinders;  Rock- 
land liake  branch,  gravel  and  cinders;  Wallkiil  Valley  railroad,  12.03  miles 
stone,  17.55  miles  gravel,  and  3.3  miles  cinders.  The  alignment,  surfacing, 
and  elevation  of  the  outer  rail  are  good  on  all  lines.  On  the  main  line  the 
average  length  of  sections  is  3.63  miles,  average  force  4.8  in  winter  and  7.67 
in  summer;  Albany  branch,  average  length  5.26,  average  force  3  in  winter  and 
4  in  summer;  Rockland  Lake  branch,  1.17  average  length,  average  force 
part  of  main  line  section;  Wallkiil  Valley  railroad,  average  length  5.46,  and 
average  force  3  in  winter  and  4  in  summer.  The  track  is  patrolled  daily 
by  men  from  the  section  gangs;  and  in  addition  a  large  force  is  engaged  in 
patrolling  track  on  the  lookout  for  slipping  and  loose  rock,  and  4  gangs 
are  engaged  constantly  in  removing  such  rocks.  All  are  provided  with 
facilities  for  signaling  trains  to  stop. 

The  main  line  is  crossed  at  King- ton  by  2  main  tracks  of  the  Ulster  and 
Delaware  railroad,  interlocking  protection ;  and  by  1  track  of  the  Kingston 
Consolidated  railroad  (electric),  without  derails  or  trolley  protection;  the 
railroad  company  maintains  a  watchman  at  the  crossing  who  operates  street 
gates:  if  gates  are  up,  the  electric  cars  proceed  without  stopping.  This  is 
a  dangerous  crossing  and  some  means  of  protecting  it  should  be  installed 
at  once. 

Interlocking   plants  g.tvern    the   movements   of   trains   at   various    points. 

The  right  of  way  is  in  as  good  condition  as  can  be  expected  of  land  about 
one-half  of  which  is  locat«'d  on  steep  mountain  sides.  The  highway  crassings 
are  well  graded  on  their  approaches  and  are  provided  with  crossing-signs 
and  cattle-guards.  These  crossings  are  protected  as  follows:  main  line, 
12  with  flagmen,  20  flagmen  and  gates,  25  electric  bells,  and  42  unprotected; 
Wallkiil  Valley  railroad,  2  flagmen  and  gates,  4  electric  bells,  and  40  un- 
protected; Rockland  Lake  branch,  3  unprotected;  Albany  branch,  6  unpro- 
tected. 

The  block  system  used  is:  Tappan  to  West  Haverstraw,  14.2  miles, 
electric  automatic,  normal  clear;  West  Haverstraw  to  Newburgh,  24.5  miler, 
electric  automatic,  normal  danger ;  Newburgh  to  Ravena,  telegraph  block ; 
Wallkiil  Valley  railroad  and  Albany  branch,  telegraph  block;  no  block  signal- 
ing on  Rockland  Lake  branch,  which  is  but  1.17  miles  long  and  it  would 
sccrn  does  not  require  block-signals. 

The  stations  are  generally  in  fair  repair.  Those  on  the  W^allkill  Valley 
railroad  however  are  not  as  a  rule  in  as  good  condition  as  those  of  the 
main  line. 

Repairs  and  improvements  noted:  cross-ties  renewed,  main  line,  10.3  per 
cent.;  Wallkiil  Valley  railroad,  8.5  per  cent,  Hockland  Ijoke  branch.  12.5 
per  cent;  and  Albany  branch,  8  per  cent.  New  rail  laid,  main  line,  4.86  miles 
80-lb.  Bessemer,  replacing  same  amount  80-lb.  Bessemer;  ballast  on  main  line, 
37.3  miles  stone  and  3.2  miles  cinders;  on  W^allkill  Valley  railroad,  0.4  mile 
cinders;  on  Albany  branch,  0.2  mile  cinders;  4  stone  box  culverts  replaced 
on  main  line;  4  open  culverts  extensively  repaired  on  main  line;  3  buildings 
rebuilt  on  main  line;  4  stations  and  other  buildings  extensively  repaired  on 
main  line,  and  1  on  Wallkiil  Valley  railroad;  15  miles  of  new  and  rebuilt 
fence  on  main  line,  and  13.5  miles  extensively  repaired.  Among  the  mis- 
cellaneous improvements  are:  186  ft.  concrete  lining  in  south  end  of  West 
Point  tunnel;  new  engine  house  at  Nowburgh;  new  retaining  wall  145  ft. 
long  at  Saugerties;    autimatic   electric  block   signals,   normal   danger,   being 
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installed  Newburgh  to  Kingston.  Roadbed  improvements  main  line,  29,894 
cubic  yards  riprap  placed  along  Hudson  river.  On  the  main  line,  new  deck 
on  bridge  No.  54 ;  bridge  No.  6.3,  wooden  Howe  truss  carrving  overhead  road- 
way, rebuilt.  On  the  Wallkill  Valley  railroad,  new  sidings  built  at  New 
Paltz,  Gardiner,  Springtown,  Walden,  and  Wallkill. 

It  is  a  source  of  pleasure  to  note  the  excellent  work  being  done  on  this 
division,  both  from  a  maintenance  and  operating  standpoint.  "Team  work  '* 
seems  to  be  the  principle  under  which  it  is  done. 

Itccommendatiofis:  That  under-drainage  be  resorted  to  more  freely,  especi- 
ally on  the  Wallkill  Valley  railroad  and  the  Albany  branch;  that  some 
better  means  of  protecting  the  street  railway  grade  crossing  just  east  of 
Kingston  station  be  installed  at  once. 

The  recommendations  of  last  year  seem  to  have  been  carried  out. 

Mohatck  Division. 

Inspected  September  7-10,  1909.  Last  previous  inspection  August  29-31, 
September  1-4,  1908. 

The  cuts  and  embankments  of  main  line  are  of  well  developed  cross-section. 
The  Mohawk  river,  where  it  runs  alongside  the  roadbed  of  the  main  line,  is 
constantly  encroaching  and  requires  close  and  expensive  attention.  East  of 
Cohoes,  on  the  Troy  and  Schenectady  railroad,  a  wooden  pile  retaining  wall 
supports  the  track.  On  the  Mohawk  and  Malone  railroad  and  the  Raquette 
Lake  railroad,  the  side-hill  slopes  contain  numerous  boulders  which  call  for 
and  apparently  receive  close  attention,  and  it  appears  are  removed  before 
they  become  dangerous.  Some  parts  of  the  W^est  Shore  railroad  lie  in  clay 
and  quicksand  formation,  requiring  pile  retaining  walls  to  keep  the  slopes 
from  encroaching  on  the  tracks;  south  from  Utica  there  are  a  number  of 
places  where  the  West  Shore  railroad  passes  through  rock  cuts  of  considerable 
depth  and  alongside  high  side-hill  cuts,  an  example  being  on  mile  180, 
south  of  Downing.  Generally  speaking,  the  roadbed  is  in  good  condition,  but 
it  is  believed  that  it  could  be  further  improved  in  many  places  and  its 
efficiency  improved  by  a  well  arranged  system  of  under-d4*ainage. 

The  metal  bridges  and  their  masonry  are  generally  in  good  condition,  an 
exception  being  in  the  painting  of  bridges,  many  of  which  are  in  need  of 
paint.  A  large  number  of  the  riveted  trusses  should  be  cleared  of  cinders 
and  other  debris  which  have  accumulated  in  the  various  pockets  formed 
around  the  joints  of  principal  connections  of  the  bottom  chords;  riveted 
trusses  have  of  necessity  many  pockets  and  angles  in  which  engine  cinders 
accumulate,  and  such  cinders,  with  the  aid  of  moisture,  when  in  contact  with 
steel,  aid  greatly  in  its  rusting.  Such  bridges  should  be  cleaned  up  at  least 
once  in  three  months.  We*?t  Shore  railroad  bridge  No.  213,  deck  lattice  truss, 
on  mile  14>7,  is  a  type  of  (bridge  now  almost  obsolete;  its  track  stringers  are 
4,  10-in.  I-beams,  giving  what  appears  to  be  an  overstrained  track  support. 
It  is  here  suggested  that  a  strain  sheet  of  this  structure  be  made,  based  on 
the  heaviest  engine  and  car  loading  of  the  New  York  Central  lines,  in  order 
to  determine  precisely  whether  the  above  inference  is  an  actual  fact.  The 
wooden  bridges  are  confined  to  overhead  highway  and  farm  crossings;  those 
that  do  not  clear  the  track  21  ft.  are  provided  with  warning  ffuards.  There 
are  2  timber  trestles,  one  about  165  ft.  long  on  the  Mohawk  and  Malone 
railroad  near  Freeport  Junction,  and  the  other  on  the  Hinckley  branch  near 
Hinckley,  about  500  ft.  long,  partly  on  curve;  both  are  in  fair  condition.  All 
open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  are  in  fair  condition,  except  5  on  the  Raquette 
Lake  railroad  which  need  overhauling.  All  arch,  box,  and  pipe  culverts  are 
in  fair  condition,  except  those  of  the  Raquette  Lake  railroad  which  should 
be  replaced.     The  waterways  of  all  are  free  of  obstruction. 

The  crrss-ties  in  the  main  line  are  hardly  up  to  the  best  New  York  Central 
practice.  Under  the  100-lb.  rail  of  the  main  line  they  are  laid  3200  to  the 
mile;  on  the  Tivoli  Hollow  branch,  2435  to  the  mile;  and  on  all  other  lines 
2816  per  mile.  They  are  generally  well  spaced  and  spiked,  and  tie-plates  are 
freely  used  on  curves;  double  spiking  is  resorted  to  where  necessary.  The 
rail  is  in  fair  condition  on  all  lines,  except  on  the  Raquette  Lake  railroad; 
but  on  the  lines  other  than  the  main  line  and  West  Shore  railroad  the  weight 
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of  rail  will  soon  have  to  be  increased  if  the  present  tendency  toward  the  use 
of  heavier  power  continues.  On  the  Raquette  Lake  railroad  the  rail  should  be 
renewed  before  next  summer's  business  begins.  All  main-track  switches  are 
split  point,  and  switch  stands  are  provided  with  targets  and  lights.  The 
main-track  switches  of  tAie  Troy  and  GreenJbush  and  Troy  Union  are  generally 
operated  by  interlocking,  and  where  not  so  operated  are  electrically  controlled 
from  the  nearest  signal  tower.  Where  the  view  approaching  outlying  main- 
track  switches  is  obscured,  these  switches  are  provided  with  distant  signals 
or  high  switch  targets.  Main-track  frogs  are  generally  spring  rail.  Derail- 
ing switches  are  freely  used  to  prortect  main  track  where  the  connections  are 
descending  toward  main  tracks. 

All  tracks  appear  to  have  a  sufficient  quantity  of  ballast.  The  ballasting 
of  some  parts  of  the  Mohawk  division  is  a  model.  The  alignment  and  sur- 
facing of  all  lines  are  fair,  that  of  the  side  lines  in  some  instances  being 
superior  to  the  main  line;  and  the  north  end  of  the  Mohawk  and  Malone  rail- 
road is  exceptionally  good.  Each  track  section  is  patrolled  daily  by  a  mem- 
ber of  its  section  gang.  On  the  West  Shore,  in  addition  to  the  track-walkers, 
a  force  is  employed  at  all  times  taking  down  loose  rocks  from  the  steep  hill- 
side. On  the  Mohawk  and  Malone  railroad  a  large  fire  patrol  force  is  kept 
constantly  moving  over  that  part  of  the  line  in  the  mountains  on  velocipede 
cars,  and  tank  cars  filled  with  water  and  provided  with  pumps  are  kept  ready 
for  quick  movement  as  may  be  required.  Each  section  gang  and  track- walker 
is  furnished  with  appliances  for  signaling  trains  to  stop. 

There  have  been  no  important  changes  in  the  grade  crossings  of  this  divi- 
sion since  the  last  annual  report. 

There  are  40  interlocking  plants  on  the  main  line  and  19  on  the  West 
Shore  railroad. 

The  right  of  way  generally  is  in  good  condition,  free  of  underbrush  and 
trees.  Through  the  mountainous  country  it  is  not  always  possible  to  keep  it 
as  smooth  looking  as  in  the  more  open  country.  The  highway  crossings  are 
well  graded  on  their  approaches  and  the  planking  in  fair  condition;  they 
are  provided  with  crossing-signs  and  cattle-guards  and  protected  as  follows: 
24  by  flagmen  with  gates,  75  by  flagmen  without  gates,  13  by  electric  bells, 
and  217  unprotected. 

On  the  main  line,  and  that  part  of  the  W>st  Shore  railroad  between  South 
Schenectady  and  Eastwood,  the  Sykes  Lock  and  Block  System  is  used,  and 
balance  of  West  Shore,  electric  automatic;  the  Troy  and  Greenbush  and  the 
Troy  Union,  electric  automatic;  Troy  and  Schenectady  and  the  Mohawk  and 
Malone,  telegraphic  block;  on  the  other  lines,  the  small  branches,  train  orders 
and  the  time  interval. 

The  stations  on  this  division  are  generally  in  good  condition,  and  the 
*'  housekeeping  "  of  those  of  the  Mohawk  and  Malone  railroad  are  so  good  as 
to  deserve  special  mention:  their  fine  condition  in  this  respect  reflects  great 
credit  upon  the  officer  in  charge  or  upon  their  respective  agents. 

Repairs  and  improvements  noted:  tie  renewals,  in  per  cent:  main  line  9, 
Troy  and  Greenbush  7,  Troy  and  Schenectady  6,  Tivoli  Hollow  0,  West  Shore 
railroad  8,  Moliawk  and  Malone  7,  Hinckley  branch  5,  Saranac  Lake  6, 
Raquette  Lake  5,  St.  Lawrence  and  Adirondack  4;  new  rail  laid,  in  miles: 
main  line  20.19,  100-lb. ;  Troy  and  Greenbush  4,  80-lb.;  Mohawk  and  Malone 
14.73,  80  lb.;  re-layer  rail  laid,  Saranac  I.ake,  3  miles;  new  and  rebuilt  fence: 
6.7  miles  on  main  line,  6.1  on  West  Shore,  5  on  Mohawk  and  Malone;  fences 
repaired:  4.9  miles  on  main  line,  1  on  Troy  and  Schenectady,  10.2  on  West 
Shore,  3.6  on  Mohawk  and  Malone,  1  on  St.  Lawrence  and  Adirondack;  26 
station  buildings,  etc.,  on  main  line  painted,  1  on  Troy  and  Greenbush,  3  on 
West  Shore,  1  on  Mohawk  and  Malone,  2  on  Raquette  Lake,  2  on  St.  Lawrence 
and  Adirondack;  bridges  painted:  main  line  23,  Troy  and  Schenectady  8,  West 
Shore  16,  Mohawk  and  Malone  31.  St.  Lawrence  and  Adirondack  2;  trestles 
rebuilt:  St.  Lawrence  and  Adirondack  1;  arch  and  stone  box  culverts 
replaced:  main  line  7,  West  Shore  IG,  Mohawk  and  Malone  24,  Raquette 
Lake  8;  bridges  having  masonry  rebuilt  or  repaired:  main  line  12,  Troy  and 
Schenectady  1,  West  Shore  3,  Mohawk  and  Malone  9;  stations  new  and  rebuilt: 
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main  line  1,  Mohawk  and  Malone  1 ;  other  than  station  buildings  new  and 
rebuilt:  main  line  12,  West  Shore  8,  Mohawk  and  Malone  9,  Raquette  Lake 
1,  St.  Lawrence  and  Adirondack  3;  station  and  other  buildings  extensively 
repaired:  main  line  13,  Troy  and  Greenbush  I,  West  Shore  7,  Mohawk  and 
Malone  1,  Saranac  Lake  1,  Raquette  Lake  1,  St.  Lawrence  and  Adirondack  1; 
yard  and  passing  track  extensions:  main  line,  track  in  Dock  Street  yard  com- 
pleted; West  Shore,  Little  Falls  passing  siding  extended;  Mohawk  and 
Malone,  Clear  Water  passing  siding  extended;  and  Malone,  new  siding  for 
Rutland  railroad  interchange  built.  Special  improvements:  West  Albany, 
new  boiler  shop  completed,  new  machine  and  blacksmith  shop  begun;  Cranes 
Village,  changes  in  alignment  at  west  end  completed;  Cohoes,  concrete  arch 
at  Columbia  street  completed;  South  Bethlehem,  track  work  on  new  siding 
begun^  Indian  Castle,  work  on  new  siding  begun;  Voorheesville,  Fultonville, 
Canajoharie,  Indian  Castle,  new  10-in.  water  cranes  installed  at  each;  Oneida 
Castle,  bridge  No.  W-391,  over  Clockville  road,  new  abutments  being  con- 
structed for  a  bridge  spanning  entire  width  of  street;  Lake  Clear  Junction, 
new  passenger  station  about  completed  and  old  passenger  station  being 
remodeled  into  a  freight  station;  automatic  signals  being  installed  Yousts 
to  Utica,  tracks  I  and  2,  including  33  signal  bridges  under  erection. 

Recommendations:  That  under-drainage  be  resorted  to  more  freely;  that 
the  needed  bridge  painting  be  done  and  riveted  bridges  be  cleared  of  cinders, 
etc.;  that  the  5  open  culverts  on  the  Raquette  Lake  railroad  be  overhauled; 
that  the  wooden  box  culverts  on  the  Raquette  Lake  railroad  be  renewed;  that 
the  rail  on  the  Raquette  Lake  railroad  be  generally  renewed.  The  reoommen- 
dationfi  of  last  year  seem  to  have  been  carried  out. 

Pennsylvania  Division. 

Inspected  September  25,  1909.    Last  previous  inspection  October  21,  22,  1908. 

Main  line,  Lawrenceville  to  Lyons,  86.1  miles  first  track,  72.5  miles  second 
track,  82.17  miles  yards  and  sidings;  Penn  Yan  branch,  Dresden  to  Penn  Yan, 
6.65  miles  single  track  and  4.07  miles  yards  and  sidings.  Maximum  curve  on 
main  line  is  10  degrees,  north  of  Conway;  on  Penn  Yan  branch,  19  degrees, 
south  of  Keuka  Mills,  ^faximum  grade  on  main  line  1.31  per  cent,  3275  ft. 
long,  north  of  Himrods;  Penn  Yan  branch,  2.34  per  cent,  1805  ft.  long,  south 
of  Dresden.  The  main  line  has  considerable  curvature  and  grade,  both  fairly 
heavy,  and  the  Penn  Yan  branch  has  heavy  grades  and  curves. 

The  cuts  and  embankments  are  generally  of  full  cross-section  and  the  surface 
drainage  fair;  some  cuts  arc  under-drained  and  more,  if  so  drained,  would  give 
good  results. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  in  main  line  are  in  good  condition  except  that  a 
number  of  them  need  painting.  The  one  at  Penn  Yan,  Penn  Yan  branch,  is  in 
good  condition.  The  wooden  bridges  carry  overhead  highways  and  farm  cross- 
ings. The  main  line  overhead  road  crossing  bridges  all  clear  21  ft.  above  the 
rails.  The  4  overhead  wooden  road  bridges  on  Penn  Yan  branch  do  not  clear 
the  rails  21  ft.,  but  are  provided  with  warning  guards.  There  are  2  steel 
railroad  crossing  bridges  that  do  not  clear  the  rail  21  ft.:  the  Wppt  Shore 
railroad  crossing  near  Lyons,  and  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western 
crossing  at  Corning.  There  are  no  timber  trestles  in  the  main  line,  but 
there  is  one  of  13  bents  on  pile  foundations  at  Penn  Yan  on  the  Penn  Yan 
branch;  it  is  in  good  condition.  All  arch,  box,  and  pipe  culverts  are  appa- 
rently in  pood  condition  and  free  of  obstruction  to  the  passage  of  water. 

Hie  condition  of  the  cross-ties  is  rather  below  the  standard,  but  they  are 
well  spiked.  Tie-plates  are  used  freely  on  curves,  and  double  spiking  resorted 
to  where  necessary.  Ties  are  laid  16  per  30-ft.  rail,  or  2816  to  the  mile.  On 
the  main  line,  136.57  miles  are  laid  with  80-lb.  rail,  36-in.,  6-hole  angle  splices, 
3.34  miles  76-lb.  and  17.88  miles  75-lb.  rail,  40-in.,  6-hole  or^le  apli'^ps.  and  0.«1 
mile  60-lb.  rail,  24-in.  4-hole  angle  splices.  On  the  Penn  Yan  branch,  0.89  mile 
80-lb.  rail,  36-in.,  6-hole  angle  splices,  5.3  miles  75-lb.  rail,  40-in.,  6-hole  angle 
splices,  and  0.36  mile  60-lb.  rail,  24-in.,  4-hole  splices.  The  60-lb.  rail  is  laid 
in  yards,  generally  where  slow  movements  are  made;  all  other  main-track  rail 
appears  to  be  heavy  enough  for  the  traffic,  and  is  fully  bolted.  Tlie  main-track 
switches  are  split  point  and  the  switch  stands  are  provided  with  lights.    Some 
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have  high  tArgeU,  and  where  the  view  approaching  them  is  obscured  distant 
signals  are  provided.  Nearly  all  the  main-track  frogs  are  spring  rail.  Derail- 
ing switches  are  placed  in  the  sidings  connecting  with  the  main  track  where 
necessary. 

The  ballast  is  gravel,  in  fair  quantity.  The  alignment  and  surfacing  of 
tracks  are  generally  fair.  On  the  main  line  the  average  length  of  sections  is 
3.14  miles,  and  average  force  5  in  winter  and  7  in  summer;  on  the  Penn  Yan 
branch,  average  length  4  miles,  average  force  5  in  winter  and  7  in  summer. 

There  is  no  change  in  grade  crossings  of  railroads  since  last  report. 

The  interlocking  plants  are:  1  near  Lyons,  where  a  branch  track  crosses  the 
main  line;  1  in  Coming  yard  protecting  single  track  (gauntlet)  over  river 
bridge;  1  at  the  Erie-Fall  Brook  crossing,  Corning. 

The  right  of  way  is  in  good  condition  and  free  of  underbrush,  except  such 
underbrush  as  is  left  for  protection  along  water  front.  Fences  are  generally 
fair,  excepting  some  on  the  Penn  Yan  branch  which  are  in  poor  condition. 
The  highway  crossings  have  fairly  well  graded  approaches,  and  the  planking  is 
generally  in  good  condition:  crossing-signs  and  cattle-guards  are  provided. 
The  highway  grade  crossings  are  protected  as  follows:  main  line,  flagmen  with- 
out gates  8,  flagmen  with  gates  1,  electric  bells  3,  unprotected  75;  Penn  Yan 
branch,  flagmen  without  gates  1,  unprotected  14. 

The  block  principle  of  operation  is  in  use  and  carried  out  by  means  of  the 
telegraphic  system. 

Station  buildings  and  platforms  are  in  good  repair  and  interior  of  build- 
ings neat.  Drinking  water  and  Are  extinguishers  and  closet  facilities  are 
provided. 

Repairs  and  improvements  noted:  Ties  renewed,  main  line  6  per  cent;  Penn 
Tan  branch  5  per  cent;  new  rail  laid,  main  line  10  miles  80-¥b.,  replacing  75- 
and  80-lb.  rail:  ballast,  main  line  17  miles  gravel  and  5  miles  cinders;  1  tres- 
tle rebuilt  on  main  line;  1  span  bridge  replaced;  1  station  rebuilt  on  the  Penn 
Yan  branch;  3  buildings  rebuilt  on  the  main  line;  22  stations  and  other 
buildings  re-painted  on  the  main  line  and  I  on  the  Penn  Yan  branch;  6 
bridges  re-painted  on  the  main  line:  2.1  miles  of  new  and  rebuilt  fence,  and 
4  miles  extensively  repaired:  at  Hillsborough,  new  middle  siding  built,  length 
4459  ft.,  capacity  90  cars;  at  Coming,  new  yard  and  engine  house  under  con- 
struction. 

Recommendations:  That  under-drainage  be  resorted  to  more  freely;  that 
the  fences  on  the  Penn  Yan  branch  be  put  in  better  condition. 

The  recommendations  of  last  year  seem  to  have  been  carried  out. 

Western  Division. 

Inspected  September  20-24,  1909.  Last  previous  inspection  September  28-30, 
October  1-3,  1908. 

The  cuts,  embankments,  ditches,  and  roadbed  generally  are  well  developed 
and  surface  drained.  With  the  improvements  which  are  boinij  marie  almost 
continuously,  there  is  good  reason  for  believing  that  the  condition  of  the  road- 
bed is  being  bettered  from  year  to  year,  although  under-drainage  in  many 
localities  woiild  tend  to  increase  its  efficiency.  The  I^ewiston  branch,  located 
in  the  Niagara  Falls  gorge,  is  subjected  to  rock  slips.  Lnst  year's  report  is 
not  concurred  in,  that  the  line  sliould  be  abandoned  owinjr  to  the  chances  of 
accident  from  these  rock  slips.  With  proper  policing,  which  it  is  understood 
is  practiced,  there  should  be  little  danger  in  the  operation  of  this  line;  cer- 
tainly not  more  than  attends  ordinary  sight-seeinff  in  and  around  Niagara 
Falls  and  gorge.  The  Bufl'alo  Belt  Line  is  still  under  construction,  upon  the 
completion  of  which  the  elimination  of  20  or  more  street  grade  crossings  will 
be  accomplished.  There  is  a  tunnel  on  the  Chenango  branch,  near  Cazenovia, 
1635  ft.  long,  through  soft  rock  and  timbered  for  most  of  its  length,  balance 
lined  with  stone  and  brick  walls. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  generally  in  good  condition.  There  are  no 
wooden  bridges  in  main  tracks.  A  large  number  of  the  overhead  highway 
and  farm  crossing  bridges  are  of  wood  and  these  are  in  fair  condition,  and 
where  of  less  than  21  ft.  clearance  are  provided  with  warning  guirds.  The 
timber   trestles  are  in   fair  condition;    there  is   1   on   the   Canandaigua   and 
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Niagara  Falls  branch,  3  on  West  Shore  main  line,  and  a  number  on  the 
Chenango  branch.  The  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  are  in  good  condition 
on  all  Tines,  and  wliere  possible  are  being  eliminated  and  replaced  by  solid 
floor  structures  or  iron  pipe.  The  arch,  box,  and  pipe  culverts  are  apparently 
in  good  order  and  free  of  oft)8tructionB  to  the  passa^  of  water. 

The  cross-ties  in  the  main  line  are  not  in  a  condition  equivalent  to  the  best 
New  York  Central  practice.  Under  the  100-lb.  steel  the  ties  are  laid  20  per 
33-ft.  rail,  or  3200  to  the  mile,  and  on  other  lines  16  per  30-ft.  rail,  or  2816 
per  mile,  and  on  all  lines  are  in  fair  condition.  Tie-plates  are  used  on  curves 
and  double  spiking  resorted  to  where  necessary.  The  rail  generally  is  in  fair 
condition  and  its  up-keep  well  in  hand.  The  new  track  through  Syracuse  city- 
streets  of  open  hearth,  141  lbs.  per  yard,  girder  rail,  fastened  by  32-in.,  12-holb 
splices,  is  a  fine  piece  of  work,  and  might  well  serve  as  a  model  for  other 
work  of  this  nature.  Switches  are  of  the  split  point  type  and  the  switch 
stands  are  provided  with  lamps.  Spring  rail  fro^s  are  used  wholly  in  the 
main  tracks  of  the  main  line  and  very  generally  in  the  main  tracks  of  the 
other  lines.    Derailing  switches  and  distant  signals  are  used  where  necessary. 

All  lines  appear  to  have  a  fair  quantity  of  ballast.  The  alignment  and  sur- 
face of  the  main  tracks  of  the  main  line,  the  West  Shore  railroad,  and  Buffalo 
and  Niagara  Falls  branch  are  fair,  but  that  of  the  other  lines  is  not  so  good. 
On  the  Lewiston  branch  3  regular  slope  watchmen  are  employed,  and  force 
increased  in  times  of  storm,  extreme  cold  weather,  etc.  Each  track  section  is 
patrolled  daily  by  a  member  of  the  section  gang,  and  all  gangs,  track-walkers, 
and  watchmen,  are  provided  with  appliances  for  signaling  trains  to  stop. 

There  has  been  no  important  change  in  thcjgrade  crossings  of  railroads  as 
given  in  the  report  of  190B.  The  railroad  grade  crossing  of  the  main  line  and 
Attica  branch  of  the  Erie  at  Batavia  will  be  made  the  subject  of  a  special 
report. 

There  are  94  interlocking  plants  on  the  various  lines. 

The  right  of  way  is  in  good  condition.  Fences  are  of  wire  and  maintained 
where  it  is  possible  to  keep  them,  that  is  on  other  than  steep  slopes. 

Highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  planked,  and  provided  with 
crossing-signs  and  cattle-guards.  Highway  grade  crossings  are  protected  as 
follows:  150  flagmen  without  gates;  7*5  flagmen  with  gates;  27  electric  bells; 
279  unprotected. 

The  block  principle  of  spacing  trains  is  practiced  on  all  lines. 

The  station  buildings  and  those  connected  therewith  are  generally  in  good 
condition,  provided  with  toilet  facilities,  drinking  water,  nre  extinguishing 
apparatus,  etc. 

Repairs  and  improvements  noted :  main  line,  12  per  cent  cross-ties  renewed ; 
14.75  miles  stone  and  73.8  miles  gravel  balla8t;  9.78  miles  new  and  rebuilt 
fence,  and  27  miles  repaired;  54.8  miles  100-lb.,  6.62  miles  80-lb.,  17.20  miles 
re-layer  80-lb.  rail  laid,  and  2.62  miles  of  141-lb.  open  hearth  steel  laid  in  the 
main  tracks  through  the  streets  of  Syracuse;  2  I-beam  and  plate,  1  through 
lattice,  6  signal  bridges  erected;  masonry  rebuilt  and  repaired  on  2  bridges; 

2  new  and  rebuilt  station  buildings  and  12  other  buildings;  4  station  and 
other  buildings  extensively  repaired;  91  buildings  and  36  bridges  re-painted. 
West  Shore  railroad,  13  per  cent  cross-ties  renewed;  78.75  miles  gravel  ballast; 
9.42  miles  new  and  rebuilt  fence,  and  26  miles  repaired;  12.25  miles  80-lb. 
rail  laid;  1  rail  floor,  1  I-beam,  4  through  girder  bridges  erected,  replacing  a 
deck  plate  girder  and  3  wooden  trusses;  2  timber  trestles  replaced;  19  culverts 
and  cattle-passes  rebuilt;  5  arch  and  stone  box  culverts  rebuilt;  masonry 
rebuilt  and  repaired  -on  6  bridges;  4  new  or  rebuilt  buildings;  6  bridges 
re-painted;  1.5  miles  siding  constructed  at  Jordan,  1  mile  at  Chili  Center,  and 
7  miles  at  East  Buffalo;  grade  revised  of  45  miles  of  double  track,  and  weight 
of  rail  increased  from  67  lbs.  to  80  lbs.;  grade  crossing  at  Bailey  avenue  and 
Broadway,  Buffalo,  eliminated  and  overhead  crossing  substituted.  Attica 
branch,  18  per  cent  cross-ties  renewed;  1.5  miles  gravel  ballast;  0.12  mile  new 
fence.  Batavia  and  Tonawanda  branch,  5  per  cent  cross-ties  renewed;  0.6 
mile  new  fence  and  0.5  mile  repaired.  Buffalo  and  Niagara  Falls  branch,  8 
per  cent  cross-ties  renewed;  2  miles  fence  repaired;  2.82  miles  80-lb.  rail  laid; 

3  new  or  rebuilt  buildings;    1   bridge  re-painted.     Buffalo  Belt  Line,  grade 
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crossings  being  eliminated  and  entire  line  under  reconstruction.  Canandaigua 
and  Batavia  branch,  5  per  cent  cross- ties  renewed.  Lewiston  branch,  5  per  cent 
cross-ties  renewed;  1  culvert  rebuilt.  Rochester  and  Niagara  Falls  branch, 
8  per  cent  cross-ties  renewed.  Tonawanda  and  Lockport  branch,  6  per  cent 
cross-ties  renewed;  3  miles  fence  repaired;  0.82  mile  80-lb.  rail  laid.  Syracuse 
Junction  branch,  13  per  cent  cross- ties  renewed;  2  miles  cinder  ballast;  2.06 
miles  new  fence  and  5  miles  repaired;  2  miles  80-Ib.  rail  laid.  Auburn  branch, 
10  per  cent  cross-ties  renewed.  Chenango  branch,  12  per  cent  cross-ties 
renewed;  8  miles  cinder  ballast;  2.51  miles  new  fence  and  12  miles  repaired; 
0.82  mile  67-lb.  rail  laid;  1  timber  trestle  rebuilt  and  2  replaced;  1  bridge 
re-painted.    Terminal  railroad,  10  per  cent  cross-ties  renewed. 

Recommendations :     That  under-drainage  be  resorted  to  more  freely. 

The  recommendations  of  last  year  seem  to  have  been  carried  out. 

Rome,  Watertotc^n  and  Ogdenshurg  Division, 
Inspected  September  30,  October  1,  2,  1909.     Last  previous  inspection  Sep- 
tember 14-20,  1908. 

Tlie  main  line  extends  from  Suspension  Bridge  to  Pulaski,  175.26  miles 
Arst  track,  3.47  miles  second  track,  U8.67  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks; 
and  from  Syracuse  to  Massena  Springs,  160.95  miles  first  track,  11.69  miles 
second  track,  90.46  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  RochcRter  branch,  Windsor 
Beach  to  Rochester,  7.3  miles  main  track  and  2.66  miles  sidings  and  yard 
tracks;  Phoenix  branch,  Woodard  to  Fulton,  17.1  miles  first  traek,  0.21  mile 
second  track,  3.5  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  Rome  branch,  Richland  to 
Rome,  41.28  miles  main  track  and  18.03  miles  sidings  and  yard  track; 
Cape  Vincent  branch,  Watertown  Junction  to  Cape  Vincent,  24.1  miles  main 
track  and  21.51  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  Carthage,  Watertown  and 
Sackets  Harbor  branch,  Sackets  Harbor  to  Carthage,  29.15  miles  main  track 
and  11.02  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  Carthage  and  Adirondack  railroad, 
Carthage  to  Newton  Falls,  45.86  miles  main  track  and  18.5  miles  sidings 
and  yard  tracks;  DeKalb  branc'i,  DeKalb  Junction  to  Ogdensburg,  18.89  miles 
main  track  and  2.29  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  Gouverneur  and  Oswe- 
gatchie  railroad,  Gouverneur  Junction  to  Kdwards,  13.7  miles  main  track  and 
3.58  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  Utica  and  Black  River  railroad,  Utica 
to  Ogdensburg,  137.27  miles  first  track,  10.02  milen  second  track,  49.37  miles 
sidings  and  yard  tracks;  Clayton  branch,  Rivergate  to  Clayton,  15.85  miles 
main  track  and  4.07  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks. 

The  cuts  and  embankments  arc  of  good  section  and  the  surface  ditching 
generally  fair.  Some  under-drainage  has  been  installed  and  much  more  in 
that  line  could  be  done  to  advantage.  There  are  no  tunnels  on  this  division 
unless  the  overhead  bridge  at  Osweg.)  carrying  a  street  be  called  a  tunnel; 
it  is  in  good  condition. 

The  condition  of  the  steel  and  iron  bridges  is  generally  good  except  a  number 
that  need  painting  and  a  few  here  and  there  needing  partial  tie  renewals. 
Tlie  increased  weight  of  motive  power  has  generally  been  met  by  replacing 
with  heavier  structures  any  that  heretofore  were  light,  and  all  new  structures 
are  designed  to  carry  heavy  power.  The  up-keep  of  these  structures  is  good. 
There  are  4  drawbridges:  1  in  main  line  over  Erie  canal,  Syracuse;  1  in 
main  line  over  Oneida  river,  Brewerton;  1  in  Cape  Vincent  branch,  Chaumont; 
and  1  in  main  line,  Charlotte;  all  provided  with  interlocking.  The  only 
wooden  bridges  are  those  carrying  overhead  highway  and  farm  crossings, 
and  these  if  less  than  21-ft.  clearance  are  provided  with  warning  guards. 

In  addition  to  the  overhead  bridge  obstructions,  there  are  a  nuro4)er  of 
places  where  obstructions  in  the  form  of  telephone  and  telegraph  wires  do 
not  clear  the  tracks  21  ft.;  all  these  should  be  raised  to  clear  the  standard 
distance,  if  it  is  intended  to  continue  in  force  the  regulation  requiring  all 
overhead  structures  to  have  a  certain  clearance.  Apropos  of  clearances,  it 
may  be  said  that  since  the  general  introduction  of  the  air  brake  on  freight 
cars  it  is  seldom  that  men  ride  "  on  top  "  except  when  engaged  in  switching, 
and  switching  is  only  done  at  stations  and  in  yards  and  at  comparatively 
low  speeds.  Tliere  should  however  be  some  regulations  adopted  relative  to 
crossing  of  railroad  lines  by  overhead  structures  such  as  high  tension  power 
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wires,   etc.,  and   plans   and   specifications  of   such   wire   crossings   should    be 
approved  by  the  Commission  before  permission  is  gpven  for  their  erection. 

The  timber  trestles  are  in  good  repair,  except  here  and  there  a  few  ties 
need  renewing.  The  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  on  the  main  line  are 
generally  in  good  condition,  while  on  the  side  lines  many  have  poor  masonry; 
where  the  masonry  is  poor  it  is  generally  secured  by  strutting  and  the  timbers 
supported  by  timber  bents.  The  arch,  box,  and  pipe  culverts  are  in  good 
condition  and  free  from  obstruction  to  the  passage  of  water. 

The  cross-ties  in  the  main  line,  Rochester  branch,  Phcenix  branch,  Utica 
and  Black  River  railroad,  and  Clayton  branch  are  in  good  condition,  and  on 
the  other  lines  fair.  The  rail  is  in  fair  condition  and  well  fastenied.  The 
use  of  heavier  power  is  bringing  about  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  w^eigbt 
of  rail  as  renewals  are  made.  All  main-track  switches  are  split  point  and 
main-track  switch  stands  are  provided  with  lights,  and  where  the  view 
approaching  them  is  obscured  with  high  targets  and  in  some  cases  distant 
signals.  The  main-track  frogs  are  generally  spring  rail.  All  frog  and  switch 
work  in  good  condition. 

All  the  lines  are  ballasted  with  a  fair  quality  and  quantity  of  material, 
but  on  most  of  them  the  efficiency  of  the  ballast  would  be  much  increased  by 
a  better  system  of  drainage.  The  alignment  and  surfacing  is  fair  and  per- 
haps as  good  as  it  can  be  kept  in  the  absence  of  a  more  thorough  system  of 
drainage.  E^ch  track  section  is  patrolled  daily  by  a  member  of  its  section 
gang,  and  each  gang  and  track- walker  is  furnished  with  appliances  for 
signaling  trains  to  stop. 

There  have  been  no  important  changes  in  the  railroad  grade  crossings  since 
last  annual  report. 

The  interlocking  plants  are  5  in  number,  and  govern  the  train  movements 
over  Erie  canal  drawbridge  at  Syracu^^e,  Oneida  River  drawbridge  at  Brewer- 
ton,  the  drawbridge  at  Chaumont,  the  drawbridge  at  Charlotte,  and  the  rail- 
road crossing  at  Salina;  all  appear  to  be  in  good  working  condition. 

The  right  of  way  is  in  fair  condition  on  all  lines.  The  approaches  to  the 
highway  crossings  are  well  graded  and  the  planking  in  fair  condition:  all 
are  provided  with  crossing-signs  and  cattle-guards;  they  are  protected  as 
follows:  60  flagmen  without  gates,  6  flagmen  with  gates,  25  electric  bells,  061 
unprotected. 

The  block  principle  of  train  operation  is  eflfective  on  all  lines;  generally 
speaking,  positive  blocking  is  practiced,  but  where  a  train  enters  a  block 
occupied  by  another  train  it  is  given  notice  to  the  effect  -that  block  is  jiot 
clear  and  instructed  to  govern  itself  accordingly.  On  heavy  down  grades  the 
positive  block  is  practiced  at  all  times.  Tlie  teleg^phic  block  system  is 
the  one  used. 

The  waiting  rooms  of  stations  are  generally  neat  and  the  station  buildings 
are  maintained  in  good  condition.  Fire  apparatus,  drinking  water,  and  toilet 
facilities  are  provided. 

Repairs  and  improvements  rated  are:  main  line  Pulaski  to  Suspension 
Bridge,  8.5  miles  cinders  ballast;  main  line  Syracuse  to  Alassena  Springs, 
OS  mile  stone,  8  miles  gravel,  10  miles  cinders;  Rochester  branch,  0.5  mile 
cinders;  Phoenix  branch,  0.3  mile  cinders;  Carthage  and  Adirondack  railroad, 
3  miles  gravel,  10  miles  cinders;  DeKalb  branch,  1.5  miles  cinders;  Gk>uverneur 
and  Oswegatchie  railroad,  1  mile  cinders;  Utica  and  Black  River  railroad, 
3.2  miles  gravel;  Clayton  branch,  4.1  miles  gravel.  Bridges  replaced:  main 
line  Syracuse  to  Massena  Springs,  deck  plate  girder  and  through  plate  girder 
(solid  floor),  replacing  through  lattice  truss  and  through  plate  girder;  Gape 
Vincent  branch,  deck  plate  girder  and  rail  floors,  replacing  wooden  stringers; 
Utica  and  Black  River  railroad,  22  rail  floors,  replacing  wood  stringers. 

Recommendations:  That  under-drainage  be  resorted  to  more  freely;  that 
ties  be  renewed  on  all  bridges  requiring  it,  generally  only  partial  renewals 
are  needed;  that  the  masonry  on  open  culverts  be  repaired. 

The  recommendations  of  last  year  seem  to  have  been  carried  out. 
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All  LineSi  Maintenance. 

The  question  of  wliether  the  physical  condition  of  the  track  and  structures 
in  connection  therewith  has  been  kept  to  the  standard  of  former  years,  and 
especially  the  preceding  year,  is  one  rather  hard  to  answer,  even  after  a  care- 
ful study  of  the  expenditures  for  maintenance  and  a  physical  examination  of 
the  line,  because  so  many  elements  of  almost  indeterminate  character  enter 
the  problem.  The  fact  that  a  smaller  grand  total  was  spent  this  year  than 
last  proves  but  little  so  far  as  maintenance  for  safety  and  operation  is  con- 
cerned. The  items  of  ballast,  ties,  rails,  other  track  material,  roadway  and 
track,  tunnels,  bridges  and  other  openings  in  the  track,  are  the  principal  ones 
ui)on  which  the  safe  operation  of  the  line  depends.  The  total  of  these  items 
for  1009  is  about  6.08  per  cent  less  than  for  1908;  but  on  the  other  hand,  that 
of  rail  alone  for  909  —  and  rail  must  always  be  given  the  place  of  first  im- 
portance in  track — is  58.2  per  cent  greater  than  for  1908.  Ballast  in  1909 
fell  off  30.6  per  cent  and  ties  5.04  per  cent.  The  heavy  falling  off  in  ballast 
is  a  feature  open  to  comment,  and  the  deficiency  should  be  made  up  as  soon 
as  possible.  The  matter  of  improved  drainage,  so  frequently  alluded  to  in 
this  report,  is  one  upon  which  too  much  stress  can  not  be  laid;  the  life  of 
track  is  almost  wholly  dependent  upon  it,  for  without  it  there  is  no  fixed 
stability  of  track,  and  much  of  the  expenditure  in  aligning,  surfacing,  gaug- 
ing, and  sloping,  is  wasted. 

"  The  action  and  effects  of  water  although  daily  exhibited  may  be  briefly 
recapitulated:  water  running  on  the  surface  dissolves  and  washes  the  earth, 
soaking  the  roadbed,  and  choking  the  ditches.  When  soaked,  the  roadbed 
loses  its  firmness  and  the  ballast  sinks  irregularly.  This  displaces  the  track, 
thus  increasing  the  resistance  and  adding  greatly  to  the  wear  and  tear  of  both 
track  and  machinery.  Where  the  ballast  sinks,  many  of  the  cross- ties  will  be 
left  cl^ar  and  hanging  by  the  rail.  These,  on  the  passage  of  a  train,  deflect 
deeply,  thus  opposing  a  heavy  grade  against  the  wheels.  This  is  proved 
by  the  oozing  of  mud  from  under  the  ends  of  the  cross-ties  in  wet  weather, 
and  the  dissipation  of  clouds  of  dust  in  dry  season.  Water  standing  in  con- 
tiguity to  earth  work  is  equally  injurious.  No  matter  what  may  be  the 
height  of  an  embankment  of  loam,  sand,  or  clay,  water,  if  in  reach  of  it,  will 
rise  to  the  top,  being  carried  by  absorption,  and  will  produce  all  the  effects 
just  stated.  Water  not  only  destroys  the  cohesion  of  the  material  of  the 
roadbed,  but  swells  its  bulk.  It  is  sure  to  displace  the  best  laid  track.'' — 
A.  L.  Holley,  American  and  European  Railway  Practice, 

"  The  history  of  all  failures  of  earthworks  shows  the  disasters  consequent 
upon  inadequate  drainage,"  and  it  might  be  added,  a  large  part  of  the  con- 
tinual heavy  expense  of  maintenance  of  track  can  be  traced  directly  to  the 
same  source.  To  the  thorough  drainage  of  the  foreign  railroads,  and  especially 
the  English,  is  due  their  economy  in  maintenance  of  track,  equipment,  and 
engine  fuel.  Much  of  the  water  which  proves  troublesome  to  track  is  not  sur- 
face water,  but  rather  the  underground  water  which  works  its  way  to  the 
surface.  To  intercept  this  water  before  it  reaches  the  surface  is  the  principal 
function  of  under-drainage. 

The  overhead  railroad,  highway,  and  farm  crossings  that  do  not  clear  the 
tracks  21  ft.  require  a  survey  for  each,  to  determine  even  approximately  the 
cost  of  raising  them  to  clear. 

All  lAnes,  Operation, 

The  arrangen.ent  of  the  four  track  lines  is  not  the  best  to  give  the  highest 
operating  efficiency,  and  this  seems  to  be  well  understood  by  the  New  York 
Central  operating  staff  and  engineers;  but  it  is  a  condition  of  long  standing 
and  one  hard  to  overcome,  owing  to  the  growth  and  expansion  of  the  plant 
based  upon  this  method  of  operation.  The  four  tracks  are  numbered  1,  2,  3, 
and  4  beginning  at  the  right,  looking  east;  No.  1  is  the  eastbound  passenger 
track,  No.  2  the  westbound  passenger  track.  No.  3  the  westbound  freight 
track,  and  No.  4  the  eastbound  freiglit  track. 

In  order  to  make  the  greatest  use  of  a  four  track  line,  its  tracks  should  be 
so  "  hooked-up  "  that  a  train  could  be  run  around  or  passed  by  another  in 
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the  BBine  direction  without  stopping  either  of  them  and  without  interfering 
with  the  movement  of  trains  in  the  opposite  direction.  The  four  track 
arrangement  of  the  New  York  Central  does  not  admit  of  this.  Take  tbe 
case  of  an  eastbound  passenger  train  on  track  No.  I  out  of  Utica:  if  such  a 
train  were  to  be  passed  by  another  train,  it  would  have  to  take  aiding,  or 
if  kept  moving,  would  have  to  cross  two  we8tl)ound  tracks,  Nob.  2  and  3, 
one  a  passenger  and  the  other  a  freight,  in  order  to  reach  an  eastbound  track, 
but  in  crossing  it  would  be  subject  to  delays  by  approaching  trains  on  tracks 
2  and  3.  Westbound  the  situation  in  this  respect  is  better,  as  numbers  2  and 
3,  adjacent  tracks,  are  in  the  same  direction  and  can  be  used  interchangeably 
without  interfering  with  the  movement  in  the  opposite  direction. 

On  a  four  track  line  operated  so  as  to  set  the  greatest  movement  out  of  it, 
numbers  1  and  2,  adjacent  tracks,  would  be  eastbound,  and  numbers  3  and  4 
westbound.  This  arrangement  enables  a  train  on  either  number  1  or  2  to 
be  passed  by  a  train  in  the  same  direction,  by  switching  it  to  the  other  track, 
and  generally  without  stopping  either  of  them  and  always  without  oppos- 
ing movements  in  the  opposite  direction. 

By  the  New  York  Central  syatem  of  four  track  operation,  sidings  are 
necessary  to  enable  trains  in  the  same  direction  to  pass  each  other,  just  as 
though  the  line  were  simply  a  double  track  line;  and  as  now  operated,  it  is 
really  two  double  track  roads  lying  side  by  side. 

If  changed  as  outlined  above,  it  would  be  possible  to  handle  a  greater  maxi- 
mum volume  of  business  than  under  the  present  arrangements:  how  much 
greater  it  would  be  impossible  to  say  without  a  careful  analysis  of  the  train 
sheets,  etc.,  over  extended  periods  of  heavy  business^ 

The  cost  of  such  a  change  of  tracks  would  be  iieavy,  and  whether  it  would 
be  a  paying  investment  would  have  to  be  determined  by  a  careful  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  rearranging  the  cross-overs  and  other  track  facilities,  and  their 
signaling,  as  well  as  the  block  signals  and  station  facilities,  and  then  balanc- 
ing that  cost  against  the  advantages  above  noted.  It  should  be  noted  here 
that  the  present  method  of  operating  the  four  track  line  is  safe,  and  nothing 
in  that  respect  would  be  gained  by  a  change  as  outlined. 

Railroad  operation  generally  may  be  compared  to  a  game  of  chess,  but  it 
would  seem  that  the  engineers  of  the  New  York  Central  have  simplified 
matters  so  much  in  the  arrangement  of  facilities  as  to  resolve  the  situation 
to  rather  one  of  checkers. 

These  facilities  are  so  great  as  to  afford  a  rare  chance  for  many  combina- 
tions of  routes  and  such  as  no  other  railroad  system  in  the  country  affords. 
With  the  many  lines  over  which  traffic  can  be  passed  in  and  out  of  New  York 
city,  Buffalo,  and  Niagara  Falls,  it  would  be  by  a  combination  of  almost 
unthinkable  conditions  only  that  a  blockade  could  arise. 

Taking  the  Niagara  Falls  gateway  as  an  example,  the  main  line,  the  lines 
to  Rochester  and  Syracuse  are  available,  and  in  great  stress  some  assistance 
may  be  had  from  the  Ontario  division  (Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg). 
Of  course,  the  Uiree  side  linos  may  not  be  available  for  the  heaviest  power 
and  high  speed,  but  they  appear  to  be  in  condition  to  take  care  of  com- 
paratively heavy  power,  heavy  enough  at  least  to  haul  fair  sized  trains,  and 
which  in  times  of  congestion  would  relieve  the  main  line. 

Between  Buffalo  and  Albany  the  four  tracks  of  the  main  line  are  available 
as  well  as  the  tracks  of  the  West  Shore  railroad,  and  east  of  Syracuse  the 
main  line  is  of  course  relieved  of  the  heavy  tonnage  out  of  Buffalo  for 
Syracuse  and  Rochester,  and  can  therefore  take  better  care  of  traffic  that 
may  be  sent  to  the  main  line  via  the  Rochester  division.  From  Albany 
east  the  main  line,  West  Shore  railroad,  and  in  stress  the  Harlem  division 
via  the  Boston  and  Albany  and  Chatham,  is  available  for  business. 

Terminal  facilities,  especially  those  of  New  York  city,  are  generally  inade- 
quate, and  in  that  degree  negative  the  advantages  of  outside  facilities;  there- 
fore, to  relieve  New  York  city  and  other  large  places  by  sending,  there  only 
the  number  of  cars  needed  for  the  business  is  a  matter  of  great  importance 
for  the  New  York  Central  as  well  as  all  other  lines,  and  it  is  believed  that  the 
energies  of  the  operating  staff  could  not  be  employed  to  better  advantage 
than  in  watching  car  loading  at  the  various  points,  and  in  the  making  of  full 
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carload  lots,  of  other  than  fast  freight,  at  the  various  transfer  points,  and 
especially  at  the  Buffalo  and  Niagara  Falls  gateway  and  at  Albany.  If  the 
transfer  facilities  at  these  points  are  inadequate,  they  should  be  increased.  It 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  in  times  of  heavy  business  the  delay  due  to  the 
transferring  of  freight  is  but  a  small  proportion  of  that  due  to  waiting  for 
an  entrance  into  a  congested  point;  and  again,  the  hauling  of  less  than  car- 
load lots  is  more  expensive,  as  the  cost  per  ton  of  hauling  increases  inversely 
as  the  load. 

The  principles  of  the  design  of  quick  working  freight  transfer  atations  are 
well  understood,  and  such  stations  equipped  with  any  of  the  well  known  power 
appliances  for  handling  freight  make  the  delay  incident  to  transferring  very 
small  indeed,  at  most  but  a  fraction  of  the  delay  due  to  the  crowding  of  cars 
into  the  various  grand  terminals. 

The  freight  car  record  also  plays  an  important  part  in  the  handling  of 
cars,  and  any  system  of  recording  car  movements  and  the  delivery  of  their 
contents  which  does  not  at  all  times  show  who  is  personally  responsible  for 
the  movement,  or  rather  the  non -movement,  of  the  car  and  the  delivery  of 
its  contents,  is  defective  and  ought  to  be  abandoned. 

A  source  of  considerable  delay  to  freight  which  should  be  watched  most 
carefully  is  the  disabling  of  cars  under  Toad,  and  this  delay  ia  liable  to  be 
greater  per  car  on  larger  systems  than  on  shorter  ones,  because  of  the  ten* 
dency  of  the  larger  systems  to  not  inspect  so  closely  the  cars  received  from 
their  component  lines.  Ihe  only  remedy  for  this  is  the  strict  application  of 
the  Master  Car  Builders  inspection  rules  to  all  cars  interchanged  between  the 
grand  divisions  of  a  system.  This  at  first  thought  may  seem  onerous,  but  it 
would  be  done  and  be  considered  the  right  thing  to  do  as  a  matter  of  safety 
were  each  grand  division  a  separate  railroad  under  a  difTerent  management.

NEW  YOBK,   CHICAGO  AND   ST.   LOUIS  RAILROAD. 

Inspected  August  23,  1909.     Last  previous  inspection  October  10,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  New  York,  Chicago  and 
St.  Louis  railroad  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  portion  of  the  Now  York,  Chicago  and  St.  L*mis  railroad  in  the  State 
of  New  York  extends  from  a  connection  with  the  main  line  of  the  Erie  rail- 
road at  Seneca  Street,  Buffalo,  to  the  IVniisylvanin-State  Lino  wost  of  Ripley, 
a  dii>tanee  of  08.22  miles,  and  has  7.84  miles  of  second  main  trai'k  and 
33.12  miles  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  The  general  alignment  \a  go  id  and 
most  curves  light;  there  is  one  curve  between  the  Tifft  yard  and  Buffalo 
Junction  of  5  degrees ;  the  maximum,  aside  from  that,  *  is  3  degrees  30 
minutes,  located  near  Blasdell.  Ihe  grades  of  the  road  are  generally  light  and 
regular;  the  maximum  is  53  ft.  per  mile,  east  from  Lake  View  and  ascend- 
ing westward.  The  roadway  is  well  graded  and  properly  drained.  From 
Buffalo  Junction  to  Silver  Creek,  and  from  east  of  Dunkirk  to  Brocton,  about 
half  the  length  of  the  road,  the  track  is  constructed  close  along-^ide  that  of 
the  Pennsylvania  railroad,  and  on  thut  portion  of  tlie  road  most  of  the 
structures  are  joined  and  the  station  buildings  are  used  jointly. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  all  in  good  condition  and  generally  woll 
painted.  The  masonry  is  stone  and  concrete,  aUn  in  g.iod  ondition!  Tlie 
ties  and  guard  timbers  are  of  standard  dimensions  and  well  maintained. 
Inside  guard-rails  have  been  placed  on  all  the  long  structures.  There  are 
no  wooden  bridgi?s  remaining  in  the  roadway,  and  most  bridges  for  overhead 
crossings  of  highways  are  of  iron.  All  are  properly  maintained.  There  are 
no  overhead  obstructions  of  less  than  20  ft.  above  the  rail  except  in  the 
city  of  Buffalo,  where  they  can  not  well  be  changed,  and  all  such  are  pro- 
tected by  warning  signals  in  good  condition.  There  are  7  timber  trestles  yet 
remaining  in  main  line  track;  they  are  of  standard  construction  and  gener- 
ally in  good  condition;  Nos.  17-35  and  45  have  ties  needing  renewal.    There 
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are  25  open  culverts  and  cattle-paBses  yet  remaining  that  are  constructed 
entirely  of  wood;  the  others  have  good  masonry,  I-beam  and  timber  stringers. 
The  ties  and  guard  timbers  are  of  standard  dim«nsionB  and  in  good  repair. 
The  arch,  box,  and  pipe  culverts  are  properly  maintained. 

The  standard  dimensions  of  cross-ties  are  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  in  length,  and 
they  are  laid  at  the  rate  of  2992  to  the  mile  of  track;  about  70  per 
cent  are  oak,  20  per  cent  cedar,  and  10  per  cent  chestnut;  they  are  well 
spaced,  full  spiked,  and  the  general  condition  good.  1.03  miles  of  main  track 
is  laid  with  60-lb.,  12.5  miles  with  65-lb.,  and  the  remainder,  62.55  miles, 
with  75-lb.  steel  rail.  The  rails  are  connected  bv  angle  plates  and  continu- 
ous rail  joints  22  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts.  The  60-lb.  rail  is  somewliat 
worn;  the  remaining  rail  is  in  gcx>d  condition.  All  the  connections  are  full 
bolted  and  no  loose  bolts  were  observed.  All  main-track  switches  are  split 
point  and  have  automatic  stands  with  well  painted  .targets.  Switch  and 
semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  white  for  safety;  green  is 
used  for  caution.  The  frogs  are  spring  rail  and  well  maintained.  Derailing 
switches  are  in  all  sidings  where  their  use  appears  necessary  and  have  proper 
targets. 

The  road  is  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders  in  medium  to  fair  quantity. 
The  alignment  and  surfacing  of  the  track  are  good  and  the  outer  rail  on 
curves  properly  elevated  for  the  speed  at  which  trains  are  scheduled.  The 
average  length  of  track  sections  is  5.25  miles;  the  average  force  maintained 
on  each  consists  of  a  foreman  and  6  laborers.  Each  gang  is  furnished  with 
flags,  lanterns,  and  torpedoes,  and  all  portions  of  the  road  are  patrolled 
twice  daily  by  some  member  of  the  section  force. 

One  track  of  the  Buffalo  and  Southwestern  branch  of  the  Erie  railroad 
is  crossed  at  grade  by  2  freight  tracks  at  East  Buffalo:  the  crossing  is  pro- 
tected by  a  tilting  board  signal,  and  all  trains  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop; 
2  tracks  of  the  I^laware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  railroad  at  Smith  street, 
Buffalo:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  disc  signals  located  on  a  tower,  and 
all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop;  this  is  a  dangerous  crossing, 
being  operated  over  by  approximately  400  trains  or  engines  during  each 
24  hours;  your  Commission  has  before  it  the  question  of  its  elimination,  and 
this  matter  should  not  be  delayed;  there  have  been  several  serious  accidents 
there  within  the  past  few  years,  and  no  matter  how  carefully  operated  there 
is  a  strong  element  of  danger  at  this  crossing;  2  tracks  of  the  Buffalo  Creek 
railroad  are  crossed  at  grade  at  South  Buffalo:  the  crossing  is  protected  by 
a  tilting  board  signal,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop; 
1  track  of  the  Buffalo  and  Southwestern  branch  of  the  Erie  railroad  is 
crossed  at  Blasdell:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal,  and 
all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop;  1  track  of  the  Allegheny  divi- 
sion of  the  Erie  railroad  is  crossed  ne«ir  Dunkirk;  this  crossing  is  protected 
by  a  tilting  board  signal,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop; 
1  track  of  the  Dunkirk,  Allegheny  Valley  and  Pittsburgh  railroad  is  crossed 
at  Dunkirk:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal,  and  all  trains 
are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop;  1  track  of  the  Dunkirk  and  Fredonia 
electric  railroad  is  crossed  at  Dunkirk:  there  is  a  derailing  switch  on  one 
side  of  the  crossing  in  the  track  of  the  electric  railroad,  but  it  is  not  in 
operation;  there  is  a  proper  protection  over  the  trolley  wire.  Th^re  are  no 
interlocking  plants  m«iintained. 

The  right  of  way  is  free  from  trees,  brush,  and  rubbish,  and  is  fenced 
with  wire  and  boards,  generally  in  fair  repair,  but  is  not  maintained  on 
portions  of  the  road  where  live  stock  is  not  kept.  The  highway  crossings 
are  properly  graded,  well  planked,  and  protected  by  signs  of  the  X  form, 
suitably  located  and  well  painted.  The  cattle-guards  are  of  the  wooden  slat 
pattern,  and  are  lacking  at  some  crossings;  I  do  not  however  consider  that 
they  are  really  necessary,  as  live  stock  is  not  permitted  to  roam  at  large; 
grain  fields  along  the  highway  are  not  fenced,  and  no  stock  to  any  extent  is 
being  driven  along  the  traveled  road;  16  highway  grade  crossings  are  pro- 
tected bv  flagmen,  1  by  flagman  and  gates,  2  by  electric  bells,  and  the  remain- 
ing 69  by  crossing-signs  only. 
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Tlie  movements  of  trains  are  governed  by  the  telegraphic  train  order  system, 
positive  block  being  maintained  between  stations. 

Tlie  station  buildings  are  in  fair  to  good  repair;  they  are  clean  and  neat, 
and  properly  furnished.  The  platforms  are  of  plank,  gravel,  and  cinders  and 
in  good  condition.  Between  Dunkirk  and  Buffalo  the  stations,  except 
Angola,  are  owned  by  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  and  are  used 
jointly.  At  Dunkirk  and  Angola  the  joint  stations  are  the  property  of  the 
New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  L^uis  railroad.  At  Brocton  the  Lake  Shore  and 
Michigan  Southern  passenger  station  is  used  jointly.  Westerly  from  Brocton 
the  station  buildings  belong  to  the  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  railroad. 

The  road  shows  eacli  year  a  better  condition.  Principal  repairs  and  im- 
provements noted  ad  made  from  last  inspection  are  as  follows:  About  5  per 
cent  of  the  cross-ties  have  been  renewed;  8.14  miles  of  new  7o-lb.  steel  rail 
laid,  replacing  d5-lb.  rail;  1  clay  pipe  culvert  has  been  replaced  with  an  iron 
pipe;  5  open  culverts  formerly  of  timber  have  been  replaced  with  iron  pipe 
and  filling;  one  18-in.  iron  pipe  has  been  replaced  with  30-in.  pipe;  bridge 
No.  9  at  Idlewood  has  had  masonry  reinforced,  and  ffood  bridge  No.  20  at 
Irving  has  had  west  abutment  entirely  renewed  and  pier  heavily  reinforced 
and  is  in  first-class  condition  throughout;  necessarv  repairs  have  been  made 
to  station  buildings;  20  bridges  have  been  re-pamted;  3.14  miles  of  new 
wire  fence  have  been  erected,  and  6  miles  of  fence  extensively  repaired. 

UccommendaUona :  I'hat  necessary  renewal  be  made  of  the  worn  60-lb.  rail: 
that  the  eliminatfon  of  the  Smith  Street  crossing  of  the  Delaware,  Lacka- 
wanna and  Western  railroad  in  Buffalo  be  not  delayed;  and  that  necessary 
repairs  be  made  to  fences. 

ilcferring  to  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  report  of  last  inspection, 
the  worn  rail  has  been  generally  replaced;  no  additional  cattle-guards  have 
been  put  in,  nor  do  I  consider  their  being  put  in  would  be  of  benefit.

y«W   YORK,   NEW   HAVEN    AND   HABTFORD   RAILROAD. 

Inspected  July  12  and  16,  1909.     Last  previous  inspection  October  29,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission ,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  inspected  the  lines  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  railroad  in  the  State  of  New  York,*  Second  District,  and  respect- 
fully submit  the  following  report: 

The  main  line  extends  from  the  New  York  City-Mount  Vernon  line  (242nd 
street,  New  York  city)  to  the  Connecticut-State  line,  4  tracks  13.32  miles 
long.  The  Harlem  River  and  Port  Chester  railroad  (Harlem  River  branch) 
extends  from  New  Rochelle  Junction  to  the  New  York  city  line,  Pelham 
Manor,  6  tracks  1.67  miles  long.  Tlie  Western  division  (New  York  and  New 
Kngland  railroad)  extends  from  Hopewell  Junction,  where  it  joins  the  New- 
burgh,  Dutcliess  and  Connecticut  railroad,  to  the  Connecticut-State  line  near 
Mill  Plain  Rtntion,  2  tracks  28.76  miles  long.  The  general  alignment  of  the 
main  line  is  gtrnl,  with  maximum  curve  of  3  degrees  7  minutes,  nt  Port 
(  hester;  and  maximum  grade  of  30  ft.  per  mile,  alK)ut  1.2  miles  long,  between 
Larchmont  and  New  Rochelle.  On  the  Harlem  River  branch  the  maximum 
curve  is  1  degree  30  minutes,  and  maximum  grade  31  ft.  per  mile,  ^  mile 
long,  both  between  Pelham  Manor  and  Woodside.  The  roadbed  of  both  main^ 
line  and  Harlem  River  branch  are  in  good  condition. 

All  bridges  are  of  steel,  track  bridges  of  plate  girder  construction  and  of 
modern  design  and  maintenance.  The  same  may  be  said  of  all  open  culverts, 
cattle-passes,  pipe  culverts,  etc.  The  19  overhead  highway  bridges  do  not 
generally  give  the  prescribed  clearance,  and  in  most  instances  it  would  be 
quite  out  of  the  question  to  raise  them  to  the  standard  clearance  on  account 
of  Die  surrounding  local  conditions.  Taking  Mount  Vernon  as  an  example, 
where  2  of  these  bridges  do  not  clear  and  where  there  is  a  business  street 
with  an  electric  railway  on  it  alongside  of  and  parallel  to  the  railroad,  it 
would  be  difficult   indeed  to  raise  these  bridges   without  practically  putting 
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the  street  out  of  commission.  But  aside  from  such  conditions  as  those  just 
mentioned,  the  overhead  electric  construction  of  this  line  consisting  of  trusses 
for  carrying  the  electric  wires,  and  about  300  ft.  apart,  along  the  entire 
electric  district,  are  at  less  than  clearance  distance  above  the  tracks,  and 
therefore  the  raising  of  a  few  overhead  bridges  would  add  little  to  the  general 
overhead  clearance  of  the  line. 

The  standard  tie  is  7^  z  8  in.,  8  ft.  long,  and  the  tracks  are  well  tied,  spaced, 
and  spiked.  Tie-plates  are  being  extensively  used,  and  on  curves  ties  are  double 
spiked  on  the  outside  of  the  outside  rail.  Treated  ties  are  being  used  to  a  con- 
siderable extent  but  have  not  been  in  use  long  enough  to  show  their  efficiency, 
as  compared  with  untreated  ties.  It  is  claimed  for  treated  ties  (not  par- 
ticularly by  the  New  Haven  road,  however)  that  they  have  a  greater  spike 
holding  power  than  untreated  ties,  and  that  even  inferior  woods  treated  give 
a  good  account  of  themselves,  and  their  spike  holding  power  is  as  high  as 
85  per  cent  of  the  holding  power  of  untreated  white  oak.  If  this  be  true, 
and  indications  strongly  point  that  way,  the  use  of  the  screw  spike  with 
its  superior  holding  power,  will  admit  of  the  use  for  ties  of  woods  inferior  to 
white  oak  and  other  high  quality  woods:  a  great  advantage  in  view  of  the 
increasing  scarcity  of  high  n-ade  woods. 

The  main  line  and  branch  tracks  are  laid  with  100  lbs.  per  yard  rail, 
24-in.,  4-hole  splices,  suspended  joint;  rail  in  good  condition.  An  advance 
in  track  fastening  is  noted  in  the  use  of  the  screw  spike,  a  detail  which 
perhaps  gives  more  than  twice  the  holding  power  of  the  ordinary  track 
spike.  This  form  of  spike  has  the  advantage  of  holding  the  rail  permanently 
more  tightly  to  the  ties,  which  not  only  makes  a  better  carrying  track  but 
it  reduces  the  stresses  in  the  rail,  i.  e.,  the  base  or  lower  flange  of  the  rail. 
Split  switches,  automatic  switch  stands,  and  spring  rail  frogs  are  used  in 
main  tracks;  switches  are  provided  with  switch  lamps  and  switch  stand  targets 
are  well  painted.    Derailing  switches  are  used  where  required. 

The  ballast  is  stone.  The  alignment  and  surface  are  good,  and  curves  are 
elevated  and  eased  at  the  ends  so  that  they  "  ride  "  well  when  being  passed 
over  by  high-speed  trains.    No  railroad  grade  crossings. 

Interlocking  plants  on  main  line  are  located  at  the  following  points:  south 
of  Mount  Vernon,  Mount  Vernon,  New  Rochelle  Junction,  east  end  New 
Rochelle  yard,  Mamaroneck,  Harrison,  and  Rye.  No  interlocking  plants  on 
Harlem  branch,  as  none  are  required  within  the  territory  of  the  Second 
District. 

The  right  of  way  is  iu  good  condition.  Tliere  are  no  highway  crossings 
at  grade. 

The  block  system  is  electric  automatic  and  manual  controlled. 

The  station  buildings  are  in  good  condition,  with  modern  conveniences  and 
well  maintained. 

The  New  England  main  line,  from  Hopewell  to  State  Line,  has  31.11  miles 
main  track  laid  with  78-lb.  steel  rail,  with  24-in.  Weber  joint  connections,  4 
bolt  holes  to  the  joint;  22.58  miles  laid  with  79-lb.  rail,  30-in.  angle  bars,  6 
bolts  to  the  joint;  1.33  miles  laid  with  90-Ib.  re-rolled  steel  rail,  S-in.  angle 
bars,  4  bolts  to  the  joint;  0.23  mile  laid  with  75-lb.  rail,  24-in.  angle  bars,  4 
bolts  to  the  joint;  0.70  mile  laid  with  80-lb.  rail,  24-in.  angle  bars,  4  bolts  to 
the  joint ;  a  total  of  56.04  miles  single  main  track,  or  27.78  miles  double  track, 
0.48  mile  single  track.  There  are  12.45  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks. 
9  The  cross-ties  are  80  per  cent  chestnut  and  20  per  cent  oak;  6x6  in.,  8  ft. 
long  if  hewn,  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  long  if  sawed.  All  ties  in  since  last  inspection. 
Maximum  curve  is  7  degrees,  located  in  main  track  about  736  ft.  west  of 
mile-post  B-206,  or  three-fourths  mile  east  of  Poughquag.  Maximum  grade 
70  ft.  to  the  mile,  located  east  of  West  Patterson ;  length  of  location  is  763  ft. 

No  interlocking  plants  in  the  State  of  New  York. 

The  system  of  blocking  trains  or  governing  their  movement  is  by  telegraphic 
block  system,  which  is  absolute  and  permissive.  There  is  also  one  eastbound 
signal  at  Brewsters,  located  1500  ft.  from  point  of  facing  switch,  which  pro- 
tects passing  siding  and  is  worked  from  throw-over  at  switch;  thrown  by 
trainmen.  There  is  one  westbound  signal  at  West  Pawling,  protecting  cross- 
over between  east-  and  westbound  mam  tracks,  located  1650  ft  east  of  same. 
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worked  from  one  lever  machine  on  west  end  of  cross-over ;  thrown  by  trainmen. 
There  is  one  westbound  and  one  eastbound  signal  at  Poughquag,  worked  from 
two-lever  machine,  protecting  rock  cut;  thrown  by  cut  watchman  whenever 
necessary  to  protect  trains  from  any  obstruction.  There  is  also  one  signal  at 
Hopewell,  protecting  facing  point  switch  for  yard  movement,  located  1560  ft. 
east  of  same,  worked  from  throw-over  levers  at  switch;  thrown  by  yardmen. 

The  average  length  of  track  sections  is  3.14  miles,  and  the  average  number 
of  men  on  sections  is  8.  Flags,  torpedoes,  and  lanterns  furnished  foremen  for 
protection  of  their  work.  Track-walkers  on  this  territory  are  all  members  of 
the  section  gangs,  who  work  with  the  rest  of  the  force  on  the  sections  when 
not  patrolling  track.  No  watchmen  employed  to  protect  bridges  or  trestles; 
2  watchmen  employed  at  Poughquag  rock  cut. 

One  highway  crossing  is  protected  by  flagmen  without  gates,  located  east 
of  Hopewell  station,  and  11  crossings  are  unprotected. 

14,130  ft.  of  90-lb.  re- rolled  steel  rail  laid,  commencing  at  a  point  2  miles 
eaat  of  Brewsters  and  extending  east,  replacing  75-lb.  rail  in  eastbound  track; 
and  1503  ft.  additional  yard  tracks  at  Hopewell,  account  of  changes  in  throat 
at  west  end  of  yard. 

The  roadway  is  in  good  condition. 

All  bridges  except  one  are  of  steel,  the  one  exception  being  a  10-ft.  over 
,all  opening  west  of  Stormville  St.;  has  six  12 x  12-in.  stringers  and  is  in  good 
condition.  There  are  0  overhead  highway  and  private  crossing  bridges,  none 
of  which  have  the  full  clearance;  all  are  provided  with  bridge  guards  in  good 
condition;  some  of  these  overhead  bridges  could  be  raised  to  clear  without 
greatly  disturbing  existing  conditions. 

The  track  is  in  good  condition  as  to  ties,  rails  and  fastenings,  and  frogs, 
switches,  switch  stands,  alignment  and  surface. 

The  right  of  way  is  in  g(x>d  condition.  There  are  0  highway  and  24  private 
crossings  at  grade. 

The  station  buildings  are  generally  in  fair  condition. 
■     As  the  physical  condition  of  these  lines  is  good,  and  heavy  maintenance  of 
way  outlay  is  in  progress,  no  recommendations  seem  necessary  at  this  time.

NSW  TOBK,  ONTARIO  AND  WESTERN  RAILWAY. 

Inspected  July  5-10,  1009.    Last  previous  inspection  July  13-18  and  31, 1008. 

To  the  Public  Service  CotnnUssion,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  inspected  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  railway 
in  the  State  of  New  York  and  respectfullv  submit  the  following  report: 

The  main  line  extends  from  Cornwall  Junction,  near  Cornwall,  where  it 
connects  with  the  West  Shore  railroad,  to  Oswego,  271.75  miles,  where  it 
connects  with  the  New  York  Central  lines  (Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg 
railroad)  ;  the  line  is  double  tracked  between  Cornwall  Junction  and  Cadosia, 
106.70  miles,  except  through  3  tunnels:  Bloomingburgh,  Fallsburgh,  and  Hawk 
Mountain,  a  total  length  of  1.2  miles  which  is  single  tracked;  the  balance 
of  the  line,  including  the  branches,  is  single  tracked;  and  117.8  miles  sidings 
and  yard  tracks.  The  Ellenville  branch  extends  from  Summitville  to  Ellen- 
ville,  7.8  miles  main  track  and  0.85  mile  sidings;  the  Ellenville  and  Kingston 
railroad,  27.14  miles  main  track  and  8.02  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks; 
Port  Jervis,  Monticello  and  Summitville  branch,  38.27  miles  main  track  and 
5.15  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  Scranton  division,  Cadosia  to  Delaware 
river,  2.91  miles  main  track  and  0.50  mile  sidings;  Delhi  branch,  Walton  to 
Delhi,  16.84  miles  main  track  and  2.71  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  New 
Berlin  branch,  New  Berlin  Junction  to  New  Berlin,  22.38  miles  main  track 
and  2.66  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  Wharton  Valley  railroad.  New  Berlin 
to  Edmeston,  6.8  miles  main  track  and  1.29  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks; 
Pecksport  Connecting  railroad,  Pecksport  to  WTiites  Corners,  3.69  miles  main 
track  and  0.84  mile  sidings;  Utica  division,  Randallsville  to  Utica,  31.3  miles 
main  track  and  18.97  miles  sidings  an4  yard  tracks;  Rome  branch,  Clinton  to 
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Borne,  12.78  milee  main  track  and  2.76  miles  Bidings  and  yard  tracks.  For 
operating  purposes  the  line  is  divided  into  two  divisions:  that  portion,  includ- 
ing branches,  south  of  Sidney  is  the  Southern  division,  and  that  portion  north 
of  Sidney,  including  branches,  the  Northern  division. 

llie  main  line  and  branches  are  heavily  curved,  and  there  are  many  long, 
heavy  grades.  The  cuts  and  embankments  are  generally  of  sufficient  width,  and 
in  some  instances  supported  by  retaining  walls.  The  drainage  of  many  of  the 
cuts  however  is  not  good,  and  in  most  instances  could  be  improved  by  sub- 
drainage,  tile  drains  placed  below  frost  line  and  where  they  would  intercept 
the  water  before  it  reaches  the  surface  of  the  roadway;  considerable  ditching 
is  needed  at  various  points  on  the  line. 

There  are  4  tunnels:  Bloomingburgh,  3854  ft.  long,  about  770  ft  lined 
with  brick  and  stone  and  the  balance  without  lining,  being  apparently  in  a 
ffood  holding  rock;  Fallsburgh  tunnel,  1200  ft.  long,  about  450  ft.  lined  with 
brick  and  stone  and  the  balance  unlined,  being  in  what  appears  to  be  good 
holding  rock;  Hawk  Mountain  tunnel,  1300  ft.  long,  on  a  5  degree  curve,  lined 
with  timber  and  brick,  but  it  is  expected  that  all  the  timber  lining  will  be 
renewed  with  brick  by  October  1st  of  this  year ;  Northfleld  tunnel,  1700  ft.  long, 
partly  lined  with  steel  plates  and  brick  and  partly  unlined;  the  unlined  por- 
tion seems  to  be  in  good  holding  rock. 

The  steel  bridges  generally  are  of  good  design  and  the  recent  ones  wholly 
modem.     Bridge  No.  284,  between  Oxford  and  Norwich,  a  viaduct  of  riveted 
and  plate  girders,  is  about  820  ft.  long  and  its  highest  tower  about  146  ft.; 
it  has  an  entire  wooden  floor,  including  track  stringers;  at  the  time  of  the 
inspection  cover  plates  were  being  put  on   the  floor  beams,  which  will  add 
considerable  to  the  strength  of  these  members;  the  towers  are  latterly  braced 
with  tie-rods,  while  the  modern  practice  in  this  detail  is  to  use  angles  or 
some  similar  section   that  will   resist  both  tensile  and  compression  strains. 
The  timber  trestles  and  bridges  other  than  metal  are  not  of  modern  design, 
and  many  of  them  show  their  age  by  the  poor  condition  of  the  timber  of  which 
they  are  composed ;  there  is  a  total  of  about  6675  lineal  feet  of  these  structures 
on  the  whole  system,  and  at  least  60  per  cent,  or  4000  feet,  of  their  floors 
should  be  renewed  within  the  next  two  years.    The  design  of  these  structureti, 
especially  the  track  stringers,  is  not  in  accordance  with  modern  practice  in 
this  respect:  the  stringers  are  built  up  solidly,  and  generally  without  breaking 
joint;  this  method  not  only  concentrates  the  weak  points  of  the  member,  but 
the  tight  "  packing  "  of  the  stringer  prevents  it  from  drying  out  quickly  after 
it  has  been  wet.     Tliis  condition  is  highly  destructive  to  timber,  as  in  all 
cases  water  is  the  essential  and  principle  agent  in  its  outside  decay.     It  is 
the  action  of  moisture  and  oxygen  or  the  outer  surface  of  the  timber  and 
within  its  pores,  upon  the  substance  contained  within  the  sap,  which  results 
in  what  is  known  as  rot.     Hence  the  necessity  for  arran<;ring  the  built  up 
members  of  timber  structures  so  that  they  will  be  well  drained  and  ventilated 
in  all  their  component  parts.     All  the  overhead  highway  bridges  clear  21  ft. 
or  more,  except  4  carrjnng  other  lines  which  are  protected  by  guards.     The 
arch,  box,   and  pipe  culverts  are  apparently  in  good  condition  and  free  of 
obstructions  to  the  passage  of  water. 

The  cross-ties  of  the  main  line  do  not  average  good  and   in  many  places 
they  are   poor;    on   the   branches   they  avera^re   better   than    the   main    line, 
especially  when  considered  in  connection  with  the  lipfhter  power  and  lower 
rate  of  speed  on  the  branch  lines.     It  is  reported  that  one  tie  in  eight    Is 
renewed  per  year,  that  is  12%  per  cent.    It  is  doubtful  whether  the  time  basis 
can  be  depended  upon  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  in  determining  the  life  of 
ties.     Formerly,  when  power,  cars,  and  lading  were  comparatively  light,  the 
life  of  a  tie  was  the  time  it  took  for  it  to  decay,  but  now  its  iife  is  more 
properly  the  time  it  takes  for  it  to  wear  out,  this  wear  being  largely  caused  by 
the  rasping  or  filing  effect  of  the  rail  on  the  tie,  especially  ties  out  of  .surface, 
due  to  the  movement  of  the  rail  under  passing  loads  and  to  re-spiking.    Tlie 
old  spike  hole,  even  though  filled  with  a  wooden  plug,  leaves  a  weak  spot   in 
the  tie  which  aids  in  the  work  of  destruction.    Tie-plates  to  some  extent  pre- 
vent this  destructive  action,  but  to  a  small  extent  only.     Under  the  present 
conditions  of  train  loading  and  speed  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  life  of  a  tie 
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much  exceeds  five  years,  and  it  is  hardly  safe  to  assume  a  longer  life  than 
that  in  considering  the  matter  of  tie  renewals. 

The  main  tracks  are  laid  with  steel  rails  ranging  from  95  lbs.  per  yard 
to  56  lbs.  per  yard;  of  the  lightest  or  56-lb.  rail,  0.7  of  a  mile  is  laid  on  the 
EUenville  branch,  1.25  miles  on  the  EUenville  and  Kinsston  branch,  13.66  miles 
on  the  Delhi  branch,  and  6.3  miles  on  the  Rome  branch,  a  total  of  21.01  miles. 
There  is  no  other  rail  on  the  system  lighter  than  62  lbs.,  and  but  1  mile  of 
that  weight,  which  is  laid  on  the  Rome  branch.  The  rail  fastenings  are  36-in., 
6-bolt  angles,  95-lb.  rail;  26-in.,  6-bolt  Bonzano  joint,  85-lb.  rail;  24-in.,  4-bolt 
angles,  62- lb.  rail.  The  closer  spacing  of  the  6  bolts  of  the  Bonzano  joint 
makes  it  superior  to  the  6-bolt,  36-in.  angle  splice  with  the  wider  bolt  spacing. 
There  is  a  large  amount  of  worn  rail  in  the  main  line  tracks  on  various  sec- 
tions; among  them  may  be  mentioned  the  following  points,  all  north  of  the 
places  mentioned:  Cornwall  Junction,  Summitville,  Luzon,  Parkeville,  Roscoe, 
north  of  bridge  No.  154,  Cadosia,  Rock  Rift,  Beerston,  Walton,  bridge  No. 
222,  New  Britain  Junction,  Guilford.  Split  switches  and  spring  rail  frogs  are 
generally  used  in  the  main  tracks.  Switch  signals  are  painted  and  switch 
frogs  well  maintained.  Facing  point  switches  that  have  not  a  long  dear 
view  approaching  them  are  protected  by  distant  signals,  and  in  the  electrically 
blocked  territory  (Cornwall  Junction-Cadoeia)  the  main-track  switches  are 
connected  with  the  block  apparatus.  Derails  are  used  freely  in  the  protection 
of  sidings  from  which  cars  might  start  by  gravity  action. 

Anthracite  culm,  gravel,  and  engine  cinders. are  the  principal  ballasting 
materials.  During  the  past  year  31.49  single  track  miles  of  road  were  re-bal- 
lasted by  applying  14.03  miles  culm,  13.6  miles  gravel,  3.53  miles  engine 
cinders,  and  0.33  mile  stone;  the  latter  used  in  the  re-ballasting  of  Hawk 
Mountain  tunnel.  At  the  time  of  the  inspection  considerable  ballast  was  found 
distributed  along  the  line  on  the  Southern  division  and  a  large  force  of  men 
engaged  in  putting  it  in  place.  The  aligning  of  the  main  tracks  is  fair, 
but  the  surface  is  not  so  good.  In  this  respect  the  branch  lines  appear  to  be 
in  better  condition  than  the  main  line.  Curve  elevation  and  end  easement  of 
curves  are  well  cared  for. 

The  line  is  crossed  by  4  electric  trolley  lines  at  grade:  at  Port  Jenris, 
Oswego,  and  2  at  Ithaca.  At  Port  Jervis  the  electric  line  single  track 
approaches  and  crosses  the  steam  line  main  and  side  track  on  a  heavy  down 
srade  (about  llMt  per  cent)  :  there  is  a  derail  in  the  electric  track;  no 
trolley  guide.  At  Oswego,  10th  street,  near  south  end  of  yard,  the  electric 
line  single  track  crosses  3  tracks  of  the  steam  line:  no  derail  or  signal  pro- 
tection of  any  kind;  no  trolley  guide.  At  Utica,  Lafayette  Street  and 
Columbia  Street  electric  lines,  each  single  track  and  belonging  to  the  Utica 
and  Mohawk  Valley  railway,  cross  the  steam  road  at  grade:  each  line  is  pro- 
vided with  derails  and  trolley  guides.  The  line  is  crossed  at  grade  by  the 
Lehigh  and  Hudson  River  railway  single  track,  ai  Burnside,  2  tracks:  inter- 
locking signals  and  derails;  Erie  railroad,  Montgomery  branch,  single  track, 
at  Campbell  Hall,  2  tracks:  interlocked  signals  only,  trains  stop  before 
crossing;  Delaware  and  Hudson  railroad  2  tracks,  at  Sidney:  interlocking  but 
no  derails.  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  trains  stop  before  crossing,  Dela- 
ware and  Hudson  trains  do  not  stop;  Lehigh  Valley  railroad,  Sylvan  Beach 
junction:  this  is  a  junction  rather  than  a  crossing,  as  the  Lehigh  Valley  rail- 
road operates  over  about  600  ft.  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  at 
this  point;  a  modern  interlocking  plant  controls  the  main  movements;  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad  (Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg 
railroad)  1  track,  2  tracks  at  Central  Square:  no  interlocking  at  present,  but 
preparations  are  being  made  to  install  an  interlocking  plant;  West  Shore  rail- 
road, steam  and  third  rail  electric,  3  tracks,  cross  1  track:  interlocking,  no 
derails,  trains  of  both  roads  stop  before  crossing;  West  Shore  railroad,  2 
tracks,  1  track  at  Clarks  Mills:  interlocking,  derails  in  tracks  of  both  lines; 
it  is  possible  however  for  a  train  on  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  to 
stand  between  the  derail  switch  and  the  West  Shore  railroad  tracks  while 
trains  of  the  latter  road  are  moving  over  the  crossing. 

Electric  automatic  block  signals  are  operated  between  Cornwall  Junction 
and  Cadosia,  107  miles,  and  the  same  type  of  signals  is  now  being  installed 
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between  Fulton  and  Oswego,  12  miles.  Outside  of  the  district  operated  under 
the  block  system,  the  movements  of  trains  are  governed  by  the  time  limit 
system,  i.  e.,  that  of  spacing  trains  apart  a  certain  length  of  time  as  they 
arrive  a/t  the  various  telegraph  stations. 

The  right  of  way  i«  in  fair  condition  and  generally  well  fenced.  Mile-posta 
are  plac^  on  all  parts  of  the  line.  There  is  a  total  of  429  highway  grade 
crossings,  of  which  15  are  protected  by  flagmen  and  gates,  34  by  flagmen  only, 
38  by  electric  bells,  and  330  unprotected;  most  of  the  crossings  are  fairly 
well  located  as  to  view  from  them  and  from  approaching  trains;  all  are 
provided  with  cattle-guards  and  whistling-posts. 

Two  of  the  recently  constructed  state  roads  cross  at  grade:  one,  the  Seneca 
turnpike,  between  New  Hartford  and  Utica,  Utica  division,  and  the  other  at 
Kirkland,  Rome  branch.  As  these  highways  are  great  trunk  lines  of  high- 
speed road  vehicle  travel  it  would  be  well  to  eliminate  grade  crossings  at 
the  time  of  the  state  construction.  Elimination  at  that  time  would  probably 
cost  less  than  if  done  afterward.  Unless  some  such  measures  of  elimination 
are  taken,  road  crossing  accidents  are  likely  to  become  more,  rather  than 
less,  frequent  at  many  places  on  the  high-speed  state  roads.  The  view  from 
the  Seneca  turnpike  crossing  was  so  very  much  obscured  that  the  railroa<t 
company  found  it  necessary  to  cut  down  a  considerable  hill  to  better  it. 
There  appears  to  be  no  engineering  difficulties  in  (the  way  of  eliminating  either 
of  these  crossings. 

The  station  buildings  are  generally  in  good  condition  and  provided  with  the 
proper  conveniences,  and  with  fire  protection  appliances,  either  buckets  or 
portable  fire  extinguishers,  and  often  both. 

Rerommendaiiona :  The  matter  of  the  track  drainage  of  this  line  is  one  that 
should  receive  most  careful  attention  if  the  best  resultfl  are  to  be  gotten  from 
track  maintenance  expenditures.  It  is  nothing  but  a  waste  of  energy  and 
money  to  attenipit  to  keep  track  in  proper  line,  surface,  and  gauge  when  it 
is  not  practically  free  of  water.  This  may  be  taken  as  fundamental,  and  is 
not  a  new  idea  but  one  that  is  and  always  has  been  held  by  trackmen  as  the 
basis  of  good  track  maintenance.  Ihe  lack  of  proper  drainage  is  the  real 
reason  why  many  roads  have  poor  track  even  after  they  have  spent  money 
enough  to  have  made  good  track.  Not  only  must  the  so  called  surface  water 
be  kept  away  from  the  roadbed,  but  also  th»t  water  which  finds  its  way  to 
the  surface  from  beneath  the  roadbed,  it  often  being  more  insidious  in  its 
action  than  the  surface  water.  The  disposal  of  thi«  water  is  best  obtained  by 
means  of  tile  drains  —  common  agricultural  tile  —  placed  below  frost  line, 
where  it  will  intercept  the  underground  water  on  its  way  to  the  surface.  It 
is  hilly  countries,  like  that  through  which  the  road  passes,  that  are  most 
afl'ected  by  underground  water;  mountain  railroads  are  placed  at  the  lowest 
point  they  can  reach  and  the  water  from  the  hills  above  naturally  finds  these 
low  points,  and  as  soon  ais  a  cutting  is  made  through  a  hill  it  at  once 
becomes  a  waterway  for  a  more  or  less  sized  watershed  above  it.  Much  of  the 
water  atbove  finds  its  way  underground  to  below  the  bottom  of  the  cut,  and 
from  there  works  its  way  up  into  the  cut;  if  under-drainage  is  provided,  it 
will  inrtercept  and  discharge  much  of  this  water  before  it  reaches  the  surface. 
A  large  portion  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  railway,  in  the  more 
hilly  country,  is  in  need  of  this  drainage  treatment;  or  if  thfs  is  not  done, 
much  deeper  side  ditches  should  be  provided;  but  this  letter  method  is  more 
expensive  than  under-draihage.  Considerable  ordinary  side  ditching  should  be 
done  at  various  points,  especially  on  the  main  line  of  the  Southern  division. 

Bridge  No.  284,  viaduct,  should  be  provided  with  steel  stringers  in  place 
of  the  presenit  wooden  ones;  its  towers  should  be  braced  with  angles,  or  some 
other  standard  section  instead  of  the  present  rod  bracing.  In  designing  this 
proposed  bracing,  in  the  absence  of  trustworthy  data  as  to  the  force  of  the 
wind  during  violent  storms  in  that  neighborhood,  it  would  be  well  in  cal- 
culating the  stabili'ty  of  the  towers  to  take  the  maximum  possible  wind 
pressure  at  such  an  intensity  as  would  be  sufficient  to  blow  a  train  of 
empty  cars  off  the  viaduct,  the  condition  of  least  srtability  being  where  the 
viaduct  is  loaded  with  a  train  of  empty  box  cars.  The  wooden  stringers  of 
many  of  the  trestles  north  of  Norwich  should  be  renewed  promptly;   much 
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of  this  timber  is  old  and  its  life  about  gone.  The  method  of  "  packing  "  the 
stringers  is  obsolete :  by  a  packed  stringer  is  meant  one  made  up  of  a  number 
of  pieees  of  timber  of  sunicienit  and  equal  depth  placed  side  by  side  and 
bolted  together.  These  pieces  should  not  touch  each  other,  but  should  be 
spaced  say  1^  in.  or  2  in.  apart;  they  may  be  separated  by  castiron  spools 
or  by  wood  filler  blocks.  Ihis  separation  of  the  pieces  allows  free  ventilation 
and  drainage  of  all  the  parts  making  up  the  stringer  and  thereby  adds  much 
to  its  life.  Stringers  should  be  continuous  through  a  wooden  trestle,  and  the 
joints  of  the  pieces  composing  them  should  be  broken  so  as  not  to  concen- 
trate the  weakness  of  the  joints  at  any  one  point;  in  other  words,  there 
should  never  come  up  one  trestle  bent  more  than  one  joint  when  it  is  possi- 
ble to  avoid  it.  Beside  the  main  stringers  tha<t  come  directly  under  the  rails 
there  should  be  outside  stringers  that  either  come  under  the  guard  timbers 
or  just  outside  of  them;  these  outside  stringers  need  not  be  more  than  half 
the  section  of  the  main  stringers.  Their  duty  is  to  hold  up  a  train  in  case 
of  a  derailment  on  the  bridge,  by  preventing  the  ties  from  giving  way  when 
the  weight  of  the  train  is  brought  directly  upon  them.  None  of  the  wooden 
trestle  structures  are  provided  with  these  outside  stringers,  and  it  is  recom- 
mended that  they  be  included  in  the  renewal  of  the  floors  of  wooden  trestles. 
There  are  a  great  many  poor  ties  on  bridges  that  should  be  renewed  this 
vear,  and  it  is  so  recommended. 

The  matter  of  tie  lenewnls  having  l)een  considered  pretty  fully  in  the  body 
of  this  report  it  ix  hardly  necessary  to  emphasize  it  further.  It  U  recom- 
mended for  the  present  year  that  at  least  one  tie  in  five  he  the  basis  of  tie 
renewals,  and  tiiiA  rate  may  have  to  \te  continued  longer  or  until  better  drain- 
age relieves  the  tie«  of  much  of  the  wear  present  drainage  imposes  upon  them. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  worn  and  battered  rail  on  the  outside  of 
curves  be  replaced  this  year,  preference  being  given  to  curves  on  bridges  and 
near  the  ends  of  bridges.  The  56-lb.  rail  on  the  EUenville  branches  and  the 
Delhi  branch  should  be  given  cloee  attention,  especially  as  large  capacity 
coal  loaded  cars  may  be  sent  over  theoe  lines. 

The  matter  of  electric  power  wires  of  high  voltage  crossing  railroads  over- 
head is  one  that  deserves  a  careful  study  on  the  part  of  the  electrical 
experts  as  these  lines  are  on  the  increase.  It  might  be  decided  that  these 
wires  are  not  likely  to  cause  trouble,  but  as  an  engineering  proposition  it 
would  seem  that  «  failure,  with  bad  results,  is  within  reasonable  probability. 
There  are  so  many  overhead  obstructions  in  and  around  railroad  yards — in 
thi«  connection  the  high  power  wires  crossing  this  railway  overhead  at 
Fulton  (Broadway)  is  in  point  —  that  it  is  next  to  impossible  for  trainmen 
to  ride  on  top  of  box  cars  and  feel  reasonably  safe. 

The  interlocking  plant  controlling  the  movements  over  the  grade  crossing 
of  the  West  Shore  railroad  and  the  Rome  branch,  at  Clarks  Mills,  should 
be  so  arranged  that  the  moveirent  of  a  train  on  one  road  can  not  be  arranged 
for  until  a  train  passing  over  the  crossing  on  the  other  road  has  cleared  the 
derail  in  advance.

NIAGARA   JITXCTION    RAILWAY. 

Inspected  September  22.  IflOO.     Last  previous  inspection  August   17,   1908. 

To  the  Public  Seivite  Commission,  Second  Difftrict : 

GENTI.EMEX:  I  have  inspected  the  Niagara  Junction  railway  and  respeot- 
fully  submit  tV  following  report: 

The  Niagara  JunHion  railway  is  a  connet'ting  r-^ad  at  Niagara  Falls,  oi)erat- 
ing  for  freig'it  traflic,  and  extending  from  Port  Day  to  Nini^ara  FalU  villajre, 
in  town  of  Niagtira.  where  it  connect^  ^ith  the  Rophe'^ter,  Lcckpnrt  and 
Niagara  FalN  line  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudscui  River  railroad; 
there  is  also  a  connection  with  the  Erie  railroad  at  Echota,  about  2.2  miles 
east  of  Niagara  Falls.  The  length  of  the  main  line  is  4.8fi  miles:  including 
the  Erie  railroad  and  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad  con- 
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nections,  it  has  a  mileage  of  5.73;  it  has  about  6.3  milea  of  its  own  sidings, 
and  about  4  miles  private  sidings,  the  latter  leading  to  various  industries 
located  on  its  line.    It  is  comparatively  level,  with  generally  easy  curvature. 

Tlie  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  in  fair  condition  with  the  exception  of 
some  needed  tie  renewals.  The  timber  tresses  are  in  fair  condition.  There 
are  no  open  culverts  or  cattle- passes.  There  are  no  arches;  the  box  and 
pipe  culverts  are  in  good  condition  and  free  of  obstructions  to  the  passage 
of  water. 

The  cross-ties'  are  7x9  in.,  8  ft.  long,  laid  2816  ner  mile,  principally  oak 
and  in  fair  condition.  The  rail  is  principally  80-lb.,  connected  by  30-in., 
4-hole  angle  splices,  and  in  good  condition.  The  switches  are  split  point, 
provided  with  automatic  switch  stands  and  rigid  frogs.  Derailing  switches 
apparently  are  used  where  needed. 

The  ballast  is  broken  stone.  The  section  force  is  a  foreman  and  8  to  10 
laborers. 

The  right  of  way  is  in  good  condition  and  fenced  where  necessary.  Tlie 
approaches  of  highway  crossings  are  well  graded  and  planking  fair;  all  are 
provided  with  crossing-signs. 

The  road  handles  freight  only  as  a  belt  or  connecting  line  to  various 
industries;  apparently  no  stations  are  needed. 

The  repairs  and  improvements  are  of  a  nature  to  keep  the  line  in  fair 
condition  for  freight  movement. 

Recommendation:  That  further  repairs  to  ties  and  guard-rails  of  bridges 
be  made. 

The  reciHnmendations  of  last  year  seem  generally  to  have  been  complied 
with.

NOBTHEBN   CENTRAL  RAILWAY. 

Inspected  August  25  and  26,  1009.  Last  previous  inspection  Julv  27  and 
28,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commieeion,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Northern  Central  railway 
and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  main  line  enters  the  State  of  New  York  near  Fassett  and  extends  to 
Canandaigua.  The  southern  portion  of  the  line  (Elmira  and  Williamsport 
railroad)  extends  from  the  Pennsylvania^tate  line  to  a  connection  with  the 
Erie  railroad  at  South  port,  a  distance  of  6.44  miles  and  has  0.34  mile  of 
second  main  track  and  4.72  miles  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  From  South- 
port  to  Chemung  Junction,  a  distance  of  6.2  miles,  the  trains  operate  over  the 
tracks  of  the  Erie  railroad.  From  Chemung  Junction  to  Canandaigua,  the 
remaining  portion  of  the  main  line  is  known  as  the  Elmira  and  Lake  Ontario 
railroad,  the  distance  being  64.19  miles,  and  has  1.14  miles  of  second  track 
and  38.25  miles  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  The  Sodus  Bay  branch  connects 
with  the  main  line  at  Stanley  and  extends  to  Sodus  Bay,  a  distance  of 
34.06  miles  single  track,  and  has  11.03  miles  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks. 
There  is  at  Canandaigua  what  is  known  as  the  Lake  branch,  used  only  for 
freight  purposes,  connecting  with  the  main  line  in  Canandaigua  yard  and 
extending  to  Canandaigua  lake,  a  distance  of  1.48  miles  and  has  0.42  mile 
of  sidings,  and  in  this  report  is  treated  only  as  yard  track.  The  general 
alignment  of  the  main  line  is  very  fair,  although  there  are  frequent  curves 
on  the  portions  south  of  Elmira  and  between  Horseheads  and  Himrods,  but 
most  curves  are  light;  the  maximum  is  8  degrees,  located  at  Watkins;  south 
of  Elmira  the  maximum  curve  is  6  degrees,  near  State  Line  Junction. 
The  Sodus  Bay  branch  is  very  crooked  at  the  southerly  end,  but  the  curves 
are  light;  the  maximum  is  5  degrees,  located  north  of  Orleans.  The  grades 
of  the  main  line  are  very  regular  and  generally  light,  the  maximum  about 
66  ft.  per  mile  near  State  Line  Junction  and  south  of  Montour  Falls.  The 
grades  of  the  Sodus  branch  are  somewhat  irregular,  though  generally  light; 
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the  maximum  is  74^,4  ft.  per  mile  north  of  Phelps  Junction.  The  cuts  and 
embankments  are  of  full  width  and  proper  slopes  and  the  roadway  is  well 
drained. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridgi»s  are  in  good  condition  and  generally  well  painted, 
quite  extensive  painting  having, been  done  since  last  inspection;  the  masonry 
is  in  good  condition;  ties  and  guard  timbers  are  of  standard  dimensions  and 
well  maintained;  inside  guard-rails  are  in  place  on  all.  The  only  wooden 
bridges  remaining  in  the  roadway  are  4  spans  of  Howe  truss  on  the  Sodus 
Bay  branch;  they  are  in  good  condition  and  have  proper  masonry.  There 
are  «ome  wooden  bridges  used  for  overhead  highway  and  farm  crossings,  and 
all  such  are  properly  maintained.  The  only  overhead  obstructions  less  than 
20  ft.  above  the  track  are  the  crossing  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and 
Western  railroad  south  of  Horseheads,  which  has  a  clearance  of  19  ft.  4  in.; 
New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad  at  Himrods  Junction,  which 
has  a  clearance  of  17  ft.  3  in.;  and  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  railroad  1  mile 
south  of  Phelps  Junction,  w^ich  has  a  clearance  of  19  ft.  10  in.;  there  is  a 
public  highway  just  south  of  Penn  Yan  which  has  a  clearance  of  20  ft.  2  in. 
Warning  signals  are  in  place  at  the  crossings  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna 
and  W'estern  and  the  Xew  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroads,  and 
are  at  once  to  be  put  at  the  other  2  crossings.  There  are  10  timber  trestles 
remaining  in  the  main  line  track,  all  small  structures;  they  are  of  standard 
construction  and  in  first-class  repair;  there  are  4  quite  extensive  trestles 
yet  remaining  in  the  Sodus  Bay  branch,  also  of  standard  construction  and 
well  maintained.  Most  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  of  the  main  line  have 
concrete  or  stone  masonry  and  I-beam  strinc^ers;  there  are  9  remaining,  con 
structed  entirely  of  wood;  all  have  standard  ties  and  guard  timbers  in  good 
repair  and  all  are  in  safe  condition.  All  open  culverts  and  cattle-ipasses  of 
the  Sodus  Bay  branch  have  masonry ;  one  south  of  Seneca  Castle  has  masonry 
in  bad  condition  and  the  stringers  are  supported  on  bents;  material  is  on 
hand  for  rebuilding  and  the  work  is  to  be  done  in  the  very  near  future;  all 
others  are  in  good  condition.  The  arch,  ibox,  and  pipe  culverts  are  all  in 
good  condition. 

The  standard  dimensions  of  cross-ties  are  7x7  in.,  8%  ft.  in  length,  and 
they  are  laid  at  the  rate  of  2600  to  the  mile  of  track.  In  the  main  line  track 
south  of  Elmira,  they  are  about  80  per  cent  oak  and  20  per  cent  yellow  pine; 
north  of  Elmira,  71  per  cent  oak,  26  per  cent  yellow  pine,  and  3  per  cent 
chestnut.  In  the  Sodus  Bay  branch  track,  65  per  cent  are  oak,  22  per  cent 
yellow  pine,  and  13  per  cent  chestnut.  They  are  evenly  spaced,  full  spiked, 
and  in  good  condition;  most  renewals  necessary  this  season  have  already  been 
made.  51.76  miles  of  the  main  line  track  are  laid  with  85-lb.  and  the 
remainder,  22.35  miles,  with  70-lh.  steel  rail;  the  rail  is  in  very  good  condi- 
tion generally  and  renewal  is  being  made  as  necessary.  In  the  Sodus  Bay 
branch,  7.02  miles  are  laid  with  70-lb.  and  the  remainder,  27.04  miles,  with 
60-lb.  steel  rail;  the  greater  portion  of  this  rail  is  much  worn  and  quite 
extensive  renewals  are  needed;  there  has  been  some  new  76-lb.  rail  put  in 
and  it  is  expected  to  renew  more  of  it  this  season.  All  main-track  switches 
are  split  point  with  stands  mainlj^'  automatic  for  main  track;  the  targets 
are  in  good  condition.  High  targets  are  used  in  obscure  places  and  in  some 
cases  distant  signals  interlock  with  the  main-track  switch  stands.  Switch 
and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  white  for  safety;  green 
is  used  for  caution.  Both  rigid  and  spring  rail  frogs  are  used  and  are 
properly  maintained.  Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  where  their  use 
appears  necessary,  and  have  proper  targets. 

The  tracks  are  l>allasted  with  gravel  and  cinders,  generally  in  fair  quan- 
tity. The  alignment  and  surfacing  of  the  main  line  track  is  first  class  and 
of  the  Sodus  Bay  branch  very  good.  The  outer  rail  on  curves  is  properly 
elevated  for  the  speed  at  which  the  trains  are  scheduled.  The  track  sections 
of  the  main  line  south  of  Elmira  are  4  miles  in  length,  north  of  Elmira  and 
of  the  Sodus  Bay  branch  5  miles  in  length;  the  average  force  maintained 
upon  each  consists  of  a  foreman  and  6  laborers.  Each  gang  is  furnished  with 
flags,  lanterns,  and  torpedoes,  and  all  portions  of  the  track  are  patrolled 
daily.

One  track  of  the  Elmira  and  Seneca  Lake  railway  (electric)  is  crossed  at 
grade  at  Montour  Falls:  there  are  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the 
electric  road,  but  the  protection  over  the  trolley  wire  is  too  short;  I  track 
of  the  Naples  branch  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  railroad  at  Stanley:  the  crossing 
is  protected  by  an  interlocking  plant;  there  are  home  and  distant  signals  on 
the  Northern  Central  railway,  and  home  signals  and  derailing  switches  in  the 
track  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  railroad;  Lehigh  Valley  trains  are  required  to 
come  to  a  full  stop,  Northern  Central  trains  do*  not  stop  if  signals  are  in 
their  favor;  1  track  of  the  Auburn  branch  of  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  railroad  is  crossed  at  Phelps  Junction  by  the  Sodus  Bay 
branch:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  flagman,  and  all  trains  are  required 
to  come  to  a  full  stop ;  1  track  of  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  rail- 
road, operated  iby  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad,  is 
crossed  at  grade  by  the  Sodus  Bay  branch  at  Wallington:  the  crossing  is 
protected  by  home  signals  that  are  interlocked,  and  aU  trains  are  required 
to  come  to  a  full  stop.  The  only  interlocking  plants  maintained  are  at  the 
connection  with  the  Erie  railroad  at  Southport  and  Chemung  Junction,  at 
the  crossing  of  the  Naples  branch  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  railroad  at  Stanley, 
and  the  interlocking  signals  at  the  crossing  of  the  Rome,  Watertown  and 
Ogdensburg  railroad  at  Wallington. 

The  right  of  way  is  free  from  trees,  brush,  and  rubbish,  and  is  fenoed 
with  wire  generally  in  fair  repair;  in  some  places  (however  the  fences  are 
not  in  good  condition.  Ihe  highway  crossings  are  well  graded,  properly 
planked,  and  protected  by  signs  of  the  diamond  form,  suitably  located  and 
well  painted;  cattle-guards  mainly  of  the  wooden  slat  pattern  with  proper 
guard-fences  are  in  place  at  each  boundary  of  the  highways  crossed  at  grade; 
7  highway  grade  crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen,  7  by  flagmen  and  gates, 
and  the  remainder,  110,  by  crossing-signs  only. 

The  movements  of  trains  are  governed  by  the  manually  controlled,  positive 
block  system. 

The  station  buildings  are  well  maintained,  are  clean  and  neat  and  the 
sanitary  condition  good.  Water  is  provided  for  drinking,  and  time-tables 
are  posted  in  the  waiting  rooms.  Platforms  are  of  cement,  plank,  and  gravel 
and  are  in  good  condition.  Water  in  pails  and  fire  extingiSiishers  are  pro- 
vided as  protection  against  fire.  At  stations  where  there  is  a  water  system, 
sanitary  closets  are  maintained,  and  at  nearly  all  others  there .  are  outside 
closets  which  are  well  cared  for;  most  of  those  noted  as  missing  on  last 
inspection  have  been  supplied  and  arrangements  made  for  building  the  others 
needed.  Station  grounds  and  station  yards  are  in  proper  condition,  and  ai 
some  of  the  more  important  stations  there  are  lawns  with  shrubs,  flowers, 
and  ornamental  plants. 

Since  the  last  inspection,  there  has  been  general  improvement  in  the  con- 
dition of  the  road,  the  most  important  repairs  and  improvements  noted  as 
made  are  as  follows:  About  10  per  cent  of  the  cross-t^es  in  the  main  line 
track  and  19  per  cent  of  those  in  the  Sodus  Bay  branch  track  have  been 
replaced;  0.57  mile  of  85-lb.  rail  has  been  laid  in  main  line  track  south  of 
Elmira,  replacing  worn  85-l<b.  rail,  and  '^.32  miles  same  weiffht  rail  north 
of  Elmira,  replacing  worn  85-  and  70-lb.  rail;  and  0.95  mile  of  70-lb.  rail  in 
the  Sodus  Bay  branch  track,  replacing  worn  60-  and  70-lb.  rails;  14.2  miles 
of  main  line  track  and  10.4  miles  of  the  Sodus  Bay  branch  have  been  re-bal- 
lasted with  cinders;  timber  trestle  bridge  No.  19  of  the  Sodus  Bay  branch 
has  been  extensively  repaired;  1  stone  box  culvert  has  been  replaced  with 
24-in.  pipe,  and  a  brick  arch  culvert  on  the  Sodus  Bay  branch  extensively 
repaired;  1  abutment  to  bridge  No.  24  south  of  Elmira  has  been  rebuilt;  2 
of  the  timber  culverts  have  been  practically  rebuilt;  5  bridges  have  been 
re-painted;  a  60-ft.  extension  has  been  added  to  the  icing  plant  at  Soutli- 
port  yard,  and  the  loading  platform  extended  44  ft.;  extensive  repairs  have 
been  made  to  the  yard  office  at  Southport,  and  the  building  remoaeled;  new 
roof  has  been  placed  on  ice  house  at  Southport;  the  roof  and  floor  of  cement 
house  at  Southport  have  been  renewed;  the  roof  of  the  freight  house  at 
Elmira  has  been  renewed,  and  a  new  floor  placed  in  the  freight  office;  new 
floor  has  been  put  in  telegraph  office  at  Watkins;   the  freight  platforms  at 
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Himrods  and  Penn  Yan  have  been  partially  renewed;  a  new  yard  office  has 
been  built  at  Canandaigua,  transfer  platform  at  that,  place  renewed,  and  an 
extension  of  80  ft.  made  to  the  freight  house  platform;  new  roof  has  been 
put  on  blacksmith  shop  at  that  place,  and  extensive  repairs  made  to  the  ash 
pit;  quite  extensive  repairs  have  also  been  made  to  other  station  buildings, 
and  re-painting  done  where  necessary;  4  miles  of  new  fence  have  been  erected 
on  the  main  line  and  8.21  miles  extensively  repaired;  3.2  miles  of  new  fence 
on  the  Sodus  Bay  branch  and  3.75  miles  repaired;  1.8  miles  of  enow-fenoe 
has  also  been  erected  on  the  main  line  and  0.3  mile  on  the  Sodus  Bay 
branch;  improvements  and  extensions  have  been  made  to  sidings  at  Horse- 
heads,  Himrods,  Penn  Yan,  and  Canandaigua  on  the  main  line  and  at  Wal- 
lington  on  the  Sodus  Bay  branch;  the  foundation  of  75-ft.  turntable  at 
Southport  yard  has  been  renewed;  2  new  freigfht  scales  have  been  installed 
at  Watkins  freight  station;  new  crossing  gates  and  tower  erected  at  Fourth 
street  in  Watkins;  a  new  pump  has  been  installed  at  Stanley  station;  on 
the  Sodus  Bay  branch,  wagon  scale  has  been  installed  at  Outlet,  a  new  pump 
at  Sodus  Bay  Center,  the  coal  trestle  at  Sodus  Point  has  been  extensively 
repaired,  and  some  dredging  done  at  that  point. 

Recommendations:     That  the  necessary  renewal  of  rail  be  made  on   the 
Sodus  Bay  branch,  and  that  the  fences  be  put  in  proper  repair. 

Referring  to  recommendations  contained  in  report  of  last  inspection,  those 
recommendations  have  received  proper  attention.

NOBWOOD  AHD  SAINT  LAWRENCE  BAILBOAD  AND  RATMONDVILLE  AND  WADDINOTON 

lAILBOAD. 

Inspected  November  16,  17,  1909.  Last  previous  inspection  November  3,  4, 
1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Norwood  and  Saint  Law- 
rence railroad,  and  the  Raymondville  and  Waddington  railroad  operated  by 
the  Norwood  and  St.  Lawrence  Railroad  Company,  and  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report: 

The  Norwood  and  St.  Lawrence  railroad  connects  with  the  Rome,  Water* 
town  and  Ogdensburg  division  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
railroad  and  with  the  Rutland  railroad  at  Norwood  and  extends  to  Raymond- 
ville, a  distance  of  7.5  miles,  and  has  1.4  miles  of  sidinss  and  yard  tracks. 
The  Raymondville  and  Waddington  railroad  connects  with  the  Norwood  and 
St.  Lawrence  railroad  near  Raymondville  and  extends  to  Waddington,  a  dis- 
tance of  11.60  miles,  and  has  about  0.75  mile  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks. 
Both  are  single-track  roads.  Both  roads  are  considerably  crooked  in  places, 
with  maximum  curves  of  12  degrees.  The  maximum  grade  of  the  Norwood 
and  St.  Lawrence  is  75  ft.  per  mile,  of  the  Raymondville  and  Waddington  66 
ft.  per  mile.  The  Raymondville  and  Waddington  railroad  is  not  yet  com- 
pleted, and  in  some  cases  track  is  laid  practically  on  the  surface  of  the 
ground  over  hills  and  also  through  v^alleys,  making  the  grades  as  in  use  at 
present  considerably  steeper. 

The  Norwood  and  St.  Lawrence  railroad  is  very  well  graded  and  properly 
drained.  The  grading  of  the  Ra>'mondville  and  Waddington  railroad  is  not 
completed,  although  the  track  is  laid  and  in  use;  where  the  grading  is  com- 
pleted the  ditches  are  in  very  fair  condition. 

In  the  Norwood  and  St.  Lawrence  railroad  there  is  but  1  iron  bridge:  it  is 
a  2-span,  I-beam  deck,  with  abutments  and  a  pier  of  concrete  masonry;  it  is 
in  proper  condition  and  has  standard  ties  and  zuard  timbers  well  maintained. 
On  the  Raymondville  and  Waddington  railroaa  there  are  5  such  structures: 
2  have  single  spans,  2  have  3  spans  each,  and  another  2  spans;  they  are  in 
good  condition,  have  first-class  concrete  masonry  and  standard  ties  and  guard 
timbers,  all  new ;  inside  guard-rails  have  only  been  placed  on  one  of  the  bridges 
but  are  to  be' put  on  the  others.    At  the  2  single  span  bridges  the  embankments 
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have  not  been  completed  and  the  trains  operate  over  a  temporary  track  laid  to 
one  side  of  where  the  bridges  are  constructed,  and  the  track  is  carried  across 
the  stream  on  temporary  trestles;  the  embankments  however  were  nearly  com- 
pleted at  the  time  the  inspection  was  made  and  the  track  was  to  be  transferred 
so  as  to  operate  over  the  bridges  within  a  few  days.  There  are  no  wooden 
bridges  in  the  roadway  nor  for  overhead  highway  or  farm  crossings,  and  there 
are  no  overhead  obstructions.  There  arc  no  timber  trestles  in  the  Norwood  and 
St.  Lawrence  railroad;  in  the  Raymondville  and  Waddington  railroad  there 
are  6  such  structures,  consisting  of  from  3  to  0  spans  each;  these  are  all  tem- 
porary structures  and  are  to  be  replaced  with  permanent  structures  as  rapidly 
as  possible;  they  are  in  safe  condition  so  long  as  carefully  watched  so  that 
none  of  the  timbers  get  out  of  place,  and  the  trains  are  required  to  operate 
very  slowly  when  crossing  them.  There  are  2  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes 
with  good  concrete  masonry  and  I-beam  stringers,  and  14  constructed  entirely 
of  timber;  all  are  temporary  structures  and  are  to  be  replaced  with  permanent 
ones  as  rapidly  as  possible;  these  are  in  the  same  condition  as  the  trestles, 
and  need  careful  attention  and  slow  speed  over  them.  The  arch,  box,  and  pipe 
culverts  are  in  good  condition;  quite  a  number  of  the  temporary  open  culverts 
are  to  be  replaced-  with  iron  pipes  or  concrete  arch  or  box  culverts. 

The  standard  cross- ties  are  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  in  length,  and  laid  at  the  rate  of 
2816  to  the  mile  of  track;  those  on  the  Raymondville  and  Waddington  railroad 
are  all  new;  on  the  Norwood  and  St.  Lawrence  railroad  they  are  in  good  condi- 
tion, necessary  renewals  having  been  made;  they  are  practically  all  cedar.  The 
Norwood  and  St.  Lawrence  railroad  has  about  7  miles  of  track  laid  with  70-lb., 
and  0.5  mile  with  56-lb.  steel  rail;  the  70-lb.  rails  are  connected  by  angle 
plates  30  in.  in  length  with  6  bolts;  the  o<$-lb.  rail,  which  is  laid  in  Norfolk 
and  Raymondville  yards,  is  connected  by  Fish  plates  20  in.  in  length  and  angle 
plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts;  the  70-lb.  rail  is  in  good  condition;  the 
56-lb.  rail  in  fair  condition  for  the  purpose  used.  The  Raymondville  and  Wad- 
dington railroad  has  9  miles  laid  with  70-lb.  steel  rail,  and  the  remainder, 
2.69  miles,  with  60-lb.  steel  rail;  the  70-lb.  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates 
30  in.  in  length  with  6  bolts,  the  60-lb.  rails  by  angle  and  Fish  plates  24  in. 
in  length  with  4  bolts;  the  70-lb.  rail  is  new  and  in  first-class  condition;  the 
60-lb.  rail  is  worn,  having  been  used  elsewhere,  and  is  only  put  in  temporarily 
and  is  to  be  replaced  with  70-lb.  rail  as  soon  as  the  grading  is  completed.  All 
main-track  switches  are  split  point;  both  rigid  and  automatic  stands  are  used 
and  have  proper  targets.  Switch  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  white 
for  safety.  The  frogs  are  rigid  and  properly  maintained.  No  derailing 
switches  are  used,  nor  apparently  necessary.  The  Norwood  and  St.  Lawrence 
railroad  is  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders  in  medium  quantity;  the  Ray- 
mondville and  Waddington  railroad  has  as  yet  but  little  ballast  and  that  little 
is  of  sand  and  cinders.  The  alignment  and  surfacing  of  the  Norwood  and  St. 
Lawrence  railroad  are  good,  but  of  the  Raymondville  and  Waddington  some- 
what irregular  as  yet.  The  outer  rail  on  curves  is  properly  elevated  for  the 
speed  at  which  the  trains  operate.  The  Norwood  and  St.  Lawrence  railroad  is 
maintained  by  a  track  force  consisting  of  a  foreman  and  5  laborers;  on  the 
Raymondville  and  Waddington  railroad  there  is  a  large  construction  force  yet 
at  work.    All  portions  of  the  track  are  patrolled  daily. 

The  right  of  way  of  the  Norwood  and  St.  Lawrence  railroad,  is  free  from 
trees,  brush,  and  rubbish :  on  the  Raymondville  and  Waddington  railroad  trees 
and  brush  are  all  cut,  but  some  logs  ^'et  remain  on  the  right  of  way.  The  Nor- 
wood and  St.  Lawrence  railroad  is  \^ell  fenced  with  wire,  and  wire  fencing 
is  being  erected  on  the  Raymondville  and  Waddiiigtdn  railroad.  There  are  6 
highway  grade  crossings  on  the  Norwood  and  St.  Lawrence  railroiad:  they  are 
very  well  graded  and  all  are  protected  by  crossing-signs  of  the  diamond  form. 
On  the  Raymondville  and  Waddington  railroad  there  are  10  grade  crossings; 
one  is  a  temporary  crossing,  and  an  overhead  bridge  will  be  erected  when  the 
cut  is  completed.  These  crossings  arc  fairly  well  graded,  properly  planked, 
and  all  are  protected  by  signs  of  the  diamond  form.  On  the  Norwood  and  St. 
Lawrence  railroad  there  are  metallic  slat  cattle-guards  at  each  boundary  of 
the  highways  crossed ;  as  yet  none  have  been  put  in  on  the  Raymondville  and 
Waadington  railroad.

The  movements  of  trains  are  governed  by  the  telephonic  train  order  system. 

At  Norwood  the  company  uses  station  buildings  jointly  with  the  Rome, 
Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  and  the  Rutland  railroads;  at  Norfolk  there  is  a 
small  passenger  stetion  and  office  building  and  a  wooden  freight  houae,  all  in 
good  condition;  at  Raymondville,  on  the  Norwood  and  8t.  Lawrence  railroad, 
there  is  a  small  combined  freight  and  passenger  station :  it  is  an  old  building, 
and  when  the  new  station  is  completed  at  that  point  on  the  Raymondville  and 
Waddington  railroad  will  be  abandoned  except  for  freight.  New  combination 
frame  passenger  stations  of  good  size  and  modern  construction  are  being 
erected  on  the  Raymondville  and  Waddington  railroad  at  Raymondville,  Chase's 
Mills,  and  Waddington;  these  buildings  are  well  along  and  will  be  completed 
in  9  short  time. 

Since  the  last  inspection  the  Raymondville  and  Waddington  railroad  has 
been  so  far  completed  as  to  be  put  in  operation.  On  the  Norwood  and  St. 
Lawrence  railroad  about  10  per  cent  of  the  cross-ties  have  been  renewed;  some 
re- ballasting  has  been  done;  and  cattle-guards  put  in  at  each  boundary  of  the 
highways  crossed  at  grade. 

Hecommendations :  That  great  care  be  used  in  operating  the  Raymondville 
and  Waddington  railroad  until  such  time  as  the  grading  is  properly  completed 
and  tracks  put  in  proper  alignment  and  surface;  that  the  temporary  structures 
in  the  roadway  of  that  line  be  very  carefully  watched  and  operated  over,  and 
the  permanent  structures  be  completed  as  rapidly  as  possible;  that  the  worn 
light  rail  put  in  that  line  for  temporary  use  be  replaced  when  the  grading  is 
completed. 

The  recommendations  contained  in  report  of  last  annual  inspection  have  been 
complied  with,

OTIS    ELEVATING   RAILWAY. 

Injspected  July  1,  1009.    Last  previous  inspection  June  19,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  inspected  the  Otis  Elevating  railway  and  respectfully 
sul)mit  the  following  report: 

The  line  is  straight  excepting  two  light  turnout  curves  in  each  track  at 
the  ends  of  the  passing  point.  The  grade  is  fairly  uniform,  but  there  is  one 
considerable  **  dip  "  about  a  quarter  of  the  wray  from  the  bottom  up  the  plane. 
The  roadbed  is  of  sufficient  width  and  is  kept  clear  of  underbrusn,  etc.,  and 
is  well  drained. 

The  two  important  bridge  structures  carrying  the  tracks  are  a  steel  viaduct 
about  480  ft.  long  and  a  reinforced  concrete  trestle  about  286  ft.  long.  The 
steel  viaduct  consists  of  steel  towers  and  lo-in.  I-beam  track  stringers,  and 
is  in  good  condition.  The  concrete  trestle,  built  during  the  past  year  and 
replacing  a  wooden  trestle,  is  in  good  condition.  The  concrete  masonry  foun- 
dations of  both  structures  appear  to  be  in  good  condition,  showing  no 
settling.  There  are  Z  wooden  stringer  bridges,  span  10  ft.  each,  crossing 
private  roads,  and  in  good  condition;  the  overhead  bridge  clears  sufficiently, 
as  there  is  no  riding  on  top  of  cars. 

The  track  superstructure  may  be  defined  as  a  wooden  bridge  floor,  carried 
on  cross-ties  and  longitudinal  stringers  its  entire  length:  wood  mudsills  are 
ballasted  into  the  roadbed,  upon  which  wood  stringers  are  placed  on  edge; 
these  stringers  vary  in  size,  6  x  12  in.  and  7x14  in.,  etc.,  but  are  of  suffi- 
cient strength  and  well  supported  vertically  at  all  points ;  the  cross-ties  rest 
on  the  stringers,  to  which  every  second  one  is  bolted.  ''Grip  timbers,"  upon 
which  the  safety  device  is  supposed  to  clutch  in  case  of  a  runaway,  are 
placed  in  each  track  near  the  outside  rails  and  bolted  to  the  ties,  the  heads 
of  the  bolts  being  countersunk.  The  track  itself  consists  of  3  rails,  one 
common  to  both  tracks  except  at  the  passing  point,  half  way  down  the  plane, 
where  there  is  a  double  track.  This  arrangement  of  rails  enables  two  trains 
to  pass  each  other  without  the  intervention  of  movable  9witche8,  and  (admits 
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of  3  rails  for  most  of  the  distance  doing  the  duty  that  would  ordinarily 
require  4  rails.  The  rail  weighs  35  lbs.  per  yard,  and  the  joint  connections 
are  IS-an.,  4-hoIe  angle  plates.  There  are  2  switdies,  both  at  the  head  of 
the  plane:  one  is  a  ecnnection  with  the  Oatskill  «nd  Tannerayille  railway, 
and  the  other  is  a  safety  or  derailing  switch,  to  be  set  in  the  run-off  or 
derailing  position  when  the  TannersvilTe  connecting  switch  is  being  used,  so 
that  in  vase  of  mishap  to  a  car  being  switched  it  would  not  runaway  down 
the  plane.  Ihe  maintemince  of  track  is  done  by  th%  section  force  of  the 
Catskill  and  Tannersville  railway. 

The  system  of  operation   employed  is   a  combination  of  the  balance  and 
hoist  princnple,  one  train  descending  while  the  other  ascends,  both  fastened 
to  the  ends  of  the  same  cable.    Ihere  are  two  upright  boilers,  Manning  type, 
6  ft.  diameter  and  20  ft.  in  length,  each  with  152  2-in.  flues;   the  working 
steam  pressure  is  125  pounds  per  square  inch;   a  6-4n.  steam  pipe  connects 
the  boilers  with  the  engines.     The  hauling  power  consists  of  two  Hamilton- 
Corliss  reversing  engines.     On  the  main  shaft,  common  to  both  engines  and 
speeded  at  90  revolutions  per  minute,  is  carried  a  pinion  of  21  teeth  engag- 
ing in  a  main  gear  of  .100  teeth  and  about  12  ft.  diameter.     Alongside  the 
main  gear  is  the  hauling  drum,  12  ft.  diameter,  fitted  with  grooves  for  receiy- 
ing  the  hauling  ropes.     These  grooves  are  not  immovably  attached   to  the 
drum,  but  are  put  on  its  face  to  a  neat  fit  so  «s  to  permit  them  to  turn  on 
the  face  of  the  drum  in  the  event  of  the  application  of  suddenly  applied  or 
unusual  strains.    Ihey  are  held  on  the  drum  by  retaining  rings.    Facing  the 
main   drum   is  an   idler  drum  of  the   same  diameter.     There  are  2   service 
brake  wheels  of  8  ft.  dian?eter  and  d-in.  face,  fitted  on  the  main  shaft.   There 
is  in  addition  to  thfFe  brakes  an  auxiliary  brake  for  emergency  use  fitted  to 
the  hauling  drum.     The  brakes  are  of  the  strap  type,  the  strap  being  lined 
with  wood-fibre.     The  hauKng  ropes  consist  of  two  1%   inch  crucible  steel 
cables,  supported  on  the  plane  by  castiron  sheaves  12-in.  diameter,  5 ^-in.  face, 
grooved    1-in.    deep    on    the    straight   line,    and    19-in.    diameter    7 -in.    face, 
grooved  2-in.  deep  on  the  curves  formed  by  the  turnouts  of  the  passing  point. 
Ihe  sheave  bearings  arc  Babbit  lined  and  provided  with  lubricator  boxes. 

The  engine  and  train  movements  are  controlled  by  an  operator,  with  an 
assistant  standing  alongside,  stationed  with  the  controlling  levers,  etc.,  in 
a  room  on  the  floor  above  the  engines,  from  which  he  has  a  view  of  nearly 
the  whole  length  of  the  plane,  the  only  exception  to  the  view  being  a  few 
hundred  feet  where  the  line  depresses  vertically  a  sufllcient  distance  to  take 
one  of  the  cars  out  of  sight  for  a  few  seconds.  The  control  is  by  means 
of  levers:  brake,  reverse,  and  throttle.  The  brake  and  reverse  movements 
are  effected  either  by  compressed  air  or  by  manual  power,  using  separate 
levers  for  each  power.  A  speed  gauge  set  to  give  an  audible  signal  when  the 
speed  reaches  8  miles  per  hour  (the  operating  speed)  is  placed  in  front  of 
the  controlling  levers  in  plain  eight  of  the  operator.  A  car  is  permanently 
attached  to  each  end  of  the  two  cables  (the  two  cables  forming  one  hauling 
rope) ;  the  rabies  en  leaving  a  car,  say  at  the  top  of  the  plane,  pass  into  the 
engine  house  to  the  main  or  driving  drum,  around  that  drum  and  thence  to 
the  idler  drum,  making  two  turns  around  these  drums,  thence  passing  out 
of  the  back  of  the  engine  house  around  an  inclined  deflecting  pulley  about 
8-ft.  diameter,  and  from  there  back  to  and  down  the  plane  where  they  are 
attached  to  the  car  at  the  foot  of  the  plane.  In  the  hauling  movement,  a 
train  moving  down  the  plane  by  gravity  assists  in  the  work  of  hauling  an 
up-bound   train. 

The  safety  device  or  "  grip  "  is  attached  to  the  bottom  of  the  car  and  is 
held  in  the  open  or  running  position  by  means  of  an  appliance  similar  to  the 
centrifugal  governing  device  of  a  stationary  steam  engine,  and  is  set  to 
automaticRlly  close  the  teeth  on  the  "grip  timber**  when  the  car  reaches  a 
speed  of  12  nriles  per  hour.  It  is  claimed  by  the  superintendent  that  this 
appliance  will  stop  a  car  moving  freely  down  the  plane  in  a  distance  of 
six  feet. 

Telephone  communication  between  the  conductor  of  a  train  and  the  opera- 
tor in  charge  of  the  hoisting  engine  is  maintained  by  means  of  wire  laid 
doNvn.  the  plane  and  connected  to  the  telephone  on  the  car  by  means  of  a 
eliding  contact  shoe  carried  on  front  of  the  car. 
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The  line  does  both  passenger  and  freight  business^  but  is  operated  during 
the  summer  season  only. 

The  road  is  provided  with  stations  at  4)oth  the  foot  and  head  of  the  plane. 

It  appears  that  the  road  has  been  kept  in  good  condition  during  the  past 
year  and  the  work  recommended  by  the  Commission  carried  out,  with  the 
exception  of  that  of  providing  an  automatic  stop  at  the  top  of  the  plane. 

Reconumendationa :  1'hat  on  renewing  the  ties,  outside  guard  timbers  be 
put  on  to  assist  in  keeping  cars  on  the  roadway  in  tbe  event  of  derailment; 
that  on  the  renewal  of  the  present  cables,  one  cable  of  sufficient  dimensions 
be  substituted  for  the  two;  the  two  cables,  if  acting  together,  give  a  good 
margin  of  safety  when  working  under  the  loads  to  which  they  are  ordinarily 
subjected,  but  if  from  any  cause  the  load  is  thrown  on  one  cable  alone,  it 
would  be  strained  somewhat  greater  than  is  allowable  in  good  practice;  an 
unequal  stretching  of  the  two  ropes,  which  it  is  reasonaible  to  suppose  could 
be  brought  about,  might  at  any  tin*e  throw  an  undue  strain  on  one  rope, 
and  I  believe  a  single  cable  would  show  \etm  wear  to  itself  and  to  the  track 
idler-pulleys;  that  some  means  be  adopted  for  testing  the  working  cable 
sufficiently  often  to  insure  safety.

OWA8CO   RIVEB  BAILWAY. 

Inspected  Noven.ber  2,  1909.    Last  previous  inspection  July  20,  1008. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission^  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Owasco  River  railway  and 
respectfully   submit   the  following  report: 

The  Owasco  River  railway  connects  with  the  yard  of  the  Auburn  branch 
of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad  at  Auburn  and  extends 
to  the  Internationa]  Harvester  Company's  works  in  said  city,  a  distance  of 
0.5  mile,  and  has  approximately  P/6  miles  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  Tlie 
road  is  constructed  for  quite  a  portion  of  its  length  along  the  Owasco 
river,  and  has  en  it  aibout  1200  feet  of  framed  bent  timber  treble  constructed 
of  yellow  pine,  on  masonry  foundations.  The  road  is  used  only  for  switching 
purpose's  and  is  operated  at  slow  speed.  It  is  generally  in  good  condition 
for  the  purpose  and  in  the  manner  used.  A  few  of  the  stringers  and  ties 
on  the  trestle  need  renewal,  and  the  attention  of  the  men  engaged  in  making 
repairs  wias  directed  to  them.  Your  inspector  was  advised  that  materials 
were  en  hand  to  make  the  additional  renewals,  and  at  the  time  the  inspec- 
tion was  made  men  were  engaged  at  that  work. 

There  are  2  spans  of  lattice  girder  deck  bridge  on  masonry  foundation: 
they  are  in  proper  condition  and  have  standard  ties  and  guard  timbers;  a 
few  ties  were  noted,  and  attention  directed  to  them,  that  were  somewhat 
decayed  and  jieed  renewal ;  aside  from  that  they  do  not  require  any  present 
attention. 

The  portion  of  the  road  constructed  on  the  ground,  with  practically  no 
cuts  or  fills,  is  in  proper  repair.  The  cross-ties,  mixed  pine  and  oak,  are 
6x8  in..  8  ft.  in  lergth.  and  laid  at  the  rate  of  2816  to  the  mile  of  track. 
The  rail  is  in  fair  ccndition  and  the  connections  properly  made.  The 
switches  arc  split  point  and  have  rigid  stands  without  targets.  The  frogs 
are  rigid. 

Two  tracks  of  electric  railroad  are  crossed  at  grade  on  Genesee  street  and 
one  on  North  street:  there  are  no  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the 
electric  read,  and  it  is  not  practicable  to  put  them  there;  there  is  proper 
protection  over  the  trolley  wire.  The  conductors  of  the  electric  railroad 
are  required  to  pilot  their  cars  across  the  track  of  the  steam  railroad,  and 
whenever  the  trains  of  the  steam  railroad  operate  across  the  srtreets  on 
which  the  electric  tracks  are,  and  also  on  the  other  streets  crossed,  they 
prcrtrct  by  flapgirg.  At  each  side  of  the  streets  there  are  gates,  which  are 
opened  only  when  necessary  for  trains  to  pass  through. 
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Taken  as  a  whole,  the  railroad  is  in  fair  condition  for  the  purpose  used, 
and  the  only  recommendation  considered  necessary  is  that  the  stringers  and 
ties  on  the  trestle  and  on  the  bridge,  to  which  attention  was  directed,  be 
renewed.

PITT8BUBG,  8HAWMUT  AND  NOBTHEBN  XAILBOAD. 

Inspected  August  3,  1009.     Last  previous  inspection  October  6,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Pittift>urg,  Shawmut  and 
Northern  railroad  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  main  line  extends  from  Wayland,  where  it  connects  with  the  Delaware, 
Lackawanna  and  VVestern  railroad,  to  the  Pennsylvania-State  line  at  State 
Line  Junction,  where  it  connects  with  the  Pennsylvania  railroad,  and  has 
68.9  miles  single  track  and  16.86  miles  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  It  has 
two  branches:  the  Glean  branch  extending  from  Glean  Junction  to  Glean, 
9  miles  single  track  and  1.07  miles  sidings  and  yard  track;  and  another 
extending  from  Moraine  to  HDrnell,  9.29  miles  single  track  and  6.41  miles 
sidings  and  yard  tracks. 

The  heaviest  traffic  of  the  line  being  soft  coal,  the  general  profile  outbound 
from  the  mines  is  interesting  both  from  an  operating  and  maintenance  stand- 
point. In  passing  from  the  state  line  to  Belvidere  it  crosses  the  watershed 
between  the  Alleghenv  and  Genesee  valleys;  at  Belvidere  the  line  crosses  the 
Genesee  river  and  follows  the  river  valley  to  the  valley  of  the  Angelica  creek, 
and  thence  in  the  valley  of  that  creek  to  its  headwaters  and  the  village  of 
Angelica,  with  a  maximum  ascending  grade  of  0.53  per  cent,  compensated. 
From  Angelica  to  Scholes,  5.6  miles,  the  maximum  ascending  grade  is  0.6 
per  cent,  comipensated ;  Scholes  to  Summit,  12.26  miles,  the  maximum  ascend- 
ing grade  is  0.il7  per  cent,  and  from  Summit  to  the  connection  with  the  Erie 
railroad  at  Swains,  4.2  miles,  the  grade  is  1.6  per  cent  descending;  between 
Homell  and  Wayland  the  grades  are  easy;  all  of  which  shows  a  favorably 
located  line. 

The  surface  drainage  is  good.  A  great  deal  of  the  line  is  located  in  clay 
beds,  especially  west  of  Angelica.  These  beds  vary  in  thickness  from  a  few 
feet  to  hundreds  of  feet  and  are  often  miles  in  length,  and  are  Uie  cause  of 
extraordinary  maintenance  expenses;  when  wet  they  will  not  stand  at  any 
reasonable  slope,  and  their  successful  drainage,  if  at  all  possible,  can  be 
accomplished  only  by  methods  almost  prohibitive  in  cost.  However  the 
economical  phase  of  these  beds  is  of  importance,  as  the  development  of  the 
clay  industry  in  this  district  would  be  of  great  value  to  the  road.  It  is  with 
the  maintenance  of  the  line  through  the  clay  district  that  the  road  is  immedi- 
ately concerned.  Ko  earth  is  more  affected  by  water  and  air  or  more  diffi- 
cult to  treat  than  the  clay  of  this  district,  as  it  will  expand  i!  exposed  to 
air  and  without  contact  with  water;  this  property,  and  contraction  upon  dry- 
ing, alone  make  it  an  earth  particularly  liable  to, slide  and  induce  fissures 
and  cracks  through  which  w^ater  flows.  If  this  clay  could  be  kept  fairly  dry 
it  would  be  stable  enough  for  practical  purposes,  but  this  can  not  be  effected, 
for  water  in  clay  is  held  in  suspension  for  a  considerable  time,  its  plastic 
nature  tending  to  prevent  its  freeing  itself.  Water  penetrating  most  clays, 
and  the  kind  of  clay  here  under  consideration,  converts  the  mass  into  a  semi- 
fluid condition,  resting  only  when  horizontal  or  nearly  so.  It  should  however 
be  borne  in  mind  that  clay  may  be  over-drained,  so  that  it  becomes  too  dry, 
as  when  it  will  shrink  and  crack;  the  aim  should  be  to  keep  it  in  a  suffi- 
ciently moist  state  to  obviate  such  troubles  and  at  the  same  time  dry  enough 
to  be  firm.  Along  the  line  of  this  road  the  dip  of  the  clay  being  toward  the 
adjacent  large  stream,  the  material  necessarily  slides  more  than  if  the  dip 
were  toward  a  hillside  of  stable  material.  Also  it  runs  along  the  edges  of 
clay  spurs,  always  likely  to  do  irore  sliding  than  the  main  mass.  A  covering 
of  close  growing  grass  or  a  layer  of  engine  cinders  will  often  prove  advan- 
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tageouB  in  resiBting  both  atmospheric  and  frost  action.  These  cuts  have  been 
greatly  improved  within  the  past  few  years. 

All  steel  bridges  and  viaducts,  wooden  bridges,  timber  trestles,  open  cul- 
verts, and  cattl^passes  are  in  good  condition.  The  arch,  box,  and  pipe  cul- 
verts appear  to  be  in  good  condition  and  free  of  obstruction  to  the  passage 
of  water. 

The  cros8>ties  are  7x7  in.,  8  ft.  long,  mixed  oak,  chestnut,  and  yellow  pine. 
The  renewals  during  past  year  are  as  follows :  main  line  12,470,  Olean  branch 
2472,  and  Hornell  branch  2698.  Ties  are  laid  about  2660  per  mile,  and  are 
in  fair  condition. 

The  main  line  has  53.40  miles  laid  with  85-lb.  and  16.41  miles  with  56-lb. 
steel  rail,  connected  by  30-in.  Weber  joints  and  21-in.  6-bolt  angle  plates;  the 
Olean  and  Hornell  branches  are  laid  with  56-lb.  rail,  the  connections  beins 
21-in.  6-bolt  an^le  plates.  The  rail  is  in  fair  condition.  All  main- track 
switches  are  split  point,  with  automatic  switch  stands  provided  with  targets 
and  lights.  6pring  rail  frogs  are  used  with  the  80-lb.  rail  and  rigid  frogs 
with  the  66-lb.  rail.  All  the  switch  work  is  in  good  condition.  Derailing 
switches  protect  the  main  tracks  where  they  seem  needed. 

The  ballasting  is  of  sand  and  gravel  in  fair  quantity.  The  alignment  and 
surface  are  good,  as  was  shown  by  riding  over  the  line  at  a  speed  greater 
than  that  of  the  passenger  trains.  The  sections  on  the  main  line  and  Olean 
branch  are  6.5  miles,  and  on  the  Hornell  branch  5.8  miles;  the  working  force 
main  line  and  Hornell  branch  is  6  men,  and  the  Olean  4>ranch  4  men  per 
section;  the  sections  are  patrolled  daily  by  members  of  the  various  gangs; 
all  are  provided  with  the  necessary  appliances  for  signaling  trains  to  stop. 

At  Ceres,  the  Olean  Street  railway  (electric)  crosses  wye  tracks:  no  derail- 
ing switches  and  no  trolley  protection;  conductors  of  electric  line  pilot  their 
cars  across  the  steam  road  tracks;  at  White  House,  Pennsylvania  railroad, 
Buffalo  division:  crossing  interlocked  and  maintained  by  Pennsylvania  rail- 
road. 

The  right  of  way  is  in  good  condition.  The  approaclies  of  highway  cross- 
ings are  generally  well  graded  and  planked;  there  are  12  on  main  line,  14  on 
Olean  branch,  and  0  on  Hornell  branch;  all  provided  with  crossing-signs  and 
cattle-guards.  At  Canaseraga,  the  Church  Street  crossing  is  protected  by  a 
fla|nnan. 

Trains  are  operated  by  train  orders  and  time  limit. 

There  is  but  one  overhead  obstruction  on  this  line:  an  overhead  bridge 
of  less  than  21-ft.  clearance,  on  the  wye  branch  siding  connection  with  the 
Pennsylvania  railroad,  Olean;  it  is  provided  with  warning  guards;  would 
require  a  survey  to  determine  cost  of  raising  it  to  clear  21  ft. 

The  stations  are  in  good  condition  and  the  "  housekeeping"  good;  drinking 
water  and  toilet  facilities  provided;  the  station  at  Olean  is  a  model  of  its 
kind. 

The  repairs  and  improvements  noted  are  about  2600  yards  ballast  on  main 
line;  none  on  branches.  The  bridges  on  the  main  line  have  been  extensivelv 
replaced  and  repaired,  as  follows:  No.  1.9,  74  ft.,  5  spans  wood  trestle  fillea, 
with  a  48-in.  castiron  pipe  and  a  line  of  24-in.  tile  for  passage  of  water; 
No.  7.4,  112  ft.,  8  spans  wood  trestle,  filled;  No.  12.3,  6  ft.  wood  cattle-pass 
replaced  by  a  rail  top  concrete  box;  No.  12.6,  wood  stringers  renewed;  No. 
13.7,  32-ft.  wood  bridge  replaced  by  concrete  masonry;  No.  16,  14-ft.  wood 
trestle,  No.  15.7,  8-ft.  wood  trestle,  No.  16.8,  14-ft.  wood  trestle.  No.  17.4, 
1'1-ft.  wood  trestle,  No.  19.4,  8  ft.  wood  cattle-pass,  all  replaced  by  steel 
bridges ;  No.  26.6,  46-ft.  wood  trestle  replaced  by  a  5x6  in.  wood  box  and 
filled;  No.  31.2,  40  ft.,  3  spans  wood  trestle,  replaced  by  30-ft.  clear  span 
through  plate  girder;  No.  61.3,  57  ft.,  6  spans  wood  trestle,  replaced  by  40-ft. 
clear  span  through  plate  girder;  No.  62,  2  spans  23.5  ft.  over  all,  replaced  by 
steel  16-ft.  clear  span  20  ft.  over  all;  No.  64,  16-ft.  wood  span,  replaced  by 
I-beams  '12-ft.  clear  span  15.5  ft.  over  all.  On  the  Olean  branch,  No.  72.8, 
stringers  renewed.  On  the  Hornell  branch.  No.  13,  10.5  ft,  1  span  trestle, 
replaced  by  I-beams  5-ft.  clear  span;  No.  15.7,  26.2  ft.  trestle  replaced  by 
20-ft.  clear  span  deck  plate  girder;  No.  19.1,  16.33-ft.  wood  span,  filled.  New 
depot  at  ParKinsville;  new  shelter  depot  at  Garwoods;  new  shelter  depot  at 
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SwaiiiA;    Canaseraga   depot    repaired;    Stony   Brook   Qlen   depot   re-painted. 
Yard  extension  at  Angelica ;  siding  lengthened  at  West  Xotch ;  passing  siding 
lengthened  at  Bolivar. 
HecommeHdaiions :    That  under-drainage  be  resorted  to  freely. 
The  recommendations  of  last  year  seem  to  have  been  carried  out.

RUTLAND  RAILROAD. 

Inspected  October  12,  13,  1900.  LAst  previous  inspection  October  9,  10,  and 
18,  1008. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District: 

GENTLEMEN:  I  have  inspected  the  lines  of  the  Rutland  railroad  in  New 
York  state  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

Ogdensburg  and  Lake  Champlain  Division. 

This  division  is  single  track  and  extends  from  Ogdensburg  to  Rouses  Point, 
118.8  miles;  it  has  38.18  miles  of  yard  tracks  and  sidings.  The  alignment  ia 
good,  the  maximum  curve  being  2  degrees  30  minutes,  at  Makine.  The  maxi- 
mum grade  westbound.  Brandy  Brook  to  Clinton  Mills,  2  miles  long,  is  44  ft. 
per  mile;  eastbound,  Moira,  2.5  miles  long,  30  ft.  per  mile.  The  cuts  and 
embankments  are  generally  of  good  cross-section  and  the  surface  drainage  in 
fair  condition. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  in  good  condition.  There  are  no  wooden  truss 
bridges;  such  wooden  bridges  as  remain  carry  highway  and  farm  crossings 
and  are  in  good  condition.  Where  overhead  bridges  do  not  clear  the  tracks 
21  ft.  they  are  provided  with  warning  guards.  The  one  timber  trestle  is  at 
Rouses  Point,  across  part  of  L#ake  Champlain;  there  are  2100  ft.  in  New 
York  state,  the  balance  being  in  the  State  of  Vermont ;  it  is  in  good  condition. 
Tlie  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  are  in  fair  condition,  the  masonry  of  some 
being  in  need  of  rebuilding,  although  safe  lor  the  passage  of  trains.  Consider- 
able renewal  of  masonry  has  been  done  this  season  and  more  is  in  progress. 
The  arch,  box,  and  pipe  culverts  are  in  fair  condition  and  free  of  obstructions 
to  the  passage  of  water. 

The  dimensions  of  the  cross- ties  are  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  long,  laid  2002  per  mile 
of  track.  The  approximate  proportions  of  the  various  kinds  of  ties  are  cedar 
50  per  cent,  chestnut  30  per  cent,  oak  10  per  cent,  and  yellow  pine  10  per  cent. 
The  rail  and  fastenings  are:  78.125  miles  80  lbs.,  36-in.  and  40-in.,  6-hole 
angles;  26.395  miles  80  lbs.,  36-in.,  6-hole  angles;  0.82  miles  72  lbs.,  24-in.9 
4-hole  angles;  3.31  miles  75  lbs.,  24-in.,  26-in.,  and  30-iu.,  4-hole  angles;  the 
rail  is  in  fair  condition  and  fully  bolted.  All  main- track  switches  are  split 
point  and  the  switch  stands  are  provided  with  targets  and  lamps.  Derailing 
switches  are  used  where  they  seem  necessary. 

The  ballast  is  largely  of  gravel  and  engine  cinders  in  good  quantity;  some 
stone  ballast  is  used  in  wet  rock  cuts.  The  alignment  and  surface  are  fair. 
The  average  length  of  sections  is  5  miles,  with  a  force  of  a  foreman  and  4 
men  per  section.  Caution  signs,  bulletin  notices,  flags,  and  torpedoes  are  used 
in  the  protection  of  track  work,  and  all  gangs  appear  to  be  furnished  with  the 
necessary  appliances  for  signaling  trains  to  stop.  Sections  are  patrolled  daily 
by  members  of  gang. 

The  grade  crossings  of  railroads  are  as  follows:  Delaware  and  Hudson  rail- 
road. Bouses  Point,  1  track:  no  interlocking,  ball  signal,  trains  stop  before 
crossing;  Delaware  and  Hudson  railroad,  Mooers  Junction,  1  track:  no  inter- 
locking, ball  signal,  trains  stop  before  crossing;  St.  Lawrence  and  Adirondack 
railway,  Malone  Junction,  1  track:  no  interlocking,  ball  signal,  trains  stop 
before  crossing;  New  York  and  Ottawa  railway,  Moira,  1  track:  no  interlock- 
ing, a  double  junction.  New  York  and  Ontario  uses  about  400  ft.  of  Rutland 
line;  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  railroad,  Norwood,  1  track:  no  inter- 
locking, tilting  board  semaphore,  trains  stop  before  crossing.  There  is  an  inter- 
locking plant  at  Rouses  Point  drawbridge,  8  levers  (partly  in  State  of  Ver- 
mont). 
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The  right  of  way  is  generally  in  fair  condition,  and  the  fences  are  being 
repaired  where  needed.  The  highway  grade  crosBings  have  well  graded 
approaches  and  the  planking  is  in  good  condition;  there  is  a  total  of  117|  of 
which  3  are  protected  by  flagmen,  1  by  bells,  and  113  unprotected;  all  are 
provided  with  crossing-signs. 

Trains  are  operated  under  the  time  Ihnit  system  and  by  train  orders. 

The  station  buildings  are  generally  in  good  condition  and  appear  to  be  of 
sufficient  size  to  take  care  of  the  travel. 

The  repairs  and  improvements  noted  are:  about  10  per  cent  of  tie  renewals 
have  been  made  during  the  past  season;  rail  renewed,  8.02  miles  80-lb., 
replacing  72-lb.  and  75-lb. ;  ballast,  3  miles  cinders;  bridge  No.  370.  wood, 
replaced  by  steel  structure;  ties  and  guard-rails  renewed  on  a  number  of 
bridges  and  nuiterial  distributed  for  renewing  sacne  on  a  number  of  other 
bridges;  bridge  No.  366  replaced  by  a  30-in.  iron  pipe;  4  miles  fence  built  and 
1  mile  repaired;  extensive  repairs  to  engine  houses  at  Malone  and  Ogdensburg; 
rebuilding  No.  8  warehouse  at  Ogdensburg  under  way;  track  extensions,  all 
account  of  creamerv  tracks,  Ellenburgh,  350  ft.;  Burke,  620  ft.;  Chateaugay, 
600  ft.;  Brushton,  637  ft.;  Winthrop,  630  ft.;  Madrid,  400  ft;  and  Lisbon, 
550  ft. ;  total  of  3687  ft. 

Recommendation:  That  deeper  side  ditches  and  under-drainage  be  resorted  to. 

Chatham  IHvision. 

This  division  is  single  track  and  extends  from  the  Vermont-New  York 
boundary  line  to  Chatham,  coi>necting  with  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad  at 
the  latter  point;  it  has  51.29  miles  of  main  track  and  4.84  miles  of  sidings. 
The  line  is  pretty  generally  curved,  that  part  south  of  Petersburgh  Junction 
being  less  curved  than  the  part  north  of  that  point:  the  maximum  curve  is  9 
degrees,  at  Chatham,  and  there  are  several  curves  of  5  degrees  40  minutes. 
The  maximum  grade  southbound,  at  Berlin,  is  1.24  per  cent,  65.67  ft.  per  mile, 
3  miles  long,  and  the  maximum  grade  northbound,  near  Old  Chatham,  is 
1.3  per  cent,  69  ft.  per  mile,  1.5  miles  long.  The  cuts  and  fills  are  generally 
of  well  developed  cross-section  and  the  cuts  are  surface  drained. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  in  fair  condition.  Bridge  No.  I,  deck  truss, 
just  north  of  Chatham  station,  appears  to  be  light  for  carrying  the  present 
engines  and  cars  passing  over  it.  There  are  no  wooden  truss  bridges  in  the 
main  track;  such  structures  are  confined  to  the  highway  and  farm  crossing 
bridges.  All  the  overhead  bridges  except  one  clear  the  tracks  at  least  21  ft., 
and  this  is  provided  with  warning  guards.  The  timber  trestles  are  generally 
in  fair  condition  except  the  one  just  south  of  Brainard  on  a  heavy  fill,  which 
is  light  for  the  service,  and  unless  it  is  filled — which  it  is  understood  is  con- 
templated for  next  season  —  it  should  be  rebuilt  with  modem  floor  system. 
The  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  are  in  fair  condition.  The  arch,  box,  and 
pipe  culverts  are  in  fair  condition  and  free  of  obstructions  to  the  passage  of 
water. 

The  cross-ties  are  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  lonsr,  about  2992  per  mile ;  approximate 
proportion  of  various  kinds  of  ties  is  cedar  30  per  cent,  chestnut  40  per  cent, 
oak  15  per  cent,  and  yellow  pine  15  per  cent.  The  rail  and  fastenings  are 
8.475  miles  72  lbs.,  24-in.,  4-hole  angles;  24.120  miles  75  lbs.,  24-in.,  4-hoIe 
angles;  18.695  miles  56-  and  60-lbs.,  20-in.  and  24-in.,  4-hole  splices.  The  rail 
is  in  fair  condition.  All  main-track  switches  are  split  point  and  the  switch 
stands  are  provided  with  targets  and  lights.  Frogs  generally  are  rigid. 
Derailing  switches  are  apparently  used  where  needed.  Frog  and  switch  work 
generally  is  good. 

The  ballast  is  gravel  and  not  always  of  full  quantity,  although  the  extensive 
re-ballasting  in  progress  at  the  time  of  the  inspection  would  indicate  much 
improvement  by  the  close  of  the  working  season.  The  alignment  and  surface 
of  the  main  tracks  though  much  improved  during  the  past  season  are  still 
below  the  standard.  This  condition  is  largely  due  to  the  light  quality  of 
ballast  and  to  lack  of  proper  drainage.  8ub-drainage  is  needed  in  many  of 
the  through  and  side-hill  cuts  and  until  this  is  d^me  much  of  the  exnenditure 
on  ballast,  line,  and  surface  is  practicallv  without  permanent  results.  The 
average  length  of  sections  is  5.5  miles,  with  a  force  of  a  foreman  and  4  men 
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per  section.  Caution  signs,  bulletin  notices,  flags,  and  torpedoes  are  used  in 
the  protection  of  track  work,  and  all  gangs  appear  to  be  furnished  with 
necessary  appliances  for  signaling  trains  to  stop.  Each  section  is  patrolled 
daily  by  a  member  of  its  gang. 

The  line  is  crossed  by  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  at  grade  at  Peters- 
burgh  Junction:  the  crossing  is  provided  with  interlocking,  a  plant  of  10 
levers,  maintained  by  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad. 

The  right  of  way  is  generally  clear  of  unnecessary  growth.  The  fences  have 
been  materially  improved  this  season  but  there  remains  considerable  fence 
repairing  yet  to  be  done.  The  highway  crossings  are  well  graded  and  planked. 
Ihere  is  a  total  of  58,  1  protected  by  a  flagman,  and  57  unprotected;  all  are 
provided  with  crossing-signs. 

The  time  limit  and  telegraphic  train  orders  are  used  in  the  movement  of 
trains. 

The  station  facilities  do  not  appear  to  be  fully  adequate,  and  the  station 
platforms  are  in  need  of  considerable  revision  both  as  to  length  and  height. 

The  repairs  and  improvements  noted  are  rail  laid,  13  miles  of  76-lb.  and  2 
miles  of  72-lb.,  replacing  56-lb.;  3  miles  of  cinders  put  in,  and  considerable 
gravel  ballasting  in  progress;  bridge  No.  1,  masonry  repaired;  Nos.  3,4,7,8, 
and  20,  rebuilt;  No.  17,  piling  renewed  and  helper  posts  placed  in  a  number 
of  bents;  No.  18,  new  ties  and  guard-rail;  No.  11  replaced  by  a  36-in.  iron  pipc 
and  opening  filled;  No.  42  re-painted;  Rayville  station  repaired  and  painted; 
5  miles  fence  built. 

Kecommendationa :  That  the  drainage  of  the  roadbed  be  given  more  atten- 
tion, especially  in  the  matter  of  under-drainage ;  that  the  line  and  surface  of 
the  main  tracks  be  improved;  that  a  survey  of  bridge  No.  1,  Chatham,  be 
made  to  determine  whether  that  structure  is  in  condition  to  carry  such  loads 
as  are  passing  over  it  now  or  are  likely  to  pass  over  it  during  the  time  it 
will  remain  in  use;  that  the  station  platforms  of  the  more  important  stations 
be  raised  at  least  to  the  top  of  the  main  track  rails,  and  that  they  be 
lengthened  to  at  least  three  car  lengths. 

Addison  Branch, 

Has  0.82  mile  in  State  of  New  York,  with  0.83  mile  of  yards  and  sidings. 
There  is  a  maximum  curve  of  4  degrees  at  the  west  end  of  trestle.  The  line 
is  practically  level.  The  roadbed  is  in  good  condition  and  fair  drainage.  There 
are  no  bridges.  There  is  a  timber  trestle  across  Lake  Champlain,  about  300 
ft.  in  the  State  of  New  York,  with  drawbridge.  There  are  no  open  culverts 
or  cattle-passes,  and  but  1  stone  box  culvert,  in  good  condition  and  free  of 
obstructions  to  the  passage  of  water. 

The  dimensions  ol  cross-ties  are  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  long,  laid  2640  per  mile ;  in 
fair  condition.  The  rail  in  main  track  is  56  lbs.,  with  24-in.,  4-hole  iMirs. 
Stub  switches  and  rigid  switch  stands,  with  targets  and  lights.  Rigid  frogs. 
No  derails  appear  to  be  necessary.  The  ballast  is  gravel  and  cinders,  and  uie 
alignment  and  surfacing  are  fair.  The  right  of  way  is  in  good  condition. 
There  is  1  unprotected  highway  crossing,  provided  with  crossing-sign. 

Trains  are  handled  by  telegraphic  orders  and  time  limit. 

Repairs  and  improvements  are  about  12  per  cent  ties  renewed;  Ticonderoga 
trestle  extensively  repaired  and  repairs  still  in  progress;  new  ice  house  built 
at  Ticonderoga.

SCHOHARIE  VALLEY   BAILWAT. 

Inspected  June  16,  1909.    Last  previous  inspection  August  II,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commisaion,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  inspected  the  Schoharie  Valley  railway  and  respect- 
fully submit  the  following: 

The  line  extends  from  Schoharie  to  Schoharie  Junction,  where  it  connects 
with  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  railroad.  It  is  single  track,  standard  gauge, 
4.38  miles  of  main  track  and  1  mile  of  sidings.    The  cross-ties  are  principally 
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oak  and  laid  13  to  a  30-ft.  rail.  Rail  56  and  60  lbs.,  connected  with  24-in. 
angle  and  18-in.  fish  plates  with  4  bolts.  The  ballast  is  stone,  gravel,  and 
cinders.  There  are  6  bridges  with  total  length  of  159  ft.;  2  public  and  4 
private  highway  crossings.  The  section  force  is  a  foreman  and  3  men.  There 
are  3  station  buildings:  1  passenger,  1  freight,  and  1  comiiined  passenger 
and  freight.  The  rolling  stock  consists  of  1  locomotive  and  1  passenger  car, 
and  the  train  and  engine  crew,  except  the  conductor,  also  run  the  trains  on 
the  Middleburgh  and  Schoharie  railroad. 

The  rail  and  splices  are  not  badly  worn,  but  much  of  the  rail  is  bent  in  line 
and  surface  through  not  being  well  maintained.  This  is  due  largely  to  an 
insufficient  quantity  of  ballast  to  keep  the  track  in  line  and  surface.  Some 
of  the  rail  is  in  short  lengths  and  in  one  instance  a  piece  aibout  three  feet 
long  was  found  in  the  main  track.  It  was  promised  that  this  condition  would 
be  remedied  at  once.  Short  rails  are  harder  to  maintain  than  longer  ones 
and  are  much  more  likely  to  cause  trouble  by  their  tendency  to  move  out  of 
line  and  surface  and  *^kick"  out  of  the  track.  The  line  is  ballasted  with  some 
stone,  but  mostly  with  gravel,  engine  cinders,  and  earth.  An  expenditure  of 
three  hundred  to  four  hundred  dollars  per  mile  in  ballast,  with  aligning  and 
surfacing  of  track  incident  to  the  work  of  ballasting,  wouki  show  good  returns 
on  the  investment  in  the  way  of  labor  and  materials  saving  within  a  few 
years.  The  drainage  on  the  whole  is  fair,  but  could  be  improved  by  widening 
the  side  ditches  in  the  cuts.  The  switches  and  frogs  are  in  need  of  some 
repairs,  such  as  readjustment  of  line  and  surface,  tightening  of  bolts,  etc., 
and  the  frog  in  main  track  just  south  of  Schoharie  Junction  station  building 
should  be  replaced. 

The  principal  traffic  points  on  this  line  are  Schoharie  and  Schoharie  Junc- 
tion. Schoharie  has  a  brick  passenger  station  with  a  waiting  room  and  office 
and  a  high  platform  (about  the  height  of  a  passenger-car  platform).  The 
freight  house  is  of  wood  and  in  fair  condition.  There  is  one  freight  house 
trade  and  5  industrial  sidings.  Schoharie  Junction  (the  junction  with  the 
Delaware  and  Hudson  railroad)  has  a  wooden  combined  passenger  and  freight 
station,  one  waiting  room,  and  building  is  in  fair  condition.  Its  passenger 
platforms  need  some  repairs. 

The  view  of  the  track  approaching  the  two  public  highway  crossings,  one 
at  Schoharie  and  the  other  about  a-half  mile  south  of  Schoharie  Junction,  is 
somewhat  obscured  and  the  crossings  ate  without  whistle-posts;  posts  should 
be  provided  at  once  and  instructions  issued  to  sound  the  standard  whistle 
signal  by  engines  of  approaching  trains. 

Of  the  5  bridges  on  this  line  only  one,  a  wooden  Howe  truss  about  a  mile 
north  of  Schoharie,  deserves  special  mention :  this  bridge  consists  of  1 1  panels 
about  9  ft.  2  in.  each,  or  a  total  length  of  bridge  of  about  '100  feet;  total 
cross-section  of  timber  in  chords,  13  x  22  in. ;  4  floor  beams  7  x  14  in.  per 
panel;  some  of  the  floor  beams  have  been  reinforced  by  3  in.  and  4  in.  by 
14-in.  plank  nailed  to  their  sides;  the  track  rails  are  carried  directly  by  two 
longitudinal  stringers  resting  on  the  floor  beams ;  no  track  ties.  This  structure 
is  said  to  be  more  than  forty  years  old;  the  timber  in  it  appears  sound,  but 
this  can  not  be  said  with  certainty  until  a  detailed  inspection  is  made,  which 
should  include  the  boring  of  holes  in  the  various  wooden  mem^rs  in  order 
that  some  knowledge  of  their  interior  may  be  had.  The  general  design  of 
this  bridge  was  good  for  the  time  it  was  built  and  for  the  weight  of  the  power 
then  in  use,  but  the  weight  of  power  —  even  the  convparatively  light  power 
now  in  use  on  this  line  —  has  outgrown  the  bridge.  But  aside  from  the  ques- 
tion of  the  weight  of  power,  the  weight  of  cars  has  increased  so  much  in  the 
past  decade  that  their  wheel  loads  are  in  excess  of  the  engine  driving  wheel 
loads  of  the  days  when  the  bridge  was  built.  A  faulty  point  in  the  bridge 
design  is  the  carrying  of  the  track  rails  on  longitudinal  stringers  without  the 
interposition  of  cross-ties;  this  arrangement  does  not  admit  of  the  holding  of 
the  rails  to  correct  gauge.  But  its  greatest  fault  is  that  in  the  event  of  a 
derailment  on  the  bridge  there  are  no  guard  timbers  —  and  nothing  else  worth 
mentioning  —  to  prevent  the  derailed  train  from  colliding  with  the  trusses, 
with  the  more  than  probable  result  of  the  wrecking  of  the  bridge.  I  recom- 
mend that  a  detailed  survey  of  the  structure  be  made  at  once  to  determine 
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whether  it  is  in  condition  to  carry  the  power  and  heavy  freight  cars  now 
passing  over  it.  It  may  be  found  that  a  heavy  trestle  t)ent,  placed  from  ten 
to  twenty  feet  from  eacli  abutment,  will  help  out  the  situation  temporarily, 
but  such  method  of  strengthening  a  structure  is  only  a  makeshift  at  the  best, 
and  is  always  subject  to  damage  from  ice  and  floods.  The  ballast  walls  ana 
bed  plates  need  some  renewing  and  rearranging,  and  the  track  over  the  bridge 
IS  not  well  spiked;  all  of  which  was  pointed  out  on  the  ground  to  the  foreman 
who  accompanied  the  inspection  party  as  the  railroad  company's  repreaenta- 
tive,  and  who  promised  to  make  those  necessary  repairs  at  once. 

At  Hallenbeck's  station  there  is  an  overhead  bridge  carrying  a  highway 
crossing  and  having  a  clearance  above  the  top  of  railroad  rail  of  about  15  ft. 
3  in.,  and  14  ft.  width  of  roadway;  it  is  in  poor  condition  and  should  be 
rebuilt  within  the  next  two  years. 

There  are  no  fire  extinguishing  apparatus  in  the  various  buildings;  and 
these,  in  the  form  of  fire  buckets  or  hand  chemical  fire  extinguishers,  should 
be  provided. 

The  physical  condition  of  the  line  appears  to  be  such  as  to  allow  a  maximum 
speed  not  exceeding  15  miles  per  hour  excepting  the  Howe  trusa  bridge  above 
mentioned,  where  the  speed  should  be  limited  to  not  exceeding  8  miles  per 
hour  for  engines  running  forward  and  not  exceeding  5  miles  per  hour  for 
engines  running  backward. 

A  general  fault  with  this  line,  and  similar  small  lines,  is  in  not  using  suffi- 
cient materials  to  make  good  the  amount  spent  for  labor;  money  spent  for 
labor  that  is  not  backed  by  sufficient  materials  to  make  the  labor  expended 
count  to  good  advantage,  is  more  than  half  wasted.

SILVEB  lAKE   RA.ILWAT. 

Inspected  June  22,  1909.    Last  previous  inspection  July  28,  1906. 

To  the  Public  Service  ComnUssiony  Second  Diatriei: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Silver  Lake  railway  and 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Silver  Lake  railway  is  a  single-track  road;  it  connects  with  the  Buffalo 
division  of  the  Erie  road  and  the  Silver  Springs  branch  of  the  Buffalo, 
Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  railway  at  Silver  Springs  and  extends  to  Perry,  a 
distance  of  6.86  miles,  and  has  approximately  1.5  miles  of  sidings  and  yard 
tracks.  The  general  alignment  is  good;  grades  and  curves  light.  The  road- 
way  is  properly  graded  and  cuts  well  ditched. 

There  is  I  iron  bridge:  it  is  a  deck  plate  girder,  27  ft.  in  length,  resting 
on  pile  bents  which  have  been  renewed  since  the  last  inspection;  this  bridge 
crosses  the  outlet  to  Silver  lake.  On  a  track  leading  to  coal  trestk  at  the 
Perry  end  of  the  road  there  is  another  light  plate  girder  bridge  which  spans 
a  traveled  road ;  this  bridge  rests  on  bents  and  is  not  operated  over  by  trains, 
being  used  only  in  placing  cars  on  the  trestle;  the  bridge  is  rather  light,  but 
sufficient  for  the  purpose  used.  The  only  other  opening  to  grade  it  a  small 
open  culvert  of  4-ft.  span,  with  timber  stringers,  proper  ties  and  guard 
timbers,  all  in  good  condition. 

The  cross-ties  are  mixed  oak  and  cedar,  7x9  in.,  8^  ft.  in  length,  and 
laid  at  the  rate  of  28>16  to  the  mile  of  traek;  they  are  in  good  condition,  very 
well  spaced  and  full  spiked;  necessary  renewals  have  been  or  are  being  made. 
There  are  in  the  track  about  2%  miles  of  80-lb.,  0.50  mile  of  7  Mb.,  and  3.86 
miles  of  60-lb.  steel  rail,  all  connected  by  angle  plates  26  in.  in  length  with 
4  bolts;  the  80-lb  rail  is  in  very  good  condition;  the  71-lib.  rail  is  somewhat 
worn,  and  the  60-lb.  rail  considerably  worn.  All  the  connections  are  full 
bolted  and  bolts  tight.  Tlie  main-track  switches  are  split  point  with  rigid 
stands  and  proper  targets.  Switch  lamps  are  not  used,  no  night  trains 
operated.  The  frogs  are  ri^d.  No  places  were  observed  where  derailing 
switches  appear  necessary.  The  track  is  lightly  ballasted  with  gravel  and 
cinders.    The  alignment  and  surfacing  of  track  are  fair,  and  the  outer  rail 
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on  curves  properly  elevated  for  the  speed  at  which  trains  operate.  .The 
section  force  consists  of  a  foreman  and  7  laborers,  and  the  road  is  patrolled 
daily  by  some  memtier  of  the  section  force. 

The  right  of  way  is  cleared  and  fairly  clean.  The  fences  are  of  wire  and 
somewhat  out  of  repair.  The  highway  crossings  are  properly  guarded,  plank- 
ing in  good  condition,  and  are  protected  by  signa  of  the  diamond  and  tri- 
angular form.    C  attle-guards  are  not  generally  used,  nor  apparently  necessary. 

The  only  station  at  which  an  agent  is  employed  is  at  Perry.  This  is  a 
frame  building  in  good  condition  and  suitably  furnished;  it  has  a  plank  plat- 
form, well  worn,  and  now  being  replaced  with  concrete. 

Regarding  the  recommendations  made  in  report  of  last  inspection :  New  pile 
bents  have  been  put  in  at  the  plate  girder  bridge  as  recommended;  some 
repairs  have  been  made  to  fences;  no  additional  cattle-guards  have  been  put 
in,  and  it  does  not  appear  to  your  inspector  that  there  is  a  necessity  for 
them,  although  required  by  law. 

Recommendationa :  That  the  worn  60-lb.  rail  be  replaced  as  necessary,  and 
that  the  fences  be  put  in  proper  condition.

8KANEATELE8   BAILBOAD. 

Inspected  November  3,  1900.    Last  previous  inspection  July  21,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  Districi: 

GENTLEMEN:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Skaneateles  railroad  and 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Skaneateles  railroad  connects  with  the  Auburn  branch  of  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad  at  Skaneateles  Junction  and  extends  to 
the  village  of  Skaneateles.  a  distance  of  5  miles,  and  has  approximately  1 
mile  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  The  road  for  a  large  portion  of  its  length  is 
very  crooked  and  has  sharp  curves,  the  maximum  Mng  15  degrees.  The 
grades  are  considerably  broken  and  in  places  steep,  the  maximum  being  appar- 
ently about  80  ft.  per  mile.  The  road  is  constructed  for  much  of  the  distance 
alongside  a  highway.  There  are  no  extensive  cuts  or  high  embankments,  and 
all  are  of  proper  width  and  slopes,  and  the  roadway  is  well  drained. 

There  are  no  steel  or  iron  bridges.  The  outlet  to  Skaneateles  lake  is  crossed 
a  number  of  times  on  trestle  structures  consisting  of  framed  bents  and  having 
masonry  abutments ;  at  most  of  these  crossings  there  are  from  3  to  4  spans  of 
trestle  and  they  are  all  low  structures;  they  are  of  standard  construction,  and 
have  proper  stringers,  ties,  and  guard  timbers,  generally  in  from  fair  to  good 
condition;  3  have  been  renewed  since  the  last  inspection  and  necessary  repairs 
made  to  others;  1  was  noted,  and  attention  called  to  it,  that  needs  new  guard 
timbers.  The  total  number  of  trestles  is  II.  There  are  6  open  culverts  and 
cattle-passes,  with  masonry  abutments  and  standard  ties  and  guard  timbers, 
in  proper  condition.  There  are  no  arch  culverts.  The  box  culverts  and  pipe 
drains  are  apparently  in  good  condition. 

The  cross-ties,  about  60  per  cent  yellow  pine  and  the  remainder  mixed  oak 
and  chestnut,  are  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  in  length,  and  laid  at  the  rate  of  from  2816 
to  3000  to  the  mile  of  track;  their  condition  has  been  materially  improved  and 
about  20  per  cent  have  been  renewed  since  the  last  inspection.  About  0.75  mile 
of  track  is  laid  with  70-Ib.  and  the  balance  with  56-lb.  steel  rail;  the  70-lb. 
rails  are  connected  by  angle  plates  36  in.  in  length  and  the  56-lb.  by  angle 
plates  24  in.  in  length,  having  4  bolts  to  the  joint;  the  rail  is  in  fair  condition 
for  the  light  traffic  and  m<M]erate  speed  maintained.  A  few  cracked  angle 
plates  were  noticed,  and  attention  directed  to  them,  and  a  few  bolts  were 
missing.  In  some  places  half  angle  plates  are  used  with  but  2  bolts  to  the 
joint,  which  should  be  replaced  with  full  length  angle  plates  fully  bolted. 
About  one-half  the  switches  are  split  point  and  the  remainder  stubs;  the  split 
point  switches  have  automatic  stands  or  spring  in  head  rod  rendering  the 
switch  automatic;  the  stub  switches  have  rigid  stands  and  most  of  them  show 
position  of  switch  by  the  position  of  target  instead  of  by  its  color.     Switch 
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lamps  are  not  used,  no  night  trains  being  operated.  Your  inspector  was 
advised  that  split  point  switches  had  been  ordered  with  which  to  replace  the 
stub  switches.  The  frogs  are  rigid.  Derailing  switches  are  in  the  sidings 
where  their  use  appears  necessary. 

The  trade  is  lightly  ballasted  with  gravel.  The  alignment  and  surfacing  of 
the  track  are  very  good,  and  the  outer  rail  on  curves  properly  elevated  for  the 
moderate  speed  at  which  the  trains  are  run.  The  track  is  maintained  by  a 
force  consisting  of  a  foreman  and  5  laborers;  they  are  furnished  with  the 
neoessarv  means  for  protecting  their  work. 

The  right  of  way  is  in  fair  condition.  Very  little  fencing  is  maintained  or 
apparently  necessary.  The  highway  crossings  are  well  graded,  properly 
planked,  and  protected  by  signs  of  the  half-oval  form,  suitably  located  and 
well  painted.  No  cattle-guards  are  maintained  nor  apparently  necessary. 
There  are  7  highway  grade  crossings,  protected  by  crossing-signs  only. 

The  movements  of  trains  are  governed  by  the  telegraphic  train  order  system. 

At  Skaneateles  there  is  a  good  passenger  station:  it  is  a  frame  building 
and  has  plank  platforms.  The  road  also  has  at  Skaneateles  a  proper  freight 
house,  and  at  two  other  points  on  the  line  of  the  road  small  freight  buildings, 
but  there  are  no  other  regular  stations;  trains,  however,  stop  for  passengers 
at  various  points.  At  Skaneateles  Junction  the  station  buildings  oi  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad  are  used. 

Heoommendations :  That  new  ffuard  timbers  be  put  on  the  trestle,  to  which 
attention  was  directed;  that  the  cracked  angle  plates  and  also  the  short 
length  ones  be  replaced  with  full  length  plates,  and  that  all  be  full  bolted; 
that  the  stub  switches  be  replaced  with  split  point  switches. 

The  recommendations  contained  in  report  of  last  inspection  have  been  com- 
plied with  except  that  some  of  the  hah  length  angle  plates  yet  remain  and 
the  stub  switches  have  not  all  been  replaced;  but  I  am  advised  that  they 
will  be  in  the  near  future.

SOUTH   BUFPALO  BAIL  WAY. 

Inspected  June  2,  1009.    Last  previous  inspection  July  31,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commiaaion,  Second  District: 

GENTLEMEN:  I  havc  made  an  inspection  of  the  South  Buffalo  railway  and 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  South  Buffalo  railway  connects  with  the  Buffalo  Creek  railroad  at 
Buffalo  Creek  Junction  and  extends  to  a  connection  with  the  Lehigh  and  Lake 
Erie  railroad  at  West  Seneca,  a  distance  of  5.91  miles,  and  has  9.07  miles 
of  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  It  also  operates  about  42  miles  of  leased  track  in 
and  about  the  Lackawanna  Steel  Works.  The  road  is  nearly  all  on  embank- 
ment; it  is  well  graded  and  properly  drained. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  in  first-class  condition,  have  good  masonry 
and  standard  ties  and  guard  timbers  well  maintained,  and  inside  guard-rails 
on  all.  There  are  no  wooden  bridges.  There  is  in  the  main  track  1  timber 
trestle  consisting  of  7  spans,  of  standard  construction  and  in  first-class  con- 
dition. One  timber  trestle  has  been  replaced  since  last  inspection  with  a  plate 
girder  bridge  on  concrete  masonry.  There  are  no  open  culverts  or  cattle-passes, 
and  no  arch  culverts.  The  box  culverts  and  iron-pipe  drains  are  properly 
maintained. 

The  standard  cross-ties  are  6  in.  in  thickness,  6  in.  face,  and  8  ft.  in  length, 
all  oak,  and  laid  at  the  rate  of  2816  to  the  mile  of  track;  they  are  well 
spaced  and  full  spiked  and  in  thoroughly  sound  condition.  The  road  has. 
been  in  operation  but  a  few  years  and  very  few  renewals  have  as  yet  been 
necessary.  The  track  is  laid  entirely  with  80-lb.  steel  rail,  connected  by  angle 
plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts;  the  rail  is  in  proper  condition,  all 
connections  full  bolted  and  bolts  tight.  About  1%  miles  of  new  rail  have 
been  laid  since  last  inspection,  replacing  rails  that  had  become  somewhat  worn. 
The  main- track  switches  are  split  point  and  have  automatic  stands  and  suit- 
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able  targets.  Switch  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  green  for  safety. 
The  main-track  frogs  are  mostly  spring  rail  and  in  good  condition.  No 
sidings  were  obserred  where  derailing  switches  appear  necessary.  The  track 
is  properly  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders.  The  alignment  and  surfacing 
are  good,  and  the  outer  rail  on  curves  properly  elevated  for  the  speed  at 
which  the  trains  operate. 

Two  tracks  connecting  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  and  the  Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna  and  Wesrtern  railroad  yards  near  the  connection  with  the 
Buffalo  Creek  are  crossed  at  grade :  the  crossings  are  protected  by  tilting  board 
signals,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop;  a  switching  track 
of  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  railway  is  also  crossed  at  grade  near 
the  same  place:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  semaphore  signsil,  and  all 
trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop. 

The  right  of  way  is  in  suitable  condition;  fences  are  not  maintained  nor 
are  they  necessary,  as  no  live  stock  is  kept  in  the  vicinity  of  the  road.  There 
is  but  one  grade  crossing  of  a  highway;  it  is  properly  graded,  well  planked, 
and  protected  by  signs  of  the  diamond  form. 

The  movements  of  trains  are  governed  by  the  telephone  train  order  system. 

No  stations  are  maintained,  the  road  being  engaged  almost  entirely  in 
switching  business  between  the  steel  works  and  the  various  railroads  with 
which  ft  connects;  the  road  does,  however,  run  4  passenger  trains  each  way 
daily,  almost  entirely  for  the  employees  of  the  railroads  and  the  steel  works, 
to  and  from  Buffalo,  these  trains  running  to  the  Buffalo  station  of  the  Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna  and  Western  railroad  over  the  tracks  of  that  railroad  from 
a  connection  made  at  a  point  about  two  miles  east  of  Buffalo  station. 

The  road  is  in  first-class  condition  for  the  purpose  used  and  no  recommenda- 
tions appear  necessary.

STEBLINO  ICOUNTAIN  RAILWAY. 

Inspected  June  22,  1909.    Last  previous  inspection  October  22,  1908. 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District : 

Gentlemeit:  Having  inspected  the  Sterling  Mountain  railway  I  respectfully 
submit  the  following: 

The  road  is  single  track,  standard  gauge,  and  extends  from  Sterlington  to 
Lakeville,  7.6  miles,  with  1  mile  of  sidings.  There  is  a  maximum  curve  of  9 
degrees,  and  a  maximum  grade  extending  west  of  170  ft.  per  mile.  The  ties 
are  6x6  in.  and  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  long,  laid  2640  to  mile  of  track.  The  rail  is 
56  lbs.  and  60  lbs.,  connected  by  angle  and  'Fish  plates  24  in.,  4  bolts.  A  tele- 
phone line  extends  the  length  of  the  road.  The  bridges  are  wood,  8  in  number, 
with  total  length  of  181  ft.  There  are  no  crossings  except  5  highway  grade 
and  11  private  grade.  There  is  a  turntable  at  Lakeville  and  another  at 
Sterlington,  each  45  ft.,  castiron.  The  rolling  stock  consists  of  2  locomotives; 
no  cars.    The  section  force  is  a  foreman  and  5  men. 

The  road  does  no  passenger  business;  it  is  principally  engaged  in  the  hand- 
ling of  iron  ore  from  the  mines  at  Lakeville,  its  western  terminal,  delivering 
the  same  to  the  Erie  railroad,  with  which  it  connects  at  Sterlington.  The 
marked  features  of  the  road  are  its  heavy  grades  and  curvature;  the  grades 
however  are  descending  from  the  mines,  that  is  in  favor  of  t'le  loaded  traffic, 
and  the  resi stance  due  to  curvature  assists  in  the  braking  of  the  descending 
or  loaded  trains.  The  rail  while  light  in  weight  is  in  fair  condition  and 
nowhere  shows  undue  wear.  The  main  track  requires  an  average  of  at  least 
400  ties  per  mile,  which  I  am  assured  will  be  put  in  this  year.  The  drainage 
system,  including  pipe  culvert  cross  drains,  is  good. 

The  bridges,  all  wood,  are  in  fair  condition,  with  the  exception  of  one  16-ft. 
opening  about  half  way  between  Sterlington  and  Lakeville,  but  the  material 
for  the  renewal  of  it  is  now  on  the  ground  and  the  work  is  to  be  commenced 
at  once. 
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The  highway  grade  crossings,  except  2  near  Sterlington,  generally  approach 
the  railroad  on  heavy  grades,  but  owing  to  curvature  and  the  general  features 
of  a  mountainous  countnr  they  are  visible  from  an  approaching  train  for  a 
short  distance  only;  2  of  them,  about  a  thousand  feet  apart,  3  miles  west  of 
St<;rlington,  could  be  eliminated  by  changing  the  highway  road  to  the  north 
side  of  the  railroad  track;  the  crossinss  are  well  planked  and  otherwise  in 
fair  physical  condition.    No  cattle-guards  nor  whistling- posts  are  provided. 

The  split  switch  is  used  in  main  track  and  automatic  switch  stands  are  in 
general  use.  A  derail  switch,  set  normally  in  the  run-off  position,  is  main- 
tained at  the  east  end  of  Lakeville  yard,  to  stop  cars  in  the  event  of  their 
running  away. 

The  ballast  is  gravel  and  engine  cinders  and  not  of  full  quantity  in  many 
places.  The  lack  of  ballast  naturally  gives  rise  to  irr^ular  line  and  surface 
of  track,  thus  adding  to  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  both  track  and  equipment. 

The  right  of  way  is  fenced  more  or  less  through  private  property,  but  not 
through  the  mining  company's  property,  through  which  more  than  half  the 
line  extends. 

There  is  a  station  building  at  Sterlington,  a  wooden  structure,  combined 
passenger  and  freight,  and  containing  also  the  general  superintendent's  office. 

The  track  and  bridges  appear  to  have  been  fairly  maintained,  and  the  recom- 
mendations in  the  last  previous  report,  except  as  to  cattle-guards,  have  been 
complied  with. 

It  is  recommended  that  at  least  400  ties  per  mile  be  put  in  main  track  this 
season;  that  cattle-guards  be  placed  at  each  highway  crossing;  that  fences, 
especially  through  private  property,  be  maintained  in  good  condition ;  and  that 
whistling- posts  he  placed  the  required  distance  on  each  side  of  all  highway 
grade  crossings.

TUNESAS8A   AND    BRADFOBD    KAILBOAD. 

Inspected  November  5,  1900.    Last  previous  inspection  August  28,  1907. 

To  the  Public  Service  ComnUsBiOfi,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  inspected  the  Tunesassa  and  Bradford  railroad  and 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Tunesassa  and  Bradford'  railroad  extende  from  a  point  about  a  mile 
south  of  Quaker  Bridge  station,  Allegheny  division  of  Pennsylvania  railroad, 
to  the  mills,  a  distance  of  5  miles;  it  has  about  2  miles  of  sidings  and  yard 
tracks.  The  alignment  is  somewhat  curved  and  the  grades  are  heavy.  The 
line  lies  in  a  fairly  wide  valley  and  has  few  cuts  and  embankments  of  any 
size.     The  natural  drainage  is  goodL 

There  are  no  bridges.  There  are  6  timber  trestles,  all  in  fair  condition. 
There  are  4  open  culverts  and  cattle- passes,  all  of  rough  timber  construction, 
and  in  fair  condition  except  the  third  one  from'  the  mill  going  toward  Quaker 
Bridge,  which  should  be  renewed.     There  are  no  culverts. 

The  cross-ties  are  in  fair  condition,  as  well  as  the  rail,  fastenings,  and 
other  track  fixtures.  The  line  being  merely  a  sidetrack  to  a  saw  mill,  on 
which  no  passenger  service  is  operated,  it  may  be  said  to  be  in  condition  to 
handle  the  service  moving  over  it.  The  alignment  and  surfacing  are  fair. 
The  section  force  is  a  foreman  and  3  men. 

There  are  no  grade  crossings  of  railroads.  The  right  of  way  is  in  fair  con- 
dition. The  highway  crossings  are  in  fair  condition  as  to  grading  and  plank- 
ing; there  are  3,  unprotected. 

Only  one  train  at  a  time  is  moved.  Stations  are  not  needed,  as  only  a 
lumber  business  is  handled. 

The  needed  repairs  seem  to  be  taken  care  of. 

Recommendation:  That  third  bridge  opening  south  of  the  mill  be  renewed.

To  the  Public  Service  Commisaioii,  Second  District: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Ulster  and  Delaware  rail- 
road and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

Ihe  main  line  extends  from  Kingston  Point  on  the  Hudson  river  to  a  con- 
nection with  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company's  railroad  at  Oneonta,  107.26 
miles  main  track  and  26.92  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  The  Stony  Clove 
and  Kaaterskill  branch  connects  with  the  main  line  at  Phcenicia  and  extends 
to  Kaaterskill,  19.04  miles  main  track  and  2.46  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks. 
The  Hunter  branch  connects  with  the  Stony  Clove  and  Kaaterskill  branch  at 
Kaaterskill  Junction  and  extends  to  Hunter,  2.6  miles  main  track  and  0.63 
mile  sidings.  All  are  single-track  roads.  The  main  line  and  also  the  branch 
lines  are  constructed  through  a  mountainous  country,  and  the  road  is  very 
crooked,  with  many  sharp  curves ;  the  grades  are  steep  and  long,  a  large  por* 
tion  of  all  lines  being  on  grade.  On  the  main  line,  east  of  Grand  Hotel  sta- 
tion, there  is  a  maximum  curve  of  12  degrees  and  a  maximum  grade  of  153 
ft.  per  mile  for  3600  ft. ;  on  the  Stony  Clove  and  Kaaterskill  branch,  between 
Louisville  and  Edgewood  there  is  a  maximum  curve  of  12  degrees  and  a 
maximum  grade  oi  187.4  ft.  per  mile  for  3100  ft.;  on  the  Hunter  branch  the 
third  curve  north  of  the  junction  is  10  degrees,  and  at  Kaaterskill  Junction 
there  is  a  maximum  grade  of  184.8  ft.  per  mile  for  2200  ft.  The  roadway  of 
main  line  and  branches  is  very  well  graded;  a  few  cuts  on  the  main  line 
near  the  westerly  end  are  somewhat  narrow:  their  condition,  however,  has 
been  improved,  considerable  widening  having  been  recently  done;  the  ditches 
are  thoroughly  clean. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  in  good  condition  and  gMierally  well  painted, 
considerable  re-painting  having  been  recently  done.  The  masonry  to  all  the 
bridges  on  the  main  line  is  in  very  sood  condition;  that  to  Nos.  108  and  100 
on  tne  8tony  Clove  and  Kaaterskill  oranch  has  been  damaged  to  some  extent 
about  the  foundation  and  should  be  repaired.  The  ties  and  guard  timbers  are 
of  standard  dimensions  and  well  maintained.  Inside  guard-rails  are  only 
placed  on  the  longer  structures.  The  only  wooden  bridges  are  those  carrying 
highways  and  farm  roads  over  the  railroad;  they  are  in  proper  condition  and 
all  less  than  21  ft.  above  the  track  are  protected  by  warning  signals  properly 
maintained. 

There  are  9  overhead  obstructions  less  than  21  ft.  above  the  rail:  No.  1,  a 
tunnel  under  Hasbrouck  avenue,  Kingston,  246  ft.  in  length  with  15  ft.  5  in. 
clearance;  !No.  2,  a  wooden  bridge  at  EIniendorf  street,  Kingston,  15  ft.  5  in. 
clearance:  there  are  numerous  houses  close  to  the  track  and  it  would  be  diffi- 
cult to  raise  this  structure;  No.  3,  at  Albany  avenue,  Kingston,  16  ft.  %  in. 
clearance:  the  same  remarks  apply  as  to  No.  2;  No.  4,  the  portals  to  a 
through  bridge  about  one  mile  west  of  Kingston,  17  ft.  1  in.  clearance; 
No.  5,  at  an  unimportant  highway  about  two  miles  west  of  Kingston,  a  wooden 
bridge:  grade  on  south  side  steep  down  hill  approaching  railroad,  on  opposite 
side  steep  leaving  railroad,  clearance  15  ft.  5  in.,  difficult  to  raise;  No.  6,  a 
highway  near  Boiceville,  wooden  bridge,  clearance  '19  ft.  8  in.,  not  difficult  to 
raise;  No.  7,  overhead  highway  bridge  with  clearance  of  20  ft.  6  in.,  already 
affords  clearance  for  the  highest  cars  now  in  use;  No.  8,  overhead  bridge, 
wood,  near  Grand  Hotel  station,  clearance  20  ft.  4  in.,  not  difficult  to  raise; 
No.  9,  overhead  bridge,  wood,  South  Gilboa,  clearance  16  ft.  6  in.,  could  be 
raised  but  would  require  quite  extensive  filling. 

There  are  nine  timber  trestles  yet  remaining  in  the  main  line  roadMrav 
between  Bloomville  and  Oneonta;  they  are  all  low  structures,  mainly  with 
pile  bents,  and  consisting  of  from  2  to  15  spans  each;  they  are  getting  old 
and  should  be  extensively  repaired,  rebuilt,  or  replaced  within  a  year.  There 
are  no  trestles  on  the  branch  lines.  All  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  have 
stone  masonry,  and  most  have  I-beam  or  rail  stringers;  a  few  timber  string- 
ers yiet  remain.  They  are  in  good  condition  except  that  the  masonry  to  quite 
a   number  of   them   is   failing,   that   to   Nos.   43,  52A,   55A,   59A.   60A,   and 
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64A  of  the  main  line  bein^  specially  poor,  and  in  most  cases  the  stringers 
are  supported  on  bents  placed  between  aibutments;  the  masonry  to  these 
should  be  promptly  rebuilt  The  ties  and  guard  timbers  are  of  standard 
dimensions  and  well  maintained.  The  open  culverts  and  eattle-passes  of  the 
branch  lines  are  in  good  condition.  The  stone  arch  and  box  culverts  and 
iron-pipe  drains  are  apparently  in  ^od  condition. 

The  cross-ties  are  6xS  in.,  6x9  in.,  and  7x9  in.,  8  ft.  long,  and  are  laid 
at  the  rate  of  2810  to  the  mile  of  track;  about  93  per  cent  of  them 
are  yellow  pine  and-  the  balance  mixed  oak,  chestnut,  and  cypress; 
they  are  very  well  spaced,  full  spiked,  and  the  general  condition  is  good. 
Tie-plates  and  rail-braces  are  used  on  sharp  curves.  The  main  line  has 
54.7S  miles  a2-lb.,  6.84  miles  70-lb.,  and  45.67  miles  90-lb.  rail,  while  the 
Stony  Clove  and  Kaaterskill  branch  has  all  90-lb.,  and  the  Hunter  branch 
all  62-lb.  rail;  the  62-R).  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates  22  in.  long  with 
4  bolts,  the  70-lb.  rail  with  angle  iplates  24  in.  long,  4  bolts,  and  the  90-lb. 
rail  with  angle  plates  30  in.  long  and  6  bolts.  The  90-lb.  rail  is  in  first-lass 
condition  and  the  70-lb.  in  good  condition;  the  d2-Ib.  rail  has  been  in  use  a 
considerable  time  and  is  somewhat  worn,  and  some  renewals  will  be  needed. 
All  the  connections  are  full  bolted  and  no  loose  bolts  were  observed.  All 
main-track  switches  are  split  point  and  have  automatic  stands  with  targets 
properly  painted.  Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger 
and  white  for  safety;  green  is  used  for  caution.  The  frogs  are  rigid  and 
well  maintained.  Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  where  their  use 
appears  necessary,  and  stands  have  proper  targets. 

The  tracks  are  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders.  The  easterly  end  of 
the  main  line  from  Kingston  Point  to  Oneonta  is  fairly  well  ballasted;  from 
Arkville  to  Oneonta  the  ballast  is  light.  The  Stony  Clove  and  Kaaterskill 
branch  is  generally  fairly  well  ballasted.  The  Hunter  branch  is  lightly  bal- 
lasted. The  alignment  and  surfacing  of  the  track  of  both  main  line  and 
branches  arc  good,  and  the  outer  rail  on  curves  properly  elevated  for  the 
speed  at  which  the  trains  are  scheduled.  The  track  sections  of  the  main  line 
are  about  4.7  miles  in  length  and  of  the  branch  lines  4.1  miles,  and  the  force 
employed  upon  each  consists  of  a  foreman  and  3  laborers  in  winter  and  a 
foreman  and  6  laborers  in  summer;  each  ganc  is  furnished  with  flags, 
lanterns,  and  torpedoes  for  protecting  its  work.  AH  portions  of  the  road  are 
patrolled  daily,  and  regular  track-walkers  or  slope  watchmen  are  maintained 
on  the  Pine  Hill  grade  at  a  shelly  rock  cut  west  of  Davenport  on  the  main 
line  and  at  Stony  Clove  on  the  Stony  Clove  and  Kaaterskill  branch. 

A  single  track  of  the  Kingston  Consolidated  railroad  (electric)  is  crossed 
at  grade  on  the  following  named  streets:  Strand  street.  Lower  Hasbroudc 
avenue.  Upper  Hasbrouck  avenue,  and  Prince  street.  On  Strand  street  there 
are  no  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric  road,  nor  protection 
over  the  trolley  wire;  there  is  no  flagman  at  the  crossing  and  the  cars  of  the 
electric  road  do  not  come  to  a  stop  before  crossing  the  track  of  the  sveam 
railroad.  At  Lower  Hasbrouck  avenue  there  is  a*  derailing  switch  on  the  side 
where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  crossing  and  a  wire  netting  over  the 
trolley  wire,  but  the  netting  is  too  short;  at  this  crossing  a  flagman  is  main- 
tained by  the  railroad  company  between  the  hours  of  7  a.  m.  and  6  p.  m.  At 
the  crossing  on  Uipper  Hasbrouck  avenue  the  conditions  are  the  same;  also 
on  Prince  street.  Two  tracks  of  the  West  Shore  railroad  are  crossed  at 
Kingston:  this  crossing  is  protected  by  an  interlocking  plant  and  the  trains 
of  the  Ulster  and  Delaware  railroad  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing, 
there  being  no  distant  signals  on  that  line. 

The  right  of  way  is  free  from  trees,  brush,  and  rubbish.  Fences  are  prin- 
cipally of  wire,  with  a  little  stone  wall;  opposite  grazing  land  they  are  fairly 
maintained;  where  the  road  runs  through  the  forest  fences  are  not  generally 
maintained  or  apparently  necessary.  The  highway  crossings  are  well  graded, 
planking  in  good  condition,  and  are  protected  by  signs  of  the  triangular  form, 
suitably  located  and  well  painted;  15*  highway  crossings  of  the  main  line  are 
protected  by  flagmen,  the  remaining  93  by  crossing-signs  only.  The  13  cross- 
ings of  the  Stony  Clove  and  Kaaterskill  branch,  also  the  3  of  the  Hunter 
branch,  are  protected  by  crossing-signs  only. 
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Automatic  electric  block  signals  are  in  use  governing  the  movements  of 
trains  between  Kingston  and  Phcenicia,  a  distance  of  about  25  miles;  on  the 
remainder  of  the  main  line  and  the  branch  lines  the  train  movements  are 
governed  by  telegraphic  train  order  system;  semaphore  signals  are  in  use  at 
telegraph  stations,  and  at  these  points  trains  are  spaced  not  less  than  5 
minutes  apart. 

The  station  buildings  are  in  very  good  repair;  they  are  clean  and  neat  and 
properly  furnished.  Many  of  them  are  small,  but  from  what  observation  I 
was  able  to  make  I  did  not  ascertain  that  any  of  them  were  inadequate  exoept 
at  Haines  Falls  on  the  Stony  Clove  and  Kaaterskill  branch,  and  I  am  informed 
there  is  to  be  a  new  station  erected  there  in  the  near  future.  The  station  plat- 
forms are  of  plank  and  gravel.  Time-tables  are  posted  in  the  waiting  rooms 
and  water  for  drinking  is  provided.  At  stations  where  there  is  a  water 
system  there  are  sanitary  closets;  at  others,  outside  closets,  fairly  well  kept. 
Station  and  train  employees  are  uniformed  and  wear  badges  indicating 
ensployment. 

The  general  condition  of  the  property  has  been  improved  since  the  last 
inspection.  Some  of  the  principal  improvements  noted  are  as  follows:  About 
8.4  per  cent  of  the  cross-ties  in  main  line  track,  8  per  cent  in  the  Stony  Clove 
and  Kaaterskill  branch,  and  9.3  per  cent  in  the  Hunter  branch  have  been 
renewed;  about  0.5  mile  of  70-lb.  rail  in  main  line  track  has  been  laid, 
replacing  62-lb.  rail;  7.7  miles  of  main  line  track,  1.18  miles  of  Stony  Clove 
and  Kaaterskill  branch,  and  0.25  mile  of  the  Hunter  branch  have  been  re-bal- 
lasted with  gravel  and  cinders;  bridges  Nos.  6,  7,  8,  and  54  of  the  main  line 
have  been  filled;  Nos.  5  and  29  re-planked;  No.  33  new  deck  and  guard-rail 
put  on;  Nos.  50,  77,  and  78  new  elevation  blocks  put  in;  partial  renewal  of 
ties  and  guard-rail  have  been  made  on  bridges  Nos.  9,  10,  18,  21,  25,  28,  30,  50, 
52,  ffl,  60,  69,  70,  74,  75,  76,  78,  79,  80,  and  111;  timber  bent  put  under  east 
end  of  bridge  No.  64  on  account  of  long  carry;  inside  guard-rails  have  been 
placed  on  bridges  Nos.  21,  24,  28,  30,  48,  and  78;  pile  trestle  No.  87  has  had 
bent  partially  renewed,  and  No.  84  has  been  filled  in.  On  the  Stony  Clove 
and  Kaaterskill  branch,  bridge  No.  100  has  been  filled  in  and  abolished,  and 
inside  guard-rails  have  been  placed  on  bridges  Nos.  110  and  112;  open  cul- 
vert and  cattle-pass  No.  60A  has  had  heavy  stringers  put  in  preparatory  to 
rebuilding  masonry ;  a  new  concrete  box  culvert  has  been  built  west  of  Brown 
station,  and  No.  64B  west  of  Stamford  has  been  replaced  with  36-in.  iron 
pipe  and  filling;  quite  extensive  riprapping  has  been  done  at  main  line  bridges 
Nos.  30,  41,  70,  75,  and  76;  37  main  line  bridges  have  been  re-painted,  and 
12  on  the  Stony  Clove  and  Kaaterskill  branch ;  extensive  re-painting  of  stations 
and  other  buildings  has  been  done  at  many  points  on  the  road;  new  com- 
bination freight  and  passenger  stations  have  been  erected  at  South  Gilboa 
and  Kortright;  station  at  l^bart  has  been  practically  rebuilt  and  enlarged; 
new  combination  station  built  at  South  Kortright;  necessary  repairs  and 
improvements  have  been  made  to  other  station  buildings ;  general  improvement 
has  been  made  in  the  layout  of  tracks  in  the  principal  yards  and  quite  exten- 
sive additions  made  to  station  and  yard  tracks;  about  4  miles  of  woven  wire 
fence  have  been  erected,  and  quite  extensive  repairs  made  to  other  fences. 

Recommendations:  That  the  narrow  cuts  on  the  westerly  portion  of  the 
main  line  be  widened  to  provide  room  for  maintenance  of  suitable  ditches; 
that  the  foundation  to  abutments  of  bridges  Nos.  108  and  109,  Stony  Clove 
and  Kaaterskill  branch,  be  underpinned,  as  apparently  the  water  is  washing 
below  the  bottom;  that  inside  guard-rails  be  placed  on  the  important  bridges 
where  now  lacking;  that  the  timber  trestles  in  main  line  track  between 
Bloomville  and  Oneonta  be  repaired,  rebuilt,  or  replaced  in  the  near  future; 
that  the  masonry  to  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  Nos.  43,  52A,  55A, 
59A,  60A,  and  64A  of  the  main  line  be  rebuilt;  and  that  necessary  renewal 
of  the  worn  62-lb.  rail  be  made. 

The  recommendations  contained  in  report  of  last  inspection  have  been  or  are 
receiving  proper  attention.

To  the  Public  Service  Commission^  Second  District: 

Gentlemen  :  1  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Unadilla  Valley  railway  and 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  road  extends  from  New  Berlin  to  Bridgewater,  19.14  miles  with  1.85 
miles  sidings,  and  has  no  branches.  At  New  Berlin  jt  has  a  connection  with 
the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  railway,  'New  Berlin  branch,  each  road 
having  its  own  station.  At  Bridgewater  it  connects  with  the  Delaware, 
Lackawanna  and  Western  railroad,  Richfield  Springs  branch,  both  roads 
using  same  station.  The  road  is  single  tracked.  Its  principal  outbound  busi- 
ness is  milk  and  farm  products,  and  the  inbound  business  is  local  coal 
supply,  feed,  and  general  merchandise.  Generally  the  alignment  is  straight, 
the  few  curves  it  has  are  light,  an  exception  to  this  ^ing  a  curve  of  6 
degrees,  three-eighths  of  a  mile  south  of  South  Edmeston.  The  only  grade 
of  importance  is  about  1000  ft.  long,  1  per  cent,  near  Sweets  station.  The 
roadbed  is  of  good  width  and  the  drainage  fair.  There  are  2  steel  bridges, 
one  40-ft.  span,  deck  plate  girder,  and  one  20-ft.  span,  20-in.  rolled  beams, 
both  in  good  condition.  There  are  15  timber  trestles,  most  of  them  have 
poor  ties  and  guard  timbers.  There  are  26  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes, 
and  most  of  them  require  more  or  less  tie  and  guard  timber  renewals.  The 
box  and  pipe  culverts  appear  to  be  in  good  condition. 

The  cross-ties  are  in  fair  condition  and  6249  reported  put  in  track  since 
last  inspection;  additional  tie  renewals  in  progress.  About  4.5  miles  of 
main  track  are  laid  with  70-lb.  rail  and  about  14.64  miles  with  56-lb.  rail. 
Splices  are  24-iu.,  4-bolt  angles,  fully  bolted  but  not  always  tight  Split 
switches  and  stiff  rail  frogs  are  used,  and  switch  stands  are  provided  with 
targets  and  lamps. 

The  ballast  is  gravel  of  sufficient  quantity.  The  alignment  is  fair  but  ttie 
surface  is  not  good,  low  joints  being  in  evidenc-e  in  most  localities.  Tbtt  line 
is  divided  into  three  3V^  miles  track  sections,  each  having  a  foreman  and  4 
men,  a  total  of  15;  each  section  gang  is  provided  with  proper  equipment  for 
signaling  trains;  the  patrolling  or  trackwalking  is  done  by  the  section  men. 
The  highway  crossings  are  well  located  so  far  as  the  view  from  them  and 
from  approaching  trains  is  concerned;  their  approaches  and  planking  are  in 
fair  condition  and  each  is  provided  with  cattle-guards  and  crossing-signs. 

Train  operation  is  conducted  by  means  of  telephone.  There  is  seldom  but 
one  train  at  a  time  on  the  line,  the  exception  generally  being  a  work  train 
which  is  given  positive  instructions  as  to  its  movements  before  commencing 
a  day's  work. 

Tlie  station  buildings  while  small  appear  sufficient  for  the  requirements  of 
the  various  stations. 

Since  last  previous  inspection  the  masonry  of  1  cattle-pass  has  been  rebuilt; 
4  cattle-passes  extensively  repaired;  the  station  buildings  at  W^est  Edmeston 
and  River  Forks  extensively  repaired  and  re-painted;  1  mile  of  fence  rebuilt 
and  5  miles  repaired;  2  sidings,  one  at  West  Edmeston  120  ft.  long,  and  one 
at  Leonardsville  200  ft.  long,  have  been  built ;  the  replacing  of  a  wooden  bridge 
structure  by  one  of  reinforced  concrete  about  a  mile  north  of  New  Berlin  is 
noted. 

Kecommendaiions :  The  poor  ties  and  guard  timbers  of  various  bridges,  open 
culverts,  and  cattle-passes  should  be  renewed  this  season,  and  the  officials  of 
the  road  promise  that  much  of  it  will  be  done;  the  track  bolts  should  be 
tightened  at  once,  not  only  as  a  precaution  but  to  reduce  the  wear  of  both 
rails  and  joint  bars;  considerable  surfacing  of  track  should  be  done  before 
the  winter  season  sets  in  or  otherwise  the  track  will  be  very  rough,  which  not 
only  causes  excessive  wear  of  track  and  equipment  but  is  liable  to  cause  derail- 
ments, especially  in  the  event  of  ^  handling  equipment  with  defective  running 
gear  or  that  is  badly  loaded  over  a  poorly  aligned  and  surfaced  track. 

The  recommendations  of  last  year  seem  to  have  been  pretty  well  complied 
with  and  the  road  generally  well  maintained.

GENTLEMEN:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  United  States  and  Canada 
railroad  (operated  by  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company)  and  respectfully 
sulmiit  the  following  report: 

The  United  States  and  Canada  railroad  connects  with  the  Rome,  Watertown 
and  Ogdensburg  division  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad 
at  Massena  Springs  and  extends  to  the  Canada  line  near  Fort  Covington,  at 
which  point  it  connects  with  a  branch  of  the  Qrand  Trunk  railway  extending 
to  Montreal.  The  length  of  the  road  is  22.18  miles,  single  track,  and  it  has 
approximately  1.25  miles  of  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  The  general  alignment 
is  first  class;  the  maximum  curve  is  about  ^  degrees.  The  trades  are  light 
and  for  much  of  the  distance  practically  level.  The  road  is  constructed 
through  a  fairly  level  country  and  there  are  very  li^ht  cuts  and  embank- 
ments.    The  roadway  is  well  graded  and  properly  drained. 

There  are  6  steel  and  iron  bridges,  2  of  them  having  2  spans  and  the  remain- 
ing 4  a  single  span  each;  3  of  the  bridges  have  abutments  of  timber  and  3 
have  masonry  abutments,  all  however  in  good  safe  condition;  the  bridges  are 
in  good  condition ;  they  are  rather  light  but  sufiicient  for  the  motive  power  and 
rolling  stock  used;  they  are  fairly  well  painted.  The  ties  and  guard  timbers 
are  of  standard  dimensions  and  in  good  repair;  inside  guard-rails  are  main- 
tained on  all.  There  are  no  wooden  bridges  in  the  roadway  or  for  overhead 
highway  or  farm  crossings,  and  no  overhei^  obstructions.  There  are  no  timber 
trestles  remaining  in  the  roadway,  all  having  been  filled  since  the  last  inspec- 
tion. There  are  51  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  constructed  entirely  of 
timber,  the  abutments  being  of  squared  timber  or  framed  bents  planked 
behind  to  support  the  embankments;  all  have  wooden  stringers,  standard  ties 
and  ffuard  timbers,  and  are  in  first-class  condition.  There  are  no  arch  culverts. 
The  box  culverts  are  constructed  of  cedar  timber;  they  are  in  good  condition, 
most  of  them  having  been  renewed  within  the  past  few  years. 

The  cross-ties,  practically  all  cedar,  are  6x8  in.,  8  ft.  in  length,  and  laid 
at  the  rate  of  2816  to  the  mile  of  track;  they  are  in  good  condition,  evenly 
spaced  and  full  spiked.  The  track  is  laid  entirely  with  65-lb.  steel  rail,  con- 
nected by  angle  plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts;  the  rail  is  in  very  fair 
condition,  all  connections  full  bolted  and  bolts  tight.  All  main-track  switches 
are  split  point,  mainly  with  rigid  stands;  all  have  proper  targets.  Switch 
lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  green  for  safety.  The  frogs  are  rigid 
and  are  properly  maintained.  Blocks  of  timber  secured  to  the  tops  of  the 
rails  are  in  use  in  place  of  derailing  switches. 

The  track  is  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders  in  fair  (juantity.  The  align- 
ment and  surfacing  of  track  are  good  and  the  outer  rail  on.  curve  properly 
elevated  for  the  speed  at  which  the  trains  are  scheduled.  The  track  sections 
are  about  6  miles  in  length  and  the  force  maintained  on  each  consists  of  a 
foreman  and  2  laborers  in  winter  and  3  laborers  in  summer;  each  gang  is 
furnished  with  flags,  lanterne,  and  torpedoes,  and  all  portions  of  the  track 
are  patrolled  daily. 

One  track  of  the  New  York  and  Ottawa  railway  is  crossed  at  grade  at 
Helena,  protected  by  an  interlocking  plant. 

The  right  of  way  is  free  from  trees,  brush,  and  rubbish,  and  fenced  with 
wire.  The  fences  are  getting  somewhat  out  of  repair  and  need  attention.  The 
highway  crossings  are  well  graded,  properly  planked,  and  protected  by  signs 
of  the  long  board  design  extending  across  the  traveled  road.  Wooden  slat 
cattle-guards  are  maintained  at  each  boundary  of  the  highways  crossed  at  grade. 

The  movements  of  trains  are  governed  by  the  telegraphic  train  order  system. 

The  station  buildings  are  in  good  condition  and  properly  furnished.  The 
platforms  are  of  plank  and  gravel  and  well  maintained.  The  station  groimds 
are  well  kept. 

vSince  the  last  inspection  about   10  per  cent  of   the   cross- ties  have   been 
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renewed;  neoessair  repairs  have  been  made  to  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes; 
5  timber  trestles  have  been  filled;  some  repairs  have  been  made  to  fences. 
Reoommendaiion:    That  the  fences  be  put  in  proper  condition. 
The  recommendations  contained  in  last  annual  report  of  inspection  have 
been  complied  with.

To  the  Public  Service  Cowmiesion,  Second  District  : 

Oentleicen:  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  portions  of  the  Western 
New  York  and  Pennsylvania  railway  (operated  by  The  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road Company)   in  this  State  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Buffalo  division  main  line,  including  the  Union  Terminal  railway  in 
Buffalo,  extends  from  Babcock  street,  Buffalo,  to  the  Pennsylvania-State  line 
near  White  House,  78.7S  miles  first  track,  18.26  miles  second  track,  and  102.2 
miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks;  and  has  a  branch  freight  line  extending  from 
a  connection  with  the  main  line  at  Gardenville  to  the  ore  docks  in  South 
Buffalo,  6.06  miles  main  track.  The  Rochester  branch  main  line  extends 
from  Rochester  to  Hinsdale  on  the  main  line  of  the  Buffalo  division,  08.53 
miles  main  track  and  32.3  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks,  and  has  the  follow- 
ing named  branches:  Rochester  freight  branch,  2.38  miles  track,  Genesee 
Vidley  Terminal  railroad,  which  extends  from  Rochester  yard  to  a  connec- 
tion with  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad  just  west  of 
Rochester;  Scottsville  branch,  which  connects  with  the  main  line  at  Sootts- 
ville  and  extends  to  manufactories  at  Garbutts,  2.0  miles  main  track;  and 
the  Swains  branch,  extending  from  Nunda  Junction  on  the  main  line  to 
Nunda,  2.36  miles  track:  this  line  formerly  extended  to  Swains  on  the  line 
of  the  Pittsburg,  Shawmut  and  Northern  railroad,  but  the  portion  from 
Nunda  to  Swains  which  has  been  out  of  use  for  a  number  of  years  had  track 
taken  up  and  that  portion  of  the  road  has  been  abandoned.  The  Chautauqua 
branch  extends  from  the  Pennsylvania-State  line  to  a  connection  with  the 
Buffalo  division  main  line  at  East  Buffalo,  85.0  miles  main  track  and  17.1 
miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks.  The  River  division,  Salamanca  branch, 
extends  from  the  Pennsylvania-State  line  near  Wolf  Run  to  a  connection 
with  the  main  line  Buffalo  division  at  Clean,  38.05  miles  main  track  and 
40.83  miles  sidings  and  yard  tracks. 

The  general  alignment  of  the  Buffalo  division  is  very  fair  and  most  curves 
light:  the  maximum  is  5  degrees,  north  of  Ischua;  the  grades  are  also  gen- 
erally light  and  fairly  regular:  the  maximum  is  64  ft.  per  mile  for  about  2 
miles,  north  of  Lime' Lake.  The  Rochester  branch  is  extremely  crooked  and 
many  curves  sharp:  the  maximimi  is  15  degrees,  north  of  Genesee  Junction; 
the  grades  are  long  and  steep  and  somewhat  broken:  the  maximum  is  70.2 
ft.  per  mile,  north  of  Rockville.  The  general  alignment  of  the  Chautauqua 
branch  is  very  good  and  most  curves  light:  the  maximum  is  7  degrees  and 
30  minutes,  at  Prospect;  the  grades  are  considerably  steep  and  somewhat 
broken:  the  maximum  is  70  ft.  per  mile  for  about  6  miles,  in  the  vicinity 
of  Prospect.  The  general  alignment  of  the  Salamanca  branch.  River  divi- 
sion, is  very  fair :  tne  maximum  curve  is  8  degrees,  at  Wolf  Run ;  the  ^ades 
are  light  and  regular:  the  maximum  is  16  ft.  per  mile,  near  Red  House. 
The  cuts  and  embankments  of  all  the  lines  of  road  are  of  good  width  and 
proper  slopes.  The  ditches  are  in  excellent  condition,  having  been  thoroughly 
cleaned  recently. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  generally  in  ^od  condition  and  fairly  well 
painted;  masonry  of  stone  or  concrete;  the  ties  and  guard  timbers  are  of 
standard  dimensions,  generally  well  maintained,  and  inside  guard-rails  are 
in  place  on  all  the  long  ones.  Bridge  No.  34  of  the  Buffalo  division  is  a  very 
light  structure;  it  is  on  bents  pending  renewal.     No.  35  has  bad  masonry 
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and  18  alBO  on  bents;  the  ties  on  this  bridge  are  also  poor  and  need  renewal. 
No.  49  has  been  damaged  by  wreck,  is  in  very  poor  condition  generally,  and 
is  also  supported  on  l^nts  pending  renewal;  this  bridge  should  be  replaced 
promptly;  the  bents  under  it  are  small  and  liable  to  be  disturbed  by  ice; 
should  those  bents  be  taken  out,  the  bridge  would  not  be  likely  to  carry  a 
train  in  safety.  On  the  Rochester  division  bridges  12,  13,  and  16  are  verv 
light  structures  and  should  be  replaced*  Several  other  bridges  of  that  branch 
are  rather  light  and  it  is  on  the  program  to  replace  them,  as  it  is  expected 
that  heavier  power  will  be  used  on  this  branch  and  that  it  would  be  unsafe 
to  use  it  with  the  present  bridges.  The  bridges  of  the  Chautauqua  and 
Salamanca  branches  are  in  good  condition  throughout.  There  are  no  wooden 
bridgea  in  the  roadway  of  any  of  the  lines. 

All  overhead  obstructions  less  than  20  ft.  above  the  track  are  protected 
by  warning  signals;  there  are  13  such  on  the  Buffalo  division,  11  on  the 
Rochester  branch  main  line,  1  on  the  Scottsville  branch,  and  7  on  the  Chau- 
tauqua branch;  most  of  them  are  overhead  railroad  or  street  bridges  in 
Buffalo  and  Rochester  which  can  not  well  be  raised,  and  to  determine  as  to 
the  others  would  necessitate  a  special  survey  in  each  case. 

All  the  timber  trestles  are  of  pile  or  framed  bent  construction;  the  timber 
is  of  standard  dimensions  and  generally  in  first-class  repair.  On  the  Buffalo 
division  there  are  6  such  structures,  on  the  Rochester  branch  8,  on  the 
Chautauqua  branch  11,  and  on  the  River  division,  Salamanca  branch,  2.  The 
only  one  to  which  attention  was  directed  as  needing  attention  at  present  was 
No.  43  on  the  Rochester  branch,  which  has  some  poor  timber  in  bents,  string- 
ers, and  ties.  The  officials  of  the  railroad  company  who  accompanied  your 
inspector  advised  that  this  and  all  other  such  matters  to  which  attention  was 
directed  would  be  promptly  taken  care  of.  Nearly  all  open  culverts  and 
cattle-passes  have  good  masonry  and  I-beam  stringers,  with  standard  ties  and 
guard  timbers  generally  in  good  condition;  a  few  are  constructed  entirely  of 
timber.  No.  62  of  the  Buffalo  division,  constructed  entirely  of  wood,  is  get- 
ting old  and  is  to  be  renewed,  and  one  without  number,  just  south  of  Ischua, 
has  bad  masonry  and  is  on  bents  pending  renewal.  On  the  Rochester  branch 
there  are  6  constructed  entirely  of  timber;  all  are  in  good  condition  except 
one  just  north  of  Piffard  which  needs  rebuilding.  On  the  Chautauqua  branch 
there  are  7  constructed  entirely  of  wood;  they  are  in  good  condition.  There 
was  formerly  a  large  number  of  such  openings  on  this  branch,  but  very 
extensive  work  has  l^en  done  replacing  them  with  masonry  and  I-beams,  con- 
crete boxes,  or  iron  pipe  and  filling.  All  on  the  River  division,  Salamanca 
branch,  have  masonry  and  I-beams,  in  proper  condition.  The  arch,  box,  and 
pipe  culverts  so  far  as  could  be  observed  were  in  good  condition.  At  the 
place  where  the  new  line  being  constructed  by  the  Erie  Railroad  Company 
crosses  over  the  Rochester  branch,  near  Oramel,  the  arch  culvert  which  was 
built  by  the  Erie  Railroad  Company  for  the  passage  of  the  trains  of  The 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  has  failed,  and  the  line  of  the  Rochester 
branch  has  been  changed  temporarily  to  an  opening  made  in  the  embankment 
of  the  Erie  company ;  owing  to  the  nature  of  the  foundation  it  will  be  diffi- 
cult to  maintain  an  arch  at  this  place. 

The  cross-ties  on  the  Buffalo  division  are  6x7  in.,  8  ft.  long,  96  per  cent 
oak  and  4  per  cent  chestnut,  laid  2560  to  2860  to  the  mile;  on  the  Rochester 
branch,  7x7  in.,  8  ft.  6  in.  long,  86  per  cent  oak,  10  per  cent  chestnut,  3  per 
cent  yellow  pine,  1  per  cent  (Sdar,  laid  2464  to  2880  to  the  mile;  on  the 
Chautauqua  branch,  7x7  in.,  8  ft.  6  in.  long,  83  per  cent  oak  and  17  per 
cent  chestnut,  laid  2816  to  the  mile;  on  the  Salamanca  branch  of  the  River 
division,  7x7  in.,  8  ft.  6  in.  long,  94  per  cent  oak  and  6  per  cent  chestnut, 
laid  3000  to  the  mile.  The  ties  are  in  first-class  condition  and  practically 
all  renewals  necessary  this  season  have  been  made;  they  are  well  spaced 
and  full  spiked.    Tie-plates  are  used  on  all  soft  wood  ties  and  on  curves. 

The  track  is  laid  with  steel  rail:  on  the  Buffalo  division,  90.6  miles  85-lb., 
11.9  miles  80-1b.,  1.2  miles  67-lb.;  Rochester  branch,  3  miles  100-lb.,  24.9 
miles  86-lb.,  20.7  miles  80-lb.,  63.9  miles  67-Ib.,  2.38  miles  60-lb.,  1.29  miles 
66-lb.;  Chautauqua  branch,  86.14  miles  86-Ib.,  0.76  mile  70-lb.;  Salamanca 
branch  of  River  division,   13.76  miles  86-lb.,  8.61  miles  70-lb.,   13.14  miles 
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67-lb.  The  lOQ-lb.  and  the  &5-lb.  rails  are  connected  by  angle  plates  34  in.  in 
length  with  6  bolts;  the  80-lb.  by  angle  plates  20  in.  in  length  with  6  bolts; 
the  70-,  60-,  and  56-lb.  by  angle  plates  24  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts;  the 
G7-lh.  by  angle  plates  2ij  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts;  and  the  56-lb.  by  angle 
plates  20  in.  in  length  with  4  bolts.  The  rail  on  the  Buffalo  division  is  in 
very  good  condition  and  renewals  are  being  made  as  necessary;  the  67-,  60-, 
and  56-lb.  rails  on  the  Kocliester  division  are  considerably  worn  and  renewal 
is  now  being  made.  The  rail  on  the  Chautauqua  division  is  in  very  fair 
condition  and  renewals  are  being  made  at  the  present  time  at  places  where 
considered  necessary.  The  67-lb.  rail  on  the  River  division,  Salamanca 
branch,  is  somewhat  worn  but  is  in  fair  condition.  All  the  other  rail  is  in 
good  condition,  all  connections  full  bolted,  and  no  loose  bolts  were  observed. 
All  main-track  switches  are  split  point,  mainly  with  rigid  stands;  all  hav« 
well  painted  targets;  nearly  all  the  switch  stands  of  the  Buffalo  division, 
and  at  obscure  places  on  the  other  divisions,  have  high  targets,  and  at  most 
obscure  places  and  outlying  switches  there  are  distant  signals  connected  with 
the  switch  stands.  Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger 
and  white  for  safety;  green  is  used  for  caution.  Nearly  all  main-track  frogs 
are  spring  rail  and  are  properly  maintained.  Derailing  switches  are  in  all 
sidings  where  their  use  appears  necessary,  but  in  most  cases  targets  are 
lacking. 

On  the  Buffalo  division  about  60  miles  are  well  ballasted  with  broken  stone 
and  slag,  the  remainder  with  gravel  and  cinders  in  very  fair  quantity.  The 
Rochester  branch  is  ballasted  with  gravel,  cinders,  and  slag  in  from  fair  to 
good  quantity.  The  Chautauqua  branch  with  gravel  and  cinders  in  fair 
quantity.  The  River  division,  Salamanca  branch,  with  gravel,  cinders,  and 
slag  in  fair  quantity.  The  alignment  and  surfacing  of  the  track  of  all  the 
lines  are  good,  and  the  outer  rail  on  curves  properly  elevated  for  the  speed 
at  which  the  trains  are  scheduled.  The  track  sections  of  the  Buffalo  division 
are  about  4  miles  in  length  and  the  force  employed  upon  each  consists  of  a 
foreman  and  6  laborers;  of  the  Rochester  branch,  4^  miles  in  length  and 
the  force  consists  of  a  foreman  and  4  laborers;  of  the  Chautauqua  branch, 
5.70  miles  in  length  and  the  force  consists  of  a  foreman  and  5  laborers;  of 
the  River  division,  Salamanca  branch,  5  miles  in  length  and  the  force  con- 
sists of  a  foreman  and  4  laborers;  each  gang  is  furnished  with  flags,  lanterns, 
and  torpedoes,  and  all  portions  of  the  road  are  patrolled  daily  by  some  mem- 
ber of  the  section  force. 

The  Buffalo  division  has  the  following  grade  crossings  of  steam  and  elec- 
tric railroads:  At  Emslie  street,  Buffalo,  there  is  a  double  track  crossing 
of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad  tracks:  this  is  also 
the  connection  with  that  railroad,  the  tracks  of  the  New  York  Central  rail- 
road being  used  by  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  passenger  trains  between  this 
point  and  Exchange  Street  station;  the  crossing  is  protected  by  an  inter- 
locking plant.  At  East  Buffalo  1  track  of  the  Buffalo  Creek  railroad  and 
4  tracks  of  the  Erie  railroad:  the  crossings  are  about  200  ft.  apart  and  the 
movements  of  all  trains  are  governed  by  signals  located  on  a  tower  about 
midway  between  the  crossings;  signals  on  the  same  tower  govern  the  cross- 
ing of  the  4  tracks  of  the  Erie  railroad  by  the  single  track  of  the  Chautauqua 
branch,  and  also  the  crossing  of  the  4  tracks  of  tne  Erie  railroad  by  1  track 
of  the  Buffalo  Creek  railroad.  There  are  approximately  400  movements  of 
trains  or  locomotives  over  these  crossings  daily.  The  signals  are  not  inter- 
looked.  All  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop.  This  crossing  should 
be  protected  by  an  interlocking  plant,  although  the  use  of  an  interlocking 
plant  would  to  a  considerable  extent  retard  the  movements  of  trains  there. 
At  East  Buffalo  2  tracks  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  rail- 
road: the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  proper  interlocking  plant.  At  Indian 
Church  road  1  track  of  the  Buffalo  Southern  railway  (electric) :  there  are  no 
derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric  road  and  the  copper  trough 
over  the  trolley  wire  is  in  bad  condition  as  well  as  being  too  short.  At  Win- 
chester another  track  of  the  same  railroad  crosses:  there  are  no  derailing 
switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric  road  and  the  copper  trough  over  the 
trolley  wire  is  too  short.    At  Ebenezer  2  tracks  of  the  Buffalo  Terminal  rail- 
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way  (operated  by  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Com- 
pany) :  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  proper  interlocking  plant.  At  Machias 
Junction  1  track  of  the  Buflfalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  railway:  the 
crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal,  and  all  trains  are  required 
to  come  to  a  full  stop.  At  Olean  2  tracks  of  the  Erie  railroad:  the  crossing 
is  protected  by  an  interlocking  plant.  On  Union  street,  Olean,  1  track  of  the 
Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Traction  Company:  there  are  no  derails 
in  the  track  of  the  electric  road  but  a  proper  protection  over  the  trolley 
wire.  At  South  Olean  another  track  of  the  same  railway  crosses:  there  are 
derails  in  the  track  of  the  electric  road  and  proper  protection  over  the  trolley 
wire.  At  White  House  still  another  track  of  the  same  railway  crosses:  there 
are  derails  in  the  track  of  the  electric  road  and  a  proper  protection  over  the 
trolley  wire.  At  White  House  I  track  of  the  Pittsburg,  Shawmut  and  North- 
em  railroad,  protected  by  a  proper  interlocking  plant. 

The  Rochester  branch  crosses  at  grade  the  following:  On  Plymouth  avenue, 
Rochester,  2  tracks  of  the  Rochester  railway  (electric)  :  there  are  derailing 
switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric  road  and  proper  protection  over  the 
trolley  wire.  At  Genesee  Junction  2  tracks  of  the  West  Shore  railroad 
(operated  by  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company) : 
the  crossing  is  protected  by  gates  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a 
full  stop.  At  Mount  Morris  2  tracks  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and 
Western  railroad:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  proper  interlocking  plant. 
Near  Rochester  the  Genesee  Valley  Terminal,  a  freight  branch,  crosses  3 
tracks  of  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  railway:  the  crossing  is 
protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal;  all  trains  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad 
come  to  a  full  stop;  those  of  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  do  not 
stop  if  the  signals  are  in  their  favor. 

Near  May vi lie  the  Chautauqua  branch  crosses  at  grade  1  track  of  the 
Jamestown,  Chautauqua  and  Lake  Erie  railroad:  the  crossing  is  protected  by 
a  proper  interlocking  plant.  At  Dunkirk  1  track  of  the  Dunkirk  and  Fre- 
donia  railroad  (electric) :  there  is  a  derail  on  one  side  of  the  steam  railroad 
track  in  the  electric  railroad,  but  it  is  not  used;  there  is  a  proper  protec- 
tion over  the  trolley  wire.  At  Dunkirk  1  track  of  the  Dunkirk,  Allegheny 
Valley  and  Pittsburgh  railroad:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting  board 
signal,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop.  North  of  Dun- 
kirk 1  track  of  the  Allegheny  division  of  the  Erie  railroad:  the  crossing  is 
protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a 
full  stop.  At  Blasdell  1  track  of  the  Buffalo  and  Southwestern  branch  of 
the  Erie  railroad:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal,  and 
all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop.  At  South  Buffalo  2  tracks 
of  the  Buffalo  Creek  railroad:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting  board 
signal,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop.  At  Smith  street, 
Buffalo,  2  tracks  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  railroad:  the 
crossing  is  protected  by  disc  signals  located  on  a  tower,  and  all  trains  are 
required  to  come  to  a  ifull  stop;  this  is  a  dangerous  crossing,  and  especially 
referred  to  in  the  reports  on  the  Buffalo  Creek  and  the  Delaware,  I^cka- 
wanna  and  Western  railroads,  and  your  Commission  has  under  considera- 
tion the  question  of  its  elimination.  At  East  Buffalo  4  tracks  of  the  Erie 
railroad:  the  crossing  is  protected  by  signals  located  on  a  tower,  and  espe- 
cially referred  to  in  the  report  of  grade  crossings  of  the  Buffalo  division. 
Near  Olean  the  Salamanca  branch  of  the  River  division  crosses  at  grade  1 
track  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Traction  Company's  road 
(electric)  :  there  are  derailing  switches  in  the  track  of  the  electric  road, 
but  no  protection  over  the  trolley  wire.  At  Riverside  1  track  of  the  Buffalo, 
Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  railway  and  1  track  of  the  Bradford  division  of 
the  Erie  railroad:  the  crossings  are  nearly  alongside  and  are  protected  by  a 
tilting  board  signal,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop. 

The  right  of  way  is  free  from  trees,  brush,  and  rubbish  except  where  brush 
is  left  to  protect  slopes  on  the  River  division.  The  fences  are  generally  of 
wire  and  in  very  good  repair.  The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded, 
well  planked,  and  protected  by  signs  of  the  diamond,  triangular,  or  oval 
form,   suitably  located  and   well   painted.     Wooden   or  metallic  slat  cattle- 
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GuirdB  with  proper  guard-feneeB  are  maintained  at  each  boundary  of  the 
ghways  crossed  at  grade.  On  the  Buffalo  division  there  are  2  croesings 
protected  by  flagmen  and  gates,  7  by  flagmen,  2  by  electric  bells,  89  by 
erossing-siffns;  on  the  Rochester  branch  6  by  flagmen  and  94  by  crossing* 
signs;  on  the  Chautauqua  branch  1  by  flagman  and  gates,  14  by  flagmen,  2 
by  electric  bells,  98  by  crossing-signs;  on  the  Salamanca  branch  River  divi- 
sion 1  by  flagman  and  2^  by  crossing-signs. 

The  movements  of  trains  are  governed  by  the  telegraphic  block  signal  sys- 
tem, being  absolute  for  passenger  trains  and  permissive  for  freights. 

The  station  buildings  are  in  good  repair,  clean  and  neat,  and  in  good  sani- 
tary condition;  water  for  drinking  is  provided,  and  time-tables  posted  in 
the  waiting  rooms.  The  fire  protection  consists  of  fire  pails  and  water  in 
barrels,  and  at  some  of  the  larger  stations  fire  extinguishers  and  hose. 
The  station  platforms  are  mainly  of  plank  and  are  properly  maintained. 
The  station  grounds  are  well  kept.  AH  station  employees  are  uniformed 
and  wear  badges  indicating  employment. 

The  principal   repairs  and  improvements  noted   as  made   since  the   last 
inspection  are  as  follows:     About  9  per  cent  of  the  ties  on  the  Buffalo  divi- 
sion, 15  per  cent  on  the  Rochester  oranch,  9  per  cent  on  the  Chautauqua 
branch,  and  14  per  cent  on  the  River  division,  Salamanca  branch,  have  been 
renewed;   6.5  miles  of  85-tt).  rail  have  been  laid  on   the  Buffalo  division, 
replacing  worn  85-lb.  rail,  and  new  rail  is  now  being  laid  on  the  Buffalo 
division  and  Rochester  and  Chautauqua  branches;   19.5  miles  of  the  Buffalo 
division  have  been  re-ballasted  with  slag,  9.3  miles  with  cinders,  and  1.1 
miles  with  gravel;  7.8  miles  of  the  Rochester  branch  with  slag,  16.2  miles 
with   gravel,   and  6.1   miles  with   cindiers;    9.46  miles   of  the  Chautauqua 
branch  with  slag  and  cinders  and  8.3  miles  with  gravel;  0.30  mile  of  the 
River  division,  Salamanca  branch,  with  slag,  2.4  miles  with  cinders,  and  3.5 
miles  with  gravel;  on  the  Buffalo  division  bridge  No.  20  has  had  wooden 
stringers  replaced  with  I-beams;  No.  19,  an  I-beam  span,  has  been  replaced 
with  iron  pipe  and  filling,  No.  58,  covering  4  tracks,  has  had  I-beam  span 
replaced  with  iron  pipe  and  filling;  1  timl^r  trestle  on  the  Buffalo  division 
has  been  replaced  with  an  iron  bridge,  and  2  with  box  culverts  and  filling; 
on  the  Chautauqua  branch  1  has  been  replaced  with  concrete  box  culvert  and 
filling,  and  10  have  been  extensively  repaired ;  on  the  Buffalo  division  4  open 
culverts  and  cattle-passes  have  been  rebuilt  and  1  cattle-pass  filled,  and  on 
the  Chautauqua  branch  1  cattle-pass  has  been  filled;  on  the  Buffalo  division 
11  box  culverts  have  been  replaced)  with  castiron  pipe;  on  the  Chautauqua 
branch  1  abutment  to  bridge  No.  10  has  been  reinforced,  and  1  abutment  and 
pier  to  the  flood  bridge  just  west  of  Irving  rebuilt;  22  bridges  of  the  Buf- 
falo division  and  7  of  the  Rochester  branch  have  been  re-painted;  repairs 
and  additions  to  station  and  other  buildings  have  been  made  as  follows:  on 
the  Buffalo   division  at  Holland  the  passenger  station  platform  has  been 
raised  and  rebuilt;  at  Protection,  Chaffee,  Arcade,  and  Hinsdale,  passenger 
station  platforms  raised   and  repaired;    new   tool   houses  built  at  Buffido, 
Holland,  Protection,  and  Hinsdale;  new  water  tank  erected  at  Arcade;  new 
office  building  at  Olean;  new  pumping  station  at  E^st  Aurora;  new  closet  at 
Erie  Junction,  Buffalo,  and  extensive  repairs  made  to  coal  wharf  at  Buffalo; 
new  shop,  floor  to  roundhouse,  and  machine  shop  at  Olean;  and  extensive 
repairs  made  to  water  station  at  Chaffee;  on  the  Rochester  branch  at  Fow- 
lerville  and  Piffard  station  buildings  have  been  thoroughly  repaired;  Portage 
has  had  station  raised,  re-silled,  and  floor  repaired;  roofs  have  been  renewed 
to  the  station  buildings  at  Tuscarora  and  Caneadea;  new  tool  house  built  at 
Caneadea;  passenger  and  freight  station  at  Sonyea  painted)  throughout;  on 
the  Chautauqua  branch  a  new  passenger  shelter  has  been  built  at  Sheridan; 
new  watch  boxes  at  Maple  avenue,  Blasdell,  and  at  Center  street,  Brocton; 
new  tool  houses  at  Angola,  Dunkirk,  and  Woleben;  necessary  repairs  have 
been  made  to  other  station  buildings,  and  painting  done  where  necessary; 
37.4  miles  of  right  of  way  fence  have  been  rebuilt  on  the  Buffalo  division, 
13.2  miles  on  the  Rochester  branch,  and  8.4  miles  extensively  repaired;  2 
miles  renewed  on  the  Chautauqua  branch,  and  4  miles  extensively  repaired. 
The  general  oondlition  of  the  property  shows  continued  improvement. 
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Recommendations:  That  bridge  No.  49  of  the  Buffalo  diviflion  be  replaced 
promptly;  that  the  masonry  to  bridge  No.  35  be  rebuilt,  and  ties  and  guard 
timbers  renewed;  that  the  light  bridges  on  the  Rochester  branch,  especially 
Nos.  12,  13,  and  16,  be  replaced  in  the  near  future,  and  that  neoessary 
repairs  be  made  to  trestle  No.  43  of  that  branch;  that  open  culverts  and 
cattle-passes  No.  &2  and  the  one  without  number,  just  south  of  Ischua,  be 
promptly  rebuilt;  that  proper  targets  be  put  on  the  standls  of  derailing 
switches;  and  that  the  matter  of  putting  in  an  interlocking  plant  at  the 
crossing  of  the  Erie  railroad  tracks  at  East  Buffalo  be  given  careful  con- 
sideration.
